THIS Lady> of wbofe celebrity the 
annab of tbe Theatre afford many 
ftrikiog proofs, exhibits a remarkable 
isftance of the power of natural ecnius 
coa tending wifh a low birth and want 
of edttcatkMi> and in fpice of thefe dif- 
adTantaget, elevating herfelf to a very 
cMifpicaotts rank in focicty. She was 
\tom. ar Dublin^ in or about the yjear 
17 lit of parenu from whom ihe w^s not 
likely to receive anjr benefit. Her fa- 
ther's condition in life is unknown,, and 
her QocheTy who is reprefented as poor 
and honeft *» fold fruit at the entrance 
«f Fewncs*a Court. Our heroine appears 
Tery early t» haxe eaooerated her pa- 
leats from any charge for her mainte- 
nance ; and indeed it is more probable, 
that in her infancy Ihe rather contri- 
buted to, than received affifiance from 
them. In i7X^> a perfon known in. 
BubUaby the defcriptioa of Madame 
VioUntc^who kep« a booth for rope-dan- 
cets and* tumblers, collected a theatrical 
compuoy of children, the eldeft not 
Borc than ten years old, whom ihe in- 
flmaed to pcrformThe Bej;gar's Opera, 
■€ that time new to the Irilh Sttge. Of 
this Lilliputian Troap (ibme of whom 
were afterwards known on the Theatres 
ia England), Mis« Wojppingtom 
was the principal, ,and the part ihe 
performed, that of Polly. We are told, 
that ** the novelty of the iight, the un- 
common abilities of thefe little per- 
formers, and the great merit of the 
piece* attraaed the notice of the Town 
loan extraordinary degree. They drew 
crowded houfcs for a confiderable length 
of time; and the children of Shake- 
speare's and J onion's dar were not 
more followed or admired than thofe 
tiny geniufes f •*' 

How long ihe continued at Madame 
Violaote's Sooth Soes not certainly ap- 
pear; though, as the performances of 
that Lady were ftopped by authority, it 
is probable ihe remained but a ihorc 
ome. When ihe quitted her ihe en- 
gaged at the Theatre, in Aungier- 
^reet, and danced between the z6k% 



with Mr. William Delemain, Monf« 
Moreau, and others. But with the 
brilliant talents Hie poflcffcd, it cannot 
be fuppcfed that flic would long remain 
in an inferior iituatbn. She Voon de- 
termined to claim an higher rank, and 
on Februarv la, i736-7» appeared ia 
the part ot Ophelia, being her ht£t 
fpeaking charader on that iiage. 

Her fuccefs was equal to her wiihet 
or expectations. She was then in the 
bloom of her' youth and beauty, fenfible 
and intellisent in her manner, eafy and 
affable in her behaviour, diligent and 
attentive in her theatrical capacity, and 
gay, fprightly,and witty, in her private 
charatter. With thefe qualities, it will 
excite but little furprize that flie capti. 
vated all thofe who came withirt the 
fphefe of her inchantment. She pei'* 
formed chara£tert of iiraplicicy with 
eafe and elegance. She fpng n9turaUy» 
Without attempt at refinement, and 
every time ihe performed ihe increafed 
in favour with the public Her figure 
was a model of perfe£^ion, and ihe 
feems, like man^ other theatrical ladiet 
at a later perioo, to have been ollehta- 
tiouily and indelicately fond of exhibit'^ 
ing herfelf in ttafbuline atth-e. At her 
iiril benefit llie appeared in the male 
garb in a farce called "The Female 
Officer," with great fuccefs. 

She continued at Dublin three fea* 
Tons, when ihe removed to London, and 
appeared the firft time at Covent Gar- 
den the 6ch November 1740, in the 
charadcr of Sylvia in The Recruiting 
Officer, in which ihe met with great 
applaufe |. A few days afterwards the 
following Lines appeared in one of the 
Daily Papers.

The men grew tfavioiu, and the women 
lov'd. 

She performed fevera! other charac- 
ters, and particularly Sir Harry Wild- 
air *, with equal applaufe i but at the 
end of the fcafon, having a difference 
with the manager relative to her falary, 
ihc removed to Drury-lane. 

The yeir 1741 was remarkable for 
the firft appearance of Mi;. Garrick on 
the ftage. After performing through 
the fealbn at Goodman's Fields he en- 
gaged for a few nights at Drury*lanc, 
where he found Mrs. Woffington, with 
whom an attachment took place, which 
continued ftvcral yeara. In the fum- 
mer of 1742 they went, together to Ire- 
land, where the) performed with great 
- fuccefs. Mr. Hitchcock, after mention* 
ipg the approbation with which Mr. 
Garrick was received, adds, ** At the 
lame time juftice obliges us to acknow- 
ledge,that Mrs. Womngton contributed 
largely towards the extraordinary en- 
tertainment the public received, and was 
nearly 9s great a favourite* With 
truth it may be faid, they were two of 
the fir ft performcrt of the age. No 
wonder then, that during the hotteft 
months of the year the theatre was each 
,;iight crouded with perfons of the firft 
confequence* However, the excelli%'t 
cheats proved fatal to many, and an epi- 
demic diftemper feized and carried off 
. numbers, which from the clrcumftancc 
was called the Garrick Fever f. It was 
ahout this time Mr. Garrick wrote the 
celebrated fong in csmpiimcnt to Mrs. 
Woffington^ begin Dtng, *' Once more 
1*11 tunc the vocal fliell f-" 
. Both parties returned to England 
well fatisficd with their expedition, and 
•Mr^. WofHngton refumea her ftation 
at Drory-Lane. In that feafon fhe 



performed Charlotte in Fielding's W<^ 
ding- Day ; and it is remarkable Mr. 
Garrick performed Sir Harry Wildair 
for the firft time for her benefit. In 
the Teafon of 1743-4 (he performed 
Letitia in Ralph's Aftrologer ; and the 
next feafon, 1744-5, ihc ft ill continued 
at the fame Theatre^ as (be likcwife did 
the fucceeding one, 1745-6, in which 
ihe performed Lady Catherine Cordon 
in Macklin's Henry VI L In 1746-1 
ihe alfo performed at Drury-Lane. In 
1-47-8 the management of Meflra. 
Garrick and Lacey commenced, and 
ihe fpoke an Epilogue on chc opening 
of the Theatre. This feafon flie per- 
formed in the revived PWy of Albyi- 
mazar, and was the reprelentative of 
Rol'ctta in Moorc*s Foundling. This 
was the laft year of her performance 
at Drury-Lane. About this time ihe 
went to Paris, and was introduced to 
Mademoifcile Dumefnii, an a£trcfs ce- 
lebrated for natural elocution and digni- 
fied action. By obfervmg thi&Lady 'apev- 
formancc Mrs, Woifington aimed at 
perfeMing herfelf in the grace and 
grandeur of the French Theatre. It is 
admitted that flie took uncommon paina 
to excel in her profcllion. Antecedent 
to this period ihe had not often attempted 
tra|^ic charadtcrs, but on her return fhe 
divided her attention between theTragic 
and Comic Mufes. She frequently re* 
prefented Andromache and Hermioitc 
m the Diftreft Mother, which, to ihe.w 
her proficiency, Ihe played alternately. 
She alfo performed Cleopatra, Jane 
Shore, Roxana, Lady Jane Gray, Mary 
Q^icen of Scots, Conftance, and other 
cbaradfrs ; but with all her application 
ihe was not able to acquire the ikill ^ 
touching the paffions equal to Mrt. 
Cibbcr or Mrs. Pritchard. Her voice 
was difagreeable, and ihe is charged by 
a writer of the times with not fuffici^

ON POLITICAL EDUCATION. 
^HEN I retted upon the ferious Thefecond, or duty to himfelf, isal

weight and conCequcnce or the 
fabjc& which forms rbc title to this and 
my Uft Paper, I fhall proceed without 
rmubliog the reader with unncceflfary 
apologies to a more general confidera* 
*t»o of it. 

Policy, or the knowledge; Of Civil 
Society, though by latter ages deemed 
aa abftrufe aiod difficult fcience, is in 
iii primtcive and true conftru£tion by 
no means of a nature uniatelligibie in 
tfieory, or unattainable in practice. 
Tho(e among us, therefore, whooppofe 
tlm fpecies of juvenile erudition upon 
theeroonds of the obfcurity and per- 
pUaity of its teoeu, miftakc the funda- 
mental principles of all Government, 
bat more cfpcciaily mud they be igno- 
rant of that perfpicuity and diftindtion 
which is the leading charaAeriftic of 
the Britilh Conftitution in its unadul- 
terafed ftace, lying open alike to the 
^fcrTatioA of the man of learning as 
•f ihe roeaneft capacity. 

Of the cooneaion which fliould exift 
between moral and political condud^, 
aad how far private and public virtue 
aicd each other, has been ably def- 
c^nted upon by aiithors of the higheil 
meiit and repute % and fince upon the 
eftablifliment of that principle depends 
very materially the eftabliliimeut of a 
public fyftem of National Education, I 
iiall render this fub]^£t the feature of 
the prefent Paper, dividing it into the 
three following heads; viz* Firft, I 
ihall confider public and private con- 
du& individually \ fecondly, how far 
they affeA or are dependent on each 
ether; and thirdly, IhaU iofift on the 
necefiity of our regulating the one by 
the ether, and coofequentiy making 
them the joint obje6ts of Education.^ . 

Upon entering into Society, iodepen* 
dent of his religious engagements, there 
are three leading duties vv^ich demand 
a nan's obfervance ; ami thafe are^ to 
his Parents, to Himfelf, and to his 
Country. The Erfl of thefe is of a 
mixed mature, that is, both private and 
public : private, fo far as it alfe^H him- 
lelf and bischarader individually ; and 
public, inafir^uch as his obfervance or 
Boa -obfervance of it tei\ds, by the in- 
fluence of example, to afle^ the moral 
^d political cotiduA of fociety at large. 



together /of a private nature, faving 
only in a ielTer degree the like influence 
of example ; and the third, or that to 
his Country , is a public and political dut^r. 
Though the days of ancient Chivalry 
are now gone by, and men are devoted 
in a much more extenfive degree t6 
the performance of the fecond duty X 
have mentioned than to the laft, yet, 
even though their own condud oety 
them, I believe there will be few found 
who upon confidcration will not allow 
the latter to have by much the ftrongeft 
claim upon uur exertions; for although 
a man owes thofe duties to himfelf 
which both his nature and inclination 
alike enjoin the performance of, yet 
fo intimately connected are men in a 
fiate of fociety, .that individual happi- 
nefs muft ever obvioufly depend upon 
the furtherance of the public good, and 
ranker that the firft and moft necdfary 
con fide ration which is in effect the fup* 
pon and engine of the other. 

Secondly, If public and private vir« 
tue could a^ independent of each other, 
and man could live in fociety without 
conducing to its exiftence, why does 
there exid that obvious moral and po- 
litical unity which is the grand ftay and 
bulwark of our Conftitution ? I mean 
the connexion between the Church and 
.State. Why have Legiflative Sages 
rendered their interefts one, but to 
prove by the moft concluiive authority, 
that morality and policy muft ever go 
hand in baud, and that on their firm 
and unfliaken unity depends the very 
exiftence of every focial tie ? 

** Every moral and private obligation 
ceafes when our country claims a con- 
trary exertion." This was the. lan- 
guage of ancient Patriots, but to prc- 
lerve the oo-exiflence of duties, the one 
immediately neceOary for prefent exift- 
ence, and the other whcreou to ground 
our hopes of eternity, thofe duties are 
become united and infeparable, as the 
fureft mode of preferving their mutual 
and individual exercife and benefits. 

Without the performance of certain 
private duties, a man*s exiftence would 
oecoroe a burthen to him ; and private 
emolument, without foroe regard to gt*' 
neral concern* renders life ccjually irk* 
fome. Thefe and the various other 
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<oftnt reafoDt which will doubtfcfs erer 
pfcicnt themfelveK to the thoughtful 
Blind) cannot fail toiropref^ on it in 
indelible characters this ftrong and 
ttfeful truth, that fiMic and priijate 
Virike are tnfiparabl^ from y and the ne^ 
^fjfary aitenidanti on^ each other, 
. Having now coniidered theie objeCts 
individutUl^ and colleSiivrlyy I come in 
.the third place to infill upon the neceflfity 
9k our regulating the one by the other. 
Truths which ftrike the mind with 
undeniable force and pcrfuafion (and 
fucb X conceive to be the nature of that 
juft now difcuifed), bring ufually alone 
with them a confequent conviaioo (o 
•finite in' its tendency, as to need but 
little comment ; for if it is an eftabiiflaed 

Erinciple, that a man upon coming into 
>ciety owes certain public as well as 
private duties^ it becomes equally clear 
by the mod certain train^bf reafoning, 
that thofe duties ihould be early taught 
^nd oquaHy inftilled, fo as to prepare 
xh« young nrrnd for the performance 
of them with equal care, diligence, and 
knowledge. 

Public Edacation of the mode pro- 

Sofed in my iaft Paper, would tend to 
ring about the defirablc confoHdatio^ 
before pointed out. Public Education 
.upon a.rational plan of mcral and poli- 
tical erudition, and guided upon found 
principles uf public and private virtue, 
would not fail to produce at once good 
inen and good Patriots : it would, whilft 
it prcfcrved the human race from the 
baneful etfeAs of public and private 
Animoiity, bring about the wifiied-foc 
union between the Laws of God and 
Man : by , framing thofe of the latter 
.to a coincidence with thofe cf the for- 
mer, The claihing interefts which often 
render the Patriot the Atheilt, and 
the Chrillian the Dcfpot, would ceafe, 
and the inhabitants of the world ap- 
proach nearer to that perfection which 
public and private virtue, if individu- 
ally undcrltood and jointly exercifed, 
would eift£t and bring about. 

RouiTcni', in bis Diifertation on Po« 
litical C£:onomy, has obfcrvcd, that 
among the Romans private patriotilm 
amply fuelled the place of public edu- 
cation* ; and adds, that '* the ualimhed 
power of fathers over their children 
•rendered doipeiiic policy fo very rigid, 
that the f?ther was more feared than 
the Magiftiate, and was in his family 
tribunal both the Ccnfor of Manners 
, And Executor of the Laws." But 
among us there is not that third after 
cttfiqucft, nor that ncceiTary never* 



eeafing preparation Tor pttbHc deFeneey 
whicR infpired.and ftimalated in the 
Roman breaft their bcafted patriottfm. 
Secured around by the flowing barriera 
of the Main from external, and by the 
happy formation and execution o^ oor 
laws from internal invafion, 4t is no 
derogation of our national chara^er 
that we do not poiTefs the fame rigid 
patriotifm, or rather cnthufiaftic ar- 
dour, which Romans felt; and finec 
thofe Laws have not placed in a parent'! 
hands a like rigid controul over infant 
policy, it becomes a felf-evideiit truth» 
that there m'uft exift among us much 
ignorance on the topic of public oo- 
iicy, and that the only^ure and effec- 
tual means of difpelling an ignorance 
fo dire£tly militant agairitt public and 
private happinefs, is the Ipeedy and 
determined adoptioto of acontliitutional 
public fyftem ot Pohtical Education. 

It may be urged again ft it, that it 
would be rendering every youth a 
Statefman, and that prone as men are 
to adopt the moft re{pe£l able and pro- 
minent exercife of their factflties, k 
would be difficult after this to moderate 
the ideas fo al to mit in the lefler em- 
ployments of life. Had this obje6^ion 
the fmallcft fliadow of general (>roba« 
biliiy, which I confcfs I think it haa 
nor, dill it is by no means a reafoa 
ftroug enoDgh to countenance the con- 
tinuance of politicaf ignorance* 

Others will perhapa fay, that we 
have gone 'on hitherto very well. with* 
out, and that, not feeing the nccefficy 
of it, they will not fubfcribe to this 
addition to oHr education. To thefe 
lukewarm Patriots I make aafwer, 
that though the effect has not^et begun 
to be generally feit, yet that it is a ma« 
nifeft certainty that the true principlet 
of our revolutionary Conftitution have, 
for want of individual and popular at* 
tention, received fome fevere* blows, 
and may at laft fink (though doubtlefs 
at a far dfftant day) under tne weight of 
accumulated wrongs, and its members 
regret too late, that partly through their 
ignorance of its advantages, and partly 
from their (loth and inaaivity, they have 
loll thofe advantages which otherwifii > 
they might have retained forthemfcives 
andihcirpofterity nnpcrvcrted in the- 
ory orpraftice'; for when a Govern- 
ment once becomes corrupt, its theory, 
or in other words the letter of the Con- 
ftitution, becomes equally infringed 
with the practice or Ipirit of it, which 
having been originally formed to pro- 
tetl and ^uide each other, fink together

VI R- day's modes and habits of 
^^ life were fuch, as the monotony 
of a rural retirement naturally brings 
upon a man of ingenuity and literary 
fame« To his farm be gave perfonal 
attention, from the fundtirfs which 
he had for agriculture* and from its 
beifig a foarce tc him of heahh and 
tfflDleicefftt« It was an additional 
pl^afurc to him, that hence was de- 
rived era ploy m&r.t for the poor. He 
had fo high as opin'ton of the falutary 
cie^tsof taking .excrcife on herfeback^ 
that he cre^ed a riding^boufe for the 
purpofe of uling that excrcife in the 
roughefc iveather. Though he com- 
fioaiy refided in the country during 
the whole of the winter feafon. and 
waf foii<S of (hooting a» an art, he for 
maay years totally abftaincd from field 
fjports, apprehending them to be cruel ; 
bn: at laft, from the fame motive of 
hamaoity, he irefumed the gun. He 
Tofe about e%ht, and walked out into 
his grounds (oon after' break fa i>. But 
much of the morning, and ftiU mor^ of 
die afternoon, were ufually pa (led at 
hb ftadies, or in literary converfations 
when he was vifited by his friends* 
The ufual fitting-room or his houfo was 
cottverted by him into a library, that 
he might nave his books always at 
hand, and he never thought of read- 
ing in any more private manner than 
i»i(h the 'family talking about him. 
This ability of purfuing ftudy amidft 
dncTie&ic converfc rcfides in very few, 
«od may be juftly confidered ^s an in- 
dication of the perfon having attained 
ao fmalt ponk>n of jperfpicuity) com« 
pofare, ana felf-poflelhon. 

That a life ib eminently amiable, re- 

fcAable, and vfeful, as that of Mr. 
y, fliould long be continaedf 
amft have appeared in every human 
^'Kwof it extremely defirable. .But iA 
Ttkc fdpreme difpofition of events \t 
was otherwife determined.

was at once put to his valuaUe life, if 
the age of forty-one year?. His horf# 
having taken fright at the fight and mo* 
tion of a winnowing .^Ine, ftarted 
fuddenly acrofs the road, by which hit 
balance was fo difturbed, that his fpor 
happened to ftick in the flank of th0 
animal, which thereupon exerting all 
its ftrength, threw its rider to a con* 
fiderable difiance, with his head fore* 
mofr, on a (lony road. ' By this fall hit 
brain' fufTered fuch a concuffion, thathtf 
never afterwards fpoke, but being 
carried to a neighbouring houfe, he 
died before the furgeon who was fenc 
for could arrive. 

His wife and mother hearing of hi« 
fall, but ignorant of the event, flew t6 
the fatal i'pot, and were goiivg to enter 
the houfe where he had exph'ed, when 
they were ftopped by the furgeon, 
whofe troubled aroedt, cxprciHve filencct 
and waving banc, pointing to them to 
return, informed them too clearly that 
no hope remained. 

In perfon, fays his friend Mr. Kelr, 
Mr. Day was tall, ^rone, ere6t, and of a 
rhanly deporfment. The exprciiion of 
his countenance, though fomewhat ob« 
fcured by marks of the frhail-pox, In- 
dicated the two feading features of his 
charaAer, firmnefs and fcnfibilitv. 
His voice was clear, exnrelHve, and tit 
for public elocution. He ceuld be no 
phyiiOgnomiH who did not at cnce per^ 
ceive that Mr. Day wasnoi a man of aa 
ordinary character. 

Pcrfc£^ly fimple in his manners/ h^ 
pra6tifcd none of thofe artificial repre- 
fentktions of •excellence which, how* 
ever well imitated and fupportcd, being 
but mafks, will drop oft w fome tin<«' 
gtiarded moment. He never ihcwed 
the fmallell inclination to appear more 
or lefs wife,, good or learned, Ar more or 
lefs any thing than he really wa«. Oft 
the neareft view, no carefully- contcaU 
td weakncls, or difguiftd fclfiibneft, 
were ever unveiled j 10 that the mor* 
intimately he was known, the more 
coofiftent his chancer appeared t tb# 
'^ mvioltbll 
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lATfoilable cl\fthi of priaciplet which re- . 
gubted his condu^ was more develop* 
ed ^ and. he was not only the more uf- 
»eenied and loved, but, what is rare, 
iWd contrary to a general rule, the. 
iiKM-e alfo he was admired. Such is the 
lorte of genuine unaflfumed worthy - 
which; like the works of Nature^ dif- 
clofes more excellence as it is more ac- 
curately infpcftcd. 

In convcrfation he was unaffe^ed

«if his mind generally turned it to ob- 
jects of importance^ yet he feldom fail- 
ed to mix with his arguments much wit 
and pleafantr}', of which he poiTclkd 
an aoundant vein. When, however* 
hn principles were contefted, he enter- 
ed mto the fubje£t more deeply and 
fally than is agreeable to the falhion* 
able tone of convf rfation, which ikinis 
lightly and with indifference over the 
furface of all fubje^s, and penetrates 
to the bottom of none. Accordingly, 
mixed companies, fuch as thofe of bufy 
and gay iife mud be» 'could not be 
mneh to his tade. Converfations ia 
rth'ich no feiitiment is delivered with 
freedom or exprelTcd with force, left it 
ihoiild happen to pref$ upon the cha- 
mOerf a£^ions, or conne£tions of fom<e 
perfon prefent, cou«d not accord with 
the Hncerity of his maaners* 'But the 
more he confined his fociety within the 
compafs of his friends^ the ilrooger 
were his attachments to them. Of thefe 
attachments, his relations as a Ton and 
SIS a hufband, being the clofeil, were 
confequently the moft confpicuous. — 
As on all occailons he regulated hii 
condadk b^ the UnStcfk regard to duty, 
this principle could not fail in. thefe 
more important inftances to produce its 
fall cffedt ; but here its operation was 



fttperfeded by the ftrcngth of his affec- 
tions. He let no opportunity pafs of 
proving his filial piety in one cafe, or 
of cementing the union of heans in the 
other.

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ecical compontion, Buchanan tellt us, 
that he fpent much of his time in writing 
verfcs ; partly from duty, and partly 
frpro th^impulfe of nature. Compelled 
by the death of his uncle and his own 
■want both of health and money, he re'- 
turncd home to his country in 1510, 
after a rcfidencc of about two years at 
Paris. • 

Almoft a year now elapfed in iffing 
means to rcl^ore hts health. As foon 
«s he had recovered it, he m^dea cam- 
paign with the French auxiliaries in 
the rank of a common fuldier, un^cr 
the Duke of Albany. Vice -Roy of Scot- 
land ; his country being at that time 
*ng*g^d in a war with England. The 
hardlhips of a military hfc proving 
highly prejudicial to his health, he quit- 
ted it, and, Recording to Moreri, took 
the habit of St. Francis; but this ftep 
feems attributed to hi|n wirl^out founda- 
tion ; as neither Buchanan himfelf, nor 
any other of his biographers, mentions 
it. Rcafon however will appear, in the 
courfe of this account, {ot fuppoEng 
him well acquainted, if no way par- 
ticularly connected, with that Order. 

In the fpring of 1 524 he was lent to 
the Univcrfity of St. Andrew's to ftudy 
logic under the celebrated John Ma- 
jor •, whom he rcprcfents as a fophift. 
The ne)tt year, however, whether from 
intcreft or literary attachment, he fol* 
lowed his tutor to Paris, where he be- 
came partial to the doctrines of Luther* 
He now'ftrugglcd with his advcrfe for- 
tune for about the fpace of two years ; 
b.it was at length received into th8 college 
of St.Barbc at Paris ; where he prefided 
over the claTs of grammar till the year 
1529. 

Wc find him next under the pro- 
teftion of the Earl of Caflilis. This 
iiobleman, plcafed with hisconverfation 
and admiring- hi^ talents, retained him 
five years, partly in France and partly 
in his native county. During this con- 
nection he tranflated Linaccr*s Rudi- 
ments of Englifh Grammar jnto Latin^ 
and dedicated' this performance to his 
patron. 

Afterthe death of the Earl of Caflilis, 
Buchanan in \ 5 H» ^yh|lft meditating 
another journey into France in order to 
profccuie his iftudies, was detained by 
James' 1. as pfeceptor to ]^h natural 



fon, who afterwards became prior qf 
St. Andrew's, then Earl of Murrs^, 
and, on the dethronement of Mary 

Sue en of Scots, regent of thekingdctRi 
uchanan's ftrong and lading parti^ity 
to this pupil explains, in a great roea- 
fure, thofc virulent and ungrateful i»- 
vcftives againik the unfortunate queen, 
)¥hich many writers of Scottifii hi%ry 
have fo loudly complained of. 

bifguftcd at the irregularities of 
(he Francil'cans,he had in fume moment 
of leifurc, probably about this time, 
compofed his •* Somnium," a little 
elegy in which he reprefents ^t. 
Francis as foliciting him to enter into 
the fraternity. ^Thc poet rcjtfts the 
propofal with a farpaftic difdain, which 
greatly irritated the Order againft him, 
and they are faid tQ haye accuCed him of 
atheifm. 

At thp inftigation of j^c K.ing> whq 
fufpcAed the Francifcans of a confpi- 
racy again (I hisV life, Buchanan was 
unwillingly induced to attack them 
with his pen once more ; he M iCf 
however, with an ambiguity which 
too)c off much < f the fatiric edge of his 
poem. But the King was not fati&tied 
till Buchanan had laihed them without 
mercy in his prolix but animated fatite 
entitled " Francifcani ;** whichi the 
more compU'tery ^o gratify his Royaj 
lyi^Her's revenge, he was feme time 
after obliged to publi(h. Buchanan 
learning at Court that the friar? medi- 
tated fcl^tmcs again ft his perfonal fafe- 
ry, and that Cardinal Beaton f was 
making a pecuniary bargain for his life 
with the King, efcapcd from his bed- 
chamber window, and* thus ms^naging 
to elude his guard, took refuge in 
England. This happened in 1539! 
But his ft ay there \yas of very ihort 
continuance. Dilcoiiraged by theftat^ 
of public affairs in England, and find- 
ing from Henry the Eighth's incori: 
fiftency of charade r and conduft, thaj 
PapifVs and Lutherans were forattimes 
dragged together to the fame ftake, h^ 
fltd,"in the ccurfe of that year, to Pans. 
Unfortunately for our Poef, Cardi- 
nal Beaton in the mean time was en- 
gaged on an embafly from Scotland to 
the Court of France. Buchanan, there- 
fore, haftencd from tlie capital as pri- 
y^tcly as he could to the city of Bour-

It was during this period, partly in 
compliance with acuftom of the inftitu- 
tioD, which required annually from the 
Maflers certain t^atin compofnions, 
that he wrote his four tragedies, ** The 
Baptifta," " Medea," " JcpKthc,*' and 
" Alccftis," publiflied, at different 
limes, fome years afterwards. 'His 
pnncfpal objeft in thefc dramas, the 
Irft and third of which arc originally 
vritteu by hiilfclf on the Grecian 
model, and the other two tranflated 
from Eunpides, was 10 difcounie nance 
%B inordinate paflion, then prevalent^ 
for allegories, and to introduce a bet- 
ter taftc. The chafte compofuion, ele- 
gance, and ** general *puiity of ftylc, 
difplaycd in thefe pieces, gained him 
great reputation as a poet, Avhlch his 
Odes, his tranflation of the Pfafms, his 
Satires, Elegies, Silvae, HendccafyU 
hWes, Iambics, his three books of Epi- 
grams, one of Mifcellanies, and five on 
the Sphere, contributed ftill to aug- 
Bent. Indeed, the iublime tone and 
genuine language of lyric poetry, the 
tendcmcfs and pathos of the elegiac 
ftng, the praffe of the Deity, the heft 
fabjcftt ot cithv, a beautiful variety 
and appropriate choice of numbers, all 
fncccisfully united in his Paraphrafe of 
the Pfalms, to give to thefc charming 
pieces the air and value of originals ; 
■nd this work alone had been fufHcient 
to jrrocure him immortality of fame 
among the bards of any f age. In the 
•tbcr fpecies of poetry abovc-racntion- 
^, in which he has left behind him 
fuch ample fpecimen5y let it fufHcc to 
fay, that he has happily adopted the 
manner of the anticnts, and that their 
fpirit character rftical I y animates them. 
It happened at our Poet's firft eda- 



biifliment at Bourdsaux, that Charles 
the Fifth paifed through that «ity. 
Buchanan, as one of the Re£t;;rs of the 
fchooli was appointed to addrefs the 
Emperor in a Latin poem, in whicb 
the greatnefs and fame of this Prince 
were fo handfomely celebrated, that he 
not only rewarded the poet, but ap- 
peared, upon his account, to exprefs a 
more partial regard for the inhabkants* 
to whom he piomifed hl$ favour and 
protection. 

But alt Jills genius, learning, and merit 
were in fufHcient to avert, oir to allay the 
malice of offended power. Cardinal 
Beaton had been exerting his infiueace 
with the Archbilhop of Bourdcaux ta 
have him apprehended. This revenge^ 
however, was feafonably fruftratcd by 
Buchanan's friei>ds, into whdfe hands 
Beaton's letters to the Archbilhop had 
fallen. The death of the King of 
Scotland moreover in .X542» and cir* 
cumilanccs in confequence of it, con* 
tributed to divert the Cardinars atten* 
tion. 

During the next four years Buchanan 
gives no account of his own life, and 
thofe memoirs which have been offerc'd 
by different Authors to fupply the 
chafmi are (ouud^ Upon comparifoii 
with each other, .cither inconfiftent or 
improbable. The learned Editor o£ 
his works at £diubargh»in 171 5» in hit 
notes on the Life written by Buchanan 
himfelf, after having examined the 
various accounts, isable to conclude iio- 
thing from themi but that our illuuri* 
ous author fpent the four years ia 
queftion in different parts of France^ 
lomctimes in the capital and fometimet 
in the provinces, cultivating acquain- 
tance with the moll learned meii of that 
country, and adifting them occafionally 
in their lectures and other literary en*. 
gagements. About the year 1544. he . 
is fuppofed, with eonfidprable proba- 
bility, to have been eon ne6ied with the' 
famous Adrian Turnebu$| and Mu* 

retus^

Ift the year 1546 hit old friend 
OoTea was commHlioned by the King 
of Portugal to in.v1te able teachers of 
philofophr srnd cUffical literature to 
eftablim tnemfelvet in the t/niver(ity of 
Coimbra. Among others he made the 
King's propbfal to BuChanani who 
▼ery wiUinglj doled with it, as offer* 
hi% htm a Quiet retreat, and that in the 
(bciety of levertl of his friends, for the 
cultivation of ictters in ahnoft the only 
corner of Europe at that time free from 
foreign or domeftic wars. 

In 1^47 this learned coterie em* 
Marked for Portugail ; and here our au- 
thor's affairs profpcred, till the death 
«f Govea, who liv^d only abom a year 
lifter they had quitted France. 

How prematurely arfe our bed pur- 

S>fes •! happincfs often thwarted ! 
uchanan had now, bereft of his friend 
* and protedVor, to combat the tyranny 
and uiperftition of Monks. A monfter 
that ate fleih in Lent, and dared to 
imagine that St. Auftin*s opinions fa« 
▼ourcdthe common fcnfe of the Pfo- 
ieftants more than certain extrava^oc 
doctrines of the Catholics ; an impious 
wretch who could difcover no mcta- 
morpbofis ' in the elements of the £u- 
^harift ; and one, above all, from whofe 
•ye the hypocrify of Francifcans could 
neither veil their ignorance nor their 
▼ices, was fure not to want enemies at 
th »£ time in Portugal. Through the 
ind.;ence of the Monks, Buchanan 
was imprifbned a year and a half in the 
Inquilition. Delivered from thence, 
he was Tent to a Mona(Very, to be better 
fnftrufted in the principles of the Ca- 
tholic Faith. But arriving at no con- 
virions in its favour, and vainly en- 
deavouring in his turn to enlighten thofe 
%vhom he found to comprehend nothing 
•f the genuine fpirit of Chriil*s Reli* 
gion, he grew weary of his fituation ; 
clthoueh he acknowledges ^e parti- 
cular Friars of that Convent to have 
been neither bad men, nor to have 
ivanied - kindneft towards him. To 
amuCe the atHui of his confinement, he 



inimitable Verfion of the Pialms. SorftA 
have afTerted, that thisuik was enjoined 
him as a penance for his heterodox r, 
and that, fafcinated by the divine roufic 
of his lyre, the Monks mf the Cloy ft cv 
rewarded him with his liberty. Be the 
caufe what ic might, he at length ob* 
tained it. 

He now greatly dWired to return t« 
France, and earneftiy folicitcd apafT* 
port and ncccflarics for his journey. 
The King, pcrfuaded of his uncommon 
merit, endeavoured to detain him in 
Portugal, and, to tempt his ftay, held 
out to him profpe^s of hpnourabU 
advancement ; allowing him, however, 
in the mean time but a Aender provi- 
fion for his daily fuftenance. After 
having been for fevcral months encou- 
raged by falfe hopes of a certain and 
permanent iir nation, chagrined and 
tired out by delay, he was determined 
to yield no longer to obftaclcs thrown 
in the way of his departure^ and feizi«^ 
the opportunity of a Cretan vclTel ready 
.to fail for England, in 1552 he ein* 
barked without permiiiion, and landed 
in this country. 

He did not Hftcn to anv propofala ' 
made for his continuance m England 
amidft the confufrons which prevailed 
during the minority of Edward VI. 
but after a very fliort ftay here, he fuU 
filled his original defign of going <• 
France, and remained two years at 
Paris. During this vi|)c he publiihed 
his Alcedis, knd wrote his *■ Pratrcs 
Fratcrrimi," in one book, confiding of 
Epigrams, and fmaller Poems in various 
metres, meant chiefly to fatirica laz/ 
Monks, fuperftitious Prie(h» and even 
Popes themfelres. Aroon^ thcfe wc 
find his **• Somniuro," fpokenH)f abovc» 
and which fecm» to have been the pri- 
mary caufe of half the vexations and 
unpkafant occurrences of his life. 

Charles de CoiTv, Marefchal de Brif^ 
fac, conceiving very highly of his talents 
from his Tragedy of Jephthe, publiih- 
cd at Paris about a year after his Alcedis, 
induced him in «5S5 J<^ undcrtafce the 
efhication of his fuA, Timoleon d^ Cotii^ 

man In the French Guardf. S«sliger fays of Adrian TurabuH, that he was the gieateK Mid 
Inoti ksirned man of his aime. He died In 1^5, in the 53d year of his age, fo much re- 
grectsd m the R«piibUc of LeRers, that not \th than five hundred epiuphs and elegies were 
fiubliihed in his honour, (horttf alter his death, by his learned cenfemporaries.

unworthy of infcrtion/ The orator, 
after havini^ taken notice of the con<» 
uinpt fomctimes fliewn for the opi« 
wnns nf Itterkry men upon matters of 
war, fays, ** Briffac, on the contrary, 
leader of the forces of Francis I. in the 
wars of Piedmont, was wont to call 
George Buchanan, his fun's preceptor, 
into conncil with the Generals them- 
felrcs of the army. This practice wat 
•ccafioned by the following circum- 
fiance : Once, when Buchanan^ in or- 
der to give fome cnmmillion to a fervant, 
went down from his apartment to a 
diDing-room contiguous and open to the 
hail, where Briflac was holding council 
•n a point gf much confequence to the 
fuccels of his affairs, one of the Gene- 
nl Officers fmiled at foiaething which 
he •verhcard Buchanan muttering, ex< 
»reflire of difcontent at the opinion of 
nie majority in council. Briflac, per- 
seizing what entertained the General, 
«^tig«d Buchanan to deliver his fcnti- 
iBcnts* freely* The wifdoin of his 
fpeech appeared like fomething oracu- 
lar, noc only to BriUac, but to every 
«ficcr pre(cnt, and experiment oon- 
imcd Its merit.*' 

His connexion with the Marefchal 
continued tit! 1560, and formed, not 
improbably, the happieft pan of his life. 
Where he paflcd the two fubfequent 
years is matter of uncertainty : con- 
temporary writers difagree much about 

In 1563 he returned to Scotland a 
declared member of the Reformed 

• 



Church. Two years ifur, vft fin I 
him gone again to France ; that eoua^ 
try ever to our Author polTefiing pe- 
culiar attraction i but upon what par* 
ticular account he went is not known. 
He was, however, almoft immediatel/ 
recalled by Queen Mary of Scots, and 
engaged as future preceptor to th« 
child with whom ihe was prrgnautf 
afterwards James VI. Till thi^ Prince 
became old enough for in Amotion, Ihe 
placed Buchanan in the Frincipatfiii^ 
of St. Leonard's College at St. An- 
drew's ; an office which he filled for 
four years with lingular credit. 

As his genius, abilities, and extraor-i 
dlnarr acqutlitiuns in literature, had 
tiow fecured him univerfal efhaem and 
reputation in the learned world, lb hik 
religious and political principles woia 
him the confidence and attachment o£ 
that party, whofc councils, not many 
year! afterwards, predominated in the 
tranfa£^ions of his country. 

In execution of his profeffional duties 
at St. Andrew's, he principally dedicated 
himfelf to the inftru6tion of the ftudents 
in philofophy , employing, howeverr 
his Icifure in preparing an #ditioii of 
his peems. But philofophy, poetry^ 
criticifm, and grammar, diAingui(hed 
as Re was by his proficiency in each^ 
were not the only ftudies which had 
occupied the former part of his life*- 
During hia retidencc in Piedmont with 
the Marefchal de BrilTac, he had ap- 
plied himfelf earneftly to the ftudy cf 
controverfial f theology j particular!/ 
to the fubje6ts in dilpute betwixt the 
Church of Rome and the Re for me rs.- 
Thus qualified, although a layman, he 
was elefted Moderator to the Synod <€ 
Scotland which aflembled in June 1567. 
The ambition of the Regent Murray, 
his. old pupil, difccvered no incor.fide- 
rable reiources in the literary talenta 
and piilitical abilitiea of Buchanan, 
whilil placed in this fituation. It waa 
in this poll too, that he found oppor- 
tunity both of proje€Hng and giving 
fani^ion to the raeafures, which proved 
fatal to the intereft and, at length, t% 
the government of the Queen ; to whom 
he bad been under great obligations, 
and whufe beauty and merhs had beea 
the theme of Tome of his poems. 

About the cad of the year 1 563, whrti 
the Priape had nearly ccmpletcd the

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fourth year of his age, Buchanan wa$» 
• l)y order of the Privy Council and 
States of the Realm, directed to attend 
the charge of hU cducitipD at court; 
being at the fame time very honourably 
permitted to nominate a "^ fucccnfor to 
his Htcniry funftions at St. Andrew's. 
Jf you Ibouid ever pcrufcthc f aft of 
X^ouncil rclati/e to Buchanan's removal, 
jou will have great picjfyrc in re- 
marking the zeal of ihtfe illudiious 
j;*crfpns for the fucccfs and advancement 
of learning in that ccUbratcd Ccminary. 
As our Author had now no public 
•fBce to divert his attevion ; as an ar* 
^dent love of letters was his ruling paf- 
iion ; as the eyes of the court and of 
the whole kingdom were turned upon 
him^and, as it were, waiting the fuccefs 
•f his itidruAions, we muft fuppofe 
tvcry nerve of his genius drained to the 
utmod in order to accompli Hi his royal 
pupil, and to infufe into bis mind thufe ' 
principles of- virtue and knowledge, in 
whicUthe welfare of his fcllow-citizens 
was fo nearly intercfied. The character 
and talents of James VI. being known 
to every oncat all con\ crfant in hiftory, 
it may fuiEcc to fay, that the public ex- 
pectation refpefting his inflruftors, fo 
far as their refponfibility went, was 
amply fatiificd : I fay inftru^orsi for 
k feems unjud not to mcaty}n that 
Mr. Peter Young, who afecrwards re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, a 
learned and accompiifhed perion, was 
Buchanan's colleague in this importdni 
charge. Important however as it was, 
yet the afiiflancc'of fy able a coadjutor 



muft have left Buchanan conCderably 
in the pofTeirion of * his own time. 
Without this fuppofition, it had beea 
impoliiblc for him to write thofe J po- 
litical treat ifcs which he did in the year 
i57e, and about that time, to.fupporc 
the mcafnrcs of his party, and to 
blacken the charadcrs of their adver- 
iaries. 

In what year he began h\s celebrated 
Latin Hiflory of ScotUnd^ is not yet 
clearly determined ; but it is with pro* 
bability fi^)ppfed to have been loon 
after thcfe occaiiunal publication*!. This 
woi-k IS divided into twenty books, be- 
ginning with the reign of Fergus, 
330 years before Chrift, and ending 
with that of the unfortunate Mary ; 
not Icfs unfortunate in the tranfaftioos 
of het; reign, than to -have had them 
tranfmittcd to pofterity by the brillianc 
j)en of an Hidorian devoted to her ene- 
mies. All the latter years of his life 
were employed upon this undertaking, 
and nothing but the mod refoluie ap- 
plication could have enabled him to | 
liniih it, aiHi£ted as he %vas with ex- 
treme ill health, labouring under the 
advances of old-age, and continually 
interrupted by the indifpcnlable duties 
of tlic King's education. In the 27th 
cpiille of his literary J correlpondenee, 
dated j^ovembcr 9, 1579,- not three 
years before his deith, giving an ac- 
count of mod of his Works, and of his 
trouble in ' fclefting and improving 
thtm, he concludes thus : ** And to 
all this I hive added the tafk ef writing 
hidory ; a laborious employment in the

I ajD meditating upon my latter end, 
bct\vccn the apprcnenfivns of deaph on 
one hand, and tnc (hame of not proceed- 
ing on tbe other, is neceflarily becouie 
flow and unpleafant : yet I feel royfelf 
«Wiged 10 proceed, though unwitling to 
go on." Me had, however, at length, 
tbe facisfa£kion of completing this the 
greateft and the laft ot his mortal la- 
bours, but furvived iti publication 
icaretj^ a fingle month. 

Although no perfon was ever better 
qBali6td, in point of abilities or infor- 
nation, to fliine in hiftoirical rompo* 
fition, or fince the days of L ivy and 
Sailuft has written it with more chaf- 
tifed tafle, or perhaps with* greater 
purity i>f ftyic, yet not oniy his enemies 
nniverC^IIy complain of his partiality, 
but even they whoprofefs the greateft 
tendemels for his fame arc fomctimes 
inclined to queftion his veracity, and 
ftill oftener to cenfure his want of mo* 
deration* 

•Though Buchanan's merits and fer- 
▼iccs were not left without honours or 
Ttcompence by his patrons, the Earls of 
Murray and Moreton, fucceffivcly Re- 
gents during the King's minority, he 
arrived at moft of them but in the lateft 
ftage of his life, and is faid to have left 
behind him neither eftates nor money. 
He was firft made Iiire6Vor of the Royal 
Chancery, afterwards Keeper of the 
Privy Seal, and a Mepibcr of the Coun- 
cil, and peniioned on the revenues of 
the Canvent of* Crpfi-raguel. 

Broken at length by age and infir- 
mities, he retired in 1581 from the 
Court at Stirling to Edinburgh, rtfi^n- 
IP? every pubnc charge, and calmly 
pimpofing himfelf for the approaches of 
<!tath« Jb a p|eafing and pathetic f 
letter, written in the fpring of that 
Tear, td his only furvivmg friend in 
Portugal, he fays, ♦* I have for feme 
time bidden adieu to letters. My fole 
toccem now is, how I may moll quietly 
withdraw fronfi my ifl-aflbrted com- 



panions ; a dying man from the foctety 
of the living.*' Thus gracefully and 
deliberately quitting the fceue' of life, 
departed this extraordinary man, otL 
Fridav morning the sSth of Septem- 
ber 1 582, in the 76th year of his age. 

Buchanan, with regardto his perfon, 
is faid to have been ilovjenly^ inatten«> 
tivc to drcfs, and almoll to have bor* 
dered upon ruflicily in his manners and 
appearance. Tb* chara6ker of hit 
countenance was manly but audere^ 
and the portraits remaining of him bear 
teftimony to this obfervation. But he 
was hiehly poliHied in his language an4 
iiyle of converfaxion, which was geoe«« 
rally nihch fcafoned with wit and hu<* 
mour. On every fubjcft he poffeflcd a 
peculiar facility of illuftracjon by livelyr 
anecdotes and (hort moral examples'; 
and when his knowledge and recol- 
le'6tion failed in fuggefting thefc, his 
invention imincdiatcly fupplicd him« 
He has been too juftly reproached witH 
inftanccs of revenge, and forgctfulncft 
of obligations. Thcfe fcem not, how** 
ever, to have been charaAerifticqirali* 
tics, but occafional failures of his nobler" 
nature, and arifing from too violent an 
attachment to party, and atf aflTe^tion 
too partial towards individuals. To 
the fame fource, perhaps, may be traced 
that eafincfs of belief to which he is 
found too frequently to refign his better 
judgment. His freedom from anxieties 
relative to fortune, and indiiferenee to 
outward and accidental circumftanccs, 
gained him, whh fome, the reputatioii 
of a Stoic Philoiophcr ; but as a ftatc 
of mind undifturbed by the vicifficudes 
of life, and a difpolition to leave the 
morrow to take care of itfelf, are en- 
joined by one far better than Zcno, let 
us not forget that Buchanan is affirmed 
moreover tb have been religious and 
devout, nor unjnilly ptact fo illuHrious 
a figure in the nich of an Athenian 
portico, which claims no inferior ftation 
in the Chriftian Temple.

ATTEMPTING TO PROVE THE HEATHEN MERCURY TOBETHB 
SAME W<TH THE AARON OF SACRED HISTORY. 



FABLE undoulxedly owes its birth 
to the alteration of hiftorical fads, 
•ccaftoned by the degeneracy of the 
hamai) heart. The ftudy of explaining 
or rather paralleling thefc, wnen uti* 
^ertook. with religious precaution, may 
ttftdoubtedly be ufeful for inftru6lion, 
mttd at the fame time fcrvet as a barrier 
in the fupport of the facred writings 
againft the cavils of infidelity. 

The Greeks cave Mercury the name 
•f E^^iKf Signifying eloquence. Now 
this word E^unc is derived through i^at 
from t^^», which latter -word is derived 
from K*]» docuit^ and from which fomc 
ctymologills derive the name of Aaron, 
«f whom we find that eloquence was the 
peculiar charafteriftic^ '< And the anger 
** of the Tiord was kindled again ft Moles, 
•* and he faid, Is not Aaron the Lcvite 
•< thy brother ? I know that he can fpeak 
*■' well." The gifts of prophecy and 
knowledge attributed to Mercury, are 
iut the types of the many favours 
Totiehfafed to Aaron, and even commu- 
nicated to h^ fons and fucccITors in the 
pontifical dignity, to whom God him- 
ictf granted the privilege of wearing 
the Urim and 71)ummim, which was, 
as it were, an oracle at all times prefcnt 
in IfracI* 

Mercury was feigned, amongft the 
Poets, to have been the grandfon of 
Atlas, by his mother's fide ; thus Hor« 

«' Mcrcufi fecnndf, Kepos Atlantis :*• 
and Aaron was in like manner grand- 
fbfk to Levi, by ;the'fame defcent* It 
was on this aeeonni that Mercury re- 
ceived the name of Atianti^des from the 
Latins, and Aaron that of the Lcvite 
from God hlmfclf. 

The principal quality of this Deity 
was 

«« Magnt Jovis et Dcomm Nunclum }** 
and Homer ealU him ** A77«Xo»«0»met«ip 

i s;a»iot.*' This was the chief employment 
i the Heathen Mercury wand for thb 

- Vcafon they gave him hisT^etafus and 
Talaria ; ^or which, as far at 1 know, 
we can bring no nearer parallels than 
the Pontificals^ the f/mboU of the Pricft- 



bood. And as the place which Mer- 
cury filled in the Heathen Panthetm 
was that of Meffenger, fo the {)rinci'; 
pal ckarader which Aaron, at bis fir ft 
arrival in Egypt, fupported, was that 
of. Joint Mefienger with Mofcs from 
God to Pharaoh and the Children «f 
Ifrael. 
Again, Horace calls him 

« Cunrz Lyrae parcnffm.'* 

In the facred writings we find men^ 
tion of the chinxfr, which we tranQat^ 
the harp. This inArument was invent- 
ed by JubaU the fon of Lamech* If 
was upon the cl^nnor that David played 
before Saul \ and it was this the captiv* 
Levites hung upon the willows of Ba- 
bylon, and was ufed in the Temple at 
Jerufalen^^ It was made of almugim^ 
concerning which authorf are in general 
diWdcd : the Scptuagint tranfiate it 
wrought wood ; the Rabbins render it 
coral i and Jofephus informs, that thofe 
made by order of* Solomon were of 
eie^runif amber. Allow bg then cither 
of thcfc two laft, we (hall find that H 
was not unlike the tcl^udoof Mercury 
in colour, and perlups not in ihape, if 
the draught of it be true which is found 
in Calmet. And if cither or both of 
thefe ihould be difallowed, is it not 
likely that the Heathens, who, in the 
(lories of not only their Gods bt)t their 
Heroes made a motley jumble of adiona 
and events, ihould have confounded the 
ram*s-horn trumpets of Jofiiua with th^ 
tcftudo, or tortoifc-ihcll lyre, of Mer- 
cury ? And though Jubai was the in- 
ventori yet we find that the chinnor^ 
the flutes, the inftruments of muJicy 
and the facred trumpets,were ptculiariy 
)jnder the care and management of the 
Priefts and Levites ; to them alone it 
bcbnged to make ufe of them in the- 
Temple andin religious afle^^blies ; an^ 
the words of Horace, in his ode ** Ad 
«• Lyram,*-

feem to alliu'e to this inilrumenr*s being 
ufcd in the Temple in the performance

1 T has been obje^ed to moral writers, 
^ from Plato and Ariftq^le down to 
Pttffcndorff and Grotius, that their 
fyilems are too fcientific and refined for 
the ordinary occurreDCes of life ; for 
how (ball abftra^ principles repel a pre- 
fent and Qroog tempurion ? More 
modem authors have delivered thrir , 
roles of ethics with a clofer attention 
to pra^^ice, but they have ufualiy com- 
prehended too wide a range, and have 
defcribed the general dutres of man, 
tvbile thofe of the diflferent ranks and 
profcflions in fociety have been paflfed 
IB fitcace. Indeed, to trace out minute- 
ly the dlifcrent habits and obligations of 
all the ditferent orders in civil life,might 
be too much to ciLpe£^ from an individual 
writer; it would be coniidcrcd as fuf« 
ficieot if he ihould explain clearly the 
particular duties of that clafs of perfons 
whofe purfuits and avocations were 
allied to his own. • Sorel, the Hiilorio- 
grapher of France^ publiflied about the 
middle of the lau century, in his 
^ BiMiochequeFran<;ois," a long account 
of authors in the French language who 
have treated of the conduct of life in 
wiblic, or of what are called the homi- 
letical virtues j but it ihould feem that 
their precepts referred to behaviour 
rather than to morals, and were direct- 
ed chiefl? to the higher orders in fo- 
ciety. This laft obfervation applies 
to a very jpgenious little pamphlet, en* 
titled, " Thoughts on the Manners of 
the Great," of which elegance and 
ferae are its leaft recommendations ; 
and which appears to have fuggelled 
the hint of the work before us. The 
Author of this has indeed extended his. 
piaa over a much more ample and 
Vou XXVll. 



ufctful field of enquiry, and has ren* 
dercd by ilk a very eminent fervice to 
his country and to. mankind. That he 
has been able to treat minutely and 
correctly of the habits, purfuiu, and 
occupations of the different ranks and 
profeiFions into which the higher and 
middle ciaifes of fociety are in this 
country diitributed, is owin^, as he 
informs us in «i ihorc preface, to his 
having been favoured with the unre- 
ferved advice and animadveriions of 
perfons feverally t>ccupying the ftation, 
or belonging to the profeifion in queftion» 
and accuftomed to confider its duties iA 
a confcicntious light. 

The work isdivipied intoFifceenChap- 
ters. The Firll contains the plan of the 
work ; and in the courfe of this chapter 
the Author gives his reafons why no pare 
of the work hds been appropriated to 
thofe who are placed in the loweft ranks 
of fociety. By them argumentative and 
bulky treatifes of morality will not be 
read. The careful perufal of their 
Bible, and the fiudy of fhort Ihd 
familiar expolitions of its precepts, 
aided by the public and private admo* 
nitions of their pallors, are to them the 
principal fourccs of inftru^ion.-— ** 
J he Second Chapter contains General 
Remarks on the Firft Principles of the 
BriciOi CoAftttution. Chapter the 
Third explains the Duties ot the So- 
vereign ; Chapter the Fourth, the 
General Duties of EngHfiimen as Sub- 
jefts and Fellow-citizens. Chapter the 
Fifth is on the Duties of Peers. Chap- 
ter the Sixth is on thofe of Members of 
the Houfe qf Commons. Chapter the 
Seventh treats on the Duties of the 
Executive Officers- of Government.

Our Author's obfervations, in the 
Second Chapter, on the privilege of 
voting for Members of Parliament, are 
bf this dcfcription : 

" It is undoubtedly true, that a very 
krge majority of the inhabitants of this 
Icingd^.m has no elef^ive voice in the 
Appointment of the Members of «bt 
Iioufe of Commons ; in other words, 
n9ft of the people of Great Britain 
have no futfragc in the nomination of 
the perfons who are to ena€t the laws 
by which non-ele6tors, in common 
with the reil of the nation, are to bt 
governed. But the limited diffufionof 
the cleiViVc franchifc cannot fairly bt 
affirmed to be a breach of juftice« The 
right of voting for a Member of Par- 
liament is a pul^lic trull; it is as triily 
a civil office as the molt confpicuous 
employment in the Statr ; and, humble 
as it may fcrm, is a ci\il office of con- 
fiderable inipgrtrincc. All public 
offices and tiufis beitig conltituted in 
this kingdom for the general good of 
the whole; it is juft that they fhould 
be conferred on I'uch political conditions 
as the general good may demand, and 
he elcvolved on thofc perfoDs alone who 
' ^(»ff"ef6 the polirk.d qualifications deem- 
ed cflcntial to the proper difcharge of 
the duties attached lo them. Of thefe 
conditions at>d qualilications the nation 
fs to judg**; and when it has fixed, ac- 
cording to its bed vicxs of public 
utility, the terms on which each piiblic 
uAcc diiill be tutif««reU| and >he ^t* 



fcription of perfons to whom it (ball be. 
cntruftcd, no man who is deftitute of 

the civil qualifications prefcribed, has 
any plea for complaining of injuftice in 
being. precluded from filling ttie poft. 
It would be as unreafonabte in a pcrfoa 
tHus dilqualified, to contend that he is 
treated with injuftice in not being 
permitted to be an ele€tor»as ir would 
De to affirm that he is unjuftly treated 
in not being permitted to be King. 
The King and the eledor are alike 
public officers, and the nation has the 
fame right to appoint citizens of a par- 
ticular defcription to choofe Members 
of Parliament, as it has to appoint 
a particular family to occupy the 
throne." In a fubfcquent part of the 
fame chapter, the Author confidcrs the 
expediency of the limitation of the 
right of voting for Members of Parlia- 
ment; and concludes with the follow- 
ing obfervations : " The grand object 
to be had in view in imparting iht 
elc6^ive franchife is, ro I'ecurc, as far 
as may be polFible, the choice of proper 
Reprefentatives. By this confide ration 
alone the number and defcription of 
electors ought to be regulated. And if 
this conffderation undeniably requires, 
on the one. hand, that the whole num* 
ber of electors in the kingdom (h&u.d 
bear an adequate proportion to the 
amount of the inhabitants, it feem) 
equally to require, on the other, that 
the right of voting fhould be confined to 
men competent and likely to difchargc 
the truft committed to them, in a man- 
ner conducive to the public good. If 
we refle6t on the uninformed condition 
of multitudes in th^ lower rankf of 
fociety ; on the blind deference which 
they commonly pay to the will of their 
immediate fuperiorsj on the tempta- 
tions they are under of being corrupted 
by bribes; on the facility with which 
they may be deluded bv artful mifrc- 
prefentations and innaromatory ha- 
rangues I on the difficulty of preventing 
confufion and riots in popular aflen\- 
blies, fpreading over the. face of * 
whole kingdom ; on the rapidity with 
which tumults excited by defign or ac- 
cident in one affcmbly would be com- 
municated by contagion to" another, 
until the country would be agitated with 
general convulnons; if we rcfleft on 
the dangers to be dreaded from theft 
and other circuraftance* which would 
attend the p!an of univerfal fuffragci 
we (hall probably fee great rtafon to re- 
joice that the eieftive rig^ht i| limited 
• ' ondqr 
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«iider the Britifli Conftitation* And 
we are not to forget, that if any incon- 
Tenieocies and hardfliips are to be ap- . 
iireheoded in confequcnce of limiting 
It, they are neccflarily much diminilh- 
cd, if not altogether removed, by the 
very fmall /hare of property rcquifite 
to procare the privilege of voting for 
county nieipbers.'* 

Tne following remarks which clofe 
the chapter we are now contidcring, are 
a weighty counterpoife co the prevail < 
ing eagemefs for a reformation in our 
civil government, borrowed, ihmigh as 
itfliouid feem without much deference 
to the inftrudUons of experience, from 
the furious paifion for change in a 
■etghbouring nation. 

•• Whoever confiders the power 
which every Member of either Houi'e 
of Parliament poiTefles, of propoiing in 
iiis place fuch meafures as- he deems 
adviiable, and the power of the Legif- 
laturc a$ to adopting the meafures pro^ 
pofed, will not impute the dcfed of 
(wing unable to remedy its impcrfec- 
tioQs, to the Briti Ih Coolkitution . A nd 
the imputation, were it brought for* 
wardj, would be repelled by a refer- 
ence to the many great improvements 
which have been peaceably ^ made in 
the Conftitution at different periods, 
reaching even to the pi'ci'ent times. No 
human work can attain perfection ; nor 
is any human work carried to that degree 
of excellence which it is capable of aiuin* 
iog, but by the exertions of growing 
wtfdum, continued through the lapfe of 
iges. in proportion as we furvey the 
guvemmencs, and the iniernai condition 
of the greater part of the civilized 
world, we ihall fee additional reafon to 
be thankful to Providence, for having 
caftoarlot under the BritiOi Conllitu- 
lion. And we have caufe ftill farther 
to rejoice, that a regular method of re- 
■ioving any remaining defedts in the 



Conftitution and the Laws (and every 
good man ihould be anxious for the 
quiet removal of ail of which he ia 
confcious), is provided and indicated 
by the Conftitution itftlf. The hum- 
bleft and the poorcft fubje6t may carry 
his complaints to the Britllb Parliament. 
And if once the fenfe of the nation be 
decidedly formed, and permanently 
exprelTed, concerning rhe injuftice or 
impolicy of any particular law, the 
public voice will reach every branch of 
the LegiAature, and obtain that change 
in the fyftem which moral duty and 
the general welfare demand. It is thus 
that improvements have been made in 
the Conftitution for centuries paft ; and 
it is thus, we truft, that they will con*- 
tinue to be made for centuries to 
come." 

From Chapter the Third, which 
treats of the Duties of the Sovereign^ 
we ihall make no feUdtion} nor thar 
we think it inferior in excellence to the 
other parts of the work ; but as we 
cannot quote from every part, we 
would wifli to conform to the intention 
of the worthy and patriotic Author, of 
extending to the wide ft circles the 
benefit of his labours. We (bail pafs - 
over likewilc the P'ourth Chapter for 
the Came rcaibn, obtVrving only that 
Mr. Gilbornc contefts in it, and we 
think wiih fucccfs, the claim of the 
Sovereign to natural, pcrpetuil, and 
indefealible allcgirincc 5 an opinion fup- 
ported by Sir W. Hlacivftonc, and other 
writers of high rc'pute. 

The Chapter on tlic Duties of Peers 
hasavcryjuft and important oulcrva . 
tion on the cuftom of voting by proxv. 

" A confidcratc nobleman will mske 
a very fparing and cautious ufe of his 
privilege 9f voting by proxy ; and will 
be fcrupulous in receiving the proxy of 
another Peer, Indeed, the idea of a 
perfon giving his vote in the decifjoA 



* " The improvemenu made in the BritiQi Conftitution by Magna Charta, and Charta 
de Forefta (BlackAone» Vol. IV. p. 423,), and by feverU other cliarters and public a^j, in 
the ctfher period of our hillory, do not ^1 w.thin this defcription, having been obtained, 
piinCipaSy or entirely, by means of fuccsfsful infurre^ions. But amor^ the happy changes 
<S»i«tiy cft'e&ed in Che manner pointed out by the Conll.tutk>n iifelf, wc may particularly 
amtwo the ceasing of the Petition of Right, in the reign of Charles the Firft, by which, 
Sir W. Blackilone observes (VoL IV. p 437.), the En^lifti Conftitution received great 
aboation and improvement ; the Habeas Corpus A£t, and the abolition of Military Tenures, 
iathe reign of Chiifles the Second ; the Bill of Rights, and the Toleration A^, about the tim« 
ef the Rerolution.

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of a qndHon which h« has not heard 
debated, and may never have confidcr- 
ed, in enabling or rejc6^ing a bill with 
the nature and obje^ uf which he it 
unacquainted, at a time too, perhaps, 
when he is in another quarter of the 
globe, and unable to learn the prefent 
pofture of affairs and circumftances 
either at home or in the reft of 
Europe, is fo plainly repugnant to com- 
mon ienfe, is capable of being fo eafiiy 
and gVofsly perverted to the manoeuvrti 
of private intereft, or of party, and fo 
nearly refcmbles the Popilh plan of 
putting one man's confcicnce into the 
rands of another^, that the furrender 
of this privilege would, apparently, be 
at once honourable to the Houle of 
I^ords, and beneficial to the nation." 

Among the benefits rcfulting from 
the Houfe of Commons, as it is at 
prefent conftituted, the following de- 
fjrves to be recited from the Sixth 
Chapter : 

** It furni flies the means of a pa- 
tient and fafe difcuffion of political 
grievances and popular difcontents, be- 
fore they ate grown to fuch a magni- 
tude as neither to be tolerated with 
fafety to the State, nor removed with- 
out the riik of dangerous convulfions. 
The beneficial ciFefts of a Re pre fen ta- 
ttle Houfe of Commons, in this point 
of view, are not to be dcfcribcd. Jn 
defpo ic governments, from the want of 
liniilar inftitutions, the fmothered em- 
bers .accumulate heat in fecret, until 
they buirft into a general flame. The 
people, impatient at length of enduring 
the wronjrs over which they have long 
brooded in filent indignation, feek re 
drefs by open rebellion, as the only 
method by which they can hope to ob- 
tain it. In the ancient democratic 
States, in which the principle of rcprc- 
fcntation was not adopt d, endeavours 
to rcdrefs glaring defedts in the confti- 
tution were ufually produftive of fer- 
ments, tumults, and factious diforders, 
which rendered the attempt abortive, or 
terminated in hafty and impolitic re- 
folves. But in Great Britain, the 
Houfe of Commons ferves as a conduc- 
tor to draw ofFthc lightning by a noife- 
lefs and conftant difcharge, i-nHead of 
fufifering it tocolleft until the cloud be- 
comes incapable of containing it, and 
by an inilantaneousflafh to level to'the 
ground a fabric, which ages had been 
deployed in crc^ing." 



The three following Chapters we 
iball pafs over in filence, remarking 
only, that the Eighth, which relates to 
the Duties of Naval and Military 
Officers, contains in the Notes feveral 
important and ftriking fafls, derived 
from tht beft authority^ and contribut- 
ing very much to diverfify and to en- 
force the reafoning. The fame obfcrir- 
ation applies alfo to the Thirteenth 
Chapter, and indeed, in writings of the 
didactic kind, examples can hardly be 
too often employed. 

The recital occurring in the Tenth 
Chapter, of the temptations which 
alTaii a Juftice of the Peace, is forcibly 
exprefled : 

'* Every fituation and employment 
in life influences, by a variety of moral 
caufes, the views, tempers, and difpo- 
fitions of thofe who are placed in it* 
The Juftice of the Peace can plead no 
exemption from this general rule. The 
nature of his authority, and the mode 
in which it is exercifed, have an obvi. 
ous tendency to produce fome very un- 
defirable alterations in his charader^ by 
implanHng new failings in it, or by ag« 
gravating others to which he ma%ha7e 
antecedently been prone. Hisjurifdi^^ioa 
is extremely extenfive, and compril'es a 
multiplicity of pcrlbns and cafes. The 
individuals who are brought before him 
are almofl univerfally his inferiors, and 
commonly in the lovi^efl ranks of fo« 
ciety. The principal fliare of his bufi- 
nefs is trani'a6ted in his own houfe, be* 
fore few fpc6Utors, and thofe in general 
indigent and illiterate. Hence he ia 
liable to become dictatorial, brow-beat- 
ing, confequcntial, and ill-humoured ; 
domineering in his inclinations, dog- 
matical in his opinions, and arbitrary in 
his decifions. He kno^vs, indeed, that 
mofl of his decifions may be fubjc£i to 
revifal at the SeMions, but he may eafiiy 
learn to flatter himfelf, that he fbail 
meet with no fcvere cenfure from his 
friends and brethren on the bench, for 
what they will probably confider as an 
over fight, or, at the moft, as an error 
eafiiy remedied, and therefore of little 
importance. He knows too, that he 
may be called to account before the 
Court of King's Bench ; but he is alfo 
aware that great tendcrnefs is properly 
flicwn by Courts of Law to the condu& 
of a Juftice ", uniefs a culpable intention 
on his pnrt is clearly proved, and that 
the objects he may be tempted to ag* 



• <« The country is pratly obligrd to any worthy Mayiftrate that, without fmifter views 
"ef his own> wlllcng;age in this croubkrome rcrvlce< And tiicrelori', if a weU-meaxiing Juftice 
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{rieve are ufually too humble, ignorant, 
&nd timid to ibink of feeking redrefs, 
cxccps in Tcry palpable and Hag rant 
cafes, and frequently too poor to be 
able to undcFta^le the tafk ot decking it 
in toy. In coni'equence, moreover, of 
being perpetually conrerfant in his 
olEcial capacity with the moll worthlefs 
members of the community, cicdincd as 
it were to cegitter every crime perpe- 
trated \vi:hin many miles cf hh habita- 
tion, and witne lung peiiy adU of vio- 
lence, knavery, and frnud, committed 
by men who bad prev;ouily maintained 
a toler-able go'^xl chara«5ler in their 
neighbourhood « he may readily aajuire 
the habit of bctiolding aU mankind ^vith 
a fufpiciotis eye; of cherifliing fenti- 
Bents of general diHruil, and uf look- 
ing with Icfs and iefs coocern on the 
diureiTcs of the common people, from 
a vague and inconliderate pcrruafion 
that they feldom lud'er more tlinn they 
defcrve. Agaimt thefc fnarcs aud 
temptations which bclet him on cvt.ry 
^fide, and will infallibly circumvent him 
in a greater or icfs degree, it he rcfrs in 
heedleis inareniion, or in falfe id0as oi 
fccurity, let him guard with unremit- 
linj^ vigilance. If they are fu tie red to 
undermine thofe better rcfoiuiions, and 



fupplant thofe better purpofes with 
which he entered upon his office ; kc 
him not think that he ihall efcape from • 
the circle of their influence, when he 
quits the limits of hia judice-room* 
They will follow him into every fcene 
cf private and domtflic life. The 
habus of the Magiftrate will infe£t the 
conduct of the hu(b^nd, the father, the 
friend, the country gentleman ; they 
will render him arrogant and ovcr- 
• bearing, four and morofc, impatient or 
contradiction, obftinate in his defigns 
and undertakings, gloomy, fufpicious, 
and unfeeling; uncomfortable to all 
around him, and more uncomfortable 
to himfclf."* 

The next Chapter treats of the 
Clerical PrQfelfion, for the principal 
miiteriais of which ourAuthor acknow- 
ledgcb his obligations to Bilhop Burnet 
and Archiiiihop Seeker. U'e fliall 
make no (Quotations from this part of the 
futjeA J lor with whatever faults the 
Cicri;y may be charged, it will hardly 
ht faid, generally, that they have no 
knowledge of their duty ; nor can thofe 
to whom the cenfure may be jyftly 
applied, attribute their ignorance to the 
want of inftru6tion.

'T^HE numerous attacks, as well on 

^ the political as relijjious princi- 
ples of Dr. Ppeftley, during his rc- 
lidence in England, were, by perfonf 
not interefted hrthecontcft, notunfre- 
ouencly confidered as refulting from 
out prejudice which generally views 
•the object of it5 affault through a falfe 
medium; and, indeed, when we wir. 
nefs an open attempt to fap the very 
bafes of Inftitutions which we have 
been accuftomcd to regard with a degree ' 
of religious veneration, the language 
of defence is naturally apt to afTume a 
degree of intemperance, which, to thofe 
who have not the fame feclmgs with 
oarfclves, fomctimes appears like the 
petulant acrimony of perfonal m.alice. 



But from fuch imputations as thefe the 
productions of a foreigner muft be 
wholly exempt ; he cannot be fwaycd 
by perfonal pitjUe or local prejudice ; 
and when he attacks the princfples and 
the conduct of a man who has felefted 
bts country as a favourite afylum, his 
arguments muft be fuppofed to refuit 
f/om conviction operating, with irre- 
filiible force, on a mind unbialTed by 
partial confic^erations} and, viewed in 
this juft light, they are entitled to a 
confiderable degree of refped. This 
obfcrvation, when applied to the au- 
thor before us, will acquire additional 
ftrength ; for he exprefsly avovs Kirafclf 
hoflile to that nation againft which the 
Reverend Emigrant hd> preferred fuch 

\ anyttodefigningflip in his praAiee, great lenity and indulgence are (hewn to him in 
the Courts of Law, and there art many (latutes made to proted him in theuptight^iifcharg® 
ef ias office, whxh among other priviieges prohibit fuch Juftict-s from bt>ing fued for any 
^erfighCy without notice beforehand ; and (lop all fuits ^tegun, on tender made of iuflicient 
a<nendt. But, on the other hand, any malicious or tyrannical abufe of then office, is wfually 
feversiy puniihed $ and ail petfons who receive a vcrdl£^ agalnft a Juftice for ady mrilful or 
linjuryt are entitl.d to double colls. ' Blackilone, Vol. U p. Sift 
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heavy and repeated cotnplaintSi and he 
tells us» that viewing Dr. Pricfticy as 
;a man that fought repofe, his heart 
welcomed him to the Shores of Peace. 
The attempt of the Doftor to promote 
that in America which he had tailed to 
effcft in England, his endeavour " to 

• miilead and deceive the People of the 
United States," operated a charige in 
thcfe favourable fentiments, and luper- 

. induced the prefent Obfcrvations. 

After premifing that " thofe who 
Icnow any thing of the Englifii Dilfen- 
tcrs, know that they always introduce 
their political claims' and projc^is under 
the mafkt of religion," and that ** the 
Doftor was one of thofe who fnter- 
tained hopes of bringing about a Revo- 
luiion in England upon * the French 
plan/* the author proceeds to invefti- 
gatc the unfortunate tumult at Bir- 
mingham^ which the Uoftor had af- 
figncd as the fubjed of his complaint, 
and the caufe o\ his emigration ; and 
haring briefly difplaycd its caufes and 
hs confequencesy he thus fums up the 
bulinefs. 

** Nothing certainly can be a ftrungcr 
proof of the independence of the Courts 
of Juftice, and of the impartial execu- 
tion of the Laws in England, than the 
circumftanccs and refult of this caufc. 
A man who had for many years been 
the avowed and open enemy of :hc 
Government and Conditution, had his 
property deftroyed by a mob who df.- 
clared themfelves the friends of both, 
and who role on him be caufe he was 
not. This mob were purfucd by the 
Government whofc caufe they thought 
they \yf.'Tc defending; foirc of them 
fuff'trcil death, and the inhabitants of 
the place where they afiembled were 
obliged to indemnify the man whofe 
prrperty they had dtftroyed. Jt would 
be curious to know what fs^rt of pri)tec- 
tion this r^Wrtv/^/ Do^or, liiis "iricnd 
of iaunanity," wanted. \Vr>uld ncrhing 
fatisfy him but the bbod of the whole 
mohi Did he wiih to fi;j: the town of 
Brrminuham, li'kc that of Lyons, razee!, 
and a!i its induUrious and loyal inliu- 
liiiants butchered, becaufe Ibmc of 



them had been carried to commit ttft- 
lawful excclfes from their dcteftationof * 
his wicked proj«£ts ? <* liiRMiKCiiAM 

HAS COMBATED AGAINST PRIEST- 
LEY«— UlRMJNGHAM IS NO MORE t^ 

This, J fuppofe, would have f^tti^Bed ' 
the cbahtabie modern Philo!oph»:r» 
who pretended, and who the Demo- 
cratic Society * fay did, " return to bis 
enemies blclCngs for curfcs." Woe to 
the wretch that is expofed to the bene- 
dictions of a modern Philofopher ; his 
*• dextre 'uengereffe"' is ten thou land 
times more to be feared than the bloody 
poignard of the alTaffin : the latter is 
drawn on individuals only, the other is 
pointed at the human race. Happily 
ror the people of Birmingham thete 
blelfings had no effect ; there was no 
National Convention, Revolutionary 
Tribunal, or Guillotine in England." 

He then proceeds to (hew that the 
Do6tor himielf was the principal caufe 
of thofe ricts, and that the rioters did 
nothing that was not pcrfe£lly confo- 
nant to the principles he had for many 
years been laoouring to infufe into their 
miifds. He notices the inflammatory 
hand-bill diiMbuted at Birmingham, 
which was difowiicd by the Dc^or'i 
Club, who ofi'erLd a reward for appre* 
bending the author, ** but they rook 
care to fend him to France before their 
advcrtifemcnt appeared f." Ti^cy 
difowned it with the moft folemn aflcs- 
verations, oft'trcd a reward for appre- 
hending the author, and afterwanH 
juilified if as -am inoflCen five thing. Here 
is a palpable inconfii^ency. The fa<^ 
is, they perceived that this precious 
moifel of eloquence, iu place of raifiag 
a mo^ for them, was like to raife oae 
againft thtm ; they faw the ftorm ga- 
thering, and in the moment of fear dif- 
owned the writing. After the danger 
was over, feeing they, could not excul- 
pate themfelves from tVe charge of hav- 
i-ng publilhed it, the/ defended it as 
an inotFenfuo performance.'* 

Aaverting to the Doctor's juftifica- 
tury kiter to the people of.Lirming- 
ham, in which he fays that the company 
at the Hotel were only affembled *'to

In 
fliort, in whatever light wc view the 
Birmingham riots, we can fee no objc6t 
that excites our compa(fion, except the 
inhabitants of the Hundred, and the 
unfortunate rioters themfelves«" 

Speaking of a Reform in Parliament, 
thv> writer reprobates the foHy of r^a- 
foning upon abftra£l pfindples, and, ia 
purfuit of a vifionary deluiran, of ri(k« 
mg a certain good f jr a precarious ad- 
vantage. After tracing the conduft of 
the French Reformers, and thofe of 
England durina; the unhappy Reign of 
our Firft Charles, he maintams, thai the 
modern Reformer;! in this country had 
much more extenfivc views than fome 
of them chofc to confefs. " That a 
Parliamentary Reform was the handle 
by which the Fnglifli Revolutionifts 
intended to efie6t the deftru6lion of the 
Conftitution, need not be infifted on; 
at leaft if we believe their own repeated 
declarations. Paine and fome others 
clearly cxprefs themfclvcs on this head* 
The bodtor was more cautious while ia, 
England, but, fafcly arrived in his *• afy- 
lum,'' he has been a little more undif^ 
gulfed. He lays, the troubles in Eu^* 
rope arc the natural offspring of the 
^*formi of Gijvernment'^ that exift there ; 
and that the abufes fpring from the 
** artificial difiin8ions in Sodtffy/* I 
muft ftop here a moment to remark on 
the impudence of this alTcrtion. Is it 
not notorious, that cbangitig thole forms 
of Government, and dejircying thofe 
diftinflions in focicty, has incroducei 
all the troubles in Europe? Had the form 
of Government in France continued 
what it had been for twelve or thiiicca 
hundred years, would thofe troubles 
have ever had an exift ence ? To hazard 
an afTcrtion like this, a man muft be an 
ideot, or he muft thi^ik hii rtadcis fo. 
It was thenthe^or;7/of the Englifti Go- 
vernment, and thofe artificial diftinc- 
tions, that is to fay, of King, Prince. 
Bifliop, &c. tliat he wanted to dcftroy, 
in order to produce that ''^ oibcr Jyfltm 
of Liberty^*' which he \\-A been fo long 
dreaming. about. In his aniwcr to the 
Addrefsof " the Republican Natives of 
Great Britain and Ireland rcfident at 
Ncv/ York,*' he fays, '* The wift cm 
and happinefb of Republican Govern, 
mcnts, and the evils rcfulting from here- 
dirarv monarchical ones, cannot appear' 
in a Itronger light to you than they c'o Jq 
me ;" and yet this fame man prctmJcd 
an inviolable attachment to the htredi* 
t^rj motrarckital O.verjiricKt of Great

Britain. Sajrs he, by way of vindica- 
ting the principles of his Club to the 
people of Birmingham — ** The firft 
toaft that was drank was, ** *tbe Kjtig 
and Ccnftitutiony ' What ! docs he 
make a merit in England of having 
toaftcd that which hc^ abominates in 
America ! — Alas ! Piiilofophcrs arc but 
mere men." 

This, to life the language of the Fen- 
cing Schools, is certainly a homethrufl ; 
nor do we conceive it polfible for the 
Do^or to parry it. Nothing can be 
more clear than this — that either the 
Doctor's profcflflons of attachment to 
the Connitncion while in Ent^land were 
falfe, or his fublcqucnt proftlfions of a 
difierent tendency in America were 
untrue. In the former inftancc, he had 
a very obvious motive for concealing 
the real fcntiments of his mintr; in the 
latter cafe, not the fmallcll nccelfity 
for difguifc can be difccrntd. The in- 
ference is plain. 

Our author thus pnrfucs the fubje^. 
— ** It is clear that a Parliamentary 
Keform was not the o'^je*^ ; an after- 
game was intended, which the vigilance 
of Government, and the natural geod 
fcnfe of the peopL'. hippily prevented ; 
and the Doftor, difajjpointcd and cha- 
grined, is cumt here to difcharge his 
heart ofw hat it has been fiU^ne; collecting 
againft his country. He tells the De- 
mocratic Society, tha: ii'j cm not pro- 

• mifc to be a better Jubjcrt of this Go- 
vernment than he h.»s been of that of 

-Great Britain. I.et us hope that he 
inteiJdsus an agreeable difappointment; 
if not, the fooaer he emigrates back 
again the better." 

The following obfervations on thofe 
felf-fufficient Thcnnfts '.viih which the 
States of Europe at prcfcnt abound, are 
pertinent and juft ? 

•' SylUm-mnngcrs arc an unroafon- 
able (pcciex of mortals ; time, plnce, 
climate, nature itfclf, muft give way.

of human perfeftion, while they ^ccrf^ 
the Englifh, when ir is abfolutely no- 
thing more than the Governitient which 
the Kings of England cftabliflied here, 
with fuch litthe modifications as were 
neceffary, on account of the ftatcof {q- 
ciety and lucal circumClances. if then 
the Do^or is come here for a change 
of Government, he is the moft dtfap- 
pointcd of mortah. He will have the 
mortification to find in his ** a^lam^* 
the fame laws as thofe from which he 
has fled, the fame upright manner of 
adminiftering them, the fame punifh- 
ment of. the opprcflbr, and the fame 
protettion of the opprcffed. In the 
Courts of Juftice he will every day fee 
precedents quoted from the Englifh 
Law-books, and (which may to hinn 
appeir wonderful) wc m%y venture to 
preditt, that it will be very long before 
they will be fnpplantcd by the bloody 
accords of the Revolutionary Tribunal, 
Let him ccrmparc the Government of 
thefe States, and the meafures they have 
purfued, with what has palTjd under 
the bo:^fUd Conftitution that he wilhed 
to introduce into England, and fee if he 
can find one fingle inftance of the moft 
diftint refcmbrance. In the abolition 
of Negro SJavcry, for example, the 
Government of (he United States have 
not ruHied headlong into the mad plan 
of the National Convention. With 
much more humane v»ews, wlih « 
much more fincere defire of feeing all 
mankind free and happy, they have* 
in fpiccof clubs and Ibcieties, proctfcd- 
ed with caution and judice. In (hort, 
they have adopted, as nearly as poifible, 
confidering the circupn (lances and fitu- 
aiion, the fame meafures as have been 
taken by the Government which he ab- 
hors. He will have the further mor- 
tification to find, that the Government 
here is not, any more than in England, 
influenced' by the vociferations of fini- 
womcn, or by the toafls and refolntions 
of Popular Societies. He will, how- 
ever, have one confolatton ; here, as 
well as there, he will find, that the 
iriily gre.ii, virtuous, and incorruptible 
man at the head of Government, is 
brandeofor an Arijlocfathj thofe noify 
gentry." 

The Remarks op the different Ad« 
drelTes prefentcd to Dr. Prieftlcy on his 
arrival in America, which, as far.as^ 
we ran j'ldgc from the q<iotations con- 
tained in this pamphlet, were all drawn 
up in the lao£;uagc of French 'Icmo- 
cracr,.arc truly excellent* Ihr'ofty 
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tammni^uens beftowed by the Do£^or 
aad his culegil^s on Gallic Libercy, are 
forcibly contraftci] .with the arbitrary 
decrees of tUe Convention, by which 
they affumtrd to thcrafelvcs a right of 
difpofing of the property of individuals, 
decrees which are jufily rcprcfcrtcJ as 
much more tyrannical than the Inqui- 
fiiion in the height of its Icverity.— 
*• This," 1*4)5 our fenfible American, 
" is the b'^afttd Gal/ic Liberty. Let ut 
hear their owndeBnition of this Liberty. 
" Liberty," fays Barrcre, in his report 
to the National Convention, on the 3d 

I of January lad, *• Liberty, my dear 
fcllo-.v- citizens, is a privileged and g«- 

9 serai creditor ; not only has ihe a right 
to our property and perfons^ but to our 
laUnis and courage^ and even to our 
/^ji//."— Oh Liberty ! what a meta- 
morphoHs haft thou undergone in the 
hamis c'i thcfc political juggldrs 1 If 
this be Liberty, may God in his mercy 
continue me the moft abic6l (lave. If 
this be liberty, who will fay that the 
Englifh did not do well in reicdin? the 
Dodor's plan for making them Kce ? 
The Democrats of New York accufc 
the A Hies of being combined to prevent 
the cftablilhment of Liberty in France, 
tad to d'eftroy the Rights of Man ; 
when it is notorious that the French 
thcmfeivcrs have banii}ied the very idea 
tf the thing from among them ; that is 
to fay, if they ever had an idea of it." 
The flrikin^ contradidion between 
the pacific protclfions of Doctor Prieft- 

^ lev, and the real fcope and tendency 
or his effort?, as occafionally betrayed 
la his publications, it forcibly illuf- 
trated in the following paflage : ** Doc- 
tor Prieftlcy profeffes to wiflifor nothing 
but Toleration 5 liberty of confcience, 
Bot let us contrail thefe moderate and 
difintirefted profcfEons with what he 
has advanced m fome of his lateft pub- 
lications. ' I»have already taken notice 
oftheaffettion in his Letters to the Stu* 
^ntsof Hackney, *< that the Eftablifhed 
Church mufl fall" In his Addrcfs to 
the Jews (whom, by the bye, he feems 
towifli to form a coalition with), he 
iays : <« All ihe perfecuriont of the 
Jews have arifen from Irimtarian^

Is this the lan- 
guage of a man who wants only Tole- 
ntioD, in a country where the Eftab- 
ttihed Church, and the moft part of 
the Diflenters alfo, %rt pMefiedly

Trinitariam f He will undoubtedly fa v, 
that the people of this country arc /i»- 
laters too, for there is not one out of a 
hundred at moft, who docs not firmly 
believe in the doctrine of the Trinity. 

<* Such a man complains of perfecu- 
tion with a very ill grace. But fuppofe 
he had been perfecuted for a mere mat- 
ter of opinion, it would be only receiving 
the meafure he has meted t<^ others. 
Has he not approved of the unmerciful 
perfecution of the unfortunate and wor- 
thy part of the French Clergy, incn a« 
far furpaflTing him in piety and utility 
as in fuffering ? They did not want to 
coin a new religion; they wanted only 
to be permitted to enjoy, without in- 
terruption, the one they had been edu- 
cated in, and that they had fworn, in 
the moft folemn manner, to continue in 
to the end of their lives. The Doftor 
favs, in his Addrefs to the Mcthodifts, 
'•"You will judge whether X have not 
reafon and (cripturc on my (ide x you 
will at Icaft be convinced that I have fa 
perfuaded myfelf\ and you cannot bnt 
refpe^t a real love of truth, ami a d^fire 
iobrin^ cthns into it, even in the man 
who 18 unfortunately in ?n error. ***- 
Docs not this man blufti at approving 
of the bafe, cowardly, and bloody perfe- 
cutions that have been carried on a^ainft 
a fct of men, who erred, if they did err 
at all, from an excefs of confcientioHf* 
nefs } He talks of perfecution, and puu 
on the mockery ot woe : Their's hat^ 
been perfecution indeed I Robbed, 
dragged from their homes, or obliged 
to hide from the fight of man, in con- 
tinual expectation of theaifanin^s ftab; 
fome tranfported, like common felons, 
for ever ; and a much greater number 
butchered by thofe to whofe happinefs 
their lives had been devoted, and i& 
that country that they loved too well to 
difgrace by their apoftacy I how gladly 
would one of theie unfortunate confci^ 
entious men have efcaped to America, 
leaving fortune, friends, and all behind 
him f and how different has been the 
fate of Dr. Poeftley !^ Ah J Gentlemen, 
do not Ut us be deceived by falfe pre* 
tenders ! The manner of his cmigra- 
tioQ is, of itfelf, a fufticient proof that 
the ftep was not neceffary to the cnioy- 
ment of " protection from violence. * 

Continuing his Addrcfs to the ** Ad- 
dreffers," he proceeds thus ;— " You 
fay he has *< long difinteuftedly laboured 
for his country. It is true he fays fo ^ 
but we muft not believe him more difin- 
tcrefted than other lefcroicn* Iftolc-

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ration had been all he wanted, if he had 
' contented himfclf with the perm if fion 
of fjift-iding his doctrines he would 
have found this in England, or in al- 
iTioi% any other country, as well as 
here. The man that wants only to avoid 
pcrfecution, docs not make a noify and 
faftidious difplay of his principles, or 
attack, with unbridled indecency, the 
religion of the country in which he 
lives- He who avoids pcrfecutioQ is 
fcldom perfecutcd : 

-♦* The lifted axe, the agonizing wheel, 
*< Luke's iron crown, and Damicn's 

bed of 0ecl, 
" To men remote from pow*r but rarely 

known, 
*• Leave renfon, faith, acd confcicncc 

ail our own." 

• ** But the Do6Vor did not want to be 
remote from power or profit either, for 
in his fermon on the Teft Laws, he 
propofcs '* to fct apart one church for 
the DifTenters in every confiderablc 
town,, and a certain allotment of ijtkes 
for their Minifter, proportioned to the 
number of DrfTenters in the diftrlil.'*— 
A very mcJeft .'.nd difintcrcfted rtqucft 
s ^ruly ! Was this man fetking peace and 
toleration only f He thinks thefe ix€(% 
^Tz unkrcwn in America. After ;ill 
his clamour againft tytbcs, and his re- 
joicing on account cf their ahoiition in 
France, he had no objedlion to their 
continuir^^ in England, provided he 
came in for a (hare. Allonilhing dif- 
intcrcftednefji I" 

With our author's opinion of the 
Do6tcr*s Icicntific attainmer.ta and lite- 
rary talents, we Ihall fin i/b our account 
of this rplritcd tradt.— ** With refpc^t 
to the Dov^tor's mttaphyfical reveries, 
•r, in other words, his fyi^jsm of in6- 
dclity, I fliail leave to himfcff the talk, 
of expofing chat to the dctcftation of 
'Americans, as it has long been to that 
bf the Englilh. Of his Icientific pro- 
ductions, I propofc, in a little time, to 
give the public a fhort review j mean- 
* while I refer the curi'jus reader to the 

publications of the Royal Society of 
1791, 1792, and to Dr. Bewlcy's Trca- 



tifc on Air. He will there fee his fyftctw 
of Chcmiftry and Natural PhiSofophy 
detected, cxpofed, and defeated ; and 
the " celebrated Philofopher" himCetf 
accufed and convicted of plagiarifm. 
He will there find the key to the fol- 
lowing fcntence — " The palronage to 
be met with in Monarchical Govern- 
ments is ever capricious^ and as often 
employed to bear down merit as to pro- 
mote it, having for its objeft, not fci- 
ence, or anything ufcful to mankind, 
but the mere reputation of the patron, 
i')h9 is feldom any judg^ ^f fcience**'-^ 
This is the language cf every fourcd^ 
ncglcfted author, from a forry ballad- 
monger TO a Doctor wich half a dozen 
initials at the end of his name. 

" As to his talents as a writer, we 
have only to open our eyes to be con- 
vinced th -It they are far below medio- 
crity. His ftyle is uncouth and fupcr- 
latively diffufe. Always involved in 
mmutidE^ every fentcnge is a firing of 
parenthcfts, in finding the end of which 
the reader is lucky if he dots nor Icfe 
the propofiticn they were meant to il- 
luftrate. In Ihort, the whole of bis 
phralcology is extremely difgufting i to 
wliich may be added, that even in point 
cf grammar he is very often incor- 
rea.** 

Though we acknowledge that the 
pafTagcs quoted in fupport of thcfc af- 
k'rti«*ns are perfc6liy appoGte, we muft 
bv no means be underllood to affent to 
the general obfervations ; for much as 
we differ from the religious and political 
principles of Dodtor Pricftlcy, we can- 
not but conddcr l.im as a good natural 
Philofnpher,. and an abie Polemic. 
Upon the whole, however, wc ilrtnu- 
ouHy recommend this tra£t to our rea« 
ders, in the perfyafion, that it will be 
productive of beneficial eifcdls, by fet- 
ling in a proper point of View the fen- 
timcnts and conduct of a nwn, who has 
endeavoured to vilify our Laws and de- 
bafe onr Government ; and alfo by 
j(l>owing in what a light our prefent 
contefl wich France is viewed by the in- 
telligent and thinking part of the Ame- 
rican nation.

•'T^ITE merit of the great father of 
•*• Ergiifh poetry has betn acknow- 
ledged by the firft of Engli/h wi iters. 
Spenfcr, Mrlton, Dryden, Pope, and 
Johnibn, all concur in celebrating the 



fublimity, the pathos, the wit, humour, 
and admirable delineation of character, to 
be found in his works. Of the above- 
mentioned writers, fome have profef- 
U^X'j employtd theufelves in noder* 

i^ing 
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ailing pars of his work?, and all of 
ihcii have fpokcti in high tcrnv of the 
genius of the Author. Dryden fivs, 
♦■' Chaucer followed Nature every, 
where, but was never fo bold to go 
beyond her : and there is* a grdat dif- 
ference of l>ctng Pofia et nimis Poeta^ 
if we believe CatuUuv, as much as be- 
twixt a roode^ behaviour andaifcflation. 
The verfc of Chaucer, I confcfs, is not 
iumiODious to us /but it is like the elo- 
quence of one whom Tacitus commends, 
it was aurikui ifliui teriiporis a^commO'^ 
dtiiiu They who lived with him, and 
fomc rime after him, thought it mufi- 
cal; and it continues fo even in our 
jadgmem, if compared witH the num- 
bers of Lidgatc and Omver, his con- 
temporaries 1 there is the rude fwect- 
seis of a Scotch tune in ir, which is 
liataral and pleaAog, though not per- 
fect.'* And the fame excellent writer, 
Ipeakiog of Ovid and Chaucer, ob« 
icrves, *• Both of them underftood the 
manoers, under which name I compre- 
hend the palhoos, and in a larger ienfe 
the defcripcions of p>erfons, and their 
Tcry habics. For an example, I fee 
3aucii and Philemon as pcne£^ly he- 
lm me, as if Tome ancient painter had 
drawn them ; and all the pilgrims^ ia 
the CanterburjT Tales, their humburs, 
th«ir features, and the very drefs, as 
diftinfliv as if I had fupt:ked with th;:m 



of our ancient Englifli writers. We 
cannot, however, but agree with Mr. 
Dry den in the irregularity of Ciiaucer's 
metre, aud that the equality of num- 
bers in every verfe which we call 
heroic, was either not known, or not 
always pra£tifcd, in thofe days. The 
obfervation of the fame writer can 
hardly be controverted, that it were an 
cafy matter to produce fome thnufands 
of his vtrfcs which are lame, for want 
of half a foot, and fometimcs a whole 
one, aad which no uronunciation can 
make oiherwife. Thefe faits being 
eftabli(hed, it is no wonder that attempts 
ihould be made to d^vcll the works of 
our ancient bard of their oblbletc Iah« 
gu^ge, and give them a more intelli. 
g;iblc and more modern dref^. 

Accordingly Mr. Dryden, in the 
beginning of this ccntuiy, produced his 
admirable rerfiot^ of Palamon and Ar- 
cite, and other pieces, and foou after* 
wards Mr. Fope produced his vcrfions t 
of two of the Tales. Mr. Bcttcrton • | 
alfo, if the pieces which pafs under his \ 
name wercvin reality by him, moder- » 
nized other parts of our Author, la * 
X737, I^i^* Morell pub1i(hed one volume 
of the Canterbury Talcs in the origin 
nal, from the moft authentic mauu* 
fcriprs, and as they are turned, to ufe 
his own cxpreflion. Into modern lan^

Mr. LipCcomlk begins his Preface bj 
declaring, that the collection uf the Can- 
terbury Tales which he offers to the 
Public, is the firfl complete one in a 
modern verlion ; though we are after* 
vrards informed, that it has fmail pre- 
tenfions to be coufidcred as complete, as 
he had not only without fcruple uftd'the 
pruning'knife in cloahno^ away the in- 
delicacies he had found in his author, but 
alfo that his plan of exhibiting him free 
from ftains had been eifcded fcrupu- 
loufly by the omiflion of the ofFcnfive 
paffages, and not by the prefiimption to 
iubftitutc frcfh matter. To what ex- 
tent thefe cmiifions have been carried, 
we are onlv informed in gcnerdl ; but 
we cannot entertain a very favouriblc 
opinion ff the Editor's judgment^ when 
we are further tcid, that his omillion 
had extended to the Miller's and Reeve's 
T-alcs, both which, with rather too 
much prudery, are entirely expunged. 
We believe few readers of Chaucer will 
applaud ihcfe omiflions ; nor do we 
think the morals of the reader would 
have been much endangered, had thcfe 
Tales been ratained. Without them -we 
cannot confidcr the work as complete ; 
and therefore would recommend the 
publiflier to print them fcparatc in the 
vcrfions of Betterton and the Rev. Mr. 
Cobb, for the ufe of thofc who wi(h 
to poffefs Chaucer unmutilated. 

We cannct alfo commend the Ediror 
for filling one half his firft volume with 
the Life of Chaucer and the Intro- 
ductory Difcourfc to the Canterbury 
Tales, from Mr. Tyrwhitt's Edition, 
the latter being particularly appropriate 
to that edition «nly. As the prcfent 
work is a rrpublicacion and enlargement 
or" Mr. Ogle's edition^ wc confidcr the 
Preface of that Gentleman as more pro- 
per to have been retained, and Mr. 
Tyrwhiii's only refcrrrd to. Juflicc 
to the numbers who may chufeto pof. 
fefs both this and Mr. Tyrwhitt's edi- 
tion, fcems to diredt this rule of con** 

dua. 

Of Mr. Lipfcomb-s vcrfion wc are 
difpofed to fpcak favourably. |Ii&ver- 
fification is fpiritcd and cafy, and he is

*• To ci.jny m full and unintermpted 
view of thii beautiful fcene, and or the 
dirtrfified countrjr around it/* fays 
Mr.Poiwhcle, *• (ome building was nc- 
GcCiry to be ercded on one of the moft 
commandtng heights- And' the late 
Lcrd Courtenay, whofc tafte delcrvei 
every commendattoB, made choice of a 
hfu that i<, indeed, happily calculated 
tt> anfwcr this porpofe. Here, under 
Ixt tnfpc£tkm^ the BeUiJcre was built; 
the form of which is triangular, with an 
hexagonal tow t- r a t enc h corn c r . F rom 
Lawrence -cattle at Haidon, and from 
the obclifk ttt Mamhead, we b^ve a 
greaxer extent of profpeft ; but for a 
cofsmand of objef^s, the Beltidere is, 
perhaps, the 6rll fpot in the wedcrn 
counties. The views from the' Bclvi- 
dere arc a complete garden ; its t>arts 
dikriminatcd with the moft briUtant 
diftin^inefsj yet flowing into one beau« 
ofui whole. To conceive an accurate 
idea of tbefe fine peculiarities, we af- 
ce«dthe fiair-cafe of the Belvidere, and 
feparately furvey the tbref different parti 
fioa the three wintiows of its elegant 
luoou If we begin with t)\tft)tab''wefi 
%ieto from the J^tb-wfft window ^ we 
are prefented with a rich morning land- 
fcapc. In the fore-ground we arc at 
irft ftruck with the plantations of fir,

Drofpe6^i the flinty mountain of Haidon 
feems to fupport tnc clouds, in one lott|^ 
liiie above tnefe variegated enclofures* 
This unbroken 4ine is terminated, to 
the right, by Lawrence-ca&le ; to the 
left, by the Obelifk of Mamhead. Re- 
moving to the fontbeafi window f wt 
have, immediately below the eye, thfc 
fir plantations lliU continued, and 
fweeping down the hill; whilft their 
Vlecp and dark foliage receives an ad* 
ditional richncfs from the gleaming of 
the caftic turrets. Large groupes rf 
trees rife in the park, and over Ihadow 
the caille. If we look ra the greett 
matfhy level under this wooded head- 
land, the canal again ar:reds the eye | 
from the midft of which an idet emerges, 
beautifully piaot<;d with fhrubs. VViod- 
ing routed this fpot of verdure and fri* 
grance, the arci&ciai ftrcam purities itt 
«o\irfe through the marfh, till it reaches 
the river Exc, into which its watex* 
dcfcend. Trie village of Kenton, in* 
terlpcrfed with orchards, and War- 
borough- hill, gradually rifing above 
South- town and Starcrcfs, its bfx>sr 
crowned with firs, sire near and ilriking 
ol)je6ts on the other fide of the canaL 
At the mouth of the Exe, there is a 
long hank of fand which is called the 
Warren, and beyond it, the fea. On 
the other fide of the Exe, at the ex* 
treme point of land, we have LjAr««uth 
in proipedt ; and on the dime fide, fur- 
ther up the rivtr, we catch a giimpfij 
of the village of Lympfione— 'abovn 
which are extenfive hills, apparentlf 
not in a ftate of high cultivation* At 
the nortt-caft zvindoWf the £xe appeara 
in full vjcw ; fpreading its waters in n 
wider expanfc, as it oirefts its courfe 
through a ftraight and fpacious valley. 
On this fide of the river, the land w 
rich, but not planted, except (in the 
centre) with fonic clumps of fir, and 
here and there with a f<;w fcattered 
trees. At a little diftance up the river,

Urly cur!ous> that it would be unpar* 
dvnabte ii). omitting to extra^ it. 

** The family o^Sucpiicb was ccr- 
tainly fettitd here before' the Concjueft, 
"where they may remain uncxtintt for 
centuries to come» as the prcfeut fire 
has grand •children of- vigorous confti- 
tutions* Notwithtfanding thefe Sue* 
fitcbs* have poffcffed the fame fyox. for 
fuch an immenfc fucccflion of time, 
pofibly afs long before the Conqueft as 
finery net one of all their race has been 
eonfpicuous for any atchievemcnt or 
exploit) or celebrated in our annals for 
one heroic or famous a£lion. What 
makes this yet the (I ranger is, that not 
» collateral branch hath thrown any 
inftre on them. Hence it is evident, 
that for fo many ages it can only be 
iM they have exifted» and not that 
they have had the honour of living to 
their country, their neighbours, or 
^cmfelves. With fupine inJolence 
they have, in a manner, (lumbered over 
their little farm, that is blefled with 
fertility and every advantage of land 
and water ; inattentive to thofe num< 
lierlefs improvements ^nd embellifli- 
ments, no Icfs in point of profit than 
beautVt of which it is capable. Their 
£ble dilfipacion was bunting and ihoot* 
ing, which they (1 fpeak of time im- 
memorial} rather purfued as the bufi- 
mefs, than the amufement of life. The 
various rural fcenes and numerous ob- 
jects with which this fpot is finely di- 
TerfiBed, afford prcpcr fubjefls for a 
landfcape. From 70I. per annum, at 
which it was rated, (though occafional I v, 
lor a qualification, they could eafily 
fnrbve it worth lool.) an opulent Gen- 
tleman, with taHe and judgment, by 
cre6ting water-mills, tmbanking the 
Karfhes, (improving the arable is im* 
poJfible) might advance it to 500L Jn 
length of time, the tide has fretted and 
made fevcral channels and fcrpentine 
canals through three marflies ; by 
which foals, and a variety of fca fiih, 
daily make their way from the main 
river up to the garoen-wall and or- 
chard hedges. Duck, widgeon, Sec. 
may be (hot almofi from their windows. 
Though they kept on hunting till the 
neiKbbouiini; glebes were verdant with 
^iTey, yet ihcy ntvtr tailed haviiig the 



bed crop. The firft who rouzcd from 
his leth<irgy, and deviated for once inta 
the right path, was the old Gentleman* 
/. e. the father of the prefent (the oldeft 
within memory), who planted in hedge* 
rows, about 700 elms, which many yean 
fince, an experienced perfon told me» 
annually gained fix- pence a tree. This 
great-grand-father admitted me to a 
Familiar acquaintance with him, which 
he thought no fm^iU favour. He va- 
lued himPelf highly on his extra£)'ton 
and honefty, though -he had not a wor* 
thy a&fon to relate of any predcccflbr, 
nor a title to boad beyond that of a 
head-conftable or church- warden. He 
fubilitttted age for merit, and efieemed 
his eldeft anceftor the heft Gentleman* 
His narratives and fabulous 'ftorics, he 
told to others till he believed them him- 
felf. Often has he repeated to me, 
though he thought it always new, that 
Cyrus^ King of PruJ/ia, difcovered their 
founder in the woods, fucking a biub^ 
He looked down on his illuftrious nei^h* 
hours- at Powderham-cafile as his ju- 
niors, and would by no means allow 
tie noble houfe of Courtenay to be 
coeval with the fantily of Sucpitch. 
The fon (now the grand- father) hat 
been one of the firongeft men in the 
kingdom } one of exorbitant paffions, 
which, uncultivated hy education, he 
was never taught to regulate. The 
want of red raining the impetuofity of 
his temper, oftentimes involved him in 
troubles. Mr. Grofle, forir.crly lord of 
the manor, fucd him for a trefpafs and 
affault, prcfenting his loaded piece, and 
threatening to fiioot the fquire. The 
defendant produced at the trial, by way 
of Aourifh, (being not very material ta 
the ifTuc) two fmall parchment grants, 
or feoflfmeT^ts, which none prefent could 
read throughout, nor afcertain their 
aera, beine: without date or feal : how- 
ever, the Bar was fatisfied of their beinp 
pa0cd before the Conqueror's time* 
Thefe curious antique charters are their 
only archives, which may not be nn- 
worthy the notice of the virtuofi. From 
the Conqueft their progeny may not, 
however, have been numerous, by their 
longevity : the great-grandfather, who 
died 15 years ago, was aged 90, and^bi* 
fon now about So. I apprehend, that 
pofFibly the prefent generation is not 
more than the feventh degree from thae 
period."

'THERE is more of Shakcfpcarc in 
^ thepifture that this ingenious and 
learned artift has painted for the 
Shakefpcare G?lUry at Pall- Mall, than 
ia any other piftiwc painted for that 
Cdleftion. The Ghoft in Hamkt is 
fablime indeed, and painted in the 
iasierpirit with which the poet has de- 
fcr^tdit. There was. perhaps, never 
« greater teftimony given to the effeft 
of any painting than to that of this pic- 
ture. One of our celebrated Mctaphy- 
ficiaas was, as a matter of favour, per- 
mined to fee the Shakefpcare Gallery 
before it was opened to the public. He 
began his fcrutiny of it by the pifturei 
oa the oppofiic fide to that of Mr. 
Fufeli's piaurc; at the upper cod, 
Wtvcr, of the room, as he turned 
his head, and faw Mr. Fufeli's per- 
formance, he cried out in accents of the 
gxrvteft terror, «* Lord have mercy 
■ponmer* 

Mr. FufcJi's imagination is ever new, 
ever original, ever grand. J n painting, 
the divine Michael Angelo, as ho was 
called by his cotcmporaries, appears to 
be his maaer and his model. His mind, 
from early Hfc imbued with the fplcn- 
did paflagcs of Homer, the Greek 
Tragic Poets, Milton and Shakefpcare, 
and Dante, can never reft upon any- 
thing little or trifling. Mr. Fufcli,

William the tHiiifi. 
Whilft as Prince of Orange, and the 
Champion of the Liberties of thefe 
kingdoms, he was at Lord Briftol's, 
near Sherbourn, in hiakway to London 
from Torbay, Prince George of Den- 
mark, the Duke o£ Grafton^ Lord 
Churchil!, afterwards Duke of Marl, 
borough, and CoIoneLTrelawney^came 
to him. On feeing them, the Prince ex- 
claimed in the words of The Chronicles^ 
"If ye be come peaceably to me, to 
help me» mine heart (ball be knit unto 
you I But if ye be come to betray me 
to mine enemies ^feeing that there is 
no ivrdfig^ in my hands), the God of 
our Fathers look thereon and rebuke it.** 
One of them replied in the Words of 
Araafai, in the fame chapter (the 
twelfth of the Pirft fiook of Chroni* 
elcs), •< Thine are we, David, and on 
thy fldCf tbou Son of Jcffc. Peace, 
peace be unto thee, and peace be unto 
thine helpers, for f by God helpeth thee." 
The chapter goes en, ♦* Then tavid re- 
ceived them, and made them Captains 
of the Band."— The Prince of Orv>ge^ 
whilft at Exeter, took up his lodgiogv 
at the DeancrXf Aod on quitting that 
City faid of the Mayor, who continued 
loyal to the Sovereign to whom he had 
fworn allegiance, that he was worthr 
to be uaaftrd, for being faithful to hi9 
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eruft.— The Prince of Orange's army 
!s Uius defcribcd in a letter written 
fronn Exeter, November 14, 1668— 
♦* We conclude the Prince's army to 
be about ten thoufand men. ' They 
•re ail picked men ; moft of them

of an extraordinary flature ; their civil

Therefore, Gen- 
tlemen, Friends and Fellow f rotefiants, 
wc bid you and all your fdl lowers rooft 
heartily welcome to our Court and 
Canlp.

OLIVER CROMWELL. 

What Cromwell in his heart 
thought of the will and of the pow- 
er ©f the people at large, may be 
colle6^ed from his reply to Mr. Calamy, 
the celebrated DiflcPtingMinifter of his 
time. Mr, Calamy had objc6lcrf to 
Cromwell's affuming the fuprcme Ma- 
piftracy of the Country as Proteftor, 
It •being in his opinion both -Uhlawfal 
and impra6lirable. Cromwell, who 
cared very little about the lawfulnefs 
of it, replied to Mr. Calamy, "But 
pray, why, Sir, is it impra^icable ?** 
«• Oh,*' fays Mr. Calamy, " it is im- 
pra£ticable, as it is a^ainft the voice of 
the nation: You will have nine in ten 
againft you."—**' Very well. Sir " 
replies Cromwell, " but what if J fhould 
dilarm the nine, and put the fsuord in 
the tenth man's Jiand, would not that 
do thebufmcfs, do you think ?"— Crom- 
well was once pre (Ted by Sir Thomas 
Chichelcy and Mr. Warwick to tell

** I can tell ye, Gmtlcrocn, what I 
would not have," was Cromwell's re- 
ply, *' although I cannot tell you what

A MEMOIR OF MAJOR CHARLES VALLOTTON. 



AMONG the various means which 
'^ have been recommended for the im- 
provtment of Human Nature, Biogra- 
phy juftlv appears to defcrve a moft 
difciaguilbed place; as the effc^is of 
example mull ev^r be allowed to be not 
oalj more imprcflivc, but alfo more pcr- 
naoent than thofe of mere precept. 
Hence thofe books whkh contain ftrik* 
lag inftances of Roman and Grecian 
virtue, are, with the grcateft propriety, 
made a part of early education. But 
this u not the only benefit to be derived 
from the hiftory of men who have ex* 
celled inhcroifm, genius, or virtue :— 
we enjoy, moreover, In viewing of fuch 
pidorcs, the full gratification of our 
left feelings. Thefccoafidcrations have 
always proved fufficient t9 induce the 
world to receive with avidity every 
circQiBftance relative to the life of the

we not alfo to feel it a duty incumbent 
on us hot to permit fuch characters to 
fall unnoticed, and be coniigned ti^ 
oblivion, amidft the indlfcriminate heap 
of the nfgati'ueh goodt or the pq/ttifvefy 
bad? Such a feeling has a^uated the 
authof of the following Memoir to tn*- 
deaVour at refcoing ^om ncgleft the 
memory of Major Charles Vallotton^ 
who was mortally wounded at West*

In that kingdom this excellent officer 
commenced hii military career in the 
If car 1764, where he wm Page to the 
iate Duchefs of Northumberland (tli« 
Duke being at that time the Viceroy^* 
and who gave him a pair of colours \tk 
rile 56th regiiHent. Frotn tl^at tiine^ 
•until 1778, when he was appointed at 
Gibraltar, by the late General Eriott, 
his Aid-dtt-campi there arc no promi- 
CJ . new 
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ftent fetturet of hU life that can be 
feparacelj marked. During that inter- 
▼al be had rifen to the rank of Captaiii, 
fad had dtftiMuiihed himTeif by uncoin* 
Bion fteadlneit and aftivtty m hit pro* 
fcfnon, and by an uniform tenour of 
highly honourable and ftridtly military 
a>adu6t. There cannot be giren a 
ftronger evidence o£ his fteady and me* 
ritorious behaviourrthan that of his 
being ^rft Ald*du*camp to General 
Elioit during the late memorable block- 
ade and (lege of Gibralur, at n6 recom« 
vnendationt or intcreft had any influence 
upon that briyce Commaader in the 
diftributiott of hit favours (the manner 
of his coiiforriag which was often as 
Angular as flvitterinz : be would feme* 
times infert (uch a (pecies of diftin^ion 
in the orders of the day, without any 
previous information being given to the 
diftinguilhed perfon, in whom the firft 
' intelligence of fuch notice would excite 
no fmall degree of pride and furprire)*; 
and there cannot be produced a greater 
teftimony of the continuance of the 
late Lord Heathficld^s approbation of 
Major Vallotton, than the known cir* 
cumftance of his being fent by that 
' officer to En< land with the official dif- 

gatches containing the news of the de* 
Tudion of the Spaniffi Boating batte* 
ricSf in the wonderful attack made by 
France and Spain on that fortrefs on 
the giorious 13th of September 1781. 
This promifed to Valiotton the- ne plus 
ultra of gratificatitita in his military 
career; but it ofun happens in this 
world, that we are difappointed in our 
faireft and warmeft hopes, and this was 
fullv experienced by Valiotton on the 
prttent occalion, by which he almoft 
conceived an entire difguft for the army. 
Let tts fuppofe, for a moment, the 
fe.ltngs of ntch an officer at the prof* 
pe^t, not only of tha nCual promotion 
and reward* which ware at that time 
the Icflcr conliderations with him, 
but atfo of the enviable, luxury of re* 
kting to the Miniftei^ and at Court, 
the particulars of that glorious day, 
whicK taft. he was fo well qualified to 
execute. How ^tatly, then^ muft he 
luve bccB mortified^ when he found 
that the contentt of the Difpatchcs were 
anticipated by the duplicates having 
mrrtrc^ before him* under charge of the 
Captain •f the navy eommandiag at 
.<ribrairar» who catse home in a cutter^ 
svliile Majoc^ VaUucton was bv his pru- 
dent arraiigenieBt put on . board the 
Vi&ory with X«ord fiowe, by way ^ 



being fafe, tvith the GoTernor't wijfik^ \ 
t>iJ^aScbei\ and that inftead of any 
minute or interefting enquiries being 
made relative to the fteady defence 01 
tbe important fortrefs of Gibraltar, ohe. . 
of the principal queftioBs put to him < 
was, '< bocs General Eliott yet live o& 
vegetables and water?*' His rewards 
were, in confequence, fcantilv con- 
ferred, as he was only promoted to the 
brevet rank of Major, and received the 
ttfual pecuniairv donatiod. 

It was a little after this period, that 
the writer of the prefent Memoir be- 
came acquainted with Major Vallottont 
when the 56th regiment came froni 
Gibraltar, and marched to Scotland. 
About this time the Major, dif^uftcd - 
with his profefiion, beg^n to think of 
retiring from the army, and fettling in 
the married ftate; but he conid noc 
meet with what he wifhed 9 he cenld 
nqt marry a woman without a fortune* 
and he would not msrrry a fortune with* 
out a woman : he was brft to meet wich 
a woman he could love 4 and; fecondly, 
with a fortune fuffieient in his tdeaa* 
Such a concurrence of circomftances he 
did not meet with, and he did n«t wan* 
der for in fearch of it, but recovered 
aeain his former relifli for the military 
lite. We now come to the mclaBcholy 
conclufion of it. 

The 56th regiment from Scotland 
Went over to Ireland, and the detach* 
menc which Major Valiotton command- 
ed was, at the time of which we arc 
DOW fpeaking, quartered at Wexford, 
where a very ferious riot took place by 
the people ftiled 7be Dg^etuUrs. .To 
prevent them from breaking open the 
prifon, and releafiog fome of their com- 
rades, as well as to protect the town^ • 
which the rioters threatened to dcilroT 
by fire, the civil power was obliged t<> 
rcqueft the affiAance of the military. 
By accident fhe infurgents got into their 
poiTeffion, and retained as a prifoner 
and hoftajre, Lieutenant Buckby, of the 
56th regiment, whom they menaced 
with death, if the foldiers Ihould be or- 
dered by the magillrates to fire, and 
fcnt them notice to that purpofe. Ma^ 
jor Valiotton, humanely wi&ing to pre- 
vent the effufion of the blood of his fel- 
low-fubjefis, and extremely deflroua 
■, alfo of laving Lieutenant Buckby *s life, 
for whom he had a great friendihip, 
left the Juilices of peace with the troops, 
determining to try the effieft of expof- 
tuiation with the mob. One of them 
prefenttU a mufqnet at the Maj(.T while 

he 
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. &c mu b the ad of haraaguing them* 
and adTilxDg them quietly to difperfe, 
and let the officcf go to his quarters : 
Major Vailouoa threw the muttle of 
the fellow's piece aiide with his fword, 
which tbeq Uved his life« as the rafoU 
fired his roufquet. The Major's fword 
was broken in the fcuffle | and he at* 
teoipttd then tofeize the villain. While 
he was engaged with hiip, another of 
the rioters from behind, with a fcythe 
ia his band, made a blow af Major VaU 
loctody which he could not parry, his 
fword being broke off ihort, and llruck 
him oB the head, wounded him fe- 
verelytand brought him to the ground. 
As toon as he fell, another rioter, with 
a pike, dabbed the Major ia th^ upper 
part of the thigh, fo deeply as to'extcnd 
to the groin, and enter into the cavity 
of the abdomen. The fcoundrel who 
fired the mufquet was, in an inftant af- 
ter the z€t, (hot by the foldiers, as alfo 
was die other with the pike i for the 
moment the foldiers faw their com- 
mander fall, thev fired without the or- 
dcrs of the Magiftrates, and advancing 
en the infurgentt^put nine balls chrottgh 
the body of the noter who was armed 
with the fcythe, within a few feoonds 
after he had knocked down their be* 
ioved commanding. officer. Lieutenant 
Buckbv, in the confufion proceeding 
from tne volley, ran off and joined the 
Mdiers. The Defenders were then im* 
nediatelv purfued bv the troopa, and 
laoft of them were eitner killed, wound* 
ti, or uken prifoners. Their number 
vas near two thoufand, armed with 
fcyrhes. pikea, ctobs, mufquets, &c. 
They were, however, totally difperfed | 
fad feven of them were afterwards 
triid, convi^ed, and executed for the 
murder. 

Major Vallotton, on being taken homer 
Mred to know the opinion of the me- 
dit-al anendants on his wounds, and 
they rather flattered him with the hopes 
af his recovcry« Soon alter^ finding 
kiiDfelf very ill and weak, he repeated 
lut requcft to know their rcai ipiniom^ 
i^Ttogt *^ I am not afraid to die I *' 
But £ was ftill moft ridiculoufly buojred 
»p with the hopes of recover/, which 
was forely an infult to a brave officer 
like him. Afterwards, on finding biqi^ 
ielf BMich worfe, he cxpreffed a delire 
to write; and feveral times, on the ma* 
ferials being brought to him, he at- 
tciapced it, but found himfelf incapable 
of colleAing his ideas fufficiently, from 
ihcdTea of the dfcad^v^ blow he M 
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receired on the head with the fcythe r 
he then faid that he would wait a Uttk^ 
in Hopes of being more able— -—but that 
period, akis ! never arrived ^ for he 
continued to.become Woife every hour, 
till the thirty- fixth after he was wound- 
ed, when he expired. A mortification 
in the inteftines from the ftab with the 
pike was the cnii(c of his death, as the 
wound in his hl«d would not, it was 
thought by the faculty, have proved 
mortal. 

Thus fell, in the forty-feventh year 
of his age. Major Charles Vallotton, af. 
ter having fpcnt twenty. nine of it m 
the I'crvicc of his country, in the 56th 
regiment, having never quitted that 
corps during his lon^ and fajihful fcr- 
rices in the army, 40 which he uni- 
formly diftinguilhcd himfelf by his good- 
ncfs of heart, by his aaivity, bravery, 
and honour, which procarfcd him t^e 
frjendihipand refpedl of his brotber-of- 
ficers, end the fear and affe^ion of the 
foldiers. 

He had lodged the money forthi pur- 
chafe of the majorhy of ihe 56th regi- 
ment at the time of thi^ unfortunate 
cataftrophe, had packed up his things, 
and was juft about embarking for Eng^ 
land, 

Maiof Vallotton bad a very juft idea 
ef military difciplinc, and would have 
ihone had he lived to have commanded 
a regiment, as he mingled tendcrnefe 
with feverity in his condua to the fol- 
diers, to the deferving pan ef whom 
his purfe was- always open. A parti- 
cular friend of the Writer of this me- 
moir, who w^ his fubaltern many years^ 
has feen him frequently, on a ztaarch at 
the head of his company or detachment, 
onfooiy carrying 7w«iw«/^«^/J, to relieve 
the fatigued foldiers. 

Such a death, though oc^afioned by 
the hand of a ruffian, muft be confl- 
dered, by every enlightened member «f 
tlw commnnity, as not only more glo- 
rious,, but alfo more enviablci ^hap that 
which, in a manner, is thf e^e^ of 
chance' in ;he field of battle, 73fr< hf 
might have loft his life in merely a^^ing 
a part with little nvorc annexed to it * 
than to the a6lions of an automaton, 
except that of pcrfonal courage andob^. 
dience of orders* But hen^ he acquired 
every honour th»t could have beea 
reaped in ?hc field ; and even more, for 
he rilkcd his life to preferve the lives dF 
his brother- offictr and his fellow-fub* 
je6ts : he, in fliort, fell a facrifice to hit 
extreme humanity, and died glorioufly 
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.in afiiilmg the civil magillrates in the 
execution of their duty, in lupporting 
the authority of the king, and in de- 
fence of the three things mod valuable 
to Britons, — their properly, perfonal 
fafctv, and Conftitution, 

Aiajor Vallottbn's perfon indicated 
much of the foldier «.^c was abuut the 
middle fize, rather iirut and well pro- 
portioned, ftrong, and a6livc ; his com- 
plexion was very dark, with Ane quick 
dark eyes. In nis manner he was cafy 
iand geuteel. His mind was lively, ge- 
nerous, attentiyeiapd humane : iit was 
iextrcmcly ftead^ ; ' in friendihip tmi- 
form and warpi ; and in every fentiment 
and a^^on he difcovered a Cajlilian/enfe 
ff honour. 

If It were not for a few Aich men ^ 
Yallotton in the worltl, ficrling honour 
,would be either unknown, or only to 



'undergo Shakefpear's catechifm «f Srf 
John FalftaiT. Major Vallotton was, iii- 
deed, an exalted and a very rare cha- 
ra£l:er. What a misfortune, then, was 
his dcaih to focieiv, to his country, and 
to the army \ All have to lament it, 
for all have fuffcred by it the lofs of one 
of their brjghtcft ornaments. 

His father was a Swifs, and came 
over with the late King George II. to 
%vhom he was librarian. His mother 
furv'fved his father, and had apartmenVa 
allotted her in the palace of St. James's 
during her life. " The Major died in- 
teiiatc, and his property went to a ne- 
phew, his fifter's fob ; the name of Vail- 
lotton, therefore, jn this country it ez« 
tinft.-

'THIS daf his Majefty came to the 
^ Houfe of Peers ; and being in his 
loyal robes featcd on the Throne with 
the ufual folemnity. Sir Francis IMoly- 
aeox, Gentleman Ufher of the Black 
Itod, was fent with a meflage^rom his 
Majefty to the Houfe of * Commons, 
cammaading their attendance in the 
Houfe of Peers. The Commons being 
cone thither, accordingly, his Majefty 
vas pleafed to make the following moft 
gracjoBs Speech : 

** My Lards and Gentlemen i 

« AFTER the uniform experience 
which I have had of your zealous regard 
loriUe intcrefts of my People, it is a great 
iaciifadion to me to recur to your ad- 
vice and affiflanee at a period which 
CiUs for the full exertioa of your energy 
■ad wifdop* 

** Notwithftanding the difappomt* 
Vteats and rcverfes which* we have ex-' 
KrieBoed in the couric of the laft cam- 



paign, I retain a firm convi^ion of the 
neceifity of perBiling in a vigorous pro- 
fecution of the juft and necefiary war 
in which we are engaged. 

*< You will, I am confident, agree 
with me, that it is only from firmncfa 
and perfeverance that we can hope for, 
the reftoration of Peace on fafe and ho- 
nourable grounds, and for the preferya^* 
tioA and permanent fecurity of our dear- 
eft interefts. 

** In confidering the fittiatidn of our 
enemies, you will not fail to obfervei 
that the efforts which have led to their 
fuccefles, and the unexampled means hf 
which alone thofe eflorts could havo 
been fupported, have produced amonf 
themfelves the pernickrus cfFefti which 
were to be expe£t<(>; and that every* 
thing which has paftetf in the interior 
of the c^uoxry has fliewn the progr ef* 
five and r|^i;l. d)ecay of their refourcea^ 
an J the in iti^lit^^f every part of that 
violcnt'aSi^'tmiHttural fyftciPj which is 
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equally ruinous to FVancc, and incom-- 
patible with the traoquiUity of other 
nations. 

" The States- General of the United 
Provirtces have ncvcrthclcfs been led, by 
a i'««fe- of prtfent difficulties, to enter 
into negociations for Peace with the. 
party «now prevailing in that unhappy 
country. No cftablilKcd Government 
or independent State can, under the 
prcfcnt ^ircumftanccs, derive any real 
fecurity from fuch negociatiuns : on 
our part, they could not be attempted 
without facrilictiig both our honour and 
fafety to an enemy whofe chief aninio-, 
fity is avowedly diret^ed againft thefe 
kingdoms. 

.*^ 1 have therefore coittinucd to ufe 
the mod eflf^Auai means for the further 
augmentation of my forces; and 1 ihall 
•mit no opportunity of concerting the 
operations of the next campaign with 
I'uch of the Powers of Europe as arc 
imprcSvd with the fame fenfe of the 
neceffity of vigour and exertion. I 
place the fuUeft reliance on the valour 
•f my forces, and en the affection and 
pfebtic fpirit of my People, in whofe be- 
lialf I am contending, and whofe fafety 
aftd happincfs arc the objeftt of mV 
conftaiit folicitude. ^ 

" The local importance of Corfita, 
and the fpiritcd eftorts of its inhabitants 
to deliver themCdves) fr«>m the yoke (ff 
France, determined mc not to withhold 
the prote6ti6n which they fought for ; 
aijd I have (ince accepted the Crown 
and Sovereignty of that country,. ac- 
cording to an iuftrument, a copy of 
> which I have directed to be laid before 
you. 

« I have great pleafure in informing 
you, that I have concluded a Treaty of 
Jbnity, Commerce, and Navigation, 
with the United States of America, in 
which it has been my object to remove^ 
9f far as poiiible, all grounds of jcaloul'y 
gad mi f under (landing, and to improve 
an intercourfc beneficial to both coun- 
tries. As foon as the ratifications ihall 
have bean exchafiged« I will dire A a 
copy of this Treaty to be laid before 
you, in »rder that you may confidcr of 
the propriety of making fuch pruvi lions 
as may appear ncccAary for carrying it 
iftto e'lire6t. 

<< I have the grcated faci^fa^lion in 
announcing to you the liappy event of 
the concluhon of a Trci)ty for the Mar- 
riaec of my Sun the Prince of Wales 
with the Pi incefs Carolina, Daughter of 
the Duke tt4' llrt*of\vick. The conAant 



proofs of your afie^ion for my perfoif 
and family perfuade me that you will 
participate m the fentrments I feel oa. 
an occailon fo intereflingto mydomef- 
tic happiness, and that you >vill enable 
mc to make provifion for fuch an cRa- 
blifhmeut as you may think fuitable to 
the rank and dignity of the Heir Appa> 
rent to the Crown of thefe Kingtioms. 

'« Gentleman of the H^ufe ofCommens^ 
. " Thfe confiderations which prove tha 
neceflity of a vigorous profecution of the 
war will, / doubt not, induce you ta 
make a timely and ample proviGon for 
the feveral branches ot the public fpr- 
vicc, the edimatcsfor vvhichi have di- 
re6ted to be iaid before you. Wliilc I 
regret the ncceiTity of large additional 
burthens on my fubje6ts, it is a jiift 
cojilblation and fatisfa£tion to me to ob- 
fcrvc the (late of o>ir credit, commerce, 
and refources, which is the natural 
refult of the continued exertions of in- 
du'ftry under the protection of afree an^l 
well-regulated Qovernrncnt. 
" My Lords and Genthmen^ 
" A juft fenfe of the bleffings now fo 
long enjoyed by this coilfntry will, J am 
persuaded* encourage youto make eve r^ 
effort which can enable you to tranfmit 
tbofc bleifmgs unimpaired lo your pofte- 
rity. , 

" 1 entertain a confident hope that, 
under the protection of Providence, 
and with conftancy and perl'eve-rance on 
our part, the principles of focial order^ 
morality, and religion, will ulumatety 
be fuccefsful ; and that my faithfij 
People will find their prefcnt exertions 
and facrifices rewarded by the ftfccrre 
and permanent enjoyment of tranquillity 
at home, and by the deliverance of 
Europe from the greateft danger with 
which it has been threiitened iince the 
eftablifhmtnt of civilized fociety/' 

After his Majefty 's Speech was read 
by the Lord Chancellor from the Wool- 
lack, and by the Clerk from the TaMe*^ 
Earl Camden rofc to move an Addreft 
of Thanks to his Majei^y. His Lord- 
(hip oblerved, that he was not accuf- 
tomcd to fpeak in public, and therefi»ro 
would need much of their Lortfthips* 
indulgence.— Before he entered into 
the coniiileration of the war, he would 
take notice of a part of his M^ijeftv't 
Speech, in which he wasfurethe Houfe 
would be unxinimous, however muchii 
mi^Ut differ on political fubje^s. It 
was to txprcfs to his Majef^y their fin- 
cere COD grfltiijat ions on the aufpicir)us 
event of the marriage gf bis Royal 

Hijh&eiil 
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HjjghBels the Prince of Wales ; and to 
aiturc his Majefly, that they would moft 
cheerfally concur in thole meafures 
whkb were recommended.— His Lord-' 
thip alio iaid» that the Treaty wicii 
America would certainly meet with the 
inanixnoos approbation of tbeit Lord- 
tbipt', when ii was fubmitted to their 
coofideration. 

Lord Camden then, took into confide* 
ntion the nectlTiry of continuing the 
War, and the inipombihty of concluding 
at prcfent a fafc, honourable, or durable 
Pace. The fuccefs of the enemy had 
txtn great, from the meafures they had 
pvrfued ; and, perhaps, from the want 
of ual in fome quarter $ but his Lord* 
fhip contended, that the enemy were 
» tills monunt Hill lefs able to carry on 
the War, and we were more in a con* 
dition to do foy than at any former pe- 
nud. The French had had recourfe to 
two means to enable them to carry on 
the War, the maximum witii regard to 
pro\ iiioRiy.and the iiTuing of alfignats to 
iB enormous amount.— They had now 
ocen obliged to repeal the Decree which 
auihorized thcfe violent rocafurcs — 
their rcfources were nearly exhauiied, 
aocwithttanding the vaft conrifcations 
they had made of the property of the 
ciaigrants and the fpoiis collected from 
FUndtrs. At fuch a rate of expendi* 
t<irc, his Lord (hip all edged that it would 
he impoflible for them to raife the fup- 
plics tor another campaign ; and that 
their Treaty with the I)utch arofe from 
oecciliiy,in hopes of procuring fupplies 
fromxhat country.^— The reiourccs of 
this kingdom were, on the contrary, at 
the prcfent moment, in abetter ftate for 
vigorous exertion than they were at anv 
former period. And if the Dutch 
ihould conclude a Treaty, on which he 
would not venture any opinion, a great 
force would heletlooie to a6t in another 

Saartcr, whichat prcfent fuffercJ much 
ronthefwanipyand unhealthy (itaation 
tf Holland V-His LordOiip faid, that if 
w< were even to negociaie with France 
tt prefent, not one of their Lordfliips 
Would think it prudent (or us to difarm ^ 
it would therefore be continuing all the 
npcnces of War, wiihout ^ny benefit. 
For cbefe realbns, and many others which 
Bight be urged, he hoped their Lord- 
liips would concur unanimoufly in the 
Addrefs which he had the honour to 

The Addreff, which was a rccaprtu- 
fotinoof the Speech, and very long^ was 
t» the foUcw:ng ptirport : 



To move an humble Addrefs to his. 
Majcfty, to thank his Majefty for havin^^ 
communicated to the Uoufe the aufpici^ 
ous event of the marriage of the Prince 
of Wales with the Princefs Caroline of 
Brunfwick ; to alTure his Majefty, that 
the Houi'e participated in every event 
that might add to the happinefs of his 
Majefty, and every branch of his Rojrai 
Family ; and that it would make prc^ 
vifion for the due fiipporc of the dignity 
of the Heir Apparent of the Crown : 

Tiiat the Houfe^ were convineet^ 
that the prefcnt period called for. the 
full excnion of energy, and the nece/iity 
of a vigorous profecution of the prefenc 
juft and nccefifary War : That the 
Houfe concurFed with his Majefiy in 
believing, that, from firmnefs and per* 
feverance alone, Peace could be pro- 
cured ; and that it was impoffible to 
obtain it at prefent without iacrificimr 
their honour and dignity : 

That the Houfe indulged the pieafing 
hope which his Majefty had exprcffed, 
that, with conftancy aild perfeverance, 
the principles of focial order, morality, 
and religion, will ultimately be fuoeeld- 
ful ; and that Europe would rhus be 
delivered from the greateft danger with 
which it has beeu threatened Ance th« 
eftabliihment of civilized Society. 

Lord Belborough fecondedthe motioft 
for the Addrefs. 

Lord Guildford rofe to oppofe the 
motion for . the Addrefs, as tar as ic 
regarded the profecution of the War ; 
with tliat pan of it tvhich required the 
concurrence of the Houfe in making 4 
fui^ablc pftAifion for the Heir Apparent 
on his marriage, no man would mote 
cheerfully join than himfelf and hi« 
friends. 

With refpcft to the War^ his Lord-. 
fliif) would confidcr three things — 'it$ 
juftice, its ncceflity, and, above all, ihc 
ability of his Majefty 's Miniftcrs to 
conduct it. If he were to admit the 
two former propofitions, his Lordihip 
contended, thar, from our experience of 
the paft, wc had no rcafon to hope for 
■ their condu<Sling it better in future j 
and that, if the War muft be profccutcd, 
it ought to be done by tbofe who were 
more equal to the ta(k. After a variety 
of other arguments, his Lordihip moved 
the following jimendment to the Ad- 
drefs, which he faid was nearly the fant 
as that which he offered the lail Sef* 
iioo. 

After alTuring bis Majefty that the 

Houfe would fupfort the dignity and 

independence 
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independence of the Crown, he would 
add, '* but the fioufe moft humbly be- 
fought hU Majefty to take an early 
opportunity to conclude a Peace with 
France, and not to let any particular 
form of Government in France be any 
obftacle thereto.*' 

Lord Morton rofc to objcft to the 
amendment propofcd, which his Lord* 
ihip conHdered as highly difgraccful. 

Lord Kinnoul followed, and expreffed 
himfelf nearly to the Tame purpofc. 
He could not fee with whom we were 
to treat, nor any fecurity or permanency 
for any Treaty into which we might 
enter. 

' Lord Derby fupported the amend- 
ment. The War, his Lordfiiip fait!, 
was undertaken to fupport our Allies, 
the Dutch ; but the Speech informed 
us, that they were treating for a fc pa- 
rate Peace. The original caufe of the 
War, the defence of Holland, was now 
given up. What pfetcncc could there 
then be for continuing the War ? His 
Lordihip gave his full and hearty aircnt 
to the amendment. 

Earl Spencer faid, at the firil.hccon- 
fidered the prcfent War as- a juft and 
ueceiTary one, and he was ft ill of the 
fame opinion. 

Lord Mulgrave made a fprech of 
•oniiderable length, in which he cndca- 
voured to prove, that it would he r^lV to 
drive the French back agsin into their 
own territories | for that Louis the 



XlVth had penetrated as far as the 
Rhine, and was driven back as rapidly 
as he had advanced. 

Lord Stanhope was for the amend- 
ment, and for a difcontinuation of the 
pre fen t ruinous and difaftrous War. 

Lord Lauderdale remarked with 
niuch afperity on the King of Prufiia, 
the Treaty with Auftria, &c. &c. The 
confederacy, he faid, entered into by this 
country, was a rotten and tottering one, 
and our money was given to the King of 
Prulfia for the moft iniquitous purpofe, 
viz. for fubduing the unhappy Poles, 
and the odium and expence tell to the 
ihare of this Country. 

Lord Grenville rofe, and, in a fpeech 
of iconfiderabic length, ftatcd the impof- 
fibiiity of making reace with the prc- 
fent ctifting Government of France ; 
that the very great efFofts which France 
had made were impoflible to be conti- 
nued ; .and that in the end fhc muft 
completely be exhaufted ; and that on 
our part nothing was wanting but per- 
fcvemnce and a vigorou? proJccution of 
the War.

'T^HE Outlawry Bill was read a fiift 

'■' time. 

The Speaker reported htsMajefty's. 
Speech, and read it from a printed 
copy. 

' Sir Edward KnatchbuU, with the 
greateft degree of rcfpeft, icaucfted the 
indulgence of the Houfe. His inten- 
tions, he faid, were to move an humble 
Addrefs to his Majefty for the gracious 
Speech which he \ud that day delivered 
from the Throne. It would be impro- 

Scr to comment, he faid, upon the ceri- 
um of the United Provinces. How- 
ever anxious to fee the Powers then at 
war enjoying the blclFings of peace, he 
was foiry that it could not be obtained 
with fecurity to this, and with fafety to 
the other countries. — Fron) the pFcient 
internal fitOation of France, he drew 
Come fovourabie couciufiuns. He ob- 



ferved, that their refources were in a 
rapid decline, while our l^ppy kingdom 
derived frefli vigour from our com- 
mtrce.— He then flightly commented 
on the Treaty of Amity with America, 
and the marriage of the Prince of Wales 
with the Princefs Caroline of Brunf- 
wick : and concluded by moving the 
Addrefs, which, as ufual, was the echo 
of the Speech. 

Mr. Canning faid, he rofe to fccond 
tl e Addrefs which had been moved by 
' the worthy Baronet who had juft fat 
down. Whatever difference of opinion 
might prevail in general in that Uoufey 
he was led to hope, that upon many of 
the topics which were contaLoed in his 
Majefty's Speech there would bpa per* 
fe£k unaniniity..— Some circuroftances 
had undoubtedly occurred ftncethecon- 
ciufibn of the Uft SeUions of an unfa* 
vomable nature to this country ; moft 
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of which muft be imputed to the defec* 
cion of onr Allies, and alfo to the irrc- 
fillit>ie force and exertions of our cnc* 
Oiirs. But when be admitted that 
their excrtioiis were great, he wifhed 
the Uoule to confider for a moment at 
what an expence thefc exertions had 
been made. It appeared, from the 
rcp:>m 01 Cambon, the French financier> 
that ihc expenccs of France, fince the 
conaaicDcement of the War, had been 
three iiundrcd and three millions fter* 
ling ; and Qnce the commencement of 
the War with England, two hundred 
and iizty millions. This enormous ex- 
pence they had been enabled to fuilain, 
by ftixing all the property in the king- 
dom, and dillributing out fuCtenance as 
8 Kind uf donative to the People ; and 
by raifing, by the means of terror, the 
value of alFignats, and depreiiing» by the 
fame means, the price ef purchafable 
commodities. If we could have a Peace 
with France, it muft be an infecure one ; 
it mail be a Peace with all the inconve- 
aicDcies and expences of a War cfta* 
bliihmcnt. Such a Peace, be was fure, 
this Country vvould never aOTcnt to, and 
therefore he' hoped he fliould divide 
with a vtry large majority for the 
Addrcfs. The hoftility of this country 
had already produced many changes for 
the better in France, and there was 
rcafcn to hupc, that a concinuKnce of 
the War would bring them to a (late in 
whic!. wc could make Peace with ho- 
nour and fccurity. 

Mr. Wilbcrforce faid, be felt much 
concern that he was compelled upon 
ihisoccafion to differ from thofc with 
whom it had been the pride ef his life to 
agree, but he was bound by a duty 
•hich he felt as paramount -to every 
other confideration. He had the great* 
<ft conff(!cnce in his Majelly's Mini- 
ft^rs, but he could not anlwY^r to his 
Conftituents, nor to his own feelings as 
a man, if he continued to fupport them 
^ftcr ht ccafqd to approve oi their mea- 
sures, if mere had becQ anything like 
a pacificatory tendency in his Majcfty's 
Speech; it there had been anything 
which did not preclude the pollibility 
of a Peace ; he (bould have been happy 
hi being able to give his alTent to it ; he 
would at leaft have tried the experiment 
^ litde longer. But no fuch hope was 
bcld cat ; the Speech from the Throne, 
aad the Addrels moved, fpoke a Ian- 
gQige too plain to be mifunderftood. 
There were many accounts propagated 
^(he di&rcis to which the Preach were 



reduced, and of the total derangement 
of their finances ;-<->thefe accounts h6 
was much inclined to diftruft, or cveoi 
if they were true, he did not think fuch 
ftrongeffe^s in our favour would enfue 
as had been rcprefented. Proteding 
that nothing was farther from his inten- 
tion than in any degree to lower the dig* 
nity of the Britiih chara^er, he ihould 
conclude with moving an amendment 
to the Addrcfs : '* To alTure his Ma^ 
jcfty, that his faithful Commons would 
readily concur in enabling his Majefly 
to ad with vigour and effe^ againd hi6 
enemies, and to aflift his allies. But 
notwithftanding the misf<irtiines which 
had attended the allied arms in the laft 
campaign, yet the Common(( wefii af<* 
furcd, that, under the blefiing of Pro« 
vidence, his Majcfty's People were now 
free from the danger which threatened 
them ; and therefore his Majcfty's Comw 
mons thoueht^it expedient to.reftore the 
bleffings of Peace upon juft and reafon* 
able terms ; but that'if fuch term« could 
not be procured, his faithful Commons 
%vould in the moft effedlual manner 
enable his Majcfty to profccute the 
War." 

Mr. Duncombe feconded the aii)end« 
ment 

Mr. Windham tot)k a moft exten(\y« 
view of the fituation of France and thit 
Country ; and proved, in the cleareft 
manner, the expediency^ and even no« 
celiity, of continuing the War* 

Sir Richard Hill laid, from the regard 
he had for his Countrymen he could 
not confcnt to vote the money out of 
their pockets, and the blood out of their 
veins, in fupport of a War which had 
proved difaftrous in the extreme ; he 
therefore gave his affent to the amend* 
mcnt. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer de^ 
clared he rofe with greater anxiety 
than he remembered to have experi- 
enced fince he ha,dthe honour of a feat 
in that Houfe, finding, as he did, a dif- 
ference of fentiment in foioe of his Ho- 
nourable Friends from whom he had 
leaft expected it. His Honourable 
Friend (Mr. Wilberforce) had faid, 
that he would not vote for the Addrcft 
as it ftood ; conceiving, that he who 
voted for it pledged himielf not to nego- 
tiate with a Republick. For bis. part, 
he did not confider himfelf, though he 
ihould vote for the Addrcfs, pledged to 
that extent ; but that with the prefent 
Government, if fo it might be called, 
in France, it watimpoffible to srenc with 

any

tny fccurity ; and that they were by bo 
Sicans in • fituaiioD to compel us to the 
ikUoptioA of fuch a meafure. He faid, 
that the true point for the confidcration 
€)f the Houfc was, whether, on a com- 

J>^rifon between the riik we run from 
ubinitting to France, and the hazards 
vrc incurred by a continuation of the 
\Var| it wu advifeable to continue the 
\Var for another campaign or not. He 
entreated the Houfe to coni^dcr, that if 
oar army was to be diibanded, or our 
forces diminiihed, they would at once 
put an end to the machine which had 
pcen conftrufting for two years— a time, 
from the nature of the Country and 
Government, barely fufficicnt to mature 
and bring it to pcrfcftjon, and deprive 
the country of the benefit of it, juft as it 
^as fit to De put in motion with cer- 
tainty of effect. He called upon the 
Houle to compare the force and iUength 
of the country at this time and at the 
fame ftage of any former War, and it 
vould ^ found,' that though (low in 
progreflive accumulation, it was more 
quickly accompli (bed, and far more 
con fiderablc than any have been hitherto 
known. If a Peace was made, this force 
muft be diibanded — and if, impelled by 
the purfuit of thnir mifchicvons pro. 
je^s, the French (hould again bring a 
vaft army (which rhcy might, from their 
vaftpopulationand their newly-acquired, 
military habits, ealily do) we Ihould 
meet tnem with a diminifticd force- 
have the fame longand laborious proccfs 
lo undergo in order to colle6l it-*and 
cfie^ it not only at an immoderate ad- 
^Ikional expence, but perhaps after fome 
important or fatal ftrokc had been 
levelled at us. 

The danger of Peace he maintained 
to be worfe than War — and the obic6k 
for which War was firft undertaken 
was attended at this hour with more 
jmporing neceifity of vigorous profccu- 
iion than it was at the very cuntmcncc- 
)1r)cnt. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
lh«« adverted to the ftatcof the finances 
pf France, and from thence drew many 
i^rong and c^ncluiive arguments in fa- 
vgut of carrying on the War. 

They cxiftcd, he faid, by means as 
extraordinary as the events they brought 
about — their pecuniary expcncc& were 
bryond anything ever known— and 
fupporred by rcquifition of perl'on, life, 
ftnd properly— and they fuofiiled only 
by terror. He then nated, from un- 
qucllioRftble documcQts of the Conven* 



tion's own fliewing, that Gnce the Re- 
volution theif- expenditure^ amounted 
to 480 millions fterting; 320 millions 
fterling in two years was the price of the 
efforts by which Ihe wrefted from the 
allies the conquefts they had obtained. 
If preflfed, he laid, they mud ilTuc more 
ailignats, and thereby add to their rapid 
depreciation , but if not preifed, would 
ul'e the interval of Peace to cafe them, 
felvcsof the load, and lay op frelh meant 
for War. 

He faid, that fuppofe Holland did 
make Peace, and we had no a£tual a(!ift« 
ant but the Court of Berliui he faw nr% 
reafon for thinkinj^ that in the next 
^ampaign we fliould not fucceed ; and 
if wc gave the Auftrians pecuniary aid, 
and they joined us with our augmented 
army, he could for his part fee no rea- 
fon why, with Spain and our other allies 
to make a diverfion, we ihould not 
accompli fli the important purpofe— a 
purpol'e in the accomplilhment of which 
the happinefs, almott the exiftence, of 
£Qrope entirely refted. 

Mr. Fox declared, that late as the 
hour was, andexhaui\cd as the patience 
of the Houfe muft now neccflarily be, 
he found it his duty to fay a feu words 
on the prefcntqueftion ; as hc'could uot 
help remarking, with the firicercft re- 
gret, that Admlniftration were now 
urging the fame arguments by which, 
in the courfeof laft fellion, ihey had fo 
fatally milled the Houfe; and' though 
public experience had convinced them of 
the fallacy of all their rcafoninv^, yet 
they (Jontinued to repeat them with as 
much tonfidence as if they were .borne 
out by the ftrongeft fafts m their favour. 
He would only alk the Right Honour* 
able Gentleman, Where could be th6 
impropriety of attempting the ifTue of a 
ncgoiidiion, and founding a pacification 
upon it ? Had not Dcmnafrk, Sw*cdcn, 
the Swift Cantons, -and the United States 
of America, prefcrvcd" Peace with 
France ? And had they not been as 
effc^.tuallw favcdfrom the coniaminayon 
of French principles as we cuuld be by 
tlie moft bloody and vrniliftive W^ar ? 
An Honourable Gentleman had talked 
of the fucceflcs of the French In very 
centemptuous terms, faying, that thty 
had only taken a few walled towns> 
whereas, in truili, they h\d made con- 
quefts unequalled in the hillory of mo- 
dern Europe; having over-run, in one 
campaiffn, the whole of the Auftrian 
IsetherTands^ all Gcrmnny on the Itft 
fide of the Rhine, and the fin t ft pra, 
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tiaces of Ihc Spaniih Monarch j. Mr. 
Fux then proceeded to argue on the 
abfurdity of any farther proiecutson of 
the War, aod, after various comments 
on the internal ftatc of France, concluded 
by declaring he ihould vote for the 
unendment. 

The (^ueftion being loudly called for,. 
thcHouie divided, when there appeared 
—For the amendment 71— Again ft it 
145. The origtnaT motion was then put 
sad carried. 

Adjourned at half paft three.

At bx o'cbck this morning about 80 
tons of various fixes, with troops on 
twrd. came down a branch of the Waal, 
and were cjri icd by the ftream to our fide 
of tbs ritcr, near the poft of Gent, wherr, 
frtourtd by a thick fog, they cfFefluated a 
bcJing, and made a vigorous attack on 
our baitery there, which returned their 
fire} but could not be defended again ft 
ihtir niimhers, covered by a very heavy

fire of Ihot and (hells from the ftrong 
barterics they had erected on the other fide 
the river. 

Major Thielc, with the regiment of 
Stockhaufen, a b.ittalion of that of Saxe* 
Gotha, and the picquets which he had 
called in, made an attempt to recover the 
battery, but he was repulfevi in this attack. 
In the mean time the General of In- 
fantry, Bufche, arrived, and led thefe 
troops to a fecond attack, without being 
able to drive away the enemy 5 but, on 
receiving a reinforcement, confifting of 
the lit and ad battalions of GrenadierSt 
he ordered a third attack to be made with 
the bayonet : it was executed without 
firing a fingle ihot ; and the enemv, 
having previuufly i piked fonte gtins in tne 
battery, and fct lite to a ffw hoiifes, fled 
with great precipitation to their boats. 

General Bulche, on his return from 
this fuccefsful attack, was ftruck in his 
ai*ni nM chcft by a ball from an eight- 
pount'.cr, wWch proved fatal in a very few 
miiuites.

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$axe Gotba* t very defervlng officer, fell 
alfo in the aflion. 

No cxaft return has been received of 
oer lofs : that of the enemy is not kncfwn, 
as they earned off with them their wound- 
ed, and even ibme of their dead. 

The attack appears to liave been made 
on fevcral pofts of our llii«f, particularly 
Fort St. Ar.dre, Douverr, Panderen, and 
the lAe of Byland. 

Lieutenant- General Werncck reports, 
that at Byland fomc of thfir boats were 
funk by the frt of the batteries in at. 
tempting tlie paflage oi the river, and that 
file greateft part of the troops on board 
were drowned.

t BY dil'pacches rtceived from General 
Wahnoden and Lieutenant-General Har- 
court, dated Arnhcim, Dec. 29, 1794., it 
appears, that on the 27th the enemy, con- 
iifting 'of about i6,oco men, made a fuc- 
cefsfui attack on the Bommel Waert and 
the Fort St. Andre, from which the Dutch 
forces were obliged to retreat to the lines 
between Gorcum and Cuylenherg, which 
diey now occupy ; and that the enemy on 
the fame evenmg croiTed the Waal, and 
took pofition at TbuU, Wetleren, and 
Warlcnberg. 

ADMIRAl/TY-pFriCE, JAN. 7. 1795.' 
A LETTER was this day received 
from Captain Newcome, of his Majefty's 
Aiip the Orpheus, to Mr. Stepliens, Sccre* 
tai'y to the Admiralty, dated in Madras 
Koad, the 25th of July 1794, of which 
the following is an extradl : 

ON the 5th May, Captain 01b arn, of 
the Centurion, made the fignai for a fail, 
and Captain Pakenham, of the Refiflance, 
for feeing two ; Round I Hand bearing 
SoMth-wcft by Welt, fix or feven leagues. 
I lay-to till t'le ih'<ange fails ran down fo 
near to us that we could by up for them $ 
I then made the lignal to chace. At forty- 
iivc minutes paft eleven, I got near enough 
to fire a fhut at the (hip; at fifty-five 
tninuies ^aft eievtn I brought him to 
^Hion, and by a little after twelve I got 
wffr upon his rturboard quarter, where we 
iLCft till five minutes paft one, fo very 
clol'c, Uut at tupes I expe^hd to be cm 



board 5 and at th:<t time the enemy ftmcfef 
the Ccntuiion and Refiliance abotft three 
.miles altern, under a great prefs of fail, 
coming up. She proves to be a French 
frigate, called La Duguaytrouin, of 34 
gims, and formerly the Princirfs Royal 
Eaft Indiaman, firmed out at the Ide of 
France, with 26 eighteen pounders, two 
nine potuiders, and fix four pounders, 
having 403 men on board. I cannot fay 
too much in praife of the deady, cool, and 
brave condu6l of the officers, feamen, and 
marines, of his Majefty's fWip Orpheus. 
Our lofs is very inconfiderable, cunfi* 
dering the fuperior force of the enemy | 
Mrr Singleton, midihipman, killed} Mr. 
Staineg, mate, badly wdunded in his lel't 
hand i and eight feamen flightlvi Tke 
eneniy*s lofs was twenty-one kilied and 
fixty wounded. 

I mud beg leave to recommend to their 
L^rdfhips* notice. Lieutenants Broughton 
and Goare, alfo Mr. Staines, who corn- 
maniled the guns m the abfence of Lieu- 
tenant Hodgikin, who was tiitfortunately 
on boavd the Dauilh fhip, with one mate, 
one midfhipman, and twenty feamen. 

At the time the fhip (Inick, we were 
about two leagues from the paflTage be- 
tween .Flat Ifland and Coin au Mire, and 
one league from the fhoi-c j the other fail, 
a fmall brig, made her efcape through the 
channel, and got fafe intu Port Louis. 

Finding the bowrpriffhot through and 
through, and three of Che knees of the 
head entirely cut away, the diltnflcd flate 
of the Duguaytrouin from ficknefs and 
want of water, obliged me to feek the firft 
port s and on the i6th of May, l anchored 
«Uih his Majesty's fliips at Mahe, one of 
the Sechelle 'l(lands. Finding the French 
had formed a ieiile«ncnt, and no refrefh- 
ments to be procured, I fummonedtbe 
place to ftuiender, and fent Lieutenaat 
Goate, with Lieutenant Matthews and a 
party of marines, and took polfeiHon af it 
the next day for his Biitannic Majef^y. 
l^ot thinking it of fufficient confcquence 
to leave any force, I quitted the place, 
haying taken the Republican flag, and all 
the military and naval ftores, alio the brig 
Le Olivete, leaving the implements of agri- 
culture, for building houfes, &g« for the 
ufe of the poor inhabitants. 

From the very fickly It ate of many •( 
the French prilbncrs, and almoft a cer- 
tainty of their dying, if embarked to pro- 
ceed 10 M.Klras, I was induced from mo- 
tives of iumtaniiy to leave behind fevcial 
officers and men, having written to Mr. 
Malaitic, GovciT.or of the Ifle of Fi-ancc, 
to rraueit Ua wuuki releaie tlic fame nu9- 
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ber of o«r prifeners, at^d of the fame mnk 
as tlHife dnt I bad left at Mahe ; about 
one handred and fony more dcferted and 

fit into tbe woods. The iSih 1 made the 
efiftanccTa fignai to chaee> and flie 
bnnight in the Deux Andrew, fiom Mo- 
bmbiqiie, loaded with 4.08 (laves. The 
jk of June I failed with hie M^jtfty*z 
ftfpa and prises, and on the iSih anchored 
at Madras.

I HAVE the honour to lay betore your 
Itoyal Highnefs the repgrt of the fuccefs 
of the attack made on the enem^ on the 
30th ult« by Major-General David Dun* 
das. 

The corps defttned for this expedition 
confitted of ten battalions of fintifli in- 
fimtry, under Major- Gfneral Lord Cath- 
cart, Major-General Gordon, and Lieu- 
tmani. Colonel M'Kenzie) fix fipiadrons 
of ^eht cavalry, and one htmdred and fifty 
huflars, under Major-General Sir Robert 
Lawrie ; of the Loyal Emigiis $ and of 
four battalions and four fquadrons of 
HdTians, under Major-General dc Wurmb. 
It was divided into three columns. 
The left column to attack by the Dyke, 
the center to atttck in fuch a manner as 
to keep the church of Wardenburg upon 
its kft wing, and the right column, con- 
. ttmg of four Britiih battalions and the 
Rohan huflars, to keep their left wing 
ap^Sto the Vliet, to turn Tuyl, and to 
attack it in the rear. 

Major-General Lord Cathcart found 
the r<jad by which his column was to 
nirch fo imprafiicable, that, being obliged 
to make a gnat detcwy he could not come 
up in time \ and Major-General Ditndas 
finding, at his arrival near Wardenburg, 
Tbt the enemy had abandoned it during 
the night, he thought it advifcable to puih 
«i with the other two columns, and to 
^o the attack iromediatel^r upon Tuyl, 
This was executed with fuch gallantry 
sad jpirit by the troops, that notwith- 
haiitng die natand ftrtngth of this po(l,. 



the aUbatis of fruit-trees that were made, 
the batteries of the town of Bomroel, winch 
flanked the approach, and the c«nfiJerabIe 
number of men who defended it, it was 
foon carried, and the enemy driven acrofs 
the River (every where oaillible on tbe 
ice), with confiderable W(s ot men and of 
four pieces of cannon. 

General Dundas fpeaks in the highefl 
terms of commendation of the fpirited con- 
du^^th of the officers and men daring 
the execution of the feveral duties which 
fell to their lot, as likewiie the patience 
and perfeverance they Ihewed by under- 
going immenfe fatigues and hardihips, ia- 
created by the cold and the feverity of the 
ieaibn. 

I annex the return of our lofs, which 
IS not very great, couiidering the circum- 
ftances.

IT is with great fatisfa^ion that I have 
the honour to inform your Royal High- 
nefs, that in confequence of our decifion, 
which I mentioned in my laft letter of the 
29th ult. General David Dundas, on th* 
30th, attacked the enemy at day- break, 
who had ctofTed the Waal, and I'licceeded 
in driving then back acrofs that river, 
with the lofs of four pieces of cannon and 
fome men. 

As I inclofe a copy of his report, it 19 
needlefs for me to enter into any particu- 
lars s but I cannot h^lp expre fling to 
your Royal Highitefs how great a praife 
IS due to Major-General David Dundas, 
and to all the oflicers and men, for theit 
condu6l on this occafion, which was as 
exemplary in the fortitude and perfeveranct 
with which they fupported every fadgue 
and hardlhip attendinj^ the feafon, as it 
was fpirited in the aclion. 

I am happy to obferve that, all circum- 
flauces conhderedy the lofs of the Britift^ 
of which I have the honour to inclofe a 
return, is inconfiderable. We have, bow» 
ever, 10 lament the death of Major Mur« 
i*ay, of the 78ih regiment.

AGREEABLE 10 orders I received on 
ihe 27th, about ten in the morning 1 com- 
municated with General Wurmb, and all 
the troops were put in motion immediately^ 
vi«. four baitahons and four fquadrons of 
HeiTuns, under General Wurnib; ten 
Britifh battalions, La Chatre's Emigres, 
fix fquadrons Briti(h light cavalry, and 
1 50 HniTars of Rohan, divided in brigades, 
under Major- General Sir Robeit Lawrie, 
Major-Generai Lord Cathcart» Major- 
General Gordon, and Licutenant-Colunel 
M'Kenzie. 

At Gcldcrmalfcn, Lord Cathcart, with 
four battalions and Kuban's hulTars, Ibuck 
off from the Britifli column to njarch upon 
Rumpi and Haatdpn, fo as to j[et behind 
Tuyl. The reft of the Britifh column 
proceeded by Meiteien; and exaftly at 
day- light meeting the Heffian column near 
Waardenbourg, 'attacked the enemy in 
their poft of Tuyl, with fuch refolu5on 
ftnd gallantry of the troops, that it was 
vcrylbon carried, notwithllanding its na- 
tural flrengih ', the abbatis that were made ;

The fcverity of the wearber )ias jn- 
treaftd ^ and the intenle cold of the 3d 
and 4th induced the enemy, op the latter 
day, to pais the Waal near Bonimel. 
liaving driven in o\ir advanced polls, tbcy 
again took poflcilion of Tuyl. Generjl 
David puniias, however, thought he

but the advanced polls of the HefRai^^, 
neareft to General Dundas's poiit';oQ» 
having aUb been obliged 4o fall back, I 
agreed with the other Generals to fend 
ca-ders to Generals Dal wick and Dundas 
to unite their forces immediately^ and> at 
day-breakof the 5th, to make a vigorous 
atuck on the enemy, and to fpare no ef- 
forts to drive them across the Waai, 
General Dnndas probably found the ene- 
my in too gieat force to venture the at* 
tack i but about ten o'clock, ht was bim- 
felf attacked at GeUlermalfen by a large 
body of the enemy's cavalry, lupporced 
by their Tii«illeurs. Their charge was 
fo impetuoits, both on our cavalry apd 
infantry, that at fir ft they had the ad- 
vantage,, and took two pieces of cannon | 
but the referve coming up, the guns wep: 
re- taken, the enemy reyiUed, and the poi| 
preltrvcd. 

The violence of the froU having con- 
verted the whole country into a kind of 
plain, which gives the greateil facility to 
the enemy in ^heir movements, Ger.eral 
Dundas thought it nectrlTary to fall back, 
during the night, upon Buer^n, whe^'c 
General Dalwick was ftationed. Tiiia 
circiimftance, and the exctflivc fatigue 
whii;h the troops have undergone in the 
fate operations, at a feafon of the year^ 
and in fituations, in which they were often 
obliged, from want of cantonments, to 
pafs the night without cover, determined 
me, in concert with the other General St 
to take up a pofition behind the Leek, for 
which we had previoufly made i\\t necd- 
fary difpofitions. It extends from Cuy- 
lertbeig to W^geningen^ occupied by the 
Auftrians. 

A late march made by a conflderable 
column of the enemy | attended by a large 
train of anillery, towaids.Qorcuni, and 
their attack upon our tight, corabinet^ 
with an attempt upon Tiel, evidently in- 
dic><te a regtdar plan of operations on their 
p^rt, and confirm me in the opinion o^ 
the ne^eflity of our movement, I hope 
that all the troops will aiTii^e this evenirig 
at their new l^ations. 

Since ytiierday the weather has become 
much milder, and giyet us reafon to hope 
for a convplete rhaw ; in which cafe yre 
may expert a favourable ^hange in our 
affairs.

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■eft in my laft letttr of the i ft mftant> as 
die froft continued increafing, it was judg- 
ed Dcrcflary that Major General David 
Dai)das*s corps and the Hdllans ihould 
BIJ back to a pofition on the Lingen, 
iearing out-pofts on the Waal.

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noon of the 4th, the enemy attacked our 
poft at Mcteren, about a mile in front, 
where half of the 33d regiment, with a 
picquei of eighty cavalry, and iwo currrcle 
guns, y^rcre polled j their number and 
liiCporition to furroUnd the poft foon made 
ft ncceffary to fall back, on the other part 
of the regiment, which was fu()ported with 
two how.izers. In this movement they 
were hard prefled by a large body of the 
enemy's hliffars, that galloped along the 
road with great vivacity. The troups 
having beforehand been in an alert fitu- 
ation, the village of Geldermalfen was 
foon covered by the 42d and ySih 5 the

SIR, 
I HAVE the honour to acquaint yoo, 
that in confequence of a direction from 
Lieutenath-Gcneral Abercromby, and as 
a part of the general intended forward 
movement indicateil. to me, I ordered the 
171 h and i^th regiments to m.irch from 
Andenburg early in tlie morning of the 
8th, and cndcavoor to repoffcla Thiel, 
which was then in rhe hands of the enemy. 
On the arrival of thefe two regiments at 
Bueren, Lieutenant Colonel Builer found 
ail our advanced pofts fallen back, and the 
cnen»y in a conliderable body marching to 
Bucien. He inimediately took poftetfion 
of the town and*c.ifti<£, and waited th« 
arrival of the htud o\ tl|e tixx>ps under my 
command, who had rfptftcd the Rhine, 
and were on their march to arrive at the 
rer.iUzvons of Bnertn. Our cKit-pofts, 
which were on uic load to CJeldcj niallvrt, 
were »^ctfrthrily fuppvr.ed, and Major- 
General L<.rd Cathcart, with the i+ih, 
17th, and aSth regiments, after an atrack 
of fcveu'.l hours, drovt 'Uc enemy op;K>fed 
to him (eight hundred infantry, two 
iqnadrons, and apiece uf cannon) beyond 
the vTihge of GeldcrmallVn, and there 
took the piece of cnnnon.

ON rcceivtug your commands to recon- 
noitre the enemy, bjf whom the picquets 
towards Gcidermalfen had been driven in, 
asd t(^ieplace a poA oppofite to that place, 
I took a detachment of thirty Hulans, 
wirii the light companies, and a detach- 
iiKnt of the z7th regiment, and advanced 
•ft the Dyke :* the Hutans charged the ad- 
nrccd gmrd of the enemy, and purfued 
them to Buremalfen, where they killed 
Come men, and from whence they alfo 
brought back prifoners, under cover of 
(be infantry, which flanked the road. 
TiDding that the enemy at that time near 
Be did not amount to more than Soo men, 
villi feme haiTarSj and one piece of can- 
nsn, I determined immediately to diflodge 
lum, and accordinglv brought up the re- 
minder of the aytn regiment, the 14th 
KSinwntt and two £dd. pieces. The 
># regiment formed on the ice on the 
jeh of the Dyke, and the ayth acrofs the 
iaclofures on the right, fupported by the 
pieqaeti, by the d^diment of Hulans, 
ud afterwards by a fquadron of light 
dngoQDs. The field- pieces were on the 
I Dyke, and were with ^reat gallantry and 
^gment proteded from* the enemy's 
Tirailleors by Lieutenant Klrington of 
I llir 14th, who advanced before them with 
the grenadiers of that regiment.

countenance of the troops in the village, 
however, reduced thefe attacks to a didanc 
firing. The gun taken, which was a 
very fine long brafs eight pounder, 
French, was funk in the river by the ic« 
breaking under it. On the antval of tlie 
aSth, that regiment immediately formed 
on each fide of the windmill, with their 
field-pieces, and the regiments in the vil- 
lage were ordered to repafs the Lingen, 
and form behind the Dyke ; this move- 
ment was executed with the greateft regu* 
iarity, and they pafl*cd through the inter* 
val of the 28th in good order, and with- 
out leaving a man, though followed to the 
end of the biidge by great numbers. 
The aSth could not be placed £b u to 
cover this paflage effeAually, without 
being expofed to a very heavy fire, which 
they p'Clented themfelves to, and returned 
in the mod foldier-Uke manner. Their 
fire, and that of their guns, again cleared 
the village, and about fun-fet all firing 
ccafed, and the brigade remained in the 
pofition until eleven o^clock, when I re- 
ceived your orders to march. 

Thefe regiments have all been diftin- 
gtiifhed for their gallant fervices, one of 
them on very recent occafions) but I 
imagine they never can have (hewn more 
chcerfulnefs, more difcipline, or better 
behaviour, than on this affair, I am 
forry to add, our lofs has been confide* 
rablew No oiRcer (lightly wounded Quit- 
ted his poft ; but I join witli eyery otncer 
and foldier m lamentinetbe fevere wounds 
which Lieutenant- Colonel BuIIer and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander Hope have 
received.

General Suwarrow was zealoutly em- 
ployed at Cherfon in diie£ting batteries 
and intrenchmentSy to defend tie Criiiiea 
from future invafions . Q uite une)qM:^t^d- 
)y he rtcetved orders frtom the Emprefs to 
take upon him the command ot* a corps 
of Kulfians ftationed at Nienairow* He 
let out with tile utmoli expeciicion, and a 
few days aft«r his' arrival i^t that piace» 
hts- corps, which cou lifted uf ic.o^o men^ 
was put on its march. It kit Nicinirow 
•n rlie t7th of Sep|ember> aiid had to 
vsaich 120 German leagues before it 
Could reach VVariaw, and on its ioute it 
iuimounicd the following obftacles to its 
progrel's :

O^HE feafon of 174S-9 Mrs. Wof* 
^ fington, with Mr. K^in, returned 
to Corent- Garden Theatre, and ihe 
performed Veturia in Tbomfon'f or- 
phan play of Coriotanus, and Bella- 
Bunte in Mrs. Behn's revived farce of 
The Emperor of the Moon. The next 
leaTon flie alfo continued at the fame 
theatre, wht^h ihe quitted at the end 
«f it^ and in the fummer of i7<[i went 
to Ireland, 

She appears to have left England 
without any engagement m Ireland, 
bat with ftrong recommendations from 
Colley Cibber to the Deputy Manaeer, 
Vi^bir, and with the hopes that Mr. 
Sheridan would folicit her afliftance at 
Vtt theatre. In thi| laft eX(>e6tation ihe 
was nor imme'dtately gratified. Mr. 
Iheridan's opinion of her abilities was 
Icfs than it afterwards proved ihe de- 
lerved.' He therefore reIu£^antW en- 
gaged her for the ieafon, |t the ium of 
four hundred pounds ^. ' 

*• By four of' her charaf^eri,*' fays 
Mr. Vidor, '•performed ten nights 
each thit feafon, viz.

She had been educated in the Romaft 
Catholic religion, and continued in the 

£"ofeflion of it until tKis period, when 
e renottnced her faith (af leaft oilcn^ 
flbly, for it is believed ihe died a papift). 
for reafons which, being intere(led'6nes, 
will add no iuftre to her chara^er. At 
Chriftmas 1753, ihe went with Mr. 
Sheridan to Quilca, and there wa| io<r 
troduced to a clergyman in order to 
receive her recantation. ** I fay, to ttt 
ceive it," fays Mr. Viftor, " and to 
])erform the ceremony ; becaufc a mo- 
tive more powerful than any argument^ 
that could be ufed by the whole body 
of the clergy, had already pcrfuadcd 
her to make that neceiTary change, Au 
eitate of ;qo1. a-year in Ireland had 
been lately left her by her old friend 
and admirer Owen lw« Swinney, Efq. 
which ihe was put in poiTeiiion of by 
virtue of that recantation ♦»."

lAg their difcontent towards the mcm« 
hers of it. This opportunity foon oc* 
furred. A fpeech applicable to the ftate 
M parties, in the tragedy of Mahomet, 
bein^ encored on the nrft night, and 
refuied t»be repeated on the fecond^ 
pccalioncd a not, in which the theatre 
sras nearly demoHlhed. The manager 
?nras mined, and <^Iiged to f{'M the 
)Liogdmn; and Mrs. WoffiB|;ton, who 
was conlidered as a culprit equally 
guilty with thft manager, wai alio lAr 
Solved in the general mbfortune. Thii 
^▼ent happened on the ad of March, 



She immediately embarked for Bn;^ 
land* and in the teafon of 1754-5 ^^ 
engaged at Covent-Garden, where (he 
was received with great applaufc. The 
principal new charadlers ihc performed 
were, Veturia in Mr. Sheridan's alte- 
ration of Coriolanus, and Jocafta in 
CEdipus. The next fcafon, 1755-6, ihe 
was at the fame theatre, and perfomed 
Ito^nain the revived play of The;Rival 
Queens ; and at her benefit revire4 
ylylTes, in which ihc pcrfermed Pene* 
lope +. The fucceedtng feafon> 1756-7, 
dofed her theatrical career. In this 
Ihf performed Celia in the revised play 
of The Humorous Lieutenant ; Lady 
Randolph, on t\e firft acting of Douglas 
in London ; and at her own benefit, 
for the firft and only time in England, 
reprefented Lothario, in the Fair reoU 
tent, very little, if we remember right, 
to the fatisfaftion of the public ^. She 
ma4e, however, fomc amends by Tha 
Frenchified Lady Never in Paris^ the 
fame evening. 

She had been for fome time ti^Hninjf 
in her health, bur continued, as was her 
pfadice, very laudably to exert herfetf 
for the benefits of the humbled retainer^ 
of the theatre to the end of the feafon. 
On Monday May 17, As You Like It 
was performed for the benefit of Mr* 
Anderfon, Mr. Wignel, and a Madame

Mr. Vidor fays, •< S» 
generous was her condud, though (he 
feldom performed lefs than four nights 
a- week, that (he never difappointed 
one audience in the three winters, either 
by real or affei&ed illnefs ; and yet t . 
have often feen her on the Ckage when, 
(he ought to 'have been in her oed % {** 
and Mr. Hitchcock adds, *« Not the 
loweft performer in the theatre did ^e 
refufe playing fori out of twenty. (ix 
benefits (he aded in twenty-four. Sueh 
traits of chara^^er muft endear the me- 
morv of Mrs. Woffingion to every lover 
9f the drama §.*' 

Mr. Davtes fays of her, that *< ikt 
was miftrefs of a igood under Handings 
which was much improved by company 
and books. She had a rooft attractive 
fprightlinefs in her manner, and dearly, 
loved to purfue the bagatelle of viva- 
city and humour : (he was afiable, good*

ThSs ingenious and eloquent writer 
b M*** Emile ; er, Trcatifc upon Edu- 
cati<Mi," appears univcrfally to wiih, 
atkif in !eflons to children, matters of 
fad and of illnilration, and' of exam- 
Dies t»ken from vifible obje£U, ihould 
De made ufe of inftead of reafoning and 
of precept. This wife method of iri- 
firuftion was, perhaps, never more for- 
cibly and more ufcfully employed than 
In the following inftanCe, taken from 
I>r. Beatcie's life of his excellent and 
accompliOied Ton, pjrctixed to the edition 
of his works. 

«• He had reached his fifth (or fixth) 
year, knew the alphabet, and could 
read a little ; but had received no parti- 
cular information with r*fpe£t to the 
Author of his being 5 bccaufc 1 thought 
he could not yet underftand fuch infor- 
mation, and bccaufe I had learned from 
my own experience, that to be made 
to repeat w^crds hot uriderftood, is ex- 
tremely detrimental to the faculties of a 
jrouDg ininH. In a corner of a little 
garden, without informing any perfon 
of the dfcumftauce, I wrote in the 
mould, with my finger, the three ini- 
tial letters of bis name, and, fowing 
garden creifes in the. furrows, covered 
up the feed, and fmooihed the ground. 
Ten days after he came running to me, 
and, with adoniiliment in his counte* 
fiance, told me that his name was 

rring in the garden. I lauehed at 
report, and feemed inclined to dif- 
regard it ; but he infilled on my going 
to fee what had happened* Yes, faid 
It^carelefsly, on coming to the place, 
I fee it isfo ; but there is pothing in this 
woith notice; it is mere chance j a^d I 
tientaway. He followed me, aiid tak- 
ing hold of my coat faid, with fome 
eireeftnefs, it could not be mere chance, 
ibr that Ibncbody auft have contrived 



matters fo as to produte it« t pretend 
not to give his words or my own, fori, 
hare forgotten both, but I give the fub- 
ilance of what pafled betv^een u&, in 
fnch language as we both underftood* 
So you think, I faid, that what appears 
fo regular as the letters of your name 
cannofc be by chance? Yes, faid he, 
with firmnefs, 1 think fo. Look'it 
•yourfplf, I replied, and cpnAder yoor 
hands ^nd fingers, your legs and febt, 
and other limbs; are they ndt regular 
in their appearance, and ufef ul to you } 
He faid they were* Came you then 
hither, faid I, by chance i No, he an- 
fwered, that cannot be ; fomethinginuft 
•htrve made me. And who is that fome* 
thing? I aiked. He faid he did not 
know (I took particular notice that 
he did not fay, as Rouffeau fancies a 
.child in like circum(tances would fayi 
that his parents made him). I ha^ 
now gained the point I aimed ar, and 
faw that his reafoh taught him (though 
he could ^ot fo exprefs it), that what 
beg-ins to be, mud have a caufe ; and that 
what is formed with regularity^ muft 
have an intelligent caufe.

MR. THOMAS CHUBB. 

This celebrated Free-thinker of his 
tinie was a glover in Saliibury, and not 
a tallow-chandler, as his advcrfarics 
rave out. He ufed to tell his friends, 
that what iirft fet hifh a thinking upon 
religious fubjcfts, was his attendance, 
in very early life, upon the Lectures 
which Dr. Burnet, then Bifliop of 
Saliibury, gave, every Thurfday in St. 
Thomas s Church in .that City. Chubb 
was a man of plcafant manners and 
converfation, and remarkably exad in 
kis exprcflions. He was much taken no- 
tice ot by Dr. Clarke, the Dean of Sa- 
liibury (a brother of the celebrated 
JDr.Clarkc), and fome other Dignitaries 
•f that Cathedral. In his account of 
himfeify Chubb makes this excellent 
moral and political obfervation : *' The 
author lived a finglc life, judging it. 
highly improper to introduce a family 
into the world without a profpe^t of 
maintaining them (which is his qafc), 
fuch adventures being ufually att^dcd 
With great poverty, the oarent of much 
tnifcry) and that was a date he did not 
ehufe to rufl} into."— There is a por- 
trait of this extraordinary man in the 
poflfeflion of a very intelligent Gentle- 
man of the Law at Saliibury, drawn by 
Mr. Smith, of Chichelter, the 'firft 
J^*; .Who gained the prize for Land- 
I'pcJ'^lPatntJng in this country. This 
pfA uZ^^ different from the Mezzotinto 
*f him tl¥Lt ii publiflied^ repreicngi 



Mr. Chubb as a man of a pleaiing, elieef ^ 
fal and intelligent countenance. Chnbb 
boarded with fome family at Saliibvry. 
He had an annuity of twenty guineas 
a-year, and the intereft of one thoufaa^ 
pounds, to live upon. 

SERJEANT PEARCE, oliOS DOWDT, 
OF SALISBVRT. 

This too fuccefsful imitator of dial 
unfortunate ilate of the human mind, 
Madnefs, has been recorded by Fielding 
in Tom Jones. Frederic Prince ofWalti 
once turned his imitations to fome ac- 
count. A certain perfon ufed'tocomt 
to his houfe at Ham, and worry him 
very much whh his converfation zni 
company. The Prince fent for Mr. 
Pearce, who ruihed into the room 
Where he was with a drawn fword m 
his hand, with a circle of black palpted 
round his eyes, with chains uponbii 
legs, and in his patched coat of vari- 
ous colours, and oegan immediately cp 
vociferate and bellow in his ufual man- 
ner, and made a dead point at the 
Prince's troublefome viiitaht. lit ap- 
palled, as well he might be, ac fuch a 
Htuation, took to his heels, Mr. Pearcs 
after him, and never fiopped till hf 
found himfelf nearly up to his chin ia 
the River.-»Mr. Pearce was Scrjcaul 
at Mace to the Corporation of Salifbury, 
a man of great worth and good hu- 
mour. The name of Dowdy was given 
him from a f«ng of which every ftania 
ended with that word, and which hs 
ufed to iing when he afiie^led the Ma- 
niac. The Prince had his pi£^ure ttkeo. 
both with hifi natural and with his 
aflfumed countenance, a copy of which 
is in the poflelTion of a gentleman a( 
Saliibury. The contrail is indeed won- 
derful ; and feme perfon Sy it fcens, 
who were frighted by Pearce in hi» 
Dowdy appearance, have occaGooally 
gone to him as an Officer of Poiicr, 
to make their complaints of his own 
behaviour -in his affected fits of madnefs. 
Practical joking is always contemptible, 
and fometimes dangerous ; for as Pearce 
was playing his tricks before a Noble- 
man, to frighten one of his humb/e 
friends, a large dog that was in the 
room fell upon him, and bit him vtrj 
iharply.

•IB, *< the fir ft attacks of vice are 
always feeble ; rcafoa has then fome 
power oTer the mind : if then at the 
! nrf moment that fuch thoughts occur 
to us as have a tendency to withdraw 
IS from our duty» we with diligence 
fujmreis them, and turn our attention 
coioaiething clfe, we may avoid the 
ippioaching danger, and not fall into 
tac temptations of vice." It is hardly 
pofible but that a mind coiiAantly oc* 
capted in reflecting upon the fedu£ttye 
lilarcments of any vice whatever, will 
IB proce(s devote itfelf to adtual enjoy- 
■ctt, as foon as it can procure an op- 
^unity of partaking of chat pleafure, 
die n>ere idea of which has been fo 
agreeable to it.

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LETTER II. * 
The LIFE of FLORENCE WILSOK. 

By 7. L E rri a Ey B. D. ,

ipHE town of Elgin beaded one of 
^ thofc learned and ingenious men, 
whofe talents and erudition aliifted the 
pragreis of letters in the earlier (lage of 
lieirretiva!* 

Florence Wilson, better known 
tn his own time, and particularly upon 
the continent, by the Latin name of 
Florlntius Volusenus, was born 
^« Elgin about the bcgmning of the 
fitteenth century, his parents were 
peribns of good repute, eftablifhed in 
thttcity. He received the earlier part 
tf hb education at his nacivc place. 
Hafiog acquired here the inftitutcs of 
Srammar, and the elementary branches 
of claiUc learning, he completed his 
eourfe of philofophy in the UnivcrGty 
cf Aberdeen. 

Not fatisfied with the opportunities 
vhich offered at hbmc of improving 
hii fortune and rifing into the notice 
rf the world, upon quitting college he 
took the refolution of going into Eng- 
land. 

Cardinal Wolfey was at that time in 
thetemth of bis profpcrity and glory. 
The profefled patron and promoter of 
learning, and confidercd indeed, de- 
ienredly enough, as the Mcc£nas of 
kis 3ge, he ordered inquiries to be fet 
^ foot in the different countries of 
Europe for the difcovcry of men learn- 
ed in fcience, and exercifed in all the 
nrious provinces of literature. Thefc 
^t invited, as mafters and profcffors, to 



inftrnft the youth of the nation !n tH'p 
Ichools and colleges founded b^ hiov 
felf, or under his auQpices ; or in thit 
domcilic feminary of education whicU 
tonftituted an article of grandeur in his 
own fplcfjdjd effabliihrnj^nt. 

Mr. WiIlon*s talents fortunately rcj- 
commended him to the Cardinal's no- 
tice ; and it Teems to have be'qn in th^ 
fituation Inft meniioned, that he under- 
took the office of preceptor to the Car- 
dinafs nephew, whom he afterwar<& 
accompanied to Paris for the accom- 
pliflimeiu of his education. " Mr. WiU 
fon conjtinyed with him here till thfe 
'death of his patron in i§30, applying; 
himfelf, at every interval of teiiure, to 
new acquifitionsof pbilofophicalknpw'- 
ledge. What became of his pupil a£- 
terthe fieath of the Cardinal, which 
foon fuccccded his fall and the wrect 
of his fortunes, we do not learrt j but 
the preceptor, according to Cardinal 
Sadoler, was Ihortly afterwards under 
the nccttfity of directing his views to 
'another quarter for fupport. 

We find him next, probably by the • 
fole recf^mmtrndation of his own merits, 
under the protection of the Cardinal 
du Bellai f,- Archbiihop of Paris ; but 
in what ftatlon is not mentioned. As 
however the Cardinal himfelf was 
highly diftmguifhed among the moft 
learned pcrfoas of the age, and ^r. 
WiIfon*s pr'^tcnfions were thofe of a 
literary man, his poft, it is likely, bore

I.), fomc abatements may rtaibij..uly be made, and we m^y conclude 
the (^inicn to be at leaft poetically true, His pee tical compcfi lions were pubUftied by Henry 
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The Cardinal's retreat appearing tm 
admit no delay, he continued his route. 
After fomo time Mr, Wilfon recover- 
ed } but his finances were too much 
cxhaufted to aJlow any thoughts of hia 
accompliihing the journey alonci apd 
his patron's change of fortune having 
probably put the offer of fufEcicnt aU 
ti (lance out of his power, Mr. Wtlfoa 
found himfclf compelled to abandon a 
projcd, in which both atfe6lion and 
curio/iiy had fo warmly iAtereftcd his 
heart. 

At this time the Cardinal Sadolet • 
was in refidencc upon his biihoprick. 
of Carpentras. His name in the re- 
public of letters was inferior to very 
few in the fifteenth and (ixceeiith cen- 
turies ; nor was he lefs celebrated for* 
his liberality towards learned men in 
circumftances of want and diilre(s. 
Mr. Wilfon, as foon as the re- 
cftablifliment of his health pertnitted, 
t(X)k the rcfolutim of paying him a 
vifit. Although it was night at Mr. 
Wilfon 's arrival, the courtefy of the 
Cardinal, then engaged in ftudy) gave 
him immediate accefs. He firft learned 
from the ftrangcr, that his vifit was 
occafioned, partly by his dcfire of fee- 
ing a perfon not Icls illuftrioua by his 
learned writings than the eminence of 
his ftation, and partly by his wi(h t* 
recommend himfelf, through the Car- 
dinal's intercft, to the employment c£ 
teaching the Gi-cek and Latm languages 
to the youth of the city. Mr. Wilfoi^'s 
eloquent command of the Latin tongue, 
and the proof which he foon gave of 
fu^rior underfianding and knowled^e» 
injpireithe Cardinal with fuch prepof. 
fcfhon in his favour, that he was un* 
willingto part with him,till he had learnt 
the particulars of the ftranger's cou». 
try, his parentage, his education, and 
the different fcenes of life through 
which he had paffcd. Greatly inter* 
efted by the narrative, he rofe early 
the next morning, and, demanding 's^ 

• }ames Sadolet was bom at Modena in 1478. His father was profeffor of Jaw ^ 
TtrrATTk, and he was hib fan's firft inftru^or. He (ludied philoTophy under NichqUs Liooicenl 
one of the tMd famous phyficians of his time, and higlily dlAinguilhed as an orator aryi 
philoropher. The love of letters carried Sadolet to Rome, where he became fecretary to 
Leo X. He wrote the Latin language with great elegance and fccility, treating fubjeOs g£ 
theology, phiiofophy, eloquence and poetry, with equal fuccefs. His modefly was fuch, 
that Leo X* was obliged to nfe his authority to prevail on him to accept the biHioprick of 
Carpentras.

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fome relation to literature. There is 
the more rcafon to adopt this oTpinion, 
as his new patron had amceived fo 
high an idea of his learning, as to have 
intended him, according to Dr. Mac- 
kenzie, for the royal profefforftiip of 
the Greek and Latin languages in the 
mniveriity of Paris. But w hi 1ft he 
was meditating how to procure this 
advancement, as a reward of Mr. Wil* 
fon's merit, he himfclf fell into diC- 
grace with the King, through the in- 
trigues of hii colleague, the Cardinal of 
Lorrain. 

Our author was now not only dif- 
appointed of an honourable fituatiun, 
in which he might have found ample 
field for the difplay of his abilities ; 
but he fuffcrcd the loTs of a pcnfion, 
which du Bcllai*s better fortune, d u ring 
his minifterial conne£^ion with the Car - 
dinal of Lorraan, had enabled him to 
"bellow. 

It always gives plcafure to hear, 
that a great man's adverlity has not 
(4>Hterate.l the fenfe of beneiits in 
thofe who formerly depended upon 
him. 

Mr. Wilfon's attachment to his pa- 
tron, foui)ded in virtuous principles, was 
too deeply rooted in his heart, not to exift 
in full vigour, without that funfliine, 
vrhich might, at 6rft, have been fup- 
pofed to nuuriih it. He therefore con. 
tinued to fcrve the Cardinal with the 
fame zeal and afltduttv which l>e had 
ever (hewn him. Wnen du Bellai at 
the death of Francis I. retired from 
the court of France ta Rome, Mr. 
Wilfon did not chufe to quit him. 
Though his defire of feeing that an*, 
cieiit capital, once the fcene of arts and 
genius, and of all the moft brilliant 
energies of the human mind, had long 
inflamed his imagination, his attachment 
to the Cardinal was fuppofed as now- 
erful a motivre for thi» journey. Hav. 
tag accompanied his Eminence as far 
as Avignon, he unfortunately fell fick. 
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•Dofereucc Yrith the Magiftratw, con- 
fuUed them on Mr. WilTon'i propoli- 
«ton; but not wilbing their deciiion to 
W Lltly the refult of his rccommcnda- 
tkn, he invited them on a certain day 
loatiencertainmenty a kind of fympo- 
five at his palace ; during which he 
coatrived to engage Mr. W ilfon in dif. 
putation with a learned Pbylician on 
ctnain pqinu of Natural Philofophy. 
The CAriiinal in ht» third letter to hi, 
aqihewy Paul Sadolet, from whence 
auch of the forego! ni; account of WjU 
Mt Tifit it derived, contrails thefe 
tiro difputantB in fo lively a manner* 
isid with fuch an amiable fimpliuty, 
that Tou will not, I think, be dif- 
sieaicd with a tranflation of the paf- 
bge •. ** Our Dodor,'* fays he, 
** rpeaking of the Phyfician, puffing 
and blowing not a little, engaged in the 
difptice with much eagfmeftand con- 
tonion of vifagc. His adverfary, mo- 
deft and placid, confining himfelf folely 
cothefubjea, fpohc with coolnefa and 
iccnracT, difplaying, throughout, per- 
&a (kill and intelligence. But when 
1 prtffed the Doaor with a certain 
knotty and dificult argument, which 
be ftrained with great tft'ort to refute, 
oarftranger, firft demanding leave, pro- 
duced a moft excellent folution, equally 
narked by its learning and propriety. 
Whu more could be wifhed? Every- 
hody feeling the warmeft dcfire that he 
ftotild be accepted, the Magiftrates 
calkd him afide. An agreement was 
immediately concluded betwixt the 
parties for the annual ftipendofan hun- 
<^d piftoles. The Citizens, 1 am 
taibnned, are fo delighted with the 
cbmce, that they unanimouily regard 
kas a new inflance of their public wel- 
fare. And accounts are circulated of 
coarerfatioat, which he has held with 
Ae Magiftrates, fo gentlemanly and 
liberal, that nothing can exceed tnem." 
Yon might perhaps have expe£led, 
tkat the good Cardinal Ihould have

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propofed, on this particular occafion, 
queftions of a philological nature. But 
as he himfelf was reckoned among the 
beft judges of his aee in all yClaflical 
erudition, and muft already have un- 
doubtedly given fuch an account of 
Mr. Wilfou's excellence in that pro- 
vince from their firil converfation, the 
Magiftrates were probably fatisfied. 
But if you will not fuppofe fo much, 
as it may be taken for granted that 
fubjefts of philofophy, when formally 
introduced, were at that time treated 
in the Latin language, an indire^ proof 
of his ability in that article at leaft would 
be given in the courfe of the difputa - 
tion. The Cardinal's object indeed 
could have been no other, both for liis 
own fatisfadion and that of the Ma- 
giftrates, than to aftbrd Mr. Wilfon 
an opportunity of exhibiting his literary 
charatter in every point of view to 
the beft advantage ; as it fliould appear 
he had then no other recommen<lation 
to offer in fupport of his preteniions 
than his own perfonal merit and accom- 
pliihments. 

Cardinal Sadoiet was, after a Httle 
tim^e, fo well convinced of Mr. Wil- 
fon's deferts, and had conceived fo 
much efteem for him, that he wrote to 
the Cardinal of Lorrain to folicit the 
reftoration of his penficn. As it is 
pleating to fee with what cordiality one 
eood man fometimes interefts himfelf 
for another, and to obferve the flowing 
warmth of'fentiment and exprefRon 
upon fuch occafions, I am tempted to 
believe you will not be difplealed if I 
give a tranflation of the whole letter in 
que ft ion f . 

** A^lthough in your prefent ftate of 
' anxiety and engagement, occupied as 
you are in an important treaty of paci* 
fication commjtted to your honour and 
difcretion, you ought not to be diverted 
by other concerns ; and would rather 
expe^ me to ofier my prayers for your 
fuccefs, than to interrupt you by my 
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tetters; yet when I recollect that it 
forms a part of your chara^er to have 
exalted, oy humanity and virtue, the 
. Nobili^ of your lineage, and that fuch 
«is the greatoefs of your talents, that 
yoD can apply your mind to many ob- 
jfe6tsat onec ; I thought 1 might, with* 
out occafioning' you much trouble, re- 
commend to your notice a man, whom 
I believe particularly worthy of your 
benevolence. Florence Wilfon, a na- 
tive of Scotland, but a perfect Roman 
in learning and elegance of manners *, 
IS the perfon on whofe account I could 
y/\ih a few momems of your attention. 
He is indeed well known to you, as 
kaving for fome time profecuted his 
Audies at Paris through your kind a/lift, 
ance and fupport. He fome months 
igo conceived a violent inciination to 
vifit Rome, and fet out upon the journey 
• With your accompliihed colleague, 
John du Bellai, and not without your 
own confcnt. Having only reached 
Avignon, . he was detained there by 
Kcknefs'and the want of neccflaries to 
proceed. Soon afterwards he addrefled 
nimfelf to me Though much (Iraiten- 
«danmy own circumflances, I very glad- 
ly received him* Becoming acquainted 
^vith his difpofition, and his liberal and 
ingenuous manners, I held him it high 
•cfteem. Nothing do I more willingly 
than give aififtance to learned men, as 
'far as 1 am able ; being deGrous tofup- 
^rt their fpirits under diftrefs, that 
they may never repent of having dedi- 
cated themfelves to the polity artt. 
Had fortune been more favourable to

Kith my fortune. Yet foxnetunes my 
inability to ferve, as I would wilb,per- 
i6ns of learning and merit, caufes me 
oneaiinefs. For this reaibn 1 \vrite to 
yon, who, uniting abilities with a con« 



ftant inclination to liberal ^d bencficev 
anions, will rejoice in my recommen- 
dation •f this excellent man, formerly 
yeur dependant, and deticnDinc upon 
his ca(e according to your known con- 
vi^lion, that the fuprtme bappinefs ^ 
the great and the noble is, to poflcfsthe 
power of conferring obligationt upon 
many. But to return to my objed, 
Florence is at prefent with ma. at Car- 
pcntras, cultivating with inctediblc 
refolution and afliduity the fine arts 
in conjunction with phiiofophy ; tojhis 
I may add, that he is extremely plea- 
fant and acceptable to myfelf in the 
common intercourfe of lite. Nor let 
me forget, that he declaret bis attach- 
ment to yourfelf, as his mafter and pap 
tron, and his willingneis to obey any 
commands ycu may be pleafed to lay 
Qpon him. I now recommend him to 
your confidence, your kindncisy yeur 
generofity ; and I m\^ requeft ac your 
hands, that, fmce he applies to his fta« 
dies here with the fame pcrfeveraiKe 
9s if he were under your mfpe^ion at 
Paris, you wilU out of your extraor* 
dinary bounty, allow him the fame 
annual pcnGon which he lately pofleiTed 
there under your appointment.

• m fuccefs in this application in Sivdo- 
' kc's letter to Wilfon himfelf, oor in 
cather of the two others addrelTcd to 
tiie Cirdioal du Bella i ; the former of 
throi in the fame year that he wrote to 
the Cardinal de L^rraioi and the latter 
the Tear following. 

1/ Mr. Wilfen was difappointed ef 
ibis objed, as there is fomc rcafoa to 
prefniac, he feenis to have had no great 
«bligatioas to fortune j for we d<> not 
tmd, that his learning and accoinpliih- 
aseikts erer procured him any thing 
tetter from this period than his labo* 
fioos though honourable employment 
ti teaching the ancient languages at 
Carpenrras. It was perhaps to recon- 
die himfelf to the mediocrity of his 
loty that during iiis relidence in that 
CftH he cottpofed his excellent book 
** be Tranqnillitate Animi." If he 
pofleflcd that contentment and -peace of 
mind which made the fubje^ of thefe 
onremplations, the hril bleding of 
life was his, and that which wealth and 
tatiott oaiy have never beftowed on 
■an. 

This work is written in dialogue. 
The fpeakers are, Fratlcifcus Michaelis, 
a Patrician of Lucca, Demetrius, Ca* 
lacalia, and the author himl'elf. The 
firftpart of the work^ and about one 
third of the whole, is taken np with 
proving, panly from the fentiments of ^ 
the an^r, hoc chiefly fi om thofe of 
the ancient Philosophers, Moralifts, 
and Poets, that tranquility of mind is 
a pcadicabie acquifitipn, in anfwer to 
the doubts and obje£fcioDS of the other 
iazerbcutors. In this p%rr, and indeed 
tbrrmghout the whole work, Mr. Wil. 
IbBdifplaTs a vaft c«mpafs of learning 
and an intimate acquaintance with all 
the Greek and Latin Claffics ; many 
apt and beautiful quotations from them 
aikmi his treatiici not to mention feve ' 
ral little pocnas of his own compofition 
interfperwd, which at once enliven 
tlie piece, and give the reader a very 
adrutageotis idea of the author's poetic 
geiiufi and talent for Latin vertificatioa. 

The remainder of the performance 
it s Vifion introduced by the author's 
fttoUedion of a walk, which he took 
before be left bis native country, with a 
clerical friend on the banks of theLoifie'^. 
T^cir convcrfation had turned on the 
<iifcnnccnted character .of man, .CQn- 
iwuMf trhicb Horace defcants with fo 



much good fenfe in his firft Satire. 
Ttiey particularly adverted to the lines 
which open it : 

Quf fit, Afaeoenas, ut nemo, qnam fiW 

fot tern 
Seu ratio dedcrit, feu fon ofajecerit, ilia 
Contentus vivat : laudet diveria feqiientes i 

Both having, for fome time, difcourfed 
with earneftncfs on the Poet's queftion, 
the converfation ended ; they finiihcd 
their walk and parted. 

Upon meeting again, according to 
appointment, our author relates to his 
companion a dream, which had enter* 
xained hb imagination^ in the coitrfe of 
the preceding night. I thought aay* 
iclf, fays he, walking in a delightful 
meadow, beautified with various kindf 
of flowers. Near this meadow was a 
gentle eminence, upon which rofe a 
luperb (I rupture, in the form of a tern, 
pie. Not far bcluw the foot of the hiU 
flowed a clear ftream of little depth, 
enlivened by the diflferent kinds of 
fifh fparting beneath its fur face. Be- 
tween the river and the eminence, on 
a level fpot, and aifo on the acclivity 
juft riling beyond it, grew, befides the 
common trees of the foreft, the myrtle, 
the laurel, the cyprefs and the pine : 
almoll adjoining lay an orchard, planted 
with nuts,, appiqs, and every fort of 
fruit-tree; e^en the moil unknown 
birds of fong perched on tstvy (tdt 
among the fh rubs and trees ^ fountains 
bubbled down the dope of the bill, 
wbilft a fweetly-breathing air exoit^ 
a foft murmur tjurough xhjt Uaves-^f 
the grove., I h^re' expatiated iecureW' 
at my pleafure j for the region bred vb 
ferpcnt, nor any noxious animal. T)]i« 
temple itfelf, conftrufted to all ap. 
pea ranee of Parian marble, and exhio 
biting every beauty of art, was fur* 
rounded by an ample and fpacious cir « 
cuit of wall. When arrived before its 
awful veftibttle, I found there a vene- 
rable old man, attired like one of- the 
Sages of Greece. Demanding of him 
to what Deity the ooble edifice might 
be confccratcd, I was dire^ed to pe* 
rufe a Greek infcription over the valves 
of the outward entrance, importing 
that it was ttie ^' Temple of Tran- 
quility.*' 1 then afkedt whether it 
were permitted me to enter its ia- 
cred precfn£ts. He rcprefcnted, that 
to enter wat^ for perf^M not fufHci-

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•ntl^ prepared, a buHneft of much 
difficulty ; but adding, that he per- 
ceived in ray mind a (Irong inclination to 
virtue, the firft requifitc toward remov-* 
ing the obftaclet of entrance, hehimfelf 
vouchfafed to become my conductor. 
Then taking me by the hand, he af- 
ccnded the veflibule df the temple, 
the roof of which was fupportcd by a 
periftyie of eight columns. " Upon each 
of thefe, faid he, ydu obfcrve an in- 
fcription engraven in the Greek, lan- 
guage. Before we proceed further, 
you muft interpret them with reve- 
rence.'*. Turning now my attention 
upon each fucccffivcly, and beginning 
from my left hand, I ventured to inter- 
pret them as follows : 

I. Let us ardently afpire after good- 
nefs, and to render ourfeives perfe<^. 

«. It is our duty to learn the max- 
ims of the good. 

3. Call nothing thy own which de- 
pends not on thyfelf. 

4. 'Tis vain and contemptible to 
feek reft in outward objcds. 

^. Be not vain-glorious ; pleafe not 
thyfelf; defpife not others. 

6* As the fervant, and not the maf- 
ter of Providence, fobmit willingly 
and cheerfully to his decrees. 

7. Contented with that which thou 
.'art, wifli thyfelf nothing clfe. To be 
precifely that, eftcem t-by happinefs. 

5. £xercxfethy mind ; converfe with 
others ; but above all things, ftri£tly 
watch thyfelf. • 

" Since you have expreiTed the more 
obvious fenfe of thefe infcriptions, faid 

"tny guide, I am to demand a com. 

'lAent Dpon each, to prove, that thou 
conceive ft rightly of their whole im- 
port, in the conduft of life." When I 
nad performed this laborious condition^ 

' my venerable conductor directed my 
iight to another infcription on the fron- 
tiCpiece of the temple, where I read— 
** BleiTe J are they who dwell in thy. 
temple I*' Being then permitted to pro- 



ceed forward to the main entrance of 
this edifice, I found mjrfelf betwixt two 
columns, on one of which was written— 

" Know thyfelf" — on the other 

" Know thy God."— Upon an arch, 
fupported by thefe columns, was rc- 
prelented in relievo the figure of a 
God- like youth, having a crown of 
thorns upon his head ; his fide, his 
hands and feet pierced with mzny 
Wounds, and his whole body ftreaming 
with blood. Above his head was writ- 
ten, *' Thts is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleafed."— Beneath his feet 
" I am the way, the truth, and the life." 
—After this initiation, it was granted 
me to proceed freeljr forward into the 
Temple of Tranquility. 

This iketch may perhaps have fuf- 
ficed to give you an idea w the plan of 
Mr. Wilfon's Vifion, which is not only 
valuable on account of the moral and 
religious allegory conveyed in his ini* 
tiatory progrels to the Temple of 
Tranouiiity, but is highly curious and 
interefting, infamuch as the temple 
itfelf is fuppofed to defcribe the old 
rathedral of Elgin * mentioned in tht 
laft Letter f, as it appeared in the days 
of its profpcrity, in the author *s youth, 
and at that time one of the fineft mo- 
numents of ecclefiaftical grandeur in 
our I (land. The body of the work 
principally confifts of his ccunments 
or diiTertations on the columnar infcrip- 
tions above recited* Thefe are rich in 
clafHc learning and allufion, and en- 
livened by the piquancy of dialogue, 
and the contraft of oppofite fentiments 
and charaders in the dififerent intcrk>- 
cutors. But fome objection, at leaft 
in point of tafte, may be made to our 
author's reprefentation of his temple, 
conftru^ed partly as a heathen and 
partly as a cnriftian edifice ; a mixture 
which, as far as it injures the fimpiicity, 
diminiihcs the beauty of the .piece, and 
weakens its effe£t on the ifln agination. 
But Mf« VVilfon preferred the charac-

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ter •r a Chriftian to that of a Man of 
Talle I aad undoubtedly meant, in the 
progre^ of his allegory, to Ihew, that 
tU the moralitj of the heathen philo- 
Ciphers being inadequate alone to the 
attainment of tranquility of mind, the 
aiUftancc of Chriftianity was requifite 
to render it complete, 

Aboat the year 1546, the tenth of 
Mr. Wilfon's refidence at Oarpentras, 
aher having taught the belles lettres 
with great reputation, and eftabliihed 
the charader of a very learned, inge- 
nious and worthy man, he felt a ftrong 
defire to revifit his native country. 
But the doctrines of the Reformation 
having now got fome f(joting in Scot- 
land, the famous George Wiflicart 
haring then lately fuffered for them at 
the ftake, and that train of combufti** 
Ucs beginning now to be laid at the foun- 
dation of the Catholic Church which 
John Knox foon after fet into an explo- 
fion, Mr. Wilfbn wai aware of the 
difficulriea which he Ihould have to 
cottund with on hit return. He had 
therefore recourfe to his friend and 
jNitricm the Cardinal Sadoict, at that 
tiae at Rome. He wrote to requeft 
his advice, in what manner he ihould 
cottdud himfelf betwixt religious par- 
ties in hit own country. We find the 
anfwer in the x6th Book of Sadolei's 
Epiftles, dated 1546. The gravity 
and dignified tone of fome parts of it, 
fo charaQeriflic of the high and facred 
^^tion of its author, will, I d(::ibt not, 
give you pleafure. I Ihall therefore 
make no fcruple of lengthening my 
Letter by the tranflation of a pailage or 
two. After many kind exprefCons of 
regard aud efteem for his cor rcfpon dent, 
and high commendation of his ortho- 
dox principles, the Cardinal tells him« 
** that'fucn difTcntions as had arifen 
in the Church of Scotland, had been 
frretold in . the Scriptures j that they 
Were fuffered by God for the trial of 
our faith and . perfeve ranee— but he 
doubted not " that in thofe, as in 
former days, every good and ferious 
man would relblutely and pioufly de* 
fend the holy mother church." Then, 
after condemning, in ftrong terms, the 
imprudence ^nd madnefs of thofe who 



could abandon the Catholic Church* 
fupported as it had been by the con- 
fent and authority of fo many holy 
Fathers, he addrcflcs himfelf direftljr 
to his ccjrrcfpondent in the following 
terms : <* I perfuade, exhort and coun* 
fci you to perfevere in the footfteps of 
your anceftors, and to give the Sanc- 
tion of your own obfervance to thofe 
things which the church hath refolved, 
decreed, and obferved for fo many ages i 
confidering them as the decrees of ^the 
holy fpirit, her perpetual guardian, 
the teacher of all truth ; and that you 
employ -the gifts of genius and learn- 
•ing with which God hath blcffed you, 
to preflrve thofe, with whom you (hall 
live, as far as poflible, in the true 
faith and religion, manifefting your 
zeal as becomes the chriftian calling* 
Thus will you purfue the ftraightelt 
way that leads to eternal ialva- 
tion, &c.*' 

Full, it is probable, of fentimentt 
fimilar to thefe of the Cardinal's let* 
ter, Mr. Wilfon had now determined 
upon his journey to Scotland, and, not 
long .after, he I'er forward upon \%\ 
but falling fick at Vicnne in Dauphiny, 
his progrefs was fuddenly ftopt. His 
difordcr increafed beyond the power of 
medical relief ; all hope of once more 
feeing his native foil, and affe6^ion* 
ately greeting fuch of his relatives and 
of the friends of his youth, whom he 
hoped ftiil to have found among the 
living, were in a few days cut off for 
ever. Thus expired he on the banks 
of .the Rhone 15479 and entered into 
the real and unceafing enjoyment of 
that tranquillity, to which his genius 
had been conlecrating a temple in 
vilion. 

Buchanan has paid a pleafing tribute 
to his worth.

npHIS Novel is founded upon the ftory 
•*- of 7he Man in the Iron Afq/k^ com- 
monly fiippofcd to be the twin-brother 
of Loiiis AlV. Few ftories are better 
caiculateii to give fcope to the imagina- 
tion of an author ; hiilory has done To 
little in elucidating it» that the vigour 
and variety of a poetical fancy have full 
play. Of liich advantages Mrs, Yearfley 
Aas availed herfelf with conHderable ikill 
and felicity. Her hero, in whofe per- 
son the ftury is. related, is fon to Henry, 
the Man in the Iron MafH, and is alike 
theviftim of the tyranny of Louis XIV. 
by whofe orders he has been feizcd and 
confined in the caftle of St. M—, where 
he diverts the horrors of imprifonment 
by writing *hefe memoirs of himfelf and 
family. This youth, Henry, was edu- 
cated in the houfe of the Count de 
Marfan, a friend of his father's, and 
becomes attached to F.roily, the Count's ' 
daughter, who entertains a reciprocal 
regard. During his ftay here, he en- 
counters, almoft by a miracle, his father, 
who has betn a mifer^ble fugitive 
thtough the obfcure ami uninhabited 
parrs of the kingdom. Their intt- rvicw . 
IS told in a manner highly intcrcfting. 
His father now becomes Un inmate in 
the Coant'^si family, where he is be- 
trayed^ to the Count by the villainy of 
"Rodcrique, a pretended nobleman, but 
a fpy. Having notice of his perfidy, 
they attempt to make their efcape, in 
the couifc of which Henry is torn from 
them, and cuuvcycd over the fea to the 



The chara£Ver$ are delineated by no 
common pen, and are diftinguiflied by 
traits fuperior to the common caft of 
novel pe'rfonages. That of Dormond, 
governor of the caftle, is planned with 
much knowledge of th« human heart, 
and is preferycd equally throughoat. 
The caprices of love arife' from the per- 
plexities which obfeure the fate of 
Emily, whom Henry fuppofes in loVt 
with a Cordelier, while himfelf is in- 
duced to court Emily for Dormond, wha 
has brought her into this place of ton- 
finement on purpofe. The difcovery 
that enfues produces the ufual conft- 
quences of jealouiy and infuUed inao« 
cence* 

The incidents, as wc have already 
hinted, are happily varied, and much 
out of the common line ; if they do not 
all appear probable, it fhould be re- 
membered, that our author has chofen 
a leading incident, in itfelf fuf!iciently 
improbable to us, who cannot conceive 
the monftrous contrivances of unprin- 
cipled tyranny. It may be objefied, 
indeed,- that the marvellous occurs too 
frequently ; and this we are not pre-i 
partd- to defends We obj«£t alfo to 
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■Qcli of the ftile, vrhkh is a kiod of 
poedcal profe, abounding in inveriions, 
which give it an elaborate and ftudied 
•ppearaocey the very oppotitc of that 
nmplicicy and eafc which is beft ^alcu* 
lated to captivate the feelings. But on 
the other nde, we meet with bold flights 
cf gesiusy and a power of mind very 
Qocommon in the performances of no- 
vel writers. The whole ibdeed, both 
in comrivance and execution, is -fuch« 
that while we point out errors, we do 
it bccaufc we arc convinced that ihe 



may h^reafteravoid theiQ« and bccaufe 
ihe has given us reafon to expert that 
the fequel of the flory (for it ia noC 
finifiied) will foon appear. The recep* 
tion of thefe volumes, we have little 
doubt, will be fuch as to diffipare thole 
fears ihe exprefles fo feelingly in her 
Preface, and encourage her to purCue a

A% there is no European date, 
efpecially a Hate of the Brft magqitude, 
like Great Britain, wholly unconnected 
with the great movements and revolu- 
tions in other ftates and kingdoms in 
Europe, Mr. Beliham touches occafion- 
ally on the affairs of foreign nations, 
which he connects with thofe of Eng- 
land. He wrhes in a copious, perfpi- 
cuous, eafy, and unaffe^ed ftyle | and 
iliews great knowledge of his lubje^, 
by the comprehenfive clearnefs ot his 
arrangement, and the eafe of his tran- 
fitions.

into a confiftent fyffcm, of which we 
learn tbe lutri; by being informed of 
tUt; mQCjves. Wacc it awt for the pri- 
vate 
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X9tt memoirs, annals^ and relations* 
of perfoDS who themrdves took a part 
in. public tranfadtions, hidory would 
neither be read for entertaininenty nor 
be confulced for iDftru6lion. Jt would 
be a dry, incohereDt narration of events 
determining to no ufcFul purpofe and to 
no end. The ad ions both of good and 
b«d men would be equally nnifrepre- 
fentedy and the reader would be de- 
ceived into an admiration of what is 
really bad, or a contempt of whnt was 
virtuous and praife worthy. Whatever, 
therefore, may be the principles or pre- 
judices of the author, we muft conlider 
every work written on the plan of thefc 
Letters as a valuable addition to our po- 
litical ()ock. The Earl of L.auderdalc, 
from dil'playinjj an uncommon warmth 
in the caufe of liberty, has attracted no 
froall iliare of the public obfervation ; 
nor has his zeal been abated by the fug- 
gcftions of thofe who would reprcfent 
him as a6ling in hoftility tothc opinions 
of his countrymen and conftitucnts. It 
is to give the latter a hiftory of his opi- 
nions, and the foundations upon v/hich 
they are laid, chat this pubHcation was 
-written. 

Thefe Letters arc three in number 
The Firft is employed ou the origin and 
•progrefnof the French Kevolutton ; in 
tiacmg which his Lord(hip takes an op- 
portunity tocenfure oiir interference as 
unnecellary and highly impolitic, and 
as naturally tending towards the cala- 
mitous period of the war at which wc 
are confeffediy arrived. He objects, 
with much warmth and afperity, to the 
fyftem of internal government adopted 
in this country, under the pretence of 
preventing a revolution here (imilar to 
that which took place in France. He 



is of opinion, that the very means have 
been employed wbich,ezperience teacbn 
us, have always produced revolutioni. 

In Letter Second, his Lordfiiip ac- 
counts for eur entering into the war* 
Denying both the juftice and necclfity 
of tnis meafure. he imputes it entirely 
to the intrigues for power in the inte- 
rior of this country. In arguing this 
point, he enters at conftderable length 
into a hiftory of the Whig party, now 
difumtcd, and reduced to d very few. 
He lanoents this dereli6lion of piinciplc} 
and, profcffing himfelf an adherent to 
the true Whig fyftem, ftates the objeds 
of thofe with whom he a£ts, which are, 
to recover to this country the blcffingi 
of peace, to put an end to the irriution 
of the public mind, and to procure tl^ 
reftituiionof the mild praftice of Eng- 
lifli law. In this Letter the reader will 
find much curious matter reUiive to the 
hiftory of parties, not much, indeed, lo 
make him in love with human nature, 
but enough to guard him againfi the 
deiuiioa of perfonal attachments inpo« 
Ijtics. 

The Third Letter, which in fom&re- 
f|)e6ts is a continuation of the preceding, 
unfolds more of the hiftory of party- 
iatrigues, for which we mu ft refer the 
reader to the work itfclf, as it will not 
admit of an abridgment. 

Upon the whole. Lord Lauderdale 
basfurniihcd a defence of his principles, 
which, however differing from oun, 
appears to be entitled to a refpeftful pe- 
rufal. As a writer, his abilities are 
coniiderable -, a few periods are rather 
embarrafted from their length, but it 
general the ftilc is uianiy and ener* 
gttic.

T is obferved, in the Advertifemcnt 
prefixed to this work, that the author 
of it appears to have been an eyc- 
witnefs of the events which he relates ;

agreeable to the generality even of 
learned readers. But on perufing the 
book W€ find it Contains fo much infor- 
Diition with regard to the Drama, mo- 
dern as well as ancient, illuflraced alfo 
fometimes with anecdote, that we-thidk 
feme extracts from it will not be unin- 
tercfting to the public. 

The author's principal defign, as 
opened by himfelf in his preface, is to 
illuftrate the rules of Ariftotle*s cele- 
brated treatife on poetry by examples 
from the modern, and more efpecially 
the Engliih Drama ; and this of courle 
leads him to treat both of the pieces 
and the performers of our theatre.

We believe our Author fid not at- 
tentively confiJer the pafTags in Homer 
vrhen he faid (fee page 4S7), that " it 
does not appear that Achilles wat 
actuated by the love of fame when he 
nodded to the Greek foldiers to ftand 
aloof during his battle with He6tor, 
but the wi(h to monopolize the revcnj^e

ration draw's, and a different dlftribu- 
tion goes round. 

'* But ^though men in a ftate of 
nature may be truly faid to be cguait 
yet the parts of. which each individual 
is compofed are not fo. Th& head is 
mere honourable than the foot, and re- 
auires a nicer organization, though the 
Clay, or paftc of which they arc both 
compofed, and the duft into which they 
'fliall fall, are precifely the fame. Po- 
litical corporations are but tranfcripts 
of individual life; and the like pnn- 
ciples apply : the material of which 
corporations are compofed, is maii him- 
felt} — a living pafte, and .it rouft be 
moulded into form ; 'a counfcllor's head 
to diredV, a hand to execute, and a 
foot to labour ; and in compass with 
other ftates, there mud be found a 
faith to give. The parts then of this 
corporation become unequal by poH- 
tion, and by fuperior organization. 
Thofe parts may revolve, but the form 
and fuoordination muft be preferved, 
through whatever flux of parts, or the 
corporation is no more. It falls like 
the natural roan into the elements 
from which it came ; that is, corpora<« 
tions into individuals, as the individuals 
into day. 

** Inequality of property (lands upon 
other ground, and it may be fufficient 
for me to fay, that though money, 
according to the adage, Vmay make 
the mare togOy* it does not, on another 
adage, make the man to go. If it were 
for me to fay, how natural inequality 
and* political inequality are compro- 
mifed, and how the atoms may gra- 
di^lly revolve, I (houldnot,as I truft, 
be at a lofs. But it is enough in this 
place to obferve, that the French, by 
aiTuming equality as an univerfal prin* 
ciple, have put a negative upon all 
incorporation, and have effabliihed 
anarcny in form." 

He next enters into an accurate and 
mafterly 4ieftnition of anarchy ; ftates 
France to be an anarchy regularly- 
organized into, and containing all the 
• principles of government, but all re- 
verfed and ftandins; on the wrong end ; 
•—for good, evil ; lor virtue, vice j and 
.for ftability, chanpe ;— and thence 'de- 
duces the impofiibility of treating with 
a ftate fo formed, and carrying iiy its 
frame a principle of hoftility towarcfs all 
Others. ^In order to meet the objec- 
C) a liQBa 
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uqnt tbit may be urged to this deduc- 
tion from the prevalence of thofe evcDtt 
which dii'piay a femblance of regular 
government in Francei he deems it 
proper *• to enter the internal" of that 
j^ipgdom ; ** the more unpleafant» as it 
It become a land of jargon, wherein 
words have loft their former iippUca- 
tion and ufe." 

." In regular dates, human anions 
have their attributes, as fubftances have 
their q^ualities, and almoin as' well 
afcertaiued* We call fome a£kions, in- 
▼atiably, beautiful, or becoming, or 
juft } and to others we gi»t chara£ters 
of a different kind : wc call murder, 
fou/i perjury, impious orpffane ; trea- 
chery, baft \ and malice, black i but not 
£b in France ; there we hear of the 
beauty of airaifinatton ; the philofophy 
of athcifm, the charms of poverty, and 
the virtue, of Robf/pierre •» — Their 
forced loan has (.lay they) been verjr 
produftive. Grantea ', hut whatperverlc 
ipirit can induce them to call force a 
ioan, when the word robbery is lo com- 
modioufly at hand ? Tlu: like of other 
things, why is a moderatift to be dif- 
tingui(hed as violent, and why a Sans 
Culotte to be called enlightened? Has 
he, i wonder, like the Prieltefs of 
«Delphos,bcen illuminated at the wrong 
end? As well might tlefe Gentlemen 
(peak of the dimcnfions of tafte, and 
the colour of found."— rHe then anfwers 
ttie obje^ions ia a clear and fatisfac- 
torv manner. 

It he following pifturc, of France is 
veil drawn ;— ♦* The nation itlclf ex- 
hibiu the moft tragical fcene. Princes 
immolated, whilft vaifaU reign; •on- 
ilkutions made for mockery, wlferein 
Electors, in (pite of rtprcfentation, 
come pcrfonsjlly forward, as a Sot^'e' 
reigH Mo^9 to mifrule thcmfelves ; 
where every thing is reverfed ; where 
a town has abforbed an empire, and 
the ealleries ruled the hall; where the 
iegijlutive is placed in a rump, the 
fltdicial in a fa£tion, and the executii*^ 
in a guillotme, under whofe univerfal 
yoke every individual Frciichtntn is 
liable to pafs, once and mo mor^. I have 
read of a nation of Tartars (Arifto- 
cratic no doubt) whofe nominal Sove- 
reign was a great book \ but neither 
this book nor any other Sovereign, 
real or fi^itious, have ever pei formed 
Cuch wonders as this Sovereigi^ Guillo- 
tine; maintaining hberty by coa- 



ftraint, animating courage by fear, feeJ- 
ing arisict with paper, and putting 
gold and rags upon a par ; and far 
exceeding the wonders oi the divining 
rod, not only pointing at fecret mines 
of ore, but railing up gold in ready 
coin from the bowels ot the earth. Yet 
is not thi« mighty Sovereign, after 
ail, infiin6t with fpint; it 'i&ocs doc 
move itfelf, buf has iis favoured mioif- 
ters, who muft pafs in turn under the 
yoke, and be no more. 

** But I may feem to fpeak too 
lightly 00 a i'ubjed which deferves* 
the moft ferious tone; for France 
appears as an immenl'e whirlj^odl, in* 
gulphing within its mad vortex, men, 
things^ and pripciples, all that was 
dignified, all that was generous, juft, 
and good ; and throwing up, in its 
tumultuous reflux, all evils, equality, 
madnefs and crimes ; nor has there ap- 
l>eared any hope that this wild rota- 
tion woum ceale. The Sans Culotte 
of to-day, enriched with the fjioils of 
the tuinult, becomes the Ariftccnt 
of to-morrow. He is immerfcd in bis 
turn. Revolution grows out of re- 
volution, and the fire-eyed monfter of 
anarchy, like the green-eyed 9ne in the 
play, jnaJt€5 ttc delicious food it ft vora* 
cioujly feeds on. In the mean time, the 
bare nbs and jointed bones of this de« 
firoyer hold firm ; in flux indeed, bot 
the parts which fall are iqflantly fup<« 
plied, and the Ciubs^ or the Communes^ 
or the JJfemhheSy or the Seliions (no 
matter for tht name), are as flrong, a$ 
bloody, ferocious, and rapacious as be*, 
fore. Robefpierres direct, and the like 
murders are committed, whether by 
cnaflacres in grofs, or the Guiilotine ia 
detail." 

Our Author's obfervations on the 
que ft ion of Aggreffion^ and on the indif- 
pofttion of the prefent rulers in France 
to a general Peace, are particularly per- 
tinent and appofite. 

<' If I ftiould feek the tiger id bit 
lair and afhil him there, am I the ag- 
greflbr ? Or dots not the tyger bear 
agi^refiion in his very frame ? Anarchy 
in like manner puts the world on its 
defence. France cannot preferve her 
prefent condition but by external war ^ 
a month^s external and internal peace, 
and one Ivalf would die hyfterical, and 
the other, it is to be hoped, wouid re- 
turn with penitence and forrow to the 
fanes of tru^h. But why not, therfi ^ 
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far, fufpend our hoftllities? Why 
fcould we comprds her into 6rengtJ> ? 
Why give her by tstemal war the 
pnaciplet of internal union, without 
«hich the would dcffroy hcrlcit ?— 
Who fpeak thus ? On which fide do 
the? fpeak ? If -peace would deftrcy 
ben. by «vhat argument* would they 
pcrlLade h^r to put herfelf into this 
iaie of Telf- deft ru6l ion ? I wi(h they 
h«J eioqucnce enough fo to perfuade 
her; but fhe has n^ore wit or more 
inftind^, or call ir what you will, than 
to be thus p'^nuaded. She brars hof- 
tilic) in her very nature. Hoftility not 
a^unft one nation only» but ail, as 
they may come into conta^ wiih her; 
though, so doubt, Ihe would be glad 
to take them in turn. Againft fuch a 
firiiiciple of general hoftility, all na- 
lioDs, without a iingie exceptioni fliould 
Daiie. The whole fyfteni of Europe is 
attacked, and neutrality Is trcafon, 
thangh, perhaps, moft excufable )•« iit- 
tk GtMoa, faCcinatt-d beneath the dra- 
gon's eye. 

Harmg thus ihewn the impractica- 
bility of peace, he next anfwcrs iume 
objcdions to the continuation of war. 
— •* Would you exterminate a whole 
people ? There is not a mouth in Eng- 
njkd large enough to fay aye. But put 
it the or her wb^, Would you defend 
yoarfelf to the laft extremity? Who is 
fo mealy-mouthed as to fay no? The 
wnper anfwcr is, that we will go the 
Ligih of fclf-dtffnce, be it what it 
Bay ; and that we think it rea- 
ibnable that fome^umpenfation ihould 
be made, and foine iVcurity |ivcn, if it 
can be had. that the like injiirics may 
Botbe renewed. But wbocan ibund thu 
future? W^e muft do what pra£ticabi- 
itj, limited by juftice and reafon, can 
effed.— Bet what, fay thefe objc£lor$» 
is our uUimate view ? —The aniwer 
B eafy, Sa/fty apd ^eacr ; the means are 
ftich as we can employ, and the refult 
i^in the dark.*' 

The extraordinary means for re- 
crtiiting and maintaining their armies 
to which the French have had recourfcy 



are juftly rcprefentcd as having rai- 
dered them truly formidable ; and this, 
together with lomeoth^r circumftances 
caTcuUred to excite alarm, is Hated mm 
a cogent reafon for promoting union 
among the Combined Powers, and for 
flimuiating them te the utmoft exer« 
tions of vigour, — With one more quo- 
'tation on this futjedt, we ihali finifli 
our account of the work. 

" Thufc, I compute, are* among 
tlie evils which threaten the fafety dt 
all Europe, and call upon the oationa 
to combine, and cruOi, if poilible, thia 
dragon in the (hell. Bui do they re-- 
quire yet ftrongcr mcKives ? Let thcro« 
then, hear the voxc of France incit- 
ing her wolves to flaughtcr :— ** Pa^ 
triol FtriUity cniigbttncfl Sans Cutotta^ 
behold your prey. Scvmt^^ns withouc 
lubjcfls, behold VMir lLitjc6l» there I 
the ilaves have already bent their necka 
to dcfpots, and will not refufe domi- 
nion to the free. Do you wi(h, O Ci- 
tizens, to exchange your affigiia^s for 
coin 1— -The ftavcs have gold, you will 
find it iti Amfterdaru^ You \vill hnd it—* 
wbtre^ I iruft, t'^ey xmlljirjlfnida ^ravt! 
Sons of phiiofophy and war, iron 
ihould be your ct.ly mnnufa^ure, eX" 
ctiifimeiy yjur, oivn\ who touch it arc 
your foes ; war only is worthy of your . 
virtues, war your foie purfuit, and 
tribute your only gain. Let the drudges 
of England labour in the mine of com* 
merce, their tribute will be only the 
more abundant. The (laves are wtll 
fed, and may afford to bleed \, liieir 
palaces and their houfes, if not their 
churches, are rich ; their bcis and 
couches are fnft, and their women r\»ir.** 

This add refs is truly chara^eriftic; 
the temptations it holds out ac net 
dilfimilar to thofe of Mahomet's pHra- 
dife ; and, we doubt nor, woiild have 
the fame efFe£k on the files of Sai.s Cu* 
lottcs as thofe have fo trequcr.tly had 
on the turban'd Followers of the Turk- 
iJh Prc«phct. — . But trc tbey find an 
opportunity of obtaining //avj I'lcliings, 
w'e truft wit!i our author, tbej vjill 
fi* ft find a grave.

The foHwving quotation from the 
Thirteenth Chapter recommends equity 
mnd fteadinefs ok conduA to perfons en- 
gaged m Trade and Bufincfs.

The fervices which a perfon ingagcd 
in a liberal line of trade or bufinefs 
mdy render to the public'by an upright

tion^ and a diligent attention to the 
opporiunkies of ulefulnci's which it af- 
#<«rds, are not fufficicntly regarded. He 
'mho purfucs hi* employment for its 

. proper cads, and condua* himfelf on

who fccks no unfair or unrcafonable

dual my contribute in no (mM degcm 
to produce a moral revolution in the 
commercial chata^er.*' 

The rules which our author give* 
for the regulation of paper credit are 
very judicious. 

** The fundamental principle to be 
infifted on wuh rtfpc£k to central ing 
engagements of the nature in qucftion, 
is tlvat which (ho aid reg^ulate o-ery eH* 
gagement of every kind : namely, tbiit 
they who promife fliouM know'theoio 
feivtt to be able to perform. It is ma« 
nifeftly not enough that he who iigtt 
or indorfes a bill (for Vhe fame general 
principles artach to both) ihould kitoir 
that kt is able ultimttely to pay it ; he 
ihould know that he is able to pay it, 
that is to fay, to find means of paymg 
it at the time when it becomes doe. 
Ill this latter particular, however, £ont9 
latitude of interpretation ii allowable. 
H^ is not buund to be morally certain 
ti * he fhall be able to pvy it in every 
poilible emergence which may arife. 
The ponTibility of a great politictl om- 
Tulfioo, of a general ftagnition in mer« 
can tile credit, or of fomc very extra- 
ordinary lofs of his own ; though any 
one of thefe events mi^ht difable in 
individual from paying his bill, ihould 
not prevent him from giving a bill, 
thefe not being events rcalbnably to be 
calculated upon. And the a-ommmjig 
demands of a very large number of 
holders of hss notes are no more to be 
calculated upon than the cafes abort« 
mentioned ; indeed, they commonly 
imply the exiiVence of one of thoite- 
caies, namely, a genml IVagiiation of 
mercantile cr<?dit. Neither a banker, 
therefor e,nor any other perfon, is bound 
in-confcience to limic his iignature and 
indorfemenr of bills to the fum which 
he knows he j^y by poflibiiity be re- 
quired to pay ; nor to that which he 
miy have literally bound himfelf to 
pay ; but to the fum for which he may 
r\ afunahly expert that he ihall \q cob- 
fcduence of tnofc eng-igements be calN 
eilupon. Care however is to be taken, 
an J in the cafeof abnnkerefptcialcjrei 
thi<r he keeps on the prudent fide." 

Our author's caution to me^cbsnti 
againik the pra6ticc of craetifg fii^i^ 
as the renii is, in time of war, or 
imking them ever by a fi6litiou«5 tranf» 
fer to the fubjcd.1 of louie Neutral 
Power, that by means of the paperv 
procured ihtuu^l^ this pietcndcd ^^^ 
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thej may appear to be meutral property 
if taktm by ihe enemy, is well worthy 
ihctractentioD. 

*< It may be urged, perhaps, in be- 
klf of this proceeding, that it is con* 
feffedly allowable to iinpofc on an ad- 
rerfary \ that rhe arc of war confifts of 
tntagems and feints ; that no moralift 
was ever rigid enough to coademn the 
Admif al or the merchantman for hang- 
bg out falfe colours ; and that it is ab. 
furd to maiotaln tliat it is lawful to 
dtcciveanantagonift by fi^itious flags, 
yec vnlawful to delude him by BSi- 
tiotts papers. This is not the place for 
tmniBiag how far and on what 
froumk ir may be juftifiable for open 
csemics to im'pofe on each other; nor 
is the proceeding under consideration to 
k tried or juilined by thofe rules ; for 
kcre is a third party introduced, the 
iBliibitaAtof the Neutrai State^ a State 
ia profound peace with both the con- 
tcsding nations ; who deliberately fuf- 
fen himfelf to be bribed by a fubje^t 
«f the ooe to pra£^ire an artifice on 
Mt of the other, which no plea bu^ 
ibt of being himfelf engaged in avow* 
tdhoftiKtics with the lattcri could pof- 
fiblj have juftified. And if it be tlius

ftrian property, it was enabled to land 
its cargo m tJindoftan. The changes 
made in the charter on its late reaewal 
have taken away the temptation to fuclk 
fraifds, but the remettbrance of theoi 
may be ufeful ; and aa the recital of a^ 
diftreliing event refulting from an im • 
moral pra€iice proves fometimes an cf« 
ftd^ual method of deterring men from 
proceedings of the (ame nature, I ana 
mduced to relate, though without 
naming the parties concerned, a oircum- 
ftance which lately took place. The 
laws, defigniflg to throw obftrudiona 
in the way of thofe who might eiidea* 
vour fraudulently to fend goods to the 
Eaft-Iudies, had difquaiifted evaqf 
trade i'man who fold any articles to « 
merchant, and knew they were fmug- 
led thither, from recovering the price 
by a legal procefs. A London dealer 
furniihcd a merchant with a large 
quantity of goods, being .confcious tluc 
they were to be fent to the Baft-Indtca 
by means of Ofietid papers. Soon af* 
terwards diftrufting the rcfponfibility 
of the purchafer, he thought it pru- 
dent to fue out a eonmillion of bank« 
ruptcy again ft him; and in the C4pa- 
city of petitioning creditor took aa 
oath of the reality of the debt. The 
other party retorted hit attack, by 
threatening to profecute him for per* 
jury. The tradefman finding that the 
law would not recognize fuch a debt, 
and that he (hould certainly be out-* 
wirted, ftirunk frona the impendingr 
dif^race, and fliot himfelf." 

The following advice is given to the 
manufaAurers. «* To have recourfe 
to every rcafonable precaution, how-- 
c\cr cxpcnfivc, by which the health of 
the workmen may be fccurcd frotn 
injury, and to refrain from profcciuing 
unwholefome branches of trade, uocil 
effectual precautions arc difLOvcred, is 
the indifpenfible duty of the pr »pric- 
tor of a manufa^ory. Let him not 
think himfelf at liberty to barter the 
livtsof men for gold and filver. Let 
him not feck proiit by afting .the part 
of an executioner. Let him ftation 
his workmen in large, dry, and well

▼entilatcd rooms. Let biiD confiantly 
prefer giving them their work to per- 
form at home, wb^netrer it can be 
done with tolerable convenience, to coU 
Icding tliem together in the fame apart- 
ment. Let him cncotaraee tbem^whi-n 
opporc unity olfcrs, to rende in viilagei 
and hamlets, rather than in a crouded 
town. Let him incolcate in them * in 
how great a degree clean Knefs contri- 
butes to health, and imprefs them with 
the necelfity of invariably obfervtng 
tfaofe many little regulations f , which, 
though fingly too minute to be noticed 
IB this place, have coltc£}iveIy much 
•WeCt in preventing difcai'e. Where 
kts own efforts i'eem liktty to fail, let 
kira lay the matter before the ablcft 
phy(icians, and lleadily put in practice 
the inftra6iiOni which he receive ; and 
' JEnally, let him exert his ufvod abtli- 
tics re difcovcr innoxious procpfies which 
may be labftitutcd for fuch as prove 
<lctriment«( to the pertbns who con- 
#!ttA them ; and dire£t by private iuli- 
atarion, and on proper occafions by 
public premiums, the attention of ex- 
perienced artifts and mannfa^rtrs to 
the fame objed^. The fuccefs of his 
endeavours may in many cafes be found

>Sfcluable material | formerly loll in the 
operati m. But, whether that -be the 
fnfe or noty he will at Icatl reap a 
iktisfaftioD. troai them which he could 



not otberwife have enjoyed, that tf 
reflecting on his pro&Ci with a quiet 
confcience." 

In the Chapter On the Duties of Pri- 
raie Gentlemen, there is the following 
puiTage : 

•* The weight which a wealthy land- 
owner resident in the country, pof- 
felTes in the place where his property 
is licuated, is ufualiy fo great as* 
to give him ft preponderating influ- 
ence in the management of all paro- 
chial concerns. Ibis influence oaght 
never to be employed by him dhcdtW 
or indire^ly for the attainment of felN 
iih or improper ends.

Let him 
deTOtt, where it is ncceifary, fome 
portion of his time and attention to the 
lofpcdion of parochial accounts.^ Let 
him not tolerate the abufe of charitable 
bequcfts either in land or money, left 
for (he benefit of the poor, by fuffer- 
lag them to be conligned into unfafe 
> Itonds, or to be let out on too low terms ; 
-XT by allowing their produce to be mifap- 
jfisd to (ave the purfes of |the rich. By 
ffsToduiefs to liften*to well-founded 

Eilaiots, let hnn keep the different 
i-officers to their duty. The inha- 
ts of the work-houfe will then be 
treittd with humanity, fed and clothed 
fiificiently, and furniflied with necef- 
firy books of religion ; and will neither 
beopprefled with immoderate labour, 
lor ifet permitted, when able to work, 
IP mter and become vicious through 
idkaeis. Due afliftance will not then 
krefttled in fit cafes to the flck and 
iafigent in their own houfes* Doles 
uddoQations will be diftributed, not 
according to Cc6t and p^rty, hot ac- 
cordiag to defert and ncceffity. The 
fiiBuion of th€ certificated poor, too 
fnqncntly excluded from any (hare in 
ffKh relief by thofe who are enjoying 
the benefit of their labour, will not be 
difregardcd ; nor will thev be unnecef- 
&rily hurried away to tnetr places of 
fetlement by vexatious or malicious 
ttnwrais." 

The following advice to thofe who 
ttadettake the koportant office of She* 
lif well deferves to be confidered : 



*' Among the different public offices 
which private Gentlemen are called to 
undertake in their rcfpeflivc counties, 
may be noticed thofe of Sheriff, Dc- 
puiy-lieutcnanr. Grand or Special Ju- 
rors, and Commiliioners ot Taxes^ 
Roads, and Canafs. Of thcfe,. that of 
Sheriff is the moft eminent. The She> 
riff is the firit civil of&cef, as the Lord 
Lieutenant is the firft in a military ca- 
pacity. But let him not be vam yf 
his temporary rank, ot folic itous to 
out- vie (lis predeceffors, and dazzle the 
eyes of the gazing multitude by the 
fplendour of his equipage, and the 
number of his attendants. Let him 
be impartial in his conduct at ele£lions 
of Members of Parliament, Coroners, 
and Verderors. Let him be ready to 
convoke, on proper applications, county 
meetings, for the purpofe of addrefling 
any of the branches of the legiflature. 
or the confideration of local bufinefs : 
but let him not promote fuch affemblies 
for the purpofe of difplaying his own 
importance, of facijitattng party views, 
of gratifying a Minifter, or of being 
advanced to Knighthood. In Summon^ 
ing Grand -juries, let him not pafs by 
or poftpone particular individuals m 
confequence of private difputes or po« 
litical differences. As fo large a fhate 
of the original duties of a Sheriff is now 
performed by his Deputy, the (^ualiff- 
cations, and above all the integrity, of 
that officer, ought to be feverefy Jcrutl- 
nized by his princi'pal. And he who re- 
collects that the firft incident which turn^ 
ed the thoughts of Mr. Howard to the 
fubje^ of pnfons,wasth4i tS^ght he ob-; 
tained into the ftate of them in nts official 
capacity as Sheriff, will fcSrcely want 
additional arguments to convince him 
of the benefits which virould refuft; 
were Sheriffs * in general to b'efiow t 
little more attention than is ufualljr 
given to the condition of gaols* and ni

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the condud of thofe whom they ap« 
point to govern them/* 

In the laft chapter of this Enquiry 
coniiderations are fubmitted to per Cons 
%vho doubt or diibtlievc the truth of 
Chriftianity, or the neceffity of a ftri£t 
obfcrvance of all its precepts. It opens 
sn the following maaner : 

«* When I explained in the intro- 
' du^ory chapter the plan of the prefent 
Work> I dated that it was my purpofe 
to combine on every occafion, as far as 
the nature of the fubje^k might admit» 
the conclufions of reafon with the dic- 
tates of religion. I have accordingly 
endeavoured, throuehout the foregoing 
Chapters, to eftablim moral duties on 
Chriftian principles, and to enforce the 
performance of them by Chriftian mo- 
tives. This conduft has evidently pro- 
ceeded on the fuppofition that tuch 
principles would be deemed obligatory, 
and fuch motives recognized as power- 
ful, by the greater part of my readers. 
I cannot, however, be ignol^ant, and I 
think it would be wrong to dififemble 
my conviction, that if this book ihould 
be fortunate enough to obtain the at- 
tention of thofe claflfes of fociety to 
which it is addrelTed, it will not unfre- 
quently fall into the hands of perlbns 
who deny or doubt the tiruth of the 
Chriftian revelation; or who alledge 
•hat a ftridt obfervance of its precepts 
is incompatible with their political or 
profciTional duties, and is not required 
from them in the exiting ftate of the 
world.*' 

To infidels and fceptics, of wfaofe 
errors he briefly enumerates the caufcs, 
he refers it to be considered, whetl\er 
in fo weighty and folemn a que(tion as 
a divine revelation, if it be not impro- 
bable, or even not impoflible, they arc 
not bound by the higheft obligations to 
examine with fairnefs into the validity 
of its claims. He then dates the cir- 
cumtlances of the fUd eftabliHiment of 
the Chriftian Faith— the humble origin 
of its author— the difHcultics he had to 
encounter, and the prejudices to over- 
come — 'the condant oppodtion he ezpe- 
ricnced-^he innocent and ufcful life he 
exhibited — the ignominious death he 
»n«lcrwent— the firmnefs and conftancy 
of his firft difciplcs, though they had 
nothing to eti>e6t for that conftancy m 
the prefent life, and in fa^ experienced 
nothing but troubles and pcrftfcutions. 
' Yet from thofe vinpromifmg beginnings 
did Chrtftianity make its way fo fuc- 
cefsfuJIy, Ikat within tbrc« ctattiriO 



from the firft preaching of Ohnft, W 
penetrated to the remoteft extremities 
of the Roman empire. He concludes, 
that a religion thus dcftitute of all 
worldly meanv of fupport, could poi 
have thus obtained belief and accep- 
tation, if its pretenfions had not been 
founded on irrefiftible truth. For k 
more detailed account of this moft inw 
portant of all enquiries, he refers the 
reader tq Mr. Paley's Views o£ the 
Evidences of Chriftianity, Dr. Beactte^ 
Treatife on the fame fubje^, and Mr. 
Paley's Horae PauUnae^ 

Tne plea of thofe who contend againft 
the neceffity of a ftrift obfervance of aQ 
the precepts of Chriftianity in the ex* 
ifting ftate of the world, he examines 
both by reafon and fcripture. 

With rerpe6^ to the firft he ar^c^ 
that if cuftom is to determine how fav 
we muft obey the rules of the Gofpel^ 
it will follow, that if it fliould be thf 
general cuftom utterly to difregard thofr 
rules, no individual would be under sat 
obligation to obferve them. But aa 
argument like this^ which ftrikesdi* 
reSly at the root of all religion, caniwi 
be maintained by thofe who believe i& 
Chriftianity. 

From the holy Scriptures many tett$ 
are cited, demonftratmg the nectility 
of a perfe^fc obedience ; and in a 1od| 
note there is an ing|enious, and, w« 
think, a juft expofition of one text, 
id Kings, chap, v, i8th and 19th ver- 
fes, which feems to countenance tht 
praAice of deviating from the lint of 
ftri£t duty in compliance with cxiftinf 
circumftances, but which may be rerj 
fairly othcrwife explained. 

He concludes his Work in the fol- 
lowing words : 

*Mt is impoftible to conceive that U 
who knowingly deviates from the oath 
of moral re^icudc and Chriftian ouiJi 
becaufe moft others in the fame rank 
and profeHion with himfelf deviate fron^ 
it, and becaufe, by foi-bearingto deviate, 
he ihould incur embarrafbnents and 
loifes, odium and di(]^race, is^ in that 
inftance, afting confiftently with thf 
Utter or the fpirit of the various fcrip- 
tural injunctions which have been quo- 
ted. Let thofe who find rhcmfelves 
tempted to fuch deviations, cond^cf 
whether it is. not probable that the 
Supreme Beine, on whofc providence 
the fuoccfs or every undertaking J<- 
pendsy will prof per thofe who fcrupu- 
loufly obferve the law» which he has 
prefcvibed fox tbeif aond-uf^r ^^ ^^'^* 
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the ilTiie tn hb hands^ rather than 
thofe who roanifeft their diftruft of his 
care by reforttng to arts and pra£tices 
which he hag forbidden ; whether thofe 
who are'injured in their worldly pfof- 
pc^ by their confcientious adherence 
to the line of re^itude, are not entitled 
to the full benefit of the I'criptural con- 
fohtiott, " If yc fuffcr for righteoufnefs 
fake, happy are ye j" and whether it is 
lot the part of wifdom as ^ell as of 
^y« whatever be the event at prefent^ 
ta regulate eveijf adion by that rule, 
according to which it will be judged at 
the laft lay.'' 

We here clofe onr review of this 
Tillable book ; . from which though 
we hare aken copious eatiadts; we 
bare omitted, on account of their 
leB|^ fevcral parages, which it was 
originally our wifli to have inferted. 
Fnr thole reie6t ions which appear, we 
Asjlmakc no apology ; the Pubh: arc 
.ebliged, by every (incere effort, to pro- 
note their benefit ; and the Author, if 
kit cluraAer may be collected from his 
Wntin|s, will be highly gratified by 
toy arcttinftances which may render 
)k exertions more eatenfively ufeful. 



In this inference we can hardly be 
mifta)&en ; as one prevailing feature in 
the compofition is an energy, and in* 
deed exuberance of ftyle, arifing evi- 
dently from his zeal and earilefinefs in 
favour of the caufe he has undertaken. 
As many individuals of fonie of the 
orders he addrelTes have neither leifura 
nor tafte for 'reading, and as a com- 
pendium* of their duty would be defi- 
rable for all, we think that tlie Work 
might be very ufefully abridged ; and 
of 'the practicability of this plan we are 
convinced by the experiment we have 
made on the laft chapter. We heartily 
wilh the Work ih every form, what the 
Author cannot command, though he ' 
deferves it, the befi fuccefs. But what- 
ever reception the labours of his. pen 
may experience from his countrymen* 
fsr'whofe happinefs he is ardently foii- 
citous, he may rejoice in the full pof- 
fcilion of rewards farfurpafiing literary 
prkife, and which mortals can neither 
dtminifli nor augment ;— the fecret ap- 
plaufe of his own heart, and the appro- 
bation of his Maker.

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ALLEN LORD BATHURST. 

7HJS Noble Lord, the lalt of the 
wits who'fiourifiied in the rei^n of 
^n Anne (that 9%t of miiitarr 
>M literary triumphs ! ), was the eldett 
^ of Sir Benjamin Bathurft, of Ciren. 
cefter, aad was born in the year i6S4« 
He wai oatttraily gifted with a ftrong 
nifettliae under&nding and lively 
PvtSf and hta education was fuch as 
oadttc^d to the brilliant figure he was 
^cfliBed to make, through a long life, 
tt a' icholar and a man of wit«-ft dif- 
ti^Soiflud oratsr and a ftatefman. 

& brought thefe talent* into Parlia- 
■eat'as te» a^ they could be well 
diUMed^ beragekded for the borough 
of virencefter, kfis native foil, fo early 
» tie year 1705, and in the twenty- 
firft )rear of his^ ; and foon after his 
>dai^a began to diftinguiih htmfelf 
>>a fpeaker with no inconfiderable de- 
p^ of reputation. The plan for an 
Viuonwith Scotland pame bffsf^ U^c 



Houfe the year after, and in all the do^ 
bates upon this great queftion, which 
continued for two femons with great 
warmth and oppoiition on both ndes, 
Mr. Bathurft firmly fupported the 
principle of the Union, as calculated tp 
hrengthcn the vi|our of the empire, by 
concentrating its force and political fen* 
timents. 

Mr. Barley (afterwards Earl of Ox- 
ford) a*d Mr. St. John (afterwards 
Lord VifcottAt Bolin^broke) were hia 
early firieads ; aad with them, on near- 
ly his irft en^nce into Parliament, he 
joined to Tap the credit of the Duke of 
Marlborough and his adherents. The 
principle held out at that time wu, 
<* That the Duke was protra6tjng the 
war for the fake of fupprortiaj; his owa 
influence, and filling his private cof- 
fers ; and that the Karl of Godolphin, 
who was then LorcfTreafurer and al^ 
lied .to.th^ Marlborough Family, waa 
Uviihing the treai^ires of the nation in 
P » %P«r^ 
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{upport of th« fkmt meafurts." Per- 
hap$ this may be true in part ; bm then 
It mail be conndere<l9 that, connected 
with the views of power and perfonal 
Influence, thefe two great men huni- 
1>lcd the power of France, and preferv- 
ed Europe, in a gre^t degree, trom the 
•rbitary rule of Louis the Fourteenth, 
^On the other hand it muft be confi- 
liered, that both Harle^r apd St. John 
fliowevcr pfaufjble their jmotivcs* may 
ibe) were warped' by no incoDnderablc 
degree of intereft in their attack, snd 
f^t it was CO worK o^t that Miuiftry, 
«nd put themfelves in tlieir places, 
whicn turned out to be the objei^ of 
ihis great pQlitical ftruggle. " 

Perhaps Mr.' Bathurft's yiewt wpre 
more pure : be mi£[ht have fol* 
lowed his friends (which lye believe 
was the cafe) fr'oip t|ie mere principle 
of ferving his couj^ry ; an^ the fpiri( 
and comport ion of his fpceches at that 
time bear us out in that opinion. What 
further confirms xhis is, his pjreferving 
his private friend ihips in the mid lib of 
political oppoiition w|th feveral of the 
ocher parry, and particiilarlV with Lord 
Somers, at that time Prendent of the 
Council. With him he ^ved in 
perfeA habits of intimacy ; and when 
that great man was divefted of his of- 
fice, Mr. B.'a£ted with fuch tender- 
seis, delicacy, and afliduity toward.s 
him, as to preferve his efteem to the 
laft hour of his life. 

Tn confideration of Mr. Bathurft's 
yeal and fenrices forthe Adminiftration 



of that day, he was fele^ed by tht 
Queen as one of the twelve Lords 
which her Majefty thought proper to 
orieate in the year 1711: and accoi^^ 
ingly he was called up to the dignity of 
a Peer by the title of Baron Bathurft, 
of Battlefden in Bedfordfbire, the fame 
year. The occafion of fo large a'crca- 
tion at one time (in quantity and at 
one occafion perhaps nevfer iincc cqoaL* 
led) is well known :— it was to give a 
majority in the Houfe of Lords, where 
the Peace duck, and without which the 
dciigns of Miniftry v^ould be blowD| 
and in all probability they would have 
}oli their places with difgrace. 

In reyicwing the private hiftory of 
thoTe times, we are enabled to fee the 
cmbarrafl*ed fituation that Miniftry 
found themfelves in at this jun^ure.'— • 
Swift, who was then fuppofcd to be in 
the full confidence of Mr. Harley, 
writes to his beloved Stella,—-** That 
hi; friends can no longer keep their 
ground-^that the game is up—and flie 
may fliortly cxpeft him to take care of 

his wijlows ^t LaraacorV." St.John 

however, who was equally boM as fruit- 
ful of e3[p<edients, fug^efted the idea of 
creating twelve Lords in ordrr to creaie 
a majcfitj, — Ha r lev at firft ihrunk from 
the meaj^re, as tooWd, precipitate, and 
even unprecedented.— There was how- 
ver no other alternative. The war mu^ 
otherwjfe have goneon ; and the l^inifi 
teirs lofing their power in one Houfe, ac* 
cording to all reafpnable calculation in 
political as well as worldly affairs, would 



* It has been mpch doubted by Lord Oi^ery, ^Iiether Swift, thopigh feenrdn^y fo mw^ 
carefle'd by Harley, had his fidl confidence. Dr. Johnfon obfcrvcs upon this, *< That it woukl 
)iave been difficult to exciu Sv7ifit*S zeal without perfaading htm that he was truAed, an4 
pot very eafy to delude, htm by falfe perfuafions.*' But notwithAanding this remark is juft, 
)f we recur to fii£H, we fhall be inclined to think there were fome Sute iecrets which Swift 
was not at that time acquainted with, by either Lord Oxford or Bolingbrpiee. The previoiis 
knowledge of the creation of the twelve Lords was oiie circumftmce; toe quand bt tw c t n

What theie differences were, afterwards appeared ; which was, 
l^t Bolingbroke wanted to brli^ in the Pretender as fucoeflbr to Qwxa Aime, whilft Oxford 
Icept trimming, thinking i\. too bc^d a meafure. Swift fui^^ed £6 little of this, that in 
more tli^n one place in his Letters, he foiemnly declares, that to the beft of his knowledge 
there was no^ the mod difta^t idea of that Miniftry to alter the foocefiion ) thfi^ it aftei- 
wards ^umed out to be the faBy (hat L^rd Bolingbroke, whilft abroad* was aStw^ Smrttarj 
to 'fbe PrctenMr, and was turned out of that olfBce on a Aifpicion of wan| of aeal in his Icr- 
yic^. From tbefc and other circi^mdances it feems probable^ that though Swift was in opOr 
jfidcnce ^( all that pa^Ted at the weekly Club of Sijetten, where ntoft mattecs of State wer^ 
poncodled, and got bis hints and materials from that Chib, as well as ^ons tJie private ki-

Lord Bathurfty being thus called up to 
\ the Houfe of Peers, attached himfelf 
i with cTen more clofenefs to his old pany ; 
I aad though hts friends foon after not 
I tmly loft their places, but were under 
! profecution and in difgrace, he felt 
Bone of the Courtier ^like manner of ac* 
tsmxiodanoxm He in particular very 
ftrennoafly and fpiritedly oppofed the 
iaipeachnient carried on agasnft the 
Sari of Oxford 5 and in the courfe of 
the vindidive proceedings againft that 
Nobleman oblerved, <M That the 
Kiag of a fa^ion was but the Sovereign 
ofhalfhisfubjeas.** * 

In the year of the South Sea fcheme, 
when the whole nation was infedted 
with the fpirit of avaricious enterprite. 
Lord B. was among the firft who rouf- 
cd the public from their delirium. He 
publicly impeached the Dire6tors,whofe 
arts had enabled them toamals furpriz* 
iag fonnnes. He reprefented that the 
national honour was concerned in ftrip- 
piag them of their ill •acquired wealth, 
aad moved for having all the Dire^ors 
of the South Sea Company ponilhed 
by a fbrfemire of their eftates for fuch 
a Botorioos a^ of^ordid knavery. 

When the Bill was brought into the 
Hoofe of Lords a^ainft Dr. Atterbury, 
the learned and injgenious Biihop of 
Rochefter^ the cauie, the integrity of 
life, and fine talents of that prelate, 
cagmd X^ord Bathurft as his friend » 
and be fpoke againft the Bill with great 
leal and eloquence. Towards the clofe 
of a ipecch which ia recorded much to 
hishcMiour in the Parliamentary Debates 
of that time, he obferved, 

^ That if fuch extraordinary pro^ 
ccedings were countenanced, he law 
avbthtng remaining for him and others 
to do, but to retire to their country- 
hoiires, and there, if potfible, quietly 
.eajoy their eftaics withm their own fa- 
■mesy fince the leaft correfpondence or 



intercepted letter might be made ^nmi« 
nal."— >Then turning to the bench of 
Biihops, he faid, ** he could hardlv ac« 
connt for the inveterate hatred ana ma- 
lice fime perfins bore the ingenious 
Bifliop of RocheAer, unlefs it was that 
they were infatuated like the wild 
Americans, who fondly believe they 
inherit not only the fpoils, but even 
the abilities of the men they de-. 
fttojr." 

Hil Lordlhip took an a^ive part in 
the dttedion of the frauds committed 
by the DireAors of the Charitable Cor* 
foration^ and Mras the tirft man to de- 
clare in the Honfe of Lords his abhor- 
rence of this moft iniquitous fraud; af^ 
ferting, and afterwards proving, that 
not one ihiiling out of 500,000!. of the* 
proprietors capital was ever applied 
to the proper lervices, but became the^ 
reward of avarice and venality. 

Foreign politics engaged his Lord* 
lhip*s attention as well as doraeftic, be* 
ing always ftronglyttverfe tocontinen-- 
tal connections, complainin^of theim-* 
menfe Turns laviflied in iubfidies to 
needy and rapacious Princes, and ar- 
raigning fuch meafures as deftru£tive 
to the true interefts of Great Britain. 
In Parliament as well as out of Par- 
liament he was the conftant opponent 
of Sir Robert Walpole. His feveral 
fpeeches in the courfe of that long Mi- 
niftry go to prove the former part of 
this afierrion, and the two following 
extracts from confidential letters to his 
friends will fupport the latter. In one 
addrefled to Swift, dated February 
1730, he fpeaks thus of fome money 
matters the Dean entrufted him 
with ;---** I have paid intereft to John 
Oay for the loot. up to this time 9 
which he muft account to you for* 
Now ^ou muft imagine that a man whq 
has mne children to feed can't afford 
Akinos pa/cere nummcs. Bur I have 
four or five that are very fit for the 
table •. I only wail for the L 
Mayor's day to difpofe of the large 
and I fhall be fure of getting off t 
youngeft whenever a certain great man . 
makes another entertainment at CheU 
fcaf." 

In the other letter, dated Novcm\)er 
173^, he is ftill more fcvere on the ad- 
miiiiftration of Sir Robert,—" I am

convinced (fays he) our Conftitution U 
already goneyand we ace idly ftruggling 
to maintain what in truth hiis been long 
loft ; like feme old fools here (at Baib)f 
with gouts and palftes, at fourfcore^ 
drinking the waters in hopes of returning 
l^ealth. In ihort, were nis Majefty in- 
clined to-morrow to declare his body- 
^Kncbman Firft Minifter of State* it 
would do. juft as well, and the wheels 
of GovernmeAt would move as eaiily aa 
they do with the fagacious driver who 
now fitson the,box. Parts and abilities 
are not in the lead wanting to conduct 
affairs ; the coachmaa knows how to 
feed his cattle, and the other feeds the 
|}«afts in his fervicc; ^nd this is all. 
the ikili that is neceiTary in either. 

Sir Hob^rt. however, was then tot« 
«Biring in hisfituation ; aiid though the 
Spaniih ConvenlLon pieced him up 
awhile, he loft his majorities in the year 
X742» and his Lordlhip had not only 
the fatisfa^ion to fee his many political 
ftruggles crowned with fuccefs, by 
fprcingthe MLnifler from all his em- 
ployments, but of finding himfclf in of- 
i^ce asCaptain of ]Jie Band of Gentlemen 
Tenfiouers, and a Member of the Privy 
Council. In 1 744 be refigned this em- 
nloyment, and in 1757 was appointed 
Trcafurer to the prclcnt King (then. 
Prince of Wales), and continued in the 
lift of Privy Councillors till his Ma- 
' jelly's acceiTion to the throne in 
1,7 6o. ■ 

At this period, being at the advanced 
age of yH/tfw/y-j^.r, he had wirdom 
enough t6 give up all employments, 
and (hade himCelf under bis oaks of 
Cirenccfter, where he enjo^red th« 
plea fur es of a welUfpent life and a 
green old age with truly philofophical 
misfa£tion« Till withiu a month of 
his death, he conftantly rode out oa 
horfeback two hours before dinner, and 
conftantly drank his bottle of Claret or 
%Iadcira after dinner. 

When Dr. Cadogan's book upon the 
Gout came out, fome of his friends en- 
deavoured to perfua'de him to adopt the 
method preCcribed by that phyfician, of 
drinking water inft'cad ot wine. In 
anfwor to this, he replied,—-** So I 
would, but my own conftitution is my 
bcft phyfician. Dr. Cheney, JS/i/ . 
J ears ago, alTured me 1 fhould not live 
fevcn years unlets 1 abridged myfelf 
of my wine*— I did not— and here I 
am." 

ms LordjQiip purfued thit eufton to 



the laft, and had health and fpirics t# 
add to the bottle all the charms of con-. 
verfatioB, of which the following little, 
anecdote is a proof » About two years 
before his death j^beinK then in bis 
89th year) he invited iome friends to 
i^end a few days with him at Ciren- 
cefter, and being one evening engaged 
with the bottle to rather a late hour» 
his Ton (the late Lord BatburiU who 
was then Lord Chancellor) objected to 
their fitting up any linger, adding, 
** that health and long life were beft 
Secured by temperance and regularity/' 
His Lordlhip, however, ftill went ob» 
and fuftcred him to retire : but as foon 
as ever he was gone out of the room, ' 
the cheerful father cried, ** Come, mj 
good friends, fince the old Gentleman is 
gone to l^d» 1 think we may ventare ta 
crack another bottle." 

Lord Batburft was advanced to the 
dignity of an Earl in i77'> and lived 
to fee his eldeft fon promoted to the 
Peerage in r^7i, by the title of Baron 
Apfley, and at the lame time promoted 
to the office of Lord High Chancellor of 
England, an office he difcharged for 
near nine years with great attention 
aad integrity* In the fummer of 1775 
IfOrdBathurft felt for the firft time the 
approaches of imbecility, fo as to pre« 
vent his riding; out as ufual every mom- 
ing before dinqer. In the beg^inning 
of September the fame year, it was 
followed by a few daysillne(s and being 
confined to his room, which terminated 
in his death, whicl%happeaed on the 
X 6th of September 1 7\. in the 9jft yew 
of his age. 

Lord Bathurft's public charafiber 
eomes down to us witn great refpe^a. 
biltty, as to the talents of aa orator 
and a ftatefman, he joined an integrity 
that never forfook him through the 
courfe of his political life. To tliefe 
public virtues he added all the good- 
breeding, politenefs* and elegance of 
focial intercourfe, which is well vouch- 
ed by his intirnate friendfliip and oor* 
refpondence with Pope, Congreve, 
Swift, "V^nburgh, Prior, Rowe, Ad- 
difont Arbuthnot, Gay, and moft of 
the men of genius of his time* All 
the great charafters more or lefs celc* 
brate him, particularly Pope, who ia 
his Epiftle on the Ufa. of Biches thua 
addrcfles him. 

*« The.fcnfc to valne riches, with the ait

Sterne* likewife, in his Letters to 
Eliza, thus fpeaks of him. '< This 
Vobiman (fays he) is an old friend of

t^blc. The manner in which his notice 
tena of me was as fiogdlar as it was 
Pwtc. He came-oip to me one day as 
A was at the Princefs of Wales's Court 
— ** 1 want to know vou, Mr. Sterne ; 
but it IS fit you ihould know alfo who 
it is that wiihes this plcafure. You 
luve heard (continued he) of an old 
Lord Bathurfty of whom your Popes 
•nd Swifts have Tung- and fpoken To 
Bach.—l have lived my life with ge- 
Biuffes of .that caft» but have furvived 
tltepis and defpailriog ever to find 
tlieir equals, it is fome years fince 1 
^ve dofed my accounts, and ibut up 
By books with thoughts of never open- 
iog them again : but you have kindled a 
defire in me of opening them again once 
niore before I die, \yhich I now do i 
ib come home and dine with me." 

Stemc then adds, *' This Nobleman 
Ma prodigy ; for a| 85 he has all the 
wit and promptneis of a man of thirty } 
s^ifpofuion to be pleafed, and a power 
to pleafe others beyond whatever I 
kfiew-^addedto which, a man of learn- 
k^ courtefy, and feeling." 

To thefe teftimooies of his Lordihip*s 
kigh charadler we ihal] add that ot a 
liTtog wriur, no lefs celebrated for his 
tlocution than the richnefs and variety 
of his mind. What we allude to is the 
foiWing (ketch drawn by Mr. £d« 
mund Burke on moving his ** Refolu* 
tions for Conciliation with the Colonies, 
swl March 1775" After dcfcribiog 
^rapid increafe of commerce and po- 

fiiUtim which happened in America 
oce the beginning of this cen- 
tury, he thus proceeds : — " Let us 
lu»«ever, before we defcend from this 
Boble eminence, reAeft that this growth 
of ottr national profperity has happened 
^ntbin the fhort period of the life 4)f 
Ban*>ir has happened within thefe 
fxij-eigbi years ^ There arc thofc alive 
vhofe memories might touch the two 
exiremitics. For inftance, my Lord 
Bkithurfi might remember ail the ftagcs 
ot the progri'fs. He was, in 1704., ot 
^ '£e at Icaft to be made to comprehend 



fuch things ; he was then old enough 
afla parentum jam Ugere^ et iptafit pQie** 
rit cognofcere virtus, Suppofe, Sir, 
that the Angel of this aufpicious youth* 
forefeeing the many virtues which 
made him one of the moft amiable as h» 
is one of the mod fortunate men of hia 
age, had opened to him in a vifion, that 
when in the fourth generationi the 
third Prince of the Houfe . of Brunf* 
wick had fat twelve vcarson the thront 
of that nation which (by the happy if- 
fue of moderate and healing councils) 
was to be made Grent Britain, he (buuld 
fee his fonj^ord Chancellor of England, 
turn back the current of hereditary- 
dignity to its fountain, and raifs htns 
to an higher rank of Peerage, whilft 
he enriched the family with a new one. 
If amidd thefe bright and happy fcenea 
of dome ft ic honour and profperity, that 
Angel Ihould have drawn up the curtain 
and unfolded the rifiog glories of his 
country ; and whilft he was gazing 
with admiration on the then commercial 
erandeur of England, the Genius 
mould point out to him a little fpeck, 
fcarce vifible in the mafs of the nation- 
al intereft, a fmall feminal principle 
rather than a^ormed body, and ihould, 
tell him— 

*< YouiTg man, there is- America, 
which at this day fervcs for little mor* 
than to amufe you with ftories of fa* 
vage men and uncouth manners, yec 
ihal J, before you taile of death, ibcw 
itfelf equal to the whole of that comr 
mcrce which now attracts the envy of 
the whole world.-— Whatever England 
has been growing to t>y a progrefhve 
increafe of improvt^ment, brought ia 
by varieties of people, by fuccuilioii 
of civilized conqucfts and civilized fer* 
tlements, in a feries of feventeeu bun* 
dred years, you ihali fee as much added 
to her by America in the courfe of a 
finglc life." 

*' If this ft ate of his country had 
been foretold to him, would it not re-* 
quire all the fanguine . credulity of 
youth> and all the fervid glow of en- 
thuQafnifto make him believe it ? For- 
tunate man ! he has lived to fee it !-^ 
Fortunate indeed if he lives to fee no* 
thing that iball vary the profpe^^, an4 
cloud the fetting of bis day ! " 

His Lord (hip was that fortunate 
man, as he died the September after 
the al)ove fpcech was made, and jul^ 
before the commencement of hoftilities 
with America, which in the end has 
feparated (in refpe£k to foveret^nry, 
but not, we truft, in regard to friend-, 
ibip and commerce) that country frcm 
Oreflt Britain for ever. 
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THE foIiowiog'EFiTAFR for the late Sir William Jones^ Knigbiy onerftlf 
Judges of the Supreme Court at Calcutta, was written by a Brother Judge * 
in the (ame Courts who once lived with Si& Willi'am Jones upon tenm 
of the mod confidential intimacy, and who now laments hit Death with the 
moft poignant forrow. The Writer did not de(ire it to be publiihed, bat, oi 
the contrary, fpeaks of it with the utmoft diffidence, as the iinftudied cflTufioa 
of fincere refpeft, which had nothing more to recommend it than its trotls 
The Writer's Correfpondent however conceives that it docs equal honour to 
the Dead and to the Living :— to the late lamented Friend, and to the furvir. 
ing mourning One : — ^to the Man who defervcd fuch a Tribute of jud Ap« 
plaufe, and to the un*envying Equal who had candour enough to pay it. It 
is but juilice further to add, that a very lon^ Letter from the Writer of thii 
Epitaph is filled with praifet of the dectafcd, which are expreiTed with far 
greater eloquence of pathos than the narrow limits of a Marble Tablet 
could contain, or the rigid rules of fuch a Ikctch could clafGcally ju(lify«

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TUESDAY, JAN. 6. 

■p ARL STANHOPE rofc to make his 
^ promifed motion on the fubjeft of our 
interference with France, He prefaced 
k with a fpeech of feme length, which 
conftfted prii^cipally of details relative 
to the immenfe ftrength of the Repub- 
lic, as well with refpcft to its internal 
refources, as to its military concerns. 
He faid, he was prepared to ihew, by 
incontrovertible proofs, that France was 
at this moment not only Wronger than 
all her enemies united, but even flronger 
than at any period (ince the Revolution. 
Their armies were reprefented by Mi- 
nifters as undifciplined, diforderly, and 
ili appointed, but the reverfe was the 
fa^ ;-*they amounted now to the im* 
nienfe aggregate of f, 200,000 men, the 
beft difciplined and provided of an^ 
troops in the world ; this was now io 
obvious as to be beyond denial^ and 
even as notorious as tneir unparalleled 
fucceffes. — He then adverted to the 
itate of the French Navy, which, not- 
withftanding the checks it had receiv- 
ed laft fummer, was in a ftate of pro* 
greiive increafe ; it was now, he laid, 
if not fuperior, equal to, or at any 



rate very little inferior to our own. 
Thuscircumftancedyin what ftate muft 
we expc£t to fee it next fummer, 
and the probable confcquenccs of which 
were too obvious to need pointing out. 
With rcfpcdl to the fuppoled deplorable 
ftate of the Finances of France ; he 
could prove that their Finances were 
at this moment flourilhing beyond any 
former period.— In addi^n to what 
he had already ftated, he obferved the 
great acccffiohof ftrength France would 
receive by the conqueft of HolUndi 
which now may be regarded as cer- 
tain, and by turning its powerful na- 
vy againft this country, to which it 
was not improbable but the SpanilH 
navy, either by means of negociatioa 
or force, would form an addition. 

He then moved a Refblution, im- 
porting— << That this country ought 
not, ~ nor will it interfere with the ii- 
ternal Government of France, and that 
it is expedient explicitly to declare ihe 
fame.*' 

The Earl of Carlifie, in a few word$» 
expreffed his difapprobation of the 
Motion, as worded oy the noble Earl i 
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« was of m very Tagne ind ambtgvout 
cQsplejnoo ; bciidec, it wem too far for 
Urn to fubfcribe to. He admittpd, that 
al>ftri£tedly,or generally fpeaking, the 
ipnpofition was rii^ht, as po nation was 
jnimed in incenneddling with the in- 
ceraal concerns of another, except on 
pnninds referring to principles of felf- 
icfence. 

Lord AttcklsLod was alfo averfe to the 
pnipofitiom of the noble £arly as, in the 
praent fituation of France, he was of 
cpinion, that a fecure and honourable 
peace could not be made with that 
coon try* 

The Earl of Mansfield, in a fpeech 
rffone lengthy oppofcd the Motion. 
He obferredy that no political w liter 
idtttever had advanced fuch a pro* 
pofinon as that brought forwara by 
the noU*e Earl. It certainljr was in 
fone circumftances not only juftiBable 
but proper to interfere in the internal 
concerns of another country. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne fup- 
portcd the obfenrations of his noble 
fiiend. He expatiated on the neceflity 
and defirablencfs of a fpeedy peace | 
bat (aid. that in fome ooints he did 
Botgo Co f^r as' the noble Earl. The 
pre£at propofition was of fuch a tagup 
aad indefinite nature, as to admix of 
TarioQs conftru£tions ; he therefore 
willed it was withdrawn. 

Earl Stanhope, in explanation, fup« 
potted his former obreryations, and 
was fo well convinced of their truth 
aad propriety, that he would take the 
fenfe of their LordihtpSy even if he ftood 
alone on the occafion. 

Their Lordihips divided, and there 
appeared, againft Lord Stanhope's pro- 
portion, 61 : for it (himfclf) i j-rMai* 
jwity, 6o.-^— Adjourned. 

TUESDAY, JAN. 13^ 

After difpofing of fome bufinefs of fi 
private nature, their Lordfliips (on 
Ihe fugeeftion of the Lord Chancel- 
lor) ordered that a Committee ihoul(| 
be appointed to inquire mo the ore- 
ccdeou of what had be^n the practice 
ef that Houfe, reUtive to the judgment 
in cafes of high crimes and mifdemea- 
Mrs fimilar to thofc of Mr. tiaftipgs.-*r 
Adjuurned.

Lord Dundas, after being introducdd 
in the ufual form, took the oaths and 
his feat. 

TUESDAY, JAN. 27. 

The Duke of Bedford rofe to make 
his promife#Motion on a negociatioa 
with France, which he prefaced with 
a fpeech of confiderable length. He 
obfervcd that his propofition, when 
fairly confidered, would not in his 
opinion be opjwfed even by Minifters 
themfelves, as in eflfe^l it would go 
no farther than to declare that we had 
no objeftion tq treat for peace with the 
French, if they were willing to do fo* 
He faid, that Minifters had, by every 
poflible art and delufion, endeavoured . 
to imprefs the people oiF this country 
with the raoft unfavourable feutiments 
of the French, rcprefenting them as not 
only the perpetrators of the moil fliock* 
ing crimes in their domeftic fy Item, but 
aiming at univerfal conqueft and domi. 
nion abroad. Minifters were loud in 
a^enin^, f hat a permanent and fecure 
peace could not ne made with fnch a 
lyflcm of Gov<frnipcDt as now exiftcd 
in France, but he conceived the bell 
way to render a peace permanent and 
fecure with any form «f Government^ 
was to conclude it on reafonable and 
equitable terms ( it would then become 
the reciprocal Interejl of both parties to 
adhere to it.— He would requeft their 
Lordihips to contemplate on our very 
critical and alarming fituation, and what 
powers and xefources we had to profe* 
ci^te the war with any hopes of fuc- 
^efs. — In the commencement of the 
war he believed that the great body 
of t)ie people, inflamed by the arts and 
deliffions of Minifteri, wire Ipd to ap<* 
pfove of it ) but the mift j)ad ever 
bnce been gradually ^ipsring from 
their eyes) the events v^hich had 
taken place, and the dee)arations of 
Minifters, induced therp to entenain 
contrary opinions, and fo ylew matters 
in their true light, This ^trcumftance, 
more than all the reft, would enervate 
the power of Minifters to profecute the 
war ; and it was for them to eonfider 
how they perfevered in a cmdudt evy« 
dcntly obnoxious to the piople. His 
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{)roponttdn he purpofely couched in 
ucn terms as he thought would oh* 
viato ohje6l:ion from all parts of the 
Houfe, and which he conceived would 
in fome degree tend to the de fired end 
i^hich they all had in view. He then 
moved a Refolution to t|ie following 
^e& : ** That it is the opinion of this 
Houfe, that no particular form of go- 
Ternment extfting in France ought to 
preclude fuch a negociation as would 
prevent a peace, confiilent with the ho« 
nour» the fecurity, or t^ intercfts of 
this country.*' 

On the queftion being put> Lord 
Crenville rofe, and, in a fpeech of 
fome length, delivered his fentiroents 
on the fubje6t before their LordHiips. 
With refpe6t to the propofition offered 
by the noble Duke— on the firft view 
of it, he did not fee what difference 
of opinion could arife, but he by no 
j^cans thought, that at fuch a juD£i:ure 
as the prefent, it was a proper refolu- 
tion for their Lordihips to adopt. I^e 
intended therefore, m the way of 
jIVincndment, to bring forward a pro* 
pofition, which to agree to, would be 
much more confident with the na- 
tional honour, and its true interefls, 
and which would eventually tend much 
more to accelerate the defired end, 
than the idea of the noble Duke 4 and 
^8 he thought it of very great import- 
ance that the two branches of the Le- 
giflature lhoulda£t in unifop» he would 
propofe as an Amendment to the noble 
x)uke's Motion fuch a propofition as 
vras recently adopted by th(j other 
|lottfe of Parliament. ^ He then mo\'ed 
An amendment fimilar to that moved 
by Mr4 Pitt in the Commons the day 
oefore. 

The Duke of Norfolk conlidered the 

J[oufe as having the option of two 
ifferent motions before it ; and as he 
deemed it calculated tp relieve the 
minds of the people from the anxiety 
and dread t^ey were under, at hearing 
the indefinite declarations of hoftilities 
from Mini(len> he would fupport the 
propofition of the noble Duke. 

The Bi&pp of Llandafffpoke with 
his accuflomed ability and information 
in fupport of the original Motion. 

Lord Uawkefhury and the Duke of 
Athol fpoke for the Amendment. 

Marquis of Lanfdowne faid, that h^ 
did not mean to trefpaf$ on their Lord- 
ihipi' time', but that the importance of 
the prefent dang^rous^crifis had again 
ciillcd hioft fotth. The nobie Mar<^ui$ 



having made many flirewd remarks am 
the Motion and Amendment, voted for 
the former.* 

Lord Hawke took a view of the 
Dutch navy, and faid, from its de- 
fed ive ftatc, the Frenph would hava 
very little rcafon to boall the acquifi* 
tion. ' , 

Lord Hardwicke fpoke again ft the 
Motion ; he denied ttiat the fituation 
of this country was fnch as to lead m 
to rilk our fecurity by negotiating -with 
a country whofe principles were fo 
hoftile to all the Governments of £q* 
rope. A vigorous profccution of the 
war he conceived to be the only means 
of obtaining a fafe and honourabla 
peaci. 

Earl Lauderdale cenfnred the ooa« 
du£t of his Majefty's Minifters ia 
evading the propofition of his noble 
friend ; and having gone over nearly 
the fame line of argument that had 
been taken by the Duke of Bedford, 
concluded with giving his alFent to the 
Motion, 

Lord Carlifle contended, that tfa^ 
effe^ of the Motion would be to throw 
this country on the mercv of France, 
and therefore would moft eifeduaUy 
prevent our obtaining either afecure or 
in honourable peace. 

The liord Chancellor, in a moft able 
fpeech, proved to the Houfe that the 
Amendment would eff*e6^ all the good 
of the Motion^ without being liable to 
fo n^any and fo drong objedions. 

The Bifhop of Durham fpoke infa^ 
vour of the Amendment. 

The Duke of Bedford havin? re« 
plied, Lord Grenville and Lord Auck- 
land each faid a few words in expla- 
nation, when the Houfe divided :-« 
For the Amendment, 88 — Proxies^ 
^5i 113 ; Againft it, 15—- Proxies^ 2, 
17 ; Majority! 96. — ^Adjourned to 
Thurfd\y. 

THURSDAY, JAN. 29. 

The Habeas 0orpus Siifpcniion hilt 
was brought up from the Houfe of 
Commons by Mr, Attorney General^ 
read a firft time, and itsfecpud readinj^ 
fixed for Saturday. 

The Earl of G uildford fnoyed an Ad- 
drefs to his Majefty, for the produc- 
tion of an account of the number of 
^ruflian troops employed in the fervice 
of Great Briuin, pur man t to the treatr 
fortned with his Pruifian Majefty, ana 
alfo an account of the money paid to 
his PruiUan Majefty for the. fame.«-^ 
Ordered. Adjourned. 
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MONDAT9 JAN. $. 
\#R»Grey rofe, and after having Ad- 
^ ferted to that part of hi» Majcfty's 
Speech vhich touched on the impraai- 
ability of treating for peace with the 
prefent ruling party in France, and on 
the explanation griven of it in a late de* 
hut by theChancellor oi: the Exchequeri 
obfenfed, that he felt it his duty to give 
aoticeof a motion which he intended to 
bfiag forward the 20th in ft. and which 
would have for its obje6t» to be inform- 
ed, whjr Minifters would not advife 
hii Majefty to attempt a negociation, 
c?efl under the prefent exifting cir- 
cumftances, declaring it not to be our 
inteniioB to interfere with the prefent 
iaterna} Government of France. 

Mr. Fox fald» that previous to the 
difcullion of that part of the Loan 
vhich was intended as a fubtidy for 
the Emperor, he deemed it necelTary- 
tomove,ihat an account be given in of 
the fams paid to the King of Pruflia, 
and of the fervices which he had ren- 
dered to the general caufe. 

Mr. Jekylifeconded the motion, and 
propofed an Amendment, that be fides 
the account of the money iflued for, 
ud received by the King of Fruliia, an 
"(^icial return ihould be made of the 
Auabe^ of troopa brought into the field 
by him daring the laft campaign. 

Mr, Pitt replied to Mr. Jekyll and 
Mr Fox, and went into an able defence 
tfihefubfidv granted to the King of 
Proffiai oblerving, that fignal advan- 
tages had, been reaped froifi it to the 
caofe of the Allies, which the hiftory 
of the campaign would abundantly 
prove.— He fatd, that no exait official 
Rtom conld be given of the number ot 
ttoopi employed by the King of Pruflia 
in the general caufe, as they were 
M cammanded by a Britilh oAicer, but 
dnt it was eafily afcertained by other 
OK)des ^f general information. He 
A«rtfore moved, that the words " re- 
turn of the number of troops" be left 
«» of the Amendment. 

Mr. Wmdham fupported Mr. Pitt; 
MeC. F0X9 Sheridan, Thompfon, and 
Jekyll opposed it ( upon which a di- 
'ifioa took place, for Mr. Pitt's 
Aflkeodment, 1104 for the original Mo- 
«iW,33.^Majority, 77- 
H w. Sheridan rofc to fupport bis 



Motion for a repeal of the fufpesfioa 
of the Habeas Corpus A6t. He 
took a retrofpe^iive view' of the con* 
du^ of Miniftcrs fmce the time of th^ 
proclamation in September 1792, and 
reprobated in the fevered language 
their various contrivances to creato 
alarmsg to excite diftruft, by propa- 
gating wide and far the notion of plots 
and confpiracies, which he then, as he 
did now contend, never to have exifled 
but in their own foul imaginations. 
They were conjured up and cheriflied 
for no , other purpofe but the gratifica- 
tion of their own criminal ambition, to 
ferve their defperate endeavours to re- 
main in power, and ftrengthen them to 
carrv on the truly calamitous and ac- 
cur(cd war.— The event, he faid, of 
the late trials fully unmafked their 
manoeuvres, and the verdi^of different 
juries completely negatived the ex- 
iftcnce of tnat confpiracy, which they 
had employed fuch unwearied exertions 
to arceruin."— He alfo animadverted oa 
the condu£l and language of the Seli* 
citor General, which he pointedly- 
ridiculed ; expofed in the molt glaring 
view the fyftem of employing fpies and 
Informers ; and concluded by recom* 
mending, that the benefits of the Ha- 
beas Corpus A€t be reftored to this 
country ; declaring that he felt it his 
duty not to delay one moment exerting 
every nerve in his power that could 
contribute to infure him fuccefs* 

Mr. Windham entered ipto a fpi* 
rited reply, in which he difplayed tils 
ufual| ingenuity and philological 
acutenefs.— A confidcrable part of his 
fpcech was allotted to a defence of his 
conduft, and that of thofe of his friends 
who had recently joined the ftandard 
of Adminiftration.— >He could by no 
means agree that the event of the trialf 
alluded to was a decifion of the point at 
ilTue between them— he contended that 
a dccifion of the Grand Juries who had 
found the indictments was a ftrong pr«« 
fumptive proof of guilt— and, impref* 
fed with tnefe fcntiments, he therefore 
conld not regard but with the moil de- 
dded difapprobation,the tenor and pur- 
port of what had been advanced bf the 
Hon. Gentleman* 

Mr. Erfkine entered into the fubje^ 
at conliderabU length. Ut took « 
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cxmiprehenfive view of the varioot and 
complicated pctnts of law which were 
involved in the queftion in debate i and 
made a pathetic and forcible appeal, as 
well to the underftandings as the hearts 
•f MintfterS|COojnringthero t>y every tie 
by which they could poflibiy be bound 
to the Conftitution or their country- 
men, not to fuflTer the odious unpopular 
fufpenfion of that facred bulwark of 
their common liberties to continue i-*« 
but for their own fakes, and for the 
fake of common policy, in an hour of 
fuch danger as the prefent, when the 
moment was not known chat the ene- 
my would not be on our coafts, to 
ttnite all the people in one intereft, and 
in the fuppon of our ineftimahle Cou- 
^tttttion, by permitting them to par- 
take freely of its bleffings. 

Mr. Serjeant 'Adair faid, that the 
fubjcd then under confideratioii of the 
Houfe, was one upon which the public 
opinion w«s itiuch mifled. It was al- 
moft univerfally believed out of doors, 
that the whole of tl)e Habeas Corpus 
A& was fufpended, and that every man 
was at the entire mercy of the Mini- 
fter. This was hf no means the fa£i ; 
there was only one claufe of the Ha* 
beas Corpus ASt fufpended, the reft 
was in full force, and io every other 
cafe, except in a charge of trcafon, a 
roan had the fnll beneht of the A6t. — 
He had expected, that when fuch a 
motion was brought forward. Gentle* 
men would have come down to the 
Houfe with proofs, or at leaft with ar- 
guments, to (hew that the confpiracy 
which was proved to have exifted 
was now nd more ; and concluded with 
faying, that it was provtd clearly to the 
Houfe, that the danger which called for 
the fufpenfion had ceafed when it (hould 
be proved that thefe Societies were 
diflbWed ; then, and not till then^ 
would he confent to a meafure which 
tended to deprive the Execiitive Go- 
vernment of that power which had been 
^aced in their hands for the fecurity of 
Hifi whole kingdom. 

Mr. Fox paid fome very handfome 
compliments to the learned gentleman, 
but differed entirelv from him in his 
•pinion refpe6ling the late trials. 

The Mailer ot the Rolls was of opi- 
nion, that a trcafonable confpiracy had 
beci^ fully fubftantiated ; and that the 
meeting of any Convention, with in- 
tent to chufe a' form of Government, 
was an aft of treafon, whether fuch 
Cattventioit proceeded to a6t or not. 



Mr. Wilberforce entertained no doabc 
but that attacks had been meditated a- 
gainft the Conftitution by fevcral per- 
ions in this country ; fot this realbn he 
was of opinion, that it was cqualhf as 
neceflary to ftrengthen the hands oftUe 
Government, as it was to conciliate the 
people. At the prefent period, there* 
tore, he ^as of opinion^ that the hands 
of Government ought to be ftrengthen* 
ed, in order to puniih fuch as Ifaonid 
aim at deftroying the happinefs of this 
country. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, that as he had not 
yet heard any argument from the Hon. 
Gentlemen on the other (ide, it was 
impoflible for him to reply to that in- 
genuity, which, although intitled to his 
approbation, neverthelefs demanded na 
anfwer. 

The Chancellor of the Excheqiie* 
faid, that as the Hon. Gentleman had 
remarked, in fuch a triumphant tone, 
that no argument had yet been addaced 
againfthini, it was neceiTary to obfenre* 
that if this were the cafe, it was becaufe 
nothing had been advanced by the Right 
Hon.Gentleman that could produce any 
argument. 

With refpe^t to giving that fufpen- 
fion fome longer duration » he (aid be 
could without difficulty fiate that this 
would probably be neceflary, in order 
to defeat that triumph, on eftabltlhing 
thofe principles, which had fo forcibly 
been ftated during the debate of that day. 
* The (jueftion being called tor, the 
Houfe divided, when there appeared, 
for the Motion, 41 $ againil it, 185-^ 
Majoritv, 144. 

Mr. Maurice Robinfon rofe to fpeak 
to his protnifed motion relative to the 
ftate of the Navy, or rather to renew a 
few queftions which on a former day 
he was defirous to put to fome Lord of 
the Admiralty, if any had been prefent* 
The information he felt anxious to ob- 
tain, he imagined might be given him 
without his entering on the bufinefs in 
the way of a regular motion, which he 
was little inclined or encouraged to do, 
from the very thin appearance of the 
Houfe. 

The Speaker.apprifed the Hon. Gen* 
tleman, that as there was no regalar 
motion before the Houfe, he could not 
with propriety enter into any argu* 
ments on the iubje6^ ; but advifed him 
to defer his inqairias till to-morrow, 
when the bufinels of the day would na^ 
turally give him an opportunity ^ 
gaining every information he could 

wiih 
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in, reUtlre to every particular that 
I Te|arded the navy. 

Mr. Grey explained what to him ap« 
peartd to be the intention and tendency 
« Mr. Robinfon's motion, and advifed 
lUb to defer the bufincfs till it might 
kdifcofled in a full Houfe, and with 
the expedation of more Hititfa^ory in- 
.ibnnation. 

WEDNESDAY, JAK. 7. 

The HoufCf in a committee of ways 
' aid meansy voted 44. in the pound as 
kadtax, for 179$. 

Alio a continuation of the malt du- 
ties. 

Admiral Gardner moved, that the 
aumber of 100,000 feamen, including 
15,000 marines, be voted to his Majefty 
forthe ferviccof the year 1795, which 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Lambton moved, that his Ma- 
jefty be petitioned to order an account 
tobe iaia before the Houfe of all thefo- 
■etgn troops at prefent in Britilh pav. * 
He moved aifo, that there be l-iid 
before-the Houfe, a ftatement of all the 
foreign troops in Britilh pay, who in 
the courfe ot the laft campaign have 
been wounded, killed, miiling, or taken 
prifoners. He heard that at the fiege 
ef Danlcirk alone, of the Hanoverians 
who were under Marlhal Freytag, 
three thoufand five hundred were (lain; 
and as he underftood we had engaged to. 
pay 30I. a man for all that were Uain, 
the bis in one day to this nation amount- 
ed afanoft to ioo,oool. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that Mr. Lambton had dated 
inaccurately the fum to be paid -, but 
even allowing his fuppofition to be true, 
as the difafter had happened In the 
profecution of a war which Parliament 
approved, by the beft means which the 
wtfdom of Adminiftration could dcvife, 
it did not affe^ any general qucflion 
tha: could arife upon the war.-— The 
Botiott was put and carried. 

CoL Maitfand moved , that there be 
hid before the Houfe the prccife n um- 
ber of Britifii troops which have been 
killed, wounded^ and mitliog, in the 
ooQife of the laft campaign. The mo- 
tioawas pot and carried. 

TUESDAY, JAK. 13. 

The Speaker took the chair, and 
xead letters from Sir Charles Grey and 
Sir Jc^n Jervis, in anfwer to his com- 
aianicating to them the vote of thanks 
af the Hoole, and expreflive of the deep 
Md lively fcnfe of gratitude they en-. 



tertained for that high and flattcrint 

honour. • 

The land and malt ux bills were read 
a third time and paiTed. 

The Attorney General rofe, to move 
for leave to bring in a bill for renewing 
an aft pafled in the laft fe^^*ons of par* 
liamcnt, for the partial fufpenfion orthe 
Habcrs Corpus Aa.— On the night 
when the motion was made forthe re- 
vival of this A6>, he had not an oppor- 
tunity of explaining, as fully as he 
wilhcd> the grounds which induced hiok 
to think that it would be extremely im. 
politic at this moment to deprive the 
Executive Government of the power 
veftcd in their hands. After the do- 
cifion of the Houfe that, night, he wat 
'led to think that Gentlemen would not 
make any oppofition to his bringing in 
the bill. If, when the bill was brought 
Jn, Gentlemen ihould think proper t# 
oppofc it, he fliould then enter fullr 
into the fubjea — He would not at 
prefent teke up more of the time of the 
Houfe, but merely to move for leave to 
bring in the bill, it being of courfe un- 
derftood that it was liable to oppoficton 
in all its ft ages. • 

Mr. Sheridan faid^ he was deter* 
mined to give every oppofition in h» 
power to this bill ^ he would not eve« 
confent to its being brought into the 
Houfe : if he did not take the fenfe of 
the Houfe upon the prefent Motion, it 
was becaufc he was alhamcd to have it 
known that the Houfe was fo thiia 
when a queftion of fuch immenfe mag- 
nitude was to be brought forward. 

Mr. Lambton cxpreffedhimftlf much 
aftoniflied, aftei;. what had paffed, that 
Government ihould think of brihtring 
forward fuch a bili, without laying Irtui 
grounds before the Houfe. 

The Solicitor General contended, 
that the fafts laid before the Houfe 
originally, when the Sufpenfion Bill 
was pirred, had not been altered ; anA 
therefore the fame circumftances that 
judified the fufpenfion of the Habeat 
Corpus Aa then, would juftify it*now. 

The Houfe then divided, Ayei 71 ; 
, Noes, 13.— Majority, 58. 

Leave was then given to bring-in tht 
bill, and the Houfe adjourned. 

TUESDAY, JAN. 20. 

A petition was prefented from 4I^ 
merchants, traders, ihip-owoers, an4 
inhabitants of Kingfton uprm Hull, niij 
its vicinity, praying that fuch means 
may be taken oa the part ni Govern^

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
prefented a copy of the order in coun- 
cil, permitting the importation of goods, 
wares, and merchaudizes, from the 
provinces of Holland ; and orders of 
council rcrpe6ting corn.*-To Lie on the 
ttble. 

At three o'clock the Call of the 
Houfe commenced, which being gone 
through, 

Mr. Fox moved, that the defaulters 
ihould appear in their places on Friday 
next; and that a fecond Call (hould tak* 
place on this day fortnight, during 
which interval the Members were not 
to leave town.

Mr. Pitt moved for leave to bring: »a 
a bill to render more effeftual his Ma- 
jefty's •rder in council of the i6th and 
%iik iaft. for the admiflion of Dutch 
property into the ports of thefc king- 
doms, and therein warehoufcd, which 
motion was agreed to, Sec. 

Mr. Pitt alfo moved for leave to 
bring in a bill for 'prohibiting the ex- 
portation of prain from Scotland, and 
#pcning the ports for the importation of 
•very article of that kind, duty free— 
■ which was agreed to. 

Colonel Maitland moved, that an 
humble addrefs be prefehted to his 
Majelly, praying that he would be gra- 
cioufly pleated to order to be laid be- 
fore the Houfe the names, the dates of 
commiflions, the fervices, &c. of fuch 
gentlemen as were lately promoted to 
the rank of field officers, &c. 

The Houfe, purfuant to the order of 
the day, having refolvod itfelf into a 
committee of fuppty, Mr. Hobart in the 
^hair, 

Mt* Windham refe to ftate the efli- 
mates of the army for the year enfuing, 
and after enumerating the charges for 
ievy-money« fupernumcrary officers, 
iEloathing die militia, guards, garrifons, 
Stc. he moved that 212,656 men, in- 
cluding fencibles, &c. be voted for the 
fervice of the enfuing campaign, the ex- 
Dences of which amounted to 6,652,745L 
The increafe of the land forces beyond 
the laft year would rife to the num- 
^$f of 73,ooo,theincrearedexpem^^t- 
tending which amounted to the fum of 

a»i95»489li 

General Tarkton, in a very long and 
elaborau fpecch^ defcanted on the mif* 



conduA and misfortines that marked 
and difgraced the laft campaign. He 
lamented the fruitleis expenditure of 
the public money, which would have 
been rendered lefs unpalatable, had 
victory or any folid advantage attended 
the exertions of our armies.— rHc took, 
a curfory view of the other promincnc 
features of the campaign, ana from the 
whole could not think himfelf war- 
ranted to expeft any better fucccfs from 
our future efforts, than from thofe we 
had already fo incffefikually exerted.— 
The fccnc that was open to us he re- 
garded as too tragical to be furveyed by 
any Englilhman without (hame, forrow. 
and indignation ; nor was there any 
change to be expected in the ruling 
power of France that would not tuni 
to our difadvantage. 

Mr. Huffcy lamented tlie dangers 
and difficulties to which we were ex- 
poled— it was his opinion, that if we 
were reduced to our lajl fiake (which 
God forbid) we iliould employ that 
tap flake in the furcft and moR rational 
manner. This he did not conceive to 
be done by the immenfe additions that 
our land forces received, to the difad- 
vantage, he feared, of our naval ftreozthp 
which we Ihould ufe every poluble 
exertions to increafe. He would there* 
' fore move that the chairman report 
progrefs, and a(k leave to fit again, that 
the ftate of the navy might be conRdcr- 
ed before the army eftimatea were 
finally determined. 

The Chancellor of the Ezcheauerre-* 
plied to what fcH from Mr. HuHcyt 
and could not acquiefce with him in 
fuppofing that we were reduced to any 
thing like our laft flake. He took a 
view of our different operations both in 
and out of Europe, and contended, that 
in point of refourcet» of commerce, and 
revenue, the great nnews of war, tlut 
country fcarcely ever ftood in a more 
flouriihing condition.— There was no 
man more eagerly difpofed than he waa 
to put our navy on the moft refpeftable 
and firm footing, but that did not ex- 
clude our attention to the augmentatien 
of our army, which in every war we 
had carried on with fuccefs, went hand 
in hand with the increafe of our naval 
force, and, by enabling us to make pow* 
erful diverfions on the continent, con- 
tributed confiderably to the general 
fuccefs. 

Mr.Fox entered into an examination of 
the conduft of Miniftcrsi on which he 
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hiqied rrtrj epithet of blame— To their 
wiac of wiictom and ability he was juf- 
tiiied in attributing the long lift of ca- 
hmities that preOed upon us in the 
eooric of this difaftrous war. — He de-- 
plored the roiferable fate of our gallant 
fimptf that were fent to the continent 
fike foinany Tt^inis that could meet with 
lothiagbut butchery and death, and re* 
pnbated the roeafure of leaving uur army 
m the iqoft defperate fituation to pro- 
teft Holland, even after we knew that 
terms of peace had been offered by that 
coontry to the French Republic, which 
erery ' power of Europe, and even 
onr own aihes, have *uirtkally acknow- 
ledged. ' 

Mr« Pitt made a moft able and elo- 
qac«t reply te the many charges 
kouEht s^inft him by Mr» Fox, and 
acca&d the Hon. Gentleman of ambl- 
ootts views, and of a delire to get into 
the place he held ; he advifcd him, 
dierefbre, to pre fent a petition to bis 
Majeftyy praying him to remove from 
Ins councils perfons fo glaringly incom- 
petent to diref^, and ioltcit to be em- 
ployed together with his friends,whom 
ae feemcd to think fo eminently aua* 
Hied for extricating us from the oiffi- 
cnlues in which we were now involved. 
He ooald not however imagine that his 
petitiott would be very gracioufly at* 
tended to, as the difpiriting tone of la- 
mentation he foaflfeaedlyaiTumed, and 
the falhionable term diftylrous^ that was 
fa ftndiouily employed and repeated, 
fould nor be very acccjitable to the ear 
of a Monarch who emertained fo high 
aa opinion cf the fpirit, loyalty, and 
lore of bis fubSe^s. 

Mr. Hufley s Amendment was ne- 
gatived, upon which the original motion 
was put and carried.— Adjourned. 

THVRSDAT, JAIf, as. 

Mr. Curwen prefented a petition' 
from the freemen of the town of Car'* 
bflc, humbly praying that the l{onoura« 
Ue ifoufe would, in its wifdom, take 
every poffible ftep to put a fpeedy ter- 
■tnation to the ruinous and difaftrous 
var ia which we were engaged, the 
a^ewed purpofes of which could never 
beaccompltihed. 

Lord Morpeth rofe, and produced a 
pratcft again ft the proceedmgs of the 
Sleeting at Carlifle, which he faid was 
fisned by no lei* than saoo or 1300 
paa^ and aiany of them men of the 
frft property and highcft refpedtability 
ia that part of the country. The no- 
ble 1^4 4id not d^ny but d^at peacp 



was very generally defired, and that 
the neceiiity of it was widely felt ; but 
a difference of opinion arofe concerning 
the means by which it could be pro« 
cured, and the time when it could be 
attempted j any attempt at the prefcnt 
moment be regarded as utterly unwife^ 
unfafcyand ineffieftual, 

Mr. Curwen declared that th« 
petition he had the honour to pre^ 
lent was no manufa^ured petition; 
that it was neither prompted nor incend«< 
ed to anfwcr any party purpofes. How. 
ever ftrong his friendibip might be for 
certain Gentlefnen, it never £ould l^ad 
him to fiuppmx them, but as long at 
their principMtandtalenu were turned 
and employed for 'the honour and ad^ 
vantage of their country, 

Mr. ^ox complimented the nobla 
Lord who produced the proteft, on the 
candid and clear manner in which he 
defended it. He could not, however^ 
perceive any eifential difference of opi« 
nion between the proteftors and peti« 
tioners, as the only one that appeared 
related not to the propriety of the roca« 
fure, but to the time of adopting it. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
wiflied to obtain the fame end that waa 
the obje£^ of the petitioners, but could 
not concur with them in the meafurea 
they were inclined to adopt. The pe« 
titioners defired immediate fteps to be 
tak^n to procure it. The proteftora 
breathed after peace, alfo, but feared 
it would be retarded. He could not, 
therefore, concur in any petition thai 
did not argue and evince a confidence 
iu the wifdom of parliament. 

Mr. Sheridan hoped no oppofitioi^' 
would be made to the petition lying oi\ 
the uble. |le could not think it dtccn^ 
to treat with fuch marked difrefpcd^ 
any number of petitioners, who could^- 
prevail on a Member of that Uoufe to. 
prcfent their petitioq. 

^Ir. Lambto9 gave notice, that it 
it was agreeable te the Chancellor o^ 
the Exchequer to defer the difcuffion 
of the Imperial Loan, his Hon. Friend^ 
(Mr. Grey} would poftpone his in- 
tended motion of to-morrow till Mon- 
day next. 

Mr. Pitt agreed to the arrangement. 

The Report on the army cftimatcs . 
being brought up, and ordered to be 
read a fccond time, 

Mr. For thought it his duty to ftate 
to the Houfe, that though he put 
a number of queftions relative to the 
^crtioas that wfi^ promifcd to be 
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made to ftrengthen our Navy, he had 
. not as yet been able to obtain any thing 
like a fatisfa^ory anfwer. If ever, he 
faid, the military eftablifhrnent of this 
country was to be facrificed to the naval 
department, it was in the prefent aw- 
fui and alarming cnfis^ and he would 
again repeat it to be his feriouf wtih, 
that fiiips of war ihould be immediately 
«onftrii6led in every port and creek of 
the kingdom capable of admitting 
them. 

Mr. Pittinfifted, that :n no war was 
there more attention paid to our naval 
force than during the prefent^ and that 
sever at any other pcrinl iiad it re* 
ceived greater acceffionAf fire ngth.-<« 
lie alfo contended, and he would ever 
perBft in it, that found policv required 
that our military force ihould bcjcept 
on the beft poffibie footing, at the fame 
time that wc increafed our naval power; 
. that both ihould always a6l in concert, 
and go hand in hand ; and that to their 
nutual exertions we were indebted for 
ihemoft iignal lucce Acs that ever crown- 
ed our arms. 

General Smith was of opinion that 
every dock, even merchants docks, 
ihould be immediately employed for the 
•onftruflicn of (hips of war. 

Mr. Dundas vindicated the charaCf. 
ter of Minifters from the imputations of 
neglcft fo frequently thrown out a* 
gainft them. The land force, he con- 
tended, was not too much augmenccdy 
nor, perhaps, fo muth as the ncccillty 
•f the times required. 

The remaining Refolutions of the 
Committee were then read, and agreed 
to by the Houfe. 

The Secretary at War moved for 
]eave to bring in a bill for punching of 
Mutiny and Defertion, and for the bet- 
ter regulation of the troops in quar- 
ters, &c. which was ordtred accord- 
ingly* 

The Attorney General moved to dif- 
rharge the order of the day for the fe- 
^nd reading of The bill to fufpend fur- 
ther the Habeas Corpus A6V, and that a 
liew one be made for the lame to-mor- 
yevv, which was agreed to. 

The order refpedting defaulters on 
the Call of theHoufc was pol\poued<-- 
pfter which, at nine o'clock) an adjourn- 
laent took place. 

FRIDAY, JAN. ftj. 

Mr. Main waring prefented a peti- 
tion on behalf of the Innkeepers and 
Victuallers of England, ilating the 
t^pj^v^ |prievanc^9 under which they 



laboured, from having his Maj«Ay*8 
tfbops Quartered on them in great num- 
bers, which was ordered to lay on the 
table. 

Mr. Lambton, on its being moved that 
the A£t for fufpending anew the Habeas 
Corpus bill be read a fecond time, rofe 
to oppofe it. He r'^garded the further 
fufpcnfion of the Habeas Corpus A€t 
not only as unnecefTary, but as a Ihame- 
ful afp^rfion, and foul calumny on the 
national chara6ler-— which was never 
more than at the prefent time diftin- 
guiflied for an enlightened zeal and 
loyal attachment to the Conftttution 
and the King; he (hould therefore g;iTe 
the motion his decided negative. 

Mr, Attorney General rofe to Aipport 
his motion, and controvert the ob(erva« 
tions and arguments adduced by the laft 
fpeaker $ and proceeded to advance a 
variety of proofs that there ftill exifted 
'a neccffity for adopting and pcrfevering 
in the meafure now before the Houie* 
. After, whkh feveral other Members 
fpoke, whofe arguments were fimilar to 
thofe ufed by Gentlemen on a former 
debate on this fubjefl.— After whicli 
the que ft ion for a divifion was put and 
agreed to : For the motion, 239 ; a* 
gainft it, 53. 

The bill was then read a fecond dme ; 
ordered to go through a Committee on 
Tuefday, and the Houfe adjourned at 
three o'clock till 

MONDAY, JAK. z6. 

Willijnn Baldwin, Efa. was fwom 
in, and took his feat for tue borough of 
Malton. 

Mr. Alderman Andcrfon prefented 
a peiitJon from the Lord Mayor, Live* 
rymen, &c. of the city of London , 
praying that every effort and means 
Ihould be employed to put a fpecdy 
termination to the calamitous conteft. 
in which we at prefent are unhappily 
engaged. The petition enumerated 
the various difappointm^nts and diia fi- 
lers of the war, and exprelfed a ferioua 
wifli that Minifters \vouId difclaim all 
interference in the cflablilhment of the 
French guvernment at a preliminary 
ft ep towards a peapc. 

The petition was ordered to lie oa 
the table. 

General Smith introduced a con- 
ycrfanon relative to the ftate and com-r 
paraiive promotion of the Kaft-India 
Company's troops and thofe of the 
King, and put a variety of quefiions, in 
anfwer to which he wiihed to obpu|% 
fpme fa(fyf»^ory i|^oriP9(if^A» 
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%irm Dvodas aflured the Houfe that 
Ifecre was oo obje£t he had more at 
heart, than the putting of the India 
irmj oa a proper footing, nor was 
there any on which he had bellowed 
more care, attention, labour^, and af- 
fiduity. — But as the arrangement of 
tne bafinefs did not depend folely on 
h:ni, he could not attempt giving the 
infwer folicited, or account for the 
oficers of the King's array fuperfeding 
thofe of the Company's. 

Mr. Grey faid, he rofe in confe- 
^aence of a notice he had fome time 

2^0 ciren^ to call the attention of the 
ouic to a quefiion, than which none 
mere fcrious and important had ever as 
vet occupied its deliberative capacity.—- 
we were, he faid, now called on to 
difcharge a duty that came home to 
our feelings and our confciences ; for 
wt were to z&^ as jurymen, on whofc 
verdift hurg the fortunes and the lives 
of all our fellow citizens. — He obviated 
the cl je£tions that might be made to 
the Houfe coming to a vote that would 
contradid its former decifions, and re- 
minded Gentlemen, that under alJ the 
changes exhibited by the varying fcene 
of the French Revolution, he, and thofe 
•wiih whom he had the honour to a6t, 
Qflfformly difluaded the continuance of 
hoftilitics. He reprobated the conduct 
fsj which, at the origin of the war, 
tbe had exafperated the French, by 
fending away one Minifttr commif- 
fioned to treat with us, and refufing to 
admit another. Mr. Grey again repeat- 
ed, that the ofojc£l of the war wa<i unat- 
tainable, and ccnfured the impoHcyoFone 
e^cniry's interfering with ilie govern- 
neiit of another, which, in the prefcnt 
cafe, he pronounced tube ex3<^ing from 
the Fcehch -unconditional fubmiiucn.—- 
Mr.Grcy now^paifed over, in review, the 
rapid and countlefs vi6tories of the 
French, a train of fucceflcb unparalleled 
iohifiory. He contended that their re* 
fources 'were far from being exhauft- 
ed, as appeared from the laie reports 
of their Committees ; that, on the con- 
trary, they inuft be incredibly iu- 
crcafcd from the large additions of 
territory and trcafure they have late- 
ly received, and above all, by the 
poflf^clEon of the bank of Amfitrdam, 
^hich a great orator had identified 
^ith the hank of England, and pro- 
nounced their fate to be nccclTarily con- 
lefted. 

Mr. Grey * adverted' alfo to the ex- 
hauQcd means .of our Alltts^y and to 
Vol. XXYII. 



the kind of force they oppofed to the 
French, and faid they could not be ani- 
mated with the fame fpirit that rendered 
their enemies invincible. , He con- 
tended that we had little to hope from 
the Bmperor, or the Empire ; that he 
was already drained of ncn and money, 
that he had no means of recruiting his 
armies, noprovifions to maintain tnem, 
and that the intended loan to be raifed 
for him would never revert to our ad- 
vantage* 

Mr Grey recommended tjie divert- 
ing our expfences into another chan- 
nel, namelyjthe ftrengthcning our na- 
vy, which would avail us much more 
effeftualiy than any fuccour we could 
buy from German princcsj and German. / 
mercenaries. 

Mr. Grey. concluded a fpecch of cov 
fiderable length by moving, ** That it 
is the opinion of the Houfe, that the 
exigence of the prcfent Government 
of France ought not to be confider- 
ed . as precluding a hcgcciation for 
peace." 

Mr. W. Smith feconded the Motion. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, whatever was new in the Hon* 
Gentlcman*s argument was a depar- 
ture from thofe principles which had 
been fo folemnly fanftioned by par- 
liament-^principlea from which, not- 
withftanding all the rumours induf- 
trioufly circulated in the country, he 
trufted parliament would never ihrink. 
Thefe were the reafons which in- 
duced him to propofe an amc>ndment» 
which he fubmittcd as at once com- 
bining the dignity and confiflency of 
parliament. — He then propofed th« 
following amendment to the motion of 
Mr. Grey :— Refolved, ** Tl.3t under 
the prefent citcumrtanccs, this Houfe 
feels ttfclf called upon to declare Its 
d<*terniindtion firmly and fteadiiy to 
fupport his Majcfty in rhe vj^orous 
proftcutiob of the prefcnt jiiil and 
neceffary war, as afFordir-g at tiiis tiruc 
the only reaionable expt^tati'^r ot" T>ec- 
maneiit fecurity and peace rothi; u^^ur^- 
try ; and ih.it for the attainment of 
thefe objc^^fx, this Heul'e relies with 
equal confidence on his Majedy's in- 
tention to employ vigoroufly the force 
and refoiirces of the country in Sup- 
port of its elTcntial intcirft^ ; t :d cr 
the dcfiire uniformly nui»>ifcftcc by I, 
Majcfty to effc6t a pacific :iion, 
jiift and honourable ground,, with 
Government in France, under w 
ever form> which ihall appear c 
R I 
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ble of mdntaining the accuftomed re- 
lations of peace and amity with other 
countries. * 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then prcffed, in a very ftrong point of 
view, the confequenccs which any re- 
laxation on our part might have on the 
interior of France, amongft thofe indi* 
viduals who muft fubmit in hopeIc& 
acquiefcence to a fyftem which they 
would otherwife reject ; and concluded 
with obfcrving, that as from the other 
fide of the Houfc he had received af- 
furances that he (hould obtain an ex- 
tendve and liberal fupport, he com- 
plimented the Hon. (yentleman on 
the facrifice of that confiftency and ho- 
nour which might have tended to a 
fucccfsJFul termination of the, conteft 
in which we were engaged. 

Sir W. Young role and obfcrved, 
that the amendment which had been 
propofed by the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man who had juft fat down, fo per- 
fectly accorded with his ideas, that he 
was happy in having the honour of 
fcconding it. 

Mr. Coke lamented, that the mif- 
conduft of Minifters had reduced the 
country to the degraded fituation in 
which it now certainly ftood 5 and 
having made fome general ftrifturcs 
tipon the condu6^ of the war, he con- 
cluded by gi-viAg his hearty concurrence 
to the Motion. 

Mr. Wilberforcc faid, that he ftill 
retained the opinion which he had had 
the honour of ftating on the firft day of 
the feflions. Every hour's reflection, 
every day's experience, confirmed him 
more and more in that opinion. The 
Motion which the Honourable Gen- 
«tleman had made, was one to which 
he ihould. certainly have no hcfitation 
to give his a0ent. But, at the fame 
time, he (hould like it better if couch- 
ed in different terms. He had drawn 
up a motion (which be believed he 
could not then regularly fubmit to the 
Houfe) exprcifmg his ideas upon this 
fubjeft. If, however, he were calkd 
upon to decide between the original 
motion ami the amendment propofed 
by his Right Honourable Friend, he 
Ihould feel iio hefitation whatever in 
voting the former. He IhouUl not take 
up m' re of the time of the Houfe'now, 
butjuft to fVare the way in which he 
wiflied the motion had Deen modified, 
which was to declare that the exiftence 
oftheprefcnt Govcrnmcht in France 
tii^ht not to be a bar to peace, provided 



fuch terms could be attained as ySftti 
confident with the honour and interefti 
of Great Briuin. 

Mr. Fox faid, that f^omthe language 
which had fallen frem the Right Hon. 
Gentleman, he had very little reafon 
to*expe£t fuch an amendment as had 
been propofed to-night. However, 
there was one point gained by this de- 
bate, which was, that there was ail 
end to the declamation which had fo 
long been held about the impoffibxlity 
of treating with the French Govern- 
ment.— But ftill the Minifter was afral<f 
to meet the queftion, and in order, ai 
he faid, to avoid mifrcprefcntation, he 
had contrived to introduce an amend* 
ment, which muft neceflfarily produce 
mifreprcfentation> frotn its total intelli- 
gibility— But furely Gentlemen would 
not deny that the language held by 
AdmiViiftration upon this occa(ion was 
in fubftance the fame as that which 
he (Mr. Fox) and his friends had 
been ufingfor two years, and for which 
they had been rcprefentcd as enemies 
to the Conftitution, and as advocates 
for the fyftem of Jac^binifm^It had 
been faid, that the French (hewed no 
fymptoms of peace towards us ; on the 
contrary, they were more hofiile to us 
than any of the combined powers. If 
the faft were fo, it was eahly account- 
ed for. This country was the only one 
that in plain terms declared that it 
would not treat with them, and of 
courfe their conduft to us was fo far 
juftified. Having preflcd thefe argu- 
mcnis with great force, he concluded 
with giving his moft decided fupport to 
the prcfcnt motion. ^ 

The queftion was now loudly called 
for, when a divifioa took place upon 
Mr. Grey's motion : For it, 86^ againft 
ii, 469 ; majority, 183. • 

A divifion then enfued upon Mr. 
Pitt's amendment i For it, 2543 againft 
it, 90; majority, 164. 

Adjourned.

this.' {buadroQ* on our weather-bow, 
ahout nalF-paft-two oMock, or near 
three, in the morning on the 6th inftl 
being then in Iat.4£ dee. a$ min. north, 
7 <^<tg« 53 >^i°* ^^> the wind then at 
}yeil, and we (leerjnG( north- eaft, on 
which I immediately hauled our wind, 
wicii the larhoard-tacks On board, and 
without fignal, the Canada heing clnfe 

{0 us. y!x. palled the ftrange ihips a 
ittle before four o*cIock,' the neareft of 
whom at abcut hiUf-a-milc diftanty but 



could not difooTer what tfa«y were. 

Shortly after we bore more up* let tlie 

reefs out of the top-fails, and fet ftcer- 

tn^- fails. About nve o'clock, perccW- 

ingbymy night-glafsthe ftrange Ihipa 

to fkand after us, we crouded nil the f«l 

we couldpoffibiy fet, ts did the Canada, 

and hauled more to the eafiward. About 

day-break, the Canada paScd tis, and 

fteering more to the northward than we 

did brought her on our larboard -bow. 

Two ihipt of the line and two frigatea 

purfued her, and three of the line and 

one frigate chafed the Alexander. 

About half-pnft-fevcn o'clock the 

French Ihips hoifted Euglilh cokmrs. 

About a quaner-paft-eigbt o'clock we 

hoifted our colours, upon which the 

French fliips hauled down the £iigli&' 

and hoifted their's, and drawing op 

within gun-ihot we began 6ring oulf 

ftem-chafcsat them, and receiycd their 

bow-chafes. About nine o'clock, or 

ihortlv after, obferving the (hips in par- 

fuit of the Canada drawing-up with her. 

and firing at each other their bow and 

ftern chales, I made the Canada's ligaal 

to forin a* head, for our mutual fuppoit, 

being determined to defend the ihtps to 

the Iaft extremity ; which iignal Ibe in- 

ftantly aafwered, and endeavoured to 

put it in execution by fteering towards 

IIS ; but the (hips in chace of her, feeing 

her intentions, Kauled more to the ftar- 

board to cut her off, and which obliged 

her to fteer the courfe ihe had done be- 

^re. We continued firing our ficra- 

chaies at the ftiips purfuing us tili near 

eleven o*clock, when three ihips of the 

line came up, and brought us to clofe 

a^ion, which we fuftained for upward!

At this time the ihips that had chafed 

the Canada had quitted her,' and were 

Coming faft up to n^, the ' Ihdt hf one of 

them at the time paffingover us.

Whether they would have a Republic, 
or the Conftitution of 1791 ? Uponthia 
Lacrgix and bis bookfclUr were takM 
into cuftody^ and will be tried. This 
Qccafioned the Convention to explain it* 
fclf rcl'pe^ting the wgrk in queftion^ 
and they fwore to fuppon the Republi^; 
Leauinio faid, there would be no reit 
whiift any branch of the Ring's family 
was in the country, and propofed tg 
fend young Capet out of France, and that 
the Committees Ibouid coniidcr of the. 
bcft means for that purpofc. This pro« 
pofal was unanimwjly decreed. 

Bourdon de TOife clofed the Scffiom 
by obfcrving, that the views of the 
Royalifts were lefs to re-inftate a King 
than to ruin the Republic^ by a Peace 
which would confine France wit bin ber 
old boundaries f leave her vviih a debt of 
between ffven andeigbt tboufand mil* 
lions [^36 millions ftening], and rendei^ 
the blood fpilt by the brave Republic 
cans of no uje. 

Notwithftandiug the applaufe which 
attended the motion of Lequinio, to ba« 
nilh the yoang King, the report oif Cam« 
baceres has altered the opinion of the 
Convention upon this fubjcfi. On the 
examination whether it were more dan« 
gerous to preferve among them the dif- 
gufting remains of the Capets, or by 
their banilhment to afford a centre to 
the emigrants, or a pretext to foreige 
Power^^the three Qpmmittces, united* 
have been unanimoufly of opinion te 
pafs to the order of the day upon the 
motion of Lequinio, In confequenctr^ 
the Ton and daughter of the late Kin^ 
will be prcferved under guard in the 
Republic. 

Jan. II. The French fummoned 
Bereen-op-Zoomy the garrifon of which 
conSfted of 4000 men, including the 
87th Britifli regiment, the numbers of 
which might he eftii.^ated at about 600. 
This celebrated fortrefs was at that pe- 
riod in the moft perfcft date of defence, 
eot only with rcfpe^^ to troops, but alfo 
as to provifions and military ftores. But 
General Le Maire, who commanded the 
French army before it, having fent to 
the Governor a Proclamation which had 
been iffued by the States-Genera', 
requiring in their names (in confe* 

J|uence pf the Stadtbolder having ab« 
ented himfelf) all the garrifon- towns 
c£ the Vnited Prpvinces to furrender 
" ' • thcmfelvcs 
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t^ emfclVes to the French, ankles were" 
im mediately propoled by the Governor, 
vr^iichwere as readily acceded to by the 
Cf»mmander of the trc#ch forces, wiih 
thfc exception of one,\v hicti was propofed 
fof* permitting the Iltiti/h troops to rc- 
th rn to England. The retufal of this 
oecafioned fonie delay, dunng which 
M ajor Meade left the place, he being, 
ia onfequence of promotion in another 
rqt^iment, which had Come days pre* 
viiaiflybcco notitied, no longer confi- 
cTered as one of its garrifon, and having 
r*\;tived leave of ablencc accordingly. 

Williamftadt had been taken poffcifion 
t^ by the French previous to their fum- 
moning Bergen •op-XcKim ; and it was 
underftgcidat Fluihing>that fuch others 
<jf the principal towns as had not then 
aMimitted them would open their gates 
oh' their appearance. 

Bergen-op-Zoom was to furrendei* 
ftn Tucfday, and we need fcarcely add, 
after what wc have ftated refpedling 
General Le Mai re's determination on 
the labje6l, that the 87th regiment were 
to be prifcners*. 

Amjierdutny Jan, ao. We have rea- 
ion to look for fomething like the new 
French fyftem ; in fome degree wc 
liave it already — the Magiftracy is con- 
verted into a Municipality. The great 
officer of the city, M.Heilias, has been 
replaced by M. de Viffei, with the title 
of Mayor. This is the Citizen vvlio 
"W'as but two months ago condemned to 
fix years imprifonment in a houfe of 
*orrcilion for having prefented, in the 
name of ceftiin liiirghers, a rcqueft to 
the Burgomafter^. He was conducted 
from prilbn to his new honour, artd was 
borne in triumph by the people. We 
do not know if the Confiitution will be 
further ailimilated to that of the French, 
or whether it will be (imply re£ti6cd 
to the lall fyftem \^?hich the PruiTian 
troops demoliihed. In the mean time, 
the Citizens have recovered the right of 
fjcing their own ?ruard, according to the 
ancient ftatute ot'^he Republic.

declared, was a very moderate val uation, 
ns the lands lately fold were bought at 
the rate of fifty, fixty, and fometimet 
fcTcnty years purchafe. 

sierraTeona. 

Captain Telford is arrived at the Sierra 
Leona Houfe, with difpatches from that 
Colony, dated the aSth of November, 
by which it appeart, that a French 
fquadron, confiiiing of L'£xperiment| 
a JO gun fliip, two frigates, two armed 
brigs, one of 18, the other of 1 a guns, 
and two Guineamen (prizes), alfo ftout* 
. ly armed, had, on the zSch of Septem- 
ber, appeared off the Settlement, which, 
as all refiflance was thought likely to be 
Ueffeftual, immediately iurrendered. 

The French; however, fired fevcral 
Aoct into the town after the flag was 
firuck, by which a woman and a girl 
were killed, and a man and three wo- 
men wounded. 

The French force having landed 
proceeded to pillage the town, and then 
deftroyed all the public buildings, as 
veil as the Company's fmall veffels, 
the Thornton, Domingo, Venus, James, 
and Anna, then lying in the River, the 
liaii^et and fome ol the fcctlers being 
encouraged to partake of the plunder. 
The Company's ihip the Harpy oi 400 
tons, happening to arrive while the 
f rench fquadrou was in the River, was 
captured. Two other fmall veffcls be- 
longing to the Company were after- 
wards captured on the coaA. The 
Harpy and her cargo were luckily in* 
6ired. 



The Freneh fquadroa remained tboot 
15 dayi^n the River. They alfo up- 
tured and pillaged thefadory at Bance 
I Hand, when they were on the point 
of departing, they put on (hore about 
120 Britiih failorsf moft of them ex- 
tremely tick, who had been taken from 
different fliips captured on the coaft, 
and having deftroyed or carried off all 
the Company's ftores and provi£ons» 
except a tupply of about three weeks 
for the Tailors left on ibore, they fet (ail 
to the fouthward. 

The diftreffes of the CoIoot were 
extremely great on the eve of their de- 
parture, the feafon being at that time 
remarkably ficklj, and au the medicines 
having been carried away or deftroyed. 
Of the Tailors who were landed, anotit 
80 periihed for want of proper accom- 
modation, as well as medicine andTufte- 
nance. The Nova Scotian fettlen, 
however, Tuffered little. Though many 
of the Company's TervanU fttffered 
much in their health from ill treatment ' 
and ezpoTure, but only two or three of 
them have died. The Governor and 
Council mention, that their diftreffet 
had much abated a few weeks after the 
departure of the French fquadroo ; 
that a veffel alfo hid arrived from fine- 
land, which had furniftied them wita 
many neceffary articles, and that a Tufi- 
cient Tupply of rice was then in the 
Colony ;. that the health of the Com> 
pany's Tervants was improving; and 
that at the time when they were ftrip- 
ped of their arms and ammunition, and 
every other neceffary, no want <rf order 
had prevailed. They were in full ex- 
pe6tation, that if the Company Ihould 
Tend them out the proper Tupplies, the 
Colony would recover this misfortune. 
The Nova Scotian Tcttlers heine all on 
the land, which proved more &uitful 
than was expected, they were able te 
Tupport themfelves, and they had a 
quantity of ftock on their farms.

The Ambali'ador and his 
fulte, after breakfaftiog with Sir G. 
Howard, at Chelfea Hofpital, came to 
tO\yn in grand proceirion j the coach lu 
which he rode was that ufcd ty the 
King in going to St. Paul's Cathedral ; 
the ^tate horfca were fix in number, 
very richly caparifoned | four of them 
were thole fcnt as a prcfent to the 
King from the Grand Seignor; the 
other two having died on their paflage, 
were fupplied by two from the King's, 
ftud, I'he An\bairador wore a green 
robe, and turban nearly of the fame 
colour, ftudded with jewels. Tbc cc:*- 
courfe of people on the occafion was fo 
ereat, that when they arrived at St. 
James's it was wsth difficulty tfae horie 
and foot Guards who attended the 
proceflion could clear the way. Each 
of the carriages was drawn by fix 
horfes, decorated with ribbands, and 
attended by two or three fcrvants in 
their Court liveries. The Ambafla- 
dor addrcffed himfclf to the King in 
the language of his country, whicli 
was tranllatcd by Mr. Pcrfiani, iho 
Dragoman ; and the fame ceremony 
was repeated to the (j^iccni a^^^r 
which the drawing-room commeflced, 
and the bufincfs of the Court proceeded 
as ufual.

J 
Barrjls folid Gold; four Arabian 
Horles, with Gold Bridles and Saddles 
trimmed with Gold ; and a Gold E^a^- 
gcr, with Belt ornamented with Pearls 
and Diamonds. To the Queen and 
Piinceffcs, a Cheft of Silks, embroi- 
dered with Gold ; a plume of feather* 
for the Uead-Dref&, fupportcd with a 
band of folid Gold, and the top of the 
feathers adorned wich diamonds j to the 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Portland, 
and Lord Grenvillc, Chefts of Silks.

John Todd, fliopman to Mr. Wattle- 
worth* proved that the prifoner came 
to his mailer's fliop, as being recom- 
mended by a Mrs. Cunnini;ham, whom 
he ftyled nis fitter, and faid he wanted a 
yard of mullin, and three vards of caliico 
to match a pattern he held in his hand ; 
he alfo faid he had juft arrived from 
the Continent, and wanted fomc fliirti* 
adding, he wiflicd to take one as a pat- 
tern to flicw his filler j he defcnbed 
himfelf to be Lieutenant Colonel Liflc, 
find rcprefcnted his filler to refide at 
Egham-grcen ; upon thofe teprefcnta- 
tionsthe witnefs Ict.Wm have the pro- 
perty ; the muilin was debited to Mrs. 
Cunningham, .but the fhirt was cn- 
trwfted to him on his own account, 
tinder a promifc of returning it next 
morning ; the prifoner never returned, 
•r was feen again by the witnefs till the 
6th of January laft at Bow- ftrect. 

Mr. Wattleworth confirmed the fub- 
ilance of the evidence of Todd, and 
added that diligent enquiry had been 
made at Egham for Mrs. Cunmnehuaa, 
but no fuch perfon could be found, 
though a woqian of that name had for- 
merly refided thcr^. 

The prifoner read a few words from 
a written paper in his defence.

A fubtcrranjous palTage has lately 
been difcovcrcd within the limits of th« 
ancient city of Old Sarum. The lau 
fevere fro{ls, and fudden innundatioitt 
which lucceedcd> by prefling moit 
ftrongly than ufual on the flight im* 
face that covered ih: mouth of the 
entrance, have opened a paifage under 
the ramparts in the North- £ail quarter, 
near the fuppofed fcite of one of the 
ancient towers. By a door- way of Deaa 
ffiu^ feet in width, a part of the fquau 
Hone columns of which remain in a 
perfc£l Hate, a fpacious covered way is 
entered, of about fevenieetin breadUi, 
anii from eight to ten feet, or more, in 
height, with a circular or Saxon loof, 
evidently artificial. It has been found 
to dclccnd in an angle, nearly parallel 
to the glacis of .the furrouodine ditch, 
to th(». alliance of 114 feet ; but tne ioofe 
chalk from- above^ which has rolled 
down and choakcd up the bottom, at 

fre£cnt prevents any farther progrefs. 
t is thought, however, that it cannot 
extend much farther, and that it rouft 
have been designed as a paflage to tha 
fofs and out- works ; affording not only 
an eafy and convenient communicatioa 
with il)« country, but an eflfeftual re- 
treat into the city from the purfuit of 
a fupcrior enemy, after obtaining pof- 
fei{ion of thofe out-works. On mea« 
furing the fame dillance of 114 feet 
from the fofs diredlly up the gUcis, it

yNCE the commencement of t\\\% 
Y«ar, the public ftock of Amufc- 
tBt has been diminilhedi by tne fofs 
f« P<rformcr who has afforded plea» 
re 10 fo great a number of our Kea- 
im, that wc readily comply with the 
Hueft of fome of them who have folt- 
an account of fo worthy a man 
So excellent a performer. 
|lt. William Parsons was born 
\^ 29th of February 1736. His 
iKcr W4» a Carpenter and BuiMcr in 
^".Lanc, Clicapfidc, in moderate 
tiiiiilaDccs» but who gnvj his fon a 
decent e<]ucaiion at St. Paul's School, 
where he acquitted himfotf in his lite- 
rary purfuirs, if not with any extraordi- 
nary reput?ition, at lei ft without difcrc- 
diu His cheerful difpofition and gen- 
tle manners are reported to have gain- 
el him the rcfpeft of his fc^ool -fellows ; 
and the fame (qualities attending his 
advanced years, produced the fame cf- 
fcdts on his intimates to the lad period 
of his life. His original deftinatiun by 
his father was to the arts, and at the 
age of 14 years he became a pupil to 
the bte Sir Henry Cheere, the Archi- 
it&t though principally, as it is fup- 
pofed, with a view to his being a fur- 
Tryor. Fortunately for the public cn- 
lertainmenti and ultimately not unf.r- 
mnactly for himfclt, he had imbibed 
a paHio'n for dramatic reprcfeotations, 
^hich lirft caufed him to ncgledt and 
afterwards to abandon the profeffion 
for which he was intended. He had 
Worae intimate with fcyeral young 
men about his own age, and parttcu* 
brl), with Mr. Holland and Mr. PuwcUy 



who with others of the fame cfafs 
ufed to aflcmble at Spouting Clubs to 
entertain rhcmfelv.es and their friends 
"by repeating fccncs of Plays. Encou- 
raged by the applaufc he met with at 
thcfe places, he ventured to appear in 
•public, and his firft performance was at 
the reprefentation of King Lear, tit the 
Little Theatre in the Hay-markct, in 
1756, in which play he performed 
Kent, Mr. Powell at the fame time 
being the reprefentarivc of the Baftard, 
His attcniiun to the Drama foon pro^ 
duced a correfponding inattention to 
his bufinefs. Ncglefting therefore the 
rcmDnftrances equally of his father antt 
of his mafter, he fled from both, and 
from the metropolis.- The place to 
which he repaired was York, where 
he obtained an engagement and made 
his firfl appearance in thejpartf of 
Southampton >n the Earl of Efiex. In 
this chara£!^er be is faid to have beea 
well received. He did net however, 
ftay long at York, but after a fhoh. 
trial of his abilities there, he fremoved 
about the year 1757 to Edinburgh, 
where he continued five years,, when 
his reputation having reached the ear 
of Mr. Gatrick, he received an iiM* 
ration to Dfury Lane Theatre, and 
appcj^red there the lirft timt on the 
sift September x^ffa, 7n the chara^€t 
of Filch in the Beggar's Open. ' 

From his early performances at Bd^k- 
burgh, it does not appear that The had 
then difcovered the bent of his geinioi, 
or, if he had, was not able to mdul^ it. 
in an account of the* f eiforiQantes at 
that Tfieatrc in the year i7S9,'hePTt 
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naif to ht fbuad the' rcprerentative of 
what are called the walking Gentlemen 
ia Comedies, He that year fcarce rofe 
above Cl^riment in the Mifer, Worthf 
in the Recruiting QiKcer, Lord More- 
Ift^e in the Carelcfs ffuiband, and 
Count BafTctin the Provoked Hulband. 
His firft attempt in ih« old men of 
Comedy is faid to hare ortginaud from 
the ahuoca of Mr« Stamper, a provin- 
cial Coffiedian ef great celebrity, who 
q-urtted Edinburm for Pubiin. On 
this event Mr. Parfons H^ft undertook 
the part of thtMifer^ and the applaufe 
* iic m«t withy pointed out to him the 
line of a£ting wh?ch he afterwards 
purfucd with unremitting attention, 
and fucccfs equal to his fondeft expcc<- 
tatitos. 

Ob hia reception at Drury Lane 
Theatre, he wifelv 'and providently 
determined to eftabliih himfelf there 
by diligence and perfeverance. His 
improvement kept pace with his efforts, 
and in due time he became a great fa- 
vourite with the Manager and the Pub- 
lie. On the fcceiCon of Mr. Yates, he 
fuccecded 19 moft of his chara£ttrs{ and 
though he had not at that time the 
chaAc manner of that excellent Per- 
former, vet he fubftituted fomething 
fo groteu^ue and uleafantly extrava- 
gant inftcad of it, that the lofs of his 
predccelTor was little felt, and nut much 
regretted. In procefs of time, he be- 
came pofTcfTcd of new characters in 
which he could not fuffer by any com- 
pjarifon wiih preceding a^ors. In the 
year 1770, he perfoimed Mr. Gri(kin, 
in A Trip to Scotland , in 1772, 
Whinle, in The Jrilh Widow; in 
S7'^39 Skirmiih, in The Deferter ; in 
.I7'5» ^^^'X* i» Bon Ton; in 1777, 
,Liabirec» in The School for Scandal; 
and DoAor Bartholo, in The Spanish 
fiarberi in i779> Dotley, in Who's 
lAC Dupe ; and in the fame year, Sir 
fretful Plagiary, in The Critick. In 
thft conception and execution of tluTe 
ehara^lcrs, which were woithy of 
|hc ftrft performers of the age, it 
it iinivr'blly adnntttd th^t he had no 
^•mpetiier, nor is likely ever- to have 
4UI ec^ual. The fame praife is alfo due 
to his performance of Corbaccio, in 




liut ; and in many Qthcr Characters. 
^ We hare already noticed his attach- 
mAoclcoI^rury-LaneThcatre, which was 
^l^red b an extraordinary ma^iAer 



when his friend PowclU in 1767, became 
Manager of Covent Garden Theatre. 
He was then offered double his falary 
to remove to that houfe ; a propoia! 
which he (leadily refiifed, and for the 
fam^ relfot receded repeated applies* 
tions to go to Dublin. Fvom the timj of 
his engagement at Drury -Lane his 
fummer engagements in the Country 
were only at Liverpool, Birmingham, 
and Briftol, at which latur place he 
was a ihort time one of the Mauagen. 
But his principal attachment was to tJic 
Hay market Theatre, of which he wis 
one of the fupports» and where his loft 
will be very fcvercly felt. 

For feveral years paft he imd been 
a£3i£ted with an alShma, which every 
feafon gained ground upon hi& conftitu- 
tion. He continued however, his exer- 
tions on the^ Stage, though with fro* 
quent interruptions, until near the dofc 
of his life, llis la(l performance W3S 
the character of Sir Fretful Plagiary, 
on the 19th January, and he furvivtd 
little more than a fortnight. He diea 
the 3d of February, and was buried at 
' Leigh, near Blackheath. 

Though it can hardly be fuppofed 
that the continual emplovnent v^bich 
Mr* Parfons had in the Theatre woold 
afford him much leifure for any other 
avocations, yet we are informed that be 
never wholly dcfcrted the polite artb 
He frequently amufed himfelf with 
painting, in which he had obuined na 
Imall pruHciency, and has left behiad 
him many performances of architedurci 
fruit pieces, and landfcapes, which ar 
dcfcrving of cf>nftderable praife. Tht 
fruit pieces, in particular, are (aid to 
approach to excellence. 

We fliall cooclude this account with 
the following juft chara^cr of Mr. 
Parfons, written by a Gentleman ^ell 
known in the literary world, and which 
appeared ibme years ago in oi)e of thQ 
public papers :

BOARD of AGRICULTURE. 
HINTS RESPECTING THE CULTURE AND USE OFPOTATOES. 



nrHE Board of ^gnculnire think te 
incumbent on them to take the 
(arlieft opportunity of fubmitting the 
following hints to the Public ; they come 
recommended ,by the experience of 
laaoy who have cultivated potatoes 

I. Sorts —Two circumftanccs re- 
Qiiire attention : i. That the fortt 
mould not be liable to the curl ; and, 
». That they Aould be mealy. The 
kind known under the name of the 
Champion has thofe qualities, and is 
slfo very early and produflive. The 
Oi-ooble is hardy, keeps well, and in 
liie fpring boils mealy. The Kidnev 
is of an excellent quality ; and though 
the crop is lefs produ^ite, and in fome 
foiis liable to curl, the price at market 
ii pr^porttohally greater. The Su- 
rinam Cluficry or Yam, fo well calcu- 
lated for ilock, never curls, and is ex- 
tremely produ6tive. Thofe v^ho cuU 
t*Tate potatoes on a gr^at fcale ought 
to hare different forts, for early ufe, fot 
kcepiog, and for fiock. 

s. Modes of Planting —r. 
Drilling on laud already in tillage. 
1. Dibbling upon grafs'^or lays. j. 
L47y beds on bogs, %vet peat moors, and 
lands coo rtugh to plough. 



DftiLLrNG— >Sot]s liable to be wet 
during the winter Ihould be ploughed 
in autumn, fo as to lie dry. In the 
fpring, plough and harrow (hit. In 
April and May, the fcts may be plant- 
ed. Draw furrows three feet afunder, 
ID thofe furrows lay the durig not fefit 
than twenty loads or tons per acre. 
Drop the lets on the manure nine 
inches afunder. Jf the fand be at all 
iliflr, cover the dung and fers by draw<* 
ing earth over them with hand - hoes ; 
adding mord afterwards with the 
plough ; if it be light and friable, they 
miy be covei'ed with the plough* 
Keep the intervats clean by ploughing 
or horfa-hoeing, for (ix^r eight weeks 
after the potatoes appear, aftA-ward bjr 
hand-hoeme ; hand- hoe the rows when 
young, and afterwards weed thenh. 
Take up the crop by opening the rows 
with a plough, and harrow and pick 
more than once. 

Lands prepared and dunged, for 
wheat that could not be Town, or where 
the plant has been deilroyed by the 
froft, are ready without funher ma- 
nuring to receive potatoes in this mode 
of culture. 

Dibbling. — If the foil of the grnfs 
be very rich, it will want bo manure ; 

if 
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if moderately good, only ten or twch"e 
%ons per acre-. I f no nimurc be fpread, 
plough larc in autumn, and I'cufHc or 
Ikim the fur face (hallow ; or for want 
cf thofc tools, if weeds or {^rafs arifc, 
hand -hoe it in Mdrch. if manure be 
iifed, fpvead it on the lay in fpringt and

plough acipofs the former furrows. 

ThiK method is applicable alfotodry 
fnoors and waives capable of being 
ploughed ; and hy paring and burning 
the fui/ace, during the drying north- 
*aft winds in March, dung may be 
fived. To add lime, in fuch caft«, to 
the aOies, is beneficial. 
' Afier an e.trly crop of grafs for hay, 
«r after the firft crop of ciover,thc land 
m^y be ploughed, and p' taioe^ dibbled 
in, if prupcr ftts have been prcfcrvcd 
for that purpofc ; ard in the more 
IbuthcrR parts of the ifland a good crop 
may be obtained. 

LAev Ukds.— 'Upon bogs partially 
vr wholly drained, and upon fuch 
rough foils as are difficult to plough, 
this method may be adopted . Pare and 
burn the fnrface j add lime to the 
aihc^. Strike thclaiu! into (Iraight beds 
iix feet wide j with inieivals of two 
feet, or two and a half. Lay the fcu 
twvlvc inches fquaic on the beds, and 
cover tj.em two or three inches deep 
wiih fpades, from the inte-rval? ; when 
ihe pUnts appear, cover them again in 
the lame manner, one and a half or two 
inches more. Keep them clean by one 
hand- hoeing, and fucccliive weeding. 
'!rhey may uc rnkcn up with the plough 
by fpliitiug the buls, and- filling the 
former inttrxaJs j convcr'ing the open 
.furrows left in ilie centre of the former 
beds ir»to dr.iins, deep enough to leave 
the land dry in winter. 

3. Prox>vce. — In any of thcfe me- 
thods, the farmer may cxptft from 2 
to joo buihels an acre, 75 pounds 
per buAel. Some foils will yield ncre, 
and fome may afford lefs. The felling 
price throughcui the kmgccm myy be 



reckoned from is. to is. 6d. the bnAel; * 
at IS.

In fi^me places the charges 
will run higher ; is other* perhaps 
ibmething lefa. ■ The drill method is 
by much the cheapcft. If the whole 
Ciould not be fal^able, the reft may be 
giyen to fattei> oxeot tohorfes, and to 
any other live (lock, wirh advantage, 
particularly if, when boiled or fteimed, 
a handful of fait be added tatwo bulb* 
els of potatoes. 

A. Double Crops.— In Cornwall, 
in Cheiliirc, in Lancafliire, and in the 
neighbourhood uf London, two crops 
have been obtained from the fame 
ground in ouc Vcar, the mode of raifiog 
which will be foui^ in the Agriculture 
JR.eportt from the counties of ChciKtrc 
and Lancaihire •.' Thofe who raife 
early potatoeSf may certainly have a 
fecond crop on the fame ground. 

5; The following CiCo?.— 
Wheat has been fown with foccefs af- 
ter potatoes i but barley or oats are 
more to be recommended. On dry 
moory foils, treated as above, turnips 
may fonow, fed on by Ih.ep, and theft 
by fpringcorn and graHes. 

6. PiiESf RVATios. — Th^ rnoft ap- 
proved method, is that of di^'^ing, in a 
a very dry fpot, trenches Hx feet wide, 
and eighteen inches dtcp ; fprtad 
ft raw ; pile the potatoes into the (hape 
of the roof of a houfe v cover tight and 
clofe with draw fix indite thick; and 
then with earth fifteen to eighteen 
inches more ; flittttd regularly and 
firmly, and (harp at top, railed from 
three to five fecfe above ground. If 
there ilinll be any apprchtnfions of 
moirturc, dig a trench at a few yards 
ort' deeper than that in which the 
roots are laid.

AS long as religion and learning 
*^ maintain tonfidctation and refpcdt 
at Aberdeen or Olafgow, thofc cities 
will feci a juft and laudable pride in re- 
colleding the name and meriu of ^iil^op 
£lphinftoa. 

John Elpbinfton defccnded frqm » 
lobic family f in Germany, and Mar- 
garet Douglas, daughter of the Laird 
i?f Drumlanrig, were the parents of 
\ViLLiAM£i.rHiNSTOy,wbo was born 
at Glafgow in 1431* He received his 
education in his native city. His fir(k 
Kquidtions were in clafficai learning 
sad theology. At the age of twenty-five 
be entered into the Church, and became 
immediately ininifter of the parilh of 
St. Michael in Glafgow. Concelirine 
an inclination to the ftudy of the civil 
and canon lawr» he was advifcd by a re- 
ioeaable relative to go to the Univer- 
bij of Paris, which had long been 
celebrated for the cultivation of that 
braach of literature. No churchman 
b that agCy who was ambitious of riling 
to great eccUiiaftical prefermenta, or 
of obouning confequence in the ilate, 
could eipeS to fucceed without a com- 
petent knowledge of~ the inftitutes of 
the civil and canon law. Although 
the ** KegiAm Majeflatem,*' the firft. 
authentic body of Scottifli IawS| had 
great authority in the courts of that 
kingdom from, the reign of David II. 
in which they were compiled ; the civil 
bw determined a vaft number of cafes 
in £lphinftoB*s time. Though ftudied 
aiprefent in moik of the Univerfitics of 
Earope* inafmuch as it comprizes the 
prinaples <^ natural equity, and is 
tottnded in good fenfe, it has for foroe 
time been perhaps n<nvhere admitted 
. «rtthout being pooliderably changed, or 
^aaJiJied ; partly by a mixture of feu- 



dal laws, or with general or particular 
^cuftoms, and is at prcfeat, iu mod free 
'ftatcs, fuperfeded by podtive {lacu^s 
and ordinances, and only allowed jui 
influence in fome particular couits of 
jullice. Before thfr<Reformation, whioii 
vna not eiUbliflicd till many years after 
the deceafe of Elphinfton, that body of 
ecclcfiaftical conflitutions forming the 
cauon hw, and which is derived from 
the apoftlca, the primitive fathersj the 
popes of Home, and from general coun* 
ciU,c(mtintteddecifive in all matters rc« 
lative to the Church. The ecdefiafti* 
cal lawf of our own and other coun« 
tries in Europe^ are ftill freqaentlf 
groulMled tt|>oa its manms, refer often 
to its autboritjr, and in particular cafes 
adopt its decifibns. If this digreffion 
hath not been fufficiently relative to 
our pur]pofe to aeed no apology, I 
&all but lengthen it ^iy making one, 
and therefore I return immediately to 
my fubjedl. 

Mr. Elpbinilon had rciided four 
vears upon his cure at Glafgow, when 
oe quitted it, in order to profecutc his 
fcheme of ftudy in the tf nlvArfity of 
Paris. Such was the proficiency he 
made there, that in the fpacc of three 
years, he was advanced to the pro* 
feflbcihip of civil and canon law at 
Paris } and afterwards at Orleans. He 
was reputed fo profound in chefe 
branches, that the Parliament of Paris 
often confulted him in cafes of intri^ 
cacy. 

Having fpent nine years in France* 
and fix of them in a confpicuous and 
honourable fituaiion^ he was urged 
by his patron, the Bilhop of GFaf* 
goar, to return to his country and hll 
. frknds.

Some mifundcrftanding having arifrn 
between ^thc king of Scotland and 
I.ouis XI. of France, Mr. Elphinfton 
was fcnt to Paris, in a joint commi^lion 
^ith the Earl of Bnchan and the Biiho;> 
of Dunkeld, to anfwcr the matter of 
«omplaiht brought forward on the 
pan of the French. After fome dif- 
•cuflion the differences between the two 
■courts were compofed. The fuccefs 
tif this commifnon wa^ fo much attri- 
^utc'd to the wiftlom* and e^oquencc of 
*EIphinfton, that, immediately upon his 
Ycturti,' he was advanced to the bifl)Op- 
Vick oir Rofs; and in the fame year 
^ranftatcd to the fee of Abet-dcen. 

Richard III. having murdered his 
'two nephews, whofe proteftnr he had 
been cnofen, afccnded the throne of 
^Ingland in 1483. Rcflcfting on how 
•Hfppcry a foundation 'it ftood in the 
'blood t)f his netir rel«iVcs, and well 
verfcd in the lore of worldly wifdom', 
">ie naturally recurred to thofe means, 
by which it might beft be fixed and 
confolidatcd. None appeared more 
plaufible than the alliance of a neigh- 
bouring monarch ; he therefore pro- 
pofcd to enter into negociation ♦ for 
that purpofc with James III. 
■ Although this krng held the bloody 
ambition of Richard in the utmoft de- 
"teftation, ycf when he confidercdi 
That hfs own throne frcT|licntly totter- 
ed amid ft the fa6^ions of a diiFatfeftcd 
nobility, and that the advantaees of a 
• treaty, wifely 'condu^Vd, would be at 



tiic two' nations was concluded for 
three y«ars, ob the igth daj of Septeia- 
ber 14.24. 

To give more ftrength and cob- 
nilency to this political friendihip, 
Richard foon after propofed a eonnec- 
tiv>n of marriage betwixt his niece t» 
Ann de la Pole, daughter of the Duks 
of Suffolk, and the Duke of Rothe&y, 
heir apparent to the crown of Scotland. 
King . James, without difficnlty, sc 
tciled to this offer, and the Bilhopof 
Aberdeen returned to Nottippiam 
with the other Lords appointed in tha 
commiifion ; where all preliminaries 
being fettled, and the requifite inftra- 
mcnts figned, this young lady w» 
-ftiled Prihccfs of Rothefay ; but thi 
field of Bofworth in i4t5 terminated 
the career of Richard II J. and "this 
world, as Shakefpcarc fays J, being left 
no longer for him to buftie in," the nar- 
riage was never confummated. Shortly 
after this, our able' prelate, accordirtf 
to' (brae accounts, fucceeded the Earl 
off Argylc iji the Chancellorfiiip of the 
"kingdom. Biihop Lcilic fays, his poft 
in the civil department was that or 
Lord Privy Seal.

The priory of ^ Coldingham at that 
period became vacant, and being at the 
King's dilpofal, he annexed its revenues 
to his new chapel, and procuiTcd a law 
in parliament^ to prevent .any of his' 
fubjefts from' difuniting theie beue- 
ficrs. 

The family of the Humes complain- 
ed of the king's proceeding as an in- 
fringement of their privilege, and in- 
deed as an alienation of their pro- 
perty ; inafmuch as the priory of Col- 
diDgham had ever, by their former fo- 
veceigns, been conferred upon a Hume, 
and the tythes and pecuniary emolu- 
ments belonging to it were paid out of 
the eftatcs of that family. James, dif- 
incUned to make any conceffion, per- 
fifted in maintaining his arrrangement. 
The llumcs, enraged at his pertinacity, 
applied to their friends and neigh, 
boars, the Hepburns, through Lord 
Hales, their chiot and reprefentativc, 
dcfiring alliftance to affert their claim. 
This was granted^ on condition that no 
perfon exccjpt a Hume or a Hepburn 
ihould for the future be hdvaoccd to the 
priory of Coldingham. 

Small caufes, as we frequently fee, 
«iay operate to a wide extent. The 
coiktbioation entered into by thefe two 
famiPies, bent upon refiftance to the 
king's will in the affair in quedion, as 
they were known to be numerous, 
powerful and adive, proved the center 
af attraction ca all the inftl-conreata 
and difaffed^ed perfonsin the kingdom. 
This bufineft or the priory furnifliing 
aa oftenftble pretext to all parties^ op- 
poRvntty foon vfcred or was fought 
for, and the parties rofc in rebellion 
again ft their ibve reign. The Bilhop 
at Aberdeen upon this occalion ex* 



efted all his powers and influence to 
bring back the rebels to their duty. 
But finding,' aftei< at! hia efforts, that 
he had been vaifrty preaching loyalty and 
chrii^ian peace to peof>le rcfolved dot 
to hear, and believing affairs of war to 
be neither within his compQtencc, nor 
becoming his profcilion, he'quitted the 
fee ne of political buiincfs, and retired, 
to his d.Ocefe. ' 

During this recefs, from the tumult 
of violence and reib^llion h^ compiled 
his book of canons, adapted, from thofe 
ef the primitive church, to the' eficle- 
fialtical ftate of Scotland; He reformed 
fuch abufes as had crept in amongil his 
clergy, and attended, with the mbd 
exemplary vig?la^ice, to^. e\'cry part of 
his paftoral prfovince- 

Whtlfl he was abforbcd- in thcfe efea- 
ploymcnts, intelligence w^ fuddeAly 
brought him, that dic^mg his mailer 
had fallen in the field of battle, cdu- 
ragcoufly defending himTelf and the 
rights of his crown againft the Lords 
of the Infurre£^ion, a title given to 
the chiefs who had united in that re* 
hellion. 

A parliament being fi^mmoncd to 
meet at Edinbui^h in 1488, the Bi- 
fliop of Aberdeen was obliged to at* 
tend it, in order to aifift at the coro- 
nation of the young prince, who had 
not then completed the fixtcenth yaar 
of his age. When that bufinefs was 
finiflied, the Lords of the Infurre^ion 
began to fufpeft, that many of thfcif 
proceedings might not be entirely con- 
formable to our prelate's nrinciplcs.^or 
fuch as the integrity of his chara^er 
would permit him to'approve. THej 
therefore, to avoid the icrutiny of fuc.h 
eyes, contrived an honourable pretext 
for his removal, and appointed him 
ambaffador to the Emperor Maspmilian^ 
on a propofuion of marriage betwHxc 
their young king^Tii M»rgar^ t^^Bui- 
peror*$ daughter* 

However acceptable this matrimomal 
alliance might have been to thf Court 
of Vienna, it wal frntrattedbythe prior 
engagement of the Lady p thr Wtce 
of Spain. 

The Bifrop defiiDus to com^enfiite 
for his failure, involuntary as u was, 
111 th^ obJeA of his German evibaffyy 
t«»ok the opportunity of his return 
through Holland to fettle feveral points

Tbut hsving rendered a fig* 
nai and unezpc^ed fcrvic^ to bia coun- 
try« b« f ccurned hone witbiumoor and 
eelac. 

, That agitation of nnind naturally at- 
tendant on public bufinefs now foon fub» 
iidingt our Prelate b^gan again to feel « 
ftrottg attra^^ion to«m(d» the calm |c« 
treat of bit dioccTe, wbiljl bis cbonghta 
fremed wboUy eog^d on promoting 
the imerefii oi religion and Uariitng. 

About the year 1494 he made ap« 
plication to the Pope, Alejnnder Vl. 
to obtain bis buU tot founding a uni« 
yerfity at Aberdeen & wpieb being 
granted, he built the Kind's college in 
the old town ofthatcitv m 1500. l{ 
wu fo cailedy becauTe James IV. 
took it under his particular patronage. 
It was endowed with great priviltgcsy 
faid to be much in ^ the fpirit of thofe 

f ranted 1Q the UniTcrfities of Paris and 
lononia. A Do£^or in theology was 
conftitnted Principal of the College ; 
Pc^ors of the canon itw, civil jurif* 
prudence, and of medicinCt were ap- 
pointed next in ordcr> for the cultiva- 
tion of tboTe fcienccs ; a Profcflbr of 
bumanitjr to infiruA the ftudent^ in 
grammar and Ipnguages. and a Suli- 
principal to inftitute them in philo- 
foph^. The plan of endowment made 
proTifion> moreoyer« for twenty ^fcven 
Undents, a cbantori organlft andfacrif- 
tan ♦. 

The city of Abn-deen was indebted 
to the munificence of Bifliop Elphin- 
fton for another great public work ; the 
bridge acrofs the river Pee,wbich gives 
name to the town. 

That part of his time which re- 
mained unconfecrated to devotion, to 
ails of charity, public and private, and 
to the Vulineis of his diocele, was fpent 
in Andy, He wrou a book on the lives 



of the famts for the ufetif hia clergr. 
recommending fome portiop of it to 
their pcrufaion each oi the FcftivaU<^ 
the Clittrch. Tbis work is fuppofcd to 
be entirely loft; a circumftancc perha|ie 
not much to be lamented at this tima 
of day, There feems little reafoii Ibr 
encouraging men to become faints by 
profel&on, As no man can be ab&« 
lutely perfect »ny pretence or even 
attempt to appear fo, is fure to be fo 
n^rowiywauncd, that without better 
fortune 'than oneht rcalbnably to be 
cspe^cd, it is Iftely tbat difcoveries 
may» in foine unguwrded moinent» be 
made to the faint i 4i&<lvatitage : and 
fuch is the malice of tbe world appn 
thefe occafionst that the flighteft pecca* 
dillo in a phara^er oJF this fort never 
fails to be magnified infinitely beyond 
its real difncnbons. 

The principal literary undertaking 
of Bilbop Elphinfton was t^e Uiftory 
of Scotland, from its remote^ antiquity 
to bis own time* This is i|il| to be 
found among General Fairfax's roanu* 
fcripts iathc Bod)eian Liibrary. It con- 
iifts of eleven books. The hiftorian 
follows pretty pk>fcly the footficps of f 
Fcrdoun,as nras that author hasgoi|C| 
but afterwards entprs much tnore into 
detail, and writes with greater preci? 
fiOn than anv of Fordoun^s continua? 
tors. The Biihop's tlifipry ends with 
the reign of James JJ. an accomplilhed 
prince, who unfortiinatelv loik bis lifi^ 
at the (lege of Roxburgh by the fplinter 
of a cannon in 14409 in (he tb^rtietb 
year of his age. 

Our Prelate continued his labour of 
learniag and piety to a very advanced 
a^e, and was Kill proceeding ^ith fome 
vieour in the good purpofckof bis heart, 
when his fpirits received a violent ihod^ 
from the death of James |V. at the 
battle } of Flodden, in confequence of 
this event a parliament wa^ immedi- 
ately alfembled at Sterling : the nation 
fell into the moi^ unfcttl^d date, and

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fuch Uvelj gratification in biovraphTcal 
writing. 

The fereral fitiiations in which he 
fucccliively appeared, were •eirinently 
dtAinguiihed, as each demanded its pr«« 
per character, by hts knowledge, hit 
learDing, his addreCs,^hts munificenceg^ 
or his piety ) and it Ceems not too mxxdi 
to fay, that his exalted flation in th« 
Chureh was adorned by the conftanc 
union of them all. 

The very confiderable acq uifi dons of 
wiyalth which his different offices or 
employments in the Church or the 
State enabled him to mnke, were, as we 
have reen,Teturned,durinE his Hfe.time^ 
in BO fcancv meafure, to nis country in 
a6ts of noble liberality, or the moft 
ufeful charity. He bequeathed ten 
thoui^nd pounds, which remained in 
money and tifc^s after his deceafe, 
partly for the completion of his bridge 
over the Dee, and partly for the be* 
nefit of his College at Aberdeen. , 

Jn fuch of his. writings as have de- 
fcended to pofterity, he has left ample 
teftimonies of his learning, and particu- 
larly of his extenfive knowledge in the 
hiftory of his country *. 

After the various inftances of merit- 
which I have adduced to this (ketch -of 
oar eminent Prelate's life, allow me In 
three words to complete his charafUr 
by the following eulogy of one whei 
has obferved of him, ** that there 
never was a man of greater in tegritf 
of life and manners ; it having hecn 
proverbially affirmed to his honour, 
that from the time of hi( entering int» 
hoiy orders, he was nerer known t0'd# 
or (o fay an unfeemly tlyng."

. *• His body alfo, from the contagion 
of his anxious mind, began to be af- 
feded, and his health fcemed very fcn- 
iibly to decline. He wis fcizcd with 
a flow fever, which changed into i^ ter- 
tian ague. . Eor the fpacc of a week 
-no dangerous fymptoms appeared, and 
}t\ the intervals or the fits he was able 
to walk abroad. At length the fever 
increafed, and he himfeirbcgan to en- 
tertain fome thoughts of death, and to 
caft hi> eye toward tkat future exift- 
cnce, whofc idea had once been inti- 
tnateiy prefcnt to him ; though iince, 
in the hurry of affairs and iho fhock of 
wars and fa^lions, it had, no doubt, 
been confiderably obliterated.

FRAGMENT of an ESSAY attempting taprove FOSSIL SHELLS, BONES, 
WOOD, FISH, &c. to be the SPOILS of the UNIVERSAL DELUGE. 



T*HATa deluge did happen is an un« 
* doubted fa&j and if we feck no 
ether proof, there is the alrooft untver- 
fal tradition of this wonderful event in 
all countries of the globe; 

With regard to tbefe exuviae (the 
fubjcfl of our prclient enquiry), it is in 
vain to attempt an explanation of every 
appearance, or to unhinge the fettled 
lava ef naturet to fupport fome idea 
which wc have formed : we are igno- 
raoi of even what the mere mechanical 
notion of the waters is able to effect ; 
/orweare aflured (fays Mr. Boyle) by 
all diversy that the bottom of the fea is 
fo ilroDgly afie^^ed bv the agitation of 
the waters, that eartn, clay, and fliells, 
are removed to ^reat diftances. And if 
thii if the cafe in ordinarvt what mud 
it be when the vrhqlc mafs of waters, 
by divine interpofition, were thrown 
forward on the earth ? None, fave 
thofe who have been eye-witnefles to 
tliee9e£tsof a violent land flood, and 
fectt thofe things peiformed by it vvhich 
tbeyoA^ierwife would by no means have 
believed, can ^orm fuflicient ideas of the 
fad dcftruAion fo direful an event as the 
untrerfal deluge could effect, in which 
nor only an incelTapt, but (if I may tife 
the word) catara6live rain foftened 
the eanh for fix wctks, but the tarn* 
f pc^DUs ocean poured in on ail fidea 
vitb its moveable contents. 

How the Flood arrived nearly at its 

^height in forty day», and continued 

ftationary for five months ; and furely 

the prefliir^ of a column of water 

I aigh four miles in height, for fo great 

I a ieogth of time, muS have /oftened - 

I the whol^ earth to fo great a degree, 

as to render the paiTage of not only 

(Me (hells, but of other fubftancca 

Vhich it had brought with it, eafy to 

the grcateft depths. Another circum» 

laoceoffome weight in thia cafe is,

that beneath thefe m/irine exu«via we 
often find whole trees in the foflil (late ; 
and wev may naturally conclude, that 
the trees growing on the furf jcc of the 
earth were the firfl objefls of the pref- 
fu re of the water : and that thefe trees 
were once growing on the furface of 
the earth, is evident from the marka 
of the axe yet remaining on a great, 
number. Again, how often do we find 
foilil fhclls crufhcd and broken in fuch 
a manner, as tvMentlv carried the marka 
of a violent prelTure, and couid have 
been done in no other way than by the 
preflive force of a fupercumbcnt power. ^ 

It has been conjectured by fome, 
** that at the Creation the' whole earth 
was not all at once uncovered, biit only 
thofe parts where Adam and the ani- 
mals were created, and the re'fl gradu- 
ally afterxVards, perhaps not in many 
years, as (according to their method of 
rcafoning) there fccms no ncceflity of 
underftanding the -account of the Crc» 
ation to have been in three natural 
days ;" and thus they would make it 
appear, that fhell andoc^er fifh" might 
breed and multiply abundantly all over 
its bottom ; and that this bottom being 
afterwards elevated, deferted by*th« 
fea, and made dry land, thefe ihella 
mufl be elevated with it, dnd retained . 
in thofe ftrata, which afteVwards hard*^ . 
ened into the various kinds of earth and 
ftone/* The appearance of this, at 
firfl fight, is Very plaufible \ but hadthia 
been the cafe, why u'o we not now find 
rocki of coral } and why do we fincl 
animal and vegetable remains beneath 
thole marine fpoils? Rock^ of coral 
require a length of time for their form* 
ation, and had the fea remained over 
the earth for fo great a period, mufl 
liave been almoft as common in the follil 
fiate as in the recent. Animal and 
vegetable remains would not then have 
y been 
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been found btnenUi thoTe of tke fetf 
iinleft It had been allowed that the 
earthy which had been elevated with 
%ht(t marine remains^ wa« the ruins of 
a more ancient world, for the admiflion 
•f which we haft no authority in either 
(aered or profane hiftory. 

That great numbars of ihells, alreadv* 
formed, would be brought along witn 
the waters of the ocean* is an undcni- 
abltt alTertion | and if we eonfider the 
way in which thej carae on, as dcfcrib- 
odoy the {acred hiftorian, our ideas of 
tbe quantity muft be tcry great. Thia 
tircumftance af itfelf will account for 
the appearance of vaft numbers of ihells 
and other marine fobftances on laolU. 
9ut there is yet one opore whi«h vrtU 
enhance the force of tt, that is, that 
the unfa^thomable depths of the ocean are 
;iot the proptr habiations for Afls, which 
fnrim in ihoals^ and' always haunt tha 



ihailowe, and of confequence would 
abound on the tops of the mountains 
and elevated places^ and while the 
waters remained on the earth* marine 
animals of everjrkind would breed •▼«* 
the land in their natural way* 

It is fomewhat wonderful that hu* 
man and other animal remains are noc 
more frequently found than ^hey are > 
for aft the period of th'^ universal deluge 
(as is now generally believed) the earth 
was more fully innabited than at pre* 
fcnt, by reaTon the Hf e of man was con* 
^derably longer. They, like other tni* . 
mals, uiight by the inftin& of natures 
would naturally flee from the approach- 
ing danger, and (a^ it is natural for ut 
to fuppofe) climbed the mountains and 
precipices to av(dd the mighty lloo^ 
and atiaft periihed together by the vio^ 
lettve of the overwhclinia{[ torrent. 



ON THfi NEGLECT tO WHICH AUTHOl^S ARE EXi'OSED IN 
TH£IR OWN NEIGHBOURHOOD. 



1^ we look into the retreats of literary 
men, and view them among their 
friends or their neighbours, we ihall 
notf perhapst be decifively of opinidnt 
that their reputatioa greatly contribuus 
to their domeftic comforts. Thofe 
names which are highljr refpeAed at a 
diilance, excite little veneration at home* 
The fentimenta entertained of an Au- 
thor in biS own contraded neighbour* 
hood, are not fuch as he really <Grervcs, 
•r a6lually enjoys^ in the liberal world 
of Tetters. Among his perfonal ac« 
mimtance, there is always an invidious 
eifp6fitiDn, which endeavours to bring 
doWn his chara^^er to a level with the 
eonfimon ftandard. To this detractive 
fptrit, the Statefman and .the Soldier 
arc equally expofed. The credit they 
have uoqueftionably gained, is feldom 
allovTed without refcrvc,by thofc " who 
eat of their own meat» and drink of 
theh" own cupt" 

To account for this circum^ance, is 
hyUbpleansdlflitult. 

The'y who upver Qotne forward to 
pubMc 6brervatiQn but with the dignity 
of exalted chara6^ers, are e«ery daV 
familiarized to their friends* in the moft 
trivial fituations. Jn ordinary life, the 
little failinffs of the mod eminent are 
balanced with thofe virtues or qualifi- 
cations which the Public only abftradk- 
edly fees. ' Envy, howtver, hefuates to 
acknowledge even the worth which ihe 
fiM3^D( bat ol^ferve^ ^^d ihc is con- 



ftandy exercifed on fach obieAs as are 
placed in her vicinity. With remot^ or 
unfamiliar tranfaftionsthp-einriotisTery 
feldom interfere, becaufe^ what others 
are not likely to oppofe to their roeriu, 
they rarely atteippt to oppoie them- 
felves. To the cafe of literal^ people* 
thefe obfervations feam pecufiarly ap« 
plicable* 

To procure himfelf a good-reception 
in his own neighbourhood, an Author 
has tQ ftrvggle with a thoufand diflU 
culties. From the Uttle world where 
he hath fixed his refidcnce, he inu^ 
expel a vail variety of difagreeable pre* 
poHeflions, which do not exift in the 
world at li(fge, wh^re he is perfonally 
unknown. As he goes fo n^uch out ojf 
the common track, his neighboun are 
ever ready to difpute his privilege to 
deviate \ and would bring him back, if 
they were ^ble, into the ordinary rou* 
tine of ditiipation. Whilil his own re- 
lations, perhaps, ful!en and referued, 
fay nothing, though they cannot dif. 
approve, and by th^ir filence damp his 
ardour for AiKnorfliip, his common ac- 
quaintance regard h^m with a fcruti- 
nizing eye. Fond of invefttgating his 
motives for publtihiag, th^y generally 
come to a very friendly and charitable 
dccifioa, ^t tjie clbfe of their enquiries. 

On a general view they accofe him of 
VMMiijf, They compare him ^th 
themfclvesyand accufe him of arrofOMce* 
They fomp^e his cnndu^ with hts o va 
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Book, ancl acciife him of tnt^nfijiena^. 
They examiae into hit particular pro- 
feffioo^ aad chargo him with t negUS 

To the modre dty^mi^ an Author's 
prercnded friends induftrioufly trace 
cverj PttbKcation* however diffident his 
pretenfiohs. 

If his Book be nierei j calculated to 

aaoi^yit is tofet off his own wit or 

talents that he publifhes. And 

his prodttftions have an evident 

to' eorreft and reform the 

VHiQAers or the morals of men, it is 

M with a felfilh view to his own repu- 

tsoon, that he ap^ars before the Pub* 

he He who prints what he writes, 

nadonbtedlj diicovers a confcioufnefs 

dttthis Work poflefles foroe degree of 

Bcrit.

Who» though 
he feel the filent emotion of contemptt 
would, in thefe .circupiftanccs, be fo 
rude as to difcommend the moft oxe« 
crable Piece ? In his own houfe^ at 
lejifk, he is fecure from ridicult otf ecn« 
fttfe ; and thus he reads, .pcrrhaps, fucll 
reading as was never read, amidft the 
feeblcneis of extoned applaufe, «ndthe 
fomnolence of fecret ilifapprobatiDn, 
In the mean time, he who puhii^ies, 
fubmits hi) Work ta impartial eufni* 
nation* If it be well rccotvtdi^he 
enjoys the praife which is his doe, and 
endeavours to fupporx its crodlt. If it 
be condemned, he lets it fink, whither 
it is.faft tending, into oblivion. • . 

His acquaintance, again, areibndof 
comparing the literary Oentkman-««^di 
themfel ves. Perhaps they were brought 
up with him at the fiime fchooi | but , 
thejr obferved .no decided fuiieriority in 
his exerciies, The^ were his oompa* 
nions at the Univerfity 1- but they never 
heard his themes appkoded, or re* 
marked any uncommon brilliancy ia 
his de^ciamationt: .and as toJfrJnfSf he 
^as always deficient in them $ io that 
In loric, he was vaftly their inferiof; 
and hardly, indeed, ever efcapedt on 
Difputaiion -days, without the ccnfiire 
of the College. Admitting all this, he 
majr have treated the fubie& of his own 
choice with fupfrior ability. Even if 
we fuppofe that a few of his illiberal 
aflociates mi^ht have excelled him* fo 
compofition, is he blameable for having 
done well, becaufe others might haye 
done betur } Let them make a trUl 
of their powers, or be filent» In com- 
mon converfation, his acquaintance, 
perhans, iniinuate his deficiencies. 'Tis 
impomble, they fay, that a man who 
favs fo Ijttle to the purpofe, who nover 
tells a good ftory, or difcuffes a fubjclt 
with perfpicuity, can poflefs talents to 
qualify him for an Author. In the 
recoUefkion even of conuinon hiftorical 
fa£ty, he hefitatca fo much, that we 
abfoitttely blulh for the poor bewilderejl^ 
man 1 though we can hnrdly pity h^ 
^oibarraiTment, when, in all he hstk 
written^ we fee fo palpable an affeci 
tation of hiftorical knowledge. Not^ 
withftanding this, he may poflefs n 
better ttiemory than any one of hie 
acquainunce hath a right to boaft. T# 
company he may have reoonrTe £er n^ 
laXation, after eahauftinrhss fptri^ift- 
conpofition 1 end the men^ andutlu 
Ury ftidy of «a Altthitiicielf «• meiOii 
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the fchool for tea- table eloquence. To 
* excel in converfation, reqUret a habit 
of convcrfm^. Pradicc m this, as in 
'all other thmg«,' is necclTary to bcr- 
'fe6tion. Perhaps the embarr^flcd Gen. 
•Clemaii can diftate with eaual rapidity 
and elegance in the clolet, what he 
cannot find tirms to exprcfs in familiar 
difcourfiB ; and the idea (which thofe 
Vfho have atoy way diftinguiihtd them- 
' rei?ei cannot help entertaining) that 
all he fays will be particularly noticed, 
inuft occafion much perplexing hefi- 
tation ; whilft»pauringamidft a number 
of fyncnimOus words, to felcft the pro- 
pereft expreffions, he feels at length the 
aukvrardnefs x>f the paufe, and lofcs all 
in confufion and obfcurity. For any 
little fl«fc£ls or auk \^ardnc fifes, how- 
ever, his acquaintance can find no 
poiiible cxi^uTe. His conduft, in having 
aflumed the dignity of a writer^ is ^f* 
perfed with bitter calumnies ; and the 
articles of his impeachment being 
fummed up, he is' unafnmoufiy found 
. guilty of arrogancr.^ 

For fuch charges they are indefati- 
gable in their i'earch. Perhaps one of 
bisaccufcrs, whofe report is taxen upon 
, truft, may have read his Book with 
fome attention. With his own Work, 
then, they are diligent in comparing his 
fentimcnts, his conduct, and his cha- 
racter; and Ihould they be fortunate 
enough to difcover the flighted incon- 
. fiftency, it is at once the fubje^ of ge- 
. neral triumph. ' 

If he aovance opinions that may 
apparently clafii with what he has writ- 
ten, the oppofition is inftantly marked 
with an infuttin^ air. But is any man 
pcrfeft ? And have we not the autho- 
rity of Scripture to fay, that if any erne 
ofiend not in tongue, he is perft^ ? 
Befidcs, may we not alter our opinions, 
on a diflfereiit view of thing^s, without 
incurring the blame'of ficklcnefs or in- 
^onfiftency ? How often do wc' change 
eur fentimcnts, in the courfe of human 
life! 

If the onfortanate Writer fwerve, in 
the mofl trivial point of conduct, from 
the morality he hath inculcated, the in- 
congruity between his practice and his 
precepts is too vifible to ^fcape animad-, 
yerfion ; and he is ftigmaiized, by uni-' 
Terfiii confent, with the title of an hypo- 
crite. The moft charitable zeal fuggeds 
the charge. But a man may feel the., 
keauty of virtue in his clofct, and yet, 
vhen he gics out into the world, be' 
Jtifapted like others. Though he is 



truly, (incere in all he ftdvifea at th# 
moments of cool reflection, yet pat&oo 
may betray him into exceflfes, whkh, 
though they feem to weaken or dif- 
credit admocitMtti only proFve our com« 
men frailty« and urge the neaeflity of 
the ftri6teft oircumfpedion. I flioald 
not luve charged aDoDDwith hypocrify. 
Whiift he preached, he felt the forct \ 
oi evangelic truth, and endeavoured to 
imprefs his feelings, on his auditory. 
The time, at leaft^ which a Morriift 
fpends in his clofet, is unexceptionably 
employed. Howeverirregular be may 
be at certain feafons, he dedicates fome 
portion of his life fo virtue* In thi( ht 
hath furely an aulvantage over tMt 
who neither preach nor pradife. In- 
Ilead of being extreme to mark what 
he ^id amifs, I ihould rather overlook 
his trifling deviations, on account of his 
ufeful in(tru£tions. For ihefe, rf>. 
ftradledly confidcred, the world isfurtly 
obliged to him. His prad^ice they hafve 
no nght to examine. There is a fpe- 
cies of ingratitude in the inquify. 
'Tis probable, indeed, that his fuperior 
talents, Co far from impofing a (brisker 
morality, may be the very caufe of his 
incaution and extravagance. From a 
man of bright parts, mechanical regu- 
larity^* can hardly be expected; and 
where there is no viciouijiefs, any little 
wanderings from the road of common. 
life ought to b« excufed, as an indul- 
gence to genius. 

There is ftill another charge, which 
the pretended friends of Authors are 
always, ready to bring forward— the 
negU^ of tbeir proffMkin* Examiping 
minutely the connection between a 
Writer's profelfion and publicirion, 
they are feldom abk to difcover an affi- 
nity, though it really exift ; and cla^ 
moroufly inveigh againft the roan who 
affects to perform the moft important 
duties, whilit he a6tually repofes in in- 
dolence, and, for ufetul realities, il 
occupied by fanciful reveries. If he 
be a Clergyman, he had better mind hit 
preaching than his poetry. If a pb)r. 
ncian, 'tis impolTible he can fiudymcdf* 
cine and the Mufe. Poor contracted 
fpirits ! I>ull and difingenuous, they 
cannot -fee- the chain that connects 
every fpecies of literature $ and if they 
could, ihey would difallow it. But 
may Hot he who underitands the art of 
regulating his hours, find fufficienfir 
time for adivcrfity of purfuits tl^at have 
no relatioa or correfpondence } . Not (O 
nicur Co iihe examulM of.tiiofe vrho had- 

the 
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the extfiordmary art of bringing 'within 
the cofnpsi& pf a day an aim oft infinite 
Variety' or hctcrogenc jus employments, 
and yet of attending; regularly to all, 
I chink e?ery man of education, though 
pofl*efling neither a fingular capacity nor 
nngularrefolution, may IncUilge himfclf, 
if he plcafe, in his literary amufe- 
ments, without tvcn a momentary neg- 
led of his profeffion, properly fo called. 
If he i^fcu^ an hour from ilccp, for his 
literary gratification, who Ihall blame 
the preference of his pen to his pillow ? 
If he write' whilft his calumniators 
yawn, is be, therefore, more indolent 
tlitn they } If, while others are en- 
gi^ed around him in gamine, intempe- 
rance, and fcandal, he chufes to inftruft 
mankind, and furnilh them with ele- 
gant amufcment, is he to be reproached 
ror his negligence, or cenfured for his 
irregularity ? Is he to be blamed for a 
frirolous wafte of time, becaufc he pre- 
fers the bofom-foothing Mufe to heart- 
Icfs diliipati«n ? We will 'allow him, 
however, ail the rcfrelhments of ordi- 
nary repofc— -all the focial recreations 
of which others partake ; ftill he muft 
pofl*efs a very narrow mind, if he can- 
not attend to his profeHion, except it be 
to the exciniion of every other ftudy, 
Tw remarkable enough, that ^ phyfi- 
tUD, in particular,' may devote all his 
afternoons, uncenfurcd, to the Coterie ; 
though if he publifli a Ihort Poem, the 
cowpofition of which could have en- 
gaged but very little of his time, he is 
charged, on all hands, with a negle6t of 
Vufinefs.

BO Other Iburce than the malevolent 
fpiritof envy. In rcfpeft to an Au- 
tW, 'tis a Spirit which is never at reA : 
if no Teal flaw can be detected in his 
cbarader or hitf writings, invention is 
immediatelv fet at work to fabricate 
defcQs. Bat what unworthy^conduft 
is this! Surely, feccaufe a man hath 
poUiflied what bids fair for our in* 
ftnzQioD and entertainment^ he is not, 
t^forci tile obje6t of our cenfurc. 



If they who have no kind of private 
communication with him, concur in 
allowing merit to his Works, we can. 
have no rcafoo to doubt his ingenuity. 
Inflcad of attetipting to undermine a 
reputation fupported by the applaufe of 
tandid and impartial judges, we ihould 
rather endeavour to (Irengthen and 
exalt it. In (lead of dctrafijng from 
what he hath really performed, w« 
ihould rather give him credit for more 
than he has done, and place our laudable 
partiality to the account of our intimacy 
with fo deferving a perfon. We ihould 
be proud of the honour he has conferred 
on our. neighbourhood by his Produc* 
tiohs. We ihould view him *with re- 
fpe€b and gratitude. H a rris of Salijbur^ ' 
was expofed as much as any literarjr 
chara6lcr, to unmerited detra6^ion and' 
calumny. There was a grea^ deal of 
low envy anjong his affeSed friends ; 

}^et, ere this, they probablv regret his 
ofs, from a pcrfuahon, ratncr founded 
injuflice than partiality, that his wri- 
tings do more honour to their town 
than thofc ;of " John of Saii/iur)'," or 
any other perfon celebrated in their 
annals. We ihould reflect, that how- 
ever people of eminence are decried in' 
their life -time by their countrymen, 
the period will always come, whcn'their 
memories ihall be revered. *Tis a cir- 
cumftance th^t has been too often' ob- 
ferved and lamented, 0nce the days of 
the Lyric Poet of Rome. 

For our future fatisfaftion, therefore, 
we ihould render the lives of Authors 
as comfortable as we can. Allow th^ni 
a little fcope for harmlefs vanity — pay- 
that deference to their opinions which 
their fuperiority fo juftly claims j—^n 
viewing their charaftcrs, make proper 
deductions for the frailties of humata 
nature; andreflert, that, while tlicy de- 
vote a portion of their time to genius 
(which, wherever it exifts, ought, 
doubtlefs, to be indulged), they are )a« 
bouring for our own amufcment and 
inilrudtion.

No one could have fuc- 
ceeded fo well in the attack upon that 
lively though fuperHcial writer, as 
this great Controverfialift, whopoficflVd 
Mtnuch wit as his antagonift, and was 
«s much his fuperior in learning and

M. ARN'AULD D'aNDILLY. 

This learned and pious head of the 
illuftrious family that bears his name, 
was intended by Ann of A'lftria for a 
Ttry confiderable employment at her 
Cotirr, which he refufed, and retired 
to the celebrated Icminary of learning 
and of piety near Paris, i'o well known 
by the name of Port Royal des Champs. 
As by the rules of that venerable fo- 
cieey' every member of it was obliged to 
have fome maaiual employment, Ar- 
nauld purfued that of gardening. He 
fcnt every year a prcfent of fruits %vhich 
he had cultivated himfelf to Ann of 
Auftria : Cardinal Mazarin ufed to 
call them •• les fruits b^nits." He 
died at Port Royal at the age of eighty 
years. He is thus defcribed by a perfon 
who knew him at the latter part of hi» 
Itfc : — "Hts fparklin? eyes," fays he, 
'* hrt firm and quick Sep, his voice of 
thi»nder, his body upright and vigorous, 
hiS grey hairs, that failed fo well the 
ruddineft of his cheeks, his grace in 
niounting and in fitting his horfc, his 
ftrength of memory, the readinefs of 
his wit, the force of his hand both to 
hold his pen and to prune his trees, in- 
furc hira a kind of immortaliiy amongft 
the Society to which he lc!on;^s/' 

M; Arndui4 trauflated the Hiftory 



of the Jews from tho Greek of Jpfephta; 
the Lives sf the Saints and Fathen of 
the Defert, compiled from the Fathen 
of the Church ; fome books upon Gar^ 
dtning ;'and feme facred Poems, which 
he calls "CEuvresChrctienncs." Tbefc 
poems were lateiy prefcnted to a Lady, 
between whom and this virtuous Ns- 
blcman a parallel might be very fairly 
drawn.

THUCYDIDrS. 

Human nature it, it feems, the fame 
in the fame fituations. This acme 
Hiftorian tells us m his account of the 
tumults and revolutions of Grreece, what 
we have lately fccn verified in thofc of 
France. He tells us, that middle men* 
or chofe that took no part either on one 
fide or the other, were defiroyed bj 
both parties, either from envy oi t|icir 
fir nation, or becaufe they did not (hare 
in the troubles of the times. " All 
kinds of immoralities/' fays he, *' ez« 
ifted in Greece on account of the trou- 
bles of the times ; and fimplicity of cha- 
ra6tcr, of which generolity partakes 
very much, was laughed completely 
out of countenance. Some States^" fays 
he, " that were the lateft to be agitated 
with fcdition, took great pains to go 
beyond any thing that they ,had ever 
heard of, that they might gain thepraife 
of ingenuity from having invented 
fomething new, the praife of having 
circumvented their advcrfaries in anew 
fpeoies of cunning, and of having found 
out new methods of punifbment."* In 
one circumfiance, however, the French 
fccm to havie exceeded the Greeks j 
for Tbucydides fays, that in the time 
of peace and profpcrity the minds of 
Stares, like the minds of men, do not 
proceed to deieftable neccflities ; for 
war,** adds he, ** that forcible mafter, 
reducing the daily conveniences «f life, 
brings dowp mens minds to their 
pre lent dreadful fituation ; and, 
whiii\ fome by any means whatever 

eflde»f 
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fc«!rivoored td git iibove the rcft» they 
cofDfnined the moft horrid crimes to 
tfkBt this, and ioHi^ed puniflnnents^ 
Mt foch at equality and public utility 
fremed to require, hut much more 
nolent ones, and appointing them, at 



their own pl^eafure, on any oceaficmi 
and either condemning perfonshy unjuft 
fenteticeSi or by dint of violence feiztog 
the fupreme power, they were prepared 
to gratify their moil viuient ambiuon.'^

wealthy, and at laft overwhelm all pix>. 
pcrty and fecurity, and the very con- 
trivers of the miichief theitifelves. 

The author obfervcs very truly in, 
a fhort prefatory advertifement, •* that 
Uhertjy equality^ and tbe rigbtt of man^ 
are terms adopted merely to gain cre- 
dit with the people \ and tlut every 
Revolution muft end as that of Geneva 
has ended, by putting the whole power 
of the. State into the hands of a few. 
who riot uncontrouled on the fpoils ot 
their country'5 while the Sovereign 
People is left to amufe the cravings of 
hunger, and the agonies of remorfe, 
with the rattles of univerfal fujfrage 
and perfeSl pciitical eauality. It is foroc 
excufe for the condua of the people of 
property in Geneva, that they were 
borne down by the irrefitiible weight 
of a power, which had determined that 
noedfort of theirs to prefervc their Con- 
ftitution fliould be effe^ual. But no fuch 
apoioey can ever be offered for the peo- 
ple of this country : if the Conftitution 
and Liberty of Great Britain ever fall 
a facrilice to the do6trincs of Jacobin 
nifm, it mud be her own fault. She has 
within hcrfelf a principle of fecurity, 
which, if vigoroully exerted, will ena- 
ble her to ride ^rough the Aorm that 
threatens to wreck her neighbours. 
That principle is the a^ive union and 
fteady co-operation of all ranks of peo- 
ple in the kingdom, to wateh with 
vigilance, and reprcfs with feverity, 
the flighted attemptco introduce, under 
whatever pretext, or for whatever pur- 
pofe, any part of this baleful iyftem." 

The wanton tyranny and unprovoked 
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arlietttet perpetrated by the Re^oiw 
iionarv Tn^ufiai at Geneva are, at 
our author remarks, a cotnpiete refuta- 
tion of the alTcrrioD, that the barbari- 
ties which look place in France are to 
be -imputed folcly to the combination 
formed againft her ; as the Ihare taken 
by that Power in the p«tt^ Revolution 
of Geneva, expofes the impudent hy- 
pocrify of the pretence, that ihe never 
interferes in the domeftic 9onctrns of 
other nations. 

In the opening of the firft Epiftle, 
the Writer gives a ihort account of the 
Ariftocratical form of Government in* 
troduced into Geneva in 1782, by the 
irrefiftiblc power of the Count de Ver- 
gcnnes. It was deteiled by the greater 
part of the people of Geneva } and 
4)pOQ the death of the Miniikr who 
framed it* the very men whofe ambi- 
tion he thought he had been gratifying 
in doing whr:t lie had done, concurred 
almoft unanimoully in deftroying it. 
Thi« event was begun in i7i»9> and 
completed in j 791. 

The Republic, however, was not 
long fuflfered to enjoy her original and 
excellent Conftitution: a French army 
appeared at her gates, under the com- 
mand of General Montefquiou ; who 
^complained that the Government of 
Geneva bad infulted the French Re- 
.puiilic by calling in the aidof th« Swifs, 
to repel an attack which was ne\;er 
iutcndcd to be made i that the Magi- 
ftrates of Geneva were the abettors of 
the enemies of France 5 bad perroit- 
tcd fome of the Emigrants to lettle at 
Ci^fleva, and others to pafs through it, 
in making their retreat into other 
countries. During the progrcls of this 
negociation, a chanec took place in the 
ruling Powers at Paris, and Montef- 
quiou having cfiended them by his 
• condu^ in it, was compelled to fly. 
^e then informed the Genevefe, that 
it was the determination of the French 
Miniftry to leave no means untried 
fbr effecting a Revolution at Gene va^ 
.on the fame principles with the Rcvo- 
. lution in France* At that very time, 
every Citizen in Geneva exercifed in 
hit own perfon thofe powers which the 
French, nrom their numbers, had been 
obliged tp intruft to reprefentatives. 
But the BrifTotint, who then were the 
. pre vailing party at Parisi hadrlatHy 
fuceccdcd in removing the diftin6tion 
between lUii've and inaHiife Cittzem ; 
repeaiisig the law which. referved the

The 
mcnHfters of the'Great and Little Coun- 
cils, awed probably by the Frcnck 
army at their gates, voluntarily re- 
finned their places to the Chiefs of the 
new party ; requiring only from their 
fuccellbrs> that they Ihould maintain 
peace ajid g\^od order, and preCerve 
the freedom bf the Republic. 

By fuch genci^us and difintcrcfted 
condu6t,the Government feemed likely 
to* weather the florin. The new Ad- 
miniftraiion gained ftrength every day : 
and became gradually better qimlified 
for the excrcilc of their fun€liuns; fo 
that thofe who difapprovcd of the man- 
ner in which they came into power, 
were ready to fupportthem againft every 
attack. But the malignant Genius of 
France b'.aftcd all thcfc fair expcQa- 
lions. An advocate » •' the name of 
Boufquct, inltigatcd by Soiilavie the 
French Rcfident, meditated an enter. 
prize of njifchief, which was but too 
fucccfsful. He had been fcnt in the 
year 1792 in a public chara^cr to 
Paris; and returned, impatient to put 
in practice the Jacobinical theories be 
bad been taught there of fedition and 
revolution. The principal pans of bis 
fchcme were to ereft a Rti^kticnary 
7ribknal^ which would foon rid him df 

. all thofe fron^ whom he had any thioj 
to fear ; and by the reientinent which 
the effufion of blood> as well as the 
ioTs of their property, would naturaUr

- . . Tbe 
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Thf night of the tf th ftf July 1794 
wiichofen for the execution of this 
plot. All the parts were aligned, every 
•2^Qt wastt his ftation, and the vi^ims 
pointed out. In the mid ft of the night 
the coDfpirarors ran to arms, fcized the 
artillery of the Town, and entered by 
means of falfe keys into the houfes of 
rhcfe citizens who might be inclined 
to oppofe force to force." They were 
divided intofmaU bodies wetl appointed, 
produced no authority for their con- 
Au€tj placed Ceairbn whatever wat too 
heavy to be carried oflT, and took care to 
! include fomc of the poorer citizens 
among thofc whom they put into coni- 
fiaement. With To Hitfe regard tohu- 
naony were thcfe domtctHary mifits con- 
duced, that though the heat of the 
weather wat exceffive, the prifons were 
cfnided with the aged, the infirm, the 
I difeafed, and ev«n with fome who were 
I torn from their beds in the height of 
malignant fevers. Thia work of Aor- 
r» was executed in a few hours by not 
more than a hundred wretches, one' 
half of whom were foreigner* !— but it* 
had the effe6l which Bouiquet expe6t« 
ed : be was joined the next day by the 
reft of the populace, by every man of un- 
fixed prmciplea or of defperate fortune. 
The heroic exertions of the women 
ef Geneva in this awful crifis deferve 
particular praifc { both on account of 
the baiard with which they were ac- 
companied, and of the contemptuous 
reception they experienced. They 
went in a body, to the number of two 
. thoufaody to imierccde for their tm« 
prifooed friends ; but their tears and 
entreaties had no other eflfedlb than that ' 
of expofiag them to the brutal ridicule 
of the Judges ; who ordered the fire- 
engines to be got ready, in order to 
admin ifter what they profanely called, 
the rites of Chfic Bafitfin» 

This feeble obftacle being vanquiih- 
ed, the Trtbund entered upon the dif- 
cbarge of its fun^ions. £ight of the 
prifoners were brought up to trial; 
aisfjogft whom the Ex- Syndic CayU, 
^ ho had oppofed the former Revolu- 
^on, and the Ex- Attorney* General 
Prevofi, who had taken a part in the 
negotiation with General Montefquiou, 
were particiHarly diftinguiihed. 

** The Tribunal, fays our Author^ 
f«t in the Town^Hall : the Judges took 
their placea with the fleeves ot their 
fliirts tucked up like butchers, their 
legs and bicafls siaked, fabres at their 
(dcs, piftok in cbc.ir gif dlcSi and bot- 



tles and glaflfes on the table. Some* of 
the Judges could not fupport a fight fo 
truly diabolical ; two were taken out 
in a kind of fainting fit ; and four 
others permitted to retire. The reft 
kept their feats, and proceeded to the 
diicharge of their office, in the mid ft of 
drunkennefs, low witticifms, and in- 
decent buffoonery.'* ^ 

The trial of thefe eight unfortunate 
perfons continued till the next moan- 
ing, the 26th of Joly ; and on opening 
the ballot-boxes, in which the (^iniOns 
of the Judges were colle^^ed^ It was 
found that only twn were capitally 
convidcd. A decifion fo unexpe6V^^iy 
lenient excited great indignation in the 
mob of the French party, who fur- 
rounded the Tribttnalwith denuncia* 
tions of vengeance, and threanned the 
immediate maffacre of all the prifonets. 
The Judges, appeanring to be alarmed, 

fave their opmiona a ieeond time, hoc 
y ballot as before, but opeftly ; ind 
the confequence was, that feven out' of 
the eight were condemned to die. fVn 
appeal was made to the Revohitioniry 
Nation ; who immediately aiTembled 
in arms, to revife the fentence of the 
feven perfons condemned. 

Even in this mMltitodinout mifs, in 
which could not be expe6^ed any con- 
fide rable over balance of integrity or 
humanity* there appeared a very de- 
cided majority for fparing the lives of 
Cayla, Prcvoft, and De ^ocheiront. 

This third declfton, fo differeli^from 
what they expelled, ia«reafed the mge 
of the brutal Jai|i(raries of the Rcvo« 
lution.' They fent armed Deputies to 
the Tribunal, to require that the ftn^ 
tencc of the three Ariflocrats ^ho 
had been acquitted, fhould he an* 
nulled } and to declare, that, if this 
requeft was refufed or delayed, they 
would repair to the prifon, and d» 
themfelvcs jufiice. The number of 
thofe who held this language was con- 
fiderable, and their menaces alarming. 
They were provided with arms and 
ammunition } it was night ) and thofQ , 
who difapproved of their condu£l wero 
either too mueh terrified to oppofe 
them, or toa difunited and dtftruftful 
of each other to attempt it. 

The Revolutionary Tribunal there- 
fore aifumed a new juriidi^tion, rc- 
verfing the fentence pafied by the peo- 
ple at large ; and inftantiy delivered 
up the feven prifoners to the execution- 
ers, who came to demand them, ^ho 
circumftancea linendii#g the death' of 
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thefe innocent and unfortunate men 
dcferve to be particularly recited. 

'< Thefe illuilrious vidims, fays Mr. 
B'lvernois, died in a manner worthy 
of the caufe in which they fuffered. and 
with all the dignity which religion, 
innocence, and virtue can give. They 
refufed to have their eyes covered ; and 
their murderers, inftead of difj;>atching 
them all at the fame ihot, were careful 
to make a fecond necelTary. Cay la was 
the only one who fpoke : ' I (hould die 
with pleafure, faid be, .could I hope 
chat my death would reftore peace and 
liberty to my unhappy country.' The 
executioners tore in pieces a written 
paper, which De RocQemom, a young 
- advocate of the moft promifing hopes, 
cjitreated them to deliver, li^cer his 
death, to his family.— But Prevoft con- 
trived to drop a Letter which he had 
written with a pencil, and which exhi- 
bits a ftrikjng pifture of the calm 
heroifni and amiable tendernefa of his 
difpofition.M-'* No man, faid he« Ufa fo 
fnuch in dying, as I do. I return my 
moft grateful thanks id my dear Wif^ 



for all the bappinefs for which I hare 
been indebted to her; and 1 entreat 
her never to forget, that her huiband 
dies in the moft honourable of caufes \ 
and in fpite of the delulion which occa- 
fions his untirtiely end, will be efte«mcd 
and regretted by all good men— My 
dear Mother, how lictie is the iatis- 
fadtion you eyer received from me, 
compared with the forrow which has 
overtaken your venerable old aec 1 
Weep for your fon, but let it comlort 
you to recoiled, that he always walked 
in the paths of honour. Honour has 
always guided him, and will guide him, 
to the la ft moment of his life. 

** And Jet not my nnhappy f^c, 
my dear Son, deur you from toUowinz 
my example. Let ftri^ integrity, and 
an invincible attachment t'Q your coun- 
try, be the rules of yaur life, thoi\gh 
your Father's adherence to them ba^ . 
fliortened his days. But let me c»n. 
jure you never to engage in pul^lic 
afikirs, &c.*' 



A Letter from an Officer in India to his Correfpondent in England, pp. 56. 
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'T^HE SITUATION and claims of the 
-^ £aft India Company'^ Officers, as 
we uuderftand from certain convcrfa- 
tions and motions lately made in the 
Houfe of Commons, have for fonie time 
attracted, or been brought under the 
attentive eye of His Majcity's Minifters, 
whofe vigilance and provident care re- 
fpc^ing our Edabliihments in ' that 
quarter of the globe, cannot be too 
highly commended, and are now to be 
Aibmitted to tht^ confideration and ulri-, 
matedecifion of the Britilh Legiflature. 
For this reafon, though the fpace of our 
Magazine and Review be ftronglyfnli- 
cited by various new and interefting 
matter, we have judged it proper, at 
this time, to give fome account of the 
important Publication before us, which 
comprehends a Petition to His Miijcfty, 
and 3 Memorial to the Court ot Di- 
rc^ors, with a great many fddts and 
obfervat^onsbyihc Writer o?thc Letter, 
tending (o elucidate the nature, and co^ 
vindic«ce the reafonabienels orjuftice o£ 
what is required by the Officers. 

The Indian territory now held by 
England, either in dire^ fubjefiion, or 
through the intervention of dependent 
f iltcft, contains isore than twjtniy mii* 



lions of inhabitant^, is guarded by aa 
army of feventy thoufaod foldiers^ ex- 
clufive of European Officers, amounting 
to about (ixtcen hundred, and yieldiaa 
annual revenue of more than eight 
millions fterling. It is obvious that the 
fecurity of tbeie poffeifions depends, 
firft, upon the allegiance, attachment, 
and tidelity of our countrymen in thofe 
climates i and next upon their fuperiority 
in policy and arms to their Aliatic 
neighbours, who contemplate the af« 
cendancy of Europeans in their heni* 
(pherc lometimes wit^ tacit apprehen- 
uon, and fometimes with avowed eO" 
mity. How large a portion of praife, 
due to thirty ye^rs retention of fuch a 
diftant and extenfire empire in 'pelce 
and bappinefs, may be fairly claimed by 
military men, is evident from the nature 
of military Governments ; and fuch are 
the Governments of India, from which 
it muft neceffarily happen that the 
Commanders of armies, and often even 
of fmall detachments, are called upon tn 
negociate as well as to fight. But to 
pegociate requires, befldes ptliunr ta* 
ients and habits, a knowledge of the 
language and prejudices of the par^ 
ticatcfd with* Thefe particulars, ilm;* 
' " tratc^ 
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tntti at con/tderablc length* aii<I other 
paniculars fct forth io the (\r(L part of 
the Letter, certain I v evince in a very 
perfuafiTC and firiking mannpr, how 
wcIiiBtitledourEaft.ladiaOiHcersand 
Army are to the kiodnefs of ih(:ir fu- 
periors; and how cxo-cmcly u^'juft, un- 
gratcfui» and inhuman it would be, to 
fufler the continuation of certain hard- 
ibipt, and even marks of inferiority and 
degradation. In the infancy of our 
Afiatic EfiablifVinents, the rank of 
Field. OiBcer yf^i attained in a ihorter 
pmrfe of feryice than is now cndqrrd 
in acquiring that of a l^icutenaot. At 
this period there were but threeOfficers, 
t'n, a Captain and tw« Subalterns, to a 
battalion of Sepoys ; and the totil ab* 
flraA of Infantry QfHcert ftood thus*-# 
three Majors, thirty Captaips, thirty- 
nine Lieutenants, and twenty-fcven 
Bafi^ns : from which it appears, that 
iheknior Captain had but three Ofliccri 
fupenor to him in the army* Nor was 
bis rank unfuitable to his length of 
ferrke, it being gener&Uy obtained in 
four or five years : whereas, at this 
time, the younged Captain at the head 
of a battalion nas fcrvcd twenty-five 
Tears } and fuppoficg it were potDble 
tor the prefeot fyOcm to continue, he 
would fiill be a Captain fevcn years 
faeace, upon two hundred and forty 
ropces a-month, after thirty-two years, 
of foreign fcrvice. Jn July 1764, the ' 
f ra of the bengal Eilabliflimcnt, there 
tvere three Officers in a native corps. 
)d 1794, there are pine. According to 
«hat rule has this iocrcafc been made ? 
Pf multiplying the Subalterns four-fold, 
without adding an unit to prcferve in 
toy degree the original juft proportion 
Imwecn thefe ranks. Xl^<^re is a rcgu- 
iatic|i redrai^ioz the advancement of 
any Officer io the Company's fervice 
above the rank of Colonels : and thefe 
Officers have fcrved, on an jiverage, 
from thirty to thirty- three years 5 their 
Lieutenant- Colonels from twenty- feven 
to thiny years , their Majors from 
twenty-five to twenty- fcvcn yeari ; 
their Captains from twenty-one to 
twenty-five y^ars ; and their Subalterns 
. from ten to twenty years. 

This enumeration jof particulars wjil 
ferve to ezplaio, in Tome jneai'ure, the 
pufe and ground cf the Eaft-india 
pficers principal claim, y\i, that the 
regulation re^kraining the advancement 
of any QSicer in the Company's army 
aWe the ^ank of a Colonel, be done 
away; that a fank be conferred ade- 



quate to the iittmtion and refponfibiljtf 
of the military fervanu of the Com- 
pany ; and that a reafonable proportkm 
pf GcucraUOSicers and Field -Officers be 
allowed on their military ef^ablilhm^pt. 
The other points they ialift 011 are, 
furlough on full pay, and, after a cer* 
tain period of fervice^ the continuauce 
cf their |Jay for life. 

Thefe claims they urge in a decent 
and refpc£lful, but ia a manly, firm, an4 
even determined tone; weil know- 
ing, that great bodies of men are not So 
much governed as individuals by a fenfe 
of juftice, gratitude, or honour; becanfe 
they can tfiift oft the imputation of in* 
dividual injuiljce, ingratitude, and diT* 
honours by dividing and fcartenng it 
among a great numbqn The EaA- 
India OfHcers, aware of all this, thftij|c 
It neither improper nor unnecefTary to 
add re ft the }>rueience of the Couri of 
Dire6tors and the Britith Lcgiflatore« 
as well as their other vnrtues, Thfiy 
ftate the iFTprovemcnt of the native 
Powers of Jndia, always our open 9t 
fecret foes, in the military art; the net 
celfity of increaHng our armies with ^e 
increnfing power of our enemies, ^nd of ^ 
poiling to native India troops a proper 
complement of European Oiticer»; an4 
the ccrtaintv that, it the prcfent Ella* 
blilhmenc of the Company's army con- 
tinues, all attachment, zeal, and ardoar 
p)uft give way to hopclcfs defpdndency» - 
or degenerate into incurable apathy. 
Nor 'do they hcfitatc to touch, tnougii 
in guarded and rclpeftful language, on 
the natural (Irengtn of India, particu- 
larly Bengal, not to be wrefted oy force 
from the hands that at prcfent controul 
it ;. the Revolution in America, which . 
might have been prevented by timely 
conceflicns, or rather a^s of Juftice ; 
and the probability that all Europe, ia 
cafe of a fimilar revolt in the Gaftn 
would eagerly embrace the proffered 
opportunity of humbling the power of 
Britain by aiding her apoftate fubjc^ 
in India. This is refolute reafoning, 
and plainly points to the adage, Arma 
tenentibus omnia dat qui injujia nrgat. 
But this is no doubt glanced at : Ihe 
Officers do not by anymeans plead ano- 
thei^ Roman proverb, Inter arma/iUnt 
Irges. No; on the contrary, they re- 
Cpc6l,thc laws, and are anxious that the 
aurhoriry of law may be maintained, by 
ready and timely obtemperance to what 
is, or ought to be» the Dafis of all ]aW|^ 
/, e. Justice. 

li appears tkat tber^ is a dlfpolirton 
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b«th in Mmiftry and the Legiflatnrc, 
as tvcH Hs the Courts of Directors and 
Proprietors of India Stock, to comply 
with the rcquiiitions of the Eaft- India 
Officers. But objeftions have been 
ftnrtcd to the granting* of fomc of them 
in their fuH extent, on the ground of 
ttconomy. It is difpu'cl by lomc rigid 
QrcouoHiilh, whether Omtcrs on fur- 
lough Ihould not have only half- pay ; 
and whether the comniand of a native 
battalion (in faft a regiment) fliould 
confer any higher rank than that of a 
Captain, &c- &:c.

''' At*an early hour of the afternoon, 
alt the candidates for the prites of in- 
duilry iilTemulc beneath the trees of 
the Urge clump to the left of the houfe.

The fpinners were ranged 
in a fcmicircle, the elder clal'i on the 
right, and the younger on the left.

Latly Harcourt, whtfconfinued to pr©» 
fide, unfolded the name attached to the 
dihinguilhed Ikcia ; when the luccefs- 
ful candidate wai called,' and olfered 
hjr cnoice of the various prizes : a fcar- 
it:z kM'jt was .at the iaBM time aiukcd 



to a confpicuous part of her drefi. THif 
ceremony continues till the prizes are 
all obtained; butlvithout the appuca^ 
tion of the ribband; whi^ is an ex- 
cludve diftindioR of the firft^ The 
ikill of the fecond elaft underwent the 
fame tfial. and received ftmitar rewardsi 
The far ^eatcr part of the competi- 
tiaTh obtained prizes according to the 
merit of their refpe^ive work ; and the 
few whole endeavours were not crown- 
fed with fuccefs, were difmilTed with 
words of encouragement and favour." 
" Tne group of elnfe to the right of 
the houfe contains a more fpacious as 
well as more regular area than either of 
the others, and was on this oecafion fom- 
cd into a b.; 11- room uf no common e\e* 
g^ncc, A morca'wl^colonade, of joft ' 
architcft iral proportions and fuitablc 
cmbcllilhmcnts, enclofed a Ipace of 
ninety feet Ion* and forty-ftve id 
breadth. 'It was fuincient to rcfcrve 
the place for the purpoics to which* it 
is allotted; while the intcrcolumnia-- 
tioits admitted the gofers of the ifeigh- 
bouiing villages to view the ceremo- 
nies and amufcmcnts of tlie fccne. la 
the centre on the riglu, was a Doric 
pavillion, elevated oh a flight of fteps, 
tor the reception of the "family, and 
decorated with allufive fvmbois, sod 
wreaths of artificial lowers. On 
the oppofitc fide of the area was aa 
alcove, where the prices were hang 
in gay arrangement, and from whence 
the diftributlon of them was made. It 
afterwards became an orchcftra for the 
mulic. At the upper end of the room, 
the architefturai elevation alfumcd a 
more enriched appearance. Two por- 
ticoes, with i)e(ii meats, were conneded 
by an Intermediate range of coiumifs^ 
with large China vafes, hi led with 
flowers^ placed between them, and 
beneath each pediment was a tranfpa* 
rent emblematic painting, repreieot* 
ing a Nuncham cottage. The one was 
a cheerful pi^ure of indultry and 
plenty ; the other a difmal fccne of 
idlenefs and want : over the latter hung 
a wreath of nettles, and above the 
former was feen a chaple/ of various 
flowers. The iloor of the room was 
the turf, and its roof the fpreiding 
branches of the etms that grow around* 
The whole was bright wirh laimis 
arranged in aU the elegance of il* 
lirmination. When the evening ad- 
vanced. Lady Harcourt entered clic 
ball-room, preceded by the mpAcand 
folJoA cd by a piOfteHiOB ef tipr vii^agecs; 

fiad 
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inj, after ttikiDg a circuit of the area, 
cbtered the alcove, where the prizes 
were diftributed from her hand* not 
ttoiccompanied by graceful gratulation. 

When this charming ceremony was 
concluded, the muiic occupied the 
place ; nor did any long interval enfue 
before the commencenlent of the dance* 
and as all pcrfons of a certain appear- 
aace were promifcuoully admitted, the 
dofiogfcene of the feftival affumed the 
gay fcmblance of elegant pleafure. It 
]bs| been our lot to fee much of the 
fflendid ceremonials of the world ; but 
ire never faw fuch a day as this ; nor 
do we ever remember to have beheld fo 
much feftive happinefs, that bore the 
ptomife of fo much future good. From 
the noble inhabitants of Nuneham- 
Iwafe down to the lowed fervant in it, 
alt were zealoufly and aniiouily occu- 
pied in attending to the innocent en- 
joyments and laudable obje^s of this 
feftival* the Nuneham fpiuning feaft 
ii farmed to be a i'chool of virtue pnd 
>iodaftry, and was not made a fpeQacle 
of vanity. The guefts invited to fee 
it were but few. Among them w^s 
the Bi(hop of Durham, and we cannot 
refrain fr«m obferving, that it was 
graced by his- manners, encouraged by 
his words, and dignified by his pre- 
lence. 

" We ibould^ however, omit a very 
marerial circumftance relating to the 
village grder uf meiit, if we did not 
mention, thatbefides the honour con- 
ferred on the names of thofe who arc 
eie&cd into it, by placing them on the 
walls of the church, the letter M with 
a ftar annexed, is written in a large 
cfaarader over the doors of their re- ^ 



fpe£tive cottages. It was indeed with 
fincere pleafure \Ve obferved that very 
few of them, throyghout the village, 
' are without one of thefc honorary 
fymbols; while many of them had 
more ; and fame we remarked as con*, 
taining three perfons who had obtained 
the prize of merit, by the honourable 
token of three letters. It is alfo under* 
ftood, that if any of thefe people fhould, 
by future mifcondu6t, forfeit the cha- 
rafter they have obtained, and the re- 
fpedtable I a nk they hold in the village, 
their nanne^ will be taken down from 
the wall of the church, and the dif- 
tingulftiing letter be effaced from the 
front of their houfes. This dilgraccful 
confcqucnce of immoral or dilhoneit 
condu^l, was* pathetically enforced by the 
Rcftor of the parifli in his admirable 
difcourfe from the pulpit j and by his 
paftoral care, afic^ionate attentions, 
and excellent example, we are autho- 
rized to fay, the virtue of his pa- 
riflsioncrs has been fo pre-eminently 
advanced. It is h"Owcver highly ho- 
nourable to this i^rftitution^ that not 
a fingle example of difgiace has yet 
occurred. Nor is this all ; the reputa- 
tion of bein? thus diitinguifhcd in the 
village of Nuneham extends its influ* 
cnce and good effects oeyond its own 
limits, and ftveral of its natives who 
have been induced to follow their pro- 
felHonc in the adjacent parts of the 
country, have happily experienced that 
the character which the^ derived from 
having obtained the prize of merit at 
Nuneham, has procured for them im- 
mediate and ample encouragement in 
the places of their, recent abode.

AFFAIRS OP HOLLAND. 



WE 



have reafon to believe that the 
following Hiftory of the Revo- 
itTioN in Holland will be found as 
accurate and intercfling as can podibly 
be compiled from the imperfeft infor- 
nadonnithertorecoived from thence. 



THE change of Government lately 
ciperienced by Holland has naturally 
caufed the ConduAors of the Dutcn 
Newfpapers entirely to change their 
principles and their lanruage. The 
^ery fame Ga2ettes whicn before the 
French invaiion reprefented them as 
cnemiesi aiming at nothing but plunder 
and anarchy, now in(orm us, that they 
■re the be ft and iiacereft friends of

Holland ; the authors of a moft for-* 
tunatc and memorable Revolution ; and 
the bleffed inftruments of Divine Pro- 
vidence to rcfcuc that country from 
the iron yokepf defpotifm, and to re- 
flore it to the fulleft enjoyment of naf. 
tional freedom. It is under rhis^oint 
of view that we ought to confider the 
accounts of the prclcnt flate of Hol- 
land, which we find in the Gazettes of 
that country, printed under the eyes 
and direction of its prefent matters. 

So far back as the 2o*h of lafl 
month, the French Commilfioners pub- 
lifbed a Declaration, a tranflatton of 
which has been ^,ivcn in almoft every" 
Englifh N^wfpapepv hy which tliey 
A a enfurrd 
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ensured to the Dutch people their 
f^ll independence^ and acknowledged 
their right to alter or correct thfc Con- 
. ftrrution of their native country. 

On the lift of the fame month, the 
faid Reprcfcntativcs jffucd a Proclama- 
tion, inviting the Dutch people to 
atfift at the cclchraiion of a Republican 
fcftivai, and of the annivcrfary of the 
cxc«ution of the tyrant Captt. On 
the fame day, another Ordinance was 
publiflied by the fame Reprefentativcs, 
with a view to enforce the ftrifteft dif- 
#tpline and order- in the Republican 
army, and to inveA the commanding 
Generals with thcniofi efficacious means 
i*> curb the exccflcs committed by indi- 
viduals unworthy of the name of 
Frenchmen. It enafts, that every 
foldier guilty of plunder Aall fuffcr 
death 5 and that fuch Officers as have 
not been able to prevent pillage, and 
have negle^ed their duty, ihall be de- 
graded ; and that in both cafe^ the 
guilty ihall be judged within the next 
zo hours from the time of the crime 
committed. 

On the a ad, the Provifional Rcpre- 
fontativesof the People of Amftcrdam, 
at the requcft of the Commanding 
French General, prohibited all infulis 
asaind the Dutch troops made priloners 
of war by the French army. 

At the fame time the CommanJing 
General made fome alteration in the 
^lifpofal of fome public places. The 
French Geneiral oalm was appointed 
Governor of the Hague | and M. 
Vifchcr, Great Bailiff. The Court of 
Jullice is compofed of an Attorney- 
General, nine Judges, and two Secre- 
taries. " The Council of War of 17S7 
was re-cllablidied^ and the Citizens 
baftert. Meynts, Hogondorp, Gales, 
and Valllant, nominated Colonels of the 
•ky militia of Amftcrdam. 

On the 19th ult. the leaders of the 
Revolution of 17S7 aflTcmblcd at Haar* 
1cm, Iti the hoafe of Citizen Lellc- 
venon, and all the Members of the 
Clubs were invited to repair with arms 
to their affigncd pofts. This was 
done accordingly, all the Members 
-wearing the French National Cockade. 
Deputies were fent by the affembled 
mob to the prefiding Burgomafter 
Vermulcn, whom they forcpd to fign 
nn order, enjoining the Governor of 
the town not to oppofe the will of 
the people. He as well as all the 
•thcr Magiftratcs were obliged to refign 
tkt:r places. On the following day, b/, 



a Proclamation, a letter was commtini* 
cated to the peopVe, written by tlic 
French General Daendeis (one of the 
chiefs of the Revolution of 1787, who 
afterwards was banifbed the country }. 
wherein he exhorted the inhabitants of 
the United Provinces to ihake off the 
yoke of tyranny under which they 
nad but too long languiflied } at the 
(Amc time, the tree of liberty was plant- 
ed in the great fquare, and all the in- 
habitants hoifted the French national 
eockade. Citizen Hovens, having 
mounted the pulpit in the great church, 
delivered to the people a fpcecb on the 
neccflity of forming a new focial corn- 
pa^, founded on the fotid bafis of i<- 
^^r/y. Equality^ and Fraternitj, 

On the >£a, Ele^ors were nominated 
te choofe four and twenty Provisional 
Reprefentatives of the people, who 
promifed by a folemn oath to perform 
the municipal functions at Haarlem 
during the next two montlu. Citizen 
Van Sty rum w^ appointed Mayor of , 
the town, and Jan-Cambier command^ 
of the armed citizens. 

The Reprefentatives of the French 
people arrived at the Hague in the 
night between the 24th and 25th ulu 
The difcharge of 2 1 pieces of cannon 
announced their arrival, and they took 
up their abode in the palace of the 
btadtholder. General Fichegru and his 
Staff were nuartercd in the palace of 
the ancient Court. On the 25tli in the 
morning, the Reprefentatives were 
complimented by a deputation front, the 
States of Holland and Weft Frieiland, 
and afterwards by fome Deputies of the 
States General. 

On the 26th, the Provifiona! Repre- 
fentatives of the people of Am'crdam 
iffued the following notification : ** Some 
inhabitants of this town entertaining 
an opinion that, by virtue of the for- 
tunate Revolution we have experien* 
ced, no further taxes were to be paid, 
and no more enquiries made into the 
frauds of duties and contributions, the 
above Reprcfentative* do herewith de- 
clare, that all the citizesa remain oblig- 
ed s in the fame manner as before, tt 
pay the taxes and duties tmpofed by 
the laws and olrdinances of the coun- 
try." 

On the fam« day, a collet ion was 
ordered to be made for the poor ; and 
£n ordinance published, enjoinin^r to all 
the inhabitants, upon whom French 
foldicrs (hould be quartered, to provide 
, them with lodgings in their own or 
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Mher pri?ate houfes in the neighbour- 
hood ; hut not in public houfcs. 

On the t6th, fcrcrai Deputies from 
different towns of. Holland alfembled 
at the Hague, in the tavern called the 
Heeren-logement, and then repaired to 
the Haarlem tavern, fent for Secretary 
Rottcr, the onlv legal a£lual Minifter 
of Holland, and rcquefled him to pro. 
cecd to the Peniioner of Holland, and 
to order him to get ready the Affembl/ 
Room of the States of Holland, for the 
reception of the Members of the prin- 
cipal towns, who confidered thcmielvcs 
u conTcncd for the purpofe of meot- 
iag there ; but that they could neither 
idmit to their conference him, the Pen- 
Gpntu nor any Member of the felf- 
aancd order of Nobility. The faid 
Deputies, accompanied by their tip- 
fiaffV, repaired in a body to the faid 
Dlace, and opened their fir ft fitting. 
P. Paulus was appointed Preiident, 
and the Citizens Spoors, De Lange, 
tad Van Wyngarten, Secretaries, tor 
tbefpaceof nfteendavs. 
I The Prefidcnt, in' his fpeech, com- 
i plliDcated the Members of the AiTcm- 
^ bly as lawful Reprefentatives of the 
; People ; he called their attention to the 
I ways of Divine Providence, which in 
I fopirticular a manner had favoured the 
fuccel« of the Friends and deliverers of 
the country bjr the fevere froft, which 
had covered the rivers and waters with 
ice. He acknowledged the fovereigniy 
(^ the people, and the (acred rights of 
man. 
I The firft operation of the Aflcmbly 
I coiififted in afiuming the title of 
" Ajfemblj of the Pro^ijional Re f re/en • 
\ tattvfsof the People of Holland " Jt , 

wai then decreed, that they fhould 
; vote fingly ; and the following declara^ 
lion was unanimouily voted: " The 
i^rovifional Reprefentatives of the Peo- 
ple ot Holland think right to deelare, 
'■' that this AlTembly recognifes the Sove. 
reignty of the People, as well as the 
K.)ghu of Man and a Citizen ; that in 
•^fequencc the Affembly of the /&/- 
itifujUi States of Holknd and of Weft 
I'Vieiland, compofed of the Ecjueftrian 
Order, and of Deputies uf Cities pre- 
tending to reprelent the inhabitants 
«f Holland, and of Weft Frieftand, as 
»cU as ail hereditary dignities of 
Sudtholder, Captain and Admiral 
General of this Province, ought to 
ceafe to exift/' This declaration was 
ordered to be made public. For the 
^me reafoa the oath taken to the Con- 



ftitu ion of 1787 was declared to be 
null, and all the inhabitants and O^* 
cers, civil and military, were declared 
to be liberated from it ^ they fuppredfed 
the Affembly of Deputy Council, as 
well as the Chamber of Accounts; 
they eftablilhed in the place of this 
Council a Committee of Public Safety, 
a Military Committee, and a Commit- 
tee of Finance, all with powers to 
call before them perfons ; they named 
alfo a Commiiiion to infpc^b the ftate 
of the dykes which had fuffered f# 
much by the means of defence lately 
employed, with full power to repair 
them, and to put every thing into re- 
auifition that fhould be neceifary for 
that end ; the Jnfpe6tor General of • 
Waters and Rivers, BntniftgSy wai 
cnofcn to this CommiiHott, with one 
or two Officers of Engineers to afiift 
him; it was alfo refclved .that the 
prefent charges and impofts Aiould 
continue providonally to be raifed oi> 
the fame footing and by the fame* 
perfons who now receive them 5 tlwt 
this decree ihould be publiihed, with 
a promife that arrangements ftiould be 
immediately taken to eafe the burthen^ 
of the poor. Citizens Hahn, Lefte-n 
venon, and Loncq, were named to go^ 
the next day to the AlTembly of the* 
States General, and to ad there pro* 
vifionally on the part of Holland, 
as long as the Confederation of the 
Unted Provinces Ihould fubfift in its 
prefent form ; and they charged them 
that advice ftiould be given in the name 
of their High Mightineflttof what had 
happt-ned m this country, to their 
Colonics in the E^aft and Weft Indies, 
4» well as to the Confuls in the Baltic, 
Mediterranean, or elfewhere, to com* 
rounicate the fame to all fbips and 
vclfcls, to guard them a^ainft all fur* 
prize ; that the Commanders of (hips 
of war fhould receive orders to repair 
as fpeedily as poilible to the ports of 
Holland, or if they could not do this, 
to the neareft ports of France \ that the 
(hips of war actually fent to the Eaft or 
Weft Tndies (hbuld continue there for 
the defence of the Colonies y that au 
order Ihould be eiven to the Comman- 
ders of ihips of^war not to obey any 
order from the ci-devant Admiral* 
General ; that there ihould be fent a 
courier to Paris to the Deputies df their 
High Mightineifes to inform them of 
what had happened in this.coontryi to 
recall them, and forbidding them to 
enter into any negociatioui at lc«ft on 
A a 9 th« 
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the paft of Holland ; and finally they 
inftru6ted them to procure a cartel to be 
fent to England, with a Commiilioper, 
ordering the Commanders of (hips of 
vrar or merchantmen, as well as thofe 
belonging to the India Company, then 
in England, to return ; and to reclaim 
them in cafe of any obftacle, as, ac- 
c6rding to rumour, an embargo had 
already been laid on Dutch ihips, and 
for making arrangements concerning 
the packet boats. It was alfo refolvcd 
to re -open as fpecdily as pof&blc the 
eorrefpOQdence with France, with Bra- 
bant, l^iegc, and every other quarter 
where ft had been interrupted ; they 
alfo authorifcd the Committee of Pub- 
^ Safety to require from Amfterdam, 
or elfewherc, either for making en- 

2uiries into the date of things of the 
rft neceflity, or for forming a plan 
for the circulation and value of allig- 
pats, as well as relative to the finances 
cf the country. A Coromifiioncr was 
named to go to Hoorn, and to remit 
the money and papers, or charters, of 
the Deputy Council of South Holland. 
On the fame day, the Provifional Rc- 
prcfentapivts of the people of Amfter- 
dam appointed a Mayor; a Pre/cureur 
of the Commune \ a Revolutionary Com- 
mittee, confifting of ii Members; a 
Committee of General Infpe£lion, 
compofed of 15 Members, and prefided 
by th« Mayor; a Committee of Public 
Welfare, confifting of 8 Members; a 
Committee of Juftice, confifting of 9 
Members, all Counfellors; a Com- 
mitteo of Trade and Navigation, com- 
pofed of 28 Members, and a Committee 
of Finance, confifting of 7 Member^. 
All thefe arrangements are merely pro- 
yifional, and only to fubfift till fucji 
time as the Citizens mall be able in a 
Uwtul manner toelc6t their Reprcfen- 
tatives, and to eftabliih a form of Go-; 
vernment for tjiis town. 

On the «8rhi the Pruvifional Rcpre- 
fjpniatives of the people of Amfterdam 
iriTormed the inhabitants of that town 
of a Decree enadled by the Aflfembiy 
af the R{;prefentaiivcs of the pc^pU of 
ilolland, wbi^^h, ift, acknowiulgts rlic 
fovcrc .'luy of the people and the lights 
of man ; z'dly, abolishes the hereditary 
'iigniiy of the Stadtholdcr, as Captain 
and Admiral-General of Koiland ; 3uly^ 
innuis the oath taken by the inhabi- 
lanis of Holland in favour of the iclf- 
, iiamcd ancient Conftitution ; ' 4thly, 
4boli:hes the Council of Deputi/s, andi 
^{iQ Chamber of Accounu of Holiapd, 



5rhly, recalls the Deputies of the Pro» 
vince of Holland at th^ AITembly of 
the pretended States General ; dthly^ 
grants the right of hunting and fi(hing 
to all the inhabitants without exception* 
within the bounds of their pK^iTef- 
fions ; 7thly, orders the taxes hitherto 
levied to be continued provifionaily ; 
8thly, ena£ls, that a courier be fent to 
the Commiilioners of the felf-named 
States-General at Paris, ordering them 
to abftaiQ from tjranfa6ling any bufi- 
nefs in the name of the Province of 
Holland, and to confider thcmfelvcc as 
re-caUed\ and laftly, prefcribcs that 
Commiflioners of the Affembly of the 
' Provifional RcprefeDtatives of the peo- 
ple of Holland, are immediately to have 
a feat in the Affembly of the Sutes* 
General. 

On the )8th Citizens Le^levcnon an4 
Van Leydcn read, in the fitting of tht 
Reprefentativcs of the People of Hol- 
land, a detailed account of the natiirt 
and objc£t of that AITembly, written 
in French, and to fervc as a report ro 
the French Commi|fiouers on that fub-r 

jea. 

« In the fitting of the 19th, the 
Great Penfioner, Van Dan Spiegel, -wa^ 
deprived of his place ; and the Grtac 
Bailiff, Count j3^ntinck, fhared the 
fame fate. He is fucceeded by Coun- 
fellor Shepmon. 

On the |oth, the Reprefentativcs of 
the Pfcople of Amfterdam publifhed an 
ordinancfe, prohibiting all the Mem- 
bers of the anpieiit Magiftracy of the 
town, and all the former Alinifters an4 
OiHcers from leaving the place, with- 
out having obtained a permiftion iq 
yvrit^ng from the Committee of Infpec- 
tion, under pain of beinp confidercd a$ 
fufpcfted peifons, and their propertj 
fcqueftrated. 

The fame Committee invited all the 
inhabitants of the Seven United Pro- 
vinces, and of Dutch Brabant and 
plandcrs, to acquaint u,em 'with the 
condu6t anel behaviour of the Enrifli 
and Hanoverian yoops in the faid Pro- 
vircer-. 

In the fitting of the Rcpr^fLntatircf 
of the people of HoUiiotI, of the 3irt, 
it was decreed, firft, to direct the 
inhabitirts of the United Provinces, 
and of Dutch Brabant and Flanders, to 
deliver all the cattle decxianJed by the 
French ; fecondly, to order the 
Council of Sraie to ^ivc in, within 
the next eight dnvs, precife ftatcmcnt$ 
of the prcfcut ftatc of the treafurt-s 
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ef the *niiion ; thirdly, to requeft the 
Suies Geoeral to communicate an exa6t 
account of the a^ual naval force of the 
country^ and of theihips ready to 
form a fleet next fpring; to acquaint 
tbe AiTembly which veffels had been 
ordered to efcort the fmacks, on board 
•f which IV^iUtam tbe Fifth and bis family 
had failed \ and to order a fhithful de- 
claration to be made of the property 
belonging to the fubjedtsotthe Powers 
now at war with France. 

On the iame day a Commiflary de- 
manded and obtained his difmiflion^ 
i:^ the citizens ac the Hague were 
difarmed. 

On the fame day like^rife, the firft 
pf ^ lie inftrument of the new order of 
thugs was folemnly publiihed at the 
Hague, accompanied by the found of 
trynpets and the ringing of bells. 

DECLARATION OF THE RIGHTS OF 
3IAN AND OF A CITIZEN, 

UIKRTY» BqU ALITY, FR ATERVJTY. 

'* The Provifional Reprefentativcs 
of the People of Holland, believing that 
they owe to their fellow-citizens a 
folemn declaration of the principlfs 
ynon which their proceeaings and 
aaioos depend, to all thofe to whom 
thefe prefents fliall come, or who (hall 
hear them read, heMthi they make 
known, 

" That we arc perfe6lly convinced 
that the power which has been confid- 
ed to us repofcs only on the free 
choice of ouY fellow-cuizens, ani that 
it is from this choice alone we have re- 
ceived it : that no fupreme power re- 
fides in us \ but that the proper So* 
yereignty refts in the people, and this 
in fuch manner that the people can 
confer the excrcife of it on their Rcpre- 
fcDtatives, but can never alienate it 
from themfclves ; that we are affured 
that the evils which this day are fo 
heavy on this country and the other 
Provinces, owe principally their origin 
to the pervcrfe ideas that have been 
prefented to the people by artifice 
snd violence; and that therefore it 
i« required on the part of the Repre* 
frntHtivcs of the People who defire to 
be faithful to their duty, to lay down 
cenaia and evident principles, and to 
fix them as the rule of their conduct; 
iKai though we thought that the final 
fttilemcnt of thefe rights ought to be 
thcfirft woik of a National Convocation 
Pf the Reprefentativcs of all the People, 
uiQcd to decree and fix a form of 



Government, we neverthelefs owe to 
the confidence which our fellow-citi- 
zens have placed in us, to make a pub* 
lie and folemn recognition of the Rigbct 
of Man, and of a Citizen, in declaring, ^ 
as we recognize and declare by thefe 
prefents, 

" That all men arc born with equal 
rights, and that thefe natural rightt 
cannot be taken from them. 

" That thefe rights ar^ equality, 
liberty, fafety, property, and reli(lanc0 
to opprcflion. 

•* That liberty is the faculty %vhic!i 
belongs to every man, to be able to d^ 
that which does not zSt(k the rightt 
of other men \ therefore its natural 1]« 
mitation is found in this pnnci»;le, d9 
not to another that ivbich thou woiddjt 
not tiiijb h:m to do unto thee, 

" That therefore it is permitted to 
all and te each to make known to others 
his thoughts and fentimeuts, be it by 
the way of the prcfs or by ail other 
means. 

*' That each man has the right t« 
fefve God in fuch manner as he plea* 
fcs, or does not picafc, without b4> 
ing forced in this regard in any way. 

" That fafety conMs in the certain- 
ty of not being troubled by another im 
the exercife of his rights, nor in the 
peaceable poflcffion of property legally 
acquired. 

" That each man has the right of 
fuffiragc in the Lcgiflative Affembly, 
of the entire fociety, either perfonally 
or by reprefentation, in the. choice of 
which he has concurred* 

*< That the end of all civil focicttei 
ought to be, tb alTure to men the peace- 
able enjoyment of their natural rightt, 

** That therefore the natural liberty 
of being able to do every thing which 
does not hurt the rights of others* 
ought never to fuffer any obftacle, ex- 
cept when the end of civil fociety re* 
quires it. 

*• That fuch bounds to natural li- 
berty cannot be impofed, but by the 
People or their Reprefentativcs. 

'• That confequentlv no perfon can 
be obliged to cede, or tacrifice any part 
of his particular property, to the ge- 
neral CummonweaUh, unlefs this fhall 
be cxprefsly regulated by the will of 
the People, or their Reprefentativcs, 
and according to a previous indemnity. 

" That the law is the free. and fo* 
lemn cxpreffion of the general will ; 
that it IS equal .for alt, either to 
puaiQi or to reward* 
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^ TKtt no perfos can be accufed, ar- 
nfted, or put id prifon, bat in fuch 
cafes, and according to fuch formali- 
ties as (hall be previoufly fixed by the 
law itfelf. 

*' That in cafe it fliall be judged ne^ 
relTary to hold any pcrfon prifoner, no 
imc o'»ght to be treated more rigoroufly 
than is abfolutcly ncccflfary tor coatin- 
l»g his pcrfon* 

** That all men being equal, all arc 
^I'fgible to all- polls or employracntSt 
without any other motives of prcfe. 
rence,tban tbofe of virtues and ot capa- 
cities. 

*« That each one has the right to con- 
cur ia requiring from each Functionary 
of piC'lic admmiilration» an account 
snd juftification of his conduct. 

*• That there never can be laid the 
linallcA rcftrtdtion on the right of 
each Citizen, to reprefent that which 
j;s hie intereft to thofe in whom the 
public authority is entrufted. 

♦* That the Sovereignty relides in the 
^mc People, and that therefore no 
portion of the People can ariogate it 
io themfeWes. 

" That the People have at all times a 
fight to change tlicir form of Govern- 
ment, tq cofrc6i it, or to chufe an- 
other. 

•• Th?t fuch are the principles upon 
which we have believed it to be our 
4oty to found our aftions and our pro- 
feedings ; and that being defirous of 
jpplying them to the order of thmgs 
which had heretofore taken place, we 
forthwith dHcovcied that thp form of 
ISorernmcnt which was confirmed in 
17^7 by means of the invafion of the 
PrulBan army, and confcqucqtly by 
l&Tce only, was ii> eycry rclptdt .con- 
trary thereto. 

*• Tlut the pcrfors who heretofore 
compofed the AflTenihly of the >/- 
^/au/s States of Weft Frit flan d, 
were never elcf^ed by their fcUow- 
citixensto be their Rep'refeniatives,and 
fhat therefore this Government could 
not fubfTlt, as Uing abfoluteJy con- 
trary to the Rights of Man and of a 
Citizen ; that we a|fo prefcntly per- 
ceived that all hcrditary dignities, 
fuch as here<]iiary StaJtholder, Cap- 
tain-General, and Admiral of this Pro- 
vince, and of the Eaucftrian Ocdur, 
tfi well as Hereditary Noblcire, are re- 
«ugoant to thcRi^hts of Man, and xhac 
thev ought to he hcid And declared dbp- 



liflied, as they are declared to be abn« 

Uibed by thcfe prefents. 

•* That we auurc ourfelvcs, that by 
this declaration all the extorted and il- 
legitimate oaths on theyoi'-r/z/ur^ ancient 
Couftitution prefcribed in 1787 and 
1788, become in hSt of no vaiue» 
inafmuch as fuch an oath ought to 
h^ve been previoufly of fome valuer 
but to tranquilizc all and each, w^ 
declare befides, in the name of the 
people of Holland, as it is welt and 
cxprefsly declared by thcfe prefciws, 
that all Citizens who may have taken 
the above oath are hereby difcharged 
therefrom. That in the fame manner 
the College* as the d^dU'Oant Deputy 
Counfeilors of the Southern and No i^* 
ern quarter were called, is entirely ^ii- 
compatible with thefe principles, not 
hels than the dlvifion of the economical 
adminiftration in regard to finaiftcs 
and other wife, as well as to the Cham- 
ber of Accounts, as they all refuUed 
from the old defective form of Govern- 
ment, in which there was no p. a I repre>- 
fcntation whatever, and that confe- 
auently we have judged it to be our 
duty to fupprefs and aboltflt all the 
aooye-named Colleges, as we now fup- 
prefs and abolilh them by thefe prcfems. 
And to re-eftablifli conveniently and 
forthwith the benefit of thefe Colleges, 
we have thought it our duty to eiia-

In the ifitting of the Reprcfcnta- 
tirei of the People of Amfterdam of 
the td inft. a Proclamation was pub* 
h&cd, concerning a general conroca- 
tioi of the inhabitants of that town, 
for the purpofe of elefting new Re- 
prefentitives in the place of the pro- 
TifioBal ones* whofc fuufttons are limit- 
ed 10 the rpace of a fortnight ; wherein 
k is faidy that the faid inhabitants are 
to determine on the number of their 
Reprefentatives,aDd on the name which 
their AlTemhly is to bear, whether that 
•f Munictpftlitj or another. 1 1 further 
^vius all enlightened Patriots within 
St neit fortnight to give in detailed 
plaos, relative to the beft manner of 
fOBTeniog the people and taking their 
votes, and of afcertaining the age and 
^aaUtiet of the Electors. 

The Committee of Public Welfare, 
iflembled at the Hague, has ordered 
the Condudor of the French Amfter- 
dani Gazette hencef<M'fh to infert in 
bis Paper all the Ordinances and Pro- 
clamations of the Reprefentatives of 
the People of Holland at full length. 

The Keprefentatives of the People of 
HsUaad have decreed the dtfniiflion of 
the Regency of the Hague -, and alfo 
refoUed to difmifs and replace by other 
Members the Committee of the Eftft- 
India Com pan v ; and to order the De- 
poties of the (icnerality to propofe to 
the States Geticral, to requeft the 
French Commiflioners not to pabliih 
apy Ordinance in their own name, 
but toaddrefs themfclvcs to their High 
MightinefTes. 

The Proclamation of the Rcprc- 
iematifes of the People of HolUnd of 
the id inft. concerning the circulation 
ef AfCgnats, contains the following ar* 
titles: FirA, all fliop- keepers and rc- 
taiien, all the manufacturers of the 
firft Receflfaries of life; fhall be obliged 
to teccive allignats in payment for their 
c«innit)ditieS| at the rate of nine fous 
for a livre, from French foidicrs and 
Mher indiriduals employed in the 



French armv ; and for the purpofe of 
preventing nilfe declarations to be made 
by the ihop-keepers of the fums thttf 
received in afiignats, they fliaill declare 
at the Municipality the quantity receiv- 
ed; and every week give in lifts of ch« 
fame ; for which they are to receivt^ 
from the Municipality the amount i« 
fietity or receipts for the fame, which 
are to have courfe, like other cur- 
rency. 

Secondly, no ftop- keeper fliafl fell 
to a French foldier or any individual 
employed in the French army, com- 
modities for more than ten livres at 
one and the fame time, and ercr^ 
fuch buyer ought toprefcntan ordec 
from his ofHcern which along with the 
alTignats received in payment is to be 
dehvered to the Munic'mality. To aa 
officer, according to hrs rank, mer* 
chandize may be fold to a higher 
amount, but always in virtue of an or- 
der of his chief. Beiidcs, the French 
foidicrs fhall be allowed to fpend a fmail 
fum in a public-houfe, provided this 
fum do not exceed two livres, which 
fum may be paid ia aflignau not ex* 
ceediog that Him. 

Thirdly, All other circulation of 
ailignats is prohibited. 

Fourthly, No fpccie, coin, or bu!* 
lion, is to be exported out of the coun- 
try under pain of death. From this 
prohibition arc however excepted fuch 
merchants as in the Baltic or any other 
trade are accuftomed to make their 
payments infpecie. But in fuch cafe* 
they are bound to make the nccelfary 
declarations at their rcfpcftive Munici- 
palities, give fccuriiy for treble the 
amount of the fum to be exported, aii4 
remain refponfible for the importation 
of merchandize to the fame amount, 
Likewife are excepted travellers • but 
the Municipality of their place of abode 
ought to determine the fum which will 
be ncccflTary for their travelling expcnce, 
and to acquaint with it the Munici- 
pality of the Frontiers. Foreigners 
fliall be obliged to prove before the 
Municipality on the Frontiers, ihat 
they do not export a largsr fum in 
fpecie than is neceflary for their travel- 
ling expence. 

Deputies f front the Provifional Af- 
femblies, who fince the French invafion* 
have fprung up in every province, are 
daily arriving at the Hague, and take 
their feats in the Aflcmbly of the States 
General. This AfTcmbly has, at the 
requeft of the Deputies of the Province 
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«kf Holltnd, fufpeaded, for the fpace of 
three mQntr s» the import duty on cat- 
tle ; and has alfo ordered accurate re* 
Ipoitv to be made coDcernine the pre* 
lent ilate of the Navy of the United 
Netherlands. The fame aflembly has 
come to a refolucion to lecall the Dutch 
£onim lie oners Brant zcn and Reptlaer 
from Paris ; to exempt irom all impoits 
the provifions de dined for the Fiench 
U'my;tadefray,with the money found ia 
the Stadthol<icr*sTrcafory, the expence 
•f enicTtaining the French Commif- 
£oners ; to difmifs Count Btntinck and 
Baron Waflt-naer^ Members of the 
Board of Admiralty of the Amftcl and 
the MeuCe ; to withdraw all the pen- 
fions granted by the Prince of Orange 
to officar> of the Navy*} to difarm the 
new raifed militia, called the Landza- 
ten, and to allow a free importation of 
corn.. 

Having, by a folemn declaration, in- 
formcii the Comnniirioners of the French. 
, people, that they acknowledge the To* 
"vereign power of the Dutch people, 
and the Rights of Man ; that the 
Stadtholderate, as well as the dignities 
cf Captain and Admiral General are 
aboliihed, and all the inhabitants of the 
United Netherlands liberated from the 
oath taken in favour and for the fup. 
port of the ci-eie*oant Conftitution, the 
lame States General have appointed 
Commiiiioners to affure the^cprefen- 
tatives of the French people, that they, 
xnoft ardcn'ly define^" to form afolid 
cemfederation between the two nations, 
as two Republics equal and indepen- 
dent ; and to conclude an alliance up- 
on conditions reafonable and equally 
advantageous on both fides, in order 
that in this manner, the foundation (o 
much wiihed for may be laid of the 
llri^eft fraternity, and for the advance- 
ment and cojifummation of a general 
peace in Europe.'* 

The Deputies' from all the Provinces 



where the new Revolution has ta!;ctf 
piace, had all arrived at the Hague on 
the 1 6th of laft month \ and on that day 
the Stetdiboliierate wasJbUmnfy abolijbed 
for e*i>er. This firong mcalure fecms 
to have been accelerated bv a dread, 
left the King of Pruflia mignt conned 
his own negoeiations with thofe of 
Holland, and obtain for the latter 
country a peace not agreeable to the 
fadioo now prevailing id the United 
Netherlands. 

Several rigorous decrees have betB 
pubiifhcd againft the Agents of the 
ancient Adniiniftration who have not 
yet fettled their accounts ; and all emi- 
graiion is prohit>ited, under pain of 
death and cenBfcation, without a paJ"- 
port having been previoufiy obtained 
from the Regency of the place. Mr, 
Van dcr Hop, Fifc.al of the Admiralty, 
and Admiral King(bcrgen, who is call- 
ed the Admiral of the $tadtholder, are 
taken intocudody. Tne Miaiftert of 
Ruiru, Pruifia, and America, have 
been in conference with the Prefident 
of the States General, and the French 
CommilFioners have publiihed the fol- 
lowing order, dated the Hague, Fe* 
bruary 18. 

** The relations of commerce be- 
tween Holland, France, and the con- 
quered countries occupied by the ar- 
mies of the Republic are entirely re- 
eftabliflied, conformably to the laws 
rcfpe^ting impor^tions and exporta* 
tions, which arc, however, to be made 
by the interior only, and not by fca, 
until otherwife ordered. All orders to 
the contrary are revoked.** The Re^ 
prcfentaiives of the people of Amfler* 
dam, in order to pacify fome rcftiefs 
people, who infiftec upon the arreft 
of all the members of the former Ad* 
miniftration, on the iSih ult. publilbed 
a proclamation, explaining the reafon^ 
why Tuch a meafure would be highly 
dangeiousand impoiiiic*

' their LordihipF, of the time and date any 
fiich payment may have taken place. — jcj, 
That his Majefty do fignify to the Houfe 
.what fee urity can be given by the Empe- 
ror for the money to be adv^^nctd.— -4.th, 
That bis Majefty will fpecifyv whether 
the fum of four millions will be all that 

■ will be neccflary. 

Lord Qrenviile faid, that the firft pro- 
pcfition was the only one of ihe Noble 
Lord's, to which he could give his con- 
cTuneucc. 

The firft propofitlon of Lord Lauder- 
dale was then put and carried $ the others 
yv'ere negatived without a dtvidoiu 

MONDAY, FEB. 9. 

The order of the day being read for 
taking his Majcfty's meflage onthc Auf- 
tnan Loan intoconlidcraiion, 

Lord Grenvilk rofe, and in a ftiort but 
pertinent and judicious fpecch expatiated 
i>n the very great advantages which might 
* accrue to the nation in its prefent circum- 
ilances, from adopting the meafure pro. 
poied in his Majefty's mellage. — By it, 
he obferved, we Ihould fecure the alliance 
and eifc^ual co- operation of the grenteft 
J*oweron theCominent, who by it woul(l 
be enabled to bring jnto the field an army 
pf 200,000 men, and whofe attack? on 
the common enemy muft prove, in the 
way cf a diverfion, of themolt eflcntial fer- 
yice to the caufe in which both counuies 
were engiaged. He then took a review of 
the fecuri lies offered by Auftria for the rc- 
paymept of the propoisd Loan, which be- 
ing, in addipon to his Xniperiai Mnjefty*s 
licreditary rev^enues, the property of the 
^ank of Vienns, was fiich a fecurity as 
inight be looked to by this country with 
the utmoft confidence, yicwing the fub- 
jtftin its principle in this light, in which 
he was certain it would a|fo be confidered 
by their Lordftiips, ij^i^* *a little refle^lion 
on the jTubjeft, he cpMciaded with moving 
feh aJdrefs to his^4ajdly, fetting forth the 
concurrence of that Houfe with the pro- 
Dpfed rp'eafure, and containing the warmed 
ifTui aitccs of fupport, &c. 
* "The Marquis of LaniHowpe rofe to 
ftate his difa^)probation of the prCpoled 
fnesfure. He confidered it as objedliona- 
blcin ^11 jx)ints of view, whether it rc- 
jaiid to the IccuVuy offered for the rc-pay- 



ment of the money, the ability or in^ltnv 
tioli of the Emperor to perform the pro- 
pofed llipulations of the contrafts, and as 
a meafure of impolicy and profuiion of 
the rcfources of this country ; and con* 
eluded with noting an amendment to the 
Addrefs, teAOing to do away its teiuiency 
and effea. 

The Earl of Guildford, in oppofing 
the Addrefs, dwelt on fome of the poinu 
urged by the Noble Mover of the Amend- 
ment. He faid be would much prefer tlie 
mode of fuhfid^ to that of Loan, by 
which we could retain an cfiScienC check 
in our hands $ the details of tlie £|mpe- 
ror's offers, he thought, (bould be laul be- 
foie the Houfe. 

The Earl of Lauderdale ftatcd his dit 
approbation of the meafure at fome iehgtb, 
which went as well to the principle as to 
the component paits of it. * 

The amendmcpt was then negatived 
without a divifiun, and the original Ad- 
drefs put and carried. 

THURSDAY, FE^- !»• 

The Pake of Bedford rofe to Biake his 

Froiuiicci motion on a negociati<»i with 
ranee, which he prefaced with a fpeech 
of fume length. He obferved, that upon 
a mijiute and deliberate examination of 
the different declarations of the GoTcrn- 
ment of this country at liome, and the 
manifeftoes of its ofHcers abroad, it could 
not be clearly afcertained wliat were the 
objefls we had -in view } but,what moft ap- 
peared to him to be the intention, was a 
defign at Icaft to ovci turn ihcprcleni fo« ra 
of Government of France, if^ not to in- 
troduce the old dclpotifm of ihatcouoti^ 
■yVhether this was the real intent of Mi- 
nifters or not he would not fliy, but Jt cer- 
tainly was confjdered (o by the people of 
France. His Grace then adverted 10 the 
views of policy which this country could 
have in tlie continuance of the war, and 
the profpeiS^ of bringing it to a fucccfsfiil 
iffue, and on this lift paint, h^vvas forry 
toexprel's his feriuus doubts of its accom* 
plifhnicnt. 

His Grace therefore conjured Miniflers, 
as ihey appreciated the beft and dearcft in- 
terefts of their country, and if they were 
not callous to the fcnfations of humanity, 
or incapable of lemoilc at the myriads 
of their re! iow« creatures fent to untimtiy 
graves in the courfe of this dcflruwiive 
war^ to take Tone fteps at leaft rowards 
obtaining the dclircder-d of peace, by a 
declaration of tlieir willing nefs co treat 
with France, governed as it now is, and 
under which eircumltanccs he doubted not- 
bhit that a fafe and honoui-able peace aiigi t 
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b^stehfcted ; and at all evtnts, the adop- 
tion of what he would propofe, {{ not ac- 
toukti with immediate good, could not 
poifibly produce mifcUief. He then mov- 
ed a ivfoiution, ftating the opinion of their 
Lordlhips to bei that the prefent aclual 
Govern i:ent of France (hould be no bar 
b a negociation for peace, &c. 

Lord Hawk.(r(bury- oppofed the motion, 
as being contrary to the uniform declara- 
tions of their Lordfliips on the fubjc6l, as 
veil as the fentiments delivered from the 
Throne, from none of wliich, he con- 
tended, could it be inferred, that Qreat 
Britain was averfe from treating with 
France, the moment (he had eilabliflicd a 
Fcgular and fettled Government, as it was 
Boithc/orjw of their Government that we 
could objeft to, hut i\ic cbara^er Of it.-- 
Viewing the qiieftion in this light, and the 
iafiiw confidcration of the prefcnt mo- 
tbn, being direilly in the teeth of the re- 
foliKion of their Lordlhips a few nights 
iince, he would ceFtainJy rcfift it. He 
then moved the previous quel^ion. 

The Duke of Grafton was decidedly 
in fairour of the motion, and fupporied 
*iih much ability the arguments of the 
NoHle Duke wlio propoled it. 

The Eai'l of Mansneid contended for 
the impolicy as well -as the inefHcacy of a 
Bcgociati*!) with France under its prefent 
lyUem of Government. There were two 
gnnd points to be cenfidered in all negoci- 
«ions i lit. The fincerity of thofe whom 
yon treat with ; and adly. Their abili- 

fy to maintain their engagements. In 

l>3th thtfe pfjints he conhdercd the Go- 
T^rnrnentof France to be fundamentally 

''^^'yij : as fuch he (hould oppoi'e ibe re- 

^, ,^lirqui$of Lanfdowne expreffed 
^iSfRrae that any oppofition (hould be 
n^* to his Noble Friend's motion. It 
*ai of that kind which mav, and would 
4» much real good ; it could po(ribly be 
produftive of no (brt of mifchief, and at 
worft would be attended with good c(Fc6ls 
on the principles of Minifters. 

Lord Boringdon fpoke againd the mo- 
^on i he argued 00 the impolicy of any 
thing like conccfOon at the prefent mo- 
OKnt. 

Several other Peers delivered their fen-, 
fJ™«iJi. when a divifion toi^k place on 
Lord Hawkelbury's motion for the pre- 
▼iou$ qucftion, and there appeared i'or it, 
7Siag«'nftit, 128; majority 63. [APro-

Trial of Warren Hasting^, Es<^. 

by Impeachment. " 
When the order of the day had been 
read, Lord Thurlow rofe, and faid, he 
would (tatc the grounds on which he ; 
meant to bring forward the motion it was 
his intention to conclude vVith, as (hortly 
as pofTiUIe, his voice not being in a con- 
dition to render it very plcafant for their 
Lord (hips to liften to for any leneth of . 
time, even if it were convenient for himfelf, 
and it not being neceiTary in that ftage 
of the buiincfs to go into any ctrcum-*, 
ftaniial detail of a fubji6t extremely ' co- " 
pious and comprehei.five, for the cfifcuf- • 
lion of which, future and very fufficient ; 
opportunities would prefent themfclvetf. ' 
His Lcrd(hip faid, the proceedings bad 
become extremely voluminous, but be had 
ncverthelefs gone through the whole/ and 
whoever of their Lordfliips took the trou- 
ble to do the lame would find that to four- 
fifths of the allegations the Commons had 
brought forward, no evidence had been* 
produced whatever; to the other fifth, they 
maintained, that they adduced proofs fut- 
iicient to eftablifh the crimes alledged ; 
but when the eyidence was examined, it 
would be found to branch out in a great 
vaijetyof ramifications, each remificaiioa 
extending to Ibme new crime not fjiecifi- 
cally (lated in th6 origirial charge, al- 
though it might poiTibly be compr^n- 
ded under its general extent and meaning. 
This ciicumllance cenainly created a pe- 
culiar degrte of difficulty, infomuch that 
were a (ingle Judge called upon to decide 
upon it, he woidd find it actually impo/Ti-. 
ble 10 pafs judgment by a fmgle verdl^ of 
Guilty ovNoi Guilty » A finglc Judge would, 
no dcubr, hold it his duty to ti ace the eyi- 
dence through all the divifions of each ra* 
roification of the charge» to apply it cor- 
rf6lly to each particular fa6l, pointing out 
where it amounted to proof ot guilt or in- 
nocence, aid how it ought either to be re- 
ceived or rejected ; but even after all hli 
pain?, it would be extremely difficult for 
him to decide ihe cnle by two judgments, 
that of guilty of fuch anil fuch fadts, and 
innocent of othcis, • wi:h fafety to hi* 
own confcicncc aixl juftice to the de- 
fendant. If iheitfore this diffiCuhy would 
arife to a.fingle Judge, the difEcuby muit 
be mill iplicd where fifty Judges were 
called i:pun to decide on llfiy di^inft 
chaigc>. 
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His LordOiip faid, where there were 
numerous judges, the common fefife of 
the cafe, and the common confent of thofe 
Judges as to the eftablilhment of the 
crimes alledged, muft be the refttlt of due 
delibo-atlon on the whole of the proceed- 
ings and the whole of the evidence. The 
fuK guide, therefore, to be lookeii to was 
the precedents to be founds and thofe 
couki only be tnced in two ways, viz. 
^fcrence to the Rolls of Parliament, and 
reference to the Journals of the Houfe.-. 
He pointed out the diftin6tion of thefe two. 
authorities, the one (the Rolls of Paiiia- 
, roent) being made up by order 'Of the 
Crown, asbcft was found to fuit the na. 
ture of the particular cafe, whereas their 
Lordfh)ps* J ourhals were compiled by th» 
Clerk of the Parliament. 

Of materials and precedents furniihed 
by thefe authorities, the report of their 
Lord (hips Committee was conftituted, 
ftpd he owned he had read that Report 
without much edification, the precedents 
found beirig extremely loofely ftated in the 
Rolls of Parliament, and not always cor- 
reflly in tkeir own Journals. Enough, 
kowever, cculd be collrfted from the Re- 
•ort to rhrowi^me light upon the particu- 
urohjeft that muft have occurred to eve- 
ry Noble Lord, as calling for the decifiou 
of the Houfe before they proceeded a Acp 
further, viz. " Whether ii would be ex- 
pedient and con fil^ent with fpecial' jullice 
10 pafs a judgment on each charge lepa^ 
rately,. or to pals a jiulgment geiicr^Uy 
upon the whoie of guilty oc'not 

CUILfTr. 

Tllc lirft cafe in the Report which h-a 
JLordfhip adverted to, was that of the 
EtfUfSuflTolk (lo Richard II. x}86), 
which was fo worded on the RoiJ^ of 
Padiament that it did not appear whether 
their Lordfhips proceeded in giving judg- 
Aent by one quelHon, or upon tlie feveral 
charges fe] arately and alflin6tly ; but 
from the realbns given 6y their LordHiips, 
«ne would he led to imagine that tiiey 
gavejudgmentfeparaiely on eacli fepii-ate 
charge. In the cafe of the Earl of Mid- 
•lefex (1624.) the Attorney General it.id 
the parrs of the fcveral charges fepiraieJy, 
and the Lords found the £arl guilty of 
itfme charges and not of others. 

Hrs Lonlfiiip f lid, there were diftinc- 
rions that would neceflaiily (Irike their 
Lordfhips between the fa^ alledged in 
ftny- in fiance, and the point of law upon 
th:*tfaa. Thus their Lordftiips, in the 
calc cA Warren Hillings, Elq. might 
ilfcm fh« hi\ alledged iti different inllan- 
•e^ to Iht fufRcicntiy proved^ and yet not 
U4 £iusfted M.40 ^ QYidaac« give*^ to 



e((abli(h that faft to be a crime. Ther# 
might alfo be a di((in£tion between the 
judement pronounced by their Lordihips 
in the Chamber of Parliament, upon any 

§iven qtieftion that might arifc, whether 
ated by a Committee appointed by their 
Lordfhips to examine evidence, proceed- 
ings, &c. and to repon thereupon, or 
otherwife, and the judgment that they 
might think fit finally to prenosnce in 
Weftminfter HaU. In the cafe of Dr. 
Sacbeverell, where there were feveral char- 
ges all poin^ng to one alledged crime» 
their Lordfliips would find that in their 
own chamber^ the Lords had proceeded 
to take each into coofideration fepantclv; 
but in Weftroinftcr Hall, they had pafled 
Judgment on one queftion only. His 
LordOiip alfo referred to the cafe cf Lord 
Macclesfield in 1^725. 

In the prefcnt cafe, where the chargel 
weiT confiitutcd of, and comprehended al- 
legations of many fafts ftatcd to be 
crimes, he would not prdumc or attempt 
to aj^trcipato any opinions that might be m 
the contemplation of their Lordftiips, up- 
on either or all of thofe fa£ts fo alledged s 
he hardly thought it poflible that they could 
decide upon each (eparately, ^ot he would 
Content himfelf with barely moving,—. 
•* That the whole of the evidence and the 
proceedings on Ac Impcachmcntof War- 
ren Haiti ngs, Efq. be referred to a Com- 
mittee of the Houfe." 

His Lordihip fpoke of the particular 
manner in which Committees hid st dif* 
ferent limes Uated the queftioot which they 
fubmitted to the Houle, and called upon 
them to decide ; (hewing that in fomc caies 
they were fo framed, that the Houfe oouljl 
only affirm or deny ; in others tta^ltfO^ 
open to the difcretlon of the Hooi^V 
ftiape and fafhion fo as to render niBm 
iBore convenient to their own omnions and 
fenfe of what the jufiice of the caie re- 
quired. flis motien, he faid^ he had 
brought forward with a view to leave the 
wnole of tl)e fubjed of the Impeachment 
of Mr. Halltngs as much at large as polE*^ 
ble, and without interpofing anyone mat- 
ter that might circumfcribe or narrow the 
full and fi-ee exercife of their Lordihips 
judgments, individually or coUedively» la 
any degree whatever. 

He was ready, he faid, to name any one 
day for the Committee to make their re- 
porty that it might fuit the wilh or cob* 
venicnce of any one Noble Lord j— if there 
was no obje^ioD he (hould name Monday 
next.

Mr. Pitt laid, that the bunnefs to be 
low confidered was one of the great t ft 
Magnitude that ever claimed the attention 
«f the Houie { and as be trulied that no 
^inkwfiesof partial intcreft would attempt 
to prevent our puttmg in a^ion our pr«* 
(enc great national icfources, he ihouJd 
propoie that an average proportion of men 
10 the «)Qnage fliould be furniihed during 
tbe prefent year, by outward -bour.d ihips, 
to fupply the Koyal Navv, in which the 
owners of ftich fh>ps woifld find^htirpri- 
vn imereits coi:fulttd and fecured. In 
Sqjietnber 1793* the total amount of the 
Dbacantilematuic w»s, in men, about one 
huodied thoufand, ai.d the pioponion of 
tbe crew to the tonnage nearly one man to 
14^ ton* He wuulii therefore propoie that 
^ipsfrom 35 to 70 ton provide the Koyal 
Navy with one landfman : and that thofe 
of 100 to 140 provide one Teaman or two 
hodfnieQ : that from 140 ton to 200, they 
furnilh two feamen or. fotir landfmen ^ 
b*jt for thofe of higher toAoage, the pro* 
ponion Ihould vary, as the number ot the 
crew was not proportionably increafed : 
however, for every 50 ton above aoo, luch 
kpge veflcls (houAd turnilh one feaman or 
two landfineA S bythitmeani, accoiding 
tfttfae cal^laiion of 17931 an additional 
fticagth of I S or ao^ooo men would be 
pracuied for the navy. Mr. Put next ex- 
amined into thennnns by which ihecoun* 
try It large might contribute to the fame 
cad, So many might be furniilied by the 
difBrent couniies, by each county exaiU 
ing one man fioni every pariOi -, a certain 
f^tt being impo^d on uich houles as wei*e 
«K eaempted ft-om taxes.— The Inland 
f^ig^n be nwt conlideied as afford- 
ing the moftpobabk fuccef^ to themea- 
(in«t irom th« great number ihdciirtrre 
Iq« theoa^ig*l»le «aiiaii and li- 



vers thVoughout the kingdom, and fram 
which might fpring up a new nuifery of 
feamen, that would exceed the example of 
any former times. The next pUn to he 
adopted vras, tbe enabling MagiArates to 
take up all idle and.diforderly perfonswbo 
could give no fatisfaftory account of tlie^r 
means of living ^ a plan which wa» not, 
unprecedented, as it had ^Ireadv been a- 
dopted in two wars. Such, in the prelenc 
ftage, were the outlines he thought it ne- 
ceffary to Itate j which, as he expelled 
they would meet lite general concurrenoc* 
Mr. Pitt finilhed by maving for leave to 
bring in thele different bills. 

Mr. Fox applauded the fair an J can- 
did mannei' in which the Hon. Gentleman 
(Mr. Pitt) introduced the butinefs, ar.d 
gave his hearty fupport to the great and 
urgent end of manning the navy. Ke 
had much to objc6l, however, to the p^r. 
ticular mudjt of accompliihing it, and 
thought the people could not conient with- 
out regret to lb hajlh a roeafuie, unlala 
they were convLnced oi^ the neceifity of 
proiecming the war, from the impoflibilitj 
of obtaining any tolerable terms of peact.

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more advantageousi if by the means of a 
fimiiiir Loan to a Urger extent, the Km* 
pf ror (hould be enabled to employ a force' 
ffill more c«in(TdcrahIc ; awd his Majcfiy 
has directed his Miiiifter at Vienna to cx- 
prcfs his Majef(y*£(readincrs to recommend 
' to his Parhament an arrangement foun- 
ded on that principle. 

** Some temporary advance which hts 
Majefty was induced to make for the im- 
mediate fupply of tlic Auftrian army, un- 
der the prellurc of unforefcen circtim- 
Aances in the btter pirt of the \zt\ cam- 
patgn, will We included in any anxnge- 
mcnt of this nature. 

** As foon as the negociation is conclu- 
<^<!, his Majefty will not fail to commu- 
nicate the refult to Pailiame^nr. But as 
any meafnre of this fort is nccsflTanly cori- 
«?£tcd with the confideraiion of the provi- 
lien to be made for the current year, his 
Majefty has thought it right not to delay 
making this communicntir.n ; and he re- 
lies on the zeal and public f^Mrit of his 
fnithful Commons, for tiking fuch mea- 
fures as, on a ful conrultrrniiou of all the 
tircumftanccs, they may t'link moft con- 
ducive to the immediate Intcrefts ©f this 
country at the prefent conjuncture, and 
•o the great obje6l of rc-eftabliftitngy on 
ffcure and honourabie grounds, the peace 
i^r\d tranquillity of thefe kingdoms and of 
Europe. G. R."*

Mr. Sheridan faid, lie tcit it incumbent 
on him, previous to the confideraiion of 
the Auftrian Loan, to move that it be re- 
ibhed, That it appears to ibis HouJir, that 
the fumof i./jo,oool. a»id upwards hath 
been paid out of the Public 'i'leafury of* 
thi^ country to the Kiog of Piuffia, in 
purfuance of a treaty figned at the Hague 
the lothof April i79+» and that it does 
not appear to this M( u.c, thut his Pruffian 
Mijelty has fulfilkd, on his part, the 
engagement entered into for thatl'iuii. 
Mr. Jekyll lecor.dcd the motion^ 
Ttf Chancellor of the Exchequer con- 
ft^td that his Pruffian Maj-fty had nrJt 
adequately performed his engngcmcni to 
this country, bnt that the exertions he 
Jiad made contributed not a' little to i-etard 
the progrefs of the Fri:nch,and that their 
tlTe^ls were fuch as not to give him room 
to regret the lofs of the money that had 
been paid for tliem.

After the Speaker bad read his MajcT- 
ty'i mefTage, 

Mr. Pitt rofe to move that it be now 
taken into confideration, and iii a fpeech 
of great length, replete with ar^untfeDti 
and animated with eloquence, infilted on 
thf general policy of the meafure of ft- 
cnrfng foine powerful Cuntinental Con- 
ne6lions, and ftiewed that we couid look 
tt> none of equal power and means, or 
with the fame degree of liopc and feciirity, 
as to his Imperial Majefty j and concluded 
by moving an Addrefs to his Majefty, 
p'ounded on the principal topics advanced 
m the coiirfeof his fpeech, and affiiring • 
his Majefty of the cordial concurrendc of 
the Houfe, &c. 

Mr. Fox, in a fpeech of confidcrable 
length, delivered his (cutiineiTts, which 
were decidedly ngatnil the meafure ; The 
prelicni fubje^i of difcuftion was one of a 
moft momentous defcriptioti, take it in' 
evei y point of view, and of a much more 
unfavourable defcription than that of laft 
year, the Piiiftian Subsidy, inafmueb as 
the Aim was much greater, and the Ce- 
curity for the perfonnancc of the engage- 
ment to be entered into, cortfiderably kfs. 
It wiis fictxwic of the leaft matcrid points 
of I he prefent qucft ion to confider the re- 
fources of Au|^ria, and its power as 
well as inch' nation to perform the ftipula- 
tionsofthe propofed contraA. In his 
mind, it was cut of that Prince's piowcr 
to do it, much lefs to furnifli another 
X 00,000 men, on the fuin l>dpg m^ up 
to him of fix millions, at fuggefted by the 
Right Hon. Gentleman. Such a fuppoli* 
tion was chimerical s he wa» totally una- 
ble to do it. 

Viewing the fubjeft in this light, Mr. 
Fox faid, the propofed meaiurs met his 
moft cordial dilapprobation ; and con- 
cluded by moving an Amend^nent, the 
effc6^ of which tended to do away thefpi- 
rit and tenor of the Addrefs.

&C. and the extiiaordii^nes, which amount* 
ed to the Turn of 3,063,968!. xss. 4d. 

The next obje^ of expenditure that 
came to be coRlidered was the Ordnance^ 
which, being neceflarily increafed in pro- 
portion to the other obje£ls, amounted to 
«»3»> >eool. To thefe were added the fe- 
deral incidental charges for milcellaneous 
eipenim) deficiencies, Sec. which, confi- 
deringTle prcfcnt preflTure of circum-

tocreafe, it being only 147,000! • 

After enumerating the totals of the dif* 
fetnt (errices of the current year, toge- 
ther with the deficiencies of grants, the 
povifions to. be made for the payment of 
Exchequer bHls^ and the deficiencies of the 
l4nd and Malt taxes, which in the aggre- 
gate conftitu ted the Supply, he dated it to 
aawunt to the fum of 28,i»8,oool. To 
anfwer this exi>enditure, we were to look 
to the diflferent fources of the national re- 
Vwoej and here Mr. Pitt detained the at- 
tcation of the Committee on the fiourifh- 
ing ftate of all its branches, which he 
compared and contrafted with the Hate of 
^mer years, and affirmed that it ftood 
l^gher at prefent than at any antecedent 
pcnod.

8d. pec 
gallon on rum, lod. on brandy, and. id* 
on Britifli fpirits ; the produce of which 
he expelled would amount in all to near 
»59,ooo). 

An additional tax on licences for ftilla 
in Scotland would afford 15,000!. 
' He then adveited to the article of tea^ ' 
and the various circumftances which at- 
tended that branch of commerce. By a tax 
of 7I. los. per cent, which could not bt 
regarded as a weighty inconvenience, the 
revenue would be benefited 1 8o.,oool. 

On the articles of coffee, cocoa, &c. he 
virould impofe 6d. per cent, additional $ 
which would bring in 40,000!. 

The next tax would fall upon info* 
ranees on fliips, cargoes, and lives ; front 
which wookl refylt a fum of x6o,oooU 
On other articles of fmaller concern, and 
in the department of the Cuftoms, viz. oa 
raiiins, lemons, oranges, fiilad oil, wafle 
iilk, coals exported, except (o Ireland and 
our own colonies, rock fait, deals and 
fir timber, a fmall increafe of tax would 
afford 198,0001. He alfo deemed it no 
hard or unprodu£live tax to add fomt* 
thing to that already impofed by flamp- 
duties, viz. on affidavits, writs, original 
agreements, indentures, probate of wills, 
and which would be found to produce 
68,ooo]. 

Mr. Pitt now turned to a fubjt^l which 
came partieulaily honneto the Members 
of that Houfe, but which he was fure no t 
motives. of perfonal intereft would induce 
them tooppcfs « be meant the privilege of 
franking $ aprivilege to which, he (aid, 
on a variety of accounts they were juftlr 
entitled. What he intendtd to propo/e 
could only tend to correct the abufes of it, 
and reftrain its too extenfive ufei His 
rmilations went to afceitain the number 
of letters received from, or fent to, the 
poft in one day } alfo the number of co* 
vers they might conuin, and the place of 
reiidonce of the Members whofe ngnature 
they bore* From thefe regulations it was

Anothn* article of a very different de- 
fcription, Mi which lhoi«/Wb« wcif fond 
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•f its ufc would not forego for a fmall 
confideration, he deemed a proper aittcle 
•f taxation) and that was hair-powder. 
It was his intention, that all peifons who 
tifcd that article Aould take out a licence, 
coftihg il. IS. per annum ; and, as the • 
number of perfons uiing it were eftimatcd 
at »oo,ooo, it would produce the lasge 
fum of aiojoool. As to men-fcrvants, 
whom he hinted on a former occafion to 
be a vfjry fit objeft of taxation, he had 
not altogether forgot them ; they were 
known to make no Imall ufc of the article 
juft confidercd, and it was proper their 
jnaftcrs fliould pay for them, if they wiOi- 
ed them, to indulge in the oitentation of 
drefs.

Mr. Pitt, having recapitulated ihe dif- 
ferent fum -totals refulting from thefe dif- 
feient taxes, concluded a long and able 
fpeech by a variety of pertinent and for- 
cible remarks on the Ilate and refources of 
the country at large, and the neprffity of 
profecutin^ with fpirir, vigour, and perle- 
verance, the prefent iuft and neccflary war, 
as the fole means <tt procuring that folid 
and fecure peace which would enable them 
to cnjcy all the blcflings the nature of the 
conftitution and of the cmintry were cal« 
ciliated to afford us. 

Mr. Fox obferved, that in many of the 
points advanced by the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman he agreed with him, and alfo in 
many of Ihs financial calculations } but 
what ftruck him as moft obje^lioAabie io 
the ftatement, was that which related to 
the loan, particularly when he viewed it 
as a joint tranfa£lion with that propofcd to 
be furnished to the Emperor. 

Some faither explanatory converfation 
took place ; after which the diflrercnt re- 
folutions propofed bv the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and founded on his fiate- 
ments of to-night, were agreed to by the 
Committee, nem, con.

5CW evidence or fome new courfe of argu- 
ment were advanced, he regarded the mo- 
lioo which he fliould fubmit to the Houfe 
as already agreed to, and broiight forward 
in cooformtty to their refolution. So far 
firom any acceffion o£ evidence which 
^oald induce the Houfe to alter their re- 
lolution, fa6l$ had come out (ince the laft 
(iiicuffion Q& th« (vibje{l| which were M« 



flclent to convert the moft hardened op- 
pofer. He (hortld therefore move for leave 
to bring in a bill to abolifli the Have trade, 
after a time *to be limited ; which motion 
being fecor.ded, he then moved, that it be 
refined to a Committee of the whole 
Houfe. 

Mr. Barham oppofed the motion as fu- 
tile and unncceiTary, the flave trade being 
now at fo low an ebb that it can hardly be 
faid to exift. He therefore moved, that 
the motion be taken into confidsration this 
day fix months. 

Mr. pent alfo oppoled the original mo. 
cion { and, as a part of the fyftem of re- 
formation, he thought that Mr. Pitt was 
likewife pledged to oppofe it. 

Mr. Fox went at large into the queftion» 
and repeated many of thofe arguments 
which nave fo often been laid before the 
public on former o<;cafions, He contended 
for the policy of an immediate and total 
abolition of a trade which was continually 
fupplying our colonies with combu(iibi^ 
matter, it being very well known that the 
greateft* danger was to be apprehended 
from the newly-imported neg-oes. 

Mr. Pitt was aware that cmiflaries wew 
aflively employed in difreniiuatingamongft 
congenial negroes the pernicious principles 
of French Jacobinifm ; principles abound- 
ing in magnificent profefiions, calculated 
to delude thofe whom they were meant to 
deftroy. To him the berf mode of reme- 
dying this poifon was to diminifh the 
number of thofe upon whom it was in« 
tended to operate, and by a folemn aft 
put an end to this traffic for ever. 

Sir William Young, in a long fpcech| 
oppofed the original motion. 

Mr. Wilberforce made a (hort reply; 
after which th^ Houfe divided : For the 
original motion, 61 ; Againft it, 78 | 
Majority, 17. After this, the motion to 
defer the confideration for (ix months was 
put and earned, and the Houfe aciyourned« 
. Friday, feb,' 27. 

Mr. Attorney General moved for leave 
to bring in a bill to enable his Majefty^a 
Poftmafters General to open and i;eiurn 
fuch letters as had been made up for Hol- 
land on the Tsth, 16th, and 20th of Ja« 
nuary laft. — Leave was given* 

Mr. Eaft moved the fecond reading of 
the bill a^inft the vexatious removal of 
paupers ; whicl), being agreed to, was or- 
dered to be referred to a Committee of tl e 
whole Houfe on the 21ft of April next, 
and the bill to be printed for the (Ue of iKq 
Members, &c« 

The orders of the day being difpofol 
of, the Houfe adjouroed lo Monday next«

the foperior force of the Barons and France 
Qnitcd. Many of the league, finding their 
canCe of wartenninated by thcdcatli of their 
enemy John, and the oppreflicn of a foreign 
joke more fcvcrc thai the one they had 
Araggled to throw off, went over to Pern- 
brake's party, and among the reft, hiscWcft 
Ion, the Earl William Marcfciiali, and his 
fon-in,law, tl»e Earl W vrennc and Surrey. 
CaininK ftrens**^ ^V ^^^ addition of thefc 
BtfODS troops, the Protcftor ventured to ap- 
pesrift the North, whitlier the French had 
maixhed from Dover Caftle, the ficge of 
which they had reUnquifh?^, »n hopes pf its 
fiUing when the reft of the Ifland was fub- 
ducd. The parties met at Lincoln, where 
the foreigners received a complete ovcrtlirow 5 
Vot Uie joy of the conquerors was foon check- 
ed, by tbeir hearing accounts of immenfe 
ninfcrcemenu having arrived fiom France, 
Frtfled by their critical fituation, the Pro. 
ip^or Pembroke rcfoWcd to foUow up his 



Ti£tery, and try to ftrike a decifive blow» 
before the junftion of thefc fuccours wiik 
the French Prmce. 

While he was approaching London witU 
a ctofc ficge by land and water, the enemy 
received the unexpefted inteUigcnce of their 
fleet having been deftroyed by the Englilh 
veffels. Elated at this event, the Proteaoc 
and his friends poured down upon the 
French Prince, who, difpiriiedat his ijtua. 
tion, fubmltted to the generous terms given 
him by Pembroke, and retired from the 
laand, leaving it delivered from a fbreiga 
yoke, reftored to itt rights, and i,ts people 
again united and independent. 

A domeftic ftory of tho diftreffes of Ladj 
Surrey, Pembroke's daughter, in confc- 
qucnce of her hulband Surrey *» being inter- 
cepted in his flight from the tyranny of France, 
and thrown into confinement, is interwoven 
with the great public bufineis, andexemplin 
fief the horrors and mifcrics incident to a 
country in a ftate of civil war. 

The language dcferves commendation, 
being fmooth and flowing} the verfification 
tafy, and many of the images highly poeti- 
cal. The fenijments in many inftanoes ap., 
plicable to tlie times were highly applauded.

Under thcfc circuroftanccs, Lieute-

. the 14th of Oaober to the loth of 

- December. Early in December the

greatly to exceed the artillery of the 
garrifon. The fire on the 6th it)ftant 
difmounted all our guns uDon the Ca- 
valier, which is the higheft and moft 
commanding part of the fort; the 
curtain, from thence to the next baftioa 
near the town, and the faces and flanks 
of that baftion in many places, threat* ' 
ened to fall into the ditch ; the number 
of killed and wounded was propor-^ 
tional to the cffeft made upon the 
work ; and the place becanfie no longer 
tenable. 

On the night of the' xoth inftant, 
Licutepant-General Prefcott having 
previouily arranged the order and time 
of retreat with Rear-Admiral Thomp» 
fon, the whole garrifon was embarked 
without lofs. 

I have the honour to inclofe to you 
the Lieutenant Geiierars account of 
the iiege and evacuation, by which yoii 
will be fully informed of all the at« 
tending circumftances. 

Lieutenant- General Prefcott reports, 
that it has been greatly owing^ to the 
ready aifaftance afforded to the garri- 
fon by Vice-Admiral Sir John Jervis, 
and fincc by Rear-Admiral Thompron> 
that he was enabled fo long to refift the 
efforts of the enem^. He alfo gives 
the higheft encomiums to Captain 
Bowen, of his Majefty's Aip the Terp- 
fichorc, who fupcrintended the em- 
barkation, and by whofe able difpofi^. 
tion of the boats every thing was ma- 
naged with the moft perfect order and 
regutarity ; unfortunately he was fe*. 
verely wounded, but we hope not in 
fuch a manner as to endanger his life. 

Of the condudt of all the officers and - 
men, the Lieutenant-General makti 
a moft favourable report, exprefTive of 
his entire fatisfa£tion of their behjiviour 
during the whole of the ficge. 

J beg to cxprcfs to you my appro- 
bation of the conduct of Lieutenant- 
General Prefcott in the defence of Fort 
Matilda : it has been judicious in a high 
degree $ and throughout the whole 
tranfa£tion he has (hewn the greateft 
judgment and refolution.

The evacuation of Fore Matilda ia 
Guadaloupe, the defence of which de- 
volved upon mc, having nnavoidably 
taken place, I Hnd it ncce0*.iry to give 
you a particular account thereof. 

To enter into a minute detail of the 
liege, which commenced on the i4.th 
of October and terminated by cvacuat- 
' ing it on the loth of December, would 
not only too much occupy your time, 
but might be deemed equally unneccf- 
fary. It may be fufRcient to remark, 
that, on the entering the Fort, I found 
It totally out of repair, the materials 
tompofing the wall-work thereof being 
cf the worfl kind, and having appa- 
rently but little lime to cement them 
properly. By the middle of laft month 
the works were vety much injured by 
the daily and frequent heavy fire of 
the enemy, and almoft ail the carriagc« 
uf our guns rendered ufclefs. Thefc 
were in general in a very decayed ftate, 
but even the new one* for the brafs 
mortars, that were made during the 
fiege, gave way, from the almoft incef- 
fant fire we kept up ; fo that, upon 
the whole, what from the nature of 
our defence, and the fmall number of 
•>»!r garrifon, we were in a 'very unfit 
IWuation to rcfift the very vigorous cx- 
trtions of our enemy, who began to 
prepare additional forces on the 20th of 
laft month, but who, from a number 
of caufes, and efpecially from heavy 
and continued rains, could not open 
their new batteries until the 6th of this 
month. On that day they began to 
fire from twenty -three pieces of can- 
non, four of which were thtrty-fix 
|)oundcrs, and th< reft tw€nty-rour» 
and from eight mortars, two of thir- 
teen inch and two of ten. The fire was 
trery heavy, and continued all Jay and 
liignt, and by it all the gun* on the 
Gallion Baftion were difmounted, and 
the Baftion itfelf a heap of ruins.

On the 30th of 06t. being then about 
thirty leagues to the Weft ward of Cape 
Fiiiifterre, they fell in with and cap-* 
tured the Jacobin, a ihip of war in 
the fcn'ice of the French Government, 
carrying twenty -four twelve pounders, 
and two hundred and twenty men, and 
brought her with them to this Ifland. 
She had been nine days from Breft,| 
and taken nothing. 

The Zebra returned to Fort Royal 
on the 4th of December with the Car- 
magnols French fchooncr, of ten guns, 
and thirty- five men, which ihe took off 
St. Lucia tlie 30th of November ; andi^ 
Captain Faulknor, of the Blanche, in- 
forms me of his having chafed an armed 
fchooneron fliorcncar Furt Louis, Gua* 
da loupe, which ht afterwards got ofT, 
and found flic was laden* with gun- 
powder, and fcnt her to St. John's, 
Antigua. The crew ^-Acd their cf- 
cape; and, by his leAr of the 31ft 
December, he acc^naints mc of his hav. 
ing, the day before, chafed a large 
fchooner ipto the Bay of Defeadat 
where ihe anchored clofe under a bat- 
tery and a long range of mufquetry on 
the fli'Tc ; and that, from the annoy- 
ance fuch veflcls have rendered the 
trade, he thought it expedient to an- 
chor, to filcnce the battery and bring 
the fchooncr out, whi^jh, after fome 
D a a. lit^ie 
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little time, he efieAed by the crew of 
the fchooDcr abandoning her, and the 
mufquetry from the fliorc not giving 
further moleftation. By the papers 
found on board » flie was a National cor- 
vette, commanded by 9 Lieutenant 
dc Vaiffcaux, fenior officer of a detach- 
mcnt from Point a Petre. The 
Blanche has fuffercd but littie in her 
hull, mafts, or rigging* A midihipman 
•ikT one man were killed, and five 
wounded- The enemy at the battery 
and on board the fchooncr futfercd con- 
iidtrably. Captain Riou, of the Bcau- 
lieu, alfo informs me, by letter cf the

FOR the information of my Lords 
Comntiifioners of the Admiralty, 1 in- 
clofc two copies of letters received from 
Lieutenant VVatkins, of the Blanche, 
with minutes of Mr. Mil; e, her Second 
Lieutenant, who came to me exprefs, 
giving an account of their taking the 
French frigJte La Pique of 38 euns, 
aiivi 360 men, after an aftion of five 
hours, as brilliant and decided as ever 
happened; nor can too much praife and 
commendation be given to all the Offi- 
cers and fliip's company. Their Lord- 
fc'pswili fee by the minutes the judi- 
cious manner in which the Blanche laid 
the eucmy on board, and twice lailied 
her bowfprii to the Blanche's capflern, 
and, when the former's main and mizen 
inafti fell, flic payed offbefore the wind, 
and towed the enemy ; when the ftcrn 
pcrcs not being large enough, they 
blew the upper tranfem beam away 
toaJnit the guns to run out, and tired 
into her bows for three *Jiours ; the 
Biarincs, undej lieutenant 'Rich^rdfon, 



keeping fo' well-dire£ted and cctnftant 
a fire, that not a man could appear upon 
her forecaftle until fhc ftruck, when the 
Second Lieutenant and ten t^en fwaca 
on board,' and took poffelfion of her. 

Captain Faulknorwas unfortunateljr 
killed after two hours a6lion, by whic^ 
his Majcfty has loft an officer as truly 
meritorious as the Navy ofi Englandf 
ever had. 

P. S. It appears, by a recent ac, 
count, there were many more than 360 
men on board La Pique ; one hundred 
and feventy-four are brought here, one 
hundred and ten wounded, and landed 
at the Saints, and fcventy-fix found dead 
on board when (he was taken pofTclfioa^ 
of : it is probable fomc were thrown 
over-board during the adtion, and it is 
known numbers fell with three mafts, 
and were drowned.

From the be ft information I have 
been able to obtain, the enemy had 360 
men on board when we brought her 
to adtion, and I have great reafon to 
fuppofc her lofs to be about 76 killed 
and no wounded.

leagues aftern, Eaft of the fchooneri 
tacKed and 'made fall. 

At a quarter paft* twelve A. M.paQcd 
under her lee on the ftarboard tack, ibe 
on the Urboard tack, and exchanged 
bre)ar. fides. At half pall twelve A. M. 
tacked and came up with her faft. 
When within mufquet fliot, fljc wore 
^^ ith an intent ion to rake us \ we wore 
at the fame time, and engaged her 
nearly aboard. 

At one A. M. put our helm a ftar- 
board, and run acrofs her flero, and 
lalhed her bowfprit to our capfiecn; 
kept firing our quarter-deck guns, and 
other guns that would bear "iato her, 
ftnd mufquetry, which' ihe returned 
from her tops and from her quarter- 
deck guns ; run in aniid ihip lorcand 
aft. Ac thi!» time our main and roizcn 
malts went overboard, and they ^u 
tempted to board us, hut were repulfcd. 
At a quarter paft two A. M. ihe 
dropt alltin (at this time Capt. Faulk- 
nor fell.) We got a hawfcr up, and 
iDadc her well fait with her bowfprk 
abrcaiV of our (larboard quarter, the 
marines keeping a conftant fire of muf- 
quetry into her. Finding the carpen- 
ters could not make the pons large 
enough^ wc blew out as much of the 
upper tranfom beam as would admit 
the two aftetmotl guns on her main 
deck to be run out and Bred into her 
bo»vs. At two A. M. all her niafti 
u ere (hot away. Jn this fiiuation wc 
•owed her before the wind, engaging 
till a quarter paft five, when flie called 
out that " She had ftruck !" The Se- 
cond Lieutenant and ten men ihcD 
fwrtm an hoard, and took polfelfioo of 
La Pique of 26 12 pounders, French,

moval : Major M* Murdo, witl\ a cap- 
tain, two fubaltcrns, and the neceffary 
medical attendants, was left in charge 
of them. The greaicft part of the 
ftores and provifions were removed or 
deftroycd.

The tirft column arrived at and near 
Halten on the 27th, marched from 
thence to D^ldc^i on tiic 28th, and pro- 
ceeded on ih<: 29th to Oidenfaal.

II. The Republic pays for none^ 

III. The Republic furntihes nopltcf 
for theexercifc «f worlhij^ nor for the 
lodging of its Minifters. 

IV. The ceremonies of every wor- 
fliip are interdicted, out of the limits 
of the place chofen for their exercife. 

V. The Law does not recognize aay 
Minifter of Worlbip ; none can appear 
in public with the drefs or ornaments 
attached to religious ceremonies. 

Vf. Every Affembly of Citizens for 
the cxcrcife of any worship whacfoever, 
is fubjed to the fuperintendsnce of the 
Conftitutcd Authorities. This fuper- 
intendance is confined to meafures of 
Police and Public Safety. 

VII. No fign particuler to any »'cr- 
fh;p ^an be exhibited in any public 
place, nor externally in any manner 
whatever. The place appropriated to 
any worfbjp cannot be diftinguiihed by . 
any infcrrptioaj no proclamation pr 

K t public 
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public convocation can be made to invite 
the Citizens to it. 

VI H. The Communes or Se6lions 
•f Communes cannot, in their cc^edive 
capacity, purchafe or rent any place 
for the exercife of worfliip. 

IX. No fuch place can be formed by 
endowment, or eftabiiihed by any tax 
to defray the cxpencc. 

X. Whoever Ihall difturbby violence 
the ceremonies of any worlhip, or in- 
full the objefls of it, ihall be punifhed 
actording to the law of the Corredorial 
Police. 

XT* Nothing herein contained to be 
conftrufd in prejudice of the law of 
thc.i8th of September laft on'EccIeH- 
tfftical Pen lions, the difpofitions of 
>vhich law (hall be executed according 
to their form and tenor. 

XII. Every decree, the difpofitions 
•f which are contrary to the prefent 
law, IS repealed. 

Por/V, March a. The longexpcftcd 
Report of the Committee of Twenty- 
one, on the abufes of power committed 
by thofe four Republican Tyrants, 
Barrere, Collot d'Hcrbois, BtUaud de 
Varenncs, and Vadier, whofc ails of 
Opprellion and barbarity exceed all the 
cruelties which are laid to the charge 
of Monarchs for a hundred years paft, 
has at length been brought before the 
Convention, and when Saladin, the 
Chairman of the Committee, entered 
the hall to make his report^ the people 
xtho filled the galleries burft forth into 
Ihouts of applaufe. The Members ac- 
cufed entered atthefiime time andtoolt 
their feats. Saladin then produced his 
r^portf in which he ftated, among a 
variety of other particulars, that, " Un- 
der the defpotjirn of Kings, Paris reck- 
oned three or four prifons ; under the 
larctyranny, thirty Baftiles were ereftcd 
in thisiingie city, in which thoufands 
of citizens were chained." Saladin cited 
an arret relative to a pretended confpi- 
racy in the prifons, m which the Revo- 
lutionary Tribunal is enjoined to pafs 
fentence in four and twentv hours upon 
a crowd of pcrfons connned in the 
BicStre. On the morrow,-a great num- 
ber were put to death on a fimplc arret 
of tile CommiiFion of Police : no lets 
than 3 1 1 of tbefe victims were reckoned 
up. Vadier was accufed by the Re- 
porter of having caufed a man of the 
name of Pamiers to be condemned to 
death, for no other crime than having 
Tcfufed his daughter to young Vadiirr. 
Saladin next fpeaks of Coilot d'Herbois 



in his miflion at Lyons, and paints hitt 
as the apoftle of the moft bloody tyranny. 
In si letter to Robefpierre, he (ays— 
*« Yefterday 64 confpirators were ihot, 
to-day a8o. Each day, you may de- 
pend on it, we ihali difpatch as many 
more at Icaft. Lyons muft be demo* 
lilbed totally, ami not a ftonc remain.'* 

After the report was read, Legendre 
moved the arreft of the accufed Mem- 
bers.

The Committee decreed the arretted 
Members ihould be guarded by a Gens 
d'Arm«sin their own boufes. 

March 3. Cambaceres, in the name 
of the Committee of Public Safety, 
made a long and intcrefting report, the 
main obje& of which was to defiue the 
powers to be given Co that Committei:, 
in treatine for and negociating Peace 
with the Nations with whom the French 
are at war : the principles of which are^to 
be feeh in the articles with which the re- 
port concluded, and which are as follow ; 

Art. t. The Committee of Public 
Safety fhall neeociate, in the name of 
the Republic, Treaties of Peace, Al- 
liance, Neutrality and Commerce, and 
refolve upon the conditions of fuch. 

- 1. It mall take all neceifaty meafures 
for accelerating and facilitating the eon* 
clufion of fuch Treaties. 

3. Treaties lliall be ficncd either by 
the Members of the Conrniictee, where 
they have treated immediately with the 
Envoys of Foreign Powers; or' by Ple- 
nipotentiaries, to whom the Commit, 
tee [hall delegate authority for ckll 
purpofe. 

4. The Treat?cs are -not valid] till 
after they have been examined, ratified» 
and confirmed by the National Conven- 
tion, on the report of the Comiftittee 
of Public Safety. 

5. Pre- 
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5. PrcIimiBary and particular Con- 
ventions, fuch at Armiftices, are not 
Jttbjed CO this ratification. 

6. In cafes where Treaties, being 
fttbmitted to the fan £^ ion of the Con- 
vention, include fecret articles, and 
when engagements arc to be contracted 
with Foreign Powers, which require 
the approbation of the National Con- 
rentioD, yet cannot be made public, the 
Convention nominates a Commiiiion 
(ompofed of twelve ^embers. 

7. This Commiilxon ihall examine 
the political operation in queftion y it 
&all declare to the National Convention 
whether it Qoniiders the proje^ed ope- 
ration at conformable* to the principle* 
and interefts of the Republic, and whe* 
ther it ought te be kept fecret. 

8. Upon this declaration the National 
Convention ihall authorife the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety to. purfue this 
operation. 

9. By virtue of this authority the 
conditions decreed by the Committee 
pf Public Safety ihall be executed. 

10. Upon the report of the Comm^f- 
fion, the National Convention (hall fix 
the time when the Committee of Public 
Safety ihall give an account of the objedt 
of negociation, and the meafurcs taken. 

The Convention ordered this Report 
to be printed, and the dtfcuilion of it to 
be adjourned. 

Koniift>erg^ Feb. S. Letters from 
Grodno iiate, that a Courier had ar- 
rived there from Pctcriburg, who 
brought with him the plan of the new 
panition of Poland, but the particulars 
nave not vet tranfpired. .It is fuppofcd 
that the King of Poland will be allowed 
a peofion during the remainder of his 
lite. This unfonunate Monarch has 
Utety beep perfuaded, by General Su- 
warrow to write a letter to the Em- 
preft, and to intreat her to grant him 
an afylum in her territories, that he 
might end his days in tranquillity. His 
laft letter, which was conveyed to the 
•Eoipri'G by the Princl Gallitzin, con- 
tabed the following expreffions : 

tEslCNATION OF THK CROWN' OF 
POLAND. 

^ Tben^me of the Crown of Poland 
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has been obliterated from amcftgft the 
Crowns of the European States. The 
PoUih Empire exifls no longer ; there is 
no longer a Polifli army ( no free Gc- 
vernmcnt; in ihnrt, there exiils no- 
thing which chara^erizes an indepen- 
dent State. The Poll ih army h^ er^ 
tcred into the fervice of the three Bel- 
ligerent Powers, or were made prifon- 
crs of war by them. One thoufand 
five hundred Poles have been conducted 
prifoners to Ruffia, from the Ruflian 
^mp alone. The conquerors ccign 
with abfolute fway over the conquered 
territories. Lithuania is become a 
province of Rulfia, and from Southern 
PruiTia to the Viilula, all isfubjefted to 
Pruifia; wherever there are Ruffian 
foldicrs, the eftates of the abfent arc, 
fequeilered. Suffer me, therefore, vg- 
luntarily to reiigna Crown which heaps 
upon my head fuch a mafs of adverfity.*^ 
Paris, March 9. A faA is lately 
brought to light, which eives a Shock- 
ing idea of the ferocioufneis of the mon. 
ilcr Robefpierrc, who had fucceedcd in 
fubjugating all France. Trial, a co- 
' median, and at the fame time a Magif- 
tratc of the People, as was Collot d^Her- 
bois, declared, fome minutes before his 
death, that he died convulfed with re^ 
morfe for having caufed the execution 
of Madame de St. Amaranthe, her 
beautiful daughter, Madame de Sar- 
tine, hcT- fon, aged i^ years, her whole 
family, and many of their friends. It 
hap;>ened in the following manner :— 
Robefpicrre and Trial were admitted 
into Madame de St. Amaranth e*s houfe,' 
and were frequently there entertained 
at dinner. One day Robefpicrre, in- 
toxicated with liquor, fpokc with much 
indifcrction, anci evendifclofed Ibnie of 
his purpofes, in prefence of the guei^s 
and attendants. The next morning^ 
Trial came with cagerneft to Robef- 
picrre, to remonftrate upon the imprur 
dence he had committed, and expofed 
to him the dangers he might run by 
fuch indifcretioo. Robefpicrre paufed 
a moment, then only faid to Trial, Be 
not uneajy. Two days after the whole 
family and all the iervants were guij? 
lotined.

To define with accuracy the Variety, 
value, and extent of his liter»ry attain- 
ments, requires more learning than I 
pretend to poffcfs', and I aui therefore 
to folicFt your ind\>li/cncc for an imper* 
left {ketch» rather than expert your ap- 
probation for a complete dcfcrjption of 
the talents and knowledge of your late 
and lamented Prtfideui.

At 
an earlv period t>f life his application to 
' orientai literature commenced; he 
ftudii'd the ^euccw with caif and Civc- 
ccA i and maay of the mol^ learned 



Aiiatios have the randonr to avow, that 
his knowledge of Arabic and Per- 
(lan was as accurate and extenfive as 
their own ; he was alfo converfant in 
the Turkifk idiom, and the Chtaeie 
had even attracted hif notice fo far ast9 
induce him to iearn^the radical cbtrK- 
ters of that language, with a view per- 
haps to farther improvements. It was 
to be expeded, after his arrlvai ii 
India, that he would eagerly eiBbraet 
the oppoaunicy of making himfelf raa* 
iter «t the SaaicVit} and the moft ca* 
lightened profeflbrs of the do^riaes of 
fir.AHMA confcfs with pri^e, delight, 
aod furnrife, that his knowledee of thfir 
facre^ dialeA was moft critically eorreft 
and profound. The Pandits, who were 
in the habit of attending him, when I 
faw them after his deatn, at a pubkc 
Durbar, could neither fuppreis their 
tears for his lofs* nor find tcrn» to »• 
prefs their admiration at the wooderfoF 
pcogrefs he had made in their- rctei|cet« 

Before ^i pxpiracion of his tw^aty- 
fecond year he had completed lwCom> 
mcntaries on the Poetry of the Afiaties, 
although a eonfiderabie timeaft«mt9d> 
eUpfed before their publicatio|t | and 
this work, if no other monument of his 
labours exifted, would «t onct furaiih 
proofs of his confummatr fitill HL tfit 
oriental dialects, of his ^^wofieieney ia 
thofe of Rome and Greece, of taftt and 
erudition far beyond. hia years, aad.of 
talents and appiicathua withoiN - ^* 
ample. * 

But the jadgment of Sir Williaia' 
Jones was too difccming to coafider 
languiige ii) any other tight than as tKe 
key of fcience, ai>d he would have 4e« 
fpifed the reputatinikof a merciinguift. 
knowledge and *>trutk were the ohJA^t 
of all his ftudies, and \u% amhitipa 
was to be ufeful to inankinds vt'vi^ 
thefc views he extended his retcarches 
to all languages, nations, and times. \ 

Such' were the motives tnat uiduo^ 
him to propofe to thc» OwpsraiDaot^of 
this countrv, what he juiliy ddioini- 
natcd a worjL of natimai Htibtylltd cp- 
portance, the compiwitalvf a fi^ious 
bigeft of Hindu and iMahomedanftt^* 
from SanCcrit and Arabic originals^ ^^'^^^ 
an off^T of hiafervices ta rupctintendthe 
compilationi ai>d withr. s^^lomircto 
(rautlatc it* He b^d f^ rcUfccn, prcrloui 
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t« his dtpaftnre from Ettrope, thit 
wltlwut the aid of fach a work, tb< wife 
tsd bcderoient intentions of the Le- 
|iilamr« of Great Britain, in leaving 
to a oertiin extent the natives of thefe 
provinees in pofiefliDn -of their own 
laws, could not be completely fulfincd ; 
and his ezpetience, after a ihort reft- 
dcDce in India« confirmed what his fa- 
^inr had anticipated, that without 
printiples to refei' to^ in a language fa- 
miliar to the judges of the couns, ad« 
jttdicacioRS amongft the natives muft too 
ofcea be fukjc6t to an uncertain and er* 
rweous expofition, or wilful mifinter- 
^etation of their laws. 

To the fuperintetidance of this work, 
which Was immediately undertaken at 
Ms fuggcftion, he aliiduouflv devoted 
chofe hours which he «ould ipare from 
hb profeffional duties. After tracing 
^e ptaa of the Digeft, he prefcribed its 
arriagemenc and mode of execution, 
and tSeledcd from the moft learned 
Hmdtts and Mahomroedans fie per- 
ioas for the talk of compiling it; 
iattered b^ his attention^ and encou* 
ngtd by hu appUufe^ the Pandits pro- 
ftcutfd their labours with cheerful 
ual to a fatiiBfadory concluiion. The 
Molavees have alio nearly finiflied their 
portion oi the worlc } but we muft ever 
regret, that the proreifed tranQation, as 
Well as tbc meditated preliminarv difler- 
tation» have been fruilrated by that 
decree, which fo often intercepts the 
performance df human pui^fes, 

Diitinc the couric of this compila- 
tion, and IS auseiliary to it, he was led 
t4littdy the works of Menu, reputed 
bj the Hindus to be the oldeft and ho- 
lieft «f iegifiatoTA i and finding them to 
rMUpfife a fyftem of religious and civil 
doties, and'oif law in allies branches, fo 
comprehenfive and minutely exzSty that 
it«iight be confidered as the Inftitutes 
of Hindu Law, he prefented a tranflatton 
of them to the Government of Bengal. 
Daring the fame period, deeming no 
labour exeeiive or fuperfiuous that 
tended in any refpe^t to promote the 
Welfare or happinefs of mankind, he 
pve the poblic an Eogliih Verfion of 
•the Arabic Text of the Sirajiyah, 
•r IfhhoflitBefiaB Law of Inheritance^ 
wiihir Commentary. He had already 
pUMied in ftnglaod w tfabfiatton of a 
ttift on iIm Aroe Cubjc6i by another 
ifabomniedan Lawyer, containing, as 
hii own words exprtfs, ^^ lively and 
clcginf £p!t,oi|ie ot the Law of Inheri 



To thefe learned and impoitant works, 
fo far out of the road of amufemear, no- 
thing could have engaged his applica* 
tion, but that dcfire which he ever 
profeficd, of rendering his knowledge 
ufeful to his nation, and beneficial t« 
the inhabitants of thefe Provinces. 

Without attending to the chronolo- 
gical order of their publication, t (hall 
briefly recapitulate his other pcrfor- 
mancis in Afiatic Literature, as far as 
my knowledge and rccoUcdtion of then 
extend. 

The vanity and petulance of An- 
qUETiL DU rERRON, with his iUiberal 
reflections on fome of the learned mem* 
hers of the Univcrfity of Oxfoiid, ex- 
torted from him a letter in the j^rench 
language, Avhich has been admired ftm 
accurate crlticifmi juft fatire, and ele- 
gant compofition. A regard for the li- 
terary reputation of his country indu- 
ced him to tranflate, from a Perfiaa 
original, into French, the Life of Na Dim> 
Shah, that it might not be carried out 
of England wiclv a reflexion, that na 
pcrfon had been found in the BritiUs 
dominions capable of tran(!ating it. The 
ftudents of Perfian literature muft ever 
be. grateful to him for a Gramo\ar of 
that language, in which he has fkewn 
the poiiibility of combining tal^e and 
elegance, with the precifion of a eram- 
maris n ; and every admirer of Arabic 
poetry mud acknowledge his obltga^ 
tions to him for an Engliih verftom of 
the feven celebrated poems fo vyell 
known by the name of Moallakat, 
from the diftin6tion to which their ex- 
cellence had intitlcd them, of being {af- 
pended in the Temple of Mecca. I 
mould fcarcely think it of im|>ortaace 
to mention, that he did not difdain the 
ofRce of Eiiitor of a San fcr it and Perfiaa 
work, if it did not aiford me xf oppor- 
tunity of adding, that the latter ws»t 
publithed at hU own expence, Imd was 
fold for the benefit of infoivent sld>tort. 
A fimilar application was mad< of the 
produce of SfttAjiVAR, 

Of his lighter produftions, the e1e« 
gant amufcments of his Icifurr hours, 
comprehending Hymns on tha Hindu 
Mytholoj:y, Poems, confifting chiefljr 
of Traniiations from the Afiatk Lan- 
guages, and theVerfion of SaCoI'TAL a. 
an unticift Indian Drama, it wf)uld be 
unbecoming to fpeak in a fiyle of im- 
portance, which he nid not bionfelf an- 
nex to them. They flitw the a^i\it/ 
of ^vigorotjs mind, its fertiJitj* its ge- 
nius, and n^tnile. Nor ibnll Itiarticu- 
• bfly 
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laifls dwcTl ©B the Difcourfrs addrcfled 
to tilts Sociciv, which wc have all pcr- 
vfed or heard, 'or on the other learned 
and iBtercfiingDilTcrtations which form 
fo fargc anji viiluable a |}orc]oQ of the 
records of oiir Rcfearches. Let us latr.cnt 
that the fpirii which dictated them is to 
lis ejctiu^l^' and that the voice to vvhicti 
wc Rftcncd with improvement and rap- 
turc| will be beard by us no more. 

B«t 1 cannot pafs ovtr a paper, which 
lias fallen, into ciy pofTcifion fince bis 
demife, in the Handwriting of Sir 
"William Jones bimfclf, iritlil«d Bf.si- 
X>£RATA» as more cxj bratory than 
any thing 1 cuo fay, of tikc ccmpre- 
hcnfivc viLWs of his tnli^hrcned mind. 
It Contains, as d perufal o? it w ill Oiew, 
whatever is moft curious, important, 
and'attainablu in~ the fcicnccs and hif- 
torits of InSia, .^fabia, China, and 
iTanary i fubjg£t"$ which he had al- 
jrca4y moft simply difcuITcd, in the dlf- 
<2ui&tions which he laid before the 
.^wckty. .

Hit profctfional ftudies did not com- 
BcBce before bis twentieth year ^ and 
I have bit own authority for aflerting»

TEscuB'sEflTay in Praife of the Laws 
cf£agland. 

Of the abilitr and confcientious inte* 
grity with which he difcharged the f un^ • 
tioflt of a Magifirate, and the duties of 
a Judge ot the fupreme court of judi- 
cature in this fettlementy the public 
▼Qtce and public regret bear ample and 
aeriud teftimonv. The fame penetra- 
tion which marked his icicntific re- 
iearchesdiftinguiihed his legal inv^fli- 
gations and decifions; and ne deemed 
no inquiries burthenfome» which had 
for their objeA fubftantial jnfiice under 
the rales of law* 

Bis Addrefles to the Jurors are sot 
Ie6 dicing ui&cd for philanthropy and 
liberality of fentiment, than for juft 
cxpofnioDs of the law, perfpicuityi and 
elegance of didion i and his oratory was 
as captivating as his argtunents were 
canviactng. 

In aa Epilogue to his Commentaries 
en Afiatic Poetry, he bids farewell to 
poiitc literatore» without relinquiihing 
kis afedioa for it ; and c >ncludes wiih 
an intinntioii of his intention to ftudy 
kwy exprcfled in a wilb, which we now 
know to have been prophetic.

1 have already enumerated attaiii- 
Bents and works, which, from their di. 
verfit^ aod extent, feem far beyond the 
eapncity of the moft enlarged minds;

«f Gfisece, Rome, aad Afia, he added 
the knowledge of the philofophy of 
i^ofe CQimtries, and of every thmg co- 
rpus and valnnblc that had been taught 
in them. Tbo dodrines of the Aca- 
demy, the Lyceum, 6r the Portico» 
were not more familiar to him than the 
t«Ki» of Che Vedai, the royfticifm of 
tke Sofia, or dM religkm of the antient 
Periians} uid whilft, with a kindred 

K'ns, he peroied with tapciire the 
ie, lyric, or moral compofitions of 
tbe WM renowned poets of Greece, 
Rone, and Afia, he could turn with 

r' d4%ht and knowledge to the fo-

. With them alfo he profeiTed lys con* 
Tiaion of the truth of the Chriftiaa 
Religion ; and he jufily dtemed it no 
inconfiderable advantage that his re- 
fcarches had corroborated the multi* 
plied evidence of Revelation, by con- 
firming the Mofaic account of the pri- 
mitive world. We ail recolle^i, and 
can refer to the followingfentimenu in 
his 1^1^!^ Anniverfary Difcourfe. 

" llbcoio^ical enquiries are no part 
of mj prefent fubjeft; but I cannot 
refrain trom adding, that the collect of 
traAs which we c^l, from their excel* 
lence,the Scriptores, contain, indepea* 
dently of a divine oriein, more true fii* 
bllmit^, more exquifite beauty, purer 
morality, more imperunt hiftory, and 
finer ft rains both of poetry andeloquenc^ 
than could be collected within the fam* 
compafs from all other books that were 
ever coiopofed in any age, or in any 
idiom. The two parti, of which ffii 
Scriptures conlift, are coane^ed by t 
chain of compofitions, which bear no re* 
femblance In form or ftyle to ainr that 
can be produced from the ftoresox Ora- 
cian, Indian, Pcrfian, or even Arabtna 
learning | thei4mtiqoity of thofe cofllpo* 
fitions no man doubts, and the unftrainet 
application of them to cventt long fubfCf^ 
quint to their psblicatioo, is a (M 
ground of belief, th^t they were genuiat 
predictions, and<coiifeouefltly inlpired/* 

There were, in trucn, few fciencet ft 
which he had not acquired tonfiderablo 
proficiency} in moft, hit knowledfr 
was profound. Tbe theory of mufti 
was familiar to him; nor had he no« 
gledted to make himfelf toquainted 
with the interefttag diicovexjet lately 
made in chcmiftrjr ; and I have heofd 
him aflert. that his admiration of tit 
ftniClure of the human frame had i^* 
duced him to attend, for a feafoa, to a 
courfe of anatomical ledures delivtfti 
by his friend the ceiebraud BoHTga,. 

His laft and favonrite Mirfuit was the 
ftudy of Botaav, which he oriaiaattf 
began under the confiaemeftt of a In* 
vere and lingering diforder, which with 
moft minds would have profed a dtf* 
qualification froiii any appUcttion. It 
conftittttcd tha principal amuftfllfiit of 
his leifure hours. In the amanfamenta 
of 1*IM1IJE(TS he difoDVcred fyHem, 
truth, andfcience, -which never 'failed 
to captivate and esgage hit attention ( 
and from the proofs which he has exhi- 
bited of hit progreft in Bmany, wc may 
conclude that he woold hive extended 
the difcovcrics in thai luticc. The la^ 
compofition which km rtad'in thil 
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Societ^r, was a dcfcrVption of fclcft In- 
dian plantSy and I hope the executors 
will allcAv ut to fulfil hU intention of 
publifljirg it as a Number in ourRe- 
icarches. 

. It cannot be deemed ufelefs or fuper- 
fluous to inquire by what arts or me- 
thod he was enabled to auain to a de- 
gree of knowledge almoft univcrfal, 
and apparently beyond the powers of 
man, curing a life litrlc exceeding forty- 
(cven years. »* 

The faculties of his mind, by nature 
vigorous, were improved by ccnftant 
cxcrcifc ; and his memory, by habitual 
practice, had acquired a capacity of re- 
tainiiig whatever had once been imprcf- 
Ted upon it. To an uncxtinguiflicd ar- 
dour for univcrfal knowledge, he joined 
a 'perfevcrancc in tl)c purfuit of it, 
wbich fubdued all cbftacles ; his ftudics 
began with the dawn, and during the 
intermilfions of prof-ffional duties, were 
iiontinued throughout the day ; rtflcc 
tion and roeditaricn ftrengthcncd and 
confirajesl what induftry and inveftiga- 
tion. had accumulated. It was a fixed 
ij)rinoipIfc wirh him, from which he 
*^cver voluntarily devi;Ued, not to be dc- 
i^tcrfed by any dilEcuhies that were fur- 
'mountabie, from profecuting to a fuc- 
cefsful termination what he had once 
jJtlibLratcIy undc;-takcrT. 
' But what appears ro me more parti- 
cularlv to hayc enabled him to employ 
,' bis talents To much to his own and the 
"public advantage,' was the regular allor- 
^mcnt of hisximc, and a fcrupulous ad- 
.'herenco to the ci(lrii>u:ion which he had 
fcfxqfl; hence air hii ftudics were pur- 
^£gcd without interrupiion or confufion, 
^Nor'canl here omi^ remarking, what 
*niay probably J^avc att radioed your ob- 
t f^rvation as >V€ll as mine, the candour 
^nd complacency with which he gave 
^tis attention to ail perfons, of whatfo- 
, ever quality, talents, or education : he 
^ juftly concluded, that curious or impor- 
* tant information might be gained even 
fron? the iljiterate ; and wherever it 
. Was to be obtained, ^e fought and feiz- 
cd it*

Of the private and focial virtnes if 
our lamented Prcfident our hearts arc 
the beft records. To you who knew him 
it cannot be neccffary for me to expa- 
tiate on the independence of his inte»* 
grity, his liumamty, probity, or benevo- 
fence, which every living creature par- 
ticipated; on the affability of ht'scoa- 
vcrfation and manners, or« his modcft, 
unalTuming deportment : nor oeed I 
remark, that he was totally free from 
pedantry, a^ well as from arrogance 
and fclf-fufficiency, which fomctiroei 
accompany and difgrace the grcaieft abi 
litics; his prefencc was the delight of 
every fociety, wjiich hit converfation 
exhilarated and improved ; and the pub- 
lic have not only to lament the lols of 
his talents and abilities, but that of his 
example. 

To him, as the founder of ourinftito* 
tion, and whilft he lived its firmcft fup- 
port, our reverence is more particularly 
due. Inftruftcd, animated, and encou- 
raged by him, genius was called foith 
into exertion, and m«>deft merit was er- 
cited to dilVinguiih itfelf. Anxious for 
the reputation of the Society, he was 
^indefatigable in his own endeavours to , 
promote it, whilft he cheerfully affiled 
thofe of others. In Joling him we hare " 
not only been deprived of our brightcft 
ornament, but of the guide and patron, f 
on whofe in ft ructions, judgmenty and 
candour, we could implicitly rely. 

But it will, I truft, be long, very long 
-before, the remcmbrsiDGe of his virtues, 
his genius, and abilities lofe that influ- 
ence over the niembei^s i.f this Society, 
which his living example had maintaif]- 
ed ; and if, previ' us to his dcmife, he 
had been afked by what poft humous 
honouis or attentions we could befl 
fliew our refpcft for his memory ; I may 
venture to aflcrt, he would have replied, 
" By exerting yourfeivcs to fupport the 
credit of the Society;" applying toil 
perhaps' the dying wifli of Father 
Paul, •* Efto perpetual"

AN ACCOUNT OF THE ISLAND OF BOURBON IN i7«3. 



•THiS TftaYid lies in about i»i dc- 
• grccs fpuch latitude, and in 54* 30' 
loifgicude eaft from London, and 80 
leagues eaft of Madagafcar ; it is near. 
iyof^an. oval form, its greateft length 
being from north to fouth, and in cir* 
cumference about 150 htiles. It (s di- 
vided Into eight ^rifhes, .whereof 8t« 
Denais is the princibal, and each of 
Wliich IS provided with a church and one 
or.^^vo pricfts j and it is reckoned to coh- 
t&in.abouf z5,ooafoufk, of which 'near 
thrte-fourths are (laves. It'wasfirft 
difcnvered by thcPoriugueie,who gave 
i^ the ^oame of Mafcarenhas, and left 
On It feme goats and hind-turtler which 
greatly multiplied ; but the latter are 
now entirely deftroyed. It was' after- 
wards taken polTcffion of by the re- 
Ai^ins of a French fettlement from 
Fort Diuphin, on the Conth end of 
Madagafcar, that , was cut off by the 
natives about the year i6to, when K 
got the name of Bourbon, ^me inha- 
bitants were then fent f^om Prancei 
tnd it afterwards received an increafe 
hV fome EngKih pirates who came alonr 
Irith Avery, England, Condon, ind 
•Paitifon; who, after acquiring cenfi- 
dcrahie riches on the Red Set and coaftt 
/of Arabia and perfia, auttttng their 
way of life, fettled on the ifland, and 
liad a pardon from the Ring of France : 
fome of them were alive in 1763, and 
iHetr defcendants are numerous on the 
Maud. 

The middle part of the lilartd is yery 
mountainous, and interfefted by deep 
Mlies ; -through thefe nn very, rapid 
riven, which rolling down large ft ones 
ia thfir fhai^elt, w^U. jfuS^ ^wuj 



difficult to pafs after hard raiot. The 
prectpicet that orerhang tbefe rimrt are 
frightful and aftonifliuig hy their 
heights. .Snow may be feen is ibe 
months of July and Auguft oil the lopi 
of the mountains. The road from St. 
Dennis to St. FauPt is a work of great 
art aad labour ; it is made ^wer five 
high movntainsy by zigzags turns cut 
out 00 thtir Ades. Tiut which over* 
looks St. Dennis, and which ia jiot ikf 
higheft, has twenty-two turaa o£ tbk 
kind to afceod it. Two other moun*. 
tains foQA what they call the Gfi«d 
Chaloupe,'fnDmth^r fides rc&ahliflg: 
a boitt ; thcfe are of great height^ and 
covered with fmall tr^cs : betwiat thcB 
are a pleafant valley and nyer» whi(k 
to^eth^r afford an agreeable and friehi* 
fqlprofpeft^ The country rifips by a 
gradual aicelit from the fiiore to the 
middle of the mountiMns, and is agree- 
ably diverfified by country feats, com 
fields, plantations of coffee, and caf- 
cadeaof wtter* In fome places* how. 
ever, there are pliins, and in others the 
nioutttams reach to the fea. Portions 
of it lie uncultivated, that belong to 
Creole, who, though they have no 
flaves, arc yet too proud to fell tlieir 
lands, and there b no law to oblige 
fhem. 

The foil is in general fecHlef thoogh 
the mould is not abova two or two, and 
a half feet deep, under which is a be^ 
Of rock, imd prodneea plen(ifiilly» %iriih 
▼erj little culture, wheat, oats» and 
moft other European -grains ; as al/n 
rice,. Indian corn, fugar cane, and m(4 
Kinds of greens, roots, and pnlfe, aad 
yie|«U twa crops a-ycari^tbeyrowfag 
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the Barope.gja]m» &e. ia the win* 
ur months* ' There is a!fi> hcare waoc 
and honey of an exceUcnt kind. Thejr 
hare moft of the fruits of Indta, but 
m»e of Europe* that 1 recoiled,' but 
piaches and ftrawberrics/ The dnoa- 
umib, tacainahacca, and benjamin trees 
{TOW here • ; the bark of the irft is 
rcry good, but the lattef yields iittJe 
«r no gum. There is alio the China mot, 
jahp, and ipecacuanha } but inferior 
to tbofe from America : alio the larger 
cardamoms, and fcveral other medicinal 
fimples. The inhabitants alfo are ac« 
quatoted with plants of great Ytrtue 
minft fluxes and venereal diforders. 
They have excellent wood for build- 
ing, of long duration, and that Hleart a 
fiae poliih ; among which are the 
aatte ebony, and iron wood i alfo feve- 
rai kinds fit for (bip-building. 

The chief production ot the Ifland 
is co&e ; it came originally from Mo« 
cha, but "is now degenerated, vet ftiU 
cftecmed better than anv from the Weft 
ladies. They generally cultivate it on 
the fides of the hills : it rifet about 
five or fix feet high, bears a white 
iosrer, aad a fruit refembliag a cherry, 
thst contains two grains furrounded by 
a fliell ; they gather it in May aad June* 
diy it an the fun on platforms, tbea 
Mt it out to free it from the flieiJ* 
aad put it inta double malt bi^ for 
C3iportati«m. The Company l{a/ it from 
the iahabitaatt at twenty Freneli livres 
per hundred, and enyage to take frooi 
them yearly three millions of poaadt, 
or fifteen hundred tons per anaum. It 
naenlly fells at thebv^falea at Pon 
rOrient for betwixt feveny aad eighty 
iivret • They attempted to make arrack, 
aad fttgar, and indigo, and to breed fiik* 
warmsf ; but the undertakers not being 
fnpperted by the Company, they did 
a<a fuccccd, though their beginnings 
were very promafing* 

They h^ve numerous herds of cattle, 
ftecp, and goau, alfo hogs, and poul- ' 
trj of aii kimk,and feveralc^wild fowl. 
They (end large quantities of grain and 
Itre ftock yearly to Mauritius, and aU 
their ihips bound on voyages are here 
fupplied with thefe articles. They 
have plenty «f horfes, fmall hot very 
irong.

The natives are ia geaeral of heillthjt 
aad robuft oonilitittions } aada^TthiPair 
of the lilaad it catremcly wj^^o^^ 
they live to a great age* T4ie 4ilM9» 
molt prevalent amone them> ^re tfaole 
of the breaft, aad thole, proceediog fp^m 
worms and Indigeftioo % eoa«4iil»ons aad 
even death from woaoda, aad on catck^ 
ing cold after taking emetic and parg^ 
log medksaes, afc not uncommon ^ in- 
flammatory feven feldom rife to aftf 
height, and the iatermilttnt ao4 ouu 
lignant are icarcely knonvo; tooth** 
adies are here fo common, that there i$ 
hardly a peribo of twenty jrears cM 
that has not loft foma teeth by it. 

The firft inhabitants, bv marr^iy 
with black women from MAdagatea% 
have entailed their cobmr upon their 
defccBilants, who are fUU of a tawaf 
complexion, not a fifth of the free in* 
habitants being truly white ; thoft of 
the heft note aad colour art the on* 
fpring of the fingliik pirates. The 
Creoles enjoy the privilege of the 
lower nobility of Prance. 

As they have little or no commerot^ 
the inhabitants live by cultivating qo£^ 
fee, wheat, rice, &c. raiftn? Cattle aad 
other live ftocfc, with whicE they fup* 
piv their (hipping and the tfland of 
Mauritius. Their work is done bf 
flavca bom on the lfland» or broughe 
from Madagafcar and Mozambique* 
They feed them with Indian corn, caf- 
laTa roots, and potatoes. The flaves 
bora on the llland, and young ypes 
brought from other places, are all made 
Chriftians, and it muft be owned their - 
priefls ttkc great pains to indru^k them. 
No laoguafe but the Prench is permit- 
ted amongft them. 

Aroone the curiofities of this Jfland 
the chief are the volcano. Plain of 
CaiTres, and road from St. Dennis tf 
St* Paul's, which I have already de* 
fcribed. The v^cano is on the louth? 
eaft end ( it often fmokes, but feldon^ 
flames ; the country is not habitable for 
feveral miles round, and b called "by 
the natives the Pays BruU» or Burotr 
land, from its being covered witb 
aflies and burnt maurials thrown out hf 
the eruptioBs of the mouotaia.

it had been a very fine night, and the 
Iky" thc'rt appeared 'clear and ferene. 
It is known teO'or twelve houn before 
by a hollow grumbling noife ntard m 
the mountains,' and a particulEi m*.tioa 
of the leaves ; and a Creole had come 
down at midmght 10 acquaint the Chief 
W11 hs approach. Bcttjrc wc left the 
veffel me clouds" -jcgart 10 gather on toe 
tops of the nv'3uu tains, of a pitchy 
blatkncfs, which would fudde»ly rend 
aftindet and ihow « clear fhtning ikr» 
then cMfc atul open again fcveral rimei 
in that furprifing" manner. This was 
follorwcd by rain, foon after it began to 
MoWi and a few houn after getting 
arthore our veffel v^ras brgke to pieces. 

It is about 30 leagues nearly weft of . 
Mavritios, and all veffel* from thence*, 
bound on vova^s, touch here for pro* 
rifiohjr. They make the eaft fide ot tbe 
Ifland, about ii leagues fiom St. Den. 
nis, the chief place, which ia on the 
north tnd, from: whence they coaft 
along very near the Ihore, wnich k 
bold and tafe : fhefe' is anchoring all 
atong,'bat the ground is bad^ theihort 
irvery -ft'e'ep and covered with ftooee^ 
and asthefurf n getleralfy faigh,laiid4 
ing is m moft placu difficult. Ar-W 
Diennis the anchor ground t« goodii 
ftbcmt eighteen fathom water, but rhf 
road is cxpoftd 10 the fouth-eaft winds; 
whidh blow in thcfe latitudes all the 
year ro«n^. Vcffcls ftldorft tlhy' long 
there, but go to St. Paul's, to the fee^ 
ward of the 'Ifland, where the road*i( 
gtjod, and' the Ihorc fandy with fminB 
cpraK St. Dennis ftand$ on a fine exJ 
tenfrfrc plain; confiderably higher than 
thc'lcTiVof Ihc fida J the haufca-are 
nioftly of wood, neat but low^ on ac<« 
coont of the hurricanes. The Govern* 
mtnr Houfe is a large Commodiottf 
ftone* building, comaining lodgwg^*for 
the Governor, ftorc-houi"c«, and writ*, 
tng' offices. For the conveniency of 
landing goods, there is a woodeti j 
bridge, the work ol'Monf. Laflour- 
donnaye, a mafter-piece of art«' It 
prtne6ts about fcVenty feet into the fcai 
15 about twenty feet above it, and ten 
feet bfoad, with woideti rails; it h 
fupported by hi^h flantingbcam^* joint 
cd atop, and nxed tin the ihorc. to 
which are faftcnfcd large' h:x)ir chains, 
that reach to neac ^lie cnd.of t^e bridge; 
ti'hlclrli made tt5* fold up in "the hurriT 
canefcafort. The high mountain' AH 
the welK^ard of the towji ihchers the 
plain'-fromtlVe Am "in the afternoon, f* 
that the ci'criints 'there 'are* extremtly 
--*•*' ■ - ^*-.', *^fgteca|ic» 
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|reeal)Ie, St. Paul's is the next olact 
if ootCf and is large and populous. 
There arc fit other places where there 
ire ftorc-houfc* fpr coffee, ai)d a Com* 
»ny*» fcrvant generally reiides, but 
hcfe are only fmall villages. 

The French fend yearly from Bour- 
xm and Mauritius to. Madagafcar to 
^urchafe ilaves, . rice, Jlvc cattle, and 
:o make fait provifions 5 fo that from 
^hc month of, April to December, vcf- 
cU may always be found on its .eaft 
M>aft, betwixt St, Mary's Ifland, whioh 
r.lhinXis.in xS degrees fouth, to Fort 
Dauphin on the South end. But the 
principal places are Foul Point, Mata- 
an, and Fort Dauphin. They pur* 
tbafe their Haves with Spanifli dollars, 
mufqucts, powder and ball, beads, &c. 
■nd they coft about twenty-live Spanilh 
W'ars each. 

The Govemnvent of the IHand is 
ciFil, and is vetted in a Deputy Govcr* 
nor and feven Councillors ; but the 
Qovcroor of Mauritius v* chief of both 
mads. The othf r fervants are about 
jhirty ; they arc divjdqd into fenior and 
junior merchants, fa£t'ors,and writcr;s i 
tbty do not enter into covenants nor 

five fecuriiy as ours • the Councillors, 
Q*'cvcr, have their commilfions from 
tbc Kinji. The Governor is allowed 
i2>ooo (ivres per annum> and greateii 
part of his table found him ; the fecond 
uu 4.000, and the other, Councillora 
2C0C, and the lower fervants 1400$ 
(he Councillors alfo have an allowance 
M goods fold out of their magazines, 
»Bd coifce exported, which equals their 
falaries. Goods are fold to the fervants 
and inhabitants at about 45. per. cent, 
on the European price. The fervants 
^ illowed fiL certain quantity of wine 
a( prime coft, and the inhabitants at 
100 per cent. Spanilh mpncy is the 
tarrent coin of the I (land ; but latt war 
.they ilTued out bills, fo that they bc- 
tamc the only currency. They rate 
the Spanifli dollar at three livrcs 
.twelve fous, which is worth in Fr:ipcc 
five livrcs five fous. During the war 
the credit of their Company was fo 
JoWj that Spanilh dollars rofe from 
three Hrrcs twelve fous to fifteen livres, 
and the price of. all prhvifioas and 
g9««h.io prnportioti; fo that thq' we 
*«tepaid while prifoners (ix livrcs fif- 
teen .foils per day. ia bills, which is 
•nine filings and fomrpcnoe halfpenny 
uerlmg, the real valufr wat fcarcely 
hilf-a. crown. 



No commerce is uaderdoodt^be carw 
ried on with Europe, ' but a limited 
trade with India and .Madagufcar is 
allowed, and » ^ per ceut. on import^ 
is levied. ' . . .. 

. In time of war they generally dift. 
patch jtheir ihips from l^ourbon to Bnf»> 
rftpc in the months of Od^ober-and 
November ; and their Europe ihipt 
arrive at Mauritius in May and June. 

I (hall now make f(;m« remarks 4>q.

cannot be entered by any kind of boats* 
. It is defended towards the fea by three ' 
batterics,^ one of which is of brick, of 
about fifteen gunstcighteen-pttunderst 
«iie ot (al'cines and.mud q{ twenty «^foof 
guns, eighteen or twenty-four poun'4 
idcrs i and pnc of twelve guns, ai«e* 
poiind.ers. .On the other fide i^ a fmall 
plain, at the foot of a high mountain 
which overlooks the town* On this 
pldin, which is higher than that on 
which the town iiands, is ar redoubt 
with a fmall battery facing the tov^n^ 
and one of twelve guns and four mor* 
tars facing the road: tiiere art alfo 
fome fmail batteries betwixt that and 
fit MaryU to the eattward, of eight or 
ten guns each. St. PaaKs, the next 
•place on the north-weft and leeward o£ 
the lAand, is defended bv a large faf** 
cine and mud batteries ot twenty -four 
guns, I believe eightccn-pounders. 
Thcfc are alfo forae fm?ll batteries 
along fhorc, and one or two on the fide 
of the hill to I^op the palfages. Theic 
are the only places of ftrcngth on tte 
liland. Though by this account jc 
may feera ftrong, it was not judged fo 
by the natives laft war, who thought 
they could mafec but little defence on 
the ihore, but depended cKiefl/ on be- 
ing able to prc,vciu an enemy ovcrrau- 
ningthe country, by making rcfiftance 
on the mouiHains and nairow pifles. 
The mod proper place to make a de- 
fcciu feems ro be at St. Mary's, a fmall 
village with a church, about five rriles 
eaftward, and in Hght of St. Dcanis ; 
it is a kind of bay, where the furf is 
not near fo high nor (hore fo diiticukf, 
and b.it fliglrtly cliffy.

tron of learned men. Being informed^ 
by means of his literary correfpoo- 
dence, of the misfortune which had 
befallen Mr. Scrimzeor in the bumin} 
of his lioufe, he immediately fcnt hiin 
a pre ding invitation to accept an afy- 
him beneath his roof till his affain 
could be re-eflablifhed. Mr* Scrimzeor, 
gladly availing himfclf of fuch a hofpi* 
table kindncfs, loft no time in going to 
Germany. 

Whilft refiding at Ang(bvrg witi 
Mr. Fugger* he was much employed 
in augmenting his patron's library bf 
vafi colle^ionsy purchafed from every 
corner of Europe. Manufcripts of the 
Greek and Latin authors were then of 
ineftimable value, and feem to hare 
been more particularly the objed of 
Mr* Scrimzeor's rcfcarches. 

He did not lead a life of yawning is- 
dolence amidft thefe treafures, aad, 
like a mere unfeeling coUe&or f, leave 
them unenjoyed. As librarian, he wai 
not contented to a£t the pan of a black 
eunuch to bis literary feraglio. Hefceaf 
to have forgotten, ihat he was not its. 
Grand Sultan, and accordingly ranged 
at will among fur rounding oeauccit 
To quit a figure wkkh X fearj|tocany 
farther, he compol'cd many works of 
great learning and in^en\iity, whili 
he continued in a fituanon io peculiarly 
agreeable to the views and habits of a 
fcholar. 

When his manufctipts were ready j 
for the preis, he was delirous of return- ; 
ing to Geneva to print them. His pa* | 
tron Fugger recommended him, for 
this purpofe, to the very learned Henry < 
Stephens, one of his penfloners, and at 
that time one of the mod celebrated 
printers in Europe, 

Immediately on his arrival. at Gene- 
va, 1563, he was carneftly folicitedbf ^ 
the magi Urates to re fume' the chAir « 
philofophy. Notwithftanding hiscom* 

Sliauce, and in confcquence of it the 
edication of much ot his time to the 
ftudy of phyfics^ he» two years after- 
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waT<ISf inftituted a courfe of lectures in 
the civil law, and had the honour of 
being its firft founder and profeflbr at 
Gentlra. 
As foon as he was fettled again in

I M^pbert and Learned Men of Anti- 
i quiiy; having firft collated fcvcral 
' minufcripts of his author. This 
' work Cafaubon publiflied at Leydcn 
I in 1600; but "without diftinguilhing 
f his own notes from thofc of Scrim-

A Commentary and Emendations of 
the Geography of Strabo f were among 
our author's literary remains. Theic 
were publifhed in Cafaubon's Parifian 
edition of Strabo, i6ao. Henry Ste- 
pheos, from an idea of juftice due to 
Scrimieor!s literary fame, notwith- 
ftanding the violent animofity which 
iad fubfifted betwixt them, reproaches 
Cafaabon for adopting our Scottifc cri- 
tic's lucubrations on Strabo without' 
acknowledgement. Dempfter aflurts 
til, that Scrirazccfr, in his MS. Ifctters, 
weniions his dcfign of publifliing this 



eonfeiiion of having derived anything 
from Scrimzeor, it muft^norbe conceal- 
ed, that, in an cpiftle to Sir Peter 
Young, our Critic's nephew, through 
whom the Commentary and Emenda- 
tions of Strabo came into his hands, 
Cafaubon acknowledges hovr very iifc- 
fut to him they might be made ; for 
ipeaking there of his intended edltioti 
of Strabo, he fays J, «* It cannot be 
** exprefled how rnuch afliftance I may 
** obtain from your notes of Scrim- 
«« zcor." 

Strabo *6 work is divided into feven- 
teen books^ and is equally cfteemed for' 
the elegance and purity of its languigc, 
and the vaft compafs of various know- 
ledge which it contains. The firft book 
difculTes the dignity of the fcieuce of 
geography, and the neceffity of culti- 
vating it for the advancement of phi- 
lolbphy, politics, phyfics, and criticiim. 
In the latter part of the fir ft book, he 
examines certain aflertions of Eratoll- 
hencs, a former geographer, and dc- 
tc6ts the errors of that autlwr. Era- 
tollhencs thought the whole voyage of 
Uiyfles a mere figment in geography, 
and lays facctioufly enough, — ** It will 
be known what thofe places were 
/^er qua errant em XJlyJfem dux it poet a ||, 
when we arc" firft informed'what cob- 
ler it was who fewed up the bag of 
winds which Homer gives to^olus." 
Strabo in many points defends the vene- 
rable bard with forcible argutnsnts, and 
Polybius joins his authority on the fame 
fide. 

The Greek geographer commences 
his fccond book with examining fomc 
dilputable matters in the third of Era- 
tofthenes. Thefe, however, he partly 
defends againft the reprchtnfions of

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HippArchuf, tfnd partly covctiku The 
principal queftion betwixt Strabo and 
Hippa rebus k, whether £ratofthene& 
Jiad iraproyed the geography of the 
antients. This feems denied by Hip-* 
parchus, and particularly on the topic 
of his geography of the northern fide 
^f India. Strabo takes qp his caufe; 
but is ihought by his commentators 
rather to quibble upon it, in the man- 
jiCT 6f bis friends, the Stoics, than to 
vadvance much folid argument. He 
jiext proceeds to cohfiderfome opinions 
ci Pofidonius relative to the ocean, and 
jof Polybius on the number of the zones 
and other fubjefts of. geographic fci* 
^ncc;- concluding this fccond book 
yf'ith his idea of a general fyftem of 
geography, its principles, &c. a fum- 
.tnary (ketch of the Mediterranean Sea, 
as alfo of Europe, Afia, and Africa, 
Tvith a diiTertation on the climates and 
.their fcyeral properties. The third 
book dcfcrtbes S^am and Portugal ; the 
fourth Gaul, Britain, Ireland, Thule, 
jhe Alps, &c. The fifth and fixth pre- 
sent an account of Italy and the Iflands 
|)eIonging to that country. The fevcndi 
treat^^ at large of Gersnaay, the coun- 
try of the Gets, Baftarnz, Taiiri, 
^nd other napoas between the Rhine 
and the Tanais, north of the Danube ; 
|iext of the lllyrians and other people 
fouth of that river, and all thofe lying 
on the Adriatic Tea ; but the' latter part 
of this book has fuffered mutilation. 
Orepce and its Iflands make the fubjeft 
pf the eighth, ninths and tenth books : 
' an account pf Alia and Mount Taurus 
occupies the four next. The account of 
Afia is continued in the fifteenth, car- 
rying us beyond Mount Taurus j and 
then ic proceeds to defcribe particuUr- 
ly the continent of India, with Tapro- 
bana and its other adjacent Ides } and 
laftly Ariana, Gedrofia, Carmania, 
Sufa, and l^erfia. TIm: fixtecnihcon- 
' tains thofe Afiatic regions which lie 
between the borcjer^ of Pcrfia and Su- 
(iana, and thd river Nile; namely, 
^(Tyria, JJaby Ionia, Syria, Judaia, &c. 
and the cnunrriei on either fide of the 
Red Sea» particularly thofe of the Ara- 

t Trans and the Troglodytes, fn the 
ail book the geographer leads us thro* 
JEgypr and ^pper Ethiopia, and ntxt 
|ihro' all thofe paitsof Africa which were 
particuUrly kpowp tohitp. He finiflict 



the work with a corollary concerning 
the fiate and adminiftration of the Ro- 
man Empire.— Sue his the work of this 
celebrated Greek author ; and It mcft 
be allowed that Cafaubon has difplayed, 
in his profufe annoutions, all the opu- 
lence of erudition, geographical, hifto* 
rical, philofophical, and critical, &c kt, 
and fo great indeed is the ftore, that 
although he had accounted to his beoeo 
factor Scrimzeor for one moiety of ii, 
the other had well fufiiced for anv one 
but a rapacious mifer of literary fane. 
Could a procefs of reclamation, f«r all 
hi^ (lolen arficies fecrcted from Scrim* 
zcor*$ materials, be in(^ituted in due 
form of law, it may be queftioocd, i 
whether a JMry of critics might not 
fairly award one half of the reputa- 
tion acquired, of to be acquired, by 
this learned edition of Strabo, to oar 
profound Commentator of Scotland. 

Edtvard Hcrrifon, 9 Scottiih author, 
in his Commentary on Plutarch's Book 
concerning the Inconfiflencies of the 
Stoics, informs us, that Scrimzeor col- 
lated difTt-rent manufcripts of all tfaf 
works of Plutarch. This undertakiM 
appears fufficieut to have occupied htff 
the life of an. ordinary critic- EvT 
one knows how roluminous an author 
WAS the philofopher, hiftorian,and ora- 
tor of Ch2!Jronea. Whether our learn- 
ed critic had meant to publish an edition 
of Plutarch's works is not known; 
but fuch ap intention ihould feem high- 
ly probable from this laborious enter- 
prize of collating them. 

1 he ten books of Diogenes Laertius oa 
the 1.1 vcs, Opinions, and Apophthegm 
of th« Philofophers, were collated 
from various manufcripts by Scrimzeor. 
His corrc6tcd text of this author, with 
nctcs full of erudition, came alfo into 
Cafaubon's pofielfion, and is fuppoCed 
to have contributed much to the value 
of his edition of the Grecian Biographer 
printed at Paris in 1 593, 

The Works of Pfiornutus and Pal«- 
phatus were alfo among the collations 
of Mr. Scrin»7€or. To the latter et 
thcfc authors he made fuch con fider^bic 
additions that the work became partly 
his own. T hcfe were two anticnt au- 
thors who explain the fables of tfie 
heathen deities. The former wrote * 
De NaturaDcorum, feu de Fabularutn 
Pocticarum Allegoriis Speculatiu The 



f ff pntbeTJi^ture of the Gpds, cr the AllcgoricaJ Fiftioo? of the Poets." 
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hitter entitled his book *, kvtrtt, Sive 
dc falfis Narrationibus, Thcl'e workt 
were printed at Bnfi I, 1570; whether 
in Greek, or Latin J know not. But 
they have been publiihed iince in both 
languages. 

The manufcriptf of them were 
for fome time prclcrvcd in the library 
of Sir peter Young, after that of his 
Qocle Scrimzeor, which was brought 
joto Scotland in i^^Sf hav-i been added 
to it. What became of this vahiable be- 
que ft at the death of the former, I am 
unable to inform' you. 

Our learned philologer left alfo be- 
btod him, in manui^ript, the oraiions 
of Demofthenes, ^fchines, and Cice- 
ro, and the Ecclcfiaftical Hiftory of £i|- 
febius, all carefully collared. 

Among his literary remains was a 
coUeftion of his Latin 'cpiftles. The 
men of letters in the ^ftccnth and fix- 
teenth centuries fcem to have kept 
their republic, &s it is called, more 
United and compact than i; is at prefent, 
by an epiftoUry intcrcourfe in the Latin 
* language, then the univcrfal medium 
of literature and fcicnce. This gene* 
ral fpirit" of communication could not 
but nave contributed greatly to the ad- 
vancement of learning, as well as to 
the pteafure, and, I may add, to the 
importance, of thofe-who were engag- 
ed in its purfuit. The intcrcourCe and 
union or enlightened men, able and 
difpofed to promote the happinefs of 
'their feltow-creatures, cannot be too 
dofc. From fuch intellectual combi* 
nation alone it is, that uniformity of 
religious, moral, and political prmci- 
pies, to its greateft attainable oegree, 
can ever be expefted ; or, in other 
words, th^ greateft poffible benefit de- 
rived from the cultivation of letters. 
Bat I hear you recalling my attention 
to the remaining works of our accom- 
plilhcd fchoUr^ the particular fubjeft 
of my Letter. 

Ot all the many performances which 
bad cxercifed his pen, it does not ap- 
pear that any were immediately publilh- 
«d by himfelf bat his Tranflation of 
Juftinian's Novels into Greek. This 
was printed Ht Pirii in X553, and again 
with Holoander's Latin vcrfion at Ant- 
werp in 1575. This work has been 
highly extolled both for the purity of its 
hngii^e and the accuracy of its exe- 



cution, and is likely, acconling to fome 
refpeftabie opinions, to Koid its tftiroa- 
tion as long as any. ufe or memory of 
the civil law Ihall exift. 

A Latin tranflation of The Bafilica, 
or Bafilics, as they are called by our 
civilians, is the lall I have to mention 
of this author's performances. This ia 
a colieftion of Roman Laws, which 
the Eaftern Emperors Bafil and Leo, 
who reigned in the fifth century, com- 
manded to be tranil^ted into Greek, 
and which prefervcd their authority 
till the difTolution of the Eaftern Em- 
pire- The Bafilics comprehend the 
inftitutes, digefts, code, and novels, 
and fome of the edi£ts of Juftinian and 
other Emperors, Of fixty original 
bocks, forty-one only remain. Mr, 
Scrimzeor collated them with various 
manufcripts, probably before he com<* 
menced his tranflation* 

From the foregoing recital of th« 
learned labours of this profound fcho- 
lar and critic, you will conclude, that 
almoft the whole of his life, although ' 
he arrived at old age, was fpent in hit^ 
library, and that the biographer, hav- 
ing now terminated the catalogue of 
his writings, is probably not diflant 
from the conclufion of his life. Difie- 
rent years have been afligned for the 
time of his death i but it appears mod 
likely, from a comparifon of the dif- 
ferent accounts of this event, that ic 
happened veiy near the expiration of 
1^71, or at the beginning of the fuc- 
ceeding year, about the 6'6th year of 
his age. He died in the city uf Ge- 
neva. 

If you wifli for a flcetch of his lite^ 
rarv portrait, it will be eafily drawn; 
its chara^tcriftic features are few, 
but they are prominent and flriking, 
and remote poftcrity may regard it witii 
no inferior dcgrcp of reipect. His in* 
duflry and pcrl'evcrance m the purfuit 
of knowlc«!ge and recondite cruditioi^ 
were equalled only by the cxauiflte 
judgment which he difplayed in his cri- 
tical annotations and commentaries on 
the errors and cbfcurities of antienc 
books and manufcripts. 

His acquifltions m the Greek, Latin^ 
and oriental languages were reckoned 
much beyond thole of moft of the pro- 
jcflcd linguifts of his time. You will 
ccncctve no light opinion of the compait

uhich lent peculiar grace ro fuch fupe* 
riority, was the amiable modedy which 
«pon,aU fj^cafions was obferved to ac* 
company it: From the commendation 
^iven him by the illufirious civilian juft 
Dicationed, you will conclude, that he 
did not brood, with a jealous relervc, 
over unlocked trcafures of erudi^ 
poA^ \mt tliaty coalcious of poircfTing 



ft ores, too. ample to be foop eibaofieii 
at the fame time that he avoided n 
oltentatious profufion of them, he' 
obliged and delighted hi* friend* by a 
liberal communicarion. From ibe pe- 
riod at which he livtd, cnnfide.red with 
the nature and extent of his fiuJus, and 
his abilities in profecuring tl)cu), he 
may defcrvedly be ranked among rhnfe 
eminent characters who have rosft 
fucccfifully contributed their exertion^ 
to the reviv^ of letters iu £urope.

rE have here once more before the 
Public the Author of the Eflay on 
the Pi.^urcftiiic, defending himfclf. as 
wlII as he can, from the attacks of Mr. 
Repton, who has been roufed by the 
bold novelties of that work to the vin- 
dication of his art, and of his je^rcai 
prcdtccC'or in it. Brown. Mr. P. in 
this laft publication, rclinc^uiflics, ?s wc , 
hud predicted, a confiderablf pottion 
of his TiLW theory j and fo q Mali tics 
and limits the remainder, as to-brin^ it 
much nearer to a conformity with the 
anticnnnd clT^Mifhed principles of im- 
provement. This mighty difcovcry of 
a frefh <o jrre of plcafure to be derived 
from the pv.ttiirclque in rural fccncry, 
amounts to liitic more, wlicn propcr.'y 
modihed and explamed, than ih 't the 
autlior prefers, in landfcape, variety to 



uniformity ; and does not deny, wlut 
has been long ago fanftioned by the ge- 
neral judgment of mankind, that a 
happy union of both is neccjfary to «" 
cite genuine and perpetual delight. 

He gives the reader, in the 8qthpagP» 
a natural fcene after his own taftc, which 
is indeed (Irikingly and eminently beau- 
tiful. He takes care, however, to 
place it in the fouthern part of North 
America ; and not merely for the fake 
of the acaci^'^, magnolias, tulip- trc€S» 
and rhododendrons, which he fcaitcrs 
around it in exuberant profufion } but 
from a latent conviction, as we appre- 
hend, that fuch a fpot, however it 
might charm us under the genial Influ- 
ence of a tropical fun, \vduld fcarccly 
be tolerable iu a northern region above 
ten days in the year. •* Tlfbcon«-

rann, who would frighten the wild 
inhabitants of thofe lilent folitudes,

placer 

That which pleafes in tlie painter's 
laodfcape, or when exhibited only to 
the mind's eye, may ccafe to pLeafc, 
Jniy become pofitively difagrccahle, in 
living nature. Thus we a J mire the 
tcmpefts of the younger Vanden-Vcldc 
and the wild fcenery of Salvator ; but 
we with not the more ro be in a dorm 
at fca, or in a foreft with banditti. 

There » an atfeftation in this work, 
ai there was alfo in the ElTay, of a 
technical and peculiar phrafeolog^* 
This excites a lufpicion of an artifice, 
ccnfured by Mr, Locke, which endea- 
vours to conceal falfe principles by a 
far-fexchcd and lingular language ; an 
error which Mr. Rcpton, though a 
profcflur of the art, has very judiciously 
avoided. Thus we arc told of garden- 
flopes which have a bard appearance ; 
of clumps on their fides with a bllftered 
ioot ; that hoeing and weeding are ne- 
ccffary to bigh-kerping i that deer in 
groupcs ZTt^tnragte and^/Zy; that 
there is an edgincfs in gravel walks ; 
&C. &c. To what purpofe are fuch 
terms employed, which convey only 
obfcure and indiftin6t ideas, and have 
too much the appearance of, what our 
author condemns in another placcj the 
east ofconMoiJlitr/bip f 

Defpairing to convert the imprpvcr 
into a painter, he tries to makr his 
painter an improver, and, in his own 
derail, with perfcft fucct-fs. •• Take 
(lays cur author) the mod dreflfed and 
pcltlhcd of all garden-fctnes, and what 
m^y be fuppofed leaft tointercH a pain- 
ter, a mere flower-garden furrounded 
^vith ihrubs and c^wotic trees. If we 
fuj'pofc two fuch flower-gardens were 
ibtvvn to fuch a painter as Van Huyf- 
fum— that in the one, the grouping; of 
the thrubs, the flowers, and their orna- 
nk-nial accompaniments — their gene- 
ral eifeft, harmony, and connection-— 
the variety of thc.r forms, and their 
light and fhadow, were fuch as his 
jud^cnt appfovtdjj while in the other 



every thing was comparatively fcntter- 

cd, in patches, and dijcurdaiif — ha<l 
neither the fame variety or conncftim. 
— >wouid he not be abetter juvigc of cUe 
degreeoi fuperiority of the one over the 
other, and of the caufcs of tiiai fupcriori* 
ty, than a perfoii who had not ^udicd hit 
art r Would n«t his criticifms and his 
directions be more likely to improve 
fuch fccnes, than thofc of a gardener ? 
And were he to paint them, is it not 
probabk that the one he preferred 
would be the more beautiful, both in 
reality and on the canvas ? The ques- 
tion therefore is not, whether thiCaracci« 
Francefco Bolognefc, or Salviitor Rofa* 
would ftudy landfcapcs in V flower- 
garden, but which of two fccncs of the 
Tame charafter (whatever it be, front 
the Alps to a parterre) had moft of thofe 
qualities that accord with the general 
principles of their art. Coafidcred ia 
Uiis light, I am pcrfuaded, that if, in- 
Aead of Van HuyfTum, Salvator Rofa 
himfelf had been ihewa two fuch 
flower-gardens, the fame general prin- 
ciples would have made his and the 
Dutch painter's judgment agree. If 
this would be the cafe in a mere flower* 
garden, the mo^ the fcene was extend- 
ed and divcrfifled, the more it would 
get out of the province of the gardener^ 
and into that of the painter/' 

The fame ideas are more diftindly 
expreffcd in p. 4^. 

<* It is true that you (meaning Mr. 
Repton) are not a Claude, 2^- Gafpar, 
a Pouflin, or a Titian \ but you do as 
much as your powers will enable you 
to do, and whicn I by no means intend 
to undervalue when I place them at an 
immenfe diliance from fuch maflcrs, as 
well as from others 1 could name, who, 
by a fuccefsful i^udy of their works, 
have transfufed the fpirit of them into 
their own* I am perfuadid you have 
not the vanity to compare your forms 
and difpcfuions of objeSs (and I fpeak 
nor of cfTe^s) to theirs ;*and that yea 
muft be fenfible, that were the minds 
of artlfls fuch as thofe I have mentioned 
turned to the praAical part, the fame 
feelings and experience which guided 
them to the happiefl choices of their 
pictures, would equally guide them in 
nature. How indeed flioiild it be other- 
wile } Such men would quickly fee 
how groupes might btfl be improved by 
cutting down, by pruning, or by plant- 
ing ; they would difcovtsr the whole 
connexion of the diffcrcn: landfcapes, 
and make the bcfl ufc of the maicriats 

they 
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they found in real nature^ juft as 
they woukl ojx transferring rhctn on the 
canvas.*' 

The Claudes and the Poulfins of the 
prefenc day, wc believe, will be too 
ivifc, notwichftanding this encourage- 
ment, to quit their proper prqfeifiun 
for the management and improvement 
of grounds ; as they will find the fpade 
a heavier inftrument than the palette, 
and the earth lefs obedient to their 
cfiforts than the canvas. They will no 
longer have the feafons, and the ele- 
ments, and the foil, %t their command ; 
their funs will notfliineas they bid them, 
nor their trees luxuriate with vigorous 
vegetation ; their dreams will not be 
always limpid, nor their torrents pre- 
cipitous and abrupt ; they cannot re- 
move the edginffs of a border without 
the inconvenience of dirt, nor make 
i.i/7<r^c/ clumps difappcar with i wave 
of their brufli ; the brambles and net- 
tics will now and then protrucle in 
uncouth dire6\ions ; avid the decks will 
commit their feeds to the cak in tic- 
fiance of the laws of the pidturefque. 

The rood ingenious theory will be 
thought wild and extravagant, when 
oppoled by fa£k and by experiment; 
and our author, to do him juflice, 
fcems at leaft fufficiently aware of it. 
Accordingly he makes, in this Letter, 
fuch a defence of his former fenti- 
ments, as, though it will not maintain 
hijn ujSon hi* firft ground, may at leaft 
be thought to fecurd him no diOionour- 
able retreat. 

•* I have been rcprefentcd, fays he, 
as a pcrfon,who, had I the power,would 
defiroy all the comforts of a place- 
all gravel walks and Ihrubberics — (in . 
which cafe it would be proper to begin 
with my own)— allow no mowing, but 
vet every body in hi»h grafs— tear 
their clothes with brambles and briars— 
and fend them up to their knees thro' 
dirty lanes between two cart- ruts. 
Though I expeftcd a good deal of this 
kind of miA:oiiccption, yet it feemed 
to me quite unnecelTary to recommend 
thofe comforts which every body was 
fond of, and with great rcafon j cfpc- 
' cially as 1 was not trc:»ting of the 
garden but of the-grounds. My p^^iat 
was to Oiew, that there were many 
firiking circumilances in natlirc which 
were either neglc^ed or dcftroycd, 
from a narrow exciufive attachment to 
high polifli ; and alfo from extending 
that poliih too far, and with too U^tlc 



attention to beauty in its more general 
and enlarged fenfe. 

" As, no^withftandfng thcfc mif- 
conceptions, my book has been more 
favourably receivedthan I had any rea- 
fon to expedt, I will enter into fomc 
little detail (not very amufing, I fear) 
on the fubjeet of thofe comforts, and it 
cannot be more properly difcufied thait 
in a Letter addrelfed to you. 

<* In this climate, particularly, gnvet 
walks are indifpenfable ; and'ncatnef> 
and fymmetry require, that in )the rooft 
drcffed parts they ibould be of uniform 
breadths, and confequcntly between 
two regular borders. On that account, 
however ufeful and ornamental, they 
cannot have the playful variety of a 
path, which in my idea is owing not 
mcref^y to the variety of its curves, but 
to the lines of thofe curves being foft- 
encd into the untrodden grafs, and the 
tranfitions infenfibly made \ from 
whence proceeds what Hogarth calk, 
the waving lines that lead the eye a 
kind of wanton chacc, and which dif- 
tinttnefs puts an immediate end to. 
Were a gardener, for inftancc, to copjt 
as nearly as poffiblc all the waving 
lines of a* path, and to make them as dif- 
tinft as thofe of a gravel walk, nothing 
could be more abfurd and unnaturaL 
The whole of this principle is admitti- 
bly exemplified in the remark of j\pn:bal 
Car;icci on the different ftyles of paint* 
iog (not drawing) of Raphael and Cor- 
rcKgio. He was fo ft ruck with thcfc 
infcnitble tranfitions in the latter, that 
in a letter to his coufin Ludovico hp 
faid, «« That St. Paul of Raphael, 
which I formerly looked upon as a 
. miracle, now^ccins to me a piece of 
wood, fo hard it is and fo catting-^* 
It muft be remembered alfo, that this 
was the judgment, pot of a mere co- 
lourift, but o^* one whofe ftyle of draw- 
ing was remarkable for its firmncrsand 
prccifion. if, therefore, fuch a poin- 
ter may be fuppofed to liave jutl ideas 
of the fubjedt, a pathway (for no ob- 
jeot is trifling which clearly (hews the 
principle) has more of the rcquifitcsof 
beauty tlian any walk with difiinA 
edges. Still, however, the ^ravtl wslk, 
from its fymmetry, its ntatncfi, an«i 
its dreffed appearance, accords much 
more with what is foft and beautiful 
than with what is rude and pi^a- 
rcfque : for example, were the hrnply 
beautiful fccne I have juft dcfcribeJ 
ciolc 10 a gentleman's houfc, he would 

vcr/ 
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terj Datar'ally make a regular . gravel 
»ilk through it, and he would do very 
hght; for tonvenience, neatnefs, and 
;»«lrcd*ed appearance, are in fuch cafes 
anoog the firft conii derations. But 
Ithen, according to tbedo^rine I have 
|ciidcivourcd to eftabli(h, fuch a walk 
[Would not improve the beauty of the 
;(ccQ(, though it would give, it what, 
t«Q i&other principle, is highly pleafing ; 
reo the contrary, however well it might 
ikmiaaged, however aitfully carried 
IsDODg the trees and Ihrubs, and par~ 
tiailj concealed and broken by them» 
fill there is fomething in the lines of it 
tiut ftiflv cut acrofs every thing, and 
f»aer, like the pathway, play, as it 
j»ere, into the other objcfts, and in- 
tfeoEbly deal among them. It was on 
ihit account I obfcrved, that near the 
koufc pi&urefque beauty (for in that 
ttrly part of my Eflay I had made no 
tbjeftion to the term) mufl often be 
furificed to neatnefs, but that it was 
XJQcrifice^ and fhould not wantonly be 
lade." 
Thus onr author defcends at lad to 
he level of common life and coinmon 
coft \ though he fcems to lament the 
lul oecefSty, and yields up decora- 
Hon a rcluftant facrlfite at the altars 
If convenience.^ But fuch, alas 1 is the 
heviiahlc condition of man ; the in- 
icr covering of the body muft be 
^aotinl, though the outermoft be 
fatin, or of lace : and whatever 
ace and magn licence illuftrate 
drawing-room, there dill muft 
lewbcre be found a kitchen* 
lo the 39ih page, after a bitter far- 
on *' she fr If 'taught genius^ of 
iwn, veiled indeed under the gauze 
aa Italian proverb, which ill ap- 
s to one among thofe rare cha- 
ers, who, in the language of Virgil, 
I laventas vkam excoluere per artes, 

^tad towhom Mr. P. in comm^^n with 
lAc reft of our countrymen, is indebted 
;fcr his firft elements in the fcicnce of 
I Improvements ; our author cbfifirves, 
thnfroro all the converfationsthat had 
Jftffcd between him' and Mr. Rep- 
ton, he had conceived Mr. R. not 



to b« very cenverfant in the Jiudy of 
^ bhher-ariifis in Dainting. It i? 
*;fc>l lot the credit of his confiftency, 
that he has added in a pare n the (is, 
perhaps he may have io/bly con- 
|«ived this. For in page 81, he pays 
Mr. R. foroe very handfomc com- 
pUments on his drawings, as manifeft- 
ttg talents which made him xvilh to 
Vot. XXVII. 



know their author. Still he thinks 
even thefe excellent produftioifs Ihew 
marks of an ignorance or a neglett of 
the higher artijis. How he has been 
enabled to make this difcovery he does 
not declare ; though we know that 
few failings can cfcape the perfpicacity 
of criticifm. . His filencc however oa 
the grounds of his opinion might ex* 
cite a fufpicion in the minds of fome 
readers that he finds fuch marks there, ' 
becaufe he wiOics to find them ; and 
has exerted a diligence fome what fimi- 
lar to tha( of Peter and his two bro- 
thers, when they were poring upoa 
their father's will in queft of HiouUer- 
knots ; and what they were unable to 
make out totidem fverbisy or ioticUm ' 
jyUMi J jprcCeDtly difcovered tertio mdo^ 
or tot idem liieris. 

Bat tho' the new fyftem of improve- 
ment by neglc6t and accident, as Mr. 
ReptOn ironically terms it, muft be re- 
linquiihed, and in fadl is now fo 
modified and rcftrained by its author as 
to retain little claim to originality, yet 
this Letter is not to be confidered as 
deficient either in claiiical tafte, or in 
animated lanojuage. Mr. Price in his 
Eflay had ;lcfcrib«d paint: vg and gar» 
dening as After- arts, proceeding from 
the fame ftock : to this Mr. R, oojc^ts, 
and looks, on them rather as congenial 
nature$ brought together like man and 
wife ; and warns his antagonift, while 
he exults in the office of mediator be- 
tween thefe two *• imaginary f-erfi" 
nagei^'* of the danger of interfering in 
their occasional dilfercnceS, To this 
obfcrvation Mr. P. thus replies in his 
prefcnfperformartce. 

V Thefe twoarts,accordingtoa very 
" ufual figure, I had called fiftcrs": 
" but I can have noobjcdlion to adopt- 
*' ing your idea, and Calling them 
" hulband and wife, far the nnicn is ft ill 
** clofer. You have not indeed af- 
•• figncd to your new married couple 
" their refpeftive fexes, but I can 
" have no doubt about them. Land' 
" fcape^gardeninz is clearly the lady, 
"and 1 muft lay you have taken a 
** very unfair advantage of your in- 
*• timacy with her : you have tried 
" to make her elope, and you have 
*^ proceeded as feduccrs generally do, 
" not only by flattering her on her o\vn 
" peculiar charms and accoroplifhnnentSy 
" but by endeavouring to degrade her 
'* huiband in her eyes ^ one uf the 
«• moft powerful, but not the molt 
*' honourable neaxu of reduction. He 
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" that a£l» fo, more than interferes 
'* between huflaand arid wife ; not he 
" who, with equal love and regard for 
" both,fincerc!y tries to promote a laft- 
•* ing union— \vhofc aim itistoraifcinot 
*•• lower them m each other's cftecm ; 
'* but at th% fame time to convince the * 
•* wife that (he can never appear fo 
■*^ amiable, or fo rcfpcftable, as when 
•* clofely united to her Huiband j and I 
** may add in this cafe to fuch a huf- 
" band." 

The whole of this doughty conteft 
may be comprifed in a nutfli^lU Mr. 
T% is of opinion that much detriment 
has arifcn to rural fcenery by the in- 
judicious interference of art ; Mr. R, 
on the contrary is inclined to truft to 
her aififtance, as likely in moft cafes to 



be beneficial. The truth is, that &e 
can improve but little, and can alfo 
fpoil but lltrle ; that to fccncs which 
are originally infipid and tamcfliecaa 
give but flender iniereft and import- 
ance, and that the fublimity of moun- 
tains, the beauty of fpacious lakes and 
rivers, the folemnity of ancient and 
venerable woods, cannot be eafily di- 
minilhed through her ignorance or ma- 
lignity. She is only the humble at* 
tendant and handmaid of nature, whoft 
fedulity may be fucccfsfully cxcrdfed 
in contributing to the comfort of her 
miftrefs, but adds hardly a faint luftre 
to her inimitable charms, a counterfeit 
and vain dignity to her awcful magnifi- 
cence.

SAINT-JUST, the author of. this 
Report, previous to the abolition of

favour and v/befe crinieb he .TJike par- 
ticipated, provcJ the caufe ©f his 
dcfiruilion, which the publicaiion of 
the Report before us is laid to have ac- 
celerated.

nerated into a pure OHg.»rchy, of which 
Tyranny the moft odious and difguft- 
ihg conftitutcs the leading feature ; in 
which that corruption which has by 
the enemies to Monarchical State* been 
frequently reprefented as peculiar to 
them^ fo eminently prevails, as to have 
become the principal means of fccuring 
and extending a power thajt has not 
been more unlawfully acquired than 
arbitrarily excrcifed. 

The cautious policy of the Neutral 
Powers in abftainirg from an intcrfr- 
rence in the prcfent war has been, 
generally, fuppofed to proceed from a 



laud:ible attention to the welfare ind 
liappincfs of their fubje^*; and cvtfl 
very few of thofc who hare, openly 
qucVtioned the wifdom of that policy 
have hitherto ventured to doubt the 
purity of the motives by which it wts; 
influenced. But, by the Report of 
Saint- Juft, it is inconteftibly proved^- 
that they were actuated by a no \tW 
bafc and ignoble principle than the 
aitri J}icra fames \ that their neutrality, 
was the rcfalt of their avarice ; and 
that they have fubmitted to the dcgra* 
dation of receiving a bribe from a fet ■ 
of men who. according to the confcf- 
lion of Saint- Juft himfcif, have planntd 
the fubverfion of all exifting Gottxji*- 
mLnts. 

, ** The Minifters are fo much accnf- 
tom(;d to deceive us with regard to the 
impoitnnce of thcfe Neijlral Powers, 
that they voluntarily abandon thofc dc- 
cifivc rcafon;» which the iotereft of th« 
Republic fuggcfts, to talk, to us of the 
intcreftiof the Neutral Powers, and of 
the necclfity of making every facrific* 
in order to conciliate their fricndlhip- 
" 1 am heartily difguftcd with the 
fcandalous manoeuvres and ftupid poli- 
tical harangues with which we hivc 
been amufcd for tbcfe laft four months. 
If the Minifters be not tired with ia>- 
pofing upon us, I am tired with their 
jncefl'ant attempts to miflead us; with 
" feting them offer us phantoms for fuh- 
llauccs, and open the veins of tbepob- 
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ic treafurc to hfatiate and contentptthle 
*9VffTs^ that they may make us con- 
iantljr purchafe their inactivity, cow- 
rdicc, and perfidy. It would ccr- 
linly have coil u% lofs, much lefs, to 
ombat aod fubdue them, than to buy 
tieir (iDguiar neutrality.*' 
He then proceeds to ftate tke impo- 
cy of the French Mini ft crs in paying 
be Neutral Powers for doing tliat 
rhich, according to bim, their i mere ft 
nd their inclinations would have urged 
to do, without the aid of any 
xrerDal impulfe. Adverting to the 
roaticr. in which thofe Powers were 
laced by the confederacy again ft 
tance, and the fuccefs of the French 

he fays— 
" Too weak to refift us ; too circutn- 
)eA to attempt it ; fufiicicntly enlight- 
led to p«-ceivc that if French Liberty 
fd triumph, all the Inftitutions by 
b Europe was governed 'would de^ 
'nd into tbe fame lomb luitb Kings 
nd Monarchies ; not knowing what 
'oold be the event of this ftru^gle, 
npreccdented in the annals of paft 
et, what did their intcreft prefcribc 
them ? ^- A prudent neuttality, 
hich would fecurc them the goo^- 
ill of the Tyrants, in cafe Tyranny 
bald prevail ; which wouldfdclay their 
ii* and, at ail events, render it lefs 
ndc, if the French Republic ihould 
^'nuoiph over its enemies." 

The French Envoys ui the Courts 
^ the Neutral Powers are not lefs 
bufed by Saint-Juft, than thofe Pow- 
sthemfelves : Henin and Defcorche, 
It Minifters at Conftantinople, are ro- 
fefeuted as two ** Cowardly Rogues/' 
igaged in plundering the State, and 
airreiling about the diviiion of 'the 
poil; Citizen Tilly, the Envoy ft 
cQoa, is termed " a coward and a 
Cheat*," and the other members of 
the Diplomatic Corps are treated with 
aimoft equal feverity. The Minifters 
thcmfelves are not exempted from the 
Jcntrnl ccnfure, Saint-Juft aflerting 
tbat they adopted every potiiible means 
of augmenting the public expence in 
ortler that they might have the better 
opportunity of profiting by- the mon'^y 
^hich paiied through their hands. In 
^^f if his account be true, and we 
can fee no reafou to doubt his veracity 
«i this point, in the worf^ times of the 
moft corrupt monarchy greater cor- 
tuption never prevailed, than now 
ob:v>acd undcir the auf^icQS of a Qq- 



vernment founded on ** tkie Imprc" 
fcriptible Kig his of Man . * ' 

On the Swifs, Saint- J aft has the 
following remarks : 

•* Between the Swifs of 1794, and 
the Swifs of 1400, there is the fame 
difference as between the tim«s of Fa- 
bric I us and thofe times in which the 
Roman Empire was expofcd to public 
fale and knocked down to the beft bid-*, 
der. For a century paft the people 
have lived upon their ancient reputa* 
tion ; they have lived upon the capital 
without jncreafing it, and at the pe-* 
riod of the Revolution it was nearly 
con fumed. 

. "ThcSwifsof 1400 would, at the very- 
dawn of our Revolution, have proved 
thcmfclves our dearcft allies, our firft 
dcfendeirs. The rapid fuccciiion of our 
victories would have demgnftratcd the 
utility of fuch a meafure, but ft ill the 
honour refulting from its adoption 
would have alone fuiEced to influence 
their decifion. 

•« But there is a God which Europe, 
for the laft two hundred years, has 
adored j and if Europe be his temple, 
Switzerland is his fanftuary : — this 
God is money. The Swifs, in whom 
thofe qualities which conftitutcd the 
bafis of their reputation have loft their 
force, have preicrvcd nothing that be- 
longed to their anccftors, except hands 
more difpofed to grafp money-bags 
than arms. The French Revolution, 
therefore, ought to have been regarded 
by the Swifs— thofe dealers in flcfli and 
blood -*^ as a mere objedt of commcr* 
cial fpeculation ; . and confidering it 
in that point of view they muft, above 
all things, have dcfired to remain 
neuter. 

" By obferving a neutralitv, they 
would have an opportunity to fell their 
troops to thWnnces of the Houfe of 
Bourbon, to the Combined Powers, 
Und to Holland, which they could not 
have done had they been our allies. 

*< It was not their interelt, however, 
to become our enemy •, bccaufe, if the 
French Republic be fuffcred to cxift, it 
will be of confequence to the Swifs to 
•have her ^s an ally, who might protc6^ 
them from the ambition of their 
neighbours ; and it is. alfb of confe- 
quence to them to have fuch a marke^ 
•open 10 them for the fale of their 
troops, 

'< Neutrality, which gave t^ ^e 
Swifs the refource^ of pctcc, ftcurc<l 
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to theifi all the profits of war, by the 
falc of provifions to the Republic, by 
the frccdgm of commercial intcrcourfe, 
and by the cver-varyiug influence of 
their pofition. 

** Neutrality wa« economical, and 
war ruinouB.*' — *' Thus cverv moptvc 
of intereft combined to prclcribc tp 
the Swjls the necelEty of rtmaiiung 
peuter. 

«» Suth is the general fpirit of the 
country, that to, talk to thc^Swifs of 
»ny thine but intereft, the matorial 
intereft of the moment, tKe intereft of 
m few crown-pieces, would be to fpcak. 
the language of William Tell, of the 
grammar or which there is, probably, 
not a fingle man in all Switzerland who 
has the fmalleft knowledge. 

Again—-" In Switzerland, political 
' opinions are fold like meat, and the.com- 
merce of that country is unexampled 
on the earth : abroad, it fells as mer- 
chandize the blood of its people ; and 
at home, the opinions of its inhabit- 
ants.— Nothing but the found of money 
can intereft the Swifs." 

It muft be acknowledged that this 
account of the Swifsdifftrs materially 
from the /rharafter given of them by 
Goldfmith in his delightful .poem of 
"The Traveller;" but whether-the 
French or the Englifli writer has done 
them moft juftice, wc fliall leave to 
our readers, to decide. 

The Genoefe come in for their ihare 
of abuie, in which merchants in gene- 
ral are, very //^^ra/^, included. Speak- 
ing of theifuros expended in Genoa, in 
thepurchafe of corn, the Reporter fays, 
<* 1 flatter my felt" no one will have the 
impudence to talk to us of the /r/«- 
apUs of merchants, whofc remorfc 
£old can at all times tjuict ; commerce 
has hands and a voracious mouth ever- 
open ; but the moft impjliicnt Minil>f r 
has never talked to us here of her foui 
or^'hcr bearii the two former are the 
moft cffential articles in every mer- 
chant's ftock. Look ei'lc where for 
patriotifm, for humanity, for human 
refpeft, for the dread of infamy ; for 
among merchants you will find only 
one principle, olue fentimcnt, one 
Qod,— and that God is Gold.** 

•* The tranfaftions that have taken 
place with this Republic ha>-e proyed to 
you the truth of thefc axioms. If the 
blood, if the flcfh of thcGenoefe hadbcen 
proper food for our armies, the Getioefe 
iiierchania would have fold u? their 
pwn children to feed our troops with.*' 



But the ohjed of 'pfociiriiig com, 
eftential at it was, was not the jntly 
one for which an Envoy was fent to 
Geui^a. Immenfe fums were expended 
in the laudabU attempt to promote a 
revolution in that State in favour of 
French.principles, and for the purpofe 
of opening a road for the French 
troops into Italy, to accelerate the ac- 
compliftiment of the g^rand prcjeA 
formed by the Convention, for promot- 
ing << a general explofion throughout 
Europe." Saint-Juft appears to h^Tc 
been very much enraged at Citizen 
Tilly, the Rcfideot at Genoa, fvr bar- 
ing failed in his efforts^ to effed this 
hopeful fcheme. , 

To fuch a height was the fyftcm of 
bribery and corruption carried by ihefe 
'virtuous^ Republicans, that as ht u 
we are enabled to eftimate by the fumi 
Ipecilied and thofe alluded. to by Saint- 
Juft,! not lefs than ten millions fterling 
had been expended, previous to the 
month of Ma\ 1794, in attempts to 
conciliate the favour of Neutral Pow- 
ers, to fecure partifans, and to prorocte 
infurreftions in Foreign States.— The 
Reporter ftrenuouily advifcs the adop* 
tion of a different (yftem, by employ- 
ing the money hitherto appropriated 
to the above purpofes. in corrupting . 
the Minifters and QencraUof the Com- 
bined Powers. — With his concluding 
exhurtation, and the motion which it 
prefaced, we (ball finifli our account of t 
Report which tends to throw a ftnme 
light upon the principles and coadiid « 
the executive power of France during 
the prevalence of Robefpierre's faction. 
** in order to promote diffentioiit 
among the Neutral Powers, let w 
boldly publiih all our political corrtf- 
pondence with them (incc the thirty* 
iir!^ of Mav 1793 l you will foon wit- 
nefs the falutary ene£ts uf fuch a mea- 
furc, and will fee what dirty facts 
were concealed in thofe countries be^ 
hind the maikt which wc h^re re- 
moved. 

•• I therefore move, that all expeocti 
incuired with the Neutral Powers, 
under t^e denomination of Secret Fx- 
pences, be annihilated ; that our Mi* 
niftcrs at the Couru of thofe Powen be 
only allowed to expend a ceruin fuoi to 
be fixed by the Committee, and to be 
appropriated t«>a fpecific objcft ;— ihac 
all the political corrcfpondencc cX oar. 
Minifters with the Courts of Sweden, 
Denmark, Genoa, Switzerland, and 
Venice, be pubiiftied ; and that the 
negociatiom 
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B^gociiitioBS with Turkey be alorie ex- 
fcpced;— and chat the Committee ad- 
journ for the purpofe of taking into 
in own hands all the favings to be pro- 
duced by the different reforms, and 



employ the fartic to fccure friends in 
the cabinets, in the armies, and in the 
dominions of thole Powers who are at 
war with the Republic."

'THIS Tiofence of fcruclty was ftcceed- 
ed by a fhort calm, which detained 
the minds of the Citizens of Geneva in 
aftaie of gloomy fufpence and anxious 
apprehcnfion. In this interval a pro- 
teft was itfu^d from the Chancery of 
Berne againft thefe unprecedented hor- 
ron ; — and an order alfo was publiflied 
bj the Revolutionary Tribunal, forbid- 
ding the ufe of mourning for a year to 
oome; which was followed, by another, 
lowering the intereft of money, and 
annulling all leafts. 

Having thus prepared the way for 
new enterprizcs, it refumed the pro- 
ceedingSy which had been fuipended, 
Telexing four viftiros, three of whom 
bad been Magi&rates, for the exercife 
of its defpotil'm. 

** Oxi^ of thefe," fays o\ir Author, 

sained Naviile Gallatin, was a man of 

great talents, and defended himfelf 

with fuch eloquence and ftrength of 

trgument, that one of his Judges, in 

giv'uig fentence agninft him, faid,— * 

** I have two confciences ; one of which 

tells me you are innocent ; but the other 

tells me you muft die, that x^it State 

Diaybefaved.**— **VVhen I die,anfwered 

the undaunted Magiftrate, the State 

will lofe a great Citizen." The ex- 

preflfion is bold, but perfectly charac- 

terifes his elevated and undaunted fpirit. 

•* And now," continued he, when 

fentence of death was' paflTed upon 

him, " now mark the fare which awaits 

you and vour accomplices, for you muft 

nof hope' that guilt like yours can go 

vnpunilhcd. You will find that all rhe 

tiei of focial order, which you have 

broken to attain your ends, will again 

be broken by thofe Who fuccecd you 

JO Tolir crimes and in your power ; 

new faftionswiUbc formed againft you 

out of your own ; and as you have 

united like wild beafts iq purfuine y«ur 

prey, fo like wild bcaft? you will tear 

each other in pieces in devouring it. 

Thus will you avenge the caufe of 

^o|e vrho are fallen, and are 7et to 



fall facriBccj^ to your avarice and am* 
bition« To them, as well as to me, th* 
profped of approaching immortalitr 
rohs death of all its terrors; bur to 
you the Lift moments of life will be em* 
bittere^ by rtfleftions more poigna'it 
than any tortures you can fuffer. The 
innocent blood ynu haye ibed will be 
heard againft you, and you will die 
ivithout daring to imploVe the mercjr 
of heaven/' 

' There is an extra6t from a fpeech of 
this celpbratcdman,which he made when 
he was fir ft brought before the Judges, 
introduced as a note upon the preced- 
ing paflfage ; it is equally eloquent and 
intrepid wi-th the one above cited, buc 
too long foe infertion in this place. 

So great indeed was his reputation, 
and fi» highly was he reverenced by the 
Rcvolutionifts thcmfclves, that though 
they had given up their right to review 
thefentences of the Revolutionary Tri- 
bunal, yet on this occaAon they 
file wed an earncft wilh to refume h, 
in order to fave his life. But before 
they could take the neccflary fteps, the 
Tribunal had an intimation of their in- 
tention, and difappointcd it. They 
contrived that Navillc's Executionera 
Ihould come and denund him; and 
h<9 with the £x-Syndtc Fatio, was ftoc 
on a remote part of the ramparts in 
the middle of the night. 

This dreadful authority was held for 
about a fortnight ; during vvhich period 
five hundred and eight pcrfons in that 
fmall Republic were tried, and twenty- 
one only acquitted. Qf the reft, thirty- 
feven were condemned to death,' and 
four^hundred and fifty either impH- 
foned or banifhed. 

The Judges clofed their commiflibn 
with a declaration, the impudence and 
audacity of which dan be paralleled 
only by its favage barbarity, " In dif- 
pharging," fay they, "the duties impofed 
upon us, we have followed no general 
rules, have bcea guided by no legal 
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In the Second Letter of Mr. D'lver- 
iiois» the only circumftances we (hall 
notice are, ftrft, the impartiality sod 
candour of the Introdu^t'-^n, in which 
he menMnns his coiu)tr)!.ien as apptar- 
ing at that li^ne, September 23, i794> 
to feel fome remorie for thtir former 
atrocities 5 and fccondly, what the Rra^ 
dtr will he graUjiedto findy tht: qontJinpt 
and hatred into v>'hich Boufc^uct. the 
prime mover of the mifchief» had dc- 
lervcdiy fallen. ** He is ftill alive/* fays 
cur Author J *' but he Vives in hourly 
apprehcufion of the jaft p;^ni(hmcnt of 
hu crimes. The moment is at hand 
when he will envy the fate of ihofe 
vfho have fallen f*cniices to the revo- 
lution he excited." 

Tne Third Letter is dated 0<5Vobs.r ^d 
17^4, and the Author, after lamenting 
that the. a|.pcarancc of modcratiun 
which had been commended in the pre- 
ceding epiftle, was unhappily again laid 
alide for the old fyflem of dcvadation 
and plunder, introduces the following 
very important obfcrvation : 

** It woold fceni that for thefe two 
year* p^ft. the more virtuous and en- 
lightcntd part of the Genevcfc have 
laboured under a fort of infatua ion^ 
which, by an ill-timcd fpirit of nirdcra- 
^ lion and forhe trance, have drawn upon 
tbem the very dangens they mod 
l¥i(hed toavo'd. Thefe very n>cn, for 
initanre» whofc turn of perfccuriun 
was now pome, had been weak 
enovxgh to believe tliat the late military 
oper^ltions were made \vith no other 
view th^n to pirovide for their fafcty, 
and the fccurity of the National indc-. 
pcndcnce. They therefore had waited 
the event of the contelt with anxiety, 
and had continued their prayers tor 
tljofe who were in the t- nd i'ucccf*ful, 
]intil they were informed by the vic- 
tors themtelvcs, that they and tlitir 
property wtrc to be the fruits of the 

'X\\\: powprs of the Qencfa* Aflem- 
bly were at this time intrufrcd to 
twenty three Cuibr«, or Revo'uuiouury 
Sections, ^vho met twice in th-- uay, 
and, loini-iinu;^ c..lUL.l4vc'y and r< lue- 
timc3 ie|>ar;jtilv, f.>im'(i rrfKluMons 
the moll ;r.cu!'(ittcnt aad contriJiliCtory.

fhould be pot la a provifi9nai fXe^* 
Kequijition ; fometimes they cUmuured 
againfl the Arts ami Sciences, as 
hrancbfs of Ariftoaaiy, 

Mr. D*Ivcrnois remarks in afubfe- 
quent piffage, that thqigreat objed of 
the prcfent Reformers of Geneva is 
E<;uaii%atictt<>f^Propfrtj \ and in a note 
upon the place oongratulates the En^- 
liih Nation, that in the languige of 
Brit'ih patriots,. ^he terms Li^rtj and 
Profiitiy are almoft always united. " In 
truth,'* adds he,** no Revolution effcdsi 
upon Jacobinical principles has ever 
had, or evcr^ can have, any other 
effe^, than that of transferring power 
and property into new hands, at the 
expence of juf:icc, humanity, priraie 
happinefs and public tran^uiltv. Oit 
all fuch occdfions the great Mafs of the 
people, whofc intcrcft is the pretext, 
as its credulity is the inftrumentof the 
Re volution,, has ever found, and ever 
will find, that the holy duty 9/ IwfMnrC' 
ti^on (to ufe the words of the Gencraa 
Tribunal) n turned againfl the mfxr- 
gents \' It will difcover by the tone of 
its new mafters, that every thing arouwJ 
it has changed, except its own condi- 
tion \ and will return, difappointed and 
mortified, to its former fituation, with 
nothing to cqnfole it for the inter* 
ruption of its happincfs, and the lufs of 
its innocence. In Geneva, whete all 
the people of property have becnritbcr 
plundered or driven away,' the induf- 
trious poor already compare their fitua- 
tion to that of a town on the banks of 
a river, the inhabitants of which have, 
in. a fit of niadnefs, turned the ftreaai 
into another bed." 

It is diftreilingto humanity toreficd) 
that the Syndic Cavla, oneofthetirft 
martyrs to this horrible Rt^o/tcthttt d^" 
voted a large portion of his income to 
the poor, and w«s not the only perfoa 
pf property who did fo ; for the Annual 
Fund voluntarily provided for their 
relief, was feUlom lefs, and not unfre- 
quently inore, than. the whole revenue 
of the iitate 5 that in fa^ a fifth pan of 
the popuUti'jn cf the Rcpublip wis 
fupi^oried by the contributions of the 
rci^ ; — of ihoji?, who have (ipce fallen 
facnftccs to the blind and brvital fury of 
the ohjccU of their bounty. This cha- 
rity aijid beiicficepct had been attiibuicd 
to \\\f vuf^^rtunaie Cay la as a crime 
His haUit o^ diltnbutiu^ bis brvniy to 
the poor was with a view, fiiid his op* 
ptf ftorsjof ronuj;ting them^ by render- 
i:.^ ihtui 'i^'p;p.dtL:. llis lautlf'-s io- 
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deed were impropeirly beftowed, fince 
the very objcas of it were thofe who 
clamoured the moft loudly for his death. 

The IfCttcr concludes with fcveral . 
weighty obfervations, deduced from 
the events which have taken place ; 
among which the following are found. 
I. Wherever a Revolution upon French 
principles /nakes its appearance, it will 
infallibly begin where that of France 
ended, making terror the order of the 
diy. a. The fate of the civilized part 
of the woridy and indeed of human 
nature itfelf, depends at this critical 
moment on the conduct of the pecplc 
of property. They cannot now be 
iguorant af their danger ; and may be 
aiTurcd that timidity and dilunion are 
B>.>re ruinous^ lo their caufe than any 
exertions of their enemies. 3. New Re- 
volutionary doctrines are more dcilruc- 
tivt in Free States than elfcwhere ; 
becaufe Free States have pochine to 
add to Liberty but the abufe of it ; 
and they are alfo more expofed to the 
iatrodudtion cf thefe principles, becaufe 
the forms of Govcrnmtni give an op- 
portunity of turning Liberty into Li- 
centioulncfs. Laftly, every Nation 
which enjoys a temperate and well re- 
gulated Liberty has no other means to 
preferve it, but to rife in a mafs and 
repreis.the tiril attempt that may be 
made to ahuCe it. 

In the Poftfcript, dated the xfl of 
January 1795) ^vc have an account of 
the new fcheme of taxation, which 
diftinguilhes the people of property, 
according to an arbitrary eftimate of 



political fentiroents, into three claiTcs, 
by the names of Ariftocrats, Indiffe- 
rcttts, and Patriots j and agreeably to 
thifc arrangement the fcalc ot affclfment 
proceeds in geometrical progreliion. 
The Patriots are to pay 15/. per Cent, 
but only on fuch eftates as are net be- 
low the value of 800/. The IndiHfcr- 
tnt» p?y 50/. per Cent, on their eftates 
in fomt cafes, and begin to pay forcllatcs 
of 300/. value ; and the Ariftocrats 4c/. 
per Cent, the tax beginning at cft-tes 
oi the fame amount with the rateable 
otiMofihe IndiffercBfs.. 

The conduft of France at the conclu- 
finnofthisfceof of devaluation is no lefs 
Cdiousthan contemptible. It was cxpcft- 
«<ii that the new French Rcfidcnt would 
Tccomniend to the imitation of the Gc- 
acvefc, the fyftem of moderation adopted 
at prdent by the Convention. But he 
coatcnrcd liimfclf with coldly cen- 
furing the condu6t of his predectflTor, 
Mid aTuriDg them, that as Fifdiice 



will never permit other Nations to ijster- 
ferc in its domcftic concerns, fo would 
it fcrupuloufly abftain from intcrmed* 
dling in thofe of other Nations, parti* * 
cularly in thofe of an independent 
Ally. Thus having exerted all her 
ftrength to plunge the miferabic Rc- 
j^ubiic of Geneva into an abyis or mi* 
fery, fli'e has waited for the lafl ftrug* 
gles of the expiring vidim, to tell it 
with contemptuous coldnefs, that (he 
can only be a fpettator of its diftrefs, 
and is I eft rained by the Law cf Nations 
from interfering with more than her, 
wiihes ; though fhe rcfufcs to give (6 
flight a proof of the exiftence of thofe 
wiihes, as to recommend her owa 
boalUd moderation. 

To av«ike the cruelty of fuch conduit 
ftill more poignant, and perhaps to 
diminiAi the abhorrence .which their 
own defpotifm has excited, by giving 
the imitation of it an air of ridicule, 
the French have lately throv^n the Re- 
volution of Geneva into the ih^ipc of 
a Farce, and exhibited it on one of the 
Paris Theatres 1 The Revolutionary 
Tribunal was reprcfcnted attired exact- 
ly in the deteftabJc accoutrements which 
have been already defcribed, with 
every addition that the ingenuity of 
malignant fcorn could fuggclt or invent. 
The reader will perceive that a work 
of this nature, replete with the mod 
weighty and aweful information, is 
not properly the fubjeft of Cri- * 
ticifm. The Author,^ who, as the" 
tranllator tells in his advertifement, 
actually negotiated and figned the treaty 



mentioned in iheFirft Letter with Ge- 
neral Montefcj^uiou, and was an eye- 
wicnefs to the tormei" part of the Revo. 
lution, relates in a clear andinzirtificlal 
manner a very important hiftorical 
tranfa^tion, and deduces from it many . 
folid and im pre [five reflections; and 
the tranflator, without any prctcniions 
to elegance, feerns, as far as we cao 
judge, having not corifulted the origi- 
nal, to have executed the talk of intro* 
duciKg tec fubjefl to bh Countrymrn 
with ptrfpicuiry and fidelity. This is 
the only matter concerning which the 
Publjc Crin be folicitous in the prefent 
momcniou^ crifis. When our Liberty, 
our Property, anc! our very Exiftence, 
are at ft.\kc, enquiries into the niceties 
and rirfinements of literature become 
nugaioiy and ridiculous : and, folicit m\\ 
to proTert ourfelvcs from anarchy and 
from Hauiihtcr, v/c have liriic difpofi-

-*> are not, perhaps, exceeded by thofe 
IB any other part of the kingdom. 

The hrft ot thefe U £xmouth» ibout 
ten miles from Exeter. 

** Prince calls Exmotith ajmcdlham- • 
irt, And» in truth/* obitrves Mr. 
Pol\vhele» ** it was no other than an in- 
confidcTable flfliing.to\vn»till one of the 
Judges of the circuit, in a very infirni 
ftate of healthy went thither to bache, 
and received great benefit from the 
place. This happened about a century 
ago ; whioh brought Exmouth into re* 
puic, firft with the people of Exeter, 
and gradually with the wiioie cpunty — 
I might add, indeed, the whole liland : 
ftnce Kxmouth is not only the oldeft, 
but in general the be ft -frequented 
watering-place in Dcyonfhirc. It is 
furnilhcd with every' accommodation 
iieceff<iry to a watering-place. In the 
mean time, the beauties of Exmouth it- 
feif are fuch as require not the autho. 
rity di a Judge of the circuit to rtcom- 
sncnd them." — " ^xmouth lies near 
the fca Ihorc between the clitff,- which 
open, as it werc> on purpolc to recti ve 
it. it is well fhcltered from the North- 
Eaft and South- Eaft winds, by fomc 
high hills', which rife almoft clofc behind 
it, and which iuppiv the place with ex- 
cellent water, it fronts ihc North and 
S'juth-Wefti which pointk extend **r<.iii 
-the city to the Berry-head, being a itac 
including, by eftimation, about twenty 
miles. Some of the houfcs are detached 
from the main gr«>upc towards the 
Weft, and again to the North, The 
buildings, in general, are low and in- 
commodious; but here and thcie are 
fome gof'd houffS, inhabited by genteel 
fiRjiluss, which of late have made Ex- 
mouth their conftant refulcnc.:,and have 
now the plcafure of meeting in a good 
Afftmbly-room. The walks are dt- 
li^htfuUy plcafant, .commanding views 
• wH)rih\ the pencils of the bcft maftcrs." 
—•'But the country at the. back of 
Exmouth is" rather difagrctablc, from 
the iiarrownefs and roughn^fb of ihc 
roads ; which, in truth, arc i)ad, on 
every account — having very high hed- 
ges on each fide of thcin, and being of 
a crurnbling gravelly ftra:um, and co- 
▼Iredon the furface with looft ftones. 
The climate of this place is remarkably 
niiUn which is proved, indeed, by the 
fielli verdure of lirxiiriant trec» that 
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border upon the water : thoitgb in 
moft (ituations fo near the fca vcge- 
tation is vifibly checked. The air of 
Exmouth is, undoubtedly, fo favourable 
to per forts labouring un-er confuraptirc 
difordcrs, Specially thofe who have fek 
the Brft attack, in an inland fituatioo, 
tbnt many have experienced the good 
effe6l of a winter refidence in this 
place— owing, moft probably, to its be- 
ing (heliered from the Eafterly wind, 
which has often been known to incrcafe 
the cough, and occafion fudden and fa- 
tal haemorrhages in watering-places de- 
prived of this advantage. The rocks 
afford an abundance of fea-ore and 
other marine prod unions, feryiceable 
to sgricuhureandmedicine, which may 
be had at tht expcnce only of colle6iag 
them." 

The next watering- place of note ia 
Devonshire is Sidroouth, which is ** fuu- 
ated amidft two hills, at the inouthfjf 
the river Sid, on a bay of the Englifli 
chaone'l, between E:cmouth and Lymc- 
Rfgis, about eleven miles Sonth-Eaft 
of Kxetcr. Though embofomed ia 
thii manner by hills, Sidniouth hath yet 
a fine open profpect of the fea. ^It was 
a good ka-port before its harboiir was 
fo choaked up with fand, that no fhijM 
of burthen could enter it. Sidmouth 
is *' a fiischar toun with a brcVc of that 
name, and a bay fix miles WcftofSc* 
ton," fays LcLificL And Mr W, PoU-— 
•• Sidmouth, where the little river Sid 
runneth into'the fca, is a fmull marker 
town, snd has been famous f. r fifiiing." 
.And Kifdon — ** Since the furicnderto 
the crown, Sidmouth is one of the 
chiwfeft fifli<»r- towns of this fiiire, and 
fcrvcth much provifion into the Faftera 
pajts; wherein her principal mainte- 
nance confifts. But in times paft, it 
was a port of fomc account, now clionkci 
wlch chifti anul fands by the vicitfitudc 
of the tides." At prefent the inbabi- 
tants are very badly fupplicd wJthTife. 
As a watering place, Sidmouth defcr\H 
attention. It is much frequented by 
people of faHiion — near three huodrfi 
yearly; and there is a conftant fuc- 
C'llion of company. With refpe^ to 
their accommodation, Sidmouth caa 
hoaft an elegant bali-room, and, on the 
beach, a commodious teti-roo.n ard llicd^ 
frequented by Ladies as well as Gcntlt- 
men. Nor ought we to ovcrh ok the 
new livery ftables ntariy opy.olitc the 
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London Idb, a A^jett circular building* 
with a fountain in the cent re* Several 
good private houfcs have been latelj 
crcdcd in this town. But Sidmouth » 
Jiot eUccmcd merely as the refort of 
people whofe purfuit is pleafure* It 
11 very commonly recommended to in- 
nliji, particularly to tbofe who are 
affcAed by confumptions ; as many of 
the faculty think this (ituation equal to 
the South of France. There {ire from 
fixty to eighty paupers in this p«ri(h-* 
from fifteen to twenty day-labourers-p- 
from thirty to forty leafeholders^ about 
£fcceo freeholders, aud between four 
ind five hundred inhabitants, who are, 
is general, healthy and ftrong, and live 
10 % good old age. S uch> indeed, might 
be expected from thp falubrity of the 
air, the fine dry foil, and a fituition the 
moft delicious, open- to the fouth fea^ 
yet Dot fubjeA to fogs, and ikreened 
from all but the louthern winds*'* 
** Thomas Jenkins, £(q. is the prefent 
Lord of the manor* This Gentleman 
(as a correfpondent informs me) hath 
.realized a conliderable property, by 
purchafine pi£tures in Italy, and felling 
them in £itgUnd«** Mr. Jenkins re- 
fidei at Rome*-" a bancbierc ab Cnr/Q 
Kma, His houfe is (he general refort 
of the Englifli. Both a man of bufinefs 
.snd a lover of the ArU, he iihofpitable 
and generous. Coins, (latues, piaures, 
are judicioufly felefted by Mr. J enkins, 
from a vaft variety of every kind, exhi- 
bited continually at Rome ; and what 
he {eU6ls with judgment, he purchafes 
with advanuge to himfelf and friends. 
To him they apply on all occaiions, as 
a guide in buiincfs and in tafte.'* 

In the defcription of TaUuoM in the 
deaory of Pfymtre^^ Mr. Poiwhele has 
the following chara^eriiiic obfervation 
on the PevoQibtre cotuges t <^ The 
church- town and Larkbeare village 
confift of neat houfes. There is a pe- 
culiar tripnefs in fome of the cottages $ 
the front waUs of which are overfpread 
with vines : and, on the infide, there is 
a eorrefuonding oeatnefs, which is far 
othervviu with many of our Devonihire 
hamlets. As we pafa through a village, 
. we are often pkafed at the appearance 
of the plain cob wall, the ftraw roof, 
the diamond pane, and flowers and 
herbs ou each nde qf a porch hung with 
jeffaraine. But, ibould we enter the 
cottage* our expe6^attons would be 
j^eraUy diiappomted.** InthispariOi 
It a Doble feat, lately the propeny of 
(ir George .Yonget but now of Sir 
VpL.XXYlI. April I79S* 



John Kennaway, who has recently re- 
turned from India with a Urge fortune* 
Appended to the account of the parifli 
of Partvay in the deanry of Honhon^ is 
the -followine curious note* *« Coljton 
zsEASoutbleigo meet Farwqy in a point, 
within a dwelling houfe belonging to 
the Af^wooi/ family. The houfe, con* 
fcquently, ftands in three pari fhcs. 
This fituation might have been chofen 
merely for the whim of eonflantly eat- 
ing, drinking;, and ileepin^, in three 
different pan flies, and with no idea of 
evading church -ofrcrinfi;s,pari fli-oflicesf 
and afleflments, or the authority <i 
peace-ofltcers to execute limited war* 
rants, and afcenain parifli fettlements* 
It occafioned, however, a difpute, in 
1765, between the pariflies of Farvjo^ 
and S^utbUigby concerning the fettle- 
ment of a man who, by having lived a 
fervant in this honfe, was become 
chargeable as a pauper on ^ne or botH 
of them* As the part of the houfe 
which ftands xxcX^lyfou condlled only of 
a dairy and fome ofiices, and as the man 
could not be fuppofcd to have dwelc 
any.where but wnere his table atid bed 
were placed, the difpute lay only be- 
tween Farv/qy and Soutblngb, in one Qi 
which parifl\es his fcttlcmcnt muft have . 
been acquired. At length it w|a 
agreed, that the charge of his mainte- 
nance mould be borne by that parifli ia 
which he ufually refted his head when 
in bed. For it feems the bed ftopd in 
both pariflies, though' the pillow wm 
not fo exteniive. T\vo persons, there- 
fore, being iliewn the line in the floor 
of the kitchen, which was known to 
divide the two pariflies, conflru6ted a 
true perpendicular line from thence (o 
' that part of the garret where the man 
llept; and by that means determined 
that his bead, and part of his body, muft 
have lain in Farway, and his lower parts 
in Southlcigh ; in confequence of which 
decifion, the former tvok the charge of 
him." 

In the parifli of Coiyton is Colcombe- 
caftle, formerly a Ceat of the family of 
De la Poift but now in ruins ^ a neat 
view of it is here given, inlcribed to 
the prefent owner, at whofe expence it 
was engraved. 

In the adjoining parifli of Sbrttef Sir 
John De la Pole has a noble feat, calUd 
Sbute Hfivfi^ here accurate ly defcribed. 
Here alfo we meet with .an anecdote 
from Plfdon^ which may be read with 
pleafure. «• Shute bath been a very 
ancient dwelling of perfouages of good 
^^ ^ worthy 
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worth* and feme Kntghtt fumatned 
t)iercof ; as Lucas de Shcete, Sir WiU 
liam and Sir Robert Sheete» Knts. in 
the davs of Henry IH. from whom it 
came to Sir Thomas Pjne» Knt. by 
vhofe two daughters his patrimony was 
parted between Bon vile and Homfra- 
▼ile ; but this barton was wholly Bon- 
vile's portion. In the time of King 
Edward III. Sir William Bonviie en- 
larged his eftatCt and became very great, 
as well by his own procuring as bv the 
augmentation of his wife's eftate, being 
ane of the heirs of Damerei of Woodby, 
"which man made his principal dweU 
lings in this plsce. Thefe ancient hoa- 
fes of the Earl of Devon0iire, and the 
Lord Bonvilc, were commodioufly feat* 
cd. both for profit and plcafure. How- 
beity io near neighbours as thev were* 
yet was there never any good agrea* 
ment between them ; for emuUtion 
caufed the one to grudge and repine at 
the other's honour and happinefsi (b 
that there was neither familiarity nor 
friend(hip» much lefs good neighbour- 
hood, between them : which ftrange* 
neG was augmented by means of a cou* 
pie of hounds, and fuch exceptions 
taken, that their fervanu quarrelled, 
and the lords took party,* fo as it gtfiw 
to great hatred, and could not be ap- 
peafed until it was tried by (ingia com- 
bat between them: the place Ciift- 
heath, where it was (lately performed 
by both parties. But after they had 
well tried each other's ilrength with 
their weapons, and breathed once or 
twice, at the next bout the Baron's 
fword fell out of the hilt, and fo out of 
his hand, whi^b the noble Earl per^ 
ceiving, ftood iljli | andv difdaining to 
take the lead advantage of his adver* 
fary, caft away hip iword alio, which 
the Baron conceived as an affured tefti- 
Tpnonif of b'ls noble fpirit, caft away his 
other weapon alfo, and in friendly man- 
ner, with open arms, went towards the 
Eitrl s whtch he perceiving (for gene- 
rous minds ftrive as much not to be 
-vanquilbed in coqrtefie as in arms}, 
hafted to meet him in the felf^fame 
manner; and foi bv fuch expreflions, 
each partv movingly embraced each 
other, apd after, during life, lived in 
jj«t amity," 

, In the neighbouring parilh or IT/V/- 
nvortby^ is a dsep and extenilve dratuin 
pf lime-Hone, and fome excellent free- 
'itone. And ''on the Lohdon road, 
^ which bonods this pariih towards the 
^I^orthi i» a rcpia^k^Ly Urge ftlnt roc)i| 



about five feet in haigfat, and four iB 
width and depth. It t%. known by the 
TAmt oi grey- ftone. Ifthe conjeaures 
of oar Devonfliire Antiquaries be right, 
it was placed there as a memorial of 
fome Roman or Saxon chieftain buried 
near it. Bat 1 am Hther inclined to 
think, that it was iimply intended to 
mark the boundaries of the pariih ; iince, 
at the fouthem extremity of Wid- 
worthy, on the hill where it joins 
Colyton, is another large flint rock ol 
aearly the fame dimenfions." 

In the pariih of V pottery is a feat beN 
longing to Henry Addington, Efq. the 
Speaker of the Houfe of Coibmons ; and 
in the adjoinin| pariih of Dunkefwettn 
an elegant manSon called lFc{ford Lat/gCf 
the property • of Colonel Simcoe. 
** Sheltered by hills femicircubrly 
Tanged," fays Af r, Polwbele, " on all 
quarters but the fouth, Wolford Lodge 
commands a fine view of pallure and 
corn-land, interfperfed with trees. On 
approaching the noufe over Blackdown, 
as we fuddenly defcend from the dreary 
moor, we are ftruck wjth the pleafant- 
nefs of the fituation, Arpuod the houfe 
are thriving planut(oat of eaii aih, and 
other forefb trees. The hills rife boldly 
—having been formerly clife, oat oif 
which hath been due a great variety of 
ihellt never before round in this conn- 

try-** . . 

Of Ti'v^oH a very copioas account is 

given, and defcrvedly, iu antiquity ud 

coB&quence confidered. **" The chief 

part m the town is hoik on a little hHi 

or dope of land, triangularly formed by 

the conrfes of the £xe on the Weft, 

and the Lowman on the Eaft ;' and the 

flreama of thefe rivers aniting, make 

the Southern and loweft puint. The 

fummic of this eminence extends to 

about a furlong North of the higher 

buildings of the town, where ftands the 

little cottage of Villa Franca;* 'vtbich, 

though fiiiall, maybe fctn firam dilb* 

rent parts of the many furrbuodiag 

higher hiUs at fevcral miles difiaucc 

The greateft length of the town, from 

the higheft part of Ehnore-llreer, on 

the North Eaft, through the Greets, to 

the end of Weilex oo the South- Weft, 

is nearly one mile. The greatrft 

brcfidth, from Waldron's Alms*houfe 

on the Weft, through the ftrcets, to 

near tbo turnpike-gate, towards Co- 

lumbton on^ the Eaft, is exadly thres 

quarters of a mile. Over both the Ex« 

and the Loman, ftone bridges havebeea 

long iinc9 bvilt« That ov^r the Eieii 

•▼cry 
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tTerr good bridge. The four princi. 
p^ ftrects are commedious, and form a 
qnadniigle, inclofing an area of gar- 
^BS ; in the centrcof which is a bow- 
liag-grecn, perhap the bcft and mofk 
frequented of any in the Weft of Eng- 
land. The two river* afford plenty of 
fiih in the proper fcafons, and greatly 
affift towards the well- conducting of 
the fererai branches of the woollen 
trade, as well as in driving a great num- 
Ver of nills for grinding corn." A long 
monnt is given of the old Lords of 
Tivenon, the Courtenays, from whom 
it came to the Giffards, thence to Bur- 
goyne, and Uftly toCarcw, the prefent 

rnnoticing the churcht Mr. Pol- 
whele obfcrvcs, ** that it is a more re- 
fpedable Gothic pUc than any in De- 
vosfliire, except St. Peter's at Exeter. 
There is a fmall library adjoining the 
church. The altar-piece hath been 
pnifed as a fine painting. The fobje A 
B, Si. Peier delivered out ofprifon bv the 
JbtgeL There i« faid to be a richnefs 
in the colouring* but it is rather a 
jbrc, fttch asattrafts vulgar admiration ; 
96d the piece is crouded i we do not 
fee the particular perfonagcs in the 
ndure with fufficient diftin6tnefs. 
The infcriptioB over the pulpit—" Crj 



idmid'~'^are tM^IM up ify mite Uke 
a trumpet^* may loihetimes fuggeft^ 
perhaps, a laughable connmcnt on the 
preacher's lungs. In this church was 
a chapel built by the Earls of Devon , 
and appropriated for their burials. 
Here was the tomb of Edward Couite* 
nay and his Counteft* and his elR^'es 
in aUbafter, richly gilt. 6n the tomb 
was the following infcription : 
Ho I ho I who lies here ? 
'Tis I» the go«d Earl of DevonfliIre« 
With Kate my wife, to me full dear. 
We lived together fifty-five year. 
That we fpdnt we had^ 
That we left, we loft» * 
That we gave, we have.*' 
Befides the plates in this volume aU 
ready noticed* there are three placed at 
the end, Which belong to the other vo- 
lumes : ihefe are a view of Hutland 
Abbey, the feat of Paul Orchard, £fq. 
at Hudandt near Bidcford } a view of 
KitleVff the feat of John Follexfen Baf. 
tard, fifq. near Plymouth 1 and the mo^^ 
nument of. Judge GlanviMe in Taviftock 
church, all elegantly engraved. After 
fo full a review, we ihall fay no more 
dB Mr* Polwhele's |»erformance, than 
that we anxiouily wifli for the com- 
pletion of his arduous undertaking.

The 
defign however having eftabliihed hi9 
ikUl, it remains for us to difplay his 
vinue ; and amid the furrounding beau- 
ties of Art and Nature, to record thtf 
more exalted in^uence of humanity. 
This amial^le man retumine to Henley 
in a crowded public vehicle, in verjr 
rainy and tempeftuons weather^ volun- 
tarily refigned. his feat within, to ac- 
commodate a woman who was feverely 
fuffering from her expofed fituation 
without. This a6l of kindnels pro- 
duced a cold, which w^s followed 
by a fever, that ihortly ended in hit 
death. He had freqnently expreffcd n 
wiOi, if helhould die before thekom* 
pUtion of the bridge, that he might 
be interred beneath the centre arch ; 
but the inhabitanu of Henlev, corre^ 
ing the effervefh^nt <eal of his profef- 
fionai gtnius bY at better zeal of theic 
own, configned his remains to an adja-

** The principal oh}c6t #f this place 
IS the villa of the late Mr. Garrick and 
the prcfent refidence of bit widow, {t 
is an elegant building, and wth its 
acceflbry circumftancet , produces a very 
pretty eSe£t, though little more than 
the pediment' is fcen from the water ; 
tlie lower part of the fa9ade being ob- 
Icurxd by a lofty wall that fcreens it 
from the road, beneath which an arch^

But wc wcri 
influenced mher by the retrofpcft 
of our mind, dircAed to rhe firft 
A6tor of the Englifli Stage^ when 
we beheld this tribute which he paid 
to the flrft Poet of it.

member well his matchlefs talents, are 
not af rsdd to declare that we never knew 
abilities which in a comparatire fcale 
of excellence were equal to his; and 
that the cteareft idea of perfedion we 
ever poflelTed from human (kill wzs 
produced by his dramatic reprefcot^- 
tions. When therefore we viewed the 
place where he dwelled ;' when we faw 
that it retained and promifed long to 
retsdn the beauty it received frtim him« 
we felt an heightened regret that his 
ufirivalled powers were paffed for ever; 
that in a few years there will be no 
living memory of his excellence ; and 
that the wonders of his eenius will be 
fa foon confined to the fading care of 
traditionary tame.'* 

A few inaccuracies in matters of fad 
might be pointed' out ; but as vve confi- 
dec that they would be better commu- 
nicated to the Author to note as ernts 
in the fecond Volume, we fhall traaf- 
mit them to the P\ibli(hers, to whom 
we wilh fuccefs in this fplendid and 
expeufive undertaking. 



Anecdotes of fome diftinguiibed Perfons, chiefly of the prefeht and of the 
two preceding Centuries.

The 
pure light of reafon," adds he, «*rc* 
quires animation ; earneftnefs (hould 
be added to its force.— It is not enough 
toearifl[hten a congregation, they (hould 
fikewiie be ncvcd.** 

From this want of animation in our 
preachers, the moft excellent fermons 
lofe their power, and many of our 
coBuiioo people take refuge in Me- 
thodifm, captivated by the ardor and 
the apparent intercft their preachers 
take ta what they are doing. Our 
tlergr arc in general educated to the 
nioiftrr without being put intc) a. parti, 
colarpfan of ftudy for it, without being 
cxercffed in facred compofition and in 
^Acclamation, both which exercifes are 
in ufe in the feminaries abroad for Ca- 
tholic Priefts, and at the fcbools for 
Difleating Mini&ers in our own coun* 
try. 

The moft eloquent preacher, pcr- 
l»pi, of our times, is Mr* ICirvan, 
of Dublin, a gentleman converted 
from Popery to Protcftantifm. His dif- 
courfes m general lad for an hour ?nd 
a half; thef are divided into three 
parts, and in fpite of the length of time 
they take up, and tHe general prejudice 
againft divilion in thofc articles, they 
are attended to bv an elegant and learn- 
ed audience with the mod fcrupulous 
aadunremitting attention. Mr. Kir- 
van's tone of voice is not peculiarly 
agreeable, his perfon not particularly 
CDchanting, nor his attitudes the molt 
paccfulj' yet by the copioufoefc of 
au di^lon and the fervour of his ani- 
mation, he arrells the attention of his 
hearers, // entraine fcs auditewg, A 
jan of letters in Dublin once a(kcd 
Mr. Kirran, whether, to enable him- 
felf to become (b eloquent, he had 
particularly ftudied Demofthcncs or 
Cicero, " No," repHed he, «« 1 have 
ncrely endeavoured to make the moft 
eloquent of the Fathers of the Church 
By models." Some dignified CJergy- 
jnanone day alked the late excellent 
Mr. Whitfield, why the preaching of 
himfclf, and of his followers, was better 
attended than thofc of the regular 
Clertv. «• Alas ! my Lord,'* replied 
Mr. Whitfield, •* We preach npt our- 
felves, but Him that lent us." Lord 
Bacon, whofe great mind pervaded 
rrerj obje^ of art and of njuure, fays 



finely, in fpeakingof fcrmons, ** Wine* 
which at the firll treadinz run gently^ 
are plcafanter than thoie which are 
forUilhy the wine-prefs, forthefc tafte 
of the ftone, and of the hulk of the 
grape: fo (adds he), thofe doArinet 
are exceedingly wholefomt and fveet, 
which flow from the fcriptures gently' 
prefled, and arc not wreftcd into con* 
troverfies and common -places." Our 
clergy are too apt, in their dlfcourfes, 
to raife doubts again 11 that religion 
they ftiould merely teach : they raife 
doubu (according to the laft excellent 
Charge of the prefent Biihop of Here- 
ford) to per fons who have very probably 
never heard of them before; and the 
^doubts of thofe who have had the mis- ^ 
fortune to hear them before, cannot 
be folved in a difcourfe of half aa 
hour."

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^ajefty t^ave your news good and bad, 

all together, as matters may chance to 
happen ?•' «« To be fure, Sir," replied 
his Majcfty ; " but why do you put 
that queftion to me ?" ** Wliy, may it 

51care your Majcfty, my maftcr, Don 
uan, ihc Governor of the Low Coun- 
tries, gives me pofuive orders never to 
fend him any but what is good." 

CARt>I}VAL FLEURY, 

on vifuing his BiflioiJric of Frejus 
sn Provence, for the fir ft time, 
•vrote to a friend of bis— ^'* Alas ! 
1 have fcen my wife, and I am very 
foon tired of her." He iigns his letter 
— " Fleury, Eveque dc Frejus, par Tin- 
dignaiion— inftcad of^le mifcricordc, 
Pivine." In another, letter to the fame 
friend, Cardinal Quirini, he fays, on 
being appointed preceptor to the Dau- 
phin (afterwards Louis XV),—** Louis 
the Fourteenth was a dying man when 
he did me the honour to entruft me 
witU the education of the Dauphin. 
If he had been in a fituntion to have 
attended to what I told him, I fliould 
have entreated him to havp relcaf- 
e«I me from a burthen that made 
mc tremble v/ith apprehcniion. But 
after his death, my remonftranccs 
were not liftened to. This gave mc 
an illnefs, and I can find no indemnifi* 
carton for the lof* of my liberty." 

The Cardinal, however, after all 
thefc fine fcntimcnts, became Prime 
Minilier of France at the age of fe- 
vcnty-two years. He would have pre- 
ferved his country iu a continual peace 
dlirir;; his adminiftratioo, had not the 
violence and virlilence of a powerful 
fadion produced the war of i74i> in 
which the CardinaPs ufual good fortune 
failed him, and he died before the ter- 
mination of ic. This made Benedict 
jhe Fourteenth fay of bim, " That 
teardinal Floury was born in a lucky 
]40ur f(»i* his tonunc, and died in a 
very unlucky hour for his reputation.** 

COMBALVSIER. 

In the year 1762, the Parliament of 
Paris fRt^ucftcil the Members of the 
Univcrhry o.^ that citv to driw up a plan 
forthc Rvluc«iTion of Youth. M. Com- 
baluficv hch\ the pen of the Univcr- 
fity, and piiblilhcd three Memoirs upon 
the i*ubJ9i>, in cne of which arc tnefc 
obftTvations : 

** Prirarc Education ifclatcs yourig 
men tov) much. Ft accurtoms them to 
look M|^ou thtmrclv4:s as the ctfiur of 



attention . It gives them too much ftlf » 
love. It neither infpires them with 
the focial virtues, nor excites any de- 
gree of emulation in them, and ef- 
t ranges them from the idea of the com- 
mon good. Every individual and every 
family fliould be formed upon the com- 
mon and general plan of the grtst 
family (the Country ) that comprehends 
them all. It is furcly then of coTofc 
quencc to throw young pcrfons as foon 
as poflible into the company of young 
perfons like to themfclvcs, to unite 
them together by common exercifcs 
and common interefts, and to give them 
always the idea of a general attention, 
equally divided amongft all ; to animate 
them to excel each other in doing well; 
to teach them that all maukind are 
their brethren 5 that they are effcn- 
tially equal, by their nature ; and that 
they arc effectually conne^ed one with 
the other by a reciprocity of benefits; 
and that he is in taft the grcateft of 
them all who is the moft beiieyoleni; 
that if there arc ranks and diftinftiooi 
in the ftate, evejy one that belongs to 
that ftate makes a part of it ; and that 
every thing which contributes to the 
good and the glory of the grpat whole, is 
in that refpe£t an objeft ot afttcniion ani 
regard. Such is the ftriking pre-emi- 
nence of public over private education. 
' •' A boy/' fays Goldfmjth in his 
Eflays, will learn more true wf/<^'^^} 
public fchool in one year, than byj>ri- 
vatt education in five."— It is not from 
Matters, but from their equals, that 
youth learn a knowledge of the world j 
th^ little tricks they play each other, 
and the punifhment that frequently at- 
tends the commiflion of them, isajuit 
pidJurc of the great world, and all the 
ways of men are pra<5tifcd at a great 
fchool. 

" Private and folitary vices," faid the 
acute Dr. Johnfon, " are more dw 

ferous than focial vices, andfocietyh« 
ecn thought fo ncceflary for the 
improvement of virtue and J>ietjr evea 
in afcctics, that the moft ngdrous 
Order of Monks known in Chriftian 
Europe, of the Conveftt of LaTrappc 
in Normandy, were never fuffcred to 
he alone, except in tffcir cells at bed- 
time ;— they are, they drank, thcv 
worked, tbcyrepofed, they prayed, all 
toj^cthcr ; they appear to have been a 
public check 'and refiraint upon each 
other ; piety was excited by cxampi^i 
arjfl mortificaiion incrcafcd bycmulaiwD 
of pai^rt aj^d fufferipgs/'

'* The conduft of the troops in ge- 
neral was perfcftly what ydu would 
have wiihed, and that of Jean Kina't 
army, until panic-firuck by the Hieils, 
was admirably. 

" The number of the enemy wat 
fuppofed to be about ^ooO| 800 of 
which were troops of the line, includ- 
ing artillery.

Legcndrc faid, if the Reprefentativcs 
of the People will get drunk, in public, 
and del^afe thcmfelvcs before the citi- 
2cns, they mud take the confcquences. 
Upon this Bourdon exclaimed, Since 
ive cannot obtain jujliee f om tbe Nation- 
al Contention, we rnuji take the means 
cf redrefs into our ozvn bands. On this 
declaration he deftfcnded from the 
Mountain with a party of Moun- 
taineers *. ThcPrcfident immediately 
put on his hat > a fignal which diffolves 
the Allembly. Legendre, who was 
now in a violent rage, calls out, Shall 
ibis fclloiu Bourdon, ivifo is co^*^cred 
luitb the blood of nine worthy men, who 
were fathers of families In the ciij of 
Orleans, whom be ordered to be gjiilh- 
tined under the pretence of being perfon^ 
^ ally ajff'ronted by tbem% Jball he again 
provoke murder and affaffination ? Here 
Bourdon and his party ruflicd on L^- 
geudre, who being a very ftout fellow, 
felled two or three of them to the 



and Marcoau, which have bce^'parf^fllif 
larly forward in affifVing all the vietrt 
of Robefpierrc and his fatcHiltes, took 
the lead on this occafioii, and went iii a 
mafs to the Hall of the National Af. 
fcmbly, under the pretence of forcing 
the Convention to dcvife mean* 
for fupplying Pari* with the ufual 
quantity of bread that hd(d been dtf^ 
.tributcd. Some Sections came aff<y lo 
demand the tcleafe of the Members* 
the Revoluvonary Committees of the 
Sections, and othcri fufpefted of 
Jacobinical principles. The populace 
affembled in tbe Place de Carduzal, 
. forced the National Guard of the Coo- 
vention, and entered the Convctiiico 
in a tumultuouf manner, inJif^ing that 
the Member* (hotild remain at their 
poft», and that the oppreffed Patriots 
ibould be immediately fet at liberty. 
The firmnefs nanifefted by the 
Convention in this important criis, 
difconcerted the prcijcds of the Jaw* 
bins ; and finding that they were not to 
be intimidated by threats, the populace 
retired, without offering infulttoaay 
individual who bad oppofed their a- 
travagant propofalt. 

As foon a< the Hall was cleared, die 
deliberations of the Cooveation recon- 
menced, and a decree was paffcd, ao- 
nouncing that the National Aflemhijr 
had been violated. After long difpatcs, 
which Teemed to announce a violect 
rupture betwen the two parties, Aadrf 
Dnmont, in order to avert the injpend- 
iog danger that threatened the Conrea- 
tioUfpropofed to decree thatBarrere, 
Collot de Herbois, Billaud de VareniKS, 
and Vadfer, &ould be banilhcd.

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the event was known, different aTd- 
^rcCes were prefcnted, coromcnding the 
rcfolntion which the Cpnvention had 
jnanifeftcd, in.ordeiing the arrcftation 
of the clriefs of the confpiracy, amidft 
«hc dangers which threatened the 
Members that took an aftire'pdrt in the 
affair of the banilhcd Deputies; and 
ail the Scftions were unanimous in fup- 
porting the Convention, which more 
particularly on this occaAon fecmed to 
Save employed that energy which be- 
kmgs to a Legiflativc Body, and which 
the tyranny of Robcfpierrc had entire- 
ly fuppreffed. All the Members againtt 
whom a decree had palTed, were im- 
mtdiatcly arretted, except I^eonard 
•Bourdon, who had taken refuge in the 
Seftion of Graviliers, an^ announced 
bis intention of rcfifting the dcQcec of 
the Coavejition, and oppofmg force to 
force. 

General Pichegrn, who had been 
jTOclaimed in the Convention the pre- 
ceding night Provifcry Cominander of 
Pirii, and Angus, Reprefcntativc of 
' the People, and Member of the Com- 
mittee of General Safety, paraded the 
diffcnjot Scdionsof Paris. TheGeneralc 
was beaten, and all the citizens afl'cmbled 
in their refpeftive Seftions, ready to 
march againft the rebellious Seftions, 
iacafe any refiftance was made, Pr- 
chcgru, after hairing infiormed himfelf 
rf-the diipofitions of the diiferent Sec- 
tions, and fclcAcd thofe on whom hc^ 
could moll depend, marched towards 
tl\c Seftion of Graviliers. In the 
rosanwhile Leonard Bourdon, finding 
that the majority of the Sc ft ions was 
decidedly in favour of the Convention, 
and approved the rigorous mcafures 
empbyed by it to re-eftablifti peace, 
and retrain the confidence of the 
people, which it had loft by its pufilla- 
irimity and difputes, fearing that a de- 
cree of outlawry fliould be pronounc«i 
againft him, furrendered himfclf at tl|e 
Committee of General Safety, and join- 
ed the other arretted deputies that were 
conduced to Ham- 

Iq apoLher part of Paris the populace 
affcmbied to prevent the departure of 
Barrerc and Billaud de Varenncs (Col- 
lotdeHerbois being already dilpatched 
through another barrier), under pre- 
text that if tfiey were guilt^r they de- 
ferved to be punilhed, and if innocent 
to be acquitted. The Convention, bc- 
'ng informed of this, maintained its de- 
cree ; and, in confequence, orders were 
given to cfcori them by the Barrier dc 
?haiUot, ^ 



A ftroig guard, tinder the command 
of J^ichegru and Raffin, condu6tcd 
Barrere and Billaud through theChamps 
Eiisecs. Before they arrived at tiie 
Barrier de Chaillot, the Section of the 
Champs Eiisees planted themfelvcs 
with two pieces of cannon to intercept 
them. A piftol was fired at Raffin^ 
without any other confequence than 
giving a flight coutufion on the thigh. 
The aifafiin, on be iog arretted) declar- 
ed tliat he had rccuivjed .from Duhem 
2.52 livres, for alfiiting in throwing the 
Mufcaciiiis (better fort of people) into 
the balon of the Thuilleries$ and ico 
livres ou another occafioo, for attending 
in the Tribunes of the Society of the 
Jarobins. 

The Deputies w«re brought back a 
fecond tihie to th« Committee of Gene- 
ral Safety, and «Jifpatched in the follow- 
ing night for their dcftination, agree- 
able to the decree. 

,TKe next day cvcxy part of Paris 
that had bctui convuU'cci for two days 
returned to its proper bias, and every 
one relumed their ufarjl occupations, 
fatisfied with the complete triumph that 
the Moderates had obtained over the 
Jacobins. 

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

April to, Reulfil appearcv'^ at the 
Tribune* He announced, " That tiie 
Committee of Public Safety bad con- 
cluded a treaty with PrulSa. {Apf^laufet 
burft frcm c^jcry parl^-^Ax Itiigrh, (aid 
he, you are on the eve of gathering 
the fruit of your principles. The 
Coalcfced Powers, who had fvvorn the 
ruin of tlie Republic, feel compelled to 
fuc to you for peace, fince you have 
proved that jufticc and humanity were 
really the Order of the Day. Your 
Committee, this day, offers for your 
ratification the peace which it has con- 
cluded with the King ot Pruifia. We 
have not forp^otrcn, for an inl^ant, that 
if the wifhcs of the French people are 
for peace, it is for a glorious peace, and 
fach as cancomprorriil'c neither its dig* 
nity tior its intcrefts.- We thought \t 
our duty to re-cftab.ifh a commercial 
intercourfc between Prulfia and tl»e 
French Republic, and even to extend 
it by removing the theatre of war from 
the North of Germany. We thought 
it would be ufeful to have for our ally 
a power long coalefced againft us, and 
now become our friends, and which 
enjoys a preponderance in the Ger- 
manic circles. We have cbferved, 
Ance the commencement of the laft 
campaign^ that ch$ Pruilian nation 
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hat fuffcred no opportunity to cfcipe of 
giving us the teftimooy of their efteem. 
Wc have been fccpndc4 in this pro- 
ceeding by the indefarigable zeal ot the 
Citizen Barrhiicm^, oyr AmbalTador 
ia SwitzerUnd. This Peace is not the 
only one which it at prefent an object of 
'^onfideration with your Committee ; 
but the emiflfaries qf our inveterate 
enemies employ every means to impede 
pur efforts, by exciting the mod violent 
agitations. People of France ! do not 
fuffcr yo\^r(tUts to be deceived. A 
, fmglc motnf nt of impatience »ay be 
the caufe of the greateft misfortunes. 
Be calm and firm* B-cly pn the, cou> 
rage of your Reprefentdtiye^." 

Keubel prefented the treaty» c.onfift- 
ing of Twelve Articles, concluded on 
the x6ch Germinal (April 5) at Bade, 
between Cijtizen Barthelemy ^nd Baron 
liardcnberg s of which the folio vi.Og 
;irc the articles, viz. 

I. There ihall be peace, amity, and 
good underHanding, between the 
French Republic and the JCing of Pruf- 
iia, confidered as fuch, and as Elector 
of Brandenbureh, and as Co-£flate of 
the Germanic fimpirc. 

jr. Every ^o/lility between the Con-. 
tradHng Powers fliall c^afc froip the 
yatification of tlie prefent Treaty. Nei- 
ther of them ihall furnilh in confe- 
fluence any contingent, under any pre- 
text, of men, mon^y, horfes, provihons, 
or ammunition, to the enemies of tlie 
Contrading Parties. 

III. Neither of the Conitra^ing- 
Powers fliall grant a palTage through 
its territory (o the ^roops hoilile to the 
other. 

IV. The Republican troops fhall 
evacuate, within fifteen days after the 
ratification, tha.t part of the Pruiiian 
territory which they occupy on the 
^ight bank of the Rhine ; all requifittons 
which have been inade are declared 
void I the amount of all contributions 

received ihai) be reimbiirfed.

V. The troops of the Republic iWI 
continue to occupy that part of the ter- 
ritory which they occupy on the left 
bank of the Rhine ; the arrangement 
with regard to thefe provitfces iball 
be referved to the time of a general 
pacificatioa with the Germanic Em- 
pire. 

VI. Until a Treaty of Commerce 
ihall be concluded between the Conn 
of Berlin and the French Republic, the 
commercial intercpUrfe between Francs 
and Pruifia ihall be re-eftablilhed oa 
the fame footing as it was before the 
commencement of the prefent war. 

VIJ. The provifions of Art. VL 
not having their full e£Fe^ while the 
war ihall continue in the North of Ger- 
many, meafurcs iliall be taken to re- 
move the fcene of hoftilities from that 
quarter. 

VI [ r. To individuals of Ijpth nation) 
ftiall be reftored the eflte£ks, of whiter 
cyer nature they may be, which haTC 
been fequeflered. 

IX. All the prifnners inade on each 
fide, ifiall be reflored without aiiy dif^ 
fere nee with refpe£t to numbers or 
to rank, within one month at the 
lateft. 

X. The prifoners of Ma^ence, Hef* 
fians, Saxons, and others, who (errej 
with the army of the K^ing of Pndfi>^ 
fliall I^kewife be exchanged. 

XI. The Republic will receive the 
.propofijLions which imll be made by 
tlvofe of the Princes haying pofljpfriotri 
on the right fide of the Rhine,' in fa^ 
yonr of whoip the JCing of Pruifia ihall 
interpofe. 

:!fll. This Treaty ihall not have in 
full effect until it ihall have been rati* 
fied by the Contrai^ing Banies, at the 
Jatefl withip one month.

Lady Jerf'ev did not arrive at the 
Goyemor's till an hour after the Prin- 
ccft had landed ; and foon after, they 
both retired into an adjoining room, and 
thedrefs of the Princefs was changed, 
fron^'a muilin gown and blue fattin pet- 
ticoat, with a bjack heaver hat, an<I 
Woe and black feathers, for a white 
fiittin gown, and very elegant turban 
ctpofunin, trimmed with crape, and 
onamcnted with white feathers, which 
were brought from Town by Lad/ 
Jtrfey. 

It u impolTible to conceive the buf- 
tle opcafioaed at Greenwich by the 
Priacefs^s arrival^ The congregation 
Rt the Hofpital Chapel left it, before 
the fcrvice was half over ; and even the 
PuLriT was forfaken for a fight of -her 
Uighaefs, The acclamations of the 
people were unbounded/ 

A little after two o'clock, her Sejrcne 
Highnefs left, the Governor's houfc, 
and got into one of the King's coajche's, 
drawn bv die hdrfes. In this coach 
were altp Mrs. Harcourt and Ladv 
Jfcrfey. Another of his Majeft^^s 
coaches and (ix preceded it, in which 
were feated Mrs. Harvev Afton. Lord 



four horfes, were two women fervants, 
whom the Princefs brought from Ger- 
many, and are her only German at* 
tendants from thence. The Princcfs's 
carriage was efcorted on each fide by a 
party of the Prince of Wales's owa 
regiment of Light Dragoons, com- 
manded by Lord Edward Somerfet, foa 
to the Duke of Beaufort. Befides thi^ ' 
cfcort, the road was lined at fmall 
diftances by troops of the ' heavy dra- 
goons, who were ftationed from urecn-r 
wich all the way to the Horfe Guards', 
There were beJidcs hundreds of horfew 
men, who followed her to town. 

Weftminfter brid^, and all the ave« 
nues leading to the Park and the Pa- 
lace, were crouded with fpe^tors and 
carriages ; but the greateft order was 
preferved. The people cheered thb 
Princefs with loud expreflions of love 
and loyalty, and fhe in return, very 
gracioufly, bowed and fmiled at them as 
fte paiTed along. Both the carriage 
windows, were down. 

At three o'clock her Serene High- 
nefs alighted at Sr. J<imes*8, and was 
introduced into the apartments pre- 
pared for her reception, which look 
-into Cleveland -row. 

After a fliort time the Princefs ap- 
peared at the windows, which were 
thrown up. Th& people huzzaed her, 
and ihe curtfied; and this continued 
fome minutes, until the Prince arrived 
from Carlron-Houfe. 

At a little before five o'clock, the 
Trince and Princefs fat down to dinner. 
The people continuing to huzza be- 
fore the palace. His Royal Highnefs, 
after dinner, appeared at the window, 
and thanked them for this mark of t})eir 
loyalty and attention to the Princefs ; 
but he hoped they would excufe her 
appearance then, as it might give her 
cold.This completely fatis Bed the crowd^ 
who gave the Prince three cheers. 

The Prii«cef$ of Wales travelled iii 
a mantle of green fattin, trimmed witli 
gold, with loops and taiTels 4 la Bran- 
denburgh ; and wore a beaver hat. 

In the evening when the populace 
had become rather uproarious i^ 
their expreffions of lovalty and attach- 
ment before thePrincefs^sapanmects, iii 
Clevcland»row, Her Serene Highnefs, 
in a voice replete with melody, and de- 
licacy of rone, thus addrefled them froini 
her Palace window : 

" Believe me, I feel very happy and 
** delighted tofee^the GOOB and Dra,v« 
** Engliih peop}e-^the heft Natioi) 
•? upon earth.'' 

The Prince afterwards addreffed the 
DODulace in a verv enpa?in? manner.

! «f November i7it# O. S. was edu- 
cated at Eton fchool, atld admitted a 
Geotleman Commoner in Oriel College, 
Oiford, upon the ioth cff May 1740, 
Imder the tuition of the Rev. Pr. Ben- 
tbm, afterwards Regius ProfelTor of 
Dirinity in that Univerfiiy, where ht 
profecuted his ftudies cxtenfively and 
liiciefsfully for (ix or feven yeai's.

Benjamin Hoadley, BiAiop of IVorcef- 
ter, in Grofvenor Chapel^ within the 
prcdnCbof Weftminfteri on the ztft 
of Dec. i745» ^^^ <^^ following day 
he was ordained Prieft, at a general 
ordination holden by the fame Bilhop, 
in the fame place. On the 2 3d he was 
collated by his father to the living of 
Rols in Herefbrdlhire» and on the 28th 
was induced by Robert Breton* Arch- 
dtaoon of Hereford. On the 3d of J a- 
livary 1746 (a (hort time before hb 
father's dcathy which happened on th^ 
ift of April following), he was collated 
to the Canonry or Prebend of Cubling- 
toa, in the church of Hereford* Upon 
the 30th of May 1746, he took the 
degree of Bachelor of Civil Law, for 
wUch he went ont Gfand Compounder.

of Rofs, and the t'rebend of Cublin^ 
ton, with that Bifliopcick, byCommen* 
daiii, dated the 1 ft oi^ July. On the 
1 2th of November 17689 he wu tran-> 
dated to the iee of titch/ield and Co« 
ventry, with which he held the Pre«. 
bend of Weldland,and Refidentiaryihip 
of St. Paul'si and alfo the two prefer* 
ments before mentioned. He was in* 
du6led, inilalled, and enthroned at 
Litchfield by proxy, upon the aid of 
November, and had the temporaltics 
reilored upon the 26th. On the death 
of Dr. Richard iTrevori ht was cltCttd 
to the fee of Durham, npon the 8th of 
July 177 If and was confirmed on the 
26th in St. James's chufebf Wellmin- 
fter. Upon the ad of Augutt following, 
he was enthroned and inftalled at Dur- 
ham by proxy. On this occaltoni Dr. 
Douglas the Subdean congratulated the

the affeaions of all parties to himfelfi 
he found Ids difficult/ in rcconciUiiK 
them to each other, Mid had feon the 
high fatisfa^lioD to fee men of the firft 
diftinftion in the county concilbted \rf 
hit mcftASt and meeting in goodnetgh* 
bourhx>d at his phacelf table. The 
harmony he had fo happily reftored, 
he was equally ftudious to prefenret 
which he eflfeftually did, by treating 
the nobility and gentry of the county 
at all times with a proper regard, by 
paying an entire and impartial attea* 
tion to their native intereftsr by for- 
bearing to improve any opportuni- 
ties of influencing their parliamentary 
choice in favour of his own famiir or 
particular friends, and. by confulciag 
on all occafions the honour of the 
PalatiDatc. 

The fame, conciliating interpofition 
he had ufed in the county, he em- 
ployed in the City of Durham with the 
lame fucccfs. At the approach of the 
General £le£lion in lySo, he poftpoaed 
granting the new charter, which would 
confiderably enlarge the number of vo- 
ters, till fome months after the £}ec- 
tion, that he might maintain the fknUitk 
neutrality between the candidates, and 
avoid even tlic imputation of partiality; 
and when he confirmed it, and freely 
redored to the City all its ancient rights, 
privileges and immunities, in the mod 
ample and advantageous form f, he ft- 
leered the Members of the new Corpo- 
ration, with great care, out of the moft 
moderate and refpe£^ablc of thecitiicDS, 
regard lefs of every coofideration but 
its peace and due regulation ; obj«ds 
which he fteadily held in view, and in 
the attainment of which he lucceeded 
to his utmoft wi(h, and far beyond bis 
expeftation. 

A conduct equally calculated to pro- 
mote order and good government» be 
difplayed, if potfible, ftiil moreconfpi- 
euoutfy, in tne fpiritutl than in tbr 
kU high character and ftatton,' had won temparal department of his doubk 

^"yT^wgh qualified h allrefpt&t H fU thit exalted ftahw^' IfC,] This was fo goifrsfif 
fappofed from a rcview>of his preceding condud, and is fo perfef^ly true, that it will oeither 
be proper ro omit mentioning the iaA, nor to afcribe to us a dcfire of giving his Loidflup 
'qnciue praife. In all the fcveral preferments he poflcflVd, he was beloved, admiredi ifld 
I efpi^d : but at Rofb, where he lived the bngeft, and was the bed known, his psriAiJooers 
coniiclered him not only as their reftor, but as their friend, their benefactor, and abnoft 
as thar father; and he had fo endeared himfellto them, that there was no poflible msrkcf 
g-nuine forro.v, public or private, with which they did not, with an admiration almoft 
tnihuHartic, <k) jurtice to his virtues, and mnnifeft their own gratitude when he left them.

ment which promifed equally to pro- 
mote his own honour, and the profpe- 
rity of the whole diocefc." — The tern- 

£>ralties of the fee were reftored to his 
ordihip on the X5th of Auguft, and 
on the ^d of September he made his 
public entry into his Palatinate. 

Though qualified in all refpe£ts to 
fill this exalted ilation *, ye% fmgular as 
it may fccm, it was never the oh]c€t of 
kis ambition or defire. He appeared 
fatisfied with his fitH eccleftadical pre- 
iermeot, the living of' Rofs, upon 
which he contlantly reiided, difcharg- 
ing all his parochial duties in a manner 
the moft exemplary : and fo -little 
anxious was he to obtain a feat on the 
epifcopal bench, that he could not be 
prevailed upon to ufe any applications 
of his own for that purpoTc, and with 
difficulty permitted thofc of his friends. 
This laft preferment was unfolicited, 
ftnd uhexpc£ted : he had previoufly de- 
clined accepting the Primacy of Ireland, 
and never extended his wilhes to the 
Biftopriok of Durham. Seated here, 
however, he turned his attetition to 
the choice and purfuit of thofe objcfis, 
which his judgment and moderation 
pointed out as moft likely to con- 
dace to the peace and profperity of the 
County over which he was to prefidc, 
and to the honour both of his tempo- 
ral and fpiritual government. To ac- 
eomplifh this taik. required all the ad- 
drefs and talent for conciliation, of 
which he was fo completely the maftcr. 
Oil his taking poflfeflion of the Billiop- 
rick, he found the County divided by 
former contclled Elections, which had 
deltroyed the general peace : no en- 
deavours were wanting on his part to 
promote and fecure a thorough recon- 
ciliation of contending interef^s, on 
terms honouVable and advantageous to 
all; and when the affabiiiry, politcnefs, 
and condefceniidn, for which he was 
*iiilingui(hed, uniting in a perfon of 
[ii<; high character and ftation, had won 
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•ffice. Towirdt the Chapter, and to- 
wirdt the body of the Clergy at large, 
he ezercifed every good office, making 
them all look up co him as their com- 
Oioa friend and father : and to thofe 
who had enjoyed the fpecial favour of 
His predeceuor, he was particularly 
kind and attentive, 'both from a fcnU 
•f their merit, and that he might mi- 
tigate in fomc degree their lofs of £0 
excellent a friend and patron. 

In the difcharge of all hit epifcopal 
fandionsy he was diligent and confci* 
eotioos. He was extremely fcrupulous 
whom he admitted into holy orders, in 
refjped of their learning, chara^ler, 
and religious tenets. In his Vifitations, 
he arged and enforced the regularitVf 
the decorum, and the well-being of the 
Church, by si particular enquiry into 



the conduct of its Minifters, encoui* 
raging them to refide upon their leve* 
raf benefices, and manirefling upon all 
opportunities, a (incere and a^ivc con* 
ccrn for the intcreds and acconv 
modation of the inferior Clergy. Hi* 
Charzes were the exaft iranfcripts of 
his mind : objcdtions have been maie 
to fome compofitions of this kind, that 
they bear the (emblance of being as 
fpecious as fmcerc^ and are calculattd 
fometimes, perhaps, rather a little more 
to raifc the reputation of their*Auilu)r 
as a fine writer, than to edify the mi- 
n'l&ty, and advance reIi|;ion. Of tht 
Charges his Lord (hip delivered, ic tasLf 
truly be faid, that, uuon fuch occaHons^ 
he recommended nothing to his Ctcrey' 
which he did not praftife in his Ii£:^ 
and approve of in his clofet.

SOME ACCOUNT OF THE CONVENT OF LA TRAPPfe. 
(with an fngravzkg of that celebrated monastery.) 



'THE Convent of La Trappe is 
*- fuuated in a deep and woody valley 
«ear S^ez in Normandy. The Monks 
which it contained were of the Order 
of St« Benedi£^. It was founded id 
the foarteemh century by a Count of 
Poitou, and was afterwards enlarged 
tod embelliflied in the middle of the 
lift century, under the direction of the 
celebrated Abbe de Ranee, who at a 
▼cry earlir period of life became fur- 
feitedwith the honours and the plea* 
Cures of the world, and having refigned 
•n bis benefices except this Abbey, re- 
tired into it, and prevailed upon his 
M«iiks to conform themfcivcs to a dif- 
cipltne mor^ fevere than that of any 
other religious houfe. The Monks never 
tafte meat or wine, except when they 
tre iick ; they rife at midnight to 
perform their firft office, and are con . 
demned to a perpetual iilence, unlefs 
thejr are fpoken to by their Superior, 
or in thdr conferences upon reli£;ious 
fubje£^s, or to accufc themfclves. Some 
houn of every day arc given to manual 
Uboar, as dig.^ing, ^planting, making 
tydcr, &c. Their chaunt is unaccom- 
|aoied with the organ, or any muficai 
>nftrument whatever, aiud no decora- 
tion is permitted in their church or in 
inypart of their moniflkry. When a 
Monk is dying, he is l>roiu^hc out, be- 
tore the whole convent sflembled, and 
^ laid upon afhes. and Araw, upon 
which he expires, after having received 
Bhe benediftion of the Abbot and of 



his Brethren. The Monks that xiSa^ 
bited this venerable %ot, are now dt(f. 
poffeflied of it by the prefent Govern* 
ment of France : many of them took 
refuge at Friburg in Swiflerland, fome 
of them are at prefent in £ngla«l* 
Not long before James the Second dieS^ 
he vilited this convent, and pafM m 
few days in it, in the cxercifes \^ladk 
the rules of it preicribe. On his quiot»)£ 
it he faid to the Abbot, who \tattei 
upon him to the door, ** My ^oot 
Father, I have been here amon^.^ ^fmaac 
holy Monks to perform a duty itv&«:da 
1 ought to have performed long liefcr^^ 
you and they have taught me liow t» 
die ; and if God fparcs my life, I will 
return here again to rake another kHocu'^ 
The great obje6t of the refeixneroT 
this convent} Abb6 du Ranee, wss^thac 
the Monks (bould be as much aa pofii* 
ble together mutual guards u|>ua the 
conduct of each other, well kfiowiog 
that folitary vices are the mofl danger* 
ous of all, and that in folitude impure 
thoughts and adlions, relentmcnt, envy, 
and exccllive rcpininf^ at any. djfa{»^ 
pointmenr, can be indulged in tlic^ex* 
treme. He therefore lb contrived hit 
regulation, that, cxci^pt to take reftg 
no Monk (hould ever oe left by him* 
fclf. The Engr^vini; of this^clchratcd

This defcription is terrifying to 
worldly rainds ; let it be obferved, how* 
ever, that at La Trappe the apparel of 
death and the religious folemniiies that 
accompan V it, are confidered as auguft 
and confolatory, as the fore-runners of 
a grand triumph and fupreme felicity.

frufA tUc report of all divers ^ ** that 
the bottom ot the Tea is Co Urongly af- 
fected by the agitation t)f the waters^ 
that eartb, clay, and ibells, are re* 
ptored to great diAaaccs y** and hence 
^ u> iaf erred that an iacclTatu and cata« 
ra^ive rain muft have produced the 
^cnc cflfc^ in a much greater degree^ 
*rbi» it is probable may be true, at icaft 
in part, and it would be fuficient to 
account tV>r fea-fhelis being de^iofitcd 
M or Dear ihe furface of land adjacent 
Cft thf waters that gave them birth \ but 
JTorely it cannot be conceived that the 
motion of the bottom of the fca,^ pro- 
^«.ding from the agitation of its furface 
^y tbc moil violent rain, could be fuf- 
&cieocCo remove the productions of the 
Indian fcas to Europe; neither doc\» 
the hortiuntal pofition in which foifii 
Ibekls aire ul'ually found, feem to agree 
wit.htjiicif having been depofucd in this 
iumuhuo^s manner.

fubitanccs winch it had brought with 
yc, cafy to the greatel^ depths." if 
fbis was the eftecl of the mere prijure 
pi the water, the ^lobe would have 
jbccn long iinj:e lohened to its centre 
l^y the waters of tl^ ocf an ; for length 
|ftf time rauft havp abundantly made up 
for t^e dfSercnrc in yoliimc between 
^hc water now on the carith, and that 
which covered it at the Deluge. Bfi- 
fulcs, this fuppofition will be iuadcquarp 
to explain tiic* phenomena to which it 
IS applied, unlets we adopt the ftili 
piorc extravagant hypothefis of Wood- 
ward, that the waters of the Deluge 
poiretTcd the qr.Hlity of a univerfal dii- 
iolvei^t ; to which there it an infur- 
mountablc objf^ion, that it is impof. 
Jible IhciU and other animal and vege- 
table remains ihould have refilled the 
power of a meniiruum which diflblvcd 
beds of Itunc and malfci e)f, lUot :' and 



we may add, that if the earth was dif* 
folved to the depth «t which extrane- 
ous foffils have been found, the ftrata 
would have fettled according to their 
fpecific gravities, and in this order we 
ihould now And thorn, which is ccr- 
tainiy contrary to fa£t. If wc are to 
confiderall the remainc of fea and iaod 
anin^ah found in the «artb, te \uvvsg 
been deposited there by the univerfal 
Deluge, it is certainly an unaccountable 
circuutAance, that of the latter compa- 
ratively very few are fousd, altbougli 
it is generally aliowlSd, that at the tine 
of the Deiuge the population of the 
earth was very conhderabic, and tlic 
proportion of wild animals probably 
much greater than at prefent* It nut 
like wile appear rather a fingBlar ctr* 
cum^ance, that hitherto no fragmenti 
of the fabracrgcd habitations uf the 
antediluvian generations Ihould bare 
been difcovered. But if ^e gatbtt 
our ideas of the ftate of the earth pre- 
vious to the Flood from the wrktagt^f 
Mofcs, we mutl allow that its e«li^ 
con (igu ration and difpofition uiW- 
went no very material alteradoii fnn 
that event, and confequently all tbt 
proper wrecks of the general ia«o* 
dation remained on, or near, the te* 
face of ttic earth, ^here bcin^ eapofed 
to the a^ioa of the air, and other io« i 
juries, their texture muft ibon haTcj 
been deftruyed, and their fubftaace ri* j 
duccd to its original elements.. TiH>' 
appears to be the rcafon why the rc< ' 
mains of land animals are fo felMl | 
found in a foffil fiate { for if the iiK ; 
menfe quantities of flieUs and remiaij 
of marine animals that are found in tk 
earth were dcpofited there by tht 
Deluge, it is natural to fuppofe tbat^l 
ihould alfo find the teeth, boaes, horB«» 
&c. of quadrupedes in great plenty, as 
thefe latter fubftanccs aTo^fbU as dura- 
ble as mod of the former, iaftesd 
therefore of coniidering all the adren^ 
titious matters that we moct with Id 
the various flrata of the earth, as no- 
numents of the general Pel uge, it is 
much more jar(£able that there are 
few or no vcftiges of that gi^t evcai 
now rcm.aining, and that maayofriie 
beds of fb^lls whkh are arprelent fcnad 
in the earth were depolited there ante* 
cedent to that event| and others at fub- 
fequent.periodt, '

Exclufively of the many advan- 
tages to be reaped in fuch circum- 
fiances by means of an eafy accefs to 
books and the converfation of the 
learned, I would confider their iitua. 
tion only as it may refpe^t their fame. 
Here, they^ would not only be removed 
from the 'malignity of the illiberal 
and uneducated, but be placed in the 
midft of thofe who fet a juft value on n 
literary chara^^er.

r Authors perhaps may be more Hbc* 
tk\ ia their epimons of one another, 
from having ittibibed the fpirit of 
literature. A generous way cif think - 
iBjC K iwceflfiif ily eonut^ed with good 
ufte. £v«ry fpecies of fii»a writing 
bath a natural tendency to enlarge the 
«iiiid, and'iafpire it with Bobic f^^i* 
ments. Neither aSedcd fcholars no/ 
mechanics have very frec^uent recourfo 
to the aticient «r xnodtrn claiSics. 
Their reading hours are chiefly occu- 
fM by flimfy publieations. In coun- 
try towns, the tnodes of life And modes 
^thinking by no means accord with 
the difpofttVon or the habits ctf the 
Icarneiii Trade, if ever at war with 
Jiteraiure. It is only icholars ihat 
roofer on fcholars genuine fame. 

The Ikcrati, agam, fcre the bcft 
jiidges of compofition. This is par- 
ticijUrly true with rclpeft to poetry. 
*Tis only a poet who ftould criticife a 
poet. I flxouid prcfc^r the praife of a 
rotary of the mufes, to the applaufc of 
the ^hole world. Secure in his ap- 
probation,. I ihouki d<ifpire the hyper- 
cfiitic frowns of ail the grammarians. 
To the perufal of fuch, indeed, I 
ftould have no objedlion to fnbmit a 
MS. ? for while 1 urterly difrtgarded 
their Ecncral fcntimcnts of my poem, 
I might profit by their cold corredting 
^dgment. A poet, however, /lioutd 
beware of thrfe who aflume the cha- 
racters of critics, though (Irangcrs ro 
fenrihiljty and fartcy. XJ ruler their 
aufpices, he might prun-j awsy a great 
dial as improper exuberance, which 
a pocricsjl mind woiild have approved 
as beautiful fertiliiics, 

A litcr.iry man generally confidert 
the merit of a work abftradtcdly. To 
fet the defe6\s of an i^urhor's conver- 
fation or character againft the beauties 
of his book would appear to him dif- 
ingcnuous and ahfuhl } and he knows 
<oo Well the in^rmities of human na- 
ture, and thofe which are peculiar to 
hij» brethren, not to make proper ali. 
towiincc for any litiie HiconfiltcbcicJf 
>ehjich m^j iacl^tttally Arikp bii^ 



though averfe from fo iiBpertintiil »' 
comparifon. 

An author, moreover, is beft k- 
(juainted with the difficuhies attend- 
ing ft literary work, and is the beft 
judge, therefore, of 'wha^ might be rea- 
ihnMf iape^ed. He it able to ap« 
preciat^ merit, though ftort,of per- 
fe^tfon. Though onlv a panofirhat 
%tas promifcd be performed, he jw- 
ce^ves that the further we enter iaw 
any literary fubjedl the more dtdicaU 
ties arife in our way, and that we ^re 
often obftru6led in the accomplilhment 
of our defigns by obi^acies whicb it 
was at firft impoiliblc to forefee. In- 
formed atfo by his own feeliop, tbit 
commendation Simulates' the worthjr 
to higher and more fpirited perforip- 
anees, he withholds nr>t his tribuceot 
praife from the rude efforts of ability. 
Common readers, in the rocin time^ 
dlfcardabook without a moment's hcfi- 
tation, if they think, pertiapi, the 
diftion inelegant, though rt deferTcs 
attention for its excellent matter aad 
its general execution. 

In this manner may we Account for 
the partiality of authors to their bte- 
thren. Ifl-natured people indeed, 
attributing the circumftance to fdSlk 
motives, nave been forward enough to 
alTcrr, that an author does not cenfure 
others for prublilhing, becaufc he fees 
himfclf kept in countenance whca he 
tfas the vanity to publiih himfclf; and 
that he bcftows his pratfe fo liberally 
ffom an c^pedtation of the fame in re- 
turn. 

But authors, in truth, arc not afliam« 
ed of publi thing, becaufc ihey art w«Jl 
aware that they ihall raile their cha- 
rafters in the eflimation of all troif 
fenfible and liberal minds, in propoir* 
tion as they contribute to the advance- 
ment of elegant literature! And they 
have in general too much fixnplicitj 
of character to form nice calculations, 
at the time they are^plaudingotberb 
abour the meafure of praife t hit Ibiil 
be meted out to them auain. A good 
writer will always delpife fuch un- 
generous artifices ; and if he feem rt- 
rhcr profufe in his panegyric. Ice ir be 
traced to the fountain from which it 
naturally fiows-^to congenial taftc and 
kindred fentiment. tc a keen fenfibility 
bf excellence, to the glow of griii^ 
t^de, to the fcipvoc of enthufi^fm.

refideoce in Tibet, 
bad much at 
heart to obtain an interview of the in- 
fint Teeiboo Likma, but, the Empemr 
ef China's general ordersi reflrif^tng 
hh guardians to keep him in the 'ftri^t* 
et privacy, and prohibiting indifcri- 
minately the admiiiion of all perfbns to 
liis prefencey even his votar^s, who 
f^M cofoe from a diftance, appeared 
to me an obdacle aimoit infurmount- 
able: ycr, however, the R:>jah, mind- 
ful of the amity fubfifting between the 
Ooveruor and him, and unwilling, I 
bjclieve, by any ad to hazard its inter* 
cuption, at length conlentcd to grant 
mc that indulgence. As the meeting 
was attended with very ilngiilar and 
ftriking circumftances, I could not 
bcip noting them with moft particular 
attention ; anct though the repetition 
cf fuch fa£^s« interwoven and blended 
ts they are with fuperflition, may ex* 
pnfe me to the imputation of cxtrava* 
£ance and exaggeration, yet I fliould. 
tiiiok royfelf reprehentible to iupprefs 
them ; and while I dtveft myieif of 
ail prejudice, and aCTume the part of a 
fa^thkul narrator, ) hope, however te- 
dious the detail I propoie to enter into 
may, be fouiid, it will be received with 
candour, and merit the actcntion of 
thoTe for whufe perufal and information 
it is intended, were it only to mark 
a.ftrong feature in the national charac-

Rajah cf Te.cihoo Looroboo made me 
but a fifw days before my departure 
from his Court, which^ without further 
iotrodu^ioD, X will beg leave literally 
to recite* 

At an interview he allowed me, af« 
ter having given me my audience of 
leave, faid he, — ** I had yefterday n 
viiion of our tutelary Deity, and cO Bi« 
it was a day replete with much inte« 
rcfting and important- matter. This 
guardian Power, who Snfpires us with 
his illuminations on every momentous 
and great oc^cafion, indulged me with a 
divination, from which 1 have coilecled 
that every thing will be well : fctyour 
heart at reft, for though a reparation is 
about to take place between us, yet 
our friend ihip will not ceafe to exili ^ 
but through the favour of interpofing 
Providence you may reft allured ic 
will iocreafe, and terminate eventually 
in that which will be for the bell.*' 

i fliould have paid lefs regard to (6 
ftrange an obfervation but for this rea<» 
Ton, that however diflbnant from othtr 
d«)£trines their pufitions may be found,- 
yet 1 judge they are the heft foundation 
to build our reliances upon ; and fuper* 
ftition combining with inclination to 
implant /uch friendly fentiments in 
their minds, wjll ever conftitutc, the 
opinion havmg once obtained, the 
ftrongeft barrier to their prefervation* 
Oppol'cd to the prejudices of a people, 
no plan can reaionably be expeded ts» 
take place ; agreeing with them« fuc* 
ceis mull be the refult. 

On the 34 o^ December 17S3 larrived 
at Tiirpaling, fuuated on the fumnitt 
of a high hill, aud< it was about noon 
when X. entered the ^tes of.tlic Mo^^ 
l»aft«ry, which was no^ long fince 
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erected for the reception and education 
of Tcciboo Uma. He relides in a 
palace in the center of the monaftery, 
iNrhich eccupies about a mile of ground 
in circumference, and the whole i« 
cncoropafTed by a waJl. The fevcial 
build Tfl^s ferve for the accommodation 
of three nundrcd Gvloogs appointed to 

Crrform rriigiouii fervice witn Tceihoo 
&ma until he (hall be removed to the 
monaftcry and mufnud uf Tccflioo 
Loomboo. It is uiiufual to make vifits 
cjrher here or. in Bootanon the day of 
■Trival : wt therefore rcftcd this day, 
only receiving and fending meflages of 
compliment. 

On the. 4rh in 'the morning, I was 
aUowed ro vifit Teeflioo L&ma» and 
found him placed in great form upon 
bis 'mufnud ; on the left fide flood his 
father and mother, on the other the 
olTicer p;»rtlculariy appointed to wait 
upor hi-i perfou.' The mufnud is a 
fabrick c f \'\ik cufhions piled one upon 
the other until the feat is e!evated to 
the height of four feet from the floor ; 
an embroidered fi\k covered the top, 
an^ the fides were decorated with pieces 
i^ filk. of various colours, fufpcndcd 
from the upper edge and hanging 
Joivn. Bv the particular reqwcft <A 
Teelhoo tftma's father, Mr. Saun- 
dtrs and myfelf wore the Engljlh 
Jrefs. 

1 advanced, and, as is the cuftom, 
prcfented a white pelorg handkerchief, 
and delivered aHo into the L^ma*s 
bands the Governor's prefent of a' 
Aiing of pearls* and coral, while the 
oihcr rhing« were fcft down btfure him.- 
Having performed the ceremony of 
the exchange of handkerchiefs with 
his father and mother, we tO"k our 
feats on the right of TeeOioo Ldma. 

A multitude of perfons, aU thofc 
©nkrcd ro tl'cort me, were admitted 
to his rvrrd-nce, and allowed to make 
their prollrat?f.ns. The infant Lftma 
mrned towards them, and received 
them al( \vi»h a cheerful and lig- 
niticant loik uf c'«mplacericy. his 
f-ithcr then add rt Red mc in the 
Tibet lani'inge, which was explained 
to me by ilic inrer])retcr, that Ttctfico 
|.!\nii^h?tl ht.»fn u'td to remain at reft 
^»nnl this tjiot: of ilie f1av» but he hr\d 
aA'.,!sc \cv\- c^riy this ni.^rnine, aud

from us, and when our cupi trert 
empty of tea, he appeared uneafy.and 
throwing back his bead, and ccfntraftiug . 
the (kin of his brow, 'he kept making; 
a noife^'for he could not.fpeak, UDtd' 
they were filled again. He tonk ovt 
of a golden cup, containing conftds, 
fome burnt fugar, and ftretching oat 
his arm, made a OMtion to bis atteai* 
ants tcy^ive them to me. He then (eat 
fome in like manner to Mr; Saundets, 
who was with mc. 1 found myfelf » 
though vif\ting an infant, under tht 
neccflity of faying fcmething j for it 
was hinted to mc, that notwithftafidiDg 
he is unable to reply, it is not to be 
fnTcrred that he cannot underftaad. 
However, his incapacity of anfweritlj 
cxcufcd me many words, and I Jul 
briefly faid, That the Oovernor-Gcne- 
ral, on receiving the news of hts^- 
ceafe in China, was overwhelmed vith 
grief and forrow^ and cnntroued 
to lament his abfence from the 
world until the cloud that had over- 
caft the happinefs of this nation )ij 
his reappearance was dtfpcHed^ nA 
then, if poMiblc, a ereater degree of 
joy had f^vcn place than he had expe- 
rienced of gHef on receiving the hi 
mournful new^. The Governoi^ wtihed 
he might long continue m illumine tlic 
world with his prefence, and was hope- 
ful that thfr friendibip which hfe tor* 
mcrly fubfi ft cd between them wooM 
net be diminilhed, but rather that it 
might become <till greater than before, 
and that by his continuing to (bt«r 
kfnd;iefs to my countrymen, there 
might be an exrenfive comtnunicatKHi 
between his votaries and the depend- 
ants of the Rritifli nation. The Rttle 
creature turned, looking ftedfalHy to- 
wards mc with the appearance of mnei 
attention while 1 fpoke, and nodded 
witn repeated but now movements of 
the heud, as though he underftood tad 
approved every word, but could not 
utTcr a reply. The t>arents, who dood 
by all the time, eyea their Ton with a 
look of affection, and a fmile expreftre 
of hcavitclt joy at the propriety of the 
young Lf^maN tondu£l. W$ whde Re- 
gard was tucped to us : be was fiJent 
and fedare, never once lrtoKin^towifr0 
hi* parents, as if under their TntecnCfc 
at the time : an^ with wliatcverjrtiift 
hU manners may have been' ft>rte<f^ 
cnrrc6t,ycf I mufV own his bchayfcirotl 
this occafimi appeared Ti^rfti\lj ti^^- 
ra?.and fportHneftu*, and Vor'mrelled

iBd extnordiaary, however trmal, tf 
■oc ibfard, as it may appear to/ome, not 
to claim (torn me great attention* and 
ooofequeatly minute remark. 

Teeihoo L4ma is at this time about 
eighteen months of age. He did not 
jpcak a word, but made moft expreffive 
m%, and conduced himfelt with 
aftooifliiDg dignity and decorum. His 
eBmpicxton » of that hue which in 
^Und we ihouid term rather brown, 
but Dot without colour. His features 
goody fmall black eyes, an animated 
eipreffion of countenance, and, alto* 
gether, I thought him one of the 
faindfom^ children I had ever feen. I 
had .but little converCation with the ' 
fither. He told me he had dire6}ions 
ta eotertain me three days on account 
ef Teeihoo Lima, and entreated me 
vitl^fo mtich earneftnefs to pafs an- 
other on his own account, that I could 
aot reff ft complying with his requeft. 
He then rnvited us for to-morrow to 
an entertainment he propofed to make 
at a fmall dlAance from the monafiery ; 
which invfiation having accepted, we 
took our leave and retired. 

la the couffe of the afternoon I was 
vifited by two officers of the Lima's 
htufljold, both of whom are immedi- 
ately attendant on his pcrfon. They 
fiitand con verfed with me fome time ; . 
enquired after Mr. Bogle, whom both 
af them bad feen ; and then remark- 
\ing ho^ extremely fortunate it was the 
yoQag Likma's having regarded us wiih 
▼cry particular notice, obferved on 
ihc very ftrong partiality. of the former 
Teeihoo L&ma for the Knglifh, and 
that the prefent one often tried to utter 
(he name of the Engllfli. I encou- 
.ngcd the thought, hopeful that they 
would teach the prejudice to ilrcngthen 
with hii increaiing age^ and they alfu- 
red me, that ihouid he, when he be- 
tifltto (peak, have forgot, they wou|d 
early teach him to repeat the name of 
Haftiogs. 

On the morning of the 6th, J aeain 
waited on Teeihoo LAma to prefent 
fi»«€ curioiitics 1 had brought tor him 
frfP Bengal.. He was very much 
wick witn a fmall cluck, and had it 
kdd to b]m» watching for zhng time 
tKe-ftTolutions of the momcut-hand 5 
he admired it, but with gravity and 
wnhoataoy chi Id ilh emotion. There 
was nothinj; in t^e ceremony dilBTcrent 
frMB the €xfi day's viiit. The fatbef 



and mother Wer«" prefent. 1 ftaid 
aliout half an hour^ and retired to re* 
turn and.take- leave in^he afternoon. 

The votaries of Teeftoo L^^ma alrea- 
dy begin t« iock in numbers to pay 
their adorations to him. Few are ytt 
admitted to hn prefence. Thofe wh* 
c^nne efteem it a happinefs if he is but 
ihown to them from the window, and 
they are able to make their proitrationa 
before he is removed. There came t<l« 
day a party of Kilihaaks (Calmuc Tar- 
tars) /or purpofes of devotion, and to 
make their offerings to the L&ma* 
When I returned from viiiting him, t 
faw them Handing at the entrance of 
the fquare in-front of the palace, each 
with nis cap off*, his hands being placed 
together, elevated and held even with 
his face. They remained upwards nf 
half an hour in this attitude, their eyes 
fixed upon the apartment of the Lima, 
^nd anxiety very viiibly dcpi6te<l in 
their countenances. At length, I ima- 
gine, he appeared to them, for they 
began altogether by lifting their hands^ 
dill dofed, above their heads, then 
bringing theiji even with their faces, 
and.aftcr lowering them to their breafts, 
then fepara:ing them : to aiTift them in 
linking and riiing, they dropt upon 
their knees, and (Iruck their heada 
again ft the ground. This, with the 
fame motions, was repeated nine timea. 
They afterwards advanced to deliver 
their prefents, conllfting of talents df 
gold and Silver,, with the products of 
their country, to the. proper ofHccr, 
who having received them, they re- 
tired apparently with much fatlsfac- 
tion. 

Upon enquiry I learnt that offeringa 
made in this manner are by no meana . 
.unfreauent, and in realitv conftitute 
one or the muft copious fources froin 
which the L^mas of Tibet derive their 
wcalfh.

They preiented rae with a veft lined 
with lamb ftine, making many alTurao- 
cet of a long remembrance, aod obfcrr- 
ksg, that at this time Tee (boo L^ma.is 
.in infant and incapable of converHng ; 
but thev hoped to fee me again when 
ht Ihaii have become of age.

ANECDOTE OF THOMAS BRADBURYp 

COMMONLY CALLED TOM BRADBURY. 



•^HIS mtm was a celebrated Dlflcnt- 
"*• ing teacher in London in the reign 
of Queen Anne and her two fiicccf- 
fors. Under the former he was moft 
noted, contriving to obtain popularity 
by his political difcourfes. He had a 
peculiar knack at adapting texts of 
Scripture to the political circumftanccs 
of the day. He had a great avcrfion 
to the amiable and ingenious Dr.Watti's 
Verfipn of the Plalmj, nor was he a 
greater admirer of his Hymi»s; and 
whenever he ufed to give out any one of 
them, it was prefaced with—" Let us 
fing one nf Watts's tcbirrt!."* 

Iw the year 1720, when there was a 
l^rpc meeting of thcDiircnting Miiitftcrs 
in London, the DoOnr, who was a 
Very modcft man,faid little : Bradbury, 
who was as much beyond him in front 
as he was behind him in genius, faid— 
•» Doftor, let me fpcak tor vou j" on 
which the other replied—'* Yes, rather 
than fpcak ac;aiaft me." ' 

An acouaintance of the writer of this 
afticic vihtcd Mr. Bradbury in the latter 
part of his life* when ir hsppencd to be 
ibebirth-dayofthclarcPrincc: of Wales. 
Tom iicnerally gave audience at fuppcr- 
time, and the ceremony was thus .con- 



ducted. On a little table lay two pocket 
bibles, one of which was taken up bj 
Bradbury and the other by his dangh- 
*tcr, and each having read a portion, 
one of the vifiting miniftcrs was defired 
to pray ; thev then adjourned to fup- 
per; after which Tom entertatned the 
company with *tbf Koafi Beef of Old 
En^/arr{/, which, tt is faid, he fang 
better than any man in England. 

On that night a curious circomftaocc 
occurred. The bells ringing, and the 
ftrccts re found ing with ihouts of j*^, 
Bradbury went out to fee what was 
the canfe. As foon as he had openfcd 
hii door, a company of ringers cave 
to folicit his bounty- *' For wliat?*' 
iavs the paftor. — *• Whv, it is the 
Prince of Waics's birth-day »••— •'Oh," 
replied Tom, •* I never give anything 
for rejoicinw on his birth -day ; only on 
his father's I" — ** Aye," retorted one of 
the fellows, •* but you know, Sir, we 
mud honour the Son as we honour the 
Father/* — —This was in Bradbury's 
own ftylc, and pleafed him too much 
not to give them his (hilling ; and thea 
he returned .to bis company highly ea- 
tcrtaincd with the joke. 



ANECDOTE OF GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS, 



ABOUT three days before his death 
^ he expreifed himfcif in the ^oIIcav. 
ing pious terms : ** Our affairs an-

pDlNBURGH, fincc the revival of 
^ lexers, has produced too many 

. learned men whole lives would afford 
jott equal entertainment and iuftruc- 
tioo, not to make the felc^lion of one 
or two individuals a difficult talk, and 
the preference an invidious one. 1 may 
add too, that this city and its celebrat- 
ed Univer/ity poiTefs at prcfcnt manvi 
whofe merits will furniih future Bio- 
graphers with the rood brilliant mate- 
rials, and occaiion the fame difficulty 
which I now fcclmyfelf, to any one 
whfjfe work (hall not comprehend a 
more complete fcheme of Biography 
than thefc f Letters will properly ad- 
mit. To relieve myfelf from this per- 
plexity, I (hall find it expedient to flep 
Deyoqd the precinfts of tne capital, and 
to oSTer you the (ketch of a diftinguifhed 
genius fronuits near environs. 

Sir Archibald Napier of EdenbcHvi 
Miftcr of th<; Mint under James Vl. 
and Janet Bothwal, whofe father had 

, Veen one of the Senators of the College 
of Juftice in the reign of James V. 
Were the. parents of the celebrated 
Baroh Napier, who was born at 
Kferchi(^on in 15 50. 

Having; finifhed his academical fludies 
In Ac Univeriityof St. Andrew's, where 
iie had applied himfelf to philofophy, 
Shd probably to theology, he followed 
the example of mofl of his diflinguiihed 
oouAtrymien in rhoCe times, in making 
the to»r of feveral parts of the conti- 
oent HI qneft of farther improvement. 
After having continued fome years 
abroad, partly in the Low Countries, 
sAdpirtly in France and Italy> he re- 
turned home. 

H\% bias toward fcvercr ft tidies led 
fcira to that of the Mathematics with 
the clofeft applicatiwn. This ftudy, how- 
ever, did not wholly engrofs his attcn- 
tioa. Front the time that he had been 
I'ftudeat at St. Andrew's, where he 



had heard one } of its Divines difcuifing, 
in the pulpit, certain topics from the 
Apocalyps of St, John, with a warm 
and forcible application to the errors of 
the Papifts, he had conceived a rcfolu- 
tion of fometime turning his literary 
refcarches to thefe Revelations, and 
moreover of imparting to the world the 
difcovexies he might make in this ob* 
fcure region of theulog'cal literature^ 
Accordingly his firft appearance, at an 
Author, was in a protound Commtnc 
on the My ft cries of that Book. Thit 
work is intitled, *• A pl^ip Difcgvcry. 
** of the whole Revelation of St. John, 
" fet down in two Treatifcs ; the oner 
** fcarching and proving the true In- 
" terpretation thereof; the other ap« 
" plying the fame paraphraftically and 
** hiftorically to the Text ; with a Re* 
** folution of certain Doubts, moved by 
" fome wcll-afFc€tcd Brethren 5 where- 
'< unto are annexed certain Oracles pf 
" Sibylla, agreeing with the Revela* 
** tion, and other places of Scripture,** 
This he publifhed in 1593. I Dr. Mac« 
kenzie tells us, ** that this perfor* 
mancc did very much araufcall Europe, 
and it was immediately traaflatcd into 
Dutch, Freoch, Italian and Latin j and 
that many were firmly pcrfuadcd of the 
triith of whit he has advanced in hit 
conje^ures uuon thofe vifions." 

Whether tncfe Treatifes maintained 
. their reputation for any length of time, 
1 have no authority to determine ; but 
their credit, howdver great at (irft^ 
probably expired at, if nut befere the 
commencement of the prcfcnt Century j 
fur the Authur, in the fourteenth pro* 
pofition of his firft book, pofirively af- 
firms, that the Day of Judgment was 
to happen between the year 1688 and 
1700; Co thit Mackenzie's cxpreflioa 
of this performance having amufed all 
Europe, feems happily enough applied. 
If he had fufficient grounds for affirm-

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ing fo much in its behalf daring the 
fir ft years after its publication, it might 
iwitll be faid* 'that after the expiration 
of thofe twelve, in the courfe of which 
the world had been taught to expert 
the final confummation of all things^ 
tiiat Europe had indeed been amufed, 
?• far as it repofed confidence in the 
predidion. Prophetic interpretation is 
a dangerous thing to meddle with, and 
it is not lefs mortifying than ft range to 
obferve, in how many inftances the va- 
nity of the greateft men has been fe- 
duc6d to hazard it with no better fuc- 
cefs than iii this we have produced.—- 
The man of letters has furely no fmall 
advantage over the illiterate, insfmuch 
as through the medium of books he 
acouires a capacity of tranfporting him- 
felr to, and as it were of exifting in, 
the rem^eft periods of time pa ft, and of 
converting with the good and the wife 
of former ages ; but this will not iatisfy 
him : A vain curiofity, or unaccount- 
able ambition, often prompts him, for- 
getful of thefe privileges, to penetrate 
the veil of futurity in attempts to de- 
vclope the myfteries of prophecy ; for 
which, it is probable, none will ever be 
qualified, but by the fame fpirit which 
rapt the fecrs of antiquity into future 
times. 

But that patience of thinking and in- 
teftigation which failed to fupply the 
{)lace of the prophetic fpirit, enabled 
the Baron Napier, within the pro- 
per fphcrc of human knowledge, to dif- 
covcr thit important art of facilitating 
calculation exprelfed by the word Lo- 
garithm. 

. The Aftronomer Royal, in the preface 
to his work in Baron Maferes's ** Scrip- 
tores Logariihmici," (4to. 1791) ob* 
ferves^ «* that the improvements made 
by Tycho Brahe, the noble Dane, both 
in the theory and practice of Aftronomy, 



together with the detenninatioa ef 
the true motions of the planets from his 
obfervations, by his illflftrious pupil 
Kepler, bad greatly enlarged the bounds 
of this fcience, and feeined to demand a 
more eafy dnd expeditious method of 
calculating obfervations rendered ca« 
pable of fo much exaftnefs, and leadinf 
to fuch important difcoveries. Baeoit 
Nafier was probably acquainted with 
thefe improvements in fcience before his 
invention df Logarithms, and ftimuUt- 
ed thereby in the purfuit of fo ufefnl a 
compendium of aftronomtcal c^culs- 
tion. However that may be, he applied 
himfclf to the fearch of this Desdcra- 
tum, which he happily difcovered with- 
out any hint or communication from 
any one elfe ; no lefs to his own honour 
than to the benefit of Aftronomy> and 
every branch of Mathematics* 

The name, you will recoiled, isde^ 
rived from Xey«;, ratio ^ and ofAfM, 
nttmbers' As definitions lie within the 
fliallow waters of fcience, you need not 
be appreheniive of my venturing too 
near the deep, if, to convey a general 
idea, 1 sdd, that Logarithms are by foioe 
Mathematicians defined — the Indices, 
or Exponents of the Ratios of Numbers 
one toanother,or a feries of artificial num- 
bers proceeding in arithmetical propor- 
tion, correfponding to as many numDeri 
proceeding in geometrical propor- 
tion •: 

By this art mathematical, aftronomi- 
cal and fcientific calculations are fe 
wonderfully expedited, that the logs* 
rithmic tables conftituted upon it, eO' 
able the calculator to arrive at thofc re 
fults in an hour, for which a day had 
fcarcel]^ fufiiced by the beft methods ia 
ufe, prior to this invention^ 

Its merit was extenfively known 

^foon after its publication, ana the font 

of fcience, from^ the various parts of 



* The definition of Lof^ithms may be more Ihortiy trpMkA thns : That they ait fo 
tnany arithmetical piogreiTonab, anfwering to the fame number of geometrical ones. It 
muft however be confeiTed, that neither of thcie definitions, although juft To far as tbey go, 
are fufficicntly comprehenfivc for all the cafes of this fcience; as it win be found by thoTe 
tvho confult the logarithmic tables, that xhey do not all proceed in aft arichmeiiaii pro- 
greflion, ncr the numbers they anfwer to in a geometrical one. 

Dr. Wallis, in his Hiftory of Algebra, calls Logarithms, the Indexes of the Rstios of 
Numbcri> to one another. Dr. Halley, in the Phllofophkal Traftfa^lons, Nc^ aiis,fiiysytfaeyart 
the exponents of the ratios of unity to numbers. Mr. Cotes,. in his << Harmonialifcnfiirsniin,'' 
calls them the numerical meafures of ratids. But all thefe definitions fall ihoft of the dor 
notion of Logarithms. 

Mr. Madaurln, in his Treatlfe of Fhixions, has explained the nature 9pA genefis of L»*

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Europe* offered tKe bonuge of their 
eulogies to the genius of its author. He 
vrko Shortens the road to anjr truly de* 
firableobje^ deferves the gratitude of 
nankind. 

This inoft ufeful difcovery afforded 
fatisfa6tioih or rather the fincereft joy 
to ail the more ealtghtened mathema- 
tictADS and profelTors of arithmetic fci- 
eace in that age.. Henry Briggs^ Sa- 
viKaa Profefibr of Geometry at Oxford, 
couid fcarceiy think or converfe of any 
thing elfe but Merchifton's difcovery. 
lie mpde two journies from Oxford on 
purpoTe to vifit the author, and tocon- 
m with him on the fubjefl of the " Ca- 
non Mirabilis Logarithmorum," firft 
publilhed by our author in 1614. The 
Oxford Profeflbr derived fo much 4id- 
vautage from thefe interviews, that, 
with the ailiftance of Ou^htred, he pub- 
]iibed,afew years after, m London*, his 
^ Arithmetica Logarithmica," in which 
the original method was rendered more 
compendious. Succeeding Mathemati- 
eiansj and particularly Dr. Hallcy, con- 
tributed fuch improvements as gave 
new facility to its operations. 

ThsBaroB of Merchillon continued to 
prolecote his mathematical (ludies ; and, 
in the year t6i7, publiflied his <* Rhab- 
dologis, feu Numeration is, per Virgu- 
las Libri Duo ; cumAppendicc, &c. f" 
The principal defign of this publication 
*a« to inftru^t merchants, gentlemen, 
*nd perfons not fuppofed adepts in 
arithmetical knowledge, in the moft ez- 
^ditious way of performing the multi-r 
plication and divifion of large fums, by 
the ufe of certain quadrangular columns, 
or rods, called from the author Napier's

I Some Englihi Writers, fays Banm Maferes, miftaking the import of the term Baron^ 
^e oUcd this celebrated perfon Lord Napier a Scotch Nobleqnan. He was not, indeed,, a 
Peer of Scotland ; but th9 Peerage of Scotland informs us, that he was of a veiy antient, 
''^I'oarable, and iUuftrbus family ; that his anceAors, for many generations, had been pof- 
itfied of fundry Baronies, and amongft others, of the Barony of Merchi Aon ; which defcended 
to him by the death of his father in i6o8. Mr. Briggs therefore very property ftiles -him 
'< Bam de Merchiflooio/* Now, according to Skene' s^DeVerfcorumSigniflcationc,** in this 
r^>hQ (of Scotland) he ii called <« ane Barrone, ({uba haldie hi« bndes immediatelie in ehicfe 
•f the King, and hes power of pit and gallows, '* foflk et ihrca,'* quhilk was ^tH iaftitute 
^ Snntsd by King Malcolme, quba gave power to the Barronea to ave ane pit qubajrin

Bonea, the inftrument being firft mad« 
of that fubftance. It con lifts of fivt 
rods, plates, or lamellx, which may bt 
conftru6ted of any bard materials, of an 
oblong form, and divided into nine fmmll 
fquares ; each of which is refolved iiito 
two triangles by diagonal lints. On 
thefe fquares is exhibited, in figures, hit 
pobular and ingenious fcheme of calcu- 
lation. But foran ocular reprefentatioQv 
worth an hundred verbal defcriptions, I 
would recommend thofe unacquainted 
with it, to any of our mathematical la* 
ftrumeqit-makers, who generally, I be* 
lieve, accompany it with a (hort fcheioie 
of inftru£iions concerning its ufe. 

The Baron J Napier was twice mar- 
ried. His firft Lady was the daughter 
of Sirjames Stirling of Kier. Archibald, 
the only iflfue of this marriage, mea- 
tioned by Mackenzie, inherited foma 
portion of his father's learning, was pro* 
moted to offices of high honour under 
James VI. and Charles I. and in 1627 
advanced to the peerage by the title of 
Lord Napier. The Baron*s fecond 
marriage was with Agnes Chifelholm of 
Cromlix ; by whom he had five fons and 
as many daughters. Robert, his fecond 
Ton by this Lady, publiftied, at Edin- 
burgh, in 1619, his father's poflhumous 
worlcs, confifting of three Latin Trca- 
tifes relating to Logarithms and Sphe* 
rical Trigonometry, 

The Baron of Merchifton died in 
1 617, not long after the publication of 
his Rhabdologia, at the age of fixty« 
feven. As I can find no particulars of 
his moral chara£ter,, I nave nothing 
more to contribute towards your enter- 
tainment relative to him*

mon Pleaat early attachod himf^lf ta 
the ftudy of the Engliib ia\«s, notai 
the generality of Students do, either 
froin the sfppointment of parents-* or 
the mere motives of drawing pccuniarj 
refources from the profcSion— - but 
from the more liberal principle of 
grounding himlelf in a fcience which 
priiicipaliy appeared important to him, 
from being capable of defending the 
lives, the properties and liberties of 
individuals. 

With this open and enlarged turn of 
mind, be purfued his ftudies with a 
perfeverance and precifion very exem- 
plary; the profeliion repaid his refeardh* 
es, by Coring his mind with that geae- 
ral knowledge of the Ens^lilb la«i 
which rarely falls to the Tot of tte 
greatcft talents. His invincible rio> 
defty, however, repelled him from toe 
fufficicnt notice of the public fo» maof 
years, *cill at laft the reputed juftneff 
of his opinions, and th« integrity of his 
character, procured him a coif, and from 
this (ituatton he was foon after promoted 
to one of the feats in the King's Bench. 

In this character he always condol- 
ed bimfelf with a dignity and impar- 
tiality that reflected honoor even ab 
that refpc£labie Htuation. The rigtis 
of the fubje6^ and the dignity of the 
crown were never explained' by him 
from vf$il or fstvouritifm^ but by th« 
eftablifhed language of the law -, ind 
the ileady impartial obfervance of it 
formed the invariable rule of bis^cofi- 
dua. 

His Charges to Juries were not il» 
Charges of an Ajiatic Cadi, delivering 
his own wilf, but the Charges of a 
Britiih Judge in a land of liberty, and 
will be remembered for naany years 
with p>learure by ihe lovers of law, 
freedom, and found i>ratoi'y. In thefe 
he appeared th«! p^ardianof the people, 
and diftributed juftica fo Legally and 
confctentioudy, that the 'lofin^ party, 
whiift they felt the featence, could not 
refrain fcpm niaking every kind of 
jucknowledgement to the Judg^. 

Though univerfal in his knowledge

of the laws, his fort< lay confcffedly io 
eadings, in which he was, 
perhapsj the moft minutely acqaaiate^ 
of any lawyer of his '

his Chief, the late Lord Mansfield), 
•n the- refignation of Judge Clivc, he 
folicircd tc change from the King's 
Bench to the Common Picas, in which 
he fuccecdcd, but did not live long to 
CDJoy it ; for being naturally of a fickiy 
confiitutioni he died fcan after, thereby 
depming the world of one of the 
grcatcft Judges of that Court England 
perhaps ever boaftcd of. 

Uis'charafVe^ as a Lawyer, though 
fo particularly marked for knowledge 
and ci^ndour, was by no means dimi- 
fiiibed as a Gentleman. His intimate 
knovxrledge of the arts and fcienccsi a 
6ac natural tafte, joined to an uncom- 
mon philanthropy of temper, engaged 
biiu Botonly the eftccm but the aident 
ad«niration oi his friends and acquaint. 
ances, and when he died left a chafm 
inrhelr frfendfliipo, which can fcarceiy 
be filled up but by i recoUe6tion of 
Fhat he was.

roiity. In modern honour and modern 
gallantry he at leaft vied with the co- 
temporary vouths of Europe ; and if 
imponing foreign pleafures with the 
invention of Englifh faihions could ren- 
der him a Patriot, he iurpafled the 
Bioft fangutne of his tinric. However 
kis gillantries might be formed upon 
principles of love, his marriages favoured 
more of intereft, nor was too much re- 
ined and attention throvvn into that 
ttate to alleviate its difappointments. 

Had he lived in the Court of N^Of 
be in all probability would have parti- 
cipated the firft honours ; not tha( he 
pjtfefled a grain of his cruelty, but 
from being iofptrited with an ambition 
for the lame amufements : he would 
hare ro^g zottb bim as m Cbariotefr^ 
jfadUd wifb bim as a Mvficic^y ambled

Though indolent in bufinefs, he MnM 
a£tivc in his pleafures ^ and fo ilrongljf 
did he p^dTefs the fpirit of^otmeiy^ that 
at times he would elthibit his talents as 
anA£):or, aPedeftrian,a Slight-of-Hand 
Man, and a Mathematician. Nor in 
point of abilities did he expofe himitlf 
in thofe attempts ; his mind was vigo- 
rous and impreliivc, and, when rightlf 
difpofed, could make confiderabI« ad* 
vances to perfe6^ion. 

Without being a clofe reafoner, he 
was a mod agreeable companion* 
abounded in anecdote, and excelled in 
narration. He was like wife quick Iq 
his replies, to which laft chara^er 
Lord Chatham himfelf could bear wtt- 
nefs "*. His early and long acquaintance 
with Foote cultivated his talents for 
fiun and bon^mof, the former of which 
he excelled in, but in the latter made 
too m^inv attempts to be eminently fuc- 
cefsful. He was however, on the whole, 
a moil agreeable man in focietyy which 
chara^er he hei^tcncd by gencrofity» 
affability, politcnefs, and ggod-nature, 
nor was he- perhaps ever intentionallf 
any mau*8 enemy out his own. 

Let thofe therefore who diQike ibk 
pi6^ure on the whole, a(k themfelvea 
whether, under the temptation of fuch 
a perfrn, fuch a fortune, and fuch a 
vivacity of conftiiutiun, they would 
have left behind them one more per- 

fea. 

He died fuddenly at Lord Me^bo* 
rough's table, in the year 1772. 

MARC^IS OP ROCKINGHAM^ 
To the well-known fyftematic libe- 
ralities of this'exceilent man, he added, 
a cuftom fo ufeful and pratfe- worthy ^ 
that we would recommend it to every 
man of fortune in the kingdonu It 
was as follows : 

When he walked out in a morning, 
during his vilits to Wentworth Caftle, 
he ufed regularly to put change of a'gui« 
nea into his pocket, confifting of fhiU 
lings, fixpenceS| and halfpence, which 
he alweiys made a rule to give away in 
little charities before his return. Being 
one day afked by a friend about this 
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. cvffotoy he faid* ** that in thefe walkt 
he often faw fome little aflions, amongft 
chiidrcn as well as men, that ought to 
be rewarded on the fpot, as well as a 
freat deal of twifcry that ought to be 
tofiantly refieved. Upon the whole,** 
continued his Lordfliip, *' I am confi- 
dent tt dops good, and I am fare it gives 
me a great deal of pteafure." 

LATE DUCHEftft OP KINGSTON* 

The following little anecdote cxliibiti 
perhaps as true a trait of the general 
charadcr of this extraordinary and ver-* 
latiie woman, as can be given* 

When ihe was Uft at Vseana, (he 
wanted very much to get the conndencc 
and proteAion of the Eni|^eror, and 
for this ffurpofc cnltirated the ac- 
^natntaoee of an £ngliih Gentleman 
«« very refpcdablc knowledge and cha- 
rade r, who was much honoured with 
kis Imperial MajeAy's conterfation. 
One day in a private convcrfation witl^ 
this Gentleman, ^ was celling him in 
a very eloquent and pathcti& manner 
the whole hiftory of her law.fuic in 
England, which ihe called a perfecu- 
tion of ihe moft cruel kind, aod every 
B«iw and then diflbived into tears dur- 
ing the narration. The Gentleman, 
feeitttg hmfelf very much affected 
i«ith her dory, faid every thing he 

- covld to confolc her, jind promifed in 
4ue time to communicate the hardibip 
4>f her cafe to the Emperor; when 
looking at her watch, flxe in an inAant 
fiarted from her ch^ir, and running 
trvwards a window at the lower end of 
the robm, darkened by along curtain, 
Ihe beean in the moft altered rent: of 
Voice, Took, and fpirits, to cry out ** Old 
clothes, old clothes, matches, mullk,"

plaiaed with great ^n^/rwi the oca* 
fion of her conduft. «* 1 bavegoit 
parrot (fays flic) behind that curt»% 
which I am in the habit at a ceroii^ 
hour of teaching the Cria of Loii! 

It is now the time of giving W»j 
his leflbn, and if I ihould onit it (fqdl 
is the nature of thefe birds)» I ea^

Handel withAoodihefi 
licitation for fome time, as looking opai 
his own mufick to urant no fochattd 
ance : at laA, being muchpreffedyheifi 
poi ntcd a morning forLowe to pcrfornoi 
It. He accordinglv attended, but whedid 
from the want of ftill. the original Js 
feft of the inftrumetit, or the awe i 
praAifing before fo great a nufttfi 
Lowe could do very little to the faw 
faaion of either Handel or the asdM 
ence. Handel bore rt for fone tiEMl 
with evident figns of perturbation j i^ 
laA he could hold out no longer, bit 
bawled in an angiy tone, •« Vere ifi* 
you buy dat dcre damned inftrumeoc?*' 
"At Liflc,Sir," faid tlic man inatrtft- 
bling voice. " At the Garden of E4k> 
you mean," (fays Handel) *«forhTgiri

•* iF 4 joint tenant of any chattel in- 
^ •* tcrtli commits fuicide, the right 
to the whole chartel becomes vcftcd in 
the King.** This was decided after 
much folemn and fubtle argument in 
the 3d pl'2. This cafe is reported by 
Plowd. 262 Eng. ed. Sir James Hale, 
» Judge of the Common Pleas, and his 
wife, were joint tenants of a term for 
years. Sic Jamts drowned himfclf, 
and was found /r^ ^r/<;. And it was 
held that the term did not fiirvWe to 
the wife, but thdt Sir James's intereft 
was forfeited to the Kii.g by the felony, 
and that it conlequcntly drew ll\c 
wife's intcieft alcng wiih it. The ar- 
gument of Lord Chief Jufticc Dyer is 
tcmarkabU and curious : ** The felo- 
ny (fays he) is attributed to the z6k, 
which A& is always done by a living 
man, and in bis life-tiu^e, as my Bro- 
ther Brown laid, for he faid Sir James 
Kale was dczid. And how canic he to 
bis death i it may be anfwcrcd, by 
drowning, r.nd who drowned h:m ?

Sir James Hale, And when did he 
drown him ? In his life-time. Sotktt 
Sir James Hale being alive, caufed Sir 
James Hale to die, and the a6^ of ths 
living man was the death of the dead 
man :— and then for this offence it is 
rcafonable to puni/h the living •mao, 
who committed the offence, and act 
the dead m^n. But how can he be 
faid to be punilhed alive, when the 
puniihmcnt comes after his death ? Sir, 
this can be done no other way bur by 
diverting cut of him, from the tint « 
the aft done in his life-time, which wa 
the caufc of his dt-ath, the title and 
property of thofe things which he had 
m his lite time."

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tT is verv fatisfa£lory to the friends 
'' of Chnftianity that its advocates

There is indeed another fenfe in 
which the terms contrary to experience 
nay be ufed, fia. that of not having 
«urfeW*f experienced anythinf; fimilar 
to the thing related, or fuch things not 
bemg generally experienced by others ; 
though this is properly, as oar author* 
jiftly obferves, not a contradiftion of 
exBcrience, but a want of it. But can 
it be fuppofed, that admitting miracles 
to hav^ been wrought upon the firft 
pronulgation of Cbriftianity, when no- 
thing but miracles cottld decide its au- 
thority, that fuch miracles would be 
np^ted fo often and in fo many places 
9A to become objects of general cxpe- 
nence ? 

Dr. P. in the ftatcment which he 
lives of the direS evidence of the fuf- 
frrings of the firft propagators of 
Cbriftianity, has a remark on the dif- 
ifitereftednefs of their condu6^ which 
we do not remember to have fecn be- 
f^. By the cuftpdy and management 
of the public funds, they had a tempt- 
iag opportunity of making a gain of 
their convijerts \ as fome of the wealthy 
members, intending to contribute their 
fcrtunes to the common fupport of the 
ibcicty, fold their 'pt)ffeirion8, and laid 
4own the prices at the Apoftles* feet. 
let fo undcfirous wete they of the ad- 
vantage Whith that confidence afforded, 
that we find they very foon difpofed of 
the tsuft, b^ putting it into the hands, 
Boi of friends of their own, but of 
iewards formally elected for the pur- 
pofe by the foci'cty at large. He far- 
ther arguesj from the words of St. 
Peter, m ccnfuritig Ananias for his 
grofs prcvaricatibn,' that the gencrofity 
which caft private plx)perty into the 
public ftock was entirely voluntary, 
and not required bv the Apoilles as an 
indifpenfable law ot Chriftianity. 

It is a juft but very curious obferva- 
lion, that the events recorded of the 
Apoftles are related without the 
fmalleil difcoverablc propenfity in the 
biftorian to magnify the fonitude or 
exaggerate the fufferings of his party. 
When they fled for their live*, he tells 
Ut. When the Churches had reft, he 
rta&arics it. When the people took 
their part, he does not leave it without 
tfotice. When the apyftlcs were carried 
a feobttd time before the SankeVJrtm, he 



it careful to obfcrvc that they were 
brought without , violence* Whea 
milder counfels were fuggefted, he 
gives us the ituthor of the advice, and 
the fpcech which contained it. flj^heuy 
in confeqiience of this advice, the Ru- 
lers contented themfelves with threat- 
ening the Apoftlcs, and commanding 
them to be beaten with flripes, without 
urging at that time the perfecutioii 
farther, the hiftorian candidly and dif* 
tinftlv records their forbearance. When 
therefore, in other inftances, he ftatea 
heavier perfecutions, or aftual martyr- 
doms, it is reafonable to believe that < 
he dates them becaufe they were true. 
Of the remarkable pauage in Jofe- 
phus which relates to Jefus Chrift, 
and the authenticity of which has been^ 
controverted, our author obfervei, that 
\% may with great reafon be contended^ 
either that the palTage is genuine, or 
that the iilence of Jofephus was de» 
Jijrned, For fince Tacitus, ouetonius, and 
PJiny, the lateft of whom wrote his cele- 
brated Epiftle not more than thirty year^ 
after thir publication of Jofephust's Hif- 
tory, fpoke of the Chriftians as a very 
numerous body, and that the fuperfti- 



tion had fpread not only over Judea, 
but had reached Rome alio, it can hard- 
ly be believed that the religion, Und 
the 



le trania£tion upon which it was 
founded, were too obfcure to engage 
the attention of Jofephus, or to obtain ' 
a place in his Hiftory. Perhaps he did 
not know how to reprcfent the buHnvid, 
and difpofed of his difficulties by paN 
fmg it over in filence. Be, however, 
the fa^, or the caufe of the omiihoa 
in Jofephus, what it may, no other Oc 
different hiftory of the fubje6^ has been 
given by him, or is pretended to have 
httvi gives. 

There are two rcmarki in the ninth 
Chapter, fhe third remark and th^ 
fifth, rcfpe£ting the autbeTitititj or ge^ 
nttinenefi of the Gofpelj (for our author 
does not feem to diHinguifh between 
thefe ixto exprelfions, though thf y ar« 
generally diftirieuiflicd by Divines), 
which for their force and truth dcfiprtc 
to be cited xt, the vety words ot the 
Writer. 

•* Why ihottld we queftion the ge» 
nuinenefs of thefe books ? Is it tor 
that they contain Accounts of fuperna^ 
toral events } I apprehend that this, 
at the bottote, i^ the real though Tecret 
caufe of our hefitation about them i fo^ 
had the V^rritings inCcribcd with the 
n%mcs of MattUw and John related 
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iiQthifij; but ordinary htftory, there 
Would have been no more doubt whe* 
thcr thcfc writings were theirs, than 
there is concerning the acknowledged 
works of JoT^hus or Philo, that iS| 
there would have been no doubt at all. 
Kow it ought to be confidercd that this 
reafoQ, however it may apply to the 
credit which is given to a writer's 
judgement or veracity, affcfts the que r« 
tion of genuine ncfs verv indire^ty. 
'The works of Bede exhibit many woa- 
«lerful relations ; but who, foothat rea- 
ion, doubts that they were written by 
Qede ? The (ame of a multitude of 
other authors. To which may be add- 
ed, that we aik no more for our books 
than what we allow to other books in 
fome fort iimiiar to onrs. We do not 
4eny the genuincncfs of the Koran. 
tl'fc admit that the Hiftory of Apollo. 
nittsTvanacus, purporting to be written 
bv Philoftratus, was really written by 
Yhiloftratus." 

Again : " If the afcription of the 
Cofpcls to their refptftivc authors had 
been arbitrary or conjcAural, they 
would have been afcribcd to more emi* 
nent men. This ubfcrvation holds 
concerning the three firft Gofpels, the 
reWutcd authors of which were en* 
abied, by their fituationy to obtain true 
intelligence, and were likely to d«li- 
ycT an honeft account of what they 
knew, but were perfons not diftin- 
fiiilked in the hiftory by extraordi- 
n^iry marks of notice or commendation. 
Of the Apoilles, 1 hardly know any 
one of whom Icfs is faid than of Mat- 
thew, or of whom the little chat is faid 
'is icfs calculated to magnify his charac- 
ter. Of Mark nothing is laid in the 
Gofpels; and what is faid of any pcr- 
fon of that name in the AAs and in thtf 
Epiftles, in no part bellows praifeor 
eminence upon him. The name of 
Luke is mentioned only in St. Paul's 
Epiftlcs, and that very tranficntly. 
The judgment, therefore, which aflign- 
ed thefe writings to thcfc authors, pro* 
cccded, it may be prefumeJ, upon pro- 
ber knowledge and evidence, and not 
upon a voluntary choice of names.*' 

What Is obfcrvcd in the Sixth Sec- 
f]^m of this Chapter concerning the 
Syriac vcrfion of the New Teftament, 
though verv well known to the Learn- 
cd, is of fo much importance to the 
(Uicfiion of the authenticity of thcGof- 
neU, that wc wiili to rcpoat it here. 
' This tranilation appears to have been 
' Hied all alon^ b/ ikc iftkabttanti ^ 



Syria* bears many interail muksof 
high antiquity, is fapported in iu ptc« 
ten (sons by the uniform tradition of tha 
Bail, and cobfirn*ed by the dilcovcry 
«f manjr ^very ancient manuficripts la 
the librariea of fiuitipt. A cm of 
this tranflation fent into Europe aooat 
200 years ago by & Biibop of Aiuioch 
conuins all our books, cjKcpt the Se- 
cond Eprille of Peter, the Second 
and Third of Joha» and the Kevela- 
tiont* But m this colle^on* no otW 
book beitde what is ia oura apncan 
ever to have had a place ^ and the 
ttxtf though preferred in a reinaie 
country, differs from ours inaoihiog 
that is imjwrUDt. 

It is a forcible arffument £ox the sa. 
thenticity of the rour Gofpels, tht 
ASit of the Apofttes, the tbicten 
Ejpiftie^ of St. Paul, thrFirft Bpiftk 
of John, and the Firfl of Peter, that 
they were received without doak b^ 
thofe who doubted concerning the athcc 
books, and had therefore made the sa- 
thenticity of their Scriptures a fubjedof 
confideration and enquiry : they hefiot. 
ed where there was rcafon for befitatioo. 
Jerome records cf Caius, a prclbytcr 
of Rome near the year 100, tnat reck* 
oning up thirteen Epiftles of Sc Paul, 
he uys the fourteenth, which is in- 
fcribed to the Hebrews, is not his^ ud 
then Jerome adds, *' With die Romass 
to this day it is not looked upon as 
St. Paul's.*^ Origen, about twenty yean 
after Caius, quoting the Epiftlc to the 
Hebrews, obferves, that ioaie mieht 
dtfpute the aathohty of that Epi&, 
and proceeds to quote, as wuMted 
books of Scripture, the Gofpel of S(» 
Matthew, the A^s of the ApaftleSt 
and P.ul's Firft Epiftle to the ThelTs' 
lonians. Dionyiius of Alexandria, is 
the year 24.7, doubts concerning the 
Book of Revelation, whether it w«i 
written by St. John; yet be ofcs aad 
collates the four Gofpels in a manner 
which ihtws that he entertained n(< 
the fmalleft fufpicion of their authoriijr. 
Eufebius laftly fpeaks of the four Oof- 
pels' and the Ads of the Apefllci 
as uncontradi£ted, tiacontefted, and 
acknowledged by all ^ and places them 
in oppofition not only to thofe writioff 
which were fputious in our feaii»of 
that term, but to thofe which were 
controverted, and even to thofe which 
were well known and approved h/ 
many, yet doubted of by foae. 

Dr. P. in proceeding to the proof of 
xhs (econd propofidon of the Fit&9*^ 
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il his work, tbst there is ftot /atisfak» 
iorjf coidetuc^ that perjons preUndtng to 
iiorigiual luitnejpss of any other Jimilar 
mracUs have aSied in the fame tfionner 
4U the ApoJiUst begins wuh (bating the 
extent of his own belief in miraculout 
Kcuttnts. " If, fays he, the Reformers 
in the time of Wickiiff or of Luther, if 
Whitfield or Wefley in our own times, 
or, lafilvy if tne late Mr. Howard had 
luidcrtaKen his labours and journeys in 
itteftation and in confcquencc of a' 
clear and fenfible miracle, I (hould 
hare believed him. Or if Soc/ates had 
profeflied to perform public miracles at 
Athens ; if his friends Phaedo, Cebes, 
Crito, Simmias, together with Plato 
and many of his followers, had at the 
hazard of their lives, and the certain 
^pence of their eafe and tranquillity, 
gone about Greece, after his death, to 
publifli and propagate his miracles and 
4odrines ; and if thefe things had come 
10 our knowledge in the l'«ime way as 
Chat in which the life of Socrates is 
now tranfmitted to us, throui^h thf 
hands of his companion^ and friends, 
I ihould have believed this likewife. 
My faith would be much confirmed, if 
the effects of Che tra^nfaAion remained ; 
Bore cfpecially if a change had been 
wrought, at the time, in the opinion 
and condu^ of fuch numbers, as to 
lay the foundation of a fydem of doc- 
trines, which had fince overfpread the 
greateft part of the civilized world." 

In comparing the evidence for the 
Chriftian miracles with what may be 
brought into competition with them, 
«ar author mentions two claUcs of dil- 
t^ofkions which he wifhes to propoic ; 
^ clafs relating to the proof, and one 
to he miracles thcmfclves. 

Vith refpeA to the proof he lays out. 
of tie cafe— Firft, All accounts of fu- 
pcrnaural evenu found only in hiilo* 
riss b^lbme ages poft trior to the tranf- 
t&ion. Secondly, Accounts of what 
paffcd i\ one country, publiihed in an* 
other at\ diftance from it, without any 
proof th^ fuch accounts were known 
and receive at hom«. Thirdly, Tr^x- 
^nt rumours. Fourthly, Naked or 
(blitary records. Fifthly, Want of par* 
ttcuiarity in names, dates, places, and 
^rcumftances Sixthly, Such ftorics 
of miracles a^ require only an otiofe 
aflent; ftoriesipon which nothing de- 
p«nds, in whicKoo intered is involved, 
nothing is to bi done or changed in 
«QftfequeDCc of dicving them. Se« 
venrhfy, All acc«u&tk are to be laid 



out of the cafe, which come merd/ 
in ajfirtnanci of opinions already form* 
ed. Thefc ftories art eafily accepted* 
when they fall in with principles tlw 
ready fixed, or with the public fenti^ 
roents, .which would not be attempted 
te be produced in the face of eneiniea^ 
in oppofition to reigning tenets or fa* 
vourite prejudices* Accordingly it hai 
been obferved, that Popiih miracles hap» 
pen only in Popiih countries. 

With refpe^ to the diftindions oF 
great moment in the queftion, whick 
relate to the miracles tnen^fclves, the 
following ought carefully to be retaio- 
ed. J. It is not jDeccITary to admit as 
a miracle what can be refolved into a 
falfe pen eption. Of this nature was the 
demon of Socrates, and the vifions of 
St. Anthony, a. We are not to brins 
into the comparifon what may be call- 
ed tentative miracles ; that is, whcre» 
out of a great number of trials, Ibme 
fucceed. This oblcrvatiou is applica- 
ble to the ancient oracles and auguries* 
to the cures wrought by relics, -and at 
the tombs of Saints. '3. We may dif- 
mifs from the qucilion all accounts ia 
which, allowing the fa£t to be true, k 
iliil remains doubtful whether a mira- 
cle were wrought. This is the cafe 
with the Hiilory of the Thundcrii»|f 
Legion, the extraordinary obftruftions 
to the rebuilding of the Temple at Jc- 
rufalem by Julian, the fragrant fmell ^ 
the martyrdom of Polycarp, Cooftan- • 
line's dream, &c. Dr. P. adds a fourth 
head of objection, where the account 
may be fufpe^cd of exaggeration i-^ 
this fccms however, iailrictucfs, to be- 
long to the third. 

Our author admits that f»iie of the 
miracles recorded in the New Tefta-. 
ment fall within one or oihtr of the ex- 
ceptions here alfigncd : he afferts, how- 
ever, that they arc united with other 
miracles to which ,nonc of the fame 
exceptions extend, and that their tre- 
dibility Hands upon this union. Thus^ 
fome of Chrift'b miracles were fnomem* 
tary ; as the tran«figu ration, the ap- 
pearance and voice from heaven at hi» 
hftptifm, i voice from the clouds upoa 
one appearance afterwards, and ioime 
others. But this it the cafe not with 
all the miracles afcribcd to Chrift, nor 
with the grcaielt part, nor with many. 
WHktever force therefore there may be 
in the objc^Uon, we have numeroue 
miracles which are free from it. 

In th» iccond Chapter Dr. P. QO%m 

fidcrs. 
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ftdert thofe particular inftances whfch 
Mr* Hume . has chofen to confront 
the miracles of the New Teftament, 
and which therefore may be regarded 
at tbf ftrongeft- which the hiftorj of 
the world could fiipply to the enq al- 
lies of a very acute and learned adver- 
fary. They are the three followiog.

Theft 
our author very accurately and can- 
didly examines, and proves wholly un- 
worth^y to be plactd in competition with 
the miracles of Chriftianity.

^ARIOtfS caufcs have combined to 
^ render the Kingdom of China an 
•bjc^ of continual as well as rational 
curiofity. The extent of its territory, 
the wonder of its popuUtioa, the va<- 
aiety of its prod uft ions, whether of art 
or nature, the induflry of its inhabi- 
tants, the ilate of irs civili7.ation, the 
long undeviating form of its Govern - 
■lent, and its beaded antiquity, are fo 
inanv circumftanccs of ^vhich we hav^ 
juft Known enough to produce a gene- 
ral defire of knowing more. 

For the fmall portion of knowledge 
we have hitherto acquired of this ex- 
fraordinary country, its lawi, policy, 
religion, and manners, we arc princi- 
pally indebted to thofe miilionarics of 
the Roman Catholic Church, whole 
pcrfevcring zeal furmouutcd the diffi- 
culties which the jealous I'pirit of the 
Chincfe oppofed to the entrance of fo- 
reigners among them ; and whofe irh- 
prudent condudl mcreafcd the obllacfcs 
to fuch a degree, as in the ordinary 
eourfe of event}!, to render an admiHion 
into the cities or interior parts of the 
country altogether impra«SticabIc. But 
the licfounts which liic Jcfuit and other 
tnillionaries published concerning China 
have been, for v^^<^us re'afons, confi- 
.dercd as of dou^tfuWauthority, by thofc 
enquirers, whether political or pnilofo- 
phical, who have been mol^ Anxious to 
icarch into the general ftate or parti- 
cular circum (lances of this curious 
^ople.

confequently the moft fatisfadory, hi(^ 
tory of the interior part of China, &c. 
ever pubiiihed ; as the opportunity 
which that Gentleman poflefled has 
been enjoyed by few, and the manner 
in which he has communicated his 
knowledge adopted by none. With 
fuch an imperfect knowledge of the 
internal data and appearance of China 
as we pMreffed from the confined or 
fufpc^tcd accounts which had already 
appeared in print, or were detailed by 
the commercial vifitants of the Canton 
River, or the rcfident fcrvants of the 
European fa£tories on the banks of | 
it, the curiofity of our enlightened \ 
quarter of the globe was obliged to "j 
content itfclf. 

At length, however, an Embafly 
from the Court of Ltindon to that of 
Pekin, which was not only encouraged' 
but ill fome mcafure, as we underilan<t 
rcqueftcd by the Emperor of Chiia, 
fcemeri to promife all the means of in-* 
formation relative to this furpri:iog 
a'nd hitherto ftcludcd country, vhich , 
the molt anxious curiofity could Acfirc. 
The manner in which fuch ar Em- 
balfy would be furnifhcd, the perfow 
who would be employed in thcconduA 
of it, and the opportunities vhich it 
might be fiippofcd this diplomatic mif- 
fion would poiTcl^'of obrainiig fuch ac* 
curate information as had »cver been 
obtained before, gave ever' rcalbnable 
hope to the philofophcr a' well as the 
politician, to the enthufaft of nature 
as well as the lover ofart^ that the 
veil which had been (' long hefd up 
between China and EJrope wouJd bc» 
removed. 

Of 
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Of thif EmbaiTy the volume, now 
before us gives the firfl, aud, as we 
doabt nor» a very correct and authentic 
i^pcounc. It does n(»t come indeed with 
the name of the AmbaiTador, or the 
imprimatur of his official authority | 
but it appears, what it profefTcs to be> 
the plain fimple narrative of a perfon 
who had an opportunity of feeing every 
thing in the courfe of his diplomatic 
pmgrefs, who profcffes to relate with 
fidelity what he Taw, and to do it with* 
oot flourifh or affcdhition. This pro- 
jnife, we may venture to declare, Mr. 
£neas Anderfon has fulBUed to our 
fatisfa^^ion, as he will, we doubt not, 
to thofe readers who have not fuffered 
their imaginations to form previous 
pictures of China from the fcenery of 
their paper-hangings, or the figures of 
their fire-fcreens. 

The work is eiven in the form of a 
/tturnat ; and after a ihort but not un« 
pleafing account of the vnyage from 
England to the coaft of China which 
js waflied by the Yellow Sea, the Jour- 
8al becomes uninterrupted from day to 
^av, during the refidence of the Bri- 
tiih EmbaUy in that country, if an al- 
mod continual ftatc of motion may be 
comprehended in that exprcflion; as 
during the whole period which inter- 
vened between the arrival of the Em- 
hafly at Mettow on the Yellow Sea, 
and its fubfecjuent arrival at Canton, 
invoiviQg a diftance of between two 
and three thoufand miles, it was fta- 
tionary but a few days at Pekin, and 
about a fortnight at jehol» the Impe- 
rial reGdence in T^rtary. The reft of 
the time appears to have been occupied 
in palTing throggh the country, and 
jexcept the iourney to Tartary, almoft 
altogether along the ftupendogs naviga- 
tions of it. 

We have travelled with Mr« Ander- 
fon through the whole of his volume 
with great fatisf action , and we do not 
nefitate to recommend the fame plea- 
fure toothers. He may, perhaps, by 
fome be thought too minute it) hit dp- 
fcriptions ; But in an unknown coun- 
try« which China may in a great de- 
cree be confiderpd, every circun^ftanpe 
H impoirtant ; and in'fuch a work as 
this, where there will ncceffarily be an 
occaHonal deitftll of great object, or 
at leaft where fuch objects will want 
fhat bold variety which can be commu- 
nicated to the page, trifles becom^ in- 
fcreftlng^ and aid the general effed ^f 



the narration.-— 5ome appearances of 
hade in preparing the work for the 
prei's, will, we doubt not, be correAed 
in a future edition. 

As a fpeciineii of the work, but " 
without any particular attention in the 
feleftion, we give the following ezcra6t 
to our readers.

from the fudden annihilation of fan- 
guine and well-grounded hope* But 
though we might, in the firft moments 
of furprize, be difpofei. to feel fome- 
thing for ourfelves, fuperior considera- 
tions foon fucccededi and we forgot the 
trifle of perfonal inconvenience, in the 
failure of a political mcafure, which 
bad been purfued with fo much labour, 
hazard, and perfeverance ; had been 
fupported with fuch enormous expeocc, 
and to which our country looked with 
eager expectation for the aggrandize- 
ment of Its commercial interetu. . There 
was, however, no remedy ; and no. 
thing naw could be done but to ufe 
every endeavour to prolong the period 
aflSgned to the departure of the Em- 
baiTy, that there might be fufficient 
time to make the neccSary preparations 
for leaving Pekm with convenience, 
and that the Ambaflador might not 
appear to be turned out of the mc« 
tropolis of a country, where he had 
repr^Unted the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain. 

•• Forthefe rcafons, and they were, 
it muft be acknowledged, of very great 
igiportance, the attendant Mandarin 
was requefted to ftate to. the Pcime 
Minifter the impoifibiltty of our depar- 
ture at fo thort a notice, not only wiib- 
put very great inconvenience, but abfo- ' 
'lute injury; ai ^t would be impolfible 
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" Man 7 other re|>orts of a fimihr 
nature were propagated ; but the rca* 
fon a/Tigncd by the Chinefe Gotcth- 
inent for thu« urging the departure of 
the ^mbalTador, was the near ap« 
proach of winter, when the ririiy 
^ould be fro7en, and the journey to 
Canton, through the northern provin- 
ces » be crowded with mconvcmence 
and imped imentl 

.«• Whatever policy govcmti the 
councils uf China on thit dccafion, whc> 
thcr it was an enlarged view of national 
intereft, which it was fuppofed the 
proportions of Great J^ritain would not 
tend to advance, or any difj^uft or p^- 
judice proceeding from fnilcondtt6l asA 
mifmanagement in the EmbaflV itfdf, 
the manner in which the Amoafladair 
-was dirmifled from Pekin was ungn^^ 
ctoiis and mortifying in the extrriM* 
For even if it is fuppofed to be a polit 
cy of the Chinefe Government, that n^ 
foreign miniller fhali be received 1^ 
on particular occa(ions, and that faei^ 
fiot fufTered to remain in the countit^ 
when he has iini(bed his particular mil* 
(ion, it doec not appear that the buftseft 
was at all advanced which Lord Bfb* 
cartney was employed to negcciatt) 
and he certainly would not hare tmxfi 
ed into any domcftic arrangements, ij 
he had not confidcred himl'elf as fecvrc 
of remaining at Pekin throughout thf 
winter. He mull have been encoa< 
raged to believe that hn refideacc 
would not only be pcrmttted, but aCf 
ceptable to his Imperial Majefty; aai 
that there was a very friendly difpofif 
tion in the councils of China totvardf 
the entering into a treaty with Graf 
Britain, refpedting a more enlarge4 
fyftem of commercial intercourib b(v 
tweea the two countries/'

His Imperial 
Majefty was alfo faid to be alarmed at 
the nutfiber of fick perfon^ in the rcti* 
nuc of the KmbafTy, and t# apprehend 
the communication of a contagious dif- 
ovdcr among his fubjcifls. It was alio 
reported, that \%-hcn the brafs mortars 
were tried in the prefence of the Em- 
peror, his MajeUy admired the (kill

^rtidion, but deprecated the fpirit of 
p people who emplojred them ; nor 
could he reconcile their improvements 
)n the ff ftem of deitruAion to the be- 
^tgn fpirit which they reprefented at

Cwo plates hare been beftowed on this 
fubjc^, delineating everv fail, with all 
its minutiae of rope^Dands, points^ 
linings, earring, &c. &c. Each fail is 
iKcurately described; directions grrea 
for its m«king ; and^ rules to find the 

Jiuantiey of cnvas in each. T« thefe 
occeed ^e Parliamentary Regulations 
relative to fails and fail •cloth, tables 
of the gores, reefs, points, rope-bands, 
gafkets, fixes of the bolt -ropes, &c. 
With all this attention, fome ioaccu- 
tacies have crept in, which we notice 
frero a friendly wiih to their future 
correftion. The rope^bands of the fails 
bear the appearanee of lacings fuch as 
in the fore'Cwrfe \ and although the 
word rope-bands is written over them, 
flill the appearance does not correfpond 
with the reality. In fome fmail fails, 
as zJloop*sfore*faili what Sailors would 
eall rtti-f&ints are termed j^ttl-banks :

tion, that this term is peculiar to fail - 
makers, and that it means pieces of 
«« log -line" fewed on the fail ; if fo,

Bloek'tnaJting is the next fubje^, 
which is purfued with the fame regu-

Patent Block Mill, The official ^i- 
fications of Patent inventions, it t^e 
inventions be at ad complex, are m 
general obfcure ; the defcription here 
given of this machine is however not 
official ; bnt it is evidently from the pea 
and pencil of one who is well acquaintrf 
with its tonftrndion and v£t. Of this 
machine we believe there are only three 
in England, at Deptford» Cbathsoi, 
and Portfmouth : its utility in expedi- 
tion mad faving of labotir Is great.

and Annotations extending to at lead 
soo pages beyond them.

^ith bis light uncxiinguiflied, and was 
ihcxeforc adjudged to be the viaor, de- 
ihered his lamp to his fucceflbr in the 
jponteft. This cuftom is more diftin6tly 
^efcri^d by Suidas, Alexander ab 
/Uxandro, and Varro.— Mr. L. in the 
exprcirion ** rcarM the lamp of day," 
fcas given a juft allufwn to the fubhme 
^ifcovcries of Modern Philofophy ; but 
inafmuch as he lofes Tight of the image 
inicndcd by the original Latin, he 
deviates fr«m the fidcliiy of a tran- 
ilacor. 

In the Annotations fubjoined to the 
Poems there appears^aconfiderable por- 
tion of erudition* tempered with a pbi-

Things, perbapi, more ftnagc 
in this way, are related of cenaia de* 
votees in India; but the hyperboliol 
manner of expreflion in ufe there, pan 
the reader pretty conftantly upon his 
guard, fothac he has the fcaie ofcom^ 
mon fenfe gemerally ready foe immedi- 
ate application. But an antient Roma 
Author of fuch refpeft • as Aulus Gel? 
lius, might furprize the faith of pcrfooi 
unguarded. That which this writer 
add; immediately after the above pafv 
fa^e from Favorinus, who fays of So- 
cratesi v«XA«cif s( i^sav sk 4^m» Mh^T 
o^TtfCKflifof TM v^ifAVtff > That he oftea 
ftood from one day to another more im*

* Gudtn, in hit Anfwer to Abbe 
Mably*t Maniere d*Ecrire i'Hiftoire, 
iayt, ** that he dined one day at Paris, 
at M. de Foncemagne'ty in company 
with the Abbe and Mr. Gibbon, The 
conreriatson turned chiefly upon Hifto- 
9f, The Abbe, who wat a profound 
politician^ brought it upon Govern* 
xnent during the time of the deflert; 
and at by charade r, by difpofition, and 
from the habit he hat of aomiringLivy, 
ha eftecms no form of Government but 
that of a Republic, he began to praife 
Republict in general, perfeAly con- 
vinced in hit own mind, that the learn- 
ed Engliihmaa would approve of what 
he (aid, and admire that profundity of 
geniut which even made a Frenchman 
forefee the advantaget of that form of 
Government. But Mr. Gibbon, well 
kmiwing by experience the incpnve^ 
niencet of a popular Government, wat 
by no meant of the Abbess opinion, and 
gcncrouily took upon himfetf the de- 
buace of a Monarchical Government. 
The Abbe wat deiirous to convince him 
that he wat wrong, from Livy, and 
from fome argument! made ufe of by 
Fiotarch in favour of the Spartans. 
Mr. Gtbbon, blefled with the happieft 
memory, and having all the fadts pre- 
fent to hit mind, foon took tht lead in 
the converfation. The Abbe waxed 
angry, grew violent, and faid fome 
cowru thingt.

To be removed from a fitua- 
tiMi of fuch truft as^hat of the Chief 
Gorecnor of Ireland, at fMch a time, 
9m4 ^ fttddenlv, muft naturally induce 
die Public to lup^e that his condu^)- 
had been blameable indeed to call for 
fuch an unprecedented meafure* He 
knew that bis Majcfty's Minifters tn 
btfch HouTes of Parliament declared 
that no blame was imputable to them 
lor any of the occurrences in Ireland. 
The natiiral inference from that decla* 
ration was, that he was the culpable 
party. Thofe perfons who in his ab- 
fence accufed him would, he hoped.

Lord Greoville faid, he felt the ur«

have paflTe'd tn another pWe, but he 
would venture to fay, that in that Houfe 
no attack had been made upon the 
Noble Earl by his Majefty's Minifters ;

of the IHair.Powder Licence Bill, 
the E|(rl of Moira delivered his fen- 
timentsi^ gr^at length; they were an 
well agsihit the principle as th« de« 
tail of the Bill } he confidered its policy 
snd moft probable etfe£is as highly ob- 
jeOionablc ; it went to draw a marked 
line of diftindtion between the richer 
aud poorer clafTes of fociety ^ a circum* 
llance which tn the end may produce 
the moft lamentable confequenccs, in 
a poihicai point of view. 

Lord GrtnviUe defended the princi* 
pic tif the Bill ; it was perhaps the muft 
unobjeAiunable and icaft unpopular 
tax tnat was ever yerpropofed ; it was 
evidently an impcdition on luxury and 
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Canity ; he a^mictctf that the burtheif 

Riuft be fomc where in a ccrtaiu degree 
ftlt, but thU obj(:£tioD applied ieU to 
this than to any other tax ; the poor 
%ere wboiiy exempt ^rom it; the richer 
and higBer orders, at whum it was 
chiefly levelled, would not feel it | and 
with refpcd to thofe in the middle rank, 
who were liable to be affc^cd by the 
tax, ft waa ckarly a matter of optioil 
in them. 

Lord Mulgrave, in an animated 
^cch, depifted in glowing colours the 
diflreflfcd fituation of a great majoiity 
*f the Officers on half- pay j he con- 
tended that they had every claim on the 
indulgence of the Legiflature ; their ift«* 
^comes were U*^rdly fufficicnt to prclcrve 
their exiflence, yet they had to fupport

Taking the Que ft ion gcncjal- 
ly, numbers of their, lo his kni^ylvd^c, 
ii<jvcr^ fervcd an hour, hut purclurtd 
commiitions on the cLfc ;>f a warjn-.crcly 
for the objeft of the half. pay. It the 
Koble Lord's ciaurc extended only 
to fuch half. pay Ofticcrs as had come 
forward to fervc their country in the 
fpacc of a year after the con, men cement 
cjf the war, perhaps he would lupportit. 
Lord Mulgrave in explanatJun d<.- 
fcnded his tormer arjjuments. Jf the 
pra^iccs alluded to by the Noble Duke 
Bad taken place, it was the crm;e of 
thefe who had the fuptrinttndarcc of 
thofe CDOcerns, and they defer vcd the 
inoft fcverc cenfurcs- So Itrongly he 
felt it his dury as a profeluonal man, 
and a Lord of Purliament, to ]'refs> the 
exemption, that he was determined to 
take the ftnfe of the iloulc upon it. 

Lord Grenvillc obftrvcd, thut every 
cxemptioii irom the tax v. hich in his 
mind was p"*,icr, had already been 
allowed.

— The 
great end to be obtained was a vigorous 
compultion to enforce attendance, for 
furely no perfon^l inconvenience (hould 
ftand in the way of fo important ac4 
preliing a duty, elpccially if the incon* 
yeniiincies arifing from a ne'gle6t of it 
were duly con&dered.

The latter 
Gentleman is rendered unhappy by the fop- 
poCtion that the young Lady to whom he 
p^ys his addrvffcs cairie^ on a ccrref})ondence 
v/ith C)'pnis, which error he is led into from 
her bearing the Omc name as her aunt, who 
is the obje^ of the old Gentleman's choice.

You will be plcafed to inform their 
lordftips, that on the 8th inft. being 
then in Leghorn Road, I received an 
«prcf« from Genoa^ that the French 
nctr, confiftingof 15 fail of the line 
ahd three frigates, were fccn two days 
before off the lile of Marsrucrite, 
^hjch intelligence corrcfponding with 
} fignal made from the Mozcile, then 
« tne Olflfing, for a fleet in the north- 
^cft quarter, I immediately cau/cd the 
K|uadron to be unmoored, and at day- 
weal^ the following" tnorulng weput t#

The Moielle prcvioufly returned xm 
me, with the information, that the £eet 
the had fcen were ftcering to the 
Southward, and fuppofed to be the 
enemy ; in confequence of which I 
Ihapcd my courfe for CorUca, left their 
deftination Ihoold be againft that sfland« 
and difpatched the Tarieton brig to St. 
Fioienzo, with orders for the Berwick 
to join itie with all poifible expeditioa 
off Cape Corfe ; but, in the courfe of 
the night, ihe returned to me with the 
unwelcome intelligence of that ibip"* 
having been captured two days before 
by the enemy's fleet. 

To trefpafs as little as poiCble upoa 
their Lord (hips time, 1 fliali not enter 
into a detail of our proceedings until 
the two r<madrons got fight of each 
other, and the profpeft opened of 
forcing the enemy to a6lion, every 
movement which was made being di- 
rected to that objedS^, and that alone. 

Ahhoughthe French Ihips were Icca 
by our advanced frigates daily, yet the 
two fquadrons did not get fight of each 
other until the nth, when that of 
the enemy was difcovered to windward. 

Obfcrving them on the morning foU 
lowing flill in that direftion, without 
any apparent intention of coming down, 
the hgnal was made for a general chace, 
in the courfe of which, the weather 
being fquaUy, and blowing very fre0i, 
we difcovered one of their line of bat« 
tie (hips to be without her topmafts, 
which afforded to Capt. Fieemantlc, 
of the Inconftant frigate (wha wat 
then far advanced on the xhace), an 
opportunity of fliewing a good proof of 
Bruifh cnterpriie, by his attacking^ 
raking, and harraffing her until the 
coming up of the Agamemnon, when 
he wat moft ably feconded by Capt, 
Nclfon, who did her fo much damage- 
as to difable her from putting hcri'tl? 
again to rights ) but they weie at this 
time fo far detached from our own 
fleet, that they were obliged to quit 
her, a> other (hips of the enem/ 
were coming uj> to her affiftancc, by 
one of which (he was foon aftcrwardt 
taken in tow. 

Finding 
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FincIiBg that our heav^ ihipt did not 
gain on the enemy during the chace, 
I made the fignal for the fqaadron to 
form upon the larboard line of bearings 
in which ordei we continued for the 
^ight. 

At daylight the nett morning (the 
14th) being about fix or feven Icaguoe 
to the &outh*Weft of Genoa^ ^e ob» 
ferved the enemy's difabied Ihip, with 
th€ one that had her in tow» ^o be fo 
far to leeward, and .fcparatcd from 
tbcir own fquadron, as to afford a pro- 
btbk chance of our cutting them off. 
The opportunity was not loft ^ all fail 
was made to tfu€t that porpofc, which 
reduced the enemy to ihc*altcmative of 
abandoning thoic ihips, or coming to 
battle. 

Altliotigh the latter did not appear 
to be their choice, they yet came down 
(on the contrary tack to which we 
^ere) with the view of fupporting 
them ; but the Capuin and Bedford, 
"whofe fignals were made to attack the 
enemy *s difabied (hip and h^r com- 
panion, were fo far advanced, and fo 
dofeiy fui^rted by the other (hips of 
our van, as to cut them off effectually 
from any aflxftance that could be giveu 
|hem; the conflict ended in the enemy's 
abandoning them, and firine; upon out 
line as they palfcd with a Tight air of 
wtn4.

Our van (hips fuffcrcd fo much by 
this attack, particularly the Illuftrious 
and Courageux (having each loft their 
main and mizcn mads) th:it*ir became 
impoifible for any thing further to be 
effcacd.' 

I h-AVCj however, good reafontohope, 
from the enemy's ftccrincjto the Weft- 
ward, after having paffed our fleet, 
that, whatever might have been their 
deiign, their intentions are for the pre- 
fentfruftraicd. 

The French fleet were loaded with 
troops ; the Ca-ira having 1300 men 
an boards and the Cenfcur ioco> of 
V horn, by their obilimtc defence, they 
loil in killed and vvounikd between 
30^ and 40Qmcn. 

The elforts of our fquadron to fecond 
tny wi(hcs for an immediate and cN 
fc^tual attack upon the enemy, were 
r» fpirited and uoHtiimous, ihat 1 teel 

r:cu)iar faflsfiidtior in offering to their 
ordfhips my cordial commendation of 
all ranks- colietlivcly. It ik difficult to 



fpacify particular defert, where emtiVi; 
tion was common to all, and zeal for hii 
Majefty*s fcrvice the general defcriptioi 
of the fleet. 

It i&, howeTer, an aft of jafticc n 
exprefs the fenfe I entertain c^ the ftr< 
vices of Captain Hollow ay, of tbi 
Britannia : during a long fricadftif 
with that officer, 1 have had rtpenW 
proofs of his perfaaal and profci&od 
talents ; and un thi» recent dcmaadSiBi 
experience and information, his la 
afforded me the moft beneficial iU 
fatisfa^ory affiftance.

The trial continued till twelve o'clock 
at night, when Lord Clonmell charged 
the Jt^ry, who retired at three quarters 
after three, and at half after four 
brought in their verdi(ft. Guilty j but 
recommended him to meFcy. The 
Chief Jultice enquired of the Jury, if 
they had any doubts on their nunds 
that led them to fuch recommendation, 
and Aldprmaa Exlhaw anfwered im* 
mediately, " No, my Lord." The 
judges Clonmel, Boyd, and Chambfr- 
Liin, cont'uited for a few minutes ; and 
the Chief Juftice obferved to the Jury, 
" Gfeotlemen, you have acquitted your* 
(elves with honour and coofci^atious 
regard for juftice ; you have done your 



duty^and we will do ours. It isffiQf^ 
tha^ a century ilnce this land has bti^n 
curfed with fi^ch a crime, and we tn|li 
^our verdict will operate in prcvci2jc<* 
ing a repetition of it. Your recom- 
mendation ihall be l&id^hefore Govern- 
ment." 

27* The fecond reading of the Ca- 
tholic Bill came on in the Iri& HoyTe 
of Commons. ' The debate was^opened 
by the Solicitor General, who moved 
the bill ihould be rejeded.

The "nre was 4irft difcovcrcd 
in the after- part of the (hip, and isfiip- 
pofed to have proceeded either f rom t 
live cartridge from the mufquexs of tke 
ibidiers, who were exercifing with fmall- 
arms on the windward (ide of the ihi^ 
having lodged in the Captain's or Ai» 
miral's cabin, and caught fomethiDg 
combuftible, or from the funnel cf the 
Admiral's cabin having been on 6re,' 
and communicated to the deck. 

The flames burfi through the poop 
before the fire was difcoTcred. Fortu- 
nately, the greateft ^ari of the poi*dcr 
had been fcnt on Ih. re thrre days be- 
fore, and, upon the firftaUrm, Uiecuk 
was turned upon th; ^rand magazi-H* 
1 he fort and aft hanging magazines 
contained but little, powder ; ire fir- 
mer exploded vv ith very little cffctt. 

When the fire broke' out there «« 
a freft breeze ar S. W. and it b<io| 
tide of ebb, the (hips were rtd'ng wiiii 
their fterns to ihe wind., Uirhin huf 
an hour after the commencement of the 
fire, tiie tops and all the riggjng were 
in a blaze. ' ^ ' ' 

About twelve the tide turned, sad 
the pofition of the (hips became cbaogfdf 
but It was then Coo late to make sny 
attempt, or eve^ for boats to pet ovir 
her. previous to ih's, h'jwever, from 
the number of boats that went infiatitiy 
to their ailifHince, it is hoped chat noft 
of the crew were favcd ; ihoagh, 
from the rapid it jf of the flames, h is 
feared that fome of them mufl have 
perifhed., 

Ali her guns were loaded, and ss 
they became heated they went cff, the 
ihot falling amongd the' ihipping> ^^ 

fOiHt 
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foine of them cren reached the fhore» 
but without, it it hoped, having done 
tny damage. It was upwards of cw9 
hours from the firft dit'charge till all the 
guns had g<>nG off. Ab^mt two her 
cables were burnt^ and Hie went adrift, 
the fire blaring through every port- 
ho'e. Tht-fi^ht, though ac noon-day, 
was awfully grand. Tne ihips to lee- 
ward of her havia;; got under weigh to 
get clear of her, ran down to St. He- 
len's, and ihc drifted flow4y tothe caA- 
ward, her miten m^fl and top mafts 
having fallen down before ihe began to 
drift. 

About five o'clock the wreck was 
driftefi by the tide further on th. Spit, 
oppofitc South Sea Caftle, wbcn the 
magazine blew up with a very great 
expl< fion 

Xhts noble Aiip, which was only five 
jears old, ^pis completely n^anne'cl and 
victualled; there were afo a vaTt num- 
ber of womto and children on board, 
m^ny of whom, it is apprehended, muft 
have periihed. The m n jumped over- 
board, and weie molUy taken up by 



boats belonging to the fleets which had 
ail been manned on the firft alarm, and 
ordered to render every afli fiance. The 
Port- Admiral, Sir Peter Parker, at the 
fame time, went on board the Royal 
William, and made the fignai for all 
the fleet inftantlv to get under weigh. 
The wind was very unfavourable, but 
the orders were executed with fo much 
judgment and abcrity, that all the 
other fliips got out of her way, and vfftj 
fortunately, i»cing in the day time, 
dropped down to St. Helen '» without 
anv of ttiem receiving the foialleft 
dimage. 

The explo(ion was tremendous and 
grand ; (hot, and pieces of timber, 
were rhrpwn to a very confiderable dif- 
tinceall around her, and a column of 
fraokc arofe in the air that for-ncd itfcif 
into the moft fublime and pidurefque 
appearance. It is melancholy to add, 
tnat as fcvcrAl boats were near the 
wreck at that me>nient, it is the gene* 
ral apprehenfion that fooie of them muft 
have been funk.

ACCOUNT OP, GENERAL JOHN ST. LEGER. 
[With a Portrait.] 



tpHE uitient family from whicH the 
* prcfcnt General John Hayes 
St. Leger is derived, is of French ex- 
cra&ioD, and takes hs dcfccnt from Sir 
RopERT SrkT'Legere, Kat. (as the 
name was then ufualiy written), who> 
in the year 1066, attended William 
Duke of Normandy in his expedition to 
England, as appears from the Roll of 
Battle Abbey ; — and the family have a 
Craditioo, that with his hand he fup- 
poned the Duke when he quitted the 
liip to land in SufiTcx. — After the Battle 
tf HaAings, Robert St. Lege re, having 
•vcrcome ^ Pagan Dane who inliabited 
the Manor of Ulcomb in Kent, he there 
fixed his rcfidence, where hts pofierity 
flouriflied for many generations. 

Of the time that any of this family 
iSettled in Ireland we have no precile 
date. But the more immediate founder 
tf the family was Sir An'thony 
St. Leger, who was born at Ulcomb, 
vas a Gentieman of the Privy Chamber 
, to Hen. V III. andfent by that Monarch 
into Ireland in 1537 (ajth Hcn.VIll.), 
10 fettle and arrange thtSc lands and 
tenements of the King's upon the 
narcbes of the Engh/b faU^ which 
vrere then running into much wafte 
** without any good inhabiting or ma- 
Burancc."— pThishe executed with fuch 
kill and integrity, th^r on hy^ig the 
Vhnlc of his proctedins;^ before the 
X.ing, that Prince conUicmed him, in 
1540, his Deputy in Ireland; and by 
privy feal from Wtftminftcr, i4.th June, 
irefted to Sir William Brcreion, L. J. 
the ArchbiHiop of Dublin, and Robert 
Cowly, Mafter of the Rolls, to get ap- 
praifcd, upon fight thereof, by indif- 
ferent perfons, all fuch things and fur- 
muire as werp latis xhc Lord Deputy 
Gray*9, as harn<efs, weapons, ordnance, 
inplementfi of houfchold, place, bed- 
dinv, with all others, and all manner 
«f mrniture, of what fort or quality fp- 
«ycr,the faid Leonard Gray left behind 
Wm, and deliver them to Sir Anthony 
^* Leger by inventory, to remain in his 
cuffody, and by him to be ufed during 
the Kiog*s pleafure. 
^ Of his proceedings for the reforma- 
tion of the country, and the cftdbiilli- 
*eniof .the government, he fenr a full 
arcouDt to the King, who was lb wdi 
pltafed With it, (luit ia r^cy^npen^c f^f 



his good fervices on the 4th of May, 
1542^ he beftowed lands, raonafteries, 
&c. m Ireland on him to a very conli- 
derabie amount ; and on his return to 
England in 1543, having, asDowiingob- 
fcrves, ** governed Ireland fo laudably 
ahd peaceably," his Majclly created 
him a Knight Companion of the Order of 
the G&rtcr, and fcni him- back £gaia 
Lord Deputy, with fuller powers. 

He died in 1559, and was fuccceded 
by hiscldcft fon, SirWarham St. Leger, 
who, in the fecund of Elizabeth, was 
Sheriff of the county of Kent, honoured 
>yith iCnighthood^and in 1566 appointed 
Chief Governor of Munftcr, under 
the Lord Deputy Sydney^ who, in hit 
'letter to Secretary Cecil, dated 17th of 
April, thus fpeaks of him: *♦ Ir cveE 
there be fauhc found for partiality ia 
Sir Wart ham Sent Leger, let ir be my 
faulte a^ well as his \ — he bath already 
. done good fcrvicc to the great quicte of 
the countye of .Waterfurdc ; doubtleft 
lie is an honeft and fufiicient man," 
Sir Warham loft his life on the 4tl\ 
March 1599, gallantly fighting againft 
Hugh Maguire, Chief Lord of Ferma* 
nagh, within a mile of the city of Cork. 
And what was very remarkable, both 
Sir Warham and Hugh Maguire killed 
each other at the head of titeir rcfpe£^ive 
troops. 

Sir William, his Ton, was a Gentle<* 
man of great merit in the reigns of 
James and Charles I. greatly cftecmed 
by both thcfe Munarchs. 

He was fuccceded by bis fon Sif 
Williamy who was knighted in his fa- 
ther's life-time, fervcd in the Parlia- 
ment of 1639 for Kilmallock, com- 
manded a regiment in the war with the 
Iriih, and after the celfation went, in 
November 2643, ^o Briftol to aflift the 
King in England, tak^g over with himi 
Colonel Myn, one thoufand foot« apd 
fome horfc, and did great fcrvice in 
ftrengtheningthegarrifunof Gloucefter, 
but was (lain in the battle of Newbury, 
27th Odlober 1644. 

iijr William dying unmarried, his 
brother, John St. Leger of Doneraile» 
Efq. in the county of Corke, fuccceded 
him, who Wtis appointed, 19th March 
1661, Cnptiip of a Company of Fcot, 
and on the firft of May 1679, l^ad a 
pat^m. grafting ;i^^j^^5ljy(Frceho!dcrs 
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t£ Doncrtile (for which place he after- 
vr'ards ferved) (hould ele6t BurgefTet to 
parliament. He died 31ft March 1696, 
mnd Left iiTue two fons^ befidc daughters i 
the fir ft » Arthur* created Yircount 
Poneraile 1703 ; and John St. Lcger, 
mfterwards Sir John, the grand-father 
•f the prefent General. 

John St. teger, after having fipiihed 
his education at Wedminfter and the 
Inns of Court, returned to Ireland and 
praftifed the law.,«^was ele6ted a Mcm« 
fter of Parliament for Donerail,e in Oc- 
tober i?i3» was knighted, and on the 
sSth of January 1714 conftituted one 
«f the Barons of the Court of Exche- 
quer. Sir John's charaftcr, as a J udge 
and a man of wit, is well remembered 
in Ireland even to this day. He came 
into office when not only parties ran 
tery high between Whig and Tory in 
that country (or rat her William iies and 
Jacobites), but when the poor tenantry 
were much oppreffed by their land- 
lords, who, the more to incrcafe their 
eftates, let their lands at rack rents, 
and exa6ted thofe rents with great 
ftri^ncft, 9nd fometimes with the moft 
ftagrant injuitice. 

"Sir John, who had his education in 
England, and who was likcwife rec- 
kened a good Lawyer, let his face 
#gainft this bitfincfs, and fpared neither 
the man of high family or fortune, 
"i^hen he foun4 him tranfgrening the 
hws of his country.-^ A conftant ex- 
j^reffian of his is often quoted %6 this 
day,—" That he did more fervicc to 
f^ State by hanging one rogue- in 
ru*flc8, than twenty common male? 
favors." 

He fat on the Barons Bench twenty- 
eight yearsy being firtl appointed in the 
year 1714, 3nd did not quit it till 174a, 
when he relsgued on account of his ad- 
Tanccd age. 

Sir John died on the 14th May 1743, 
Having ifiTuc by his fecond Lady five 
fons and three daughters.

ficral, who, npoo the dtath of hit faihcPa 
was taken under the prote^on of 
his gr^nd- mother Lady St. Lcgcr» 
was educated at Wefiminfter Schckol, 
and having a ftrong tnclinatioa fpr the 
Army, purchaled a Comroiflion fh the 
Guards, and foon after was apposoted 
pneof the Equerries to his Royal High« 
ncfs the Prince of Wales. 

The peculiar intimacy with whici^ 
he was honoured by his Royal High* 
nets, in the very ouifet of his eitabiifli* 
mcnt, is well remembered by the fa- 
ihionable world : — The (ix&ilarhy «f 
their ages, their handfomc perfoa^. and 
manly acconifrliflifnents, attra£tcd th^ 
notice of the Beau Monde,— They were 
the Alexander and Hepheftion of the 
prefent day. — ^Thcy not only exhibited 
together in public, but in 'the Rova| 
Academy, where chex wholc-Jeagth 
portraits,as painted by the lace ^irjolhu^ 
keynclds, were confidercd as two of the 
Bneft fpecimens of the talents of that ad^ 
mirablc artift. 

Floated thus upon a wide fea of la. 
fikion and expeoce, in conftant ha- 
bits of intimacy %vith the Prince, en- 
dowed with fine natural and acquired 
accomplishments, with the rank of Co- 
hnc\ (being appointed a Captain in the 
Firft Regiment of Guards a5th Odnbcr 
1781), it is no wonder that h,is expencc; 
/bouid break in upon the ihcome of his 
fortune. He had ihc wifdom, however, 
to fee it in time, and the n»anlinefs cf 
chara6ter to fet about remedyivg his 
miftakes as foon as he felt them. He 
accordingly retired to Ireland about the 
year 1^85, during the VnaeroYfliip of 
nis friend the late Duke of KutiaDd| 
where he lived for above two ycarf 
under a fcale of retrenchnMnt^ but at 
the fame time enjoying alt the well- 
known feflivities and ^>leadofs of th^ 
Rutland admin i ft rat ion. 

About this time his Uncle Cobeel 
St. Legtrr died, and leaving no iiTue he 
bequeathed {lis Nephew all his cftarcs, 
amounting to above aoooK a year. TLa 
Colonel thought it ^ow full time to re- 
turn to England, thus mended in hi% 
fortune pnd experience ; >h» accordingly 
arrived here at>oiit the beginning of the 
year 1787, end op the 5th of September 
the fame year, was appointed a Lieute- 
nant -Colonel in the Firft Regiment of 
Font. Guards. 

On his arrival the Prince renewed hit 
intimacies with him, and loon after ap* 
poinretl him one of the Grooms of bts 
j(ecl.Ch«imber. In this 6tuation he 
continued till his Royal Highness the 
Duke of York cook the ^onuMod of the 
^ ' • ' Bnliih 
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triciih farces on the Continent* Col. 
fit, I««gcr tccomfMnied him as a Colonel 
in the Ouards, and form after was ap« 
pointed De^Hity Adjutant-General of 
t4ie Britilh forces on the Continent.— 
He was prcfcm ac mod of the br-iUiant 
anions in which the< Guards were con* 
cerned, and in both fituations, as Colo- 
Be! and Depucj Adjutant-General, aC* 
quitted hinifclt with great military re* 
putatioo. 

He returned to England with hit 
K.ojal Highnefs the Duke of Yurk, 



and on the afth February 1795 ^** 
raifed toth« irank of a Major -General of 
bis Maje(ly*B forces, a Colonel of th# 
i6thRegimeQt of Drai^oon Gu^ii^s i and 
on the late eftablilhment of the Prince V 
Houihold^ was appointed one of cb« 
Grooms of the Bed -Chamber to theii: 
Koyal Highnelfes the prince and Pria* 
cefs of Walea,

My family is of Chcfterficld, in Dcr- 
byfhirc 5 and, for a famiiy in middl« 
life, ancient and rcfpc£tabiv. There it 
extant among our records a will, figned 
by a perfon of both my names, a confi- 
dcrable tradefman, and Alderman of 
that tow r, who therein provides dcci ntly 
for five funs and four daughters : J;it 
is dated anjtt' 1 50a. The la.^ded pro- 
perty of the H uie w-^ afterwards much 
increafed, but wafted (the greateft part 
of it) by an cldeft fon, a fine gcmfcman 
of the times ; %vho, in the civil wars of 
the laft century, while his family eonfB<« 
sued loyal, § became a Cromivtlltan i

Jii-f de Ortu et Ffogrrjfu Aftronomut \ 
which, though it cannot well be cocfi* 
dercd othefwife than as a juvenijc pro- 
do^ion, was yet kindly reccired by the 
VniverHry f , and laid the fouudatioi^of 
that little merit I have fince acquired ia 
the -world of letters. It was then imi'* 
gined, and indeed the Profeflor Kuther* 
forth noticed it in bis public fpecch M 
me at Diy Dfodtor's degree, that I un- 
dertook this work in order to ^make 
amends for fome defe£V of charaAcr 
when I took my firft degree ia Arts j 
and ¥k'hea although I wa^ oct stnibcjd 
b^noitr^ yet I was not diftinguiihed in 
the manner that \yM expe£icd from 
me. How far thisjnight be the cafe, I 
cannot pretend to fay. Whether mj

Theft were ajl of both my 
oames ; men liberally educated at Can)'- 
bridge, who had decent preferment in 
Ihe Church, and were eftecmcd for their 
food •ftnle, ptobicy^ and learning, by all 
who knew them. 

I was born the igth of Dccenibcr 
(O. S.)in f7iij at Barrow -upon Soar, 
in the County of Lciccftcr, whcr.e my 
^her, then yery young, was only a 
Curate ; for alas, good man ! by mHiry*- 
ing a daughter of Sipon Ockley, Ai ab'ic 
Pfofeflorat Cambridge, whije attending 
Sis lectures, he had provided for himfclf 
1 family b«ifcrc he had provided where- 
withal to maintain It. I (pent the tirft 
Iburtecfi years of my lifc«t home with 
my fatficr, who grounded me in Latin 
and Greek t end was thfn, April 1736, 
ftmoved to the public fchool qf Chef, 
terfietd aforcfaid ; where I continued 
ive years under the Rev, William Bur- 
row,'a very ingenious as well as humane 
perfon, and who was more than ordina- 
rily (killed in the Greek. He had too 
(let me obfervc it), by his manner of 
commenting and expatiating upon our 
lefToDS, the art of opening the under- 
ftanding, and tcacKin;^ the u(e and tX' ^ 
€rcifiA)f it, while he fcemed to be only 
leachingthe languages, bcyofid any man 
} ever kn«w. 

. April »74i I was admitted of Jcfili 
'College in Cambridge. Iwasadmitttd 
a fizar for the fake of a?conomy, as we 
were a ttumtrcus tribe at home, <ifrtfges 
fonj'umfte natt \ yctoeconomy, in reality, 
was little concerned, the difference be- 
tween fizar and pcnfioncr, either as fo 
expcpce or manner of living, being (in 
our Society atlcai^) next to nothing. 'I 
took the degree of A. B. in Jan. 1745 ; 
•nd, after continuing in College till 
the Ctnnmcncrment following, I went 
ill to the country, and hecamc a Divine 
foon after. M.irch 1746 1 undertook 

the Cure of St. Margaret's Church, in 
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toy mathematical depth, was acquired 
afterwards. 

The Middletonian controverfy upon 
the Miraculous Powers^ SS'c. bking not 
yet endcdf though indeed Dr. Middleton 
biinfelf was dead, 1 was moved to enter 
the liflsy and io 1752 publiihcd two 
pieces ^ one entitled, Curjory Animad^ 
nferfions Mpon the controverfy io gene- 
ral ; the other, Ripiarks upon a Cbarge 
iy £>r. Cbapmau. It will hardly be 
credited what diffidence I felt when I 
began the former |hccc ^ and ftill lefs, 
when I mention the caul'e of this diffi« 
dence. But it is a real matter of fa£^, 
that, though 1 had gone through a fchool 
and a College, and had produced a Latin 
work, which, notwithftanding many 
xniiiakes and overfights, had been ap- 
plauded even for i:s language, 1 could 
»ot ytt exprefs myrdf tolerably in 
Enghlh ; but, after I had Hepped into 
my twenty- ninth year, had the 'writing 
part of my native tongue aimoft entirely 
to acquire. I mention this chiefly to 
note, what I take to be a great xlcfec^ 
in rood of the grammar- fchools, vi2. a 
total neglect to cultivate our own lan- 
guage : as if tlie learning of Latin would 
teach boys not only xaj^dl^ as the vul- 
gar imagine, but alfo to write ^ Engliih. 
— in 1753 1 publiihcd A LetUr to the 
Rev. Thomas Fothergill, A. M. Fellow 
ot Queen's Coilegtf» Oxford, rcliting 
to hi^ Sermon preached before that Uni- 
vcrfity 30th Jan. 1753, upon the Kea» 
JonuhUnefi and Ufa of commemorating 
Kutg Charles's Martyrdom : a flight 
produAion ; yet fufficient, perhaps, to 
Ihew, that there is neither rea/on uoiu/e 
in any fucb commemoration. 

Upon the publication of my firft 
MiddUtonian pamphlet, -my bcokfeiler 
tranfmicted tiie compliments of Dr, 
IVarburton to the -unknown author ; 
for 1 bad not yet courage enough to fet 
my name to my Englilh produ6tions. 
I was greatly furprifed, but foon after 
perceived, that, WaTburton\ ftate of 
authorihip being a ftate of war, it was 
his cuftom to be particularly attentive 
to all young authors of forward afpiring 
fpirit, in hopes of enliHing them after-^ 
wards into his fervice. Accordingly, 
when my fecond pamphlet came out, he 
learned my name, and fcntme not only 
his compliments, but the offer alfo of his 
AHiHaot Preacher's place at Lincoln's 
Inn Chapel, with the ftipend of hklf*a- 



guinea for each Sem^on.. The ftipead^ 
to be furc, was paltry, but the plfcr aii(| 
the place were very agreeable to me | 
for i had fome time before formed % 
fchemc uf living in London, in order tQ 
alTociace and converl'e with literati^ an^ 
more cffcdlually to gratify my hun\pur« . 
which, partly from the love of letters^ 
but chic Ay from ill health, was groyn 
more retired and Hudious* I reinoTcvl- 
to town June 1753, and foon found mjr 
way into a Society pf Gentlemen, who 
met once a week to drink coffee, and to 
talk learnedly for three or four hours. 
This Society^ as it was called, conGftcd of 
Dr. Jortin, Dr. Birch, Mr. Wctfteio^ 
Mr.DemiiTy, Dr. Maty, and one or two 
more; and it flourifbed till the death Ji 
Birch in 1766, though it was weakened 
by the departure of Jortin to Kenlingtoa 
in 1762. 

The works of Lord Bolingbrok&were 
publiOied in 1754; and as all were 
ready to Ihew their zeal (not forgetting 
their parts and learning) againft hetci^ 
rodoxy and irreligion, io in 1755 1 ^^^ 
publiihcd what I called A Skeub ofUnrd 
Bolingbroke* s Fbihjophy \ though indeed 
my object was, to vindicate the morai 
attributes of the Deity, where Lord 
Bolingbroke was chiefly original, other 
matters being only touched occafionally.. 
The latter end of this year came our 
The Ufe of Rrafon ajftrtediu Matiers «/" 
K eligion , i n a n {\v e r to a S e r m n preached 
by Dr^ Patten, ^t Oxford, 13 July 17.555 
and, the year after, a Defence of thif 
againft Dr. Patten, who had replied. . 
Thefe were favourably received by tb« 
public; yet, when tlie heat of com ro> 
verfy was over, I could not look ioto • 
them myfelf without difguft and pain. 
The fpleen of Middleton, and the petu* 
lancy of U^arburton^ who were then the 
writers invogut, had too much infcdied 
me^as they had other young fcribblers j 
though I never had the honour to be of 
what Hume^ in his Lifcy calls the If^ur- 
burionian School*. The fubftance, how- 
ever, of thcie two pieces, purged cntireiy 
from all that ferment which ufuall/ 
agitates theological cnntroveriy, came 
forth in my Coucio adClawn^ preached 
at Cambridge for my Dodlur in Divini' 
ty*s degrce» July 4, 1759- * 

Between the two pieces on the Vffj

Vicarage irf the Cojnty of Lcicc«>cr; 
in 1766 was prtfcntcd tothc Rcctcry of 
$awtry.Ail-Saints,inHurt!ngdoij|hirei 
and, in 1768, to a Prebend in the Col- 
legiate Church of Southwell. Thcfc, 
in To fliQrta compafs,m8y t<Kik pompous ; 
but their dear annual rncomc, when 
Curates wcfe paid .and all expenccs de- 
ducted, did not amount to mf»re than 
150I. In i77i> I pnblifhcd T:'be Irr^ 
n'arcb ; ^r, Juflice of the Pr rue's Mannal-, 
ahd qualified myftlf for afting in Ofto- 
bet that year. I qualified foon after 
for tljc Liberty of Southwell and Scroo* 
by, in No:tingham(hire ; yet, as ftrangc 
as it may feera, nothilig could be mere 
averfc from my temper and way of life. 
But 1 Was in both the CommJiTions of 
the Peace, and ttazed into it. The fates 
ieemto have fct themfeWes ayainft my 
naturalbumour ; fori hadbutjuft'donc 
with the eduratton of my eldeft fon 
Ralph Hcathcotc, upon which 1 bci 
ftowed five or fix years in a manner, 
jntcrtftirgit ia trtie, but certainly ftot 
a^/eeabie, to myCtlf f. 

In 1774. was publiftied the fecoad edi-

repeatedly fevtlied at thi« illuOrious 
ptrfon. but the public >vbs difporcd, 
pcrvcrfcly as 1 imagined, to tnifunder- 
irand me ; they conceived that, inftead 



of defending,' I meant to tnfukand abafii 
Lord Mansfield ; and this, as ikouid 
feem, becaufe, writing under a feigned 
charadtcry I did, by way of enlivening 
my piece, treat the noble Lord with a 
certain familiarity and gaiety of fpirit. 
U}>on this, in 1781, 1 publilhed a third 
edition of Tir Irenarch, fetting my name 
at full ^Lngth, and frankly avowiag my 
real purpoGe. [The Irenarch, the 
Dedicatidn^f and the Notes, are now 
all tearti.red'upand down, but uithout 
alteration, in fylva ; and arc, indccdi 
much properer for fuch a mircclianeoos 
coUedioo, as being no ways cvnortted 
with one another* The fiii^ Toluroe uf 
Sjlva was publilhed in -FyS^y aad t 
fecond edition in 17S8.] 

In thefummcr of 1785 \v« left Lop- 
don altogether, and dividad oar raril 
abodt between Southweil and Siiebyi 
though Southwell of late has bad the 
ereatril (hare uf us.

General of this Church (rotn Not, 
17S8. The autlioiity of Vicar- General 
extends to twenty-eight towas^ the 
Peculiar of Southwell, over which he 
exercil'es epil'copal authovsty, tecept 
orJinatinn atkd con firm atioa. Bat the 
great object of my empl^yiseBc is tbt 
adminillrtftion of juftke ; and objed 
enotfgh at my time of life. 1 have netrlr 
reached the agr cf man^ yet (1 thank 
God ) am tolerably free from intirmitiei, 
bating that general invalid habit whicli 
has attended me from my birth, and 
wiiich ceftainijr'has not been onendedby 
a (ludious and I'edcntary life. Farfron 
prefuming, however, 1 do not reckon

AMONG thofe cireuin dances which 
** have coatributcd to the celebrity of 
Esil Lothian it the birth of Jamei 
Boasvcncura Hepburn. This author, 
one of the grcateft adepts in philological 
literature^ was born at Hamdocks, in 
Miis county, July 14, 1573. Thomas 
Hepburn, hit father, a convert to John 
Knox, was Ke£^or of that place . His fon 
James was brought up in the principles 
of the proteftants, and placed at St. 
Andrew't for hit acaden^ical education* 
At the Reformer had now but juft 
fiaiihed his career, and left his coun« 
trymen deeply imprefled with the doc- 
U'lacs of Calvin ifm, you will wonder to 
hear that our Hepburn ihould, in his 
earlieft youth, have conddered the ar« 
siimenu for the Church of Rome fo 
differeatly from his father, as, appa-* 
rentW from conviftion, to have embraced 
the Catholic Communion. 

Soon aftqr his converfion, he pa fled 
over into France, and from thence inro 
Italy. Had his mind, before this mt« 
grarion, received only the feeds of the 
Catholic faith, you will conceive that, 
in climatesfo'favourable to their growth; 
they would foon ftrike a deep root, and 
iBuft probably have been too well 
watered te hazard future extirpation ^ 
ttoi; do wc hear of his ever returning to 
his paternal Calvinifm. How long he 
continued in cither of tbefe countries is 
not faid ; but he quitted the latter on 
the fcheme of an extend vc peregrination 
throygh Turkey, Pcrfia, Syria, Falef. 
tine, ^gypt, ^hiopia,and mod of the 
countries of the Ead. In this excurdon 
he probably dedicated bis whole time to 
the acquiution of languages, it. Is 
aderted, that he became mader of fo 
many, that there was fcarcely a region 
of I he Globe with whoft inhabitants he 
could not have eonyerffcd in their own 
tongue* Akhough probability demands 



fome abatements in this reprefcntation,' 
there isreafon^to quedion, whether any 
other perfon did ever podcfs more dide- 
rent languages. 

Upon his return from his eadern 
travels, he embraced the monadic life^ 
and entered into a convent of Minims^* 
fqundcd about 1467 by Francis de Paula,' 
in the neighbourhood of Avignon* 
This Order, fird called the Hermits of 
St. Francis, took the f title of Minims,* 
to exprefs the humility they podeded in 
their fentiments and deportment. 

After foitie continuance there, Mr. 
Hepburn removed to Rome, and retired 
into the monadery of the Holy Trinity; 
edablidied under the rule of the 
Minims. 

The fame of out lihguid*s extraordi- 
nary acquidtions, not long confined 
within fuch precincts, reached the ears 
of Paul V. then on the Papal Throne^ 
The Pope invited him to quit his retire* 
mcnt, and gave him the warddiip ani 
infpedlion of all the Oriental books and! 
roanufcHpts in the Vatican Library, 
lathis honourable fiiuitionhe remained' 
fir years. 

IJpen the authority of Dempder, who 
travelled in Italy during the tinic 9^ 
Hepburn's reflfd^nce there, and may be 
fuppofed to have kiiown him perfonall^, 
is odered the following account of his 
writings. 

A Hebrew *nd Chaldaic Di^ionary, 
and an Arabic Grammar; forming one 
volume in quarto, appeared at Rome' 
159 1. —This *vas followed by a tranfla- 
tion of fome of the Pfalms from the 
Hebrew into Lntin, accompanied with t 
Commentary.»-The CctberMalcuth^ 
Rabbi Soloinon, the fon of Tfemach* 
frorti the Hebrew into Latin, is ncict 
mentioned. This book, which Demp- 
der calfi '< Difldema Regi^," was priptcil 
at Venice nuder the title of *' Gloria cc

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fiecus Ifraelis." It confifts of fix 
homilies on the glory and privileges of 
God's chofen peoplr. — A work fn tVIro 
books ; one, a Treatifc on the Myfticftl 
Numbers \ fhe other, a Sevenfold 
Method of interpreting the Scriptures ; 
was t ran flat ed by our author from the 
Hebrew of Eben Ezra* This Rabbin 
Houriflied in the twelfth centory, and 
is efteemed one of the moft * leanuid 
among the Jewifh Do£^ors. He has 
written Commentaries on rarious parts' 
of the Bible, printed in the Venetkd and 
Baiilian editions of the Old Teftameot. 
Mr. Hepburn gave a Latin verfion of 
the Kagnanith Kefepb, or Silver 
Shield i a Book of Canticles by the 
Kabbitt Jofcph.-^To thefe Ice me add, 
fait Latin Tranilation of the Sepher 
Hacabala of Abraham Levita-*<)iat 
of an abridged Chronicle of the Aifairs 
of the Romans-* t^ a Htftory of the 
A^s' of the Kings of Ifrael, from an 
author unknown— of feveral letters by 
Je^ifii Rabbin«*-of the Commenu- 
lies of the Rabbi Kimki on the 
Pfalms-^of a CoUeftion of alt the 
fynontraous Words found in the Bible 
•—and of the Shimufh Tehillum, of 
OfHee of the Pfalms*— As I am yet 
at fome diftance from the end of my 
Catalogue^ I hope you will not begin 
to think my Hebrew roots ajiterary 
Vegetation of too ifctle fuccuiency for 
your palatc« But before I proceed to 
the remaining articles, I mud acquaint 
jQVti that the produAiont which 1 have 
)aft been reciting were alt reared from 
the garden of the Jews bjr the laborious 
hand of our mighty Itnguift before he 
became an inmate of the dorfter, to 
which he. i* underftood to have retired 
at rather an early period of his life. 

The literary offspring of his monaftic 
ftate (if the cbaftity of the cloifter will 
allow the metaphor} were Latin ver.

Karintoil — and, laHlly, tk< Book, of 
Enoch. If you feel any inclination to 
poflPeft the arguments of that difpate 
which formerly arofe araone thelearoed 
on the fubje6t of the Book of Enotl^ 
give me leave to refer you to tha 
** Bibliotheque Critique" of the Father 
Simon :- he has ftated their differeac 
opinions* I koow not whether I AoaM 
have given yott, thtr tntimati^t weiv 
I not perfuaded, that ftoaid Toar con- 
ofity lead you to confuk the learned 
Jefuit, you will make no attempt la 
light up thofe combuilibla nnateriab 
again into the flame of theoU^cal con* 
troverfy. With regard to Mr. £cp. 
burn's tranflation of this book, I confeft 
that, under the impreflioo nsade oa 
myfelf by the arguments agalaft the 
authenticity of the original, 1 have mach 
more comfort in the tranflation of Enodi 
himfelf than I fheuid have in that of hb 
book. But let me return to the acconat 
of our indefatigable Minimis labonn* 

The Rabbins, not contested witH 
making an author of Enoch, faarve ^ 
favoured the world with a learned vorit^ 
by the Patriarch Abraham, eutitledf 
•' Sepher Jetzira/' the Book of th» 
Creation, This was alfo converted into 
Latin bv our unwearied traiiflator. 
You wilfperhaps be amufed to hear, 
that the Cfaballiftic Dofkora affigaed t» 
al( the Patriarchs and Prophets, fron 
Adam to £lia«, an Angelic preceptor* 
We learn from the (ame fource, thtt 
thefe venerable perfons becoming veij 
learned, as well may be fuppofed, under 
fuch tuition, moft of them enlightened 
the world with records and hi£)rics of 
their own times. In order to obviate 
tbe reproach of viAqpary cooje^urs 
upon this matter, Abraham Bendior, ia 
his preface to the Patriarch's Jetzin, 
has, with a moil obliging readinefs and 
aU-becoming gravity, prefcnted his rea- 
ders with the naaaes of feveral of thefe 
Seraphic Do6iors. Adam, it feemt, 
was tutored by the Angel Razieh 
Shem received Ie6^uresfrom Jophiel; 
Zedikiel inftrufked Abraham ; Jacob 
underwent the difcipline of Peliel ; 
Jofeph was illumined by Gabriel \ 
Metaeron inftituced Mofes ; and Eiias

In conftqufence of the above recital, 
BO will probkbly allow, that our Jin- 
pA*i facility and expertncfs in tranf- 
Itiftg from the Hebrew language, his

Doeot'the moft curious of his perform- 
llces,and that which difplays his uni- 
^erfai attention to languages, is his 
'Virga Aarta Septuaginta Duobus

Idha Marray, of Clendoick. I wUl 
fift you as clear an account of it i^ my 
iwn way as his reprcfentation of it 
withoi)t the plate, and otherwifi^ not 
fbfolutelv corfeft, will allow.

Below thefe brilliant obje^s are 
placed feven columns or pillars ; in the 
hrft and jail of which our author explains 
his ddign of reprefentingi on the five 
iutermediate ones, in.fevenry-two lan- 
guages, fo many paflage* of fcripture* 
witti certain emblems adapted to each ; 
the whole expreiliDg encomiums on the 
Bit fled Virgin. 

The firil of the five interior columni 
exhibits the following aiphabc » em* 
blems, and fcrjpture paiTages.— The 
Babyloniih alpfiabet ; waters flowing 
from dificr^nt conduits for the emblem ;

whom it is addrtffcd. The rrmaimng 
ornaments of this column conftft of the 
portraits of Bai-fheba and EOher, with 
the Syriac and Maronite alphabets. 

The fourth column is occupied by the 
Chaldaic, Paleftine, Cananean, Periian, 
African^ Arabic, Judean, Turkilh, the 
Rabbinical. Galilean, SpaoidiRabbioi- 
calf Hebraeo- Arabic, Syro-Hebraic, and' 
J^^yftical alphabets. ' ' 

Thciitthand lallc6l\?mn will furprifc 
Ti»u with the Seraphic^ Superceleftial, 
the Angelical, Enochean, Punic, Ut- 
brew, SamaritaOi Mofaic, J udxo- Sama- 
ritan, Idumean, Halorabbinic, Brach- 
man, Adamcan, Solomonic, and Noachic 
alphabets. 

Where our author found all thefe 
languages, as my document depofcth 
n6t, I am far from being able to inform 
you,' and ftill farther from any inclina- 
tion either to invcftigate or conjedlure, 
Tbc names, at leaft, of fevcral are m:ini- 
feftly arbitrary, and feem to import, that 
lomc of them are languages of another 
wotH. Why may we not fuppofe thtfe 
to have been ufed' by thekind inftruftivp 
Ajigdsof the Rabbins, in the education* 
©r their patriarchal pupils. 

I take it for granted' you are no\v 
fufiiciently tired with the length of my 
cualogue to excufc the omifTion of a few 
but of the fcven'ty-two languages which 
my document profcffed to give. The 
omiflion hath probably been owing to 
too much haftc,or perhaps to the wea- 
rifomenefs of tranfcrfbing fuch a number 
of hard names, lb barren of ideas. But 
however this may be,' four or five more 
arc certainly due to the account. For 
the full • title of Mr. Hepburn's exhi- 
bition of hngn^igci, at the fame time 
that it exprilfes the number he meant 
in this odd device, ailigns the reafons of 
his chufmg that particular number; 
nimely,'1)£caufc the BlelTcS Virgin is 
faid to have lived fcventy. two years , 
bccaufe that was the nunfbirof Uhrift's 
fVifciples, and of their Eminences the 
Cardinals : and becaufe there arc fo 
inany myrferies in the name of God.— 
4^heic reafons furely arc curious, and 



sot a little chara£^eriftic of the llit!iif*t 
vifionary turn of mind, it is aflenej, 
that Hepburn was fufficieiit!y ikiUcd in 
all thtfc languages to write in each of 
there. If this be true, ^ou will fup- 
pofe chat his proficiency in them lOBft 
have been extremely unequal, or his 
knowledge in each not very pr)found. 
If, however, vMithridatcs, who badi 
kingdom to govern, and, for fome time, 
a vaft army to command, were able, at 
has been reported of him, toluve made 
fuch acquifuions in langaage as to ha- 
rangue the twenty-two nations of which 
his forces were compofed, each in its 
own tongue, Hepburn, whofe rime wai 
wholly given up to that ftudy, may be 
fuppofcd, at the latter part of his life, 
to have written in fcvcnty-two. The 
famous Poftellusybefides the dead laa« 
guages, is faid to have pofleiTed fo many 
living ones, that he might have made 
the tour of the Globe without an inter- 
preter Such wonderful ftories, it mud 
be allowed, have long pa (Ted with un- 
ob(tru6ted currency. But a firange : 
alteration or degeneracy mud now hare 
taken place among mankind, if ihcfe 
accounts be well founded. We meet 
with no perfoAs at prefcnt profclfiag 
themfelves capable of fuchattaiomcaui 
and I may add, that were fuch profef- 
fors to be found, they muft not expcd 
to obtain credit without ligorous exa* 
mi nation. 

Notwithftandioe the high pi^ctenliois 
of foroc othcri.. Dr. Mackenzie ven- 
tures to maintain, that hts countryman, 
Hepburn, was not onljrthe greateftlia- 
guiilof his own age, but, to ufe hisowo 
expre(ficn» of any age thtt has bean 
(ince the creation of the world. 

Vincentius Blancus, a noble Veneti:ai 
has, in his letters, mentioned him with 
great honour. And the learned Ca- 
nonift, James Gaffarel, in his f Booi 
of unheard-of Curio(i't|es, has fpokcnof 
him in ter(T)& of very high coramendi- 
tion. ' We may, perhaps, f^dy eon- 
elude him to have been one of the firft 
Ipguifts in the annals of modem litera- 
ture. With this mcajfure of his famet 
his moil partial admirers may well l>e 
contented ; (ince there are no poifibie 
mctns of dccidiQg wh^t iodiriditai com«

Mr. Hepburn was at Venice in the 
^car 1620, whither he had ^oiie with 
»n intention of trai) (letting Come H ebrew, 
Syriac, and Chaldaic writings. Here 
he died, in that or the following year. 
His portrait, it is faid, is ftill ilicwn at 
the Vatican. 

Although ITepburnV attainiTientK in 
language were worthy of great admira.. 
tlon, i find no reafoo to believe that his 
n^ind waseolareedyoriiis upderftanding 
remarkably vigorous. He docs not ap. 
pear co have poffcffed that quick fenle of 
rcmo.re but kindred cbj;.£ts ; that a£Vive 
faculty of combining and felicity of ex- 
prcfiing related ideas ^ or th^tiniuitive 
difcernmcnt betwixt heterogeneous 
ones } thofe creative powers, in jhort, of 
thought or cxprellion^ by \vl\ich origi- 
nal works, of wh<itever kind, are pro- 
duced ; thufc works in the contempla- 
tion of which alone ta(le ever recognizes 
the fafdnation o£ genius.. From the 
nature of his performances it may be 
fiippofcd, that he ranged at leifure 
through his intcllc£tuvil itores without 
coinpreb^nding their mod valuable ufe. 
He Icems rather to have contented him- 
ftlf with the humble province of tenant 
than to l\avc exerted the authority of 
lord or proprietor over his own' literary 
flock. Jts quantity, indeed, was very 
cpiiriderablc; his gelds were ample, 
but their produce, though abundant, 
boafted nothing uncommon but the na- 
tare of their weeds. What other idea 
of merit are we to gather from his 
fcbeme of feventy-two languages, above 
snoptioned, though an objedt of wonder 



among the mob of his learned contcm^ 
porariesj or, indeed, from his attach- 
menr to that fpecies of learning, which 
appears almo(\ wholly to have occvpie4 
him, than that he was a great adept ill 
the vidons of the Rabbins,. and that his 
imagination, when he meant to compofe, 
teemed with nothing better than the 
idle reveries. * and fotemn puerilities of' 
the Caballiftic fchool ? ' . 

After ail, allow me to repeat, that the 
meafure of his acquidtions was .very czt 
traordinary. It was highly honourable 
to hjmfelf and ko his country, or rathep 
to the whole republic of .letters ; totlve 
^profpenry of which his country has, for 
many>a^es, contributed fuch (clid fup- 
port. To have tranftated fo mapr 
manufcripts from a f language, witn 
wh'ch few perhaps of the learned have*, 
at any time, b.-en equally familiar, 
claims the important merit of having 
unlocked a hidden magazine; thejreaii 
value ftf which might not otherwife 
have been difcovered. If h^ihall have . 
prevented other linguiUs, who ma^ 
fortunately have been better employed,, 
from undertaking the fame tafk, they 
ar« truly much indebted to his labour. 
And fuch readers as think their time 
too preciou.s to ^e fpent in the perufal ; 
of books which will tench them little 
worth knowing, are under fignal obli- . 
gations to thofe by whofe diligence or 
rcfearch fo ufeful a difcovcry may have 
been made. And the titles of almoft 
all, or at lead the greater part, of thofe -. 
which our celebrated lingui ft hath tr'anf- • 
lated, v^iil prove, that Vrrbum fat Ja^ 
punti : To connoifieurs the title- 
is enough*

On tic fubjcft of the maraliij of /be 
Ct/ut Dt,P. has fcUftcd feme re- 
ftr^T!;s of the author of the Internal 
pMdcnce nf Chriftinnity, which, if 
iiot abfoluttly priginal, arc concifc, 
forcible, and juft: Jiowever, tlicy arc 
i^ithin the rcaph of fo many of our' 
i-cadcrSy that it may bc'unncrenary 
fo quott them. X^^y ^re ft^lbwcd 
^y fomc rcflefHons of his own on the 
fiftCi which is laid byPur Saviour uDon 
the regulation of tljc thoughts. 
■ " There can be no rfoubt with any^ 
reflefling mind, but th^tthe propcnfi-- 
ftrs of our nature muft be ^fubje^fd m 
yeguU'ion j but ihc queft^nn is, 7i-/v^' 
th« ^t-ck ought to be placed — upon'

and upon a knowledge of the huQui^ 
conOitution, better than by cUmg ih« 
judgment of perfons who appr^r vi 
havtr given great auention to cfte fub- 
je£t, and to he W6ll qualided to form 
a true opinion about it. Boerhaavs^ 
rpeaking of this very declaration of 
Our Saviour, ** Wholoevpr looketh oa 
a woman to lull after her, hath alrea* 
Ay committed adultery with her in hie 
hears*' and undcrl^anding it, as wt do» 
to contain an injunction to lay the check, 
tipon the ihoughiF, was wont to fay, 
'* that Our Saviour knew mankind 
bct:cr than Socrates.*' Haller, who has 
recorded this faying of Bocrhaave\ 
adds to it the following remarks of his 
own : '* It di4 not cfcape the obfer- 
vation of Our Saviour, that the rejec-> 
tton of any evil thoughts was the bcft 
defence againft vice ; for when a de- 
bauched perfon fills hia imagination, 
with impure pifturcs," the liccnticus 
' ideas' which he recalls fail not to fti- 
mulate his dcfirfcs with a degrc^e of-yio- 
lencc wiikh he cannot rcfift. This 
will be followed bv gratification, unkfs 
f(»me external obfticle iliould prevent 
' him from the coinmilfion of a (in wliich 
lie had internally rtlblved on.*' ** Eve- 
ry mciment of time (fays our authcr) 
that is fpcnt in meditations upr>n fio, 
incrcafcs 'the power af the" dangerous 
6hje<5t which hi^ pofTcAtcl our sniigrna- 
tion. I fuppoft thpfercfleftions wijl 
be generally alfcntcd to.'* 

Dr. P/s remark's on the fc verity and 
apparent impra6ticaijiiily of fame of 
Onr Saviour'* [precepts M'^-Vcry judi-* 
chons: "" • ** • . 
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«' It h Incidental to thit trid<Jc of' 
moral tnft'fU^floni which proceeds not 
by propf,' but upon authority; hot 'by 
drtqulfition, but by precept, that the 
rules wi'.l be conceived' ill abfolute 
terms, leaving the applieaiion and tlie 
dfftinaiions thlit attend it to the reafoii 
of the hearer. It ii likcwifc to be ex- 
pe^eti tliat they will be delivered in 
terinii by fo much the more fbrdbfe and 
eacrgetic, a« they hare to encounter 
ftatural or general propenfities. ft is 
further alfo to be remarked, that many 
of thefc ftrong inftahces which appear 
in Our Lord^s rcrmon, fuch as—** If 
any tntiti will fmitc thee on the right 
cheek, turn to him the other alfo; If 
any man will fue thee at the law, and 
take away thy coat, let him hare thy 
tioak ' al(o '; Whofoever (hall compel 
jihee to go a mile, go with him twain ;" 
^hpu^ they appear in the form of 
ipccific J^cccpts* are intended as de- 
Icnptivc of difpoiitioh and charader. 
A tp^cific compliance with the pre- 
cepts would be of little Value ; but the 
tli^fition which they inculcate is of 
tke hi^heft. He ^who ihpuld content 
^inxleif with Sv^inng for the occafion, 
and, with fiterally obferving the rule 
^htn the occafion offered, would do 
ootliing, or wbrfc than nothing; bdt 
"he who confiders the character and 
dirpofition wRich is hereby inculcated, 
arid places that difpofition before him 
as th< modcf to which he fliould bring 
hi's bw'n, takes perhaps the beft poliible 
:mcthod of improving the benevolence, 
"and of calming and rectifying the vices, 
'of his temper. 

•• If it be faid that this difpofirion 

is unattainable, I anfvver, So is all per* 

'|e£^ion. Ought therefore a moralift to 

recommend '*impcrfc£tio!is ' ' One ex- 

'cellcncyi however, of Our Saviour's 

^Ics.is, ^hat they arc either never 

'niftakcn, of never fo miftaken as to do 

harm. I could feign t hundred calcs 

in which the literal application of tfic 

fnfc, *• of doing to others as we would 

* that others fhould do unto us,'* mi^ht 

' oifilcad us 5 but I ncvci-' yet met with 

.' the man who was aftually miflcd by It. 

Notwithftandjng ti^at Our Lord bids his 

followers •* not to r^fift pvil," and " to 

forgive the enemy wjio fhould trefpafs 

. Bg^inft them, hot tilF fcvcn times, but 

till fcvcnty tf^es fcvcn," the Chrff- 

tian world has hitherto fnflfered little 

hy too mnch pUcability or forbear- 

mn'ce, I i^ould repent once more, 

iVhat has already been twice remarked, 
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that thcfo rules ire defigned to regu- * 
late perfonal co'ftduft from perlbnal. 
motives, And for this puir^ilr ;. .{jc.** 

Our author i*ays of the negdiit/'e cha-. 
n^erof Our Lord's difcourfeS, that it 
entirely repels the fufpicibii of ehchu-' 
fiafm 3 and though the future happiaefa 
of the good, and the rfaifery of thfe 
f>ad, which is all wfe want to be AfTUred 
of, is directly and pofitively affirmed, 
yet there is do particular defcrijJtlon 
of the inviiible world. ' This is' a topic 
on which enttiufiafts dwell with a vifild 
particularity. The Koran of Mahonict 
is half made up of it; 

On the cri^iftaiity of Our Saviour'i 
chiraaer, Dr. P. obfervesi that as tH% 
Jews expcfted the advent of a perfon 
who ibould advance their nation to A 
fuprem^ degree of fplcndoiir and pror*^ 
pcrity, had Jefus been an enthufiaft, 
his enthiiliafm would probably Have* 
fallen in with the popular debflon'. 
HaJl -he been an impoftor, he would 
have flattered the prevaiRng hope* 
which were to be the inftrument of his 
attraction and fuccefs, ' 

But what is better than conje£tur^ 
is the faa, that all the pretended Mef- 
fiahs aftually did fo. Jofephus Men- 
tions many of thefe.— Some of them 
Alight be impoftors, who willied to 
take an advantage of the ftatc of public 
opinion. Others perhaps were entbu- 
ivji^%y wliofe imaginations had been 
drawn to this particular objcft by 
the language and fcntiments which 
prevailed around thchi. There is 'a 
very retent example, at prcfent of great 
puUic notoriety^ that fuch would be the 
pretenfions of a foci or A madman. 

• Why therefore Jefus, adds our author, 
if he was either an enthuliaft or im- 
poftor,did not purfue the fame conduft 

" as they d^'d, in fralning his chara6lcr and 
expectations, it wilt oe found difficult 
t'o explain. ' ' 

In the Chapter on the fubjcft of 
mnJefignfd coiiicidenccs, Dr. F. deducet 

• a* ne\vand ftrong argaflientforthc^- 
thenticity of St. Luke's Golpel from 
a fortAcr wrk of his, the Hor^ Pau* 
linae^ which treats of the Epiftles of 

- St. Paul. Affnming nothing more thin 
the exiftcncc of thcfe "Epiftles us the 
Work of their rtputed autnor, they 
prove that Luke, or whoever was the 
writer of the A6ts of the Apoftlii, 
Wai well acquninted with St. Paul's 
hiftory, and thjt he probably was, 
what he nrofefffcs himfelt to be, a cotti« 
panion of %\, Paul^ tmycls 5 which^ if 
Odd r^ T ^^"^' 
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tnie» eftabKlhes, m a coniMerable de- 
gree, the credit even of his Gofpel, 
becaufe it (bcwt that the writer, from 
his (timet) fituation, and connections, 
pofleffed opportunities of true ioform* 
Ation concerning the tran(a6tions which 
he relates. There is little difficulty in 
applying to the Gofpel of St. Luke 
what is proved concerning the Afls of 
the Apoftles, conlidering them as two 
parts of the fame hiftory ; for though 
there areinftanCes cli ftcomt parts being 
forgeries, I know none where the fe* 
cond pan is genuine, and the firft not To. 
JThe third Section of the ninth 
Ch9ipter,which difcuiTes the article of the 
f^opagaiiom of Qrriftianity^ ftates accu* 
rat«lv the argument drawn from mira^ 
fics for the truth of ours or any other 
reli^inn, with reference more efpecially 
to Mahomet an ifm. 

•* The proper quieilion is not, whe- 
ther a rcUgiou» infiitution coulJ be fet 
up v.ithout miracles, but whether a 
religion, or a change of religion, found- 

Jng itfclf on miracles, could facteed 
without any reality to reft upon. I 
iApprehcnd thefe two cafes to be very 
different ; and I apprehend Mahomet's 
>ot taking this courfc to be one proof 
amongfl others that the thing is diffi* 
•ult, if not impofiible, to be accom- 
pli Hied. CeruinJy it was not from an 
unconfcioufnefs of the valtie and im- 
portance of miraculous evidence ^ for 
It is very obfervable, that in the fame 
volume, and fometimes in the fame 
chapters, in which Mahomet fo re- 

-pcarcdly difdaims the power cf work- 
ing miracles bimfclf, he is inceffantly 
lefcrring to the niiraclcf of preceding 
prophcfs. One would imagitie, to . 
hear fome men talk, et to Vtad fome 

• books, that the fetting up of a religion 
by dint of miraculous pretences, was a 
thing of every day's experience j • 
whereas I briieve, that, excepting the 
Jrwiih and Chriftian rcKgion, there is 

', no tolerably vv elUauthenticated account 
oLany fnch thing having beett accom- 
^Hied." * 

Our author concludes this work with 
a Stiff coft//a\*raiioa o^ fome popfdai 
objUiionSi and treats \v the firft Chap- 
ter of this part, of the difcnpanars ifi- 
itue rn tbe frueral Gojpelp^ H fc obfe rv es 
upon thts'head, that ** the ufual cha- 
ra€ter of human teftimony is fubftan^al 
truth under circumftannal variety. This . 
IS what the daily experience of courts 
of juftice teaches. When iccounu of 
a trattla£tion come from the mouths of 



different witneflct, k is iciaom tha» i 
is not poffible* to pick out appaient or 
real inconfifteaciea between them* 
Tbefe inconfifteaciea are ftadieufty dif* 
played by an adverfe pleader, bnt olteB- 
tlmea with little impreflion upon the 
minds of the judges. On the concrary« 
a clofe and minute agreemenx indaces 
the fufpicion of confederacy aad fraud* 
When written hiftories touch ufKW the 
fame fcenes of a^ion, the compnrifoii a!- 
moft always affords groundafor a Ukc tu 
ffedioo. Numerous, and femcdflKstBh> 
-portant, variations preicnt.themfelves; 
not feldom, alfo, abfolute «nd final eon* 
tradi^tiotts ; 'yet neither one nor the 
other are deemed fufficicnt to ihake tbe 
credibility of the main fa£L The cfli' 
bafiy of the Jewstodeprecau the cie- 
cution of Claudian's order tn place his 
flatue in their temple, Philo places k 
harveit, Jofephus in feed-time} both 
contemporary writers. No reader ii 
led by this i neon (iftency to doubt whe- 
ther fach an embaiTy was fent, t-r whe- 
ther iuch an order was giveur Oar 
own hiftory fupplies examples of the 
fame kind In the aocottnt of the ^ 
Marquis of Argyle^s death, VL the 
reign of Charles the Second, we hare 
a very remarkable oontnididigo. Lerd 
Clarendon relates chat he was con- 
demned to be hanged, which was per- 
formed the fame day : o» the contrary, 
fiurDet,Woodrow« Heath, Echard. ccn- 
cur in ftating chat he waa beheaded, and 
that he was condemned fipon the Sa- 
turday and executed upon the Monday. 
Was any reader of Engliik hiftory ever 
fcrptic enough to raile from hence a 
quefiiouy whether the Marquis of Ar- 
gylc was executed or not? Yet this 
ought to be left in uncertahity, K* 
cording to the principles upon which 
the Cbrifiian Hiftory baa fometimes 
been attacked. 

** Dr. Middleton contended, tbattbe 
diffeireni hours <}f the dajr aifigaed \q 
the crucifiiuon of Chrift, by jSinand 
by the other.EtaogcIifts, did not adwt 
of the reconcilement which learned 
men had propofed ', and then concludes 
the difculHon with this Jhard /remark: 
'• We muft be forced, with.ferera) of 
thecrirics» to .leave the dsffieulty joft 
as we found it, cbargoalrfe .Wifih m1 the 
confequencca of manifeft ^jacoofiftcn- 
cjr." 3ut what arc thcfe- eonfe^uen- 
ccs ? By m> mcana tke^dtfcrcdicing of 
the hiftory as. to the pfioc$pfyifaft,;by 
a repugnancy (even fppponng tfa^ xt* 
pugnancy not to be r^Wabie intu dif- 
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fef«Bt modes of computatton) in the 
tim« of the day ro which it is faid to 
have taken puce/* 

On the want of univerfiUity in tbe 
hmtmfUdge and reception of Cbrifiiamiv^ 
onrsiitfaor fajs^that the advocates for 
oar refigbn do not pretend that the 
evidence for it is the ftrongeft |K>ifibIe. 
They can conceive it to be within the 
coBj^s of Divine power to have com- 
municated to the wor>d a higher degree 
of affurancevand to have given to his 
communicatiott a higher degree of in- 
fluence. He coqld have prefented a 
feparate* miracle to each man*9 fenfes. 
Be could have eftabHihed a fianding 
miracle. Bat the queftion is nof» whe* 
ther Chrifttantry poficfles the higheft 
p«fiible degree of evidence, but whe- 
ther the not having more evideoce be a 
fnficient rcafon for reje£ting that which 
vre have." 

Now if we compare this difpenfHtion 
with other things which arc acknow- 
ledged to proceed from Divine council, 
we ihall 6nd that it labours under no 
defers but what apparently belong to 
other difpeniatioDs. 

Thro9ghimt that order of nature of 
whidy'Gad is'thr author, what we 
find is 1/ fyftnnof beneficence \ we are 
feldom^r ever able to make out a fyf- 
tem of" e^imifm* The rain which de- 
fccnds frbm'^ heaven is confeffcdly 
nmong the' contrivances of tbe Creator 
ibr the iuftcntation of the animals and 
▼egetablea which fobfift upon the fur- 
face of iljc earth. Yet how partially 
and irresularly is it fupplied I How 
much or^it falls upon the lea, where 
it can be of no ufc ; hew often is it 
watKed where it would be of the 
^rcaccft I What tra^s x)f courinent 
■re rendered dcfitts by the fcarcity 
of it I We could imagine, if to ima- 
gine were our bufinefs, the matter to be 
vcbenvife regnlated. 

Our author alks, in another part of 
the fame Chapter* whether tbe prrfe£t 
difphy of ^ future ftate of cxiftence 
would be compatible with the activity 
of cfvil itft^ and with the fucccfi of 
human "aifairs } Ont may conceive 
that this impreifiop may be overdone ; 
that ic may fo feizc and fill the 
theiight»9 as to leave no placfc for the 
cam and offices of men's feveral fla- 
tioBt, no anxiety for worldly profperity, 
or even 'for a' worldly or ovifion, and| 
by confequence, no fumcient ftimulus 
to^cular induftry. What we read in 
the ie^oad chapcr of the Afts of the 



Apoftles, that the firft Chriftians had 
alfthbgs in common, and fold their pof- 
fc'lions for the common nccefiit) , vas 
extremely natural, and what might be 
expected from miraculous evidence 
coming with full force upon the fenfcs 
of mankind : but it may be doubted, 
whether, if this ftate of mind had been 
univerfal or long continued, the bu(i- 
nefs of the world conlJ have gone on. 
The neccffary arts of foeial life would 
have been little cultivated. The plough 
and the loom would have ftood dill. 
Agriculture, manufaQurcs, trade, and 
navigaciun would not perhaps have 
flounlhed, if they could have been ex- 
ercifed at all. Men would have ad* 
di^ed themfelves to contemplative and 
^ifcecic lives, inftead of lives of bufinefj 
and of ufeful induftry. 

On the topic of thtfuppofedejfeffs of 
Cbrifiianity^ in the levenih Chapter, 
Dr. P. has the following important ob- 
fervation: 

<* But the argument to ivhich I re- 
cur is, that the benefit being, felt chief- 
ly in the obfcurity of private ftations, 
necelTarily efcapes the obfervation of 
hillory. From che firft general nota« 
fication of Chriftianity to the prefent 
day, there have been in every age ma- 
ny millions, whofe names we never 
heard of, made better by it, not only 
in their condudV, but in their difpofi- 
tion \ and happier, not fo much in their 
external circumftances, as in that which 
is inter prarcordia, in that which alone 
deferves -the name of happinefs, the 
tranquillity and confolation of their 
thoughts. It has been, fince its com- 
mencement, the author of happinefs 
and virtue to millions and millions of 
the human race. Who is there that

Further on is the following emphati* 
cal paiTage : 

** If it be be objected, as I appre- 
hend it will be, that Chriftianity if 
chargeable with every mifchief of w^ich 
it has been the occqfion^ though not the 
motive, I anfwer, that if the malevo- 
lent paflions be there, the world will 
never want occaAont. The noxious 
element will always find a condu£^or. 
Any point will produce an explofion. 
Did the applauded intercommunity of 
the Paean theology prefer /e the peace 
of che Roman world ? Did it prevent 
oppreflions, prefer iptions, maflacres, 
devaAations ? Was it bigotry that car« 
rled Alexander into the Ea^* o^ brought 
r> d d ^ C»(ar 
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Cxfar into Qaul ? Are thn nations of 

the world into which Chriftia'nity "hath 
not found iis way, or from which it 
hath been ban i (bed, free from conteu- 
tions ? Are their contentions lefs ruin* 
ous and fanguiaary } 1% it qwing to 
Chriftianity, or to the want 'of it, that 
the finell regions of the £aft, the coua 
tries in^er quatuor m0ria% thp peninfula 
of Greece, together with- a great pare 
of the Mediterranean coaft, are at this 
day a dcfa^t } or that the banks of the 
Kile, whofe conftantly renewed ferti- 
lity is not to be impaired by ncgle£ta or 
defiroved by the ravages of war, fcrvc 
only tor the fcene of a ferocious anar« 
chy, or the fuppl^ of unceafing 
hoft'ilities } Europe iifclf has known 
no religious wars for Tome centuries, 
yet iias hardly eyer becji wiihoat 
Mraj;. Are tbe calamities which at this 
day affli^ it to be. imputed to Chrif- 
tianity \ jiath t^oland fallen by a 
Christian crufade ? Hath the over- 
throw in France of civil order and fe- 
curity been efiedtcd by the votaries of 
our religion, or by the foes? Amongft 
the awUil leiTons which tir.e crimes and 
(he mifcries of that country aford to 
mankind, this is one; that in order to 
be a perfccutor it is not neceff&ry to be 
a bigot ; that in .rage and cruelty, in 
mifchiff and deftru^lion, fanaticifm ic- 
iclf can be outdone by infidelity."

CbapUT, 

** The rational way of treatiaa; a 
fubjefi of fuch acknowledged hnpor- 
tance as Chriiliaoity, is 'to attcuJ, in 
the firft place, to the general and fub- 
ftaniial truth of its princ'iplcs, and to 
that alpnc.

Bolides 
ttiaAiy gifu and charities beftowed on 
inidigent Clergymen and their fatnifies, 
and othtr dafefVing thara£lert in dif- 
tr^s, with a delicacy that gave them ti 
double v^lue, and- which, diirtng his 
life, were ittduftriottfty cdticealcd^ ht 
CDfiti«u«d to his death all the bounties 
he Jiad annually given in his two 
former diocefes of Bangor* and of Lich'« 
field and Coventry, as well as all the 
Bamcrotts bchefa£iions of his predecef- 
fors at Durham, incrcafing thofe to the 
Sots of theplcrgy, whom he was par- 
ticularly- foUcitous to fupport, and thofe 
Co the 1 nfirmary at Newcaftle.- 

To St. Ann's Chapel in Aukiand,

At 
the north- aaft ent^nce of Auklaad- 
dtmefne, which, in the ipproacfa 
from Durham, opens the extenfive ao^ 
tlttgoificene CiBene ef the park and caAlc,' 
he built a porter's Iqdge and a gate- 
way, and urnamented thefe with la^e 
plantatbns: aad the new a||artmeAts 
at the fouth of the caftle, wnich were 
begun by his predeccfibrs, he complet- 
ed, and made into a magnificent (nht 
of rooms. The great Toom he fitted 
up, and new fproiihed the ^hapel; 
The fiewaVd's houfe, at well at the 
officct and ftables, he enkc^ed, re» 
paired, and altered into regular buiU- 
ings ; and he lowered the walls of the 
court and bowling-green, to the great 
beauty af the fceoery from the hohfe. 
With the monies arifing from the fak 
of the rents and fines in Howdcnihite, 
he bought the Park dofes, the .Haver 
clofcs, and other grounds adjoining to the 
park, with fomc honfet and tenements 
in Aukland ; . he cAnfiderably extended 
the park waH, intending to continae 
it round the whole : the kitchen gar- 
den he greatly enlarged, and fec'ured 
it by a llonc pier from the rivtr Oaun- 
lefs : he built another ftonc pier and 
wall, to cover part of the park frcni 
the ravages of the river Wear ; he 
embanked againd the Gauniefs in its 
whole courfe through the park, and 
Ibrmcd in it many beautiful falls 
.He ornamented the park and dcracfce 
lands with various plantations, drain- 
ing and improving the whole with 
much judgment, andefpecially tho park 
farm, which he inclofed. All the 
grounds he kept in the very neatefi 
order, eniploying the oldeft and moft 
indigent petibns in the neighbourhood. 
In Melbourne wood, he cut feveral 
walks apd ridings, and totally re-built 
-the iodge-houfe and farm, which pre* 
fents a beautiful ohjcdt to. the caftle. 

Nut with (landing all thefc czpcnces, 
he was liberal and Indulgent to hfe 
tenant:, rcmirting many finis, and tak- 
ing DO uiure than one year's rent for a 
renewal of ficv«;n years, or one life: 
attempts, however, were fomctimes 
made to abufe his lenity and indul- 
geDce *•

His memory was accurate and eztcm- 
fiv*. In defcribing the chara&ers, and 
in relating the anecdotes and tranlac* 
tions, wich which he had been ac- 
quainted, he took particular delight j 
aodthU, when his health permitted, ha 
did vyich muchfpirit, ana often with 
the mmoft pieafantry and humour ^ hue 
fcrUpulouily taking cdre, that the de- 
Are of ornamenting any narrative 
ihould licveri in the Anallcft degreei 
induce, him to depart from the truth of 
it. With fo rare and happy a ulent 
for defcHption, with a mind uored witli 
much- id formation, an4 a memory iery 
tetentive^ *he was ooe of the moft in* 
ttruilive and entertaining of compa* 
ttions : his co4vetfatiun was edriched 
with pertinent and ufeful observations^ 
•fad enlivened by genuine wit and 
humorous anecdote. 

He had a very peculiar art o^ extri* 
eating himfelf with much immediace

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common, prefcufc of mind. He pof- 
fcHed a great rtach of underilanding, 
and was Imgularly gifted with a quick 
and ready Judgement, deciding rightly 
upon the indant • when it was neccSaf v. 
No man was better Qualified, or at tiie 
ftme time more averlc to give his opi- 
nion ; wliich, upon many occafiont, he 
found a difficulty in avoiding, its Talue 
bcin^ fo well known, that it was often 
foKcited by his friends ; and, when he 
was prevailed upon, he delivered it 
tathei' whh the humility of one who 
Hiked, than with the authority of one 
vho gave advice. 

Id forming his friendihtps, he was 
as cautious as he was Aeady and uni- 
form in adhering to them. He was 
txtrcmcly partial to the fricndfliips'of 
his youtfi, and made a particular poiut 
of being ufcful to thofe with whom he 
had been tlius early conneded* 

It IS remarkable, that there did not, 
upon any occaGon, cxift in his miad 
the lead dcfire of revenge. Men who 
are •pen and entire in their friend- 
Ihips, are commonly fo in their enmi- 
ties ; with him it was otherwife ; for, 
though not without a fenfe of injuries, 
he was at ' all times forgiving, Happy 
■ In this dirpofitioni his rcfcntments of 
courfe were Ihort, and his friendfliips 
lafttng. 

In all the domeilic relations of life f , 
lie was exemplary as a hufband, a maf- 
tcr, and a parent. Inftcad of holding 
•vcr his children an authority fcund<id 
upon intcreft, during his lif« he put 
therri into poffelfion of a great part of 
fuch fortunes as thc^ would have in- 
l^eritcd from him upon his death, wil- 
ling to have their obedience proceed, 
not merely from a fcnfc of duty>. but 
from gratitude, and from pure difmre- 
reflcd affc^ion. 



Of civil, poKtital, and riligism &« 
bcrty, he had formed juft nocions, AA 
was firmly attached to the coDfthutkna 
in Church and State. He hvtl^an extern* 
five knowledge both of men and things^ 
of which he ftudionfly avoided any dif- 
play. It may be faid with the nimdl 
truth, that in every a£\.ion of his life^ 
however deferving of praife, he rathct* 
declined than courted it ; and when* 
ever any thing that had a tendency to hia 
commendatioQ was accidentally iBtr»- 
duced into converfatton either by his 
friends or dependants, fofar fromthidk- 
ing it his due, he appeared rather to 
f ufpeA the one of ptnialicyyand the other 
of flattery* This averfion to ihow aad 
parade ran through the whole of hit 
character, fo much that the feverel pohlie 
appearancesand proceffioat his ftationre* 
quired, which might be confidered aia 
part, and to many would havebeea a pka- 
fing part of their duty, were irklbiae 
to him. The fame freedom from «f- 
tentation was c^fervabie with repard 
to his literary endowments ; and frtm 
that motive, ai well as from hit abhor- 
rence of controverfv, and perbapt aJTo 
frqm'a coBviftton that there were al- 
ready too many writers, he was cvtr 
dif.nclioed to write for the public |« 
His merit asa fcholar wat^however, well 
known, and properly eftimacedf byfoch 
of his private friends as were tbeoifelvcs 
diftinguiflied by their erudition $• 

In the early 'part of his life he wai 
fond of thofe roanljr exerdfet whieh 
give flreagth and vigour both to the 
body and mind, without foScrioj^then 
to interrupt hisfiudies: a pmdtice which, 
thus regulated, inftead of being inja- 
rious, is ferviceable to learning, and 
which men, eminent for their judge- 
ment, hav« lamented was not more 
cultivated and improved. His aftttl

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TfU<Ati<^A^ ^vere fuchas yet exercifed 
the underftanding : chefs wa5 hi^ favou- 
rire amufement, and he played well at 
that game. The Greek and I^atin 
tqp^ucs were familiar th ' hiirj. ^c 
f|^Ae the French and Italian languages ; 
aqd wrote and fpoke his owa with 
purity and precifion. Or books he l^a4 
a^oyipccent knowledge, and collected 
tgoocf li^)rary. In every thing he had 
• pure taftc. — In hiftory, anecdotes, 
aod memoirs, in the belUi'lei:res, in 
Xiit arts and fcic^ces, and in whatever 
cDTc may be fuppofed to fall within the 
circle of polite cducatiouy he was by 
no meant unin(tru£^cd. 

But the fc*iturc which" in him was as 
prominent as it is lovely, was a perfcft 
union of dignity and humility, in fo- 
cicty, with pcrfons of his own rank, 
he maintained his equality ; and in his 
jhtcrcourrc with the inferior ranks of 
men, where vice did not forbid* he 
(looped with the utmod condefcenfion 
to the loweft'. To all who had any 
imfinefs or concerns with hini, he was 
accefiible and/incerely affable, and more 
^Jpeciajly'p Ihc infcriqr <;lerey. 

Kenevolent to man, and reVcrent 
^wards Qod, he conddered himfelf in 
tKc coniprchenflve view of one bound 
py the tip pf fratcri)ity to all men ; and 
Ris whole conduft befpokc him oniv 
ambitious, as far as hunjan frailry will 
permit, oT hujnbly imitating tllM, whq 
IS the patfon of all. By geod works, 
he roanifelied the fincerity of his faith : 
*• True religion,** faid he, xr^^ont of 
his djfcourfesi " coijfiijs in the leve of 
^od' and' the love of our neighbour^ 
not in an empty profelfion of love to 
Odd, but in fuc'h a love as will manifeft 
itfelf by faith, obpdicncc and adoration ; 
|nd in (uch a love of our neighbour^ as 



rnuft prove itftlf to be undiffcmblcd, 
difinterefled, and productive of all fob 
cial virtues. But let us never be un« 
mindful," cominued he, ** that the firft • 
and great duty is the love of God', or 
pipcy \ for it is this which muft give 
life and fpirit ^ the performance of 
every other duty : in fine, it it tbit . 
which ex^its our moratity into chril- 
tianity^ and it is chrilli^nity alone . 
which pan entitle us to ^ lafling hap* 
pincfs,*' 

His l^ealth liad been declining for 
many years, and though he was neither 
fo old nor fo infirm as to look upon death 
as a releaCe, he lived ^s if he hourly 
expc£ledit; driving bowcyer to pre* 
ferve life by every proper means, va» 
luing the gift, and bieiling the GivER, 
but refigned at all times to yield it at 
his will. He confidered his dilfolution, 
not with the faife pride of a lloic, but 
with the religious indifference of a 
Chriflian pUtlofopher, To the laft he 
retained his faculties, and reviewed the 
main tranfadtions and occurrences of 
his life, gratefully acknowledging 
what l^appincfs he ha^d tKpcricnced, 
and how good God had been to hinl : 
and when the debtcai7)e to be paid, he- 
refigned his breath calmly^ and with« 
out a groan, and with fuch compofure 
and exprcifions, as feem^d to antici* 
pate, in ardent hope, the poffeiiion of 
a better country, and bcfp'JljLc that the 
fqul and body had agreed' to part only 
for a time, as friends, to meet in truer 
and {^blimer love. 

He died at his houCe in Grofvenor 
Square, London, on the i8th of Ja- 
nuary 1787, and, bv his own exprefa^ 
dcfire, was privately interred in St.* 
James's Church, under the commu^ 
nton table, near his father^

QN confttlting the worki of a Theo- 
logical Writer admitted into every 
library, and highly applauded by our 
moft approved Bibliographers, I was 
particularly ftruck with the inftances in 
which he has been preceded by fome 
diftinguiflicd Totaries of the Mufes, and 
followed by others. You perceive I am 
not alluding to the ihort- lived perfor- 
mances of our modern polemical cham- 
ptons. The author I mean is St. Au- 
gufttn, the celebrated Bilhop of Hippo, 
one of the moft eminent and clafiical 
authors among the ancient teachers of 
the church, who is fpoken of as having 
had much tafte, in the earlier part of 
his life, for plays and poems. 

In «* The City of God," a headlefs 
race of men,* **yi fie cnvice, oculos ha^ 
kemUi in bumetisy* arc fpokco of in- 
deed as only matter of tradition ; but 
in the thirty-eighth of 'the ** Sermons 
to his Brethren in the Dcfert," he ex- 
preip/ mentions, that on his going into 
I^Ithiopia to preach the.Gofpei, accom- 
panied by other Xcrvants of Chrift, he 
faw many fuch j *< vitiimus multos bo- 
mints ac muhires tapitm. non bai/enus^ 
fe^ccnlos J^fffos fixos in peSoie, cetera 
membra equultu nobis babeHtes.'* 

Our great dramatic bard Shakcfprirc 
introduces the Moor Othello relating 
how he won the heart of his beauteous 
D^fdemona by the wonderful accounts 
with which he entertained her 

•* Of men whofe heads 
Do grow beneath their (boulders.'^ 

Before the days of the above- men« 
timed Holy Father, Homer among the 
Wrecks, and Virgil amoag the Romans, 
not to mention their herd of imitators, 
Without undertaking fuch perilous 
Voyages t% the Saint, bad much to re* 
Istf concctcing the form and manners 
.of Polypheroe and his one -eyed bre* 
chr«ii,. whofe reminribraice tl^ey bav« 
perpetuated. bhoulJ poets he cbivgvd 



with fpeaking at rand3m, it is a (uA- 
cient juftiAcadoA of them, that Auguftia 
both faw and converfed with men 
** unumoculufntantHminfrontebahenUsJ'* 
whom he reprefents as a diftin^^ tribe, 
and takes care to inform us of their 
having virtuous High Priefts ; \ut men- 
tions juft lM:fore, his being at that time 
Biihop of Hippo, and bis head, while 
he took up the pen, was evidently HlUd 
with faccrdotal ideas. 

•< Thie Kivira" of Mr, Mallet, a 
tragedy, performed with great applaufe 
in 1763, contained a fentiment on the 
unhappinefs of Royalty, which once 
ftruck me as original j but I have iince 
been enabled to trace it upwards, in re« 
trograde order, to a period fuU three 
centuries diftant, when it was men- 
tioned as wi Mfujing : perhaps fome of 
your readers will be lb kind as to inform 
me from what fource it originally pro- 
ceeds. In *' Elvira" it runs nearly, if 
not exa£lly, thus : 

<« Did the beggar know 
The fplendid mifcry that's lodg'd within 
The circle of a Crown, he would not Ocop 
His palfied hand to lift it ff om the duxl. 
And be its wearer." 

In the third aft of Beaumont and 
Fletcher's " Double Marriage," Fcr- 
rand, the Tyrant pf Naples, fays 10 a 
Court Parafite, • 

«< Didft thou but feel 
The weighty forrows wliich fit on a Crown, 
Tho* thou Ihould*il find one in the ftreets, 

Caftruccio, 
Thou wouId^A not think It worth the taking 
up."

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ON PROPHECIES. 
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PROPHECIES have a wonderful 
^ tS^Bt upon the vulgar mind. Hence 
thofewhofe province it has been to de- 
I ceive have fo freauentljr had recourfe to 
them. The enligntcned heathen nations 
' (I mean Greece and Rome) had their 
aaguries and their oracles. They have 
the fame hold on the public mind among 
the*barbarians ; and the Mahometans, 
I though the Alcoran appears to difcoiin« 
ttnance them» are greatly affeAed bj 
them. Thofe of the Chriftian faith 
who» in their religious pra^icey have 
approached the neareft to Heathen 
llomey I mean the Roman CathoHcs, 
have invariably fuffered tbemfelves to 
be deluded by pretended miracles and 
prophecies. For an eicellence in one 
or other of .thefe, (Hipernatural qoalifica* 
tions every faint in their calendar ftands 
diftinguiihed. Moft of the vulgar 
prediAions which have prevailed among 
the lower clalTes of the people in diffe- 
rent parts cff Ebgland, hafe been tradi- 
tionally handed down from the Moakifli 
times. The monafteries were very pro* 
dudive of miracles and prophecies ; the 
latter were generally worded la a bar* 
barotts vcrfe, either En^liih or Latin* 
and couched in fuch ambiguous terms as 
eafily to admit of very diftrent applica- 
tioos. At the dilTolution of the Abbeys, 
there were a sreat number of prophe* 
9ies \>j way ofhindering the progrefs of 
the Reformation. But there were two 
that, according to the moft credible au* 
thority, had a iingiilar accompli&mcnt. 
There was in Jrales a large image, 
ctumiily carved out of a tree, called 
Darvel Gaibcme^ of which an old pre- 
diction went that it fliouid burn a For^/k 
To counteraA this, the image was fent 
up in the reign of Henry the Eighth to 
London, where it was made a ftaJce to 
bum a friar called Forefi^ who was con- 
demned for denying the King's fiipre* 
tnacy. 

Xhere was another prophecy in Glaf- 
tonbury- Abbey, tba/ a Siting JbQuld 
fstnm on tbc iWr. The people believed 
froof it that, one day or other, the fea 
flioutd cover that ^art of the country. 
But in the fame reign, the laift Abbot 
of chat abbey, called IFhitvtgf for refu* 
£ng CO take the oaths of obedience to 



the King, and to give up the abboy, 
was hanged on the top of the Torr. 

After the eftabliihment of the Refor- 
mation, the influence of popular predic- 
tions upon the public mind was very 
great, and ofben times ferioufly alarming* 
What is more furpriiing is, that men of 
the moft ihining abilities were credulous 
in this refpedt. When the fubje^ of 
Queen Elizabeth's marriage was confi* 
dered, Lord Chancellor Burleigh, then 
Secreury Cecil, caft her nativitjr, by 
which he pronounced, that " the Quecil 
had not much inclination to marriage % 
vet that her wedlock would be very- 
happy to her : chat flie (hould be 
fomewhat elder when (he entered 
into matrhnony: and that then flic 
would have a young man, that was- 
nei^er before married : that £be then 
ihould be in the thirty, ftr ft year of 
her age : that (he (hould have but one 
huiband. Then for the ^ality of the 
man : That he (hould be a foreigner t 
that (efpecially towards the middle of 
her age) (he mould not much delight ' 
in wedlock : that ihe (hould obey and 
reverence her huiband, and have hint 
in great refpe£t : that (he (hould ar. 
rive at a profperous married eftate % 
but (lowly, and after much counfet 
taken, and the common rumour of h 
every wherei and affer very greac 
difputes and arguings concerning it 
for many years, by divers perlons» 
before it (hould be effeded ; and thea 
(he (hould become a bride without any* 
impediment : that her huiband fliould 
die firft : and yet (he (hould live long 
with her huiband; and (hould pofieft 
much of his eftate. For cbitduH^ but 
few. vet very great hope of one fon» 
that^ mould- be ftrong, famous, and 
happy, in his mature age 2 and .on« 
daughter *." 

Unfortanately for the Secretary's 
credit as a prophet, or an aftrologer, 
her Majefty died in a good old age. 
wichont ever having had either huiband 
or children. 

In the reign of Charles the Pirft^ 
€KthuJiefi» produced many prophets, or^ 
v^hac amounted nearly to the (un«- 
thing, eapoundcrs and appliers of tli« 
icripcure prophecies. Oas of the moft 
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lingular of thefc was Lady Eleanor 
Divies, wife of the celebrated Sir John 
Pavses, King JaraA's firft Attorney- 
General in Ireland. She was the 
daughter of Audley, Earl of Cattle- 
iiavtn, and had, as wasxuftomary in the 
reign of Quern Elitabeth for female* of ^ 

Duality, a learned education. In 1646, 
kc publilhed an account ofiierfelf, and 
the vifjon* with which flie had been 
favoured, under the title of " The Lady 
FJeanor, her Appeal. Prcfent ^hit to 
Mr. Mace, the Trophet of the Mod 
High» his Meffenger." In it flie fays, 
that ihe prediftcd the death of Sir John 
Davies three days before it happened; 
becaufe he had dettroyed a nianufcript 
farrago of prophecies which flic had 
delivered to Archbiihop Abbot, and 
which that prelate, I fuppofe, prudently 
gave'toher huiband. She further re- 
lateB, •* About two years after the 
marriage of King Charles the Firft, I 
waiting on the Queen as flie came 
from mafs or evening fcrvice, AlU 
Saintt Day, to know what ftrvice £bc 
pleafed to command me, the firft quof. 
tion was, mtn Jbe JbouU bt nvith 
chililT I anlwercd, OportBt habere 
umpusi interpreted by the Earl of 
Cariillc ; and the next, U^hat fuccefi 
the Duke would have, nvbo (the Queen 
faid) tuas intrenching^ and much /^r- 
"jjordnefs in ?" [This was in his un- 
fortunate exptrdition to the ifle of RbL"] 
•• Anfwered again, as for his honor, of 
that he would not bring home much, 
but his perfon ihould return in fafety 
with no littlclpced j which to neither 
fide gave content, fatisfied not his 
friinds, much Ufs fuckvas looked after 
his death .—Befidcs [(hewing flie fliould 
have a fon] told the Queen, frr a time 
flic ihould oc h^ppy. Bui how long f 
faid (he. 1 told her, Sixteen years j 
that was long enough. But by the 
King's coinir>g-in, our difcourfe inter- 
rupted, faying, be beard bow I foretold 
WY former bn/bwid of bis death fonts 
thee dayi before it. Said Ij I told 
him of a certain fervant of your Ma- 
jcftic's, one extraordinary proper, .&c. 
that fortliwitU wa« to come upon ear- 
iieft bufincfs to me, and that he alkcd 
mc the next day before his death, 
whcii X expcaed my gentleman.

And in fuch an unintelligible obfcure 
manner docs this Engliih Sibyl decUre 
her revelations, and the wonderful man- 
ner of their accomplilhment, ex p^ 
faQo^ Yet whether it was from her 
quality, or from the csiraplezion of the 
times, our Pytbonefs obtained a great 
celebrity, and was much confuked. 
At Icn^h, (he ventured to pronounce 
fuch prediftions as to the date of .the 
kingdom, that it was found expedient to 
put a ftop to her prophetical carcer,ard 
(be was accordingly committed to cIo(e 
confinement as a lunatic. The triamph 
of the rebellious party relcafed her from 
durance after continuing in it two years, 
and (he went on in great repute amosg 
the credulous in that turbulent period 
until 'the year 1651, when (he died. 
The year preceding (he pabH(hed a 
pamphlet, entitled, •* The Reftiturtoa 
of Prophecy ; that buried Talent to be 
revived. By the Lady Eleanor." 410. 
5« pages. 

- But for downright ttnequivocatpre- 
di^idn, commend me to a fanatic ot the 
fame age, the noted Prcfbyteriaa 
Cbriftopber Love, who was beheaded ia 
1651 for a plot againft the rebellions 
Parliament. He had dreamt over 
Daniel and the Revelations to fuch a 
purpofe as to prophcfy boldly, that 
" Great earthquakes and commotioot 
by fea and lana (bould cotne on in tbe 
year 1779 ; that great wars Ihould be 
••* Germany and America in 1780." 



So far there is an odd appearance of 
Tcrification. His next prcai£tion tum- 
bles, vi2. •< The dcftruAiofi of popery, 
or Babylon's fall, in 1790." The next 
may be true of any year whatever. aoJ 
in almoft every part of thcChriftba 
world ; he fays, that '• God will be 
known* by many in th* year 1705. 
This will produce a great roan." Per- 
haps Richard Brothers is this great man, 
or, what is the fame thing, his pirtizaoi 
may conceive him to* be fo. "The 
ftars will wander, and the moon turn 
as blood, in 1800 ; Africa, A^a, and 
America, will tremble in 1803 ; a great 
earthquake orcr all the world in 1805; 
God will be univerfally known by ail. 
Then a general reformation, iind peace 
for ever, when the people fliall leara 
war no more." Fi*om all thh, it is time 
to prepare fotthe Millenninro.

&i> mind as to induce him to iiy in ih« 
face of coipmoi^ , fe^ife and decoruo^. 
The cafe of Richard Brothers hat a 
pretty n^ar pjkraliel in the Englifh hif- 
lory ; I a(ljL*dc to the ftory of the pro- 
phet Hackee, who was executed for 
biarphemy in th^ reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth. J^s narrative jfizy not be unufc* 
ful at the pfcfent time. 

William Hacket was born in Nor- 
thampton Oi ire, of obfcure parents* In 
his youth, it is faid, he lived a very 
debauched life ; but in his advanced 
years, he fuddcnly became a puritan of 
the ftri£tc(l cad. Whethec his enthu- 
fufm got the better of his rcafon, or 
whether he was fet on by a fa^ion, he 
pretended to extraordinary vifions and 



reveJarions, in whhJi he gave out fome 
prophecies on the ftate of th^ nation, 
and the neceifity of an ecdefi^ftical 
reform to. avert the divine vengeance. 
He was joined, among others, by a gen- 
tleman of good family and fortune, cal- 
led Cfppifigcr, and by another perfon of 
fhe name of Artbington, Thefe two 
men, from their clofe ittcndancc on 
Hacket^ jwrfuaded themfelves, that thef 
aifo were infpircd, and were the Pro- 
phets and McfTengers of th« Moid High. 
They prcdi^ed, that the down fa 1 of 
popery and the Englifli Ecclefiaftical 
Government was near at hand ; that 
England for its crimes was to fu^r, in 
the year 1591, the complicated evils of 
famine, peftilence, and war. Hacket 
proclaimed himCelf the Son of God, 
and the King of the Univcrfal World.- 
Hm two .co-adiutors to^d their ignorant 
followers, •• That Chrift had appeared- 
tp them the night before, nojt in that 
body wherewith he dwelleth in the' 
hcayens, but with tha^ principal Spirit 
wherewith hetnhabiteth in Hucketmote 
fully than in any ether : aud that 
Hacket was that very Angel which was 
to conic before the La(i Dny with his 
fan and Hicephook to fcparate the goats, 
from the iheep ; and that he (hould 
tr.p'ad ^a.wn S^tan uoder his feet, and 
totaljy fubvcrt the kingdom pf Anti- 
qhriil." 

Artbiftfrton ady tfed Poppinger to anoint 
t<he King with the Holy GhoCL in the 
name of the Lord J ejus Cbrjl, Cop* 
pinger, with all lowlincfs killing th« 
floor thriccj and bending the knee' with 
all reverence, came to Hacket^ who pur 
him back, faying, <* You need not 
anoint Ti)e, for the Holy Ghoft hath 
anciiKcd me already. Do ye my Com« 
mandmcnts. Qo and tell chroueh the 
City, ;that Jefus Chrift is come with hia 
fin in his hand to judge the world. If 
any alk where he is, (he w him thjf place j 
and if th«^ will not believp, let them 
come and kill me, if they can* As it is 
mod certain that Qod isip Heaven, fo is 
it no lefs true, that Cbrifi is now come 
tojudgment.'f (/poo this the Miflioii« 
aries went to impart the glorious tidings* 
They mounted a cart \it Gbeapfide^ and 
there, tJ a grcip concourfc of people, 
proclaimed what their matter had com<* 
msiKled them ; jldding, that '* they 
were two Prophets, the one of Mercy, 
the other of Jadgmeiit, given voHacktt 
as aif^A^tots in fo great a work. . Atvd 
thefe things they affirmed on the falva- 
tion of their fguU to be cenainly true." 
F f f a ^ ' They 
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They &!£» declared, <' that Hiukft 
yiras the highcft ^od fupreme Monarch, 
and that all the K.inps of Eicrofe did 
hold clieir kingdoms oi him as h\% vaf- 
fals : that he afone, therefore, was to be 
obeyed, and the Queen to be depofed." 
On this.|Cing liacket and bis colleagues 
were apprehended. 1 he Monarch was 
)ianged, drawn, and quartered the fame 
year j Cofpingtr ftarved himfelf in pri- 
son; and Attbifigton, having received 
the Royal pardon, recovered his fenfeft.

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M ecnaiB Turns for which he was fe- 
cunty for two of his illuftrious bro* 
therty but which, by thete great per- 
foaagest were now put in a train of 
UqnidatioDt and would not contribute to 
incrcafe the burdens of the people. 

On the nature and amount of thefe 
debts» Mr. Piu dwelt with much be» 
coming fevericy, and was of opinion, 
tharthe debts ihould be fubmitted to the 
inve^tgation of a Secret Committee, or« 
if that was not fufficieht, to a Parlia* 
mentary Comroiifion. 

To anfwer the dciired end, feme* 
thing ^ould be taken from the Prince's 
income, that an example of excefs and 
prodigality might not be handed down 
to his fuccejTors, without being marked 
to the public by this defalcation. The 
plan, therefore^ he would propofe was, 
to veft in the hands of the laid Com* 
million the 13,0001. ariiing from the 
Duchy of Cornwall, to be converted 
into a Sinking Fund, at compound in- 
tereft, together with 25,0001. from his 
yearly income to be placed in 4 per 
cents, by which the whole of the debts 
would be difcharged in twentyoftve 
years. Proper meafures ihould alfo be 
ulun to fecure thefe payments, in cafe 
«f the demife of the Crown, or of the 
Prince himfelf . Mr. Pitt faid, he was 
xeady io give any further explanation 
that might be required, and ended by 
moving. That it is the opinion of thjs 
Committee, that a yearly fum, not cx» 
ceeding 65,000!. be granted to his Ma- 
jefty, to enable him to make fuch ad- 
ditions to the eftablffliment of hit 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales 
aa may become the dignity affumed by 
him on the late happy event of his mar- 
race. 

Mr. Grey faid, it was under the 
created anxiety be now rofe to deliver 
his opinion on the prefent buHnefs, 
hut he fclc it his duty to the public to 
diveft himfelf of all perfonal con fide - 
rations. The addition now propofed 
he felt to be out of ail proportion to 
the allowances heretofori; enjoyed by 
the Prince ; he thought the claim fliOUld 
be much more moderate, and he would 
propofe as an amendment, that the ad« 
dition be 4.0,000!. inflead of 65,oool«— 
To a fuitable allowance to the Princcf), 
he had noohjed^ion. 

Mr. Lambcon was decidedly again ft 
any diminution f rhe fum propofe4 ; 
he obfcrved, that the arrangements he 
heard prop'>fcd fgr rc(lri£^ion would in 
^c& eciie his Royaltii^haefs from the 



metropolis, and even from the focicty 
of men of rank and fortune. 

Mr. Curwen differed very widely 
from what had been advanced bv chc 
laft fpeaker : when he CAnfidere'd the 
calamitous and oppreffed *ftate of the 
country, Anking under the lo^td of ac- 
cumulated taxation,, he could notjbut 
con fide r the propofed fum as iniiaitely 
too large. 

Mr. Fox faid, that he agreed that a 
certain degree of fplcndour was requi- 
iite for the fupport of Monarchy ; and 
Monarchv, he faid, was an cffcntial 
and neceffary part of the Conftitutioa 
of this country, and a parr which was' 
as defcrvedly dear to the lovers of it, as 
was that Houfe itfeif. — He Ihould not 
hefitate to declare he meant to vote for 
the larger fum propofed that night, 
which would be conhftent with ait his 
former opinions on that fubjedt.— But 
the circumftanccs which Teemed to him 
of the moft important conHderatioo, 
and thu about which he felt the moft 
di(Hcolty, was the debts of his Royal 
Highneis ; thefe were ftatcd to be 
about 620,000!. It was abfbjurely ne- 
ctfTary, as well for the honour and eafc 
of the Prince, as the credit and intereft 
of thQ nation, that they be put in a 
ftate of liquidation. The pian pro- • 
pofed by Minifters, to fct apart a fum 
of 25,0001. per annum for the pay- 
ment of the intcreft, and to conllitute 
the revenues of the Duchy of Corn- 
wall, 13,0001. as a finking fund, to pay 
the principal — ^this he muft regard 
with difapprobation, if not whh ridi-j 
cule. 

What he would propofe on the oc- 
caHon wanted to be fet apart from the 
propofed income, is a fum of 65,000?, 
per annum, as a finking fund for the 
payment of the debts, and to fell rhe 
Duohy of Cornwall, which it was ima- 
gined v/oald produce about 6oo,oooL 
Of this he would appropriate a moiety 
to the farther extinction of debts, and 
allow the other half, 300,000!. to the 
Crown, or to the Prince of Wales, as 
an equivalent for the lofs of the income 
of the Duchy. By this plan, perhaps 
in the courfc of four or five years, his 
Royal. Highnefs would be pcrfeaiy 
cleared ; and then his remaining ia- 
comc/durinff theiV)terval,6o,cool.Deran« 
num, *vould not be fuflicient tolupport 
tiie dignijy of his rank. 

He concluded with faying, that he 
.would now vote for the fum propofed ( 
but when the confideration of the 
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4ebts ibould come before the Houle, 
be wouM move to the cffed abovcmen- 
tioned. , ^ . 

After th:s feveral Gentlemen de* 
fiT^re<f their fentimeDtt, when the 
Colnmitcce divided on Mr. Grey's 
Amendment, and there appeared, in 
favour of k^ 91 ; agataftr it, a (o.— Ma- 
jority^ i6(>. • 

Afitf the divifion the ftrangen were 
mrduded* Twooilier divtfiont foltuwed, 
the majorities of which were on tt^ 
iuDc fide ^f the que (lion as above*

'Ifr.Steclr brought up the Report of 
the Refoludone of the Committee on 
kit' Majcfiy's MelTage, relative to an 
•fiab tfkment'for his Royal Highnefs 
the. Prince o( Wales, on which a deful- 
tory coftverlation took place ; after 
which the original Refolurions wcrepu^ 
and' carried, and a bill ordered to be 
brougiat in accordingly.^— * Adjourned 

MONDAY, MAY lS« 

General M'^eod faid, that the mea- 
fure lately adopted ^or granting an 
iocrcfire of pay to the army, to hirh, 
and to every finccre well-wi(hcr of the 
CoAditutioB, muft appeal- illcgil, un- 
warraota^)lc, and truly unconftitutionai. 
To him it appeared big with the moil 
iaul confeqiiencea, for without ade- 
quately benefiting the army, it would 
Vkoft heavkly, nay, doubly opprefs the 
people ; as, in the, firft inftance, the 
people muft pay the tax from which 
this eatraordinary pay is to be raifed i 
mad in tbc fecond, they will have 
doubly to pay for proviftons, as this 
tneafure will tend to raife the price, 
and increaie tlie fcarcity of every ar- 
ticle to an amount not eafily to i>c oon- 
celved.— He would therefore move, 
That the Houfe refolve itfelf into a 
Committee, to confider of al! the dif- 
ferent circulaf orders ifTucd tt dvflferent 
time« by the Commander in Chief, for 
granting an additional allowance to the 
army, without the advice or coftfent of 
ParliamcDt. 

Mr. Courtenay feconded th« motion 
in a fptech of much length, able argu- 
ment, and ingenuity. The prcfent* 
Vkeafure in the manner it waa pror 
pofed was, he contended, a meafure 
mod dangerous to the Conftitution, 
and inimicai to the liberty of the coiui- 
try. The King« he atterted, had no 
vight to make any pecuaiary |^ant to 
tbe ar«iy. The army exiAed only by 
tbe breath of that Houfe, and by^hftt 
H ^ nfr waa it paid for tte defvatc of 



the nation. Were that not tite ca(c^ 
the army would always look up to tlie 
Throne, and not to the Reprcfenta- 
tives of the people, and to ihe com- 
munity at large, by whofe fweat alone 
it was nurtured and matntniaed.-*^p* 
on the whole, it ought ^o be conHdered 
as a Vagrant breach of the privileges 
of the Houfe of Commom, which, 
while tittiifg, had no applicacidn made 
to it for fan^boning the atcafiive «f 
granting the money it required. Aa 
fuch, Mr. Cottnenay could not b« con« 
deron it. 

Mr. Fox did not wift to invohre the 
queOimi in any extraneous matter, or 
permit it to be juftified by any pretend* 
c<f urgency. , It was plain and iimple, 
and turned upon this : whether during 
the fitting of Parliament amy pecuntey 
donative or affiftance fliould be granted 
to the army without the advice andoo*- 
fent of Parliament. 

Mr. 'Pitt endeavoured to prove, thit 
the meal'urc fo much objefted to was 
neithei^ illegal nor unconHitmional ; if 
w%s only protracting, for a €bort tha^ 
to the foidiers while in quarters, Wbu 
they otherwife would have enjoyed in 
catnip.— Thf meafure might be ap« 
proved by a fubfequent fiindion of 
Parliament, as at prefent no exsft 
ellimate could be formed of the et- 
pence. 

The iSoIicftor General faid a hw 
words again ft the Motion. 

Mr. h^^ followed on the fame -fide, 
b'jt gave liis opinion, that a communi- 
cation fliouldliave been made of the b>jfi«^ 
ntfs to Parliament, 

Sir W'ilfiam Pufteney oWervcd, Ast 
tn Older tor prevent the M(5t^tt frcm 
appearing on the Journals of- the 
Houft, he would move tjie previous

Houfe diVidcd on Geo. Macledd's origi- 
nal iKotion, Ayes, ix'y Tfoos 67 ; ma- 
jority againft it, 45.

Mr. Jekyll faid, hr Aeveir-^viOiedto 
trouble the Houfe on. Cubje^s of a trite 
or trivial 'natur^7 n<>^ wtt br 'maeh . 
given to trouble the Houle at ti[»^^ 
The ifu6}eft of Ws pre(ene inotioo Ik 
felt to^tie of that impmaiic tnd^ditijdc, 
as Teemed to entftTd hitai to«lMtfae 
patience and ^tent^o'n 0^ ttt^ nffieftWy 
he had the honour to liAdttfii -He then 
obferved, that he was nei^hbr'j^rfbnally 
nor f>oliticaily eonnr^d wi^hr £a^ 
Fit.zwiUiamy who^coadu^ ted cha. 
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ra^er were principally coacerned ia 
whftt he iVas about to i\y, Mr. Jekyll 
then proceeded to lliew that tbe fudden 
and unhccountable recall of Lord Fitz- 
wUliani. from, tbe government of Ire- 
land was a m«afurc replete with tbe 
mod dan^^erous confcquences, and call- 
ed for the inquifiiorial authority of that 
Houfe, which, he triulcd, could be 
exerctf'cd w^tliout infringing on the 
prerogative, which it was not his wifh 
or inicDtion to circumfcribe. Me en- 
deavoured to prove that the recall of 
the Nuble Earl was not to be attributed 
to^ any of the fuppofed cenfurabie fleps 
which he had taken, not even the Roman 
Catholic qucftion, but to his removal 
of a few favourites of Minifters, a few 
monopolizing families ; for this only 
%v^ he VecalLcd, and all the mifchieis 
attending and likely to refuU from his 
recall dtlibtrateiy and barefacedly in- 
curred. Mf. Jekyll, after expatiating 
oa the long fufterings of the Roman 
Catholics, on their tried loyalty, and 
eiTeqtial Cervices to this country, la- 
mooted their being fo unjuftly, 10 im- 
policically, and lb ungratefully treated. 
He reminded the Houfe of what a Umi. 
lar condu£t of infulcing and irrjtating 
arrogance had produced in America.-* 
H« ridiculed the aci|uiiition of the tin- 
CeJ Crown of Corfica, an ifland which 
we now feem to favour more than that 
of Ireland^ from which we derived 
fuch large and fubftantial fupport. Af- 
ter levcrcly animadverting on the cor- 
rupt fyftem of Government purfued for 
fo many years in Ireland, an intention 
to corrcft which was the real caufe of 
Lord Fitzwilliam's recall, Mr. Jekyll 
concluded a very able fpcech by mov- 
ing, That an humble Addrefit be pre- 
fcnted to his Majefty, praying for fuch 
parts of the corretpondence between 
iLarl Fitz William and his Majefty 's Mi- 
nifters, during his adminiilration of 
1 1 eland, explaining the grounds of his 
recall in th& mid^ of a Seifion of Par- 
liament in which fuch large fupplies 
were granted, and' when he was m the. 
futleft confidence of both Houfes-of Par- 
liament. 

Sir William Milner fcconded the 
Motion. 

Mc» Powis highly difapproved of the 
' afjperhy of invc&vc introduced again ft 
Mlniftert hyi the learned .Gentleman 
wi|o made the Motion. The cjueftion, 
he Caid, ought to ^ dilcuffcd with cool- 
ncfs aifd fttmefs, if difcuflcd at all ; 
but for bis part he cpuld not fee any 
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benefit arifing from it, ot from the in- 
tiuiry it demanded j either to thfe'coun* 
try at large, or the individual ix|ore 
nearly interefted in it. 

Mr. Fox, in a fpeech of confiderable 
length, replete with argument and va- 
riety of matter, enforced what hadbten 
advanced by Mr. Jekyll. He then 
entered on a variety or arguments t9 
prove that the recall of Earl Ftu« 
William, viewed in all the circunlllances 
that accompanied it, implied a fcrions 
charge, and imprefTed a great ftigma 
on that Noble Earl's charafier and con- 
duct.— He contended that the whol» 
bufinefs was occafioned by the remotal 
of Mr. Beresford and his aiTociates in 
corruption, and >Yent over all the 
grounds of obje^ibn that had been 
oppofed to Lord Fitzwilliam's con- 
duct, and removed them all with the 
moil convincing and triumphant reafon* 
ing. 

The. Chancellor of the Exchecjuer 
rofe in reply^ K[c obfervcd, that were 
it proper for the Houfe to accede to 
the Motion of the Hon. Gentleman^ 
it could form liut a very imperfcft cfti- 
mate of the merits of the tran faction ; 
nothing lefs than the whole courfe of the 
corrcfpondence could give the com- 
plete and neccffary information.— ^The 
queftion involved confidcrations of the 
grcateft delicacy and importance, as re* 
terring to matters which affefted the 
coiine&ing chain of the two kingdoms, 
and to others which folely rcfted with 
the independent Legiflature of Ire* 
land.— On the whole, he deemed the 
removal of the Noble Lord as an un- 
doubted exertion of the Royal Prcrogaw 
tive, and fading no blame or ftigma 
whatever on his chara6tci- ; aild bein^ 
attended with no important or public 
conicaueiices, as therefore no fit (ubjeft 
for rariiamentary invelVigation ; he 
therefore deemed It his duty to oppofe 
the Motlpn. 

Mc. Gj-cy argued with much 
waiBx^^and eSe6t in fupport of the 
Motiou^ 

Several other Gentlemen fpokc, 
when the qucftion being called for, 
the ftrangers were ordered to with^ 
draw, and the gallery doors were 
kept iKutj however the debate con- 
tinued! Tome timeafter^ andjerminated 
in .the ^following diyifion j for the Mo- 
tion', ^9 i agamft it, i'88 ^ majoritjT, 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 20. 

!Mj« Dent iaid^ that from the ad- 
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YiBce^ period of the |>rerent Seffion, 
the Committee appointed to examine 
into the abufes of the Public Offices 
could not eome to any decifion before 
the Scflion ihoqid be at an end ; he 
therefore, by the inft ructions of the 
Coinmittee» would now move that a 
copy of the minutes of their proceedings 
he laid before the Houfe. 

Mr. Long oppofed the Motion, be- 
caufe much calumny had been induftri- 
QuAy propagated on the fubje^. 
/ Mr. William Dundas alfp oppofed 
ht .as only one witnefs (Mr. Boonor) 
had been examined before the Com« 
inittee. 

Air. Dent went into a long catalogue 
of ^he abufes that exifted in the Pod- 
Office, particularly rcfpc^^ing the ma- 
nagement and fending of newfpapcrt 
into the cou^itry, which loudly called 
for the fcrutiny of the Houfc. And here 
he detef^ed and reprobaud the inte- 
rellcd practices of the Clerks of the 
Heads, who endeavoured to monopolize 
all the profits arifing from pamphlets, 
mewfpapers, Sfc. tranfmitted to the 
country, of which there were tranf- 
mitted at leaft 15,000 every night-; 
^ this they had done in order to oppofe 
' and fruftrate the attempts of newf- 
paper hawkers, who they conceived 
to be t^eir rivals, and the infringers 
of their privileges ; the papers of the 
hawkers were confequentlv negle^ed 
and thrown afide, particularly when 

freat queftions were debated in that 
loufe, or any other bufintfs of import- 
ance was expc6^ed in the country. 

$ir Johh Call wiihed the Houfe not 
to come to any decifion on the bufinefs 
in 10 thin an attendance. 

On the queftion being put by the 
Chair, a divifion was den^anded, but 
thirty Members only being prcfent, an 
'adjournment of courfe took place^ with- 
out any decifion on the fubjefb.

Mr. Porter, after a (hort introductory 
Ipeech, in which he ftated, th^t not- 
wichftanding the great rife in the price 
fk cvtry utitSuy of life, the pay of 



Military Officers remained the (kmc 
as at the time of Charles II. s and ad- 
verting to the addition to he made t« 
the pay of the common foldiers and 
militia officers, moved, **• That an hum- 
ble Addrefs be prefentcd to his Majefiy* 
befeeching that his Majefty would be 
pleafed to take into bis gracious con- 
lideration the ftate of the pay of Subal- 
tern Officers in his regiments of Jafan- 
try of the Line, and make fuch addition 
as his Majefty ihould think fit» aad 
that the Houle would make go«d the 
fame." 

After a few words of oppofition froia 
Mr. Windham, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and Sir William Pulteney^ 
and fome ihort obfervations in favour 
of the motion by Gen. Tarleton and 
Gen. Smirh, the queftion was put» the 
Houfe divided, and there were for the 
queiliun, 7. •, againft it, 37. Majocity 
again ft it, 30. 

WEBKESDAY, MAY 27. 

^Ir. Eaft moved, that the Poor Re» 
moval Bill be now rekd a third time 4 
upon which Lord Shtflield propofed as 
an amendment, that it be read a third 
time on the firft of Augiift next. — ^This 
amendment gave rife to a long conver- 
fation between Mr. Duncombe, Mr* 
Burdon, v Mr. Serjeant Adair, Mr. 
M. A. Taylor, who fupported the Bill, 
and Mr. Joliffe, Lord Sheffield^ and 
the Matter of the Rolls, who fpoke ia 
favour of the amendment j. after which 
a divifion took place in favour of the- 
original motion. ^ 

Mp. Wilberforce rofe to fuppon ))3» 
Motion for an immediate Peace, or for 
at leaQ an attempt bein^ made, as fooa 
as poffiblc, to bring aoouc a general 
pacification. He. faid, that every frcih 
deliberation, and every jiew examina«^ 
tion of the prcfent qucdion, confirmed 
him more and more in the propriety 
and necc/fitvchat^he motion he would 
this night ^lave the hopour to make, 
Ihould be ferioudy eonfidered, and not 
lightly oppofed.— —Mr. Wilberforce 
then took ^ re^rofpeftivc view of the 
obje6ls, the motives, and the proba^ 
ble confcqi^^nces of the war in whiah 
we are how engaged $ he anticipated 
the argupient$ which th^ Friends of 
the War, might urge againft his mo- 
tion ; and af^cr expofing. the perfidy of . 
our A(Ha^# acid th<; in (lability, of Con- 
tinental conne^tioo.s, entreated Gen- 
tlemen to look, to the internal Situa- 
tion of this.cbtmtry and of Ireiand^ 
where the tajLts and high price of 
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f revifioat bore fo hard on the lower 
daflcs of the people, that they could no 
longer be expected to tupport with pa- 
tience their daily accumuhting burthens. 
Every coolideration both of policy and 
interest, of humanity and religion, now 
induced us to leek for Peace ; nor could 
he fee any ftronz objedtion that could 
be urged agaiau the propofitiou he 
would now ihake, which was, ** That 
it is the opinion of this Houfe, that the 
prere*tlt ci re urn (lances of France do not 
preclude Governnienr from entertain* 
ing propofals of general pacification ; or 
from attempting a negotiation for a 
Peace, provided the fame may be efiedt- 
ed on iure terms, and in an honourable 
manner." 

Mr. Duncombe made a very fpi- 
rited fpeech to fecond the motion, and 
enforce the arguments of Mr. Wilber- 
force. 

' The Secretary at War (Mr. Wind- 
ham) rofe ip reply. He condemned 
the pr^poiition of the Hon. Gentle- 
man, as militating again ft the repeatedly 
declared fentiraeots and decifions of the 
Houfc, and contended, that notwith- 
ftanding all the Hon. Gentleman had 
faid, were the (ituation uf France 
uken in the whole, we had at this 
'moment a greater prorpc£l of fuccefs 
than at any former period of the 
War— Hhat the French were brought, 
by. hard neceifuy, from that fpirit of 
domination which had lb long polTcired 
them, to fue and endeavour to effc6t 
a Peace with thofe of other Powers 
with whom ihe was at War. He 
thought the diftrefled /ituation <tf 
France, together with the change of 
opinion that was gradually taking place 
there, would in the end, together with 
the glorious efforts of this country, be 
.the means of effeCkuating a fafe and 
honourable Peace, if not interrupted or 
oppofed by the agitation of fuch propo- 
rtions as the Hon, Gentleman pow of- 
fered to the Houfe. He concluded with 
moving the Order of the Day on the 
motion. 

Sir Benjamin Hammet made a ikort , 
but fenlible fpeech in fupport of the 
litgumenti which fell from the laft 
fpeakcr. He confided implicitly in the 
honour and ability of the Minifter to 
.terminate the prelent conteft in a fafe 
and honourable manner ; and paid 
many compliments to the Minifter for 
bis clofc and invariable attention to 
^ tommtr^ial inu.ccf^^ of ttic ^iintry. 



Mr. Fox, at confider^lie length, and 
with his ufual eloquence and ability, 
fupported the motion. He contended, 
that the difpolition of France towards a 
general pacification Ihould be met by 
this country, and that we ihould follow 
the found policy of many of our AUiea 
in making peace with her. T^e late 
conduct of France, as well aa what 
padied during the million of Sir Frede- 
rick Eden to that country, prove(i that 
(he had no objection, and was even 4e* 
firous to treat for peace with any of its 
opponents, let their form of Govern* 
mtncbe what it may.-^The fituation of 
this country, he in lifted, required a 
fpeedy termination to hoftilities. Much 
blood and immenfe treafures had been 
expended i' our Allies had deferted us 
one by one | and what had we to ihew 
for the whole ? What were the fruits 
reaped by us ? a part of the I Hands 
of St. Lucie and St. Doi9ingo,and the 
iiland of Martinique ; but were not 
thefe paltry acquifitions counterba- 
lanced by the calamitous (^uations of 
St. Vincent's and Grenada ^— Much 
ftrefs, it appeared, was laid on tho 
commotions in Paris *, let Gentiemea 
recolle6^ the various infurre^oos, roaf- 
facres, and internal Revolutions,, which 
had uken place there fince the bc« 
ginning of the War, and fee how ii(. 
tie advantage the external enemies of 
France have gained by them. Hrr ar- 
mies were uniformly vi^^oriovs, and 
- were animated by the foirit of re- " 
preliing their enemies, it mattered 
therefore little to us, whether the Ja- 
cobins or Moderates had theafcendjuu 
cy } whether Roberipierre or Tallica 
were the Dilator, England was alikn 
oppofed :— he thought that Peace wa» 
the only thing that could lave as ; the 
enemy feemed to make advances of that 
ibrt ; it was our duty to meet them 4 
and he would urge Peace even on the 
favourite gfrounds of Minifters than* 
felves ^ for if ever a Counter-Revela- 
tion or the reftoration jof Royalty 
(hould take place in France, it would 
be at a time when (he had no external 
enemy to take off her attention j and 
in this pofttion he was well founded 
by rcaloning from experience mad 
fa^s.

The Chancellor of the Exchecjuer 
IpTe notice that on Monday next, pre- 
▼ious to going into a Committee on the 
arrangemcntB for the eftabliOiment of 
the Prince of Wales, he ihouM mo^'e a 
propoiitibn by way of inftru6ikion to the 
Commictee, for fctting apart a fum from 
the Income voted for the liquidation of 
the debts. 

Mr. Grey profe^ed himfelf ftill of 
his former opinion, that no notice ought 
to be taken of the debts, and that every 
.application for their payment ought to 
be refifted. He conndered a politivc 
refuial as the only anfwer which ought 
to be giv^en to a propoiition for the pay- 
ment of debts which never ought to 
have been contrafted. 

Mr. Curwcn faid, that he confidcrcd 
at perfe6lly fair the notice uhicl) had 
beeii given by the Plight Hon. Gen- 
tleman. We had voted for tii^larger 
fum, meafliVig to Wing forward'a pro'- 
pofi^ion that Ac whole of the augmen- 
tatioh; 65yOOol. Ihouid be applied to the 
liquidation of the debts. The remain- 
sttg 4o«oool. he ihouid leare the Prince 
to difpofe of -as' he pleafed^ without 
any limitation as to hii nut concra6ling 
farther. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
remarked, that the prcfent converfa- 
tlon was not firi6Vly m ordtr. By the 
notice which he had given, he did not 
intend, that on Monday next they 
iboulddifcuft whatappropriattcn Ihould 
\3$ made for the payment oF debts ; but 
only whether there (bouldbe any appro* 
priation at all.

I Have the honour to acquaint 
yon,. for their Lordlhips jnformatiun^ 
that Sir Sidney Smith, whh the Ihtps 
under hit command, joined me on the 
Sth infiant at noon.. About three 
o*clock in the morning of the 9th we 
dificQvered thirteen fail coming from 
the Northward along ihore. 1 made 
the fignal to \ve)gh ; the fquadron 
weighed aind gave chace, the wind be- 
ing ofTthe Und, and the cnemy*8 vcT- 
feis running along fhore to the South- 
ward. About fix o*cIfock the Melam- 
pus got near enough to fire upon the 
hcadmoft vcfTeis, b^t they, a!!, except 
a cutter, which cfcaped round Cape 
Carteret (our gun boats not being ar*

l^HS^ May lo. The inhabitants of 
\his town had' long obfcrvcd wit1\ an 
indignant eye, th«t the ferocious affaf- 
liiu of the Jacdbin party imprifoned 
here, whilft even in gioi, amufcd 
themfelves with trying a guillotine 
contrived to chop olf feven heads at 
once. According to law^ they could, 
only be puniflied with a tew years im- 
prifonment. One of thcfe villains, 
>vho alone had procured the execution 
of thirty perfons, having been tried on 
tbc 4th inftant, and fentenced to be im- 
priioned for lonie years, the people 
affemblod round the feflions hall, and 
bi/r(l out into nturmurs and threats. 

On the 5th, at eight o'clock ip the 
evening, a mob proceeded ,to the pri- 
fon called R<fuannt, with alifl of thofe 
who had adcd a principal part- in the 
horrid traofadtions which nave taken 
place at Lyons. The gaoUkecpDr was 
obliged to give them a lift of tlve pri- 
foners confined in that prifon ; they 
fet apart all whofc cafes feemcd to b^. 
long to the cognizance of the ordinary 
courts of jufticc 5 the thieves 'were 
drawn up in one torner ; an Emigrant 
taken into cuftody a few days fince, 
and another eondcroned to ten years 
imprifonment for having harboured a 
prieft, were fet at liberty: This done, 
every Jacobin in the gaol* was aikcd 
his name, and, as this called to recoi- 
led ion a number of denunciations and 
fnurders, l^e was executed on -the fpot. 
Twenty were in this manner difpatched 
in th'it prifon. During the csteciltion, 
the Rcprefentative Boiflct arrived, un- 
a^ttended, and harangued /ti|« multi- 
tude in' the name of tbtJLaw. • A young 
manvraounrirtg on a lldne, replied, chat 
Af tbd" Law did »# / ttmcb quitf fi far 
€U Jujiice Jbould gc^ be bad bttUr nuiib^ 
draWf finie be bad nofo performed bis 
tiidy. The Rcprefentative went away, 
Cittd the troops of the linc^ ^s well as 
che National' guards^ rensatned indif- 
ferent fpe^atois- of what ^m goiog^ 
forward. 

From th« jpriton of Rouanne the 
mob procccjdell to that of St: Jofeph^ 
where fev era! Jacobins were executed 
in: the . fame manner. The pliycr 
Crfcuillc, formerly Prcftdcflt of the 
Tf ibunal of the rTiQri:or»ft9,«Grandmai. 
fon, and the fem«iU.Ro.ul0au» his loif- 
trcfs, vlift th« very day bofore, 'had 
fworn to exterminate the :whole quar* 
ter of 8t^ Pierre^ f^ere of the num- 
ber. 

The meb afterwards repaired to the 
prifon of Rechfes* The Jacobint con*

fined in this gaol defended themfclves^ 
and fet Bre to the building, in a fuppo-* 
fit ion that the mob would bufy thcm- 
felves in cxtinguilhing the fire, and 
that this would aiTord chem an oppor- 
tunity of effe6ting their efcape. But 
it happened othcrwife ; not the leaft at- 
tempt was made to check the conflagra- 
tion, and all the Jacobins ptriOied, ei- 
ther in the flames, or fell by the hands 
of the people. 

A'oout leventy-five Terrorifts were 
mafTacrcd that day ; and on the follow- 
ing, the 6th, came on the execution 
of thofe who had concealed thcm- 
fclvcs, or were overtaken in their 
flight. 

ParUj May 43. This city, once the 
fccne of every fpecics of pro&igacy that 
the World calls pleafure, is now groan* 
ing under the fevcreft fcourge that 
Heaven in its wrath can inAi£t on 
man. 

The femitie which figes at this pe- 
riod havmg excited great difcuntenti 
anving the people, the Jacobins thought 
the moment wM arrived for the over* 
throw of their opponentt, and for the 
revival of the ConftitutioA of 1793, 
which declares th^ fovereignty of the . 
people, and ordains that a new Confti* 
tuiion thall be chofen every year. 

With this view on Thiirfday the 
loth a grcaft number of hand-bills wer« 
circulated through the whole city, call* 
ing upon the people of both fexes 9nd 
all ages ro proceed in a mafs to the ' 
Convention, to demand jBr^n//, tbe abo^ 
Ution- (tf 4b*; Revottttionary Government^ 
and tbe immediate ejlahtxjbment of tbe 
Cojtftitution tf/* 1793. The cavalrv and 
infantry were invited to join witn tht 
citizens; upon the pica declared at the 
beginning of the Revolution, that in - 
furrcdJttba is the cnod facred duty o£ 
the people^ wheh' the Government if ' 
tyrannical, and that Government it 
then tyraanical , when it Cuflfers the peoi^ - 
p!c to die of hunger. • 

The day after the publication t^ 
tbcfe hand -bills the whole dty ««t 
in a ferment. The Rcprelcnt^tivea aT* - 
fembled at feven inthe Hiorfting-iathe 
Hall of the Convcntiod, which was for* 
rounded bv an . aniariag concourfe of 
people. A croud oL women burft into « 
the .galleries,, crying out Breads Breadp , 
and tbe Coitftituttoit ofA'jf.y Thefe ex- . 
claniatiuns were accompanied witlt tor- * 
rents of abufe.-and threatening geftures 
of the hands.. The Convention order- 
ed the guards to clear the galleries ; a 
battle enfded ; there was a general erf 
To arms, lio arms ; the dafll of bayonets 
1 i i and 
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and f words was heard at the hall-4oor« 
At length a great crowd rutbed in i 
'up-^n chcir hats were chatkcd the words 
"Breads ami tbt Canfiitut'ton o/* 1793. A 
Kcprcftntative fn^tched off the hat of 
9ne( f thefe men. Immtdiatciy the mob 
attacked him with their fabfes. He lied 
toward* the fieiident^s chair for pro- 
tection ; but before he reached it, a 
mutket was fired at hfm, and he fell 
dead by Mic fide o« the Prefidcnt. The 
P.tprtrtnrativc Fcrand ran to his af- 
fidancc ; but he alfo was inti -.ntly dif. 
patched by the fiabs of fwords and 
pikts. The mob then cutoff Fcrand*s 
Dead, ^nd (licking it on a pike, carried 
it about the Hall. The military at lad 
9oming to the aifidance of the Rtprc- 
fcntativLS, the populace were driven 
out» and fome ot them taken iuto cuf- 
ipvly. Several people wore killed in the 
fray. 

Pnris^ May 25. This city prefentcd 
ycfterday the mv)lVhorrid fpt^'tacie ever 
cvhibited — more than one hundred 
thoufand x:>cn appearing in armf, and 
half a million pf infurgtr*t$ rendered 
furious by the crent* that have oc- 
curred — lut notwithftanding ihii| it waj 
evident that the general wilh was to 
fupport the Convention. 
"The d;faftVaed Staions fecmed to 
have acknowledged their miftiike, and 
had obtained permilJion of the Con* 
vtntion to unite with thofe which had 
remained faithful. Thi^ did not an- 
fwer the purpofe of the leaders of the 
infurrcMinn. Thefe Chiefs had dic- 
tated the. language to the ini'urgtnts, 
>vh ch wns, ** BscJii, anJ :bc Co.Kjtitution 
ff 179;." — When thcfe people were 
aikcd. Whether ^hty knew what the 
Conftitutic'W of 1793 was, and whether 
- It would give them bread ? they an- 
fwcred that they could not read, but 
that they hadbrcn told, that under that 
Couftituiion the people were only to 
pay two or three To us per pound for 
bread. 

They were told that they were ill- 
intentioned people who wilhed their 
Tuin, and that they were thofe who 
V'iHicd 19 ftarvc Paris who had held this 
language j for if the country people 
fee that they arc committing mvrUvrs 
in this city daily, v;ho i^ there would 
com«; to Paris to tell his merchan- 
dife ? They anfwered, that they would 
not. 

They were then afked, whether they 
-were not m.idc the inftruments of per- 
sons who wilhcd to revive the tyranny 
•f Robefprtrjre, and of Fouquicr Tin- 



vitle } and vfkt^A them of the daager 
livhich they cxpgfcd themCeWes to ia 
ptrGAing in a ptaa, from which it 
would foon be too late to recede. Thv 
iogick, fimplc as it was, f liied of lU 
etfc^t ; and oa the evening of chc S41I1 
an event happened, whicti vr<«Testlui 
the J'tco^ \i\i have not loft ttie hcpcsd 
completely ovcnurnirg the Convemioa. 
A perfon of the name of ft;iiccl,i 
Blackfmith*s boy, convicted U feniaf 
carried the head of Ferand, aiTaflJBatcl 
in the Convention, upoa a pike, »B 
condemned* m confequcnce cif the de- 
crees of. the aid and ajd of this irtODtb, 
tp fufFcr death. 

As he was conc'u6ting to the Fixe 
de Grcvc to be executed, a number 0^ 
men and women rcfcued faim, and car- 
ried him iS to the Fauabourgs. Iffl* 
mediately the united Coinroiuccs or* 
dcred an armed force to difarmtk 
Fauxbourgs ) and for thit purpole fe- 
vetal regiments of the line united 
thcntfelves to the National guards cf 
Paris. The armed force font iatoti* 
Fauxbourg Si. Antoine found oorc- 
fiftance till they arrived at the Bw* 
ricrc da Trone i but the appeartnct 
of the military having collet^ed icst 
of the inhaoitants of this Fauxbourgi 
they attacked t'otne ef the ailvaocit 
guard, and took from them fe«R^ 
pieces of cannon. 

The guard then thmtght it pro&M 
to adopt meafurcs of defence; thcrib- 
paved the principal ftrcet of the Paui- 
bourg ; and it was foon obfervcd wjtfc 
regrtt that the Commandant of tha 
expedition had neglcfttrd the tneiasw 
retreat, t)* which he vpas tnuch «• 
poUd. A complete victory wm howcNtf 
gained over the infurgcnrs before nijtoj 
the cannon of the Fayxbourg St 
Antoine was taken, and leat to ^h* 
Tbuillericsj and Paris \ya$oi»cemK« 
refiored to tranq jility. 

The aiTalKn of Ferand wtsp^***^ 
the fame cvcain^. In order loefctpt 
punilhmcnt, he attempted to cut i» 
throat, and, failing in this aittiPfi 
threw himfelf from a window dJ^f* 
ftories high. He did not, htAvevtr, kiB 
himfelf, and was carrifd onal*^^*** 
f he place of execution* 

The death of the -young ^'"8 
was repreieftted in the Convcotioa oa 
thp 9th day. of June, to hai« «"'«J 
from a fwelHng in the right kn* 
and the left wrift, accompiteio<^^y * 
fevtr. He died at a quarter P*^^**' 
in the afternoon of Moi <ijy, }uo« ' JT 
Sevcftre very poaif>Qu% a'naounctd the 
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huffiartity of the Confmitree, in ap- 
l^tittirig PUyTiciant to attend him. it 
is remarkable, that DclTair.t, the firft 
Pliyficiati who attJDclcd him, died oo 
tfic loth.

. The French Republic pnd tjie King 
of Pruilia have concluded a. ftcgnd 
Xrcatv^ which was ligncd at Bade, on 
the i^th of May. Th:s Iccond treaty 
isf<«uiiued on the ^i'^/'!? article of the 
*fir(t, and relates lolely to th« German 
Kmpire. The condiiions of it are, that 
iuch of the German Spates as withdraw 
their contingents, and refufe tofurniih 
^troops .to tbc enemies of the French Re- 
.public, (hall be deemed neutral,, and 
JH^'aW be;proie^ed in that neutrality 
both by France and Prulfia. The fcM 
cA war is to. he removed from the North 
fS. Germany, and the former com- 
jpcrciaJ ciimmunicaiions are to- be re* 
cdablilhcd on the right bank of the 
Jlhine.

and violence : s^Mate'd by a ftrong 
South- Eafierly wimi, it fprtad to the 
grand Naval Magazmc, but happil> not 
before the moft important objctts had 
been laved. 

VVhiUV great exertions were made in 
this puce to extinguiih the fire, the 
(tecple of St. Nicholas Church, fxtuatcd 
at a great diftancc from the Holm, was 
fcen m flames. This Church, in the 
conflagration <if the year 1713, alone 
cfcapcd from the flames. The ^vhoie 
of.thi^ beautiful edifice was rapidly con- 
fumed, and the flames fprcad to all the 
adjacent ftreetk, dcftroyine the whole 
of the Old Holm, the College of the 
Admiralty, the entire range of build-' 
ings belonging to it, all the houfcs 
ficuatcd along thv Canal ; thofe on the 
Old Strand, and all the re(t of that 
quarter of the town were foon reduced 
to aihes* The number of thofc houfts 
amounted to (isvcral hundreds, amongft 
which «rere the habitaiions of the 
wealthy merchants Perchier, Erich- 
fen, Cramer, Gueilmeyer, the Apo- 
thecary Manthey, and of a great num* 
ber of otiier refpe^iable gentlemen.— 
The damages cannot yet be afcerrainedy 
but they arc calculated to amount to 
feveral millions. The Prince Royal, . 
the Prince of Heflfc, and other iliuf- 
triouiJ.pt rfonages were prefent, and en- 
couraged the troops and inhabitants in 
their exertions to extingui(h the fire \ 
but the large burning coals which were 
fpreaii by the wmd over the v^hole 
towni fcemed at tirll to baffle atl their 
zeal and aC\v^'"y. ^t laft the Town- 
houfe - was iir- flames, trnd great ap- 
prehcnfions were entertained for the 
fafcty of the Fra«cn church. The 
land troops and the Tailors werct very 
active in their endeavours for relieving' 
the calamity* The latter happily were 
very numerous* on account of their 
having come thither to man the fleet 
which is preparing for fea. A great 
number e/.pcople have not only been' 
wounded, but have evenperiflied under 
the ruin^ of the dcftroyed houfcs. 

The Synagogue of the Jews and the 
Orphan Houfe have fallen a prey to the 
flames. The Afiiftance Houle (or Loan 
Bank) has clcaped. The conflagration 
Ufted for thirty hours. It was fuppolcd * 
to have originated in the over-boihng of 
a kettle of tar. ^

the fcntcnce. • This was done to dc* 
monftrate to the men that ft are of obedi- 
ence in* which the Officers were deter- 
mined to hold rhem ; ahd by this mea- 
furc they felt more p')iHtedly the follj 
of then: former conduct, when tfaoie 
jyerfons, wliom they had before made 
their leaders, were now to fuffer death 
at their hands. 

"' Thi regiment was then conduced to 
a fpacious valley, and divided into two 
wings, which were ftationed on each* 
fide of the place of execution : they 
were then followed by the whole line dT 
encampment,— : On the rifing ground 
above thfvallcy, three thoufand cavalry

After ^he corporal puni(hnients had 
been inftifted upon the offenders of lei's 
note, Cooke and Paxifli, the two un- 
fortunate men condemned to die, were 
brought forward wiih a vtry ftrong ef- 
cort. They walked aloag the vale in 
flow and foiemn procellion, 'accompa- 
nied by the CUrcyman who had de- 
voted his lime lo con fcientio ally to 
them, from the moment the fentence 
bad been made known, that they were 
fujly-prcparcd to meet their fate.

the one who was to drop the fignah faid

Upon the reply being made, he dropt a 
prayer-book; and the party did thf:ir 
duty at about fix yards. diCtanco. On« 
of them iwt appearing to be entirely 
dead, was inftantiy f^ot through the 
head; and the fame ccrenjony was 
performed ti the other. . ^f^r this the 
whole line was ordered, to march round 
^he dead bodies. 

' fkrjbam^ Junf \A^ .5ykes and ^an-

provifions, crying out, "A large loaf; 
arc we to be ftnrved to death?" a^id 
prefently dcmolifhed the windows, win- 
dow cales, Ihuitcrs, and doors to the 
front of the bakehoufe, which fome of 
t^'em entered. The acting Magiftrates 



of this town, W. Hicks, wd W. ViU 
lers, £fqrs. however, being infornie4 
of it, repaired to the place and called 
out the military \ and the Riot A^ bring 
read, the mob wer€ appeafed, and order 
again rcftored, infomucb that iH't'he 
military, except a guard of tw(»hre men, 
who were leftat^e mill, were ordered 
to their qQartersXwith dircAions, how. 
ever, to lie on their arms, and affenible 
at the found of trumpet. About ei|hc 
o'clock at night the people became more 
riotous, and threw IVones at the gu«rd 
before the mill, upon which three were 
taken into cuilody, and efcorted by a 
file of men to the dungeon. 

As they were conducing thither, the 
efcort were affailed with Hones' and 
brick-bats, and a refcue apprehendecl ; 
on. which two of the Ibldiers Bred, 
and killed one man of the name of Allf n, 
and wounded anpther dangeroufly in 
the bicaft with a ball, who now lies in 
our htfpital.— There are five lAcuftodjr 
for bejng^ adiive in the mob. - 
A printed hand-hill, of an inflammatory 
nature, ha& been circulated in the 
ftrceis this mornihg. The Magistrates 
have offered a reward of too guineas 
for the difcovery of the author. 

June 24. Tranquillity is rcftored to 
this town and neighbourhood.
